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Are  you  prepared  to  face  the  possibility  that  this  year 
may  be  a  time  of  fulfillment  of  the  prophecies  as  depicted 
in  The  Revelation  of  St.  John? 


NO  NEW  YEAR,  REALLY? 

It  will  be  celebrated  as  usual — this  New  Year. 
It  will  be  happy  and  sad. 
It  will  be  good  and  bad. 

It  was  ushered  in  with  parties,  effervescent  with  laughter  and  care- 
free activities,  while  on  hospital  beds  lie  those  who  only  dreaded  that 
dawn  for  fear  of  another  day  of  pain  and  discomfort. 

The  New  Year  will  be  a  fresh  beginning  for  some,  a  continuation  of 
the  same  type  of  living  for  others,  and  a  bitter  end  for  many. 

Nevertheless,  it  will  be  a  New  Year — a  time  when  old  calendars 
are  discarded  and  new  ones  are  hung  in  their  places  and  admired  for 
their  pictures,  their  red-letter  days  searched  out  in  anticipation  of  other 
holidays  to  be  celebrated  and  enjoyed. 

The  New  Year  came  suddenly  for  some.  They  awoke  to  find  them- 
selves in  precarious  situations,  situations  preventable  had  their  thoughts 
not  been  dulled  by  alcohol,  stoning  drugs,  and  other  orally-taken  "medi- 
cines" to  quieten  their  nerves. 

The  New  Year  came  slowly  for  others  who  had  anticipated  it  for 
sometime  in  hopes  that  things  would  take  "new  shape,"  that  life  would 
take  on  added  meaning,  that  the  troubled  world  would  be  nearer  its 
desired  peace,  that  the  King  of  heaven's  return  would  be  more  immi- 
nent. 

Bells  rang.  Choirs  sang.  Watch  night  services  found  some  rever- 
ently and  some  not  too  reverently  kneeling  at  the  altar  of  some  church, 
praying,  or  pretending  to  do  so. 

Tears  were  shed.  Shouts  were  shouted.  Smiles  were  smiled. 
Hands  were  clasped  and  held.  Horns  were  blown.  The  exclamation, 
"Happy  New  Year,"  was  repeated  over  and  over  again,  enthusiastically 
with  meaning,  and  indifferently  as  a  matter  of  course,  just  because  it 
seemed  the  proper  greeting  in  view  of  the  holiday. 

Some  individuals  made  new  acquaintances  and  gained  new  friends 
during  the  "ushering  in"  and  will  retain  these  favorable  relationships 
throughout  the  year.  At  the  same  time,  others  lost  the  friends  they 
had  and  made  enemies  of  persons  they  had  never  known ;  and  this,  too, 
will  be  of  lasting  consequeuce. 

Too  much  wining  and  dining  was  on  the  agenda,  and  the  next  morn- 
ing listlessness,  no  appetite,  a  headache,  bleary  eyes,  swollen  lids,  a  dry 
mouth,  nausea,  and  an  almost  oblivious  attitude  to  the  surroundings 
were  experienced.  The  sound  of  the  telephone  or  a  slammed  door  shat- 
tered the  nerves  of  those  who  celebrated  it  "too  well." 

Admittedly,  every  time  December  31  passes  and  January  1  arrives, 
there  is  a  New  Year ;  but  the  New  Year  is  not  really  new  when  one  con- 
siders all  that  has  transpired  and  all  that  will  ensue.  The  New  Year 
may  be  much  like  the  old  one,  so  much  in  fact  that  for  many  of  us  it 
will  be  met  with  anxiety  rather  than  serenity.

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REVIVAL  CRUSADE 
PREPARATION  AND 
FOLLOW-UP 

by  the  Rev.  Charles  Crisp 


mlLT  thou  not  revive  us  again,  that 
thy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee?" 
(Psalm  85:6).  A  revival  is  a  requicken- 
ing  of  those  who  are  already  alive.  The 
prayer  is  to  "revive  us,"  God's  people, 
that  "thy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee." 
Renewed  activity  is  always  the  evidence 
of  this  requickening  and  of  life  and 
growth.  The  psalmist  reminds  us,  "Thy 
people  shall  be  willing  in  the  day  of  thy 
power,  .  .  ."  (Psalm  110:3). 

The  word  "revive"  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment carries  the  meaning  "to  live  again," 
"to  stir  or  kindle  up  a  fire."  This  is  the 
same  word  as  used  by  the  Apostle  Paul 
in  writing  to  Timothy,  "Stir  up  the  gift, 
kindle  it  into  a  flame.  It  may  be  smol- 
dering now— but  it  has  not  gone  out! 
Give  it  vent,  and  let  it  spring  into  flame" 
(2  Timothy  1:6,  writer's  own  paraphrase). 

Our  churches  today  need  a  revival. 
Hearts  are  cold;  there  is  so  little  com- 
passion and  concern  for  the  lost.  The 
sins  of  omission  as  well  as  commission 
have  caused  God's  people  to  lose  the  joy 
of  salvation.  There  is  a  need  to  repent 
and  to  return  unto  the  Lord,  to  fan  into 
flame  the  smoldering  embers.  Yes,  every 
one  of  our  churches  needs  a  revival.  I 
am  convinced  that  God  is  ready  to  give 
that  revival  when  the  churches  are  ready 
to  receive  it. 

Revive  us  again; 
Fill  each  heart  with  thy  love,- 
May  each  soul  be  rekindled  with 
fire  from  above. 
This  should  be  our  daily  prayer. 

HOW  CAN  A  CHURCH  HAVE  A  REVIVAL? 

How  can  our  churches  experience  such 
revival?  Finney  used  to  say,  "Revivals 
have  to  be  worked  up  as  well  as  prayed 


down."  Spurgeon  has  said,  "Every  great 
revival  has  its  beginnings  in  prayer  and 
continues  in  much  prayer."  To  have  a 
revival  in  this  day  requires  preparation, 
both  organizational  and  spiritual  pre- 
paration. 

Preparation  is  a  necessity  for  revival 
in  this  twentieth  century  just  as  it  was 
in  the  first  century.  Read  again  the  his- 
tory of  the  Early  Church  as  recorded  in 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  Note  the  pre- 
paration that  was  made  and  the  success 
that  was  attained.  Also,  note  that  which 
was  done  to  conserve  the  results  of  the 
revival.  Consider  these  evangelism  es- 
sentials as  set  forth  in  Acts:  prayer  (v. 
1:14);  power  (vv.  2:1-4);  participation 
(v.  2:4);  publicity  (v.  2:6);  people  (v.  2:6); 
preaching  (vv.  2:14-36);  penitence  (v.  2: 
37);  pleading  (v.  2:40);  pardon  (v.  2:41); 
preservation  (v.  2:42);  and  perennial 
duration  (v:  42). 

Any  program  of  evangelism  that  will 
be  effective  and  will  meet  the  needs  of 
this  day  must  follow  this  New  Testa- 
ment pattern.  It  must  find  ways  and 
means  to  implement  these  essentials  of 
evangelism. 

I.  WHERE  TO  BEGIN 

The  first  step  in  planning  the  calendar 
for  the  year  should  be  to  determine  the 
number  of  revival  meetings  and  the  dates 
for  these  meetings.  Every  church  should 
have  at  least  two  revivals  each  year.  One 
of  these  could  be  a  cooperative  effort 
with  other  Free  Will  Baptist  churches  in 
the  same  area;  then  there  should  be  the 
local  church  revival.  Some  churches  may 
find  it  profitable  to  have  a  revival  led 
by  youth.  The  vacation  Bible  school  of- 
fers another  good  opportunity  for  reach- 
ing girls  and  boys  for  Christ.  The  dates 


for  these  meetings  should  be  written 
into  the  calendar  first. 

As  soon  as  the  dates  for  the  revival 
have  been  agreed  upon,  enlist  your 
evangelistic  help.  Utmost  caution  should 
be  exercised  in  securing  evangelistic 
help.  The  pastor  should  know  person- 
ally or  by  reputation  that  the  one  con- 
sidered is  worthy  in  every  sense  of  the 
word.  He  should  be  sound  in  doctrine, 
cooperative  in  attitude,  sane  in  methods 
used,  morally  beyond  reproach,  and  cap- 
able of  doing  the  job.  To  secure  his 
help,  contact  should  be  made  as  soon  as 
possible. 

II.  PLANS  FOR  A  ONE-WEEK  REVIVAL 

Neither  the  Scriptures  nor  history  re- 
veals a  revival  apart  from  fervent  prayer. 
Therefore,  we  need  to  plan  ways  and 
means  whereby  we  can  enlist  people  in 
prayer  for  revival  and  the  salvation  of 
the  lost.  All  that  is  done  in  revival  ef- 
fort must  be  undergirded  with  prayer 
and  the  Holy  Spirit. 

A.  Hold  personal  prayer  daily  with  a 
prayer  list  of  specific  needs. 

B.  Beginning  four  weeks  prior  to  re- 
vival, have  special  prayer  for  revival  in 
every  department  and  class  in  the  Sun- 
day school.  Make  much  of  prayer  in 
the  worship  services. 

C.  Plan  class  prayer  meetings  in  the 
homes  for  the  different  classes  of  the 
Sunday  school  one  week  before  the  re- 
vival begins:  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday  nights  in  the  homes.  On 
Wednesday  night  have  prayer  meeting  in 
the  church.  Ask  the  women's  Auxiliary 
to  plan  the  Wednesday  evening  prayer 
service.  Ask  the  people  to  bring  their 
unsaved  friends  to  the  prayer  services. 

D.  On  Saturday  before  the  revival  be- 
gins, have  a  chain  of  prayer  at  the 
church  from  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  Have  Sun- 
day school  classes  to  be  responsible  for 
each  hour.  Ask  that  specific  prayer  re- 
quests be  added  to  a  prayer  list. 

III.  PERSONAL  WORK  BEFORE  THE 
REVIVAL 

A.  Deacons  should  visit  every  member 
and  ask  each  to  make  a  definite  com- 
mitment to  attend  every  service  if  pos- 
sible. 

B.  Prepare  a  prospect  list  and  see  that 
every  teacher  in  the  Sunday  school  has 
one. 

C.  Be  sure  that  every  teacher  knows 
the  spiritual  condition  of  each  one  in 
the  class. 

D.  Select  nnd  train  personal  counselors 
to  work  with  those  who  come  forward. 

E.  Order  literature  to  give  to  new  con- 
verts.   (See  suggested  material  in  the

Scripture  Reading— John  5:39 
The  True  Messiah 

A  Hebrew  Christian  engaged  a  Jewish 
friend  in  conversation.

We  may  think  what  we  will  and  we  may 
read  what  we  wish,  but  we  shall  always 
come  to  one  conclusion:  Jesus  is  the  one 
and  only  true  Messiah. 

MONDAY,  JANUARY  8 

Scripture  Reading— Ezekiel  33:11 
A  Weeping  Judge 

Ray  H.  Lane  Jr.  murdered  a  policeman. 
When  the  jury  returned  its  verdict— guilty 
—no  recommendation  for  mercy  accom- 
panied it.  The  death  sentence,  therefore, 
was  mandatory. 

When  Superior  Court  Judge  Wayne  Mil- 
lington  pronounced  the  death  sentence  and 
concluded  it  with  the  words,  "And  may 
God  have  mercy  on  your  soul,"  he  broke 
down  and  wept.  He  left  immediately  and 
locked  himself  in  his  chambers.  "When  I 
went  out  there,"  he  said,  "I  had  no  thought 
that  this  would  happen.  Then  all  of  a  sud- 
den—bang! It  was  a  very  unpleasant  situa- 
tion, but  we  judges  have  to  meet  them." 

Does  God,  the  Judge  of  all  mankind, 
take  pleasure  in  passing  sentence  upon  the 
wicked  who  spurn  His  offers  of  mercy  and 
forgiveness? 

Prayer  Thought 
If  the  judge  in  our  meditation— a  mere 
mortal— could  react  so  strongly  against  the 
sentence  he  had  to  pronounce,  can  we  ever 


doubt  God's  anguish  at  the  sins  of  His  chil- 
dren and  the  punishment  He  must  mete 
out  to  them? 

TUESDAY,  JANUARY  9 
Scripture  Reading— Romans  3:20 

The  Law's  Limitation 
C.  H.  Mackintosh  has  stated,  "If  I  stand 
before  a  mirror  with  disheveled  hair  and  a 
smudged  face,  it  shows  me  my  disarrayed 
hair  and  soiled  face,  but  it  does  not  straight- 
en my  hair  or  clean  my  face.  If  I  measure 
a  crooked  wall  with  a  perfect  plumb  line, 
the  plumb  line  reveals  the  crookedness  of 
the  wall,  but  it  does  not  straighten  it.  If 
I  take  a  lantern  out  on  a  dark  night,  it  re- 
veals to  me  the  objects  over  which  I  could 
stumble,  but  it  does  not  remove  them.  The 
mirror  and  the  plumb  line  and  the  lantern 
do  not  create  the  evils  or  remove  them. 
They  only  reveal  them.  So  it  is  with  the 
law  of  God.  It  does  not  create  the  evil  in 
the  heart  of  man  or  remove  it.  It  only 
reveals  it." 

Prayer  Thought 
God's  law  is  set  before  us  as  a  road  to 
heaven.

Scripture  Reading— Isaiah  58:9

After  a  fierce  battle,  the  Viet  Cong  sol-  1 
diers  strode  among  the  fallen  dead  and  I 
wounded  soldiers  of  the  lost  American  in-  I 
fantry  platoon,  firing  bullets  into  those  who  ( 
showed  any  sign  of  life. 

Lying  among  the  fallen  ones  was  a 
medic,  Melvin  W.  Schultz,  who  in  the  pre- 
vious three  hours  had  seen  all  his  buddies 
mowed  down  by  the  vicious  fire  of  the 
enemy.

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MISSIONS 

A  Point  of  Clarification 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Convention,  the  State  Mission  Board,  and 
the  Church  Extension  Board  in  Ayden  on 
December  5,  it  was  agreed  that  ail  home 
mission  work  would  be  turned  over  to 
the  Church  Extension  Board. 

Those  who  were  present  at  the  State 
Convention  last  September  at  the  Black 
Jack  church  will  remember  that  a  consti- 
tutional amendment  was  passed  creating 
a  Board  of  Church  Extension.  Later  in 
the  session,  personnel  for  this  board 
were  elected.  However,  a  close  study  of 
the  constitution  revealed  that  no  separa- 
tion of  duties  was  spelled  out  between 
the  existing  Board  of  Missions  and  the 
newly-created  Church  Extension  Board. 

To  try  to  help  these  two  boards  de- 
cide upon  some  mutually  agreeable  di- 
vision of  labor,  the  executive  committee 
of  the  State  Convention  asked  both 
boards  to  meet  with  them  at  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Press  in  Ayden  at  10  a.m. 
on  Tuesday,  December  5.  The  meeting 
was  harmonious.  Both  boards  agreed 
that  all  foreign  mission  work  would  be 
carried  on  by  the  existing  State  Mission 
Board  and  that  all  that  might  be  termed 
"home  mission  work"  would  be  super- 
vised by  the  Church  Extension  Board. 

We  are  sure  that  additional  constitu- 
tional amendments  spelling  out  in  detail 
the  duties  of  the  two  boards  will  be  of- 
fered at  the  next  session  of  the  Conven- 
tion next  September  when  it  meets  in 
Tarboro.  Until  then,  all  churches  are 
urged  to  continue  to  send  foreign  mis- 
sion money  to  the  Rev.  Joe  Ingram, 
Goldsboro,  North  Carolina,  and  all  home 
mission  money  to  the  Rev.  Taylor  Hill, 
1207  Arsenal  Avenue,  Fayetteville,  North 
Carolina  28305.

THE  REWARDS  OF 
DISCIPLESHIP 

Text:  Luke  6:32-36

The  Perocillo  Family 


There  is  within  us  some  natural  in- 
quisitiveness  about  the  purpose  of  the 
Christian  life;  we  wonder  whether  our 
strivings,  sufferings,  and  sacrifices  as 
Christians  have  some  certain  adequate 
rewards. 

In  Matthew  19:27,  Peter  once  express- 
ed these  cravings  for  reward  when  he 
asked  Jesus:  ".  .  .  Behold,  we  have  for- 
saken all,  and  followed  thee,-  what  shall 
we  have  therefore?"  In  short,  Peter 
was  saying:  Why  risk  our  lives  for  Jesus? 
To  follow  Him  costs  us  so  much;  what 
shall  we  receive  in  return? 

Jesus  has  some  definite  teachings 
about  reward.  The  Beatitudes  are  an 
affirmation  that  God  does  reward  us  for 
our  faithfulness:  "Blessed  are  the  meek: 
for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth"  (Mat- 
thew 5:5,  etc.  Those  who  give  even  so 
much  as  a  cold  drink  of  water  have  their 
reward,  according  to  Matthew  10:42. 
But  what  is  that  reward  that  we  get  in 
following  Jesus  Christ?    Is  it  material 


■ 

wealth  or  material  blessings?    In  Mark 
10:30,    Jesus    promised  hundredfold*^*; 
houses.  In  Matthew  6:33,  He  said,  "...   7  : ' 
seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  .  .  . 
and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto 
you." 

But  a  thorough  exegetical  study  of 
these  verses  will  disclose  that  Jesus 
never  made  promise  of  reward  as  the 
primary  motivation  in  seeking  the  king- 
dom of  God.  To  be  in  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  more  than  a  hundred  houses,  acres 
of  land,  gold  and  silver. 

We  need  the  material  things,  and  Je- 
sus even  taught  us  to  pray  for  them: 
"Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread"  (Mat- 
thew 6:11).  But  the  full  measure  of  our 
devotion  should  be  to  the  Giver  rather 
than  to  the  gifts.  And  it  is  in  the  light 
of  this  faith  that  we  see  His  providence 
everyday.  This  is  the  testimony  of  the 
psalmist  who  said,  "I  have  been  young, 
and  now  am  old;  yet  have  I  not  seen 
the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his  seed  beg- 
ging bread"  (Psalm  37:25).  Surely  we 
can  hold  fast  to  the  Word  of  Him  who 
said,  "seek  and  ye  shall  find"  (see  Mat- 
thew 7:7).  God  is  so  good  that  He  causes 
the  sun  to  shine  upon  the  just  and  the 
unjust  alike. 

Surely,  we  have  in  the  gospel  an  in- 
centive to  work  hard  and  the  assurance 
that  God  blesses  our  efforts.  To  work 
honestly  and  faithfully  is  a  Christian  im- 
perative, but  material  wealth  does  not 
necessarily  mean  a  blessing  from  heaven 
—although  the  fact  of  history  remains 
that  people  or  nations  who  honor  and 
serve  God  are  blessed  by  God.  Those 
who,  for  example,  went  to  North 
America  in  search  of  God  found  milk  and 
honey.  But  those  people  who  went  to 
South  America  in  search  of  gold  until 
this  day  are  still  seeking.  But  even 
then,  we  should  not  say  that  material 
progress  is  a  reward  from  God,  because 
it  could  be  the  reward  of  the  evil  one. 
When  Jesus  was  tempted,  Satan  offered 
all  the  lands  that  eyes  could  see  from 
that  high  mountain. 

Jesus  admonishes  us  to  be  aware  of 
covetousness,  for  a  man's  life  does  not 
consist  in  the  abundance  of  the  things 
he  possesses.  Jesus  himself  died  poor. 
There  was  not  even  a  room  for  Him  in 
the  inn,  at  his  birth.  His  grave  was  bor- 
rowed. 

Reward  for  discipleship  does  not  in- 
clude immunity  from  physical  illness. 
History  tells  us  that  Christians  are  not 
free  from  p  ysical  diseases.  Those  in 
Christ  could  meet  persecutions  and  even 
death.  What  is  it,  then?  Is  there  mean- 
ing in  carrying  our  crosses?  Harvie

Draughts  of  Fishes

Setting:  The  lake  of  Gennesaret,  prob- 
ibly  about  9  a.m.  We  see  Jesus  stand- 
ng  by  the  lake,  two  empty  ships,  and 
ired  fishermen  washing  their  nets.  Jesus 
inters  into  Simon's  ship,  desiring  to  be 
hrusted  out  a  little  from  the  land.  And 
sits  down  and  teaches  the  people  out 
>f  the  ship.  "Now  when  he  had  left 
peaking,  he  said  unto  Simon,  Launch 
)ut  into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your 
lets  for  a  draught"  (Luke  5:4). 

You  know  that  Christ  was  twice  pleas- 
id  to  work  a  miracle  in  this  manner.  He 
wice  came  to  His  apostles  when  they 
lad  been  toiling  for  many  hours  and  had 
aken  nothing.  Then  He  gave  them  by 
s  miracle  abundance  of  fish.  This  hap- 
)ened  once  before  His  resurrection,  and 
)nce,  after. 

Truly  I  would  picture  the  first  miracle 
ss  a  calling  of  men  into  Christ's  church, 
is  it  is  now,  here  on  earth;  the  second 
niracle  would  then  represent  their  be- 
ng  called  into  the  same  church  as  it 
vill  be  hereafter  in  heaven. 

In  our  Lord's  first  miracle  there  were 
rwo  ships.  This  sets  forth  to  us  the 
:act  that  when  His  apostles  began  to 
>reach  there  were  two  churches,  the 
:hurch  of  the  Jews  and  the  church  of 
rhe  Gentiles.  He  came  to  make  both 
sne.  But  in  His  second  miracle  there 
/vas  only  one  ship,  because  hereafter  in 
leaven  there  will  be  only  one  church, 
jne  family,  one  fold  with  one  Shepherd, 
ro  me  this  is  wonderful. 

In  our  Lord's  first  miracle  the  fish 
were  gathered  in  from  both  sides  of  the 
ship,  the  left  as  well  as  the  right.  Bad 

men  as  well  as  good  men  are  brought 
into  His  church  on  earth.  But  it  will 
not  be  so  hereafter.  The  church  in 
heaven  will  be  altogether  holy.  This  is 
represented  to  us,  in  the  second  miracle, 
by  our  Lord's  command  that  the  apos- 
tles cast  the  net  on  the  right  side  of 
the  ship  only.  The  right  side  represents 
the  good,  and  it  is  the  born  again,  good, 
and  faithful  only  that  will  be  gathered 
into  heaven. 

In  the  first  miracle,  the  net  broke. 

The  net  could  not  keep  all  that  it  caught. 
And  so  it  is  with  the  church  on  earth. 
But  in  the  other  miracle  the  net  did  not 
break.  None  of  those  that  are  counted 
worthy  to  enter  heaven  will  ever  be  left 
out.  Heaven's  net,  made  by  the  fingers 
of  God,  will  never  break:  "For  here  have 


we  no  continuing  city,  but  we  seek  one 
to  come"  (Hebrews  13:14).  No  wonder 
that  the  hymn  writer  under  the  inspira- 
tion of  God  could  pen  such  beautiful 
words: 

"My  soul  in  sad  exile  was  out  on  life's  sea, 
So  burdened  with  sin  and  distress, 
Till  I  heard  a  sweet  voice  saying, 
'Make  me  your  choice,'  and  I  entered  the 
heaven  of  rest. 

I've  anchored  my  soul  in  the  heaven  of 
rest, 

I'll  sail  the  wide  seas  no  more; 

The  tempest   may  sweep  o'er  the  wild 

stormy  deep, 
In  Jesus  I'm  safe  ever  more." 

These  words  should  thrill  the  heart  of 
every  Christian.  It  should  give  him  a 
burning  desire  in  his  heart  to  launch  out 
into  the  deep  and  tell  the  sweet  story  of 
the  saving  grace  of  God's  wonderful 
love. 

In  the  first  miracle  we  know  not  how 
many  fishes  were  taken.  This  teaches 
that  on  earth  the  number  of  the  true 
servants  of  God  will  never  be  known. 
But  in  the  second  miracle  the  number 
is  told  us.  And  so  the  number  of  those 
that  are  redeemed  will  be  known  in 
heaven.  All  that  we  see  there  will  be 
written  in  the  Book  of  Life.  Everyone 
will  be  known;  everyone  will  be  count- 
ed. "...  I  heard  the  number  of  them. 
.  .  ,"  St.  John  says  in  the  Book  of  Reve- 
lation (Chapter  7,  Verse  4).  Paul  says, 
".  .  .  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also 
I  am  known"  (1  Corinthians  13:12). 

The  first  miracle  does  not  tell  us  the 
sort  of  fishes.  I  am  quite  sure  some 
were  bad  and  some  were  good;  but  in 
the  second,  they  were  all  good:  ".  .  .  full 
of  great  fishes.  .  .  ,"  says  St.  John  (Chap- 
ter 21,  Verse  11).  This  pictures  the 
church  here  on  earth,  does  it  not?  Here 
on  earth  the  wheat  and  the  tares  grow 
up  together  in  the  church.  But  Jesus 
says  that  He  will  separate  them  when 
He  comes.  Thank  God,  there  will  be  no 
tares  in  heaven.  Only  the  born-again, 
blood-washed,  faithful  children  of  God 
will  walk  the  streets  of  heaven's  eternal 
shore. 

In  the  first  miracle  the  ships  began  to 
sink.  The  church,  as  it  will  be  in 
heaven,  can  neither  be  in  trouble  nor  in 
danger  anymore  of  the  perils  in  the  sea. 
Christians,  don't  wreck  your  human  life 
by  saying,  "We  have  toiled  all  night, 
and  have  taken  nothing."  Give  a  cup 
of  cold  water  in  the  name  of  Jesus  and 
you  will  not  lose  your  reward.  What- 
ever God  commands  you  to  do,  you  do 
it  willingly  and  God  will  reward  you  for 
your  faithfulness.

manual  on  evangelism  that  has  been 
mailed  to  all  Free  Will  Baptist  pastors.) 

F.  See  that  every  prospect  has  been 
visited  and  invited. 

IV.  PUBLICITY 

A.  Four  weeks  before  the  revival,  be- 
gin publicity  through  the  church  bulle- 
tin, from  the  pulpit,  and  in  all  visitation. 

B.  Give  news  stories  concerning  the 
evangelist  and  revival  plans  to  the  local 
newspapers  three  weeks  before  revival 
date.  Continue  during  revival  with  news 
stories.  You  may  need  to  plan  a  small 
paid  advertisement  for  each  day  during 
the  revival. 

C.  Have  children's  Sunday  school  class- 
es make  posters  for  use  on  church  bulle- 
tin boards. 

D.  Mail  post  cards  to  every  member 
of  the  church  and  to  all  prospects  two 
weeks  prior  to  revival  date. 

E.  Prepare  spot  announcements  for 
radio  and  television. 

V.  PERFORMANCE  DURING  THE  REVIVAL 

A.  Plan  a  prayer  service  before  each 
service.  Ask  the  youth  to  have  a  prayer 
service  as  well  as  the  men  and  the 
women. 

B.  Utilize  the  organization  of  the  Sun- 
day school.  Call  for  the  total  attendance 
of  the  Sunday  school  on  the  first  night. 
If  you  start  with  a  good  attendance,  it 
will  help  keep  attendance  high  all  week. 

C.  Have  a  special  night  for  every  ser- 
vice. 

U.  Have  a  telephone  committee  desig- 
nated to  call  absent  members  each  day. 

VI.  PRESERVATION  AFTER  THE  REVIVAL 

A.  You  must  continue  to  show  interest 
in  people  after  the  revival.  Interest  in 
people  which  has  been  generated  during 
the  revival  must  not  be  permitted  to  die. 
If  some  of  our  neighbors  remain  unsaved, 
our  interest  in  them  must  not  be  lost.  If 
our  interest  in  them  wanes  after  the  re- 
vival, they  may  feel  it  was  insincere  all 
along.  It  will  make  future  efforts  on 
their  behalf  more  difficult.  Continued 
visitation  and  fellowship  with  them  is 
essential. 

B.  Keep  up  with  your  converts.  A 
young  convert  is  a  baby  in  Christ  and 
as  such  he  needs  tender  loving  care. 
Keep  close  to  them  so  that  they  can  feel 
a  part  of  the  church  family.  Some 
churches  use  the  shepherding  system,  in 


which  the  young  convert  is  assigned  to 
a  dedicated  layman  for  fellowship  and 
help  during  his  spiritual  infancy.  In  the 
company  of  this  older  Christian,  he  is 
assigned  a  job  to  do. 

C.  Conduct  a  new  convert  training 
class.  Training  classes  should  be  con- 
ducted as  soon  as  possible.  We  have 
neglected  this  all-important  task  with 
the  tragic  results  that  our  churches  are 
filled  with  uninformed  and  spiritually 
immature  people.  (See  the  manual  on 
evangelism  for  suggested  materials.) 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  our  revi- 
val seasons  are  over  we  will  have  ready 
a  book  for  training  young  converts  and 
church  members.  We  need  this  to  pre- 
pare our  young  converts  for  some  of  the 
temptations  that  will  come  and  how  to 
meet  them,  to  give  the  converts  guid- 
ance in  the  stewardship  of  time,  talents, 


personality,  and  means,  and  to  prepare 
them  for  effective  participation  in  the 
life  of  the  church.

Question:  What  does  the  word  "apos- 
tle" mean  as  used  in  the  Bible? 

Answer:  The  word  means  "one  who 
is  sent  forth."  Its  early  use  by  Christ 
and  His  disciples  had  a  special  applica- 
tion to  the  twelve  apostles.  Later  the 
New  Testament  writers  used  the  term  in 
a  broader  sense.  "Now  the  names  of 
the  twelve  apostles  are  these,-  The  first, 
Simon,  who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew 
his  brother;  James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John  his  brother;  Philip,  and  Bar- 
tholomew, Thomas,  and  Matthew  the 
publican,-  James  the  son  of  Alphaeus,  and 
Lebbaeus,  whose  surname  was  Thad- 
daeus,-  Simon  the  Canaanite,  and  Judas 
Iscariot,  who  also  betrayed  him.  These 
twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  commanded 
them,  saying,  Go  not  into  the  way  of 
the  Gentiles,  and  into  any  city  of  the 
Samaritans  enter  ye  not:  But  go  rather 
to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 
And  as  ye  go,  preach,  saying,  The  king- 
dom of  heaven  is  at  hand"  (Matthew  10: 
2-7). 

Paul  called  himself  an  apostle.  "Paul, 
a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  called  to  be 
an  apostle,  separated  unto  the  gospel  of 
God"  (Romans  1:1);  "Paul,  called  to  be 
an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  through  the 
will  of  God,  .  .  ."  (1  Corinthians  1:1); 
"For  I  speak  to  you  Gentiles,  inasmuch  as 
I  am  the  apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  I  mag- 
nify mine  office"  (Romans  11:13);  "Am 
I  not  an  apostle?  am  I  not  free?  have  I 
not  seen  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord?  are  not 
ye  my  work  in  the  Lord?  If  I  be  not  an 
apostle  unto  others,  yet  doubtless  I  am 
to  you:  for  the  seal  of  mine  apostleship 
are  ye  in  the  Lord"  (1  Corinthians  9:1,  2). 
Perhaps  the  latter  two  verses  quoted 
here  are  given  as  a  defense  against  some 
jrofessed  Christians  who  questioned  the 
apostleship  of  Paul,  possibly  some  of  the 
class  of  false  teachers  referred  to  by 
lohn  as  "many  false  prophets"  (see  1 
John  4:1)  and  "many  antichrists"  (see  1 
lohn  2:18). 

Jesus  told  His  apostles:  "For  many 
bhall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am 
Christ;  and  shall  deceive  many"  (Mat- 
thew 24:5).   I  believe  that  it  is  just  as 
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needful  that  we  detect  false  prophets 
of  the  many  and  varying  cults  as  it  is 
that  we  recognize  the  true  prophet  of 
God.  A  true  prophet  is  not  only  one 
sent  from  God,  but  one  sent  by  Him  to 
tell  forth  or  proclaim  His  unsearchable 
riches  manifested  to  the  world  in  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  All  New  Testament 
saints  have  been  called  to  proclaim  or 
to  manifest  to  a  lost  world  through  sanc- 
tified lives  separated  unto  Christ  and 
apart  from  the  world.  Let  us,  you  and 
me,  not  be  surprised  when  we  meet 
hardships  as  we  so  live  and  so  witness, 
for  tradition  says  that  all  the  twelve 
apostles,  including  Matthias  and  except 
John,  sealed  their  testimony  in  their 
blood.  The  words  "witness"  and  "mar- 
tyr," found  in  the  New  Testament,  come 
from  the  same  word;  therefore,  to  be- 
come an  apostle  or  witness  for  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  true  biblical  sense  means 
that  one  has  become  a  candidate  for 
martyrdom. 

Jesus  so  warned  His  apostles  before 
He  was  crucified:  "If  the  world  hate  you, 
ye  know  that  it  hated  me  before  it  hated 
you.  If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world 
would  love  his  own:  but  because  ye  are 
not  of  the  world,  but  I  have  chosen  you 
out  of  the  world,  therefore  the  world 
hateth  you.  Remember  the  word  that  I 
said  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not  greater 
than  his  lord.  If  they  have  persecuted 
me,  they  will  also  persecute  you,-  if  they 
have  kept  my  saying,  they  will  keep 
yours  also.  But  all  these  things  will 
they  do  unto  you  for  my  name's  sake, 
because  they  know  not  him  that  sent 
me"  (John  15:18-21);  "Behold,  I  send 
you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of 
wolves:  be  ye  therefore  wise  as  ser- 
pents, and  harmless  as  doves.  .  .  .  And 
the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the  brother 
to  death,  and  the  father  the  child:  and 
the  children  shall  rise  up  against  their 
parents,  and  cause  them  to  be  put  to 
death.  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men 
for  my  name's  sake:  but  he  that  endur- 
eth  to  the  end  shall  be  saved.  ...  The 
disciple  is  not  above  his  master,  nor  the 
servant  above  his  lord.   It  is  enough  for 


the  disciple  that  he  be  as  his  master,  and 
the  servant  as  his  lord.  If  they  have  call- 
ed the  master  of  the  house  Beelzebub, 
how  much  more  shall  they  call  them  of 
his  household?  Fear  them  not  therefore: 
for  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall 
not  be  revealed;  and  hid,  that  shall  not 
be  known.  What  I  tell  you  in  darkness, 
that  speak  ye  in  light:  and  what  ye  hear 
in  the  ear,  that  preach  ye  upon  the 
housetops.  And  fear  not  them  which 
kill  the  body,  but  are  not  able  to  kill  the 
soul:  but  rather  fear  him  which  is  able 
to  destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell. 
.  .  .  Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess 
me  before  men,  him  will  I  confess  also 
before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
But  whosoever  shall  deny  me  before 
men,  him  will  I  also  deny  before  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  Think  not 
that  I  am  come  to  send  peace  on  earth: 
I  came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword. 
For  I  am  come  to  set  a  man  at  variance 
against  his  father,  and  the  daughter 
against  her  mother,  and  the  daughter  in 
law  against  her  mother  in  law.  And  a 
man's  foes  shall  be  they  of  his  own 
household"  (Matthew  10:16,  21,  22,  24- 
28,  32-36).  It  would  be  enlightening  to 
read  all  of  these  chapters  from  which 
quotations  are  taken  and  to  use  a  refer- 
ence Bible  and  read  parallel  passages. 

Every  Christian  is  a  called  person. 
Every  called  person  is  a  sent  person.  The 
world  is  the  harvest  field  to  which  all 
Christians  are  called  and  sent;  conse- 
quently, until  one  is  directed  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  a  specific  part  of  the 
world,  he  should  be  equally  interested 
in  and  praying  for  all.  "But  ye  shall 
receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
is  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  wit- 
nesses unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth"  (Acts 
1:8).  See  Matthew  28:18-20;  Mark  16: 
14-16;  Luke  24:45,  46;  John  4:32-38;  1 
John  2:2.  "For  whom  he  did  foreknow, 
he  also  did  predestinate  to  be  conform- 
ed to  the  image  of  his  Son,  that  he  might 
be  the  firstborn  among  many  brethren. 
Moreover  whom  he  did  predestinate, 
them  he  also  called:  and  whom  he  called, 
them  he  also  justified:  and  whom  he  jus- 
tified, them  he  also  glorified"  (Romans 
8:29,  30).  Compare  the  Scripture,  "And 
all  things  are  of  God,  who  hath  recon- 
ciled us  to  himself  by  Jesus  Christ,  and 
hath  given  to  us  the  ministry  of  recon- 
ciliation; To  wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ, 
reconciling  the  world  unto  himself,  not 
imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them,-  and 
hath  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  re- 
conciliation. Now  then  we  are  ambas-

REPORT  ON 
MOUNT  OLIVE 
BENEFIT  DINNERS 

From  October  through  early  December 
Free  Will  Baptist  churches  throughout 


eastern  North  Carolina  held  a  series  of 
seventeen  dinners  for  the  advancement 
of  Mount  Olive  College.  At  these  din- 
ners more  than  200  churches  presented 
gifts  to  the  College  and  received  a  first- 
hand report  on  progress  and  develop- 
ments at  the  institution. 

Mount  Olive  College  is  sponsored  by 
the  Free  Will  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  but  is  open  to  Free  Will 
Baptists  everywhere.  It  is  a  fully  ac- 
credited Christian  liberal  arts  college  of- 
fering two  years  of  study  leading  toward 
a  degree  in  a  wide  range  of  professions 
and  vocations. 

The  1972  dinners  set  new  records  in 
both  attendance  and  contributions.  The 
total  number  of  people  attending  the  din- 
ners this  year  was  2,806  as  compared 
with  2,618  last  year.  Gifts  showed  an 
increase  from  $51,241.28  in  1971  to 
$61,261.39  this  year. 

In  commenting  on  the  dinners  Presi- 
dent W.  Burkette  Raper,  who  attended 
each  dinner,  declared,  "This  year  was 
the  tenth  consecutive  year  we  have  held 
these  dinners  and  contributions  have 
now  exceeded  one-half  million  dollars 
received  on  these  occasions.

Prophet  to  Displaced 
People 

Lesson  Text:  Ezekiel  1:1-3;  2-4;  33:1-9 
Memory  Verse:  Ezekiel  3:17 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  Prophet  Ezekiel  ministered  to  the 
people  of  Judah  during  the  exile  in 
Babylon.  Look  at  the  comparison  be- 
tween him  and  two  other  major  proph- 
ets: Isaiah  prophesied  the  coming  exile 
(or  captivity)  of  Judah  more  than  a  hun- 
dred years  before  it  took  place.  Jere- 
miah prophesied  just  before  the  exile 
and  up  to  the  time  it  occurred.  Ezekiel 
prophesied  during  the  exile  for  he  him- 
self was  one  of  the  captives,  being  taken 
to  Babylon  in  the  second  deportation, 
about  595  B.C. 

Each  of  the  major  prophets,  including 
Daniel,  ministered  in  a  special  way  and 
for  particular  reasons.  Isaiah  gave  the 
long  ranged  view  in  the  hope  that  God's 
people  might  have  time  to  get  right  with 
Jehovah.  Jeremiah  stood  at  the  very 
door  of  invasion  and  warned  the  people 
in  a  last-minute  effort  to  stem  the  cap- 
tivity, but  failed,  for  God  had  already 
decreed  that  it  should  take  place.  Daniel 
served  as  a  prophet  to  the  rulers  of 
Babylon,  warning  them  of  impending  in- 
vasion by  the  Persians  and,  for  our 
special  benefit,  foretold  of  things  yet  to 
come  at  the  end  of  time. 

Ezekiel's  prophecies  were  different 
from  them  all.  He  ministered  to  dis- 
placed people,  the  Jews  who  were  living 
in  a  strange  land,  far  from  their  homes, 
and  who  needed  his  message  of  comfort 
and  assurance.  Being  captive  himself, 
unlike  Jeremiah  and  Isaiah,  he  could  feel 
compassion  for  the  exiles.  He  literally 
"sat  where  they  sat,"  and  felt  as  they 
felt.  He  was  God's  man  for  the  hour— 
and  the  years  of  exilic  life  in  Babylon.— 
The  Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.).

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Ezekiel  was  a  contemporary  of  Jere- 
miah and  Daniel.  He  began  his  ministry 
about  five  years  after  reaching  Baby- 
lon and  at  the  time  when  Jeremiah  was 
approaching  the  end  of  his  great  min- 
istry. 

False  prophets  abounded  in  the  days 
of  God's  true  prophets,  as  they  do  now. 
These  false  prophets  were  leading  the 
captive  Jews  in  Babylon  to  believe  that 
Jerusalem  would  not  be  destroyed,  even 
though  God  had  said  that  it  would  be. 
Jeremiah  wrote  a  letter  to  the  captives 
(Jeremiah  29),  seeking  to  warn  them  of 
the  false  message  from  the  false  proph- 
ets. 


Ezekiel  began  his  ministry  after  Jere- 
miah's letter  arrived.  He  endorsed  all 
that  Jeremiah  had  said.  Ezekiel  con- 
tinued the  emphasis  of  Jeremiah  and 
warned  the  Jews  that  before  they  could 
even  hope  to  return  to  Jerusalem,  they 
must  return  to  the  Lord. 

Ezekiel  met  with  great  opposition.  God 
blessed  his  faithfulness,  however,  and  it 
was  largely  through  his  ministry  that 
the  people  returned,  at  least  in  measure, 
to  the  Lord  and  to  their  land.— Bible  Ex- 
positor and  Illuminator. 

B.  Ezekiel  was  a  member  of  the  priest- 
ly class,  perhaps  from  a  well-to-do  fam- 
ily. Jehovah  had  a  message  to  be  de- 
livered to  His  rebellious  people  and  He 
chose  Ezekiel  to  deliver  it.  Jehovah  sent 
Ezekiel  down  by  the  river  Chebar  to  live 
among  them  for  seven  days.  Perhaps 
God  wanted  him  to  get  on  the  people's 
wave  length,  to  listen  and  learn  first- i 
hand  what  was  causing  them  to  be  so  re-j 
bellious  and  to  understand  their  think-j 
ing.  Only  then  could  he  speak  God'si 
message  in  such  a  way  that  it  would 
reach  them.  Ezekiel's  message  was  of 
vital  importance:  "You  must  turn  from 
your  wicked  ways  or  you  shall  die." 

You  and  I  have  been  given  the  charge 
to  take  the  gospel  to  every  person  on 
earth.  Our  message  is  no  less  vital  than! 
Ezekiel's.  If  we  are  to  do  this  with  suc- 
cess we  must  know  the  people  to  whom 
we  would  speak.  We  must  understand! 
their  values,  we  must  understand  the] 
way  they  think.  Having  done  this  we 
will  be  able  to  present  the  message  ol 
eternal  life  in  a  way  that  will  most  like 
ly  appeal  to  them  and  thus  bring  thi 
greatest  increase  in  citizenship  in  th< 
kingdom  of  God.— Standard  Lesson  Com 
mentary. 

C.  A  portion  of  the  ministry  of  Ezekie 
was  to  restore  a  portion  of  hope  to  hi 
people.  He  sought  to  do  this  by  cor 
vincing  them  that  God  had  not  cast  ther 
off  completely.  He  helped  them  to  d( 
velop  a  positive  attitude  toward  thei 
present  lot  by  reminding  them  that  e 
the  end  of  this  period  of  captivity  Go; 
would  restore  them  to  their  homelanj 
and  form  a  new  and  better  covenant  wilj 
them. 

As  God's  watchman  over  Israel  Ezeki 
performed  his  task  in  an  acceptab 
manner,  even  when  forced  to  labor  und| 
the  most  trying  and  most  difficult  ci 
cumstances.    Present-day  witnesses  f| 
Christ  can  be  encouraged  by  the  fait 
fulness  of  his  ministry  and  set  thei 
selves  to  their  own  labors  with  the  < 
surance  that  their  work  will  not  be 
vain.— The  Senior  Quarterly  (F.W.B.).

ccording  to  St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  "Chris- 
an  life  is  not  so  much  to  seek  to  be 
jnsoled,  as  to  console;  to  be  under- 
ood,  as  to  understand;  to  be  loved,  as 
>  love."  As  Jesus  said,  if  we  are  mer- 
ful,  we  obtain  mercy.   Yet  it  is  unfor- 
nate  that  there  are  many  Christians 
io  seek  nothing  but  themselves  even 
God.    They  are  the  people  who  call 
sus  "Lord,"  but  who  reduce  Him  to  a 
jard  to  their  material  possessions,  even 
talisman  to  insure  success  to  their 
jsinesses.    This  is  sacrilegious  in  the 
c0|jise  of  piety;  it  is  a  desecration  of  the 
ttiefiristian  faith  and  an  insult  against  the 
mighty.

sfThe  work  is  progressing  well;  the 
ople  are  responding  to  the  gospel.  The 
be  |Ff icult  problem  is  the  gathering  of  the 
ople  to  a  central  location.    We  be- 


lieve that  the  work  is  going  to  grow  in 
small  groups  gathered  in  houses  in  sev- 
eral locations.  These  people  just  do  not 
leave  their  location  for  anything.  We 
are  working  in  four  different  locations 
at  the  present,  putting  Bibles  in  the 
hands  of  the  people.  We  are  teaching 
them  how  to  open  the  Word  and  wor- 
ship the  Lord  without  a  paid  leader.  We 
firmly  believe  that  this  is  of  the  Lord. 
The  largest  expense  in  this  is  the  Bible, 
which  costs  a  little  more  than  $1.  I  be- 
lieve that  this  is  going  to  catch  on  and 
spread  very  rapidly. 

Many  are  pouring  money  into  build- 
ings, subsidies,  land,  etc.  I  believe  our 
largest  expense  apart  from  support 
should  be  in  the  distribution  of  the 
Scriptures  and  the  establishment  of 
"house  churches."  The  Bible  says,  "For 
where  two  or  three  are  gathered  to- 
gether in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the 
midst  of  them"  (Matthew  18=20).  We 
usually  use  this  verse  when  we  expect  a 
large  crowd  and  only  a  few  come,  but 
the  Lord  has  shown  me  the  value  of  the 
small  gathering  and  the  way  He  can  use 
it.  It  is  not  a  shame  but  a  blessing  for 
two  or  three  to  be  gathered  together  in 
His  name.  Why  cannot  each  house  be  a 
"church  of  two  or  three"?  We  say,  "Do 
not  forsake  the  assembling  of  yourselves 
together"  (see  Hebrews  10:25),  and  we 
think  of  large  assemblies.  But  where 
two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in 
His  name,  Christ  is  there.  It  is  an  as- 
sembly. 

In  this  culture  I  really  believe  that 
this  is  the  answer.  There  are  some 
problems  that  exist  with  organization, 
finances,  etc.,  but  I  believe  that  as  we 
get  deeper  into  it  the  Lord  will  work 
these  problems  out. 

Please  keep  this  work  on  your  prayer 
list.  Surely  the  Lord  is  about  to  do  a 
mighty  work,  and  we  need  to  be  com- 
pletely in  tune  with  His  will  so  that  we 
will  respond  in  His  perfect  time.

sadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  be- 
seech you  by  us:  we  pray  you  in  Christ's 
stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God"  (2  Corin- 
thians 5:18-20). 

Whether  anyone  thinks  he  is  called  or 
not,  I,  taking  as  a  whole  the  message  of 
the  New  Testament,  believe  that  all 
Christians,  from  the  oldest  to  the  young- 
est and  from  the  wisest  to  the  most  sim- 
ple, are  called  to  be  witnesses  and  are 
sent  forth  to  win  souls.    That  is  the 


only  way  one  may  be  fruitful.  Among 
other  ways  Jesus  said  we  are  to  be 
known  by  (1)  the  fervent  love  we  show 
each  other,-  (2)  the  kind  of  fruit  we  bear,- 
(3)  the  way  we  manifest  Christ,  the  Light 
of  the  world. 

Dr.  N.  J.  Stone  in  his  book,  Answering 
Your  Questions,  on  Pages  25  and  26  has 
the  following: 

"There  is  some  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  the  exact  definition  of  the  term 
'apostle,'  and  there  are  those  who  con- 
fine this  distinction  to  the  twelve  disci- 
ples chosen  by  our  Lord.  Others  limit 
it  to  those  who  were  eye-witnesses  of 
the  sufferings  and  particularly  the  resur- 
rection of  the  Lord.  But  in  some  of  the 
earliest  writings  after  the  New  Testa- 
ment some  were  called  apostles  who 
could  not  have  seen  the  Lord  Jesus  in 
the  flesh  nor  witnessed  His  resurrection. 

"Its  most  literal  meaning,  however, 
is  'one  sent  forth.'  In  the  Book  of  Acts 
it  comes  more  and  more  to  denote  not 
so  much  a  particular  and  restricted  office 
as  it  does  the  function  of  a  world-wide 
missionary  service.  To  this  the  twelve 
had  been  especially  called,  and  they  were 
apostles  not  only  because  they  were  the 
original  twelve  but  because  they  were 
sent  forth  on  a  universal  mission.  The 
term  could  therefore  be  applied  to 
others,  although  in  the  minds  of  many 
it  is  associated  only  with  the  twelve. 

"In  either  view  Paul  is  certainly  an 
apostle.  He  defends  his  apostleship  in 
1  Corinthians  15  and  other  passages. 
And  if  apostleship  depended  on  having 
seen  the  Lord  Jesus,  he  could  claim  this 
on  the  basis  of  the  vision  on  the  road 
to  Damascus."

THE  GUEST  WHO'S  COMING  TO  DINNER. . . 

The  meal  is  all  prepared,  placed  on  the  table  in  formal  or  informal 
fashion,  as  the  occasion  merits.  Aromas  of  favorite  dishes  prepared  in 
excellent  taste  and  trimmed  according  to  the  importance  of  the  gather- 
ing fill  the  air  and  are  welcomed  by  those  who  are  about  to  partake. 
Mouths  are  watering  for  the  first  bite,  a  little  impatience  is  observed 
by  the  hostess,  and  she  says  in  her  expectant  tone,  "Well,  everything  is 
ready.   Now  we  can  begin." 

No  one  would  dare  lift  a  glass  to  his  lips  nor  even  unfold  his  napkin 
until  the  man  of  the  house  bows  his  head  in  reverent  prayer  to  offer 
thanks  for  the  food,  remembering  those  who  have  less  and  those  who 
have  none.  There  is  a  certain  quietness  as  the  grace  is  offered,  per- 
haps by  habit  rather  than  desire;  and  the  prayer  is  recited  matter-of- 
factly  rather  than  prayed  sincerely,  offered  in  a  monotone  rather  than 
with  real  feeling,  often  utilizing  the  same  phrases  or  words  so  that 
what  has  been  said  is  meaningless,  merely  a  form  rather  than  an  act 
of  reverent  worship. 

Then  the  clatter  begins.  Glasses  are  clinking,  plates  are  clattering 
as  they  are  lifted  from  their  places,  served  with  heaping  helpings  of 
potatoes  and  whatever  happens  to  be  on  the  various  platters  and  trays 
and  in  the  various  bowls  and  dainty  dishes.  Food  is  eaten  hastily,  al- 
most greedily,  talk  interrupting  chewing  and  swallowing,  drinking  of 
coffee,  tea,  and  water  between  mouthfuls  of  the  tempting  food. 

The  Lord  had  been  spoken  of  in  the  prayer  of  thanks.  He  had  been 
thanked  for  the  food,  asked  to  bless  the  hands  that  prepared  it,  asked 
to  bless  the  fellowship  around  the  table;  and  all  of  a  sudden  it  seems 
as  though  He  is  forgotten.  Seldom  does  His  name  arise  during  the 
course  of  the  dinner.  On  the  wall  is  seen  a  needlepoint  framing  of  the 
old  saying,  "Jesus  Is  a  Welcome  Guest  in  This  House,"  or  some  such 
expression;  but  if  this  be  so,  it  appears  that  He  has  no  place  of  honor. 

Often,  at  such  gatherings,  be  they  at  home  or  someplace  else,  con- 
versations are  such  that  would  embarrass  our  Lord.  All  of  us  have 
heard  of  "fried  preacher"  or  "broiled  deacon,"  but  "forgotten  Lord"  is 
worse.  In  discussing  the  eating  of  dinner  (breakfast,  supper,  or  what- 
ever), one  young  lady  prompted  us  to  remember  that  the  Lord  is  for- 
gotten immediately  after  the  saying  of  the  "Amen."  Notice,  if  you  will, 
the  clatter  and  clutter  that  accompany  the  meal,  the  uproarious  laughter 
often  ensuing,  the  possible  snorts  and  scowls  sometimes  prevalent,  and 
see  if  she  is  not  correct  in  her  observation. 

Guess  who's  coming  to  dinner  ?  Many  people  may  be  coming.  Some- 
times they  are  honored  guests ;  then  the  best  silver  is  used,  the  prettiest 
china,  the  most  exquisite  crystal — all  the  most  treasured  and  elegant 
dishes  are  used  for  some  one  or  several  human  beings  whom  we  con- 
sider worthy  of  impressing. 

Yet,  at  every  table,  at  every  meal  should  be  one  divine  Guest — a 
much-forgotten  and  ignored  One  to  be  sure — but  One  who  is  forever 
present,  whether  we  like  it  or  not.  That  Guest  is  the  Lord  of  heaven. 
Rather  than  a  guest,  however,  He  should  be  a  member  of  the  family.  .  .  . 

So,  amid  our  noisy  conversations,  profane  discourses,  greedy  "face 
feedings,"  and  total  indifferences  to  the  serious  eating  of  a  meal  with 
thankful  hearts  stands  a  guest — a  silent,  unthought  of,  unimposing, 
unnoticed,  and  often  uncared  about  guest — mentioned  only  as  a  matter 
of  course  and  as  an  impressive  prelude  to  a  sumptuous  meal. 

The  next  time  you  have  a  guest  coming  to  dinner,  make  sure  that 
there's  a  place  for  the  Lord,  too.    All  right? 

Someday  He  will  be  inviting  you  to  dinner  perhaps.  Have  you  ever 
heard  of  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb?

ave  to  say,  'the  whole  thing.'   This  is 
iow  Dr.  Oswald  Hoffmann,  speaker  on 
le  Lutheran  hour,  St.  Louis,  defined  the 
urpose  of  Key  73,  an  interdenomina- 
ional  evangelism  thrust  aimed  at  call- 
ng  the  North  American  continent  to 
:hrist  during  the  year  1973.    Dr.  Hoff- 
mann was  one  of  three  speakers  address- 
ng  the  Key  73  panorama  banquet  in  the 
hase-Park  Plaza  Hotel,  one  of  the  high- 
ghts  of  a  meeting  of  some  400  top 
jaders  in  the  movement. 
Dr.  Carl  F.  Henry,  editor-at-large  of 
hristianity  Today  magazine,  spoke  on 
The  Meaning  of  Key  73"  and  Dr. 
homas  Zimmerman,  superintendent  of 
he  Assemblies  of  God,  told  of  "The  Man- 
late  of  Key  73".    Dr.  Henry,  who  is 
jredited  with  conceiving  the  idea  of  a 
St  ooperative  evangelism  outreach  at  a 
leeting  of  concerned  churchmen  near 
he  Francis  Scott  Key  Bridge  in  Arling- 
on,  Virginia,  five  years  ago,  said  the 
wi  ffort  "has  enlisted  the  cooperation  of 
lore  denominations  than  any  movement 
ince  the  Protestant  Reformation." 
Key  73  presently  involves  more  than 
50  denominations   and   religious  or- 
anizations,  representing  a  potential  in- 
olvement  of  200,000  local  congrega- 
ions  and  over  100  million  people.  "Key 
73  is  broad  enough,"  Dr.  Henry  said,  "to 
end  the  message  of  the  gospel  through- 
ut  the  United  States  and  Canada." 
Dr.  Zimmerman  told  the  religious  lead- 
rs,  "Key  73  is  on  the  brink  of  going 
ito  orbit  ...  but  its  success  rests  not 
n  man,  but  on  God."  The  church  lead- 
r  said  that  the  mandate  of  Key  73 
omes  from  Christ's  words  to  His  disci- 
les  when  he  told  them  to  "go  and  make 
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disciples  of  all  people."  "This  mandate 
is  an  obligation  for  all  followers  of 
Christ,"  Dr.  Zimmerman  said.  "We  can- 
not choose  an  alternative.  The  essence 
of  our  struggle  is  not  for  the  promotion 
of  any  denomination  or  group.  We  seek 
to  set  men  free  as  only  Christ  can  make 
men  free." 

Dr.  Hoffmann  told  the  group  that  he 
had  already  seen  signs  of  the  success  of 
Key  73.  "I  was  scheduled  to  speak  at 
a  meeting  of  Lutherans  involved  in  Key 
73  in  Chicago,"  he  said.  "I  was  told 
that  there  would  be  about  500  people 
at  the  breakfast  gathering.  Then  about 
two  days  before  the  meeting  I  was  in- 
formed that  there  would  be  800  people. 
That  morning,  when  they  opened  the 
doors  of  the  place,  1,346  people  entered. 
We  had  to  take  away  the  tables  and  for- 
get about  the  breakfast.  They  stayed 
from  7:30  to  11:30,  wrapped  up  in  Key 
73."  Dr.  Hoffman  said  that  this  was 
an  indication  of  what  will  happen  "if 
we  have  a  message  to  give." 

"We  have  that  message,"  he  said.  "It 
is  the  message  of  repentance  toward  God 
and  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  And  we  must 
bring  this  message  to  our  fellowmen 
with  genuine  feeling  of  love— love  for 
our  fellowmen  that  they  might  be  won 
for  Jesus  Christ." 

Dr.  Theodore  A.  Raedeke,  executive 
director  of  Key  73,  served  as  master  of 
ceremonies  for  the  program.  Others  par- 
ticipating were  Col.  John  Waldron,  Sal- 
vation Army,  New  York  City;  Dr.  Victor 
Nelson,  Billy  Graham  Evangelistic  Asso- 
ciation, Minneapolis,  Minnesota,-  Dr.  Paul 
Benjamin,  Churches  of  Christ,  Lincoln, 
Illinois;  Father  Leonard  R.  Chambers, 
Springfield-Cape  Girardeau  Diocese, 
Springfield,  Missouri;  and  Dr.  Altha 
Baugh,  American  Baptist  Churches  in  the 
USA,  Valley  Forge,  Pennsylvania.

Bright,  president  of  Campus  Crusade  for 
Christ,  Arrownead  Springs,  San  Berna- 
dino,  California  were  interviewed  live 
on  Channel  1 1  on  the  purposes  of  Key 
73.  This  10-minute  show  was  video- 
taped and  will  be  shown  in  Chicago  and 
in  other  cities  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

A  gaze  at  the  roster  of  delegates  to 
the  St.  Louis  panorama  was  like  looking 
at  a  "Who's  Who  in  American  Christen- 
dom." The  group  heard  speakers  who 
indicated  that  "evangelism  is  now  on 
the  move!"  Reports  from  every  portion 
of  the  United  States  and  every  province 
in  Canada  indicated  the  growing  grass 
roots  response  to  the  call  for  commit- 
ment to  Christ  in  1973.  Delegates  heard 
about  "concurrent  Bible  studies  in  a 
million  Christian  homes,  continental  ra- 
dio and  television  events  linking  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  participating  small 
groups,  massive  lay  witnessing  pro- 
grams, coast-to-coast  mass  media  evan- 
gelism rallies,  creative  resources  for  im- 
plementing local  church  programs,  and 
thousands  of  area-wide  evangelistic  en- 
deavors." 

Dr.  Eugene  R.  Bertermann,  chairman 
of  the  Mass  Media  Committee,  reported 
on  the  various  radio  and  television  events 
pertaining  to  the  six  phases  beginning 
in  late  1972  and  continuing  through  the 
entire  year  of  1973  that  started  with 
the  launch  television  special  that  was 
telecast  for  30  minutes  into  nearly  every 
community  in  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada. The  Mass  Media  Committee  con- 
tacted hundreds  of  television  stations 
for  sustaining  time  on  January  6,  1973, 
on  key  television  stations  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  The  coordi- 
nating center  for  the  mass  media  efforts 
for  the  United  States  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Ben  Armstrong,  executive 
secretary  of  National  Religious  Broad- 
casters and  chairman  of  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee on  Mass  Media.  The  Mass  Media 
Office  for  the  United  States  has  been 
recently  opened  in  the  James  Building, 
Madison,  New  Jersey  07940.  The  tele- 
phone number  for  this  office  is  201/377- 
4403. 

The  Rev.  Ronn  Kerr,  chairman  of  Phase 
I,  Launch  Event,  P  .0.  Box  40467,  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee  37204,  reported  that 
"Faith  in  Action,"  the  launch  television 
special,  was  "a  news-magazine  style 
documentary  about  nine  relatively  recent 
converts  to  active  Christian  involvement. 
They  came  from  a  wide  variety  of  back- 
grounds and  cultural  situations  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  While  these

A 
Methodist  missionary  led  him  to  the  Lord 
and  later  he  became  a  lay  preacher  of 
southern  Luzon  for  the  Methodist  church. 
After  serving  as  a  lay  preacher  for  a  few 
years,  he  was  able  to  return  to  high 
school  and  was  graduated  in  1966.  In 
the  year  1970  he  was  married  to  Marce- 
lina  Dayao  of  Tarlac.  They  now  have  a 
daughter,  Alma,  who  is  one  year  and 
four  months  old. 

Because  of  a  land  problem  on  Luzon, 
the  whole  Dela  Rosa  clan  left  Luzon  in 
1971  and  came  to  Palawan  as  homestead- 
ers. It  was  during  this  time  that  we 
came  to  know  Bro.  Dela  Rosa.  He  help- 
ed us  quite  a  bit  in  our  work  from  the 
time  we  first  met  him.  His  sincerity 
and  honesty  led  us  to  pray  about  ask- 
ing him  to  join  us  in  the  work  here. 

Bro.  Dela  Rosa  will  pastor  the  new 
church  just  established  in  Puerto  Prin- 
cesa.  His  first  service  was  held  on 
November  26,  1972,  with  about  40  peo- 
ple present. 

We  are  thankful  to  have  this  dedicated 
family  as  a  member  of  our  team  here. 
Please  remember  them  in  your  prayers. 


THE  GOSPEL  OF  JESUS  CHRIST  AND  THE 
EXTREMELY  SUPERSTITIOUS  PEOPLE

We  know  that  every  tribe,  nation,  and 
people  around  the  world  has  its  own 
(\nd  of  superstition.  But  the  supersti- 
ious  practices  of  this  tribe  with  which 
ve  are  working  now  are  in  the  extreme. 

The  superstition  is  in  the  extreme  be- 
ause  it  is  deeply  rooted  in  their  minds 
ind  is  so  widely  practiced  that  it  be- 
omes  indistinguishable  between  their 
vay  of  life  and  their  life  itself. 
For  example,  Brother  Harold  Jones  and 
met  a  couple  whose  two  small  chil- 
Jren,  ages  two  and  four,  were  seriously 
Out  of  sympathy  for  those  two 
foung  ones,  we   requested   that  the 
wijarents  bring  them  to  the  doctor  for 

*  treatment.    We  even  offered  ourselves 

*  \o  accompany  them.  But  the  mother  re- 
Fused  because  the  children  had  already 
)een  taken  to  a  witch  doctor  who  lives 
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50  kilometers  away  by  a  rough  road. 
The  medical  doctor  in  a  free  government 
hospital  is  only  half  a  kilometer  away. 

Each  of  these  children  had  an  "anti- 
witch"  trinket  attached  to  their  clothes. 
This,  they  believed,  drives  away  the  bad 
spirits  that  cause  sickness. 

When  we  left,  both  children  were  gasp- 
ing for  air.  The  mother  was  just  un- 
concerned. But  what  puzzles  me  most 
is  the  fact  that  this  mother  had  finished 
a  college  degree  in  a  Roman  Catholic  col- 
lege. Yet,  she  seemed  to  prefer  death 
for  her  two  children  rather  than  to  vio- 
late the  order  of  the  witch  doctor. 

The  case  cited  above  is  a  typical 
superstitious  practice  and  represents 
the  mental  attitude  of  most  members  of 
this  tribe  called  "Coyuno"  (people  from 
the  island  of  Cuyo,  Palawan),  and  even 


for  all  the  tribal  people  in  the  Philip- 
pines. 

The  Tagbanua,  which  we  will  soon 
contact  and  evangelize,  are  a  nomadic 
tribe.  We  are  informed  that  many  of 
them  are  naked.  Thus,  we  expect  that 
they  are  more  superstitious  than  this 
tribe  dwelling  in  the  city.  Nevertheless, 
we  expect  them  to  respond  to  the  gos- 
pel message  because  the  clutches  of  the 
Roman  Cathdolic  Church  are  very  much 
lesser  there  than  for  those  residing  in 
the  town  proper. 

My  general  observation  of  many  of 
our  people  coming  from  the  different 
places  and  ethnic  groups  all  over  the 
country  is  the  fact  that  they  are  still 
superstitious.  And  these  superstitious 
practices  and  attitudes  make  them  poor 
and  dishonest.  The  earliest  church  in 
our  country  is  greatly  to  be  blamed  be- 
cause they  made  Christianity  for  the 
people  so  easy.  Imagine  that  according 
to  their  belief  they  are  Christian  be- 
cause the  priest  has  baptized  them.  And 
when  they  sin,  they  can  easily  go  to  the 
priest  and  make  confession,  and  the 
priest  forgives  their  sins.  When  they 
die  in  sin,  their  loved  ones  who  are  still 
living  can  pay  twenty-four  pesos  for  the 
souls  of  their  departed  kin,  thus  trans- 
ferring that  soui  from  purgatory  to 
heaven.  As  a  song  writer  puts  it,  "Sin- 
ner or  saint  does  not  matter." 

Communicating  the  gospel  message  to 
these  people  aforementioned  is  quite 
hard.  Superstitious  beliefs  which  are 
sanctioned  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
or  even  incorporated  into  the  institu- 
tional church  beliefs  bridge  into  differ- 
ent types  of  vices  and  sins.  Gambling, 
drinking,  adultery,  etc.,  are  for  many 
people  a  means  of  living  and  a  way  of 
life  itself. 

But  in  spite  of  all  of  these  obstacles 
I  feel  confident  and  optimistic  that  we 
will  still  be  able  to  see  thousands  of  con- 
verts to  Christ  in  our  lifetime.  The  peo- 
ple's beliefs  in  different  spirits  could 
be  directed  to  belief  in  God.  And  this 
is  happening,  as  evidenced  by  last  Sun- 
day's church  attendance  of  40  adults 
(November  26,  1972). 

I  just  feel  that  this  trend  will  con- 
tinue, and  more  so  when  we  reach  the 
nomadic  tribes,  the  less  superstitious 
groups  in  the  Visayas  and  Luzon  islands. 
The  ray  of  light  of  the  gospel  message 
is  always  superior  to  the  widespread 
darkness  of  ignorance  and  superstition. 
The  history  of  missions  is  full  of  evi- 
dence for  this  belief.  Superstition,  vices, 
cruelty,  and  sins  of  the  ancient  Roman 
Empire  were  unparalleled.  But  when

During  regular  worship  services  on 
Sunday,  December  17,  members  of  the 
First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Wilson, 
North  Carolina,  surprised  the  Rev.  C.  F.

'The  Book  of  a 
Thousand  Tongues 
Now  Available 

"The  Book  of  a  Thousand  Tongues," 
edited  by  Eugene  A.  Nida,  has  been  pub- 
lished by  the  United  States  Societies. 

A  536-page  compendium  of  the  1,399 
languages  and  dialects  spoken  by  more 
than  97  percent  of  the  world's  people, 
this  book  shows  an  actual  sample  of  each 
language  from  Abbe'  to  Zuni  reproduced 
from  Scriptures  printed  in  these  lan- 
guages. 

This  is  a  new  updated  edition  of  a 
book  by  the  same  name,  "The  Book  of  a 
Thousand  Tongues,"  edited  by  Eric  M. 
North  and  published  for  the  American 
Bible  Society  by  Harper  &  Brothers  in 
1938. 

The  updated  volume  can  be  ordered 
through  the  American  Bible  Society, 
1865  Broadway,  New  York,  N.  Y.  10023, 
postpaid  for  $15.95. 

The  United  Bible  Societies'  volume  of 
"The  Book  of  a  Thousand  Tongues"  is  a 
unique  catalog  of  the  languages  of  the 
world  in  which  at  least  one  complete 
book  of  the  Bible  had  been  published  by 
the  end  of  1968. 


An  example  of  each  language  is  shown, 
together  with  a  brief  note  on  the  peo-j 
pie  who  speak  it  and  a  history  of  Bible 
translation  in  the  language. 

Some  examples  are  given  of  how  Ian- 1 
guages,  which  had  been  spoken  but 
never  written,  were  reduced  to  written; 
form.  Some  of  the  people  who  partici-i 
pated  in  this  highly  skilled  form  of  trans- 
lation are  introduced. 

The  history  of  the  Bible  Society  move- 
ment, which  started  about  170  years  ago 
when  the  Bible  existed  in  only  67  Ian-! 
guages,  can  be  traced  from  its  pages. 

In  a  preface  to  the  book,  the  Most> 
Rev.  F.  Donald  Coggan,  Archbishop  of! 
New  York  and  the  president  of  the 
United  Bible  Societies,  asserts  that  the! 
Bible  is  the  book  which  removes  spiritual 
poverty  and  moral  blindness  and  is  the! 
book  for  all  people. 

In  his  introduction,  Dr.  Nida  sketches 
the  history  of  the  translation  of  the  Bi- 
ble from  early  Christian  efforts  to  trans- 
late it  into  the  dominant  languages  of 
the  ancient  world  to  the  present  day 
with  its  dynamic  "common  language" 
translations. 

Dr.  Nida,  who  is  one  of  the  world'? 
authorities  in  linguistics  and  cultural 
anthropology,  has  been  executive  secret 
tary  of  the  American  Bible  Society's' 
Translations  Department  since  1955,  and 
has  been  associated  with  the  Society's1 
translation  work  for  more  than  25  years; 
He  also  is  translations  research  coordi- 
nator for  the  United  Bible  Societies,  « 
fellowship  of  55  national  Bible  Societies] 
with  work  in  more  than  150  countries 
and  territories.

THEY  CHANGED  THE  CALENDAR 

Are  you  looking  forward  to  the  New 
Year?  Be  glad  it  isn't  1752,  that  con- 
fusing year  in  which  the  calendar  was 
changed. 

The  Roman  calendar  had  only  ten 
months  until  January  and  February  were 
added  in  the  seventh  century  B.  C.,  and 
an  extra  month  was  inserted  every 
second  year.  It  became  a  calendar  of 
confusion  when  officials  either  omitted 
or  inserted  these  months  to  hasten  or 
delay  elections. 

In  45  B.  C,  Julius  Caesar  fixed  the 
normal  year  at  365  days  with  the  follow- 
ing year  and  each  fourth  year  there- 
after a  leap  year.  He  also  named  July 
for  himself. 

Not  to  be  outdone,  his  successor, 
Augustus,  gave  the  following  month  his 
name,  and  borrowed  a  day  from  Feb- 
ruary so  that  August  would  be  as  long 
as  July. 

The  revised  Roman  calendar  still  had 
an  error  of  11  minutes  and  14  seconds 
each  year.  In  A.D.  325  the  vernal 
equinox  occurred  on  March  21,  but  by 
1582  it  was  on  March  11.  In  1582  Pope 
Gregory  XIII  published  a  bull  annulling 
10  days,  and  what  would  have  been  Oc- 
tober 5  became  October  15.  He  also  set 
century  years  evenly  divisible  by  400 
as  leap  years:  1600  and  2000  are  leap 
years,  but  1700,  1800,  and  1900  are  not. 

The  Gregorian  calendar  was  slowly  ac- 
cepted throughout  Europe.  When  it  was 
adopted  in  England  in  1752,  the  third  of 
September  was  followed  by  the  13th. 
The  beginning  of  the  year  was  also 
changed  from  March  25  to  January  1. 
Therefore,  December  31,  1750  was  fol- 
lowed by  January  1,  1750  (same  year), 
but  December  31,  1752  was  followed  by 
January  1,  1753  (new  year). 

The  new  year  ends  the  Christmas  cele- 
bration—the old  year;  and  we  feel  that 
the  new  year  is  a  chance  for  a  fresh 
start. 

It  seems  very  appropriate  to  me  that 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  Day  are  so 
close  together,  for  as  soon  as  Christ  is 
born  into  one's  life,  it  becomes  a  new 


year.  Definitely,  for  His  people,  ".  .  . 
old  things  are  passed  away,-  behold,  all 
things  are  become  new"  (2  Corinthians 

5:17).

~  :ate  that  the  Spirit  is  not  a  person,  since 
^he  word  is  found  in  the  neuter  gender 
n  the  Greek  Bible.  Please  give  your 
|/iew. 

Answer:  The  Holy  Spirit  is  set  forth 
n  the  Bible  as  being  a  divine  person  co- 
;qual  and  coexistent  with  God  the  Father 
and  God  the  Son.  "Likewise  the  Spirit 
also  helpeth  our  infirmities:  for  we  know 
lot  what  we  should  pray  for  as  we 
)ught:  but  the  Spirit  itself  maketh  inter- 
;ession  for  us  with  groanings  which  can- 
lot  be  uttered.  And  he  that  searcheth 
he  hearts  knoweth  what  is  the  mind  of 
he  Spirit,  because  he  maketh  interces- 
iion  for  the  saints  according  to  the  will 
)f  God"  (Romans  8:26,  27).  Here  we 
lave  the  Spirit  referred  to  as  a  person 
Derforming  the  personal  duties  of  a  di- 
vine person.  He  helps  our  infirmities, 
iven  though  we  have  in  the  King  James 
/ersion,  "the  Spirit  itself  maketh  inter- 
:ession,"  the  Revised  Version  renders  it 
'the  Spirit  Himself,"  etc.  As  for  the 
irgument  that  the  word  "Spirit"  is  in  the 
Sreek  neuter  gender  and  should  there- 
fore be  translated  "it"  and  not  "He," 
he  gender  is  irrelevant.  The  word  for 
'Spirit"  in  the  Old  Testament  is  femi- 
line  in  gender  for  that  matter,  but  is 
»one  the  less  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Moreover,  the  "Comforter,"  who  is 
identified  in  John  as  the  Holy  Ghost,  is 
nasculine  in  gender.  "And  I  will  pray 
he  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another 
iomforter,  that  he  may  abide  with  you 
or  ever,-  ....  But  the  Comforter,  which 
s  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  the  Father  will 
end  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  you  all 
hings,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  re- 
membrance, whatsoever  I  have  said  unto 
;ou"  (John  14=16,  26);  "But  when  the 
lomforter  is  come,  whom  I  will  send 
into  you  from  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit 
>f  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the 
ather,  he  shall  testify  of  me"  (John  15: 
!6);  "Nevertheless  I  tell  you  the  truth;  It 
s  expedient  for  you  that  I  go  away:  for

if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter  will  not 
come  unto  you,-  but  if  I  depart,  I  will 
send  him  unto  you.  And  when  he  is 
come,  he  will  reprove  the  world  of  sin, 
and  of  righteousness,  and  of  judgment" 
(John  16:7,  8). 

The  Spirit  searches,  makes  interces- 
sion, comforts,  teaches,  and  makes  the 
things  of  Christ  applicable  to  us.  He 
has  a  mind,  a  will,  and  is  sent  by  both 
the  Son  and  the  Father  to  take  the  place 
of  Christ  as  "another"  Comforter.  The 
Father  sent  Christ,  but  also  the  Holy 
Spirit  sent  Him  when  He  came  to  die  for 
us.  The  Spirit  compelled  Him  or  bore 
Him  into  the  wilderness  to  be  tempted 
of  the  devil.  See  Matthew  4:1-11  and 
Luke  4:1-13. 

Many  passages  in  Paul's  writings 
would  not  be  clearly  understood  by  their 
readers  if  the  Holy  Spirit  were  anything 
other  than  a  divine  person,  for  example: 
"The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.  Amen" 
(2  Corinthians  13:14). 

He  is  not  only  set  forth  in  the  Bible 
as  a  Person,  but  a  divine  Person  distinct 
and  equal  to  the  Father  and  the  Son.  "If 
there  be  therefore  any  consolation  in 
Christ,  if  any  comfort  of  love,  if  any  fel- 
lowship of  the  Spirit,  if  any  bowels  and 
mercies"  (Philippians  2:1).  How  could 
an  "it"  dwell  in  us  (as  seen  in  John  14: 
16,  17),  indicate,  teach,  or  remind  us 
(as  seen  in  John  14:26),  or  suggest  or  re- 
prove the  world  of  sin,  righteousness, 
and  judgment  (as  seen  in  John  16:8-11)? 
How  could  an  "it"  make  intercession? 
We  are  therefore  justified  in  rendering 
"He"  after  "the  Spirit"  in  Romans  8:27, 
and  we  should,  in  the  general  light  of 
what  the  Bible  teaches,  regard  it  incor- 
rect to  do  otherwise. 

The  baptismal  formula  includes  the 
Spirit's  name  with  the  Father's  and 
Son's:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost"  (Matthew  28:19).  The  apos- 
tolic benediction  is  stated  similarly  in 
2  Corinthians  13:14. 


HE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST 


Dr.  William  Evans  in  his  book  The 
Great  Doctrines  of  the  Bible  has  this  to 
say  on  Pages  110-111: 

"Identification  with  Christians.  Acts 
15:28.  'For  it  seemeth  good  to  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  to  us.'  Shall  we  say,  'It  seem- 
eth good  to  the  wind  and  to  us'?  It 
would  be  absurd.  10:38— 'How  God 
anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  with  power.'  Shall  we 
read,  'Anointed  .  .  .  with  power  and 
power'?  Romans  15:13— 'That  ye  may 
abound  in  hope,  through  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.'  Shall  we  read,  "That 
ye  may  abound  in  hope  through  the 
power  of  the  power'?  See  also  Luke  4: 
14.  Would  not  these  passages  rebel 
against  such  tautological  and  meaning- 
less usage?    Most  assuredly. 

"d)  Personal  Characteristics  are  As- 
cribed to  the  Holy  Spirit. 

"The  Holy  Spirit  is  represented  as 
searching  the  deepest  and  profoundest 
truths  of  God,  and  possessing  knowledge 
of  His  counsels  sufficiently  to  understand 
His  purposes  (1  Corinthians  2:10,  11). 
Could  a  mere  influence  do  this?  See 
also  Isaiah  11:3;  1  Peter  1:11. 

"Spiritual  gifts  are  distributed  to  be- 
lievers according  to  the  will  of  the  Spirit 
(1  Corinthians  12).  Here  is  wisdom,  pru- 
dence and  discretion,  all  of  which  are 
distinguishing  marks  of  personality.  The 
Spirit  not  only  bestows  spiritual  gifts, 
but  bestows  them  discreetly  according 
as  He  thinks  best.   See  John  3:8  also. 

"The  Spirit  is  said  to  have  a  mind, 
and  that  implies  thought,  purpose,  de- 
termination: Romans  8:27,  cf.  v.  7.  Mind 
is  an  attribute  of  personality. 

"e)  Personal  Acts  Are  Ascribed  to  the 
Hoiy  Spirit. 

"The  Spirit  speaks:  Revelation  2:7  (cf. 
Matthew  17:5-'Hear  ye  him.')  It  is  the 
Spirit  who  speaks  through  the  apostles 
(10:20).  Speech  is  an  attribute  of  per- 
sonality. 

"The  Spirit  maketh  intercession:  Ro- 
mans 8.26  (R.  V.),  cf.  Hebrews  7:25;  1 
lohn  2:1,  2,  where  Christ  is  said  to 
'make  intercession.' 

"Acts  13:2;  16:6,  7;  20:28.  In  these 
oassages  the  Holy  Spirit  is  seen  calling 
missionaries,  overseeing  the  church,  and 
commanding  the  life  and  practice  of  the 
apostles  and  the  whole  church.  Such 
acts  indicate  personality. 

"f)  The  Holy  Spirit  Is  Susceptible  to 
Personal  Treatment. 

"He  may  be  grieved  (Ephesians  4:30); 
insulted  (Hebrews  10:29);  lied  to  (Acts 
5:3);  blasphemed  and  sinned  aaainst 
(Matthew  12:31,  32).  Indeed,  the  sin

He  has  been  called  a  perfection- 
wist,  and  properly  so,  for  he  is  never  sat- 
ielisfied  with  his  own  performance,  be  it 
mm  art,  music,  or  whatever.  He  insists 
iclthat  he  excels  in  nothing,  that  he  merely 
|has  varied  interests  and  is  able  to  per- 
form perhaps  adequately  in  some  areas. 

Tommy  doesn't  like  to  "toot  his 
own  horn,"  as  the  expression  goes  (ex- 
cept in  jest),  and  unknown  to  many  of 
our  readers  is  the  fact  that  articles  and 
editorials  by  him  have  been  reprinted 
by  state  and  national  magazines  and 
periodicals,  including  THE  BIBLICAL  RE-

GOD'S  CONCERN  FOR 
HIS  PEOPLE 

Lesson  Text:  Ezekiel  34 
Memory  Verse:  Ezekiel  34:31 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

No  nation  can  be  greater  than  its 
rulers  and  leaders.  If  leaders  are  strong 
men  of  God  who  believe  in  the  right, 
the  nation  will  prosper.  If  leaders  are 
evil  and  grasping  the  nation  will  suffer. 
What  is  true  of  nations  is  also  true  of 
our  churches  and  our  homes. 

Nothing  was  wrong  with  Israel  that 
her  leaders  could  not  have  corrected. 
The  rulers  and  leaders  in  our  lesson  to- 
day were  considered  shepherds.  They 
were  the  leaders  of  the  people  in  things 
both  civil  and  religious.  They  were  in- 
fluential over  the  people  and  could  have 
led  them  in  the  paths  of  righteousness. 
They  failed  to  do  so,  however,  and  Judah 
was  taken  into  captivity. 

In  this  lesson  Ezekiel  is  contrasting 
the  bad  rulers  (shepherds)  with  the 
good.  He  tried  to  show  that  God  really 
cared  for  His  people.  He  pictures  Him- 
self as  the  Shepherd  of  His  people,  even 
though  He  directed  the  captivity  against 
them.  He  was  the  Pastor  of  His  flock, 
just  as  a  good  minister  of  the  gospel  is 
a  good  under-shepherd  of  his  flock.  He 
watches  over  His  flock  and  protects  them 
from  the  attacks  of  wild  animals— if  they 
will  allow  Him  to  do  so.  He  provides 
shelter  for  them  and  feeds  them  in  green 
pastures.  These  are  the  things  our  lead- 
ers, both  civil  and  religious,  should  do. 

We  see  in  this  lesson  the  good  Shep- 
herd, Christ,  who  knows  His  sheep  by 
name  and  is  known  of  them.  They  will 
follow  Him  and  not  a  stranger.  He 
shows  us  that  God  really  cares  for  our 
good  and  seeks  only  to  lead  us  in  the 
true  paths  of  righteousness.— The  Ad- 
vanced Quarterly  (F.W.B.).

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  In  the  Bible  people  are  often  com- 
pared with  sheep.  Perhaps  we  should 
consider  this  a  compliment,  for  in  some 
ways  the  sheep  is  an  admirable  animal. 
He  is  peaceful.  Usually  he  does  not  at- 
tack a  man  or  a  dog,  or  even  a  rabbit; 
and  seldom  does  he  attack  another  sheep. 
He  is  productive,  supplying  wool  and 
meat  for  mankind.  He  is  unselfish  giv- 
ing up  his  coat  or  even  his  life  without 
complaint. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  sheep  is  not 
noted  for  intelligence.  He  follows  the 
shepherd  without  thinking,  and  some- 
times he  simply  follows  another  sheep 
and  finds  himself  in  trouble.  The  point 
of  this  is  not  that  the  sheep  is  silly,  but 


that  God  has  designed  him  so  that  h 
needs  a  shepherd. 

Man  too  is  designed  to  need  a  leader 
and  all  too  often  he  gets  in  trouble  b| 
following  the  wrong  leader.    God  i 
properly  the  leader  of  all  mankind.  "W 
are  his  people,  and  the  sheep  of  his  pass 
ture"  (see  Psalm  100:3).  But  God's  plai 
also  provides  that  some  men  are  to  b<j 
leaders  of  men.  For  His  people  of  old  Hi ! 
provided  leaders  such  as  Moses  ami 
David  and  Ezekiel,  and  for  His  churcljl 
today  He  provides  elders.  Theirs  is  th<- 
responsibility  of  leading,  overseeing,  an( 
caring  for  the  flock  of  God.    Such  < 
responsibility  must  not  be  taken  lightly! 

Today's  lesson  is  indeed  a  soberinci 
one  for  all  who  have  positions  of  leader! 
ship  in  the  church.  It  is  also  an  important 
lesson  for  those  who  are  not  leaders 
Good  followers  are  as  important  as  gooc 
leaders.  Indeed,  often  the  followers! 
make  the  leader  what  he  is.  Someone' 
asked  why  the  famed  Carrie's  Lane1 
church  in  England  had  had  so  many  greal' 
ministers.  The  reply  was,  "The  Carrie's 
Lane  church  makes  its  ministers!"  So 
everyone  has  a  responsibility  in  develop- 
ing great  leaders.  The  sheep  influence 
the  shepherd.  Today's  lesson  should^ 
not  be  merely  an  opportunity  to  criticize* 
the  church's  pastoral  leadership.  It 
should  also  provide  an  opportunity  fori 
each  one  to  ask  himself,  "How  can  I  help; 
to  make  our  leaders  better  leaders?"] 
and  also  "How  can  I  become  a  better  fol-!| 
lower?"— Standard  Lesson  Commentary.j 

B.  What  a  true  shepherd  does  in  the 
case  of  a  scattered  flock  is  what  Godj 
will  do  for  His  people.  The  shepherd! 
would  spare  no  effort  to  recover  his 
sheep.  God  has  the  same  feeling  toward! 
His  people.  Not  only  will  He  seek  Hisf 
sheep,  but  He  will  also  deliver  them.  Thej 
deliverance  implies  that  they  have  beem 
subjugated  to  others.  The  day  of  theirl 
scattering  has  been,  of  course,  a  dark' 
day  for  them. 

The  power  of  God  is  evident  in  the  re- 
gathering  of  Israel.  The  land  of  Pal- 
estine is  their  ultimate  destiny.  It  is  the 
place  of  blessing  for  the  nation.  Feeding 
is  also  a  part  of  the  care  of  God  for  His 
people.  This  will  take  place  in  their 
own  land.  The  emphasis  of  Ezekiel  34: 
13  is  upon  the  action  that  God  will  take. 
He  will  gather  them,  return  them  to  their 
land,  and  feed  them.  .  .  . 

The  care  and  concern  of  God  for  His 
people  are  especially  reflected  in  Ezekiel 
34:15,  the  last  verse  of  the  lesson.  What 
the  false  shepherds  of  the  past  failed 
to  do  God  will  do  in  abundance.

the  Holy  Spirit  made  a  breakthrough  in 
the  hearts  of  the  pagans,  converts  to 
Christ  crowded  into  the  church. 

Our  approach  to  these  people  is  to 
present  Christ's  salvation  and  love  to 
each  one  of  them.  Sometimes  we  have 
to  contradistinguish  our  beliefs  with 
those  of  the  Roman  Catholics.  We  em- 
phasized the  carrying  of  one's  cross, 
rather  than  the  easy  way  of  going  to 
heaven.  Of  course,  we  make  it  clear 
that  this  is  not  work  leading  to  their 
salvation,  but  rather  because  they  were 
saved  when  they  received  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  into  their  hearts. 

In  this  approach  we  do  not  rely  on 
our  knowledge  and  efforts  but  on  God. 
Thus,  aside  from  long  hours  of  laboring 
to  witness  for  Christ,  hours  are  spent 
reading  the  Bible  and  other  books  about 
the  Bible  sometimes  deep  into  the  night. 
We  are  also  spending  time  in  thinking 
about  our  work  and  in  praying  on  bend- 
ed knees. 

The  challenge  to  lead  these  people  de- 
ceived by  superstition  is  tremendous. 
When  we  begin  using  the  gospel  boat  it 
will  become  more  thrilling  as  we  carry 
the  gospel  to  the  islands  of  the  North. 

As  you  can  see,  there  are  many  hard- 
ships in  spreading  the  gospel  here;  we 
therefore  request  that  you  constantly 
hold  us  up  in  prayer.

THE  KIND  OF  THING  YOU  JUST  DON'T  TALK 

ABOUT 

"Shh!  Don't  be  so  loud.  Someone  might  hear  you.  Do  you  want 
somebody  to  think  you're  some  kind  of  a  nut?  I  said  'hush.'  It's  just 
not  the  time  or  place! 

"Maybe  a  little  later  we  can  enter  upon  this  discussion — when  we're 
in  privacy — away  from  the  crowd.  We  have  a  certain  image  to  main- 
tain, you  know;  and  this  could  destroy  it.  Do  you  want  one  misunder- 
stood statement  overheard  by  the  wrong  person  to  ruin  you — and  me? 

"And  don't  look  so  hurt.  You  knew  better  than  to  start  talking 
about  this  in  public.  I  told  you  when  we  left  the  house  to  be  careful. 
Ut  oh,  now  you've  done  it!  Mrs.  Newkirk  is  looking  this  way.  Bet  she 
heard  everything  you  said.  You  know  how  her  husband  feels  about 
such  things,  and  his  opinion  carries  a  lot  of  weight  with  the  board.  Why 
I'm  liable  to  lose  my  job,  just  because  of  your  big  mouth.  Okay,  I'm  sor- 
ry. I  didn't  mean  to  be  so  harsh,  but  you've  just  got  to  learn  to  control 
that  tongue  of  yours.   Sometimes  it's  loose  at  both  ends. 

"Just  look  at  the  people  staring.  Dry  those  eyes.  We  don't  want 
to  cause  a  scene  here  in  the  drugstore.  Oh,  why  did  you  have  to  start 
talking  about  it  again  today  ?  It's  all  I  hear :  morning,  noon,  and  night. 
Will  I  never  get  any  peace?  Will  you  never  stop  harping  and  harping 
and  harping  on  that  subject?   You're  worse  than  a  politician. 

"I  know;  I  told  you  that  I'd  consider  it,  but  give  me  a  little  more 
time.  You  don't  jump  into  things  like  this  on  impulse.  You  know  the 
way  I  am.  I  have  to  think  things  through.  It  just  isn't  the  logical 
thing  to  do  now.  I'm  climbing  too  fast,  and  this  could  spoil  my  career. 
No!   I  won't  hear  anymore  about  it  today!  Understand? 

"To  think  that  I  may  lose  my  big  opportunity  because  of  what  you 
just  said.  If  Mr.  Newkirk  gets  wind  of  this  discussion,  he'll  withdraw 
his  vote  in  my  favor — I  know  he  will !  I've  played  golf  with  him,  and  I 
know  how  he  feels  about  such  things.  To  him  they're  unimportant.  As 
far  as  he's  concerned  an  intelligent  fellow  wouldn't  fall  for  such  non- 
sense— and  so  far  he's  considered  me  one  of  the  bright  boys  in  the  or- 
ganization. 

"Can't  you  understand  how  I  want  to  get  ahead?  Can't  you  see 
that  I  can't  get  involved  in  what  you're  suggesting?  Maybe  I  can  later 
when  I'm  on  the  top.  Then  no  one  can  tell  me  what  to  do.  I'll  be  my 
own  boss.  Then  I'll  think  very  seriously  about  doing  it.  You  do  under- 
stand, don't  you? 

"I  know  you  mean  well,  but  what's  good  for  you  is  not  necessarily 
good  for  me.  If  it  suits  you  or  fits  your  particular  needs,  fine  and  good 
— just  don't  advertise  it — at  least  not  yet.  I  won't  forbid  you  to  do  it. 
It's  something  that  a  lot  of  women  get  emotional  about,  but  men  aren't 
like  that — at  least  real  men  aren't.  So  let's  just  drop  the  subject. 
Okay?" 

The  foregoing  is  imaginary,  some  thoughts  from  this  editor's  mind  in  consideration  of 
a  particular  conversation  between  an  imaginary  husband  and  wife  in  a  public  place,  pos- 
sibly a  drugstore,  a  restaurant,  or  a  party.  Obviously  the  wife  is  attempting  to  convince 
her  husband  to  do  something  or  to  convince  him  that  he  has  a  particular  need,  and  just 
as  obvious  are  his  disinterest  or  apathetic  attitude  and  a  touch  of  antagonism  that  she 
would  approach  the  discussion  of  such  a  subject  within  earshot  of  some  "important"  per- 
son. 

By  this  time  you  have  probably  concluded  that  the  conversation 
concerns  Christ  and  the  church,  the  fact  that  the  wife  wants  to  interest 
her  husband  in  them,  and  the  fact  that  he  just  can't  be  bothered  at  this 
particular  time.  After  all,  he  has  a  ladder  to  climb,  and  things  of  the 
world  make  the  rounds.  Christ  or  the  church  would  weaken  that  lad- 
der, so  he  thinks — and  so  think  many  of  his  "important"  colleagues.

His  natural  bent 
ward  evil  and  disobedience  remains  un- 
tered.    Even  the  erroneous  religious 
jl  eas  of  hundreds  and  thousands  of  years 
i^po  are  still  deceiving  gullible  hearts. 

When  one  speaks  of  the  "new  mo- 
llify," he  is  simply  referring  to  the 
-  ime  old  sins  dressed  up  in  new  and  de- 
li sptive  language.    The  so-called  new 
H  Jits  or  sects  are  as  old  as  human  his- 
Jpry.   Cain,  the  first  son  of  Adam  and 
/e,  was  a  religious  phony.  Truly,  there 
njj  little  if  anything  new  in  the  realm  of 
ligion  and  morals— there  are  just  old 
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heresies  with  new  adherents  and  fresh 
titles. 

Paul  wrote  Romans  10  almost  two 
thousand  years  ago  as  a  description  of 
the  doctrinal  errors  of  Jews  of  his  day. 
We  find  that  similar  aberrations  are  com- 
mon in  the  twentieth  century.  Compare 
Paul's  description  of  Jewish  error  of  his 
day  with  religious  error  today. 

ZEAL  WITHOUT  KNOWLEDGE— 
Romans  10:1,  2 

One  could  wish  that  all  God's  people 
had  the  heart-concern  for  the  lost  that 
Paul  had  for  his  brethren  according  to 
the  flesh.  He  could  testify  that  his  ".  .  . 
heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for 
Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved"  (v. 
1).  He  could  also  testify,  citing  God  as 
his  witness,  that  he  would  gladly  suffer 
eternal  banishment  from  Christ  himself, 
if  that  would  insure  the  salvation  of  his 
people  Israel  (9:1-3).  That  is  real  con- 
cern I 

Paul  recognized  that  certain  spiritual 
barriers  were  keeping  the  Jews  from 
Christ.  His  first  indictment  was  that 
".  .  .  they  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not 
according  to  knowledge"  (Romans  10:2). 
The  Jews  were  neither  atheists  nor  ag- 
nostics. They  believed  in  the  true  God. 
They  were  zealous  religiously  for  their 
God  and  their  faith,  ".  .  .  but  not  ac- 
cording to  knowledge"  (v.  2). 

Paul  meant  that  the  Jews  were  sincere 
but  wrong.  They  wanted,  and  expected, 
God's  blessing,  but  they  were  seeking  it 
in  the  wrong  way.  God's  Word  teaches 
that  one  cannot  do  evil  and  expect  good 
to  result  (Romans  3:8).  Zeal  is  not  in 
itself  a  commendable  quality,  unless  aim- 
ed in  the  proper  direction.  Some  men 
are  zealous  to  see  unjust  and  unwise 
causes  or  goals  achieved. 

For  example,  a  person  may  be  zeaious 
for  worldly  fame  rather  than  godly 
favor,  or  earthly  treasure  rather  than 
heavenly  riches.  Zeal  in  such  cases  is 
misdirected.  It  is  not  good  but  evil;  it 
is  not  to  be  encouraged  but  condemned. 

So  it  is  in  the  spiritual  realm.  Zealots 
abound  in  all  the  false  cults,  sects,  and 
isms.  But  if  zeal  and  enthusiasm,  how- 
ever well-intentioned,  are  not  in  accord 
with  the  revealed  will  of  God,  such  quali- 
ties are  futile,  even  fatal! 

Yes,  the  same  old  sins  are  prevalent 
now.  Every  modern  cult  has  its  zealous 
advocates— heralds  of  heresy!  The 
spiritual  conditions  of  innumerable  mul- 
titudes of  people  in  the  present  hour 
were  accurately  described  by  Paul  in 
Romans  10:2.  Such  people  have  "...  a 
zeal  of  God,  but  not  according  to  knowl- 


edge" (v.  2).  Is  it  not  a  satanic  master- 
piece of  deception  when  sincere  people 
pursue  with  great  energy  a  way  that 
can  only  lead  to  hell  and  destruction 
(see  Matthew  7:13,  14;  1  John  4:1-3)? 

How  sad  it  is  that  multitudes  who  be- 
lieve in  a  supreme  Being  and  who  are 
earnestly  trying  to  live  right  are  never- 
theless deceived  by  the  great  deceiver! 
Surely  multitudes  in  this  era  will  perish 
as  did  others  in  the  time  of  Paul  because 
of  religious  zeal  that  is  satanically  di- 
verted and  directed. 

RIGHTEOUSNESS  WITHOUT 
REDEMPTION— Romans  10:3 

The  specific  fallacy  of  the  Judaistic 
system  was  the  idea  that  one  could  get 
right  with  God  and  stay  right  with  God 
by  his  own  efforts  and/or  works.  The 
Jews  had  collected  volumes  of  traditions 
and  interpretations  that  they  regarded 
as  being  just  as  binding  as  the  revela- 
tion of  God.  Jesus  denounced  the  reli- 
gious leaders  of  His  day  for  this  very  sin. 
He  scored  them  for  ".  .  .  teaching  for 
doctrines  the  commandments  of  men" 
(Matthew  15:9).  Such  distortion  and 
addition  to  the  law  of  God  were  unac- 
ceptable and  abominable. 

Paul  adroitly  summed  up  the  actions 
of  the  Christ-rejecting  Jews  by  saying 
that  ".  .  .  they  being  ignorant  of  God's 
righteousness,  and  going  about  to  estab- 
lish their  own  righteousness,  have  not 
submitted  themselves  unto  the  righteous- 
ness of  God"  (Romans  10:3).  Paul  logi- 
cally points  up  three  steps  or  aspects 
underlying  Jewish  unbelief. 

First,  the  Jews  were  "ignorant  of 
God's  righteousness"  (see  Romans  10:3). 
In  other  words,  they  were  not  aware  of 
the  fact  that  divine  righteousness  was 
perfect,  that  is,  without  flaw  or  fault. 
The  Jews  failed  to  comprehend,  there- 
fore, that  the  righteousness  of  God  was 
unattainable  by  human  effort.  It  could 
be  received  only  by  divine  imputation 
(2  Corinthians  5.18,  19;  see  Romans  5: 
16-19). 

Second,  the  Jews  were  "going  about 
to  establish  their  own  righteousness" 
(see  Romans  1 0.-3).  Such  was  the  result 
of  "zeal  ...  not  according  to  knowl- 
edge" (see  v.  2).  Not  realizing  that  di- 
vine holiness  is  as  far  from  human  self- 
righteousness  as  the  stars  are  from  the 
earth,  men  set  about  trying  to  please 
God  and  to  win  His  approval.  Christ 
therefore  explained  that  if  men  were  to 
be  forgiven  and  saved  so  as  to  inherit 
eternal  life,  they  would  need  a  right- 
eousness beyond  anything  possessed  by

I  turned  and  recognized  the 
mayor  of  the  city,  who  six  weeks  before 
had  sentenced  the  oldster  to  a  month's 
hard  labor.  Both  men  were  equally  lost. 
Both  accepted  Christ.  The  mayor  joyfully 
shook  hands  with  the  old  man  and  said, 
'Well,  we  didn't  meet  here  the  last  time!' 

"The  old  man  recognized  the  mayor  and 
said,  'No,  and  we  will  never  meet  again  as 
we  did  the  last  time!  I'm  a  new  man  in 
Christ,  and  we  are  now  brothers.' 

"That  scene  lingers  with  me  yet.    It  re- 


moved my  fear  to  speak  to  anyone  about 
Christ"

The  hand  is  half-open  and 
half-closed,  indicative  of  conflicting  de- 
sires to  give  up  his  wealth  and  obey  Jesus' 
command,  "Follow  me,"  or  to  cling  self- 
ishly to  his  riches. 

Refusing  to  meet  Jesus'  terms  of  disciple- 
ship,  the  rich  young  ruler  retreated  from 
the  Saviour  with  sorrow.

But  I  thought  of  how  some  of  my  fel- 
w  Christians  had  got  into  the  schools 
Florida.   "Lord,"  I  prayed,  "give  me 
Jurage!" 

The  superintendent  of  schools  proved 
be  a  pleasant  man,  and  his  cordial 
eeting  helped  set  me  at  ease.    I  got 
ekjjght  to  the  point.   "I'd  like  permission 
visit  your  schools  once  a  month  in 
balder  to  carry  on  a  Bible  memory  con- 
to]  st,"  I  said.    "A  group  of  Greenville 
le  >unty  citizens  requested  that  I  come 
re  and  thus  encourage  the  children  of 
is  area  to  learn  the  Scriptures." 

After  I  explained  further  about  the 
isavJjork  and  answered  several  questions, 
mplii  e  superintendent  exclaimed,  "I  think 
is  is  a  fine  idea,  and  I'm  in  favor  of 
You  certainly  have  my  permission." 
Praise  the  Lord!  Now  I  only  had  one 
w  fjndred  principals  to  go!  But  with  such 
good  start  and  a  letter  of  introduction 
om  the  superintendent,  my  heart  was 
eatly  encouraged.  In  the  strength  of 
le  Lord,  I  went  to  see  all  the  principals, 
id  almost  every  one  gave  me  enthusias- 
m  c  approval. 

J  "Now  I  know  why  this  area  is  called 
llie  'Bible  Belt.'"    I  told  the  volunteer 
jfio  had  driven  me  around  to  the 
lyi:hools.  "There's  a  wonderful  open  door 
>r  God's  Word  here,  isn't  there?" 
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She  nodded.  "Yes,  just  about  every- 
body in  this  area  believes  the  Bible." 
That  was  in  1941. 

As  soon  as  I  received  permission,  I 
started  holding  chapel  meetings.  Before 
long,  we  had  close  to  twelve  thousand 
children  enrolled  in  the  program.  They 
loved  it,  for  we  tried  to  make  those 
thirty  to  forty-five  minutes  as  interest- 
ing and  as  varied  as  possible.  We  sang 
gospel  choruses  and  awarded  prizes  for 
Bible  memory  work.  I  used  magic  les- 
sons, flannelgraphs,  film  strips,  and  ob- 
ject lessons.  By  the  time  I  gave  a  les- 
son for  the  ninety-fifth  program,  I  knew 
it  pretty  well! 

How  had  I  been  led  to  such  a  work? 
First,  there  was  the  miracle  of  my  sal- 
vation. For  the  first  twenty-four  years 
of  my  life,  I  don't  think  that  I  ever  heard 
the  plan  of  salvation.  Born  in  1907  in 
Roanoke,  Illinois,  near  Peoria,  I  seldom 
had  the  opportunity  to  go  to  Sunday 
school  as  a  child  because  we  lived  in 
the  country.  And  when  I  did  go,  I  was 
taught  German  instead  of  the  Bible. 

After  attending  Wheaton  Teachers 
State  Normal  College,  I  received  my 
teacher's  certificate.  I  began  teaching 
school  in  Central,  Illinois.  Then  when  I 
was  twenty-four  years  old,  a  friend, 
Leona  Tallyn,  invited  me  to  attend  a 
revival  meeting  at  a  church  in  Benson, 
Illinois.  There  I  heard  about  how  God's 
Son,  Jesus  Christ,  had  died  for  my  sins. 
I  believed  it.  I  went  forward  to  receive 
Christ,  joined  the  church,  and  soon  after- 
ward was  baptized. 

The  night  that  I  received  Christ  I  was 
filled  with  joy.  It  was  good  news.  I 
went  home  and  told  Mother.  Although 
she  had  always  been  a  rigidly  religious 
person,  she  was  shocked  and  very  con- 
cerned.   "You've  got  a  false  religion," 


she  told  me.  "You  can't  know  that 
you're  saved.   Nobody  can." 

That  confused  me  for  a  while.  But  in 
my  heart  there  was  still  this  hunger  to 
learn  more  about  God  and  His  Word,  so 
I  started  attending  that  gospel-preach- 
ing church  regularly.  Five  of  my  broth- 
ers and  sisters  went  with  me,  and  in 
time  they  also  received  Christ  as  their 
Saviour. 

I  had  a  great  desire  to  give  my  life 
completely  to  the  Lord's  service.  I  want- 
ed to  be  a  missionary,  perhaps  to  Korea. 
But  then  I  got  sick.  My  doctor  sent  me 
to  the  Mayo  Clinic.  After  working  with 
me  for  some  time,  the  doctors  there  ad- 
vised me  to  go  to  Florida  for  my  health, 
I  made  plans  to  go. 

"Be  sure  to  look  up  the  Walter  Jen- 
sens in  Lakeland,"  a  friend  told  me. 
"They're  wonderful,  dedicated  Chris- 
tians. I  know  you'll  enjoy  fellowship- 
ping  with  them."  I  did  and  was  very 
interested  to  hear  about  the  new  work 
they  had  started  among  children  in  the 
schools.  They  called  it  the  Children's 
Mission. 

I  soon  learned  that  I  would  not  be  per- 
mitted to  teach  during  my  first  year  in 
Florida,  so  I  took  a  job  working  for  a 
businesswoman.  After  six  months,  how- 
ever, I  felt  strongly  that  God  wanted  me 
in  His  service.  He  laid  it  on  my  heart 
to  call  the  Jensens. 

"Can  you  use  me  in  your  work?"  I 
asked  Walter  Jensen. 

"Could  we!"  he  exclaimed.  "Why, 
we've  been  praying  that  the  Lord  would 
call  you  to  help  us!"  Thus  I  joined  them 
and  started  getting  better  prepared  for 
my  future  service. 

After  several  years  of  working  with 
the  Jensens,  I  took  a  year  off  to  attend 
Moody  Bible  Institute  and  to  obtain  fur- 
ther training  in  Bible  and  children's 
work.  Then  I  visited  my  family  in  Illi- 
nois for  a  while.  I  had  no  money  with 
which  to  get  back  to  Florida. 

"We  don't  want  you  to  work  for  noth- 
ing as  you  do  in  that  missionary  work," 
my  folks  told  me  practically.  "Look, 
we  have  a  nice  teaching  job  lined  up  for 
you." 

"But  I  feel  that  now  more  than  ever 
the  Lord  wants  me  in  His  work,"  I  an- 
swered. 

"Don't  be  foolish,  Mary,"  a  voice 
seemed  to  whisper  in  my  heart.  "Taking 
this  job  would  give  you  security.  Not 
only  that,  but  you  wouldn't  have  to  leave 
your  sweetheart.  Don't  you  want  to 
stay  here  with  him?" 

One  part  of  me  did— the  temptation

According  to  a  Yale  psychiatrist,  the 
irries  which  lead  to  despondency  are 
jch  more  personal.

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Most  people  carry  some  burden,  a  fact 
at's  clear  from  the  letters  that  come 
from  "The  Hour  of  Decision"  listeners, 
rhaps  your  heart  is  aching  and  you 
y:  "What  can  I  do  with  this  burden?" 


The  Bible  gives  a  three-part  answer, 
aim  55:22  tells  us,  "Cast  thy  burden 
ion  the  LORD,  and  he  shall  sustain 
Jee= 

Galatians  6.2  says,  "Bear  ye  one  an- 
her's  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of 
irist."  And  Galatians  6-.5  says,  "For 
ery  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden." 

Three  apparently  contradictory  state- 
ents!  Yet  taken  together  they  add  up 
sautifully  to  God's  prescription  for  a 
Jrdened  heart.   First,  there  is  the  prin- 


ciple of  divine  dependability.  Psalm  55 
was  written  by  a  man  who  was  crushed 
by  life.  Out  of  trouble,  betrayal,  a  brok- 
en heart,  with  no  way  out,  the  psalmist 
turns  to  God  and  says,  "Give  your  bur- 
dens to  the  Lord.  He  will  carry  them." 
This  is  the  principle  of  divine  depend- 
ability: God  cares.  In  your  affliction, 
He  is  afflicted.  Turn  your  burden  over 
to  Him  and  leave  it  there.  When  a  man 
loses  everything  but  God,  he  finds  that 
God  is  enough! 

The  second  principle  is  that  of  mutual 
charity.  Some  people  so  over-spiritual- 
ize everything  they  believe  that  "If  you 
have  the  Lord,  you  don't  need  anyone 
else.  You  can  make  it  all  on  your  own." 
They  overlook  the  fact  that  often  the 
way  God  carries  our  burdens  is  through 
other  people!  The  basic  law  of  the 
Christian  life— Jesus'  new  command- 
ment—is "Love  one  another."  We  carry 
out  that  law  of  love  as  we  bear  each 
other's  burdens. 

But  we  can't  bear  one  another's  bur- 
dens unless  we  know  one  another's  bur- 
dens. Too  little  sharing  of  this  kind 
takes  place  among  Christians.  Some- 
times our  churches  are  so  impersonal 
that  people  come,  sit  through  a  service 
or  class  and  never  have  a  place  where 
they  can  unburden  their  hearts.  We've 
also  tried  to  hide  the  fact  that  Christians 
have  problems,  too.  We  need  to  be 
honest  enough  to  tell  a  brother  or  sister. 
James  says,  "Confess  your  faults  one 
to  another,  and  pray  one  for  another, 
.  .  .  (James  5:16).  Perhaps  you're  car- 
rying around  a  burden  that  you  haven't 
snared  with  someone  else.  But  how  can 
they  help  unless  you  share? 

To  develop  this  spirit  of  mutual 
charity  with  our  brothers  and  sisters  in 


Christ,  we  must  spend  time  to  listen  to 
each  other,  to  understand  one  another., 
to  pray  for  each  other  and  to  offer  prac- 
tical help  and  advice.  If  our  churches 
would  develop  that  kind  of  "body  life" 
and  mutual  concern  it  would  be  in  it- 
self a  mighty  witness  to  an  unbelieving 
world.  Through  caring  Christians  they 
would  see  a  caring  God. 

Again,  the  Bible  doesn't  stop  there. 
We  can  merely  socialize  our  problems 
by  loading  them  on  others,  any  more 
than  we  can  merely  spiritualize  them  by 
putting  them  on  God.  Some  people  run 
constantly  from  one  preacher  or  coun- 
sellor to  another  because  they  are  un- 
willing to  face  up  to  their  own  problems. 

That  is  why  the  Scripture  lays  down 
a  third  principle:  personal  responsibility. 
"Each  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden." 
When  Paul  says,  "Bear  one  another's  bur- 
dens" he  uses  a  word  that  means  the 
staggering  load  that  is  too  heavy  for 
any  one  person  to  carry.  But  here  he 
used  a  different  word  which  means 
"every  man  shall  shoulder  his  own 
pack."  In  other  words,  each  of  us  has 
a  personal  share  of  responsibility  that 
we  must  not  shirk. 

Often  God  allows  us  to  have  burdens 
to  exercise  our  faith.  People  who  run 
from  problems— who  try  to  fill  the  val- 
leys of  their  lives  with  drugs,  for  ex- 
ample—are really  missing  a  blessing. 
Faith  grows  under  pressure,  in  disap- 
pointment, trial  and  difficulty,  far  more 
than  when  things  are  comfortable. 

Perhaps  you're  thinking  as  you  read: 
It's  easy  for  you  to  talk  like  this,-  you 
don't  have  to  carry  my  burden.  And, 
of  course,  you're  right.  But  I  know 
someone  who  does  understand;  his  name 
is  Jesus  Christ.

Four  New  Testaments 
Published  in  Mexico 

The  Wycliffe  Bible  Translators  com- 
pleted four  New  Testament  translations 
for  tribal  groups  in  Mexico  during  the 
final  months  of  1972.  Three  of  these 
published  translations,  for  the  Teutila 
Cuicatec,  Isthmus  Zapotec,  and  Huave 
peoples,  are  being  dedicated  in  public 
ceremonies  in  the  State  of  Oaxaca  this 
month.  A  fourth  translation,  Tarahu- 
mara,  was  presented  publicly  in  services 
in  the  State  of  Chihuahua  on  October  22. 

Tarahumara:  Three  hundred  Tarahu- 
mara  Indians  were  joined  by  guests  from 
Mexico  City  and  the  United  States  to  wit- 
ness presentation  of  the  Tarahumara 
New  Testament  in  Samachique,  Chihua- 
hua. The  event  climaxed  31  years  of 
work  by  Wycliffe  translators  Kenneth 
and  Ma/tha  Hilton,  who  were  assisted 
from  1952-64  by  Paul  and  Ellen  Carlson. 
Attorney  Efrain  Espinosa,  Mexican  rep- 
resentative of  Scriptures  Unlimited,  pub- 
lishers of  the  translation,  spoke  at  a 
morning  civil  ceremony  presided  over  by 
Tarahumara  Christian  leaders  Martin  and 
Dionicio.  In  the  evening  service  for  be- 
lievers, John  Alsop,  Wycliffe's  Mexico 


Baptist  Church,  Pitt  County,  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  course  is  designed  to  acquaint 
Sunday  school  teachers  and  workers  with 
different  teaching  approaches  that  will 
enhance  the  learning  situation  in  the 
classroom.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
variety  of  methods  explored  will,  if  cor- 
rectly applied,  improve  the  effective- 
ness of  teaching  and  of  learning.

Branch  director,  presented  inscribed  New 
Testaments  to  Tarahumara  Christians 
who  helped  with  the  translation. 

Kenneth  and  Martha  Hilton,  Kansans 
who  attended  St.  Paul  Bible  Institute 
(now  St.  Paul  Bible  College),  went  to 
Mexico  on  their  honeymoon  32  years 
ago.  They  settled  in  a  high  mountain 
valley  surrounded  by  mile-deep  canyons 
and  began  analyzing  the  Tarahumara 
language.  In  those  days  before  air  trans- 
portation to  the  tribes,  the  nearest  road 
was  two  and  a  half  days  distant  by 
horseback;  supplies  were  two  hundred 
and  fifty  miles  away.  The  seminomadic 
way  of  life  of  the  50,000  Tarahumara 
hampered  the  Hilton's  efforts  in  transla- 
tion and  literacy.  Some  20  percent  of 
the  Indians  speak  Spanish,  the  official 
language  of  Mexico.  A  small  number 
of  Tarahumara  have  become  Christians. 
The  Hiltons  are  recording  Scripture  on 
cassettes  for  20  isolated  areas  as  an  aid 
in  disseminating  the  gospel. 

Cuicatec:  The  Teutila  Cuicatec  New 
Testament  will  be  dedicated  in  Teutila, 
Oaxaca,  December  20.  Canadians  Rich- 
ard and  Ruth  Anderson,  graduates  of 
Briercrest  Bible  Institute,  completed  the 
translation  for  an  estimated  6,000  Cui- 


catec living  in  the  mountains  of  nort 
ern  Oaxaca.  Work  on  a  Cuiatec  transl 
tion  began  in  1953.  The  Andersons  c 
sumed  the  translation  responsibilities 
1958. 

According  to  Anderson,  the  New  Tesl) 
ment  will  be  a  good  seller,  especial 
among  Cuicatec  young  people  who  she 
a  high  interest  in  publications  in  the' 
own  language.  Almost  half  of  the  Cuic' 
tec  are  literate  in  Spanish  and  can  re.! 
Cuicatec  without  difficulty.  A  well-ej 
tablished  Christian  community  is  gro! 
ing  in  Teutila. 

Zapotec  and  Huave:  On  December  ! 
and  31  New  Testament  dedications  w 
be  held  for  two  neighboring  peoples,  tli 
Isthmus  Zapotec  and  Huave.  The  Huav 
numbering  approximately  eleven  the 
sand,  live  on  the  Isthmus  of  Tehuantep: 
along  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Churches  ai 
organized  in  all  five  of  the  main  village 
and  the  Huave  Scriptures  are  being  w  l 
received.  Milton  and  Clara  Warkenti;, 
now  in  charge  of  Wycliffe's  Short  Tli 
Assistant  program,  initiated  Unguis?! 
work  among  the  Huave  in  1943.  Th» 
were  joined  by  Glenn  and  Emily  Stairs  i 
1958.  "It's  with  a  real  sense  of  satj> 
faction,"  Warkentin  says,  "after  25-ijl 
years  of  working  together  with  thep 
Huave  Indians,  that  we  have  complet  I 
the  New  Testament  for  them." 

The  neighboring  Isthmus  Zapotec  pel 
pie  number  more  than  100,000  peop. 
Several  hundred  Zapotec  have  come  li 
the  knowledge  of  Christ  since  Wyclif 
translators  began  work  among  them  ji 
1943.  The  Isthmus  Zapotec  New  Tesi 
ment  was  completed  by  the  team  of  Joii 
and  Jean  Alsop,  Dr.  Velma  Pickett,  ajl 
Laurine  Kolderup.  Virginia  Embrey  hii 
served  as  literacy  consultant,  prepari|| 
readers  for  the  new  Scriptures.

the  scribes  and  Pharisees  (see  Matthew 
5:20).  Paul  wrote,  ".  .  .  by  the  deeds  of 
the  law  there  shall  no  flesh  (men)  be 
justified  in  his  (God's)  sight:  .  .  ."  (Ro- 
mans 3:20).  Paul  elsewhere  explained 
that  it  is  "not  by  works  of  righteousness 
which  we  have  done,  but  according  to 
his  mercy"  that  God  saves  men  (see  Titus 

3:5). 

The  third  and  final  step  downward 
caused  by  misdirected  zeal  was  the  re- 
fusal to  submit  to  the  "righteousness  of 
God"  (see  Romans  10:3).  Obviously,  no 
one  would  need  God's  righteousness  if 
his  own  were  sufficient.  If  righteous- 
ness can  come  by  obedience  to  the  law, 
"then  Christ  is  dead  in  vain"  (see  Gala- 
tians  2=21). 

Does  this  not  sound  all  too  familiar 
from  the  lips  of  sincere,  earnest,  and 
professing  Christians  today?  As  a  pro- 
fessing believer,  are  you  saying,  "I  try 
to  live  by  the  golden  rule"  or  "I  seek 
to  obey  the  Ten  Commandments"  or  "I'm 
doing  the  best  I  can"  or  "I  feel  that  if 
I  do  my  best  God  will  accept  me"?  How 
few  there  are  who  truly  understand  that 
"by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith" 
and  that  salvation  is  "the  gift  of  God: 
not  of  works,  lest  any  man  should  boast" 
(see  Ephesians  2:8,  9). 

Why  do  religious  people,  some  of 
whom  are  professing  Christians,  offer 
such  invalid  reasons  for  imagining  them- 
selves to  be  God's  people?  The  reason 
is  that  they  are  "ignorant  of  God's 
righteousness,"  and  thus  they  go  about 
seeking  "to  establish  their  own  right- 
eousness"; by  so  doing,  they  find  it 
unnecessary  to  submit  "themselves  unto 
the  righteousness  of  God"  (see  Romans 

10:3). 

CHRIST  WITHOUT  SELF — 
Romans  10:4 

Two  fundamental  errors  of  Judaism 
have  been  repeated  since  in  all  false  re- 
ligions of  every  age.  The  first  error  is 
basing  a  system  of  doctrine  on  some- 
thing other  than  the  whole  Word  of  God. 
The  second  error  is  substituting  man's 
works  for  Christ's  work  on  the  Cross. 
When  the  finished  work  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  viewed  as  something  other  than  ade- 
quate for  salvation,  then  the  natural  con- 
clusion is  that  man  must  either  save  him- 
self or  help  save  himself.  The  latter  view- 
point might  be  called  auto-salvation  or 
self-salvation.  The  premise  is  that  "I 
am  the  captain  of  my  soul"  or  that  "I  am 
the  master  of  my  fate." 


Paul's  way  of  expressing  the  truth  is, 
"Christ  is  the  end  (fulfillment)  of  the 
law  for  righteousness  to  every  one  that 
believeth"  (see  Romans  10:4).  What  the 
law  could  not  do— namely,  forgive  the 
sinner  and  save  his  lost  soul— Christ  does 
(see  8=3,  4). 

When  one  trusts  implicitly  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  only  way  to  heaven  and 
eternal  life,  he  becomes  in  reality  a 
child  of  God  (John  1:12).  He  receives 
forgiveness  of  sin,  assurance  of  escape 
from  hell,  and  the  sure  promise  of  life 
eternal  (10:27-30).  Christ,  in  behalf  of 
the  believer,  fulfills  all  the  requirements 
of  God's  holy  law,  thus  becoming  the 
believer's  "wisdom,  and  righteousness, 
and  sanctification,  and  redemption"  (see 
1  Corinthians  1:30). 

"Christ  is  enough!"  cries  Paul  in  ef- 
fect. The  prophets  and  apostles  agree 
with  him.  "Jesus-plus"  religion  is  an 
insult  to  God  and  a  disgrace  to  Christ. 
The  Person  and  work  of  Christ  are  suf- 
ficient to  "save  them  to  the  uttermost 
that  come  unto  God  by  him"  (see  He- 
brews 7:25). 

Away  with  self-righteousness!  Away 
with  good  works  as  a  means  to  salvation! 
Away  with  men's  unholy  and  unsuccess- 
ful attempts  at  self-deliverance!  Let  us 
tell  the  world  that  Christ  is  enough! 

My  hope  is  built  on  nothing  less 
Than  Jesus'  blood  and  righteousness; 
I  dare  not  trust  the  sweetest  frame, 
But  wholly  lean  on  Jesus'  name. 

Praise  God!  He  has  done  it  all.  He 
left  nothing  for  us  to  do  but  believe.— 
Gospel  Herald.

Question:  Does  the  Bible  require  any 
particular  mode  of  water  baptism? 

Answer:  Yes!  It  teaches  baptism  by 
immersion  only  and  likewise  all  ortho- 
ox  Free  Will  Baptists  I  knew  anything 
about  50  years  ago  thought  immersion 
was  the  only  mode  that  answered  the 
Bible's  demands  of  a  Christian.  I  know 
of  a  Free  Will  Baptist  school  with  sev- 
eral teachers  who  teach  that  under  cer- 
tain circumstances  one  may  resort  to 
any  mode,  and  that  Free  Will  Baptist 
ministers  have  no  right  to  refuse  the 
acceptance  of  a  Christian  to  membership 
in  a  Free  Will  Baptist  church  because  he 
does  not  submit  to  immersion.  Such 
jreachers  would  have  been  required  to 
surrender  their  credentials  at  once  in 
any  of  the  conferences  or  associations 
with  which,  in  my  early  Christian  years, 
was  acquainted. 

A  candidate  offering  himself  for  mem- 
bership in  any  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
churches  of  which  I  knew  in  my  early 
ninistry  was  offered  only  one  mode  of 
)aptism  and  that  was  by  immersion, 
which  in  every  case  preceded  his  being 
isted  as  a  member  of  the  local  church. 

When  it  comes  to  the  Bible's  teaching 
jn  the  subject,  I  have  never  found  one 
Dassage  thai  even  suggests  any  other 
node.  In  the  first  place  the  Bible  sets 
orth  baptism  as  a  symbol  that  signifies 
hat  the  subject  has  died,  been  buried, 
ind  is  now  come  forth  to  walk  in  new- 
less  of  life.  He  has  become  dead  to  the 
way  in  which  he  existed  before  he  was 
egenerated.  As  the  grave  suggests 
ieparation  from  loved  ones  in  the  natural 
ife,  so  baptism  suggests  separation  from 
ill  in  the  life  of  sin  with  which  the 
andidate  was  a  part  before  he  experi- 
Inced  the  new  birth.  "Know  ye  not, 
hat  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized 
Into  Jesus  Christ  were  baptized  into  his 
w'leath?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with 
|im  by  baptism  into  death:  that  like  as 
hrist  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by 
he  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also 
hould  walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if 
ve  have  been  planted  together  in  the 
ikeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in 
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the  likeness  of  his  resurrection"  (Romans 

6:3-5). 

I  do  not  believe  that  sprinkling,  pour- 
ing, nor  any  method  short  of  immersion 
could  meet  the  requirement  suggested 
here.  Sprinkling  and  pouring  do  not 
suggest  to  me  in  any  way  death,  burial, 
or  resurrection.  If  I  had  been  subjected 
to  either  before  I  became  acquainted 
with  what  the  Word  teaches  on  the  sub- 
ject, my  Christian  conscience  would  not 
have  allowed  me  to  rest  until  I  had  what 
the  Bible  plainly  teaches  as  being  Chris- 
tian baptism. 

"For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been 
baptized  into  Christ  have  put  on  Christ" 
(Galatians  3:27).  Again,  Paul  here,  as 
he  does  above,  makes  it  clear  that  one 
in  the  act  of  regeneration  is  spiritually 
baptized  or  placed  into  Christ.  This 
would  legitimately  rule  out  any  form  of 
water  baptism  with  which  I  am  acquaint- 
ed as  a  symbol  except  immersion.  Again 
Paul  writes  in  keeping  with  the  above: 
"For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized 
into  one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or 
Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free,- 
and  have  been  all  made  to  drink  into 
one  Spirit"  (1  Corinthians  12:13).  This 
suggests  that  in  baptism  by  immersion 
the  act  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  placing 
of  the  Christian  as  a  member  of  that 
spiritual  body  is  symbolized. 

The  Bible  suggests  that,  as  the  fore- 
runner of  Jesus,  John  the  Baptist  ad- 
hered to  immersion  as  the  mode  of  bap- 
tism he  used:  "And  John  also  was  bap- 
tizing in  Aenon  near  to  Salim,  because 
there  was  much  water  there:  and  they 
came,  and  were  baptized"  (John  3:23). 
An  out-of-the-way  place  where  there  was 
much  water  would  not  have  been  neces- 
sary had  John  baptized  by  pouring.  I 
have  observed  a  modern  preacher  doing 
this  by  pouring  what  looked  like  a  small 
spoonful  of  water  in  his  own  hand,  and 
then  from  his  hand  to  the  subject's  head. 
At  another  time  I  saw  another  preacher 
dip  a  small  rose  in  a  water  glass,  shake 
most  of  the  water  back  into  the  glass, 
and  then  move  the  rose  back  and  forth 
over  the  head  of  the  candidate,  letting 


probably  a  few  drops  of  the  water  fall 
on  his  head.  John  baptized  in  a  river 
because  it  takes  much  water  to  baptize 
the  way  the  Bible  suggests  that  we 
should. 

When  Jesus  was  baptized  it  would 
appear  from  scriptural  sources  that  He 
was  immersed.  "And  it  came  to  pass  in 
those  days,  that  Jesus  came  from  Naza- 
reth of  Galilee,  and  was  baptized  of 
John  in  Jordan.  And  straightway  com- 
ing  up  out  of  the  water,  he  saw  the 
heavens  opened,  and  the  Spirit  like  a 
dove  descending  upon  him"  (Mark  1:9, 
10).  Notice  that  Jesus  was  baptized  in 
the  River  Jordan  and  that  He  came  up 
out  of  the  water.  Putting  this  with  the 
above  statement— that  John  went  to  the 
Jordan  to  baptize  because  there  was 
much  water— would  hardly  suggest  the 
use  of  a  small  amount,  poured  in  the 
preacher's  hand  and  then  on  the  sub- 
ject's head,  or  a  few  drops  from  a  rose 
being  shaken  on  His  head. 

"And  as  they  went  on  their  way,  they 
came  unto  a  certain  water:  and  the 
eunuch  said,  See,  here  is  water,-  what 
doth  hinder  me  to  be  baptized?  And 
Philip  said,  If  thou  believest  with  all 
thine  heart,  thou  mayest.  And  he  an- 
swered and  said,  I  believe  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  com- 
manded the  chariot  to  stand  still:  and 
they  went  down  both  into  the  water, 
both  Philip  and  the  eunuch;  and  he  bap- 
tized him.  And  when  they  were  come  up 
out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
caught  away  Philip,  that  the  eunuch  saw 
him  no  more:  and  he  went  on  his  way  re- 
joicing" (Acts  8:36-39).  Here  in  Acts 
Philip  is  seen  to  be  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
from  what  seems  to  have  been  a  success- 
ful revival  in  Samaria  to  the  desert  to 
win  a  eunuch  to  Christ.  He  went  down 
into  the  water,  baptized  him,  and  came 
up  out  of  the  water  with  him.  Can  you 
tell  me  why  both  must  go  down  into  the 
water  if  only  a  small  amount  were  need- 
ed to  sprinkle  on  the  subject's  head? 
They  did  so  because  they  knew  what 
Jesus  taught,  and  apparently  they  sought 
no  short  cuts  or  substitutes.  Jesus'  in- 
structions concerning  feet  washing.  I 
think,  appropriately  applies  here.  He 
said:  "If  ye  know  these  things,  happy 
are  ye  if  ye  do  them"  (John  13:17).  Also 
may  be  recalled  the  words  of  Naaman's 
servant  to  Naaman  when  the  latter  hesi- 
tated to  obey  God  by  doing  what  Elisha 
had  told  him  to  do  in  order  that  God 
would  cure  his  leprosy.  "And  his  ser- 
vants came  near,  and  spake  unto  him, 
and  said,  Mv  father,  if  the  nroohet  had

OUNG  Moon  Pyung  Chan  pleaded 
with  his  parents,  "I  want  a  Bible  of 
my  very  own." 

"We  are  too  poor  to  purchase  a  copy," 
the  boy's  mother  explained  patiently. 
"We  have  no  money  to  spare." 

Moon  then  began  to  pray.  Moreover, 
he  mentioned  his  earnest  yearning  to 
the  pastor  of  the  church  that  his  family 
attended. 

Then  one  day  this  minister  announced 
to  his  congregation,  "Soon  the  Bible  men 
will  come  to  our  village  and  will  bring 
many  Bibles.  They  will  sell  these  for 
money  if  you  are  able  to  pay.  But  if 
you  cannot  pay,  they  will  accept  farm 
produce  in  exchange  for  their  Bibles  and 
books." 

Moon  Pyung  Chan  beamed  with  plea- 
sure. I  will  be  able  to  get  a  Bible  at 
last,  he  mused.  But  what  would  he  ex- 
change for  a  copy  of  the  Scriptures? 
Suddenly  an  idea  flashed  through  his 
mind.  I  will  make  a  straw  rope  to  ex- 
change for  a  Bible,  he  resolved  to  him- 
self. 

After  the  service  was  over,  Moon  has- 
tened home  as  swiftly  as  his  feet  could 
run.  He  began  his  project.  Each  morn- 
ing he  arose  at  the  crack  of  dawn  to 
work  on  the  rope.  He  used  every  spare 
moment.  Even  at  night  he  continued 
working  as  late  as  his  parents  would 
permit. 

Then  one  day  a  friend  dashed  to 
Moon's  door,  shouting,  "The  Bible  men 
are  here!  They  have  just  entered  the 
village!" 
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Moon  measured  the  rope  he  had 
made.  He  nodded  his  head  in  confi- 
dence. Four  hundred  fifty-five  feet  of 
straw  rope  ought  to  buy  a  Bible,  he  re- 
flected. 

The  load  proved  to  be  quite  an  arm- 
ful, but  Moon  carried  it  to  the  Bible 
men.  They  inspected  it  carefully,  then 
commended  the  boy  for  his  fine  work- 
manship. Moon  picked  out  a  fine,  hand- 
some Bible  from  the  display.  He  clasp- 
ed it  to  his  heart  and  ran  home  with 
joy. 

That  Bible  became  Moon  Pyung  Chan's 
most  prized  possession. 

American  boys  and  girls  rarely  have 
to  work  so  hard  to  secure  a  copy  of  the 
Bible.  Perhaps  if  they  did,  they  would 
value  their  Bibles  more  and  would  read 
them  more!  However,  those  who  do 
read  them  find  in  those  sacred  pages 
".  .  .  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ" 
(Ephesians  3:8). 

While  the  Bible  remains  unrivaled  as 
the  top  best  seller  among  books,  owner- 
ship of  a  copy  is  still  virtually  impos- 
sible for  most  people  on  the  face  of  the 
earth! 

Russia,  in  spite  of  the  opposition  of 
its  government  to  Christianity,  has  more 
than  fifty  million  church  members.  Only 
a  few  thousand  of  these,  however,  pos- 
sess Bibles;  and  the  rest  cannot  secure 
them,  even  if  they  have  the  money  to 
pay  for  them.  We  are  told  that,  since 
1917,  only  ten  thousand  Bibles  have 
been  allowed  to  be  printed  in  Russia  and 
that  the  last  printing  was  many  years 
ago. 

Red  China  is  said  to  contain  almost 
one-third  of  all  the  people  who  live  in 
this  world.  Bibles  may  not  be  pur- 
chased there  either.  The  government 
does  not  permit  printing  them  or  selling 
them. 

When  you  consider  how  many  areas 
forbid  the  sale  of  God's  Word  and  how 


many  millions  of  people  are  too  poor  t 
buy  copies,  should  not  we,  who  hav 
ready  access  to  God's  Word,  treasur 
that  privilege  supremely? 

How  many  Bibles  are  in  your  house) 
Probably  your  father  and  mother  hav 
their  own  personal  copies.  Your  brotlr 
ers  and  sisters,  if  you  have  any,  prohj 
ably  each  own  a  copy,  as  do  you.  It  i 
not  unusual  for  a  family  to  have  five: 
six,  or  even  more  Bibles  or  New  Tests' 
ments  under  one  roof. 

But  how  many  of  these  copies  are  jus1 
gathering  dust  on  a  shelf?  A  Bible  i 
not  useful  unless  it  is  used!  It  does  nil 
one  any  good  while  left  unopened  am 
unstudied!  Your  Bible  should  be  reai 
each  day. 

Sometimes,  however,  people  use  thei 
Bibles  for  other  purposes  than  that  fo| 
which  God  intended. 

Next  to  His  Son,  our  Saviour,  Jesu 
Christ,  the  best  gift  God  gave  the  worli, 
was  His  written  Word.  The  Bible  thrill; 
both  children  and  adults  with  its  ama2, 
ing  revelation  of  God's  love  and  pre 
vision  for  salvation.  Indeed,  withoua 
His  written  Word,  we  would  not  knovl 
about  His  living  Word,  the  Lord  Jesus 
In  fact,  we  would  not  know  that  ".  .  I 
God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  hit 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be, 
lieveth  in  him  should  not  perish,  bu 
have  everlasting  life"  (John  3:16). 

Moon  Pyung  Chan  will  never  forge) 
his  first  Bible;  nor  is  he  likely  to  regrei 
the  long  labor  which  made  its  purchasl 
possible.  Perhaps  the  Bible  that  bearp 
your  name  is  your  very  first,  also.  Yoj 
will  take  good  care  of  it,  of  course.  Bu: 
don't  let  it  last  too  long!  A  well-worji 
Bible  is  one  sign  of  a  well-kept  spirituel 
life!— My  Pleasure.

He  also  put 
YoiiO  roaches  in  another  box,  the  dark  sec- 
Bo  jon  of  which  contained  a  phosphorus- 
wwbntaining  killer.  The  roaches  were  free 
ritual p  go  from  the  dark  to  the  light  sec- 
ions  of  their  boxes.  In  six  days,  all 
lose  in  the  box  containing  boric  acid 
>ere  dead.  But  in  the  other  box,  two 
ad  survived  by  remaining  in  the  light 
ection  (remember  that  they  like  the 
ark).  According  to  the  professor,  these 
no  could  have  a  kitchen  repopulated  in 
matter  of  days.

was  strong.  But  the  other  part  of  me, 
that  was  listening  to  God's  Spirit,  yearn- 
ed for  His  work  in  the  South.  Even 
though  I  had  no  money  to  pay  my  way 
to  Florida,  I  knew  that  if  God  wanted 
me  there,  He'd  provide  the  way. 

A  Bible  contest  in  central  Illinois  was 
being  sponsored  by  the  Daily  Pantagraph. 
The  first-prize  winner  would  get  fifty 
dollars.  After  winning  a  preliminary 
contest,  I  entered  as  a  representative  of 
my  church.  My  three  hundred  fellow 
contestants  from  other  churches  includ- 
ed ministers,  missionaries,  and  Bible 
teachers.   But  the  Lord  knew  my  need. 

On  both  written  tests  I  scored  100 
per  cent.  During  the  session  of  oral 
questions,  the  judges  asked,  "Is  Mary 
Beer  still  standing?"  By  a  miracle  of 
God,  I  was.  I  hadn't  gone  down  yet. 
They  then  presented  me  with  the  first 
prize  of  fifty  dollars!  My  church  also 
received  fifty  dollars,  which  they  gave 
to  me.  Thus  the  Lord  sent  me  to  my 
work  for  Him. 

Not  long  after,  I  returned  to  Florida. 
I  felt  strongly  impressed  by  the  Lord  to 
write  to  my  fiance  and  break  our  en- 
gagement, for  I  felt  that  our  marriage 
would  keep  me  from  doing  God's  will  in 
my  life.  The  same  day  I  sent  him  that 
air-mail  letter,  I  myself  received  an  air- 
mail letter  from  Greenville,  South  Caro- 
lina, asking  me  to  come  and  work  in  the 
schools  in  that  area.  When  I  accepted 
their  invitation,  the  group  in  Greenville 
decided  to  affiliate  with  the  Children's 
Bible  Mission. 

For  thirty  years  now  I  have  been  hold- 
ing chapel  services  and  Bible  clubs  for 
the  children  of  Greenville  County.  For 
twenty-five  of  these  years,  Grace  Revis 
Tannery  helped  me,  for  my  eyes  are  so 
bad  that  I  have  never  been  able  to  get  a 
driver's  license,-  I  had  to  have  a  partner, 
and  Grace  helped  in  many  ways  besides 
driving. 

Through  learning  three  hundred  verses 
of  Scripture  or  by  completing  a  corre- 
spondence course,  more  than  two  hun- 
dred boys  and  girls  every  year  have  won 
a  week  at  our  mission's  summer  camp. 
I've  had  the  joy  of  seeing  hundreds  of

children,  as  well  as  teachers,  come  to 
know  Christ  as  their  Saviour.  As  their 
"Aunt  Mary,"  I've  attended  their 
graduations  and  weddings  and  have  seen 
their  sons  and  daughters  also  come  to 
Christ. 

Joe  Richard  Ausburn  learned  three 
hundred  verses  so  that  he  could  go  to 
camp.  There  he  received  Christ  as  his 
Saviour.  Today  he  is  a  Baptist  lay 
preacher,  and  in  his  church  he  teaches 
in  Sunday  school  and  church  training.

NO  ALIBIS  WITH 
GOD 

Lesson  Text:  Ezekiel  18 
Memory  Verse:  Ezekiel  18:27 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

From  the  beginning  of  the  human  race 
people  have  tried  to  blame  others  for 
their  misdeeds.  It  is  part  of  our  human 
nature  to  attempt  to  escape  the  responsi- 
bility of  our  own  errors. 

When  God  asked  Adam  why  he  had 
disobeyed  Him  and  eaten  of  the  forbid- 
den fruit  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  Adam 
tried  to  shift  the  blame.  He  said,  ".  .  . 
The  woman  whom  thou  gavest  to  be 
with  me,  she  gave  me  of  the  tree,  and 
I  did  eat"  (Genesis  3:12).  Adam  first  put 
the  blame  on  his  wife  and  then  he  said 
God  was  to  blame  for  his  sin  because  He 
had  given  the  woman  to  him  for  a  wife. 
Then  God  asked  Eve  about  it  and  she 
said,  ".  .  .  The  serpent  beguiled  me,  and 
I  did  eat"  (v.  13).  There  was  truth  in 
what  both  said,  but  they  did  not  speak 
the  whole  truth.  Satan,  in  the  form  of 
the  serpent,  did  actually  tempt  the 
woman  and  she  in  turn  tempted  her  hus- 
band, but  neither  had  to  yield  to  the 
temptation.  Because  they  did,  both 
were  responsible  for  what  they  did. 

The  Children  of  Israel  were  in  a  sad 
plight.  They  were  taken  away  from 
their  homes  and  held  captive  in  a  foreign 
land.  They  had  lost  their  nation  as  well. 
The  big  question  was,  "Who's  to  blame 
for  this  mess?"  We  will  learn  the 
answer  to  this  in  today's  lesson. 

In  the  final  analysis,  every  man  is  re- 
sponsible for  his  own  sins.  He  may  of- 
fer many  excuses  but  he  cannot  alibi 
himself  out  of  this  responsibility.  We 
may  fool  peoole  with  our  alibis,  but 
there  are  no  alibis  with  God.  He  knows 
the  truth  about  everything— The  Ad- 
vanced Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Introduction 

1.  Men  have  tried  to  avoid  personal 
responsibility  since  Adam. 


2.  Sometimes  our  sins  cause  innocent 
souls  to  suffer. 

3.  But  we  are  individually  responsible 
before  God  for  our  guilt. 

B.  Man's  Excuses— Blaming  Others 

(Ezekiel  18:1-4) 

1.  The  excuse  stated  (v.  2). 

2.  God  showed  the  futlity  of  this 
excuse  (v.  3). 

3.  Each  individual  is  responsible  be- 
fore God  (v.  4). 

C.  Man's  Excuses— Blaming  God 

(Ezekiel  18:25-29) 

1.  Men  sometimes  blame  God's  provi- 
dential care  for  their  situation. 

2.  But  God  in  mercy  is  willing  to  save 
everyone  who  repents  and  turns  to 
Him. 

3.  Therefore,  regardless  of  one's  cir- 
cumstances he  is  individually  re- 
sponsible. 

D.  Man's  Personal  Responsibility 

(Ezekiel  18:30-32) 

1.  God  warns  that  responsibility  is 
personal  and  repentance  must  be 
personal. 

2.  After  repentance  one  must  turn  to 
God  for  help. 

3.  God  wants  all  men  to  turn  to  Him 
and  be  saved. 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  The  people  about  Ezekiel  were  al- 
ready captives  in  Babylon  on  account  of 
their  sin.  It  seems,  however,  that  they 
were  not  abused  as  their  ancestors  had 
been  in  Egypt  (Exodus  1).  They  were  al- 
lowed to  have  homes  and  farms  and  busi- 
nesses as  free  men.  Their  captivity 
could  be  much  worse,  or  they  could  be 
slaughtered.  Their  hope  of  continued 
good  treatment  lay  not  in  resistance  or 
violence,  but  in  doing  right  before  God 
—and  so  did  their  hope  of  returning  to 
their  homeland.  Such  was  the  inspired 
advice  of  Ezekiel,  and  from  the  home- 
land Jeremiah  wrote  a  letter  with  similar 
advice  (Jeremiah  29:1-11). 

God's  call  was  a  call  to  repent.  That 
means  to  turn  around,  to  go  in  the  Other 
direction,  to  stop  doing  wrong  and  to  do 


right.  The  captives  needed  to  realiz 
that  sin  is  ruinous— specifically,  thei 
own  sin.  Sinning  had  brought  captivity 
and  it  could  bring  a  massacre.  Thei 
best  hope  of  returning  to  their  own  Ian 
did  not  lie  in  fighting  their  captors,  o 
in  terrorism  or  sabotage.  It  lay  in  doin 
right.  Sin  is  just  as  ruinous  to  us.  W 
are  saved  by  God's  grace  through  ouj 
faith,  not  our  goodness  (Ephesians  2:8]| 
but  a  claim  to  faith  is  only  pretense  ur{ 
less  we  obey  the  Saviour  in  whom  w 
believe  (Matthew  7:21).-Standard  Le< 
son  Commentary. 

B.  Taken  totally  by  itself,  this  golde 
text  (Ezekiel  18:27)  presents  a  clear  i 
lustration  of  the  doctrine  of  repentanc 
and  conversion  in  the  Old  Testamenl 
God  uses  the  opening  word  "again"  b< 
cause  He  is  repeating  the  thought  e>! 
pressed  previously  in  Verse  21.  In  il! 
immediate  context  Verse  27  is  part  c 
God's  argument  through  Ezekiel  that  Hi 
judges  every  man  according  to  his  deed; 
And  in  the  light  of  the  context  of  th 
entire  chapter,  this  verse  becomes  pat 
of  God's  refutation  of  the  accusatio 
that  He  is  unjust  in  His  ways. 

This  accusation  of  injustice  is  specif 
cally  stated  in  the  proverb,  ".  .  .  Th 
fathers  have  eaten  sour  grapes,  and  th 
children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge?"  (Ezet 
iel  18:2).  The  natural  effect  of  eatin 
sour  grapes  upon  the  eater's  mouth 
that  his  teeth  are  set  on  edge,-  the  Hi 
brew  root  of  "to  set  on  edge"  means  "If 
be  dull."  Here,  the  effect  is  first  felt  fc 
the  children.  The  Prophet  Jeremic 
made  use  of  the  same  proverb  (Jeremic 
31:29,  30).  What  the  people  meant  j 
the  use  of  this  proverb  was  that  the 
forefathers  had  sinned,  and  now  the 
were  suffering  the  punishment  for  the 
sin.  Jehovah  asks,  "What  mean  ye,  th. 
ye  use  this  proverb  concerning  the  lar 
of  Israel,  .  .  ."  (Ezekiel  18:2). 

In  refuting  this  false  accusation  < 
injustice,  God,  through  Ezekiel,  staM 
that  He  deals  righteously  with  evei 
man.  Changed  attitudes  and  actions  If 
a  man  toward  God  will  bring  a  corn 
sponding  change  in  God's  dealing  wi 
that  man. 

This  does  not  mean,  however,  that 
person  can  achieve  his  salvation  by  r 
own  efforts  and  works.  The  change 
the  actions  and  life-style  of  the  persi 
in  this  text  is  the  result  of  a  change 
heart,  of  regeneration.  Previously  t 
man  did  not  become  wicked  by  doi 
wickedness;  he  did  wickedness  becai 
he  was  wicked.  Likewise,  now  he  dc 
not  become  righteous  by  doing  "tr

JUNK  MAIL?  HOW  ABOUT  JUNK  GOSPEL? 


On  a  recent  telecast  of  "Sixty  Minutes,"  an  interesting  CBS  pro- 
gram appealing  to  millions  of  viewers  who  thrive  on  knowing  up-to-date 
news,  unusual  in  its  presentation  and  commentary,  was  a  segment  de- 
voted to  "junk  mail." 

It  seems  that  this  is  a  business  grossing  (if  we  remember  correctly) 
billions  of  dollars  a  year,  considering  the  postage  and  responses  from 
individuals  who  do  something  other  than  throw  this  mail  in  the  trash 
can  and  rather  send  money  to  some  "worthwhile  cause"  or  subscribe  to 
some  so-called  "off-beat"  periodical. 

All  junk  mail  cannot  be  properly  called  such,  for  within  the  usual  white,  manila,  or 
pastel-colored  envelopes  have  been  found  some  informative  materials,  news  of  the  world, 
what  is  being  done  to  stop  the  war,  how  many  children  are  starving  in  India,  etc.— some- 
thing not  too  pleasant  to  talk  about,  but  nonetheless  something  the  world  needs  to  know. 
Also,  there  have  been  found  by  ih's  editor,  envelopes  containing  gospel  tracts,  religious 
pamphlets,  and  aids  to  worship— all  contained  in  the  typical  "junk  mail"  envelope. 

Defined,  "junk  mail"  means  worthless  material  received  by  indi- 
viduals by  the  way  of  the  postal  services,  by  postmen  and  mail  carriers. 
Unless  it  bears  a  stamp  or  a  meter  mark,  it  cannot  be  called  "junk  mail," 
just  junk  "material."  This  material  is  often  stuffed  in  mailboxes,  flow- 
er boxes,  behind  screen  doors,  or  window  shutters.  Likely  as  not,  little 
of  this  material  is  read  (or  even  opened,  for  that  matter) ,  but  those  who 
distribute  it  by  foot,  car,  bicycle,  honda,  or  however,  earn  their  just 
wages. 

Webster  says  that  "junk  mail"  is  ".  .  .  third-class  mail  (as  circulars,  leaflets,  and  other 
advertising  matter)  bearing  no  direct  address  or  not  bearing  the  recipient's  name  and 
typically  addressed  to  'occupant,'  'householder,'  or  'boxholder.'  "  Those  terms  in  them- 
selves could  be  insulting  to  some  of  us  who  take  pride  in  having  our  names  acknowledged. 
Usually  that  received  without  the  name  hits  the  trash  can  first,  and  that  which  happens 
to  have  the  occupant's  name  and  correct  address  usually  is  opened  out  of  curiosity.  Vanity? 
Perhaps;  but  one  has  a  right  to  expect  the  companies  sending  such  mail  at  least  to  search 
out  his  proper  name  and  address.  And  this  is  being  done  by  those  who  are  "hepped  up" 
on  responses,  though  some  of  us  question  their  right  to  pry  into  our  personal  lives,  feeling 
that  our  names  and  addresses  should  be  accessible  only  to  those  of  our  choosing. 

"Do  you  want  the  opportunity  of  a  lifetime  ?"  one  such  letter  begins. 

"If  so,  come  to  and  purchase  a  piece  of  valuable  land  at  a 

minimal  cost  of  and  present  this  card  upon  arrival.    If  you're 

married,  both  you  and  your  wife  must  be  present.  No  calls  will  be  ac- 
cepted. There  is  no  obligation  to  buy,  and  for  your  trouble  we  will  make 
you  a  gift  of  a  blender.  .  ."  or  whatever.  Usually  one  will  have  to  travel 
some  distance  from  his  residence  in  order  to  "cash  in"  on  this  "oppor- 
tunity of  a  lifetime,"  and  many  times  gas  mileage  is  offered  to  prospects 
considered  promising. 

What  does  all  this  junk  mail  have  to  do  with  anything  of  a  religious  nature?  Namely 
this:  It  is  our  feeling  that  too  many  ministers  are  preaching  a  lot  of  junk  gospel  and  call- 
ing it  the  "good  news."  This  is  rocky  ground  on  which  this  editor  is  walking,  and  properly 
he  should  receive  a  rebuttal  or  two  at  least;  but  let's  be  fair.  Is  it  not  true  that  many 
preachers  preach  just  to  be  preaching?  (This  is  not  in  reference  to  any  particular  ones, 
nor  is  the  inference  intended  for  our  denomination  only. )  Is  it  not  true  that  on  many 
occasions  the  man  of  the  cloth  will  "soften  the  blow"  to  save  Sister  Agatha's  feelings  or  to 
avoid  antagonizing  Brother  Fred?  Is  it  not  true  that  some  ministers  would  rather  "hide  it 
under  the  rug"  rather  than  "hang  it  on  the  line"?  Is  it  not  true  that  some  are  so  scared  of 
their  congregations  that  rather  than  mail  them  "real  gospel"  properly  addressed,  they  mail 
them  "little  pamphlets  and  do-goodies"  that  really  never  hit  home,  and  are  "read,"  but  as 
it  were,  are  thrown  in  the  trash  can  of  the  mind  because  they  weren't  worth  "reading" 
anyhow? 

Surely  we  appreciate  (and  there  are  many  of  these)  ministers  who 
stand  behind  the  Word  and  divide  it  in  an  honest-to-goodness  manner, 
and  "tell  it  like  it  is,"  to  borrow  a  phrase  in  vogue  sometime  back;  and 
despite  the  scornful  looks  of  some  disapproving  "receivers,"  put  it  to 
them  straight. 

No  one  would  dare  call  the  gospel  "junk,"  and  certainly  be  it  far  from  this  editor's 
intention  to  do  so.  Yet,  we  cannot  help  but  be  concerned  that  just  as  so  much  junk  mail 
reaches  our  homes,  much  gospel  improperly  preached,  watered  down,  dressed  up,  and  pol- 
ished over  is  reaching  the  minds  and  hearts  of  people  who  need  the  real  thing.  Have  you 
been  preached  any  "junk  gospel"  lately?  Whatever  happened  to  ".  .  .  Except  a  man  be 
born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God"  and  ".  .  .  except  your  righteousness  shall 
exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven,"  and  ".  .  .  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  that  defileth, 
neither  whatsoever  worketh  abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie:  but  they  which  are  written  in 
the  Lamb's  book  of  life"0    (Join  3:3;  Matthew  5:20;  and  Revelation  21:27.)

He  had  been  at  the  Home  enough 
months  to  have  won  the  love  of  every- 
one. Then,  abruptly,  a  relative  had 
come  for  him. 

It  had  taken  the  relative  only  one 
week  to  realize  that  the  child  would  be 
happier  at  the  Children's  Home.  And  so 
she  had  returned  him. 

Why? 

"Because  our  children  are  happy  peo- 
ple," said  Graham  Lane,  who  is  acting 
superintendent.  "They  laugh  a  lot  and 
they  have  many  things  to  laugh  about. 
Materially  speaking,  these  kids  lack  for 
nothing.  They  fare  better  than  the  aver- 
age child." 

And  he's  right.  The  children  are  well- 
dressed  and  well-fed.  They  have  beds  of 
their  own,  companions  with  which  to 
play,  a  swimming  pool,  and  ponies  to 
ride.  They  have  religious  training  and 
attend  the  public  schools.  And  they 
have  cottage  parents. 

These  are  the  things  about  which  the 
66  children  now  in  the  Home  can  be 
happy. 

Materially  speaking,  then,  it's  obvious 
that  this  home  has  already  met  one  goal 
quite  successfully:  It  meets  the  material 
needs  of  each  child.  Only  one  lack  in 
this  area  was  specified  by  Stewart 
Humphrey.  "One  thing  that  really  both- 
ers me,"  he  admitted,  "is  that  we  don't 
have  a  vehicle  for  our  teen-age  boys  to 
use.  When  our  boys  become  sixteen, 
they're  just  like  other  boys.  They  want 
their  driver's  license,  but  we  don't  have 
the  funds  for  a  car  for  them  to  share  or 
for  the  insurance  to  cover  it.  And  that 
really  hurts.  They  don't  have  normal 
dating  privileges  because  they  don't  have 
transportation.  So  they  stay  home. 
They  would  really  consider  a  car  a  privi- 
lege—and they  wouldn't  abuse  that  privi- 
lege either." 


The  other  goal— to  meet  the  emotional 
needs  of  each  child— is  in  sight.  "Each 
child  has  had  a  desperately  hard  start  in 
life,"  commented  Stewart.  "In  nearly 
every  case  there  has  been  neglect,  lack 
of  guidance,  and  abuse.  You  would  find 
it  hard  to  believe  some  of  the  stories, 
but  they  are  real." 

The  children  are  from  homes  which 
have  been  broken  for  various  reasons. 
Many  of  them  are  of  the  lower  socio- 
economic level;  they  come  because  of  di- 
vorce or  the  father's  desertion,  and  the 
mother  does  not  wish  to  care  for  them 
or  is  unable  financially  to  do  so. 

"Throughout  the  years,"  said  Graham 
Lane,  "this  ministry  has  changed  so  much 
that  now  we  care  for  children  who  usual- 
ly are  not  orphans,  but  are  children  who 
have  an  even  greater  need.  These  chil- 
dren who  come  to  us  do  not  know 
security  and  love  as  they  should.  Their 
faith  in  the  world  about  them  and  in 
themselves  has  been  shattered." 

Now  how  do  you  see  that  66  children 
get  enough  love? 

"We  have  six  cottages  in  which  we 
try  to  create  a  family  atmosphere,"  Lane 
explained. 

All  of  the  cottages  have  cottage  moth- 
ers,- a  few  have  both  father  and  mother 
houseparents.  The  father-mother  con- 
cept is  ideal  but  difficult  to  come  by.  In- 
terested and  qualified  couples  are  hard 
to  find.  Consequently,  the  biggest  need 
now  is  for  more  personnel— cottage  par- 
ents and  staff  members  to  meet  the  per- 
sonal needs  of  these  children,  to  give 
them  more  love  and  attention.  And  the 
funds  to  provide  the  additional  person- 
nel are  not  available  at  the  present. 
(Contributions,  which  are  always  grate- 
fully accepted,  may  be  sent  to  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Children's  Home,  P.  0.  Draw- 
er E,  Middlesex,  North  Carolina  27557.) 

The  children  attend  four  area  schools: 
26  in  grades  1-6;  16  in  grades  7-8;  eight 
in  the  ninth  grade,-  and  12  in  grades 
10-12.  Fifty  percent  of  the  children  from 
the  Children's  Home  have  an  A  or  B  aver- 
age. 

When  children  at  the  Home  graduate 
from  high  school,  they  have  various  op- 
portunities open  to  them.  They  can 
leave  and  work;  they  can  go  to  college 
with  an  outright  grant  of  $500  per  year 
provided  for  them;  or  they  can  continue 
their  education  in  a  technical  school. 
Whatever  their  choice,  the  Home  remains 
their  home  for  always,-  they  can  return 
at  any  time. 

"We  thank  God  that  we  have  been 
allowed  to  receive  these  children  into

Centuries  ago  a  council  of  bishops  de- 
creed, "We  forbid  the  common  people  to 
possess  any  of  the  Books  of  the  Old  or 
New  Testament."

One  morning  he  failed  to  return  the 
smile  of  a  little,  curlyheaded,  four-year-old 
girl.  She  left  the  procession  and  ran  to 
her  mother,  sobbing.  After  quieting  the 
little  one,  her  mother  asked  why  she  had 
cried.  She  replied,  "I  smiled  at  God,  and 
He  didn't  smile  back  at  me!" 

Later  Dr.  Beaven  said,  "Just  think  of 
it!  For  her  I  stood  for  God.  I  had  failed 
with  my  smile  and  the  world  became  dark 
for  her!"

8.  The  right  to  live  in  a  community  in 
which  adults  practice  the  belief  that 
the  welfare  of  their  children  is  of 
primary  importance. 

9.  The  right  to  receive  good  adult  ex- 
ample.

escaped.  The  warden,  Jerome  J.  Waters, 
offered  the  fugitive  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
if  he  would  surrender  himself  at  the  gates 
of  the  prison. 

There  was  a  catch,  however,  to  the  offer. 
The  reward  was  to  be  earned  and  saved  by 
the  escapee  by  doing  work  in  the  prison. 
"If  he  comes  we  will  see  that  he  doesn't 
get  out  again.  Justice  will  prevail,"  said 
the  warden. 

How  different  is  the  offer  God  makes  to 
all  the  fugitives  from  divine  justice.  There 
is  no  catch  to  His  offer.

Many  English  Versions 
of  Scriptures 

There  are  "at  least"  339  published 
English  versions  of  the  Scriptures,  ac- 
cording to  Miss  Elizabeth  Eisenhart,  li- 
brarian of  the  American  Bible  Society.  Of 
these,  45  are  complete  Bibles,  nine  con- 
tain the  Old  Testament  text  only,  and  88 
the  New  Testament.  The  remaining  197 
are  versions  with  one  complete  book  or 
more,  but  less  than  complete  Testaments. 

William  Tyndale's  New  Testament,  the 
first  printed  English  Scripture,  appeared 
in  1525  and  was  followed  in  1530-31  by 
part  of  the  Old  Testament.  Tyndale  was 
working  on  further  translation  and  re- 
vision of  the  Old  Testament  when  he  was 
strangled  in  1536  for  such  a  "heretical 
act"  as  translating  the  Scriptures  into 
the  vernacular. 

To  Myles  Coverdale  goes  the  credit 
for  printing  the  first  complete  English 
Bible  in  1535.  Although  he  prefixed  a 
dedication  to  King  Henry  VIII  in  the 
hopes  of  securing  royal  favor,  he  was 
unable  to  secure  a  license  for  the  book 
from  the  king.

Estimated  cost  of  the  chapel  is  $195, 
000,  exclusive  of  the  organ,  which  means 
that  $80,045  is  still  needed  in  gifts  and 
new  pledges. 

President  W.  Burkette  Raper  reported 
that  Tuesday,  February  27,  11  a.m.,  has 
tentatively  been  set  as  the  date  and  time 
for  groundbreaking  ceremonies,  but  he 
emphasized  that  contracts  for  construc- 
tion will  not  be  awarded  until  the  cost 
of  the  project  is  underwritten  through 
gifts  and  pledges. 

"We  need  the  chapel  to  help  Mount 
Olive  College  fulfill  its  mission  in  the 
spiritual  development  of  our  students, 
and  we  are  both  praying  and  working 
that  Free  Will  Baptists  will  respond  to 
this  great  challenge  by  February  27," 
President  Raper  declared.  Gifts  and 
pledges  payable  by  June  30,  1976,  may 
be  mailed  to  the  Chapel  Fund,  Mount 
Olive  College,  Mount  Olive,  North  Caro- 
lina 28365. 

The  largest  church  pledge  to  date  was 
made  by  Sherron  Acres  church  near  Dur- 
ham, North  Carolina,  where  the  Rev.

It  was  a  momentous  occasion  in  the 
fall  of  1972  when  the  Bible  Society  of 
Kenya  began  distribution  of  a  newly  pub- 
lished New  Testament  in  Somali,  a  lan- 


With  great  perception  and  frankness, 
leavened  by  a  warm  sense  of  humor,  the 
beloved  Dale  addresses  herself  to  prob- 
lems of  the  now  generation.  She  raps 
freely  with  the  under-thirties,  keeping 
an  open  ear  to  their  complaints,  many 
of  which  she  agrees  are  justified.

Question:  Will  all  Christians  who  have 
iot  won  souls  to  Christ  be  ashamed  at 
he  Last  Judgment?  Please  give  Scrip- 
ure. 

Answer:  The  probable  answer  to  the 
uestion  is  "yes."    In  addition,  other 
isobedience  of  which  one  may  be  guilty 
ill,  I  think,  bring  regret  to  us  when 
e  are  at  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ 
i  the  air.   "And  Samuel  said,  Hath  the 
ORD  as  great  delight  in  burnt  offerings 
nd  sacrifices,  as  in  obeying  the  voice  of 
e  LORD?    Behold,  to  obey  is  better 
an  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than  the 
t  of  rams.   For  rebellion  is  as  the  sin 
f  witchcraft,  and  stubbornness  is  as 
iquity  and  idolatry.  Because  thou  hast 
ijected  the  word  of  the  LORD,  he  hath 
so  rejected  thee  from  being  king"  (1 
imuel  15:22,  23).  Compare,  "And  now, 
rtle  children,  abide  in  him,-  that,  when 
}  shall  appear,  we  may  have  confidence, 
d  not  be  ashamed  before  him  at  his 
ming"  (1  John  2:28);  "If  a  man  abide 
t  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch, 
lid  is  withered;  and  men  gather  them, 
*d  cast  them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are 
Jrned.    If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my 
rds  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what 
will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 
ferein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye 
ool'ar  much  fruit;  so  shall  ye  be  my 
triples"  (John  15:6-8). 
an  Such  an  exhortation  from  the  New 
lioistament  should  alert  us  to  give  heed 
an  the  several  warnings  given  us  con- 
onrning  the  necessity  of  a  continued 
Yea edient  walk  with  the  Lord  all  the  days 
Cm >  spend  here  as  the  redeemed  of  God. 
aj   are  told,  "Therefore  be  ye  also 
tlifdy:  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think 
\  the  Son  of  man  cometh"  (Matthew 

JThe  Bible,  especially  the  New  Testa- 
jjjnt,  would  have  every  Christian  so  to 
jjfl  from  the  moment  he  experiences  the 
(jijv  birth  until  Christ  comes  as  though 
|e  1  expected  Christ  to  return  at  any 
5mit  ond  with  no  previous  warning.  This 
pld  include  obeying  Christ  by  con- 
ntiously  working  and  living  in  a  way 
.Jvin  the  most  souls  possible.   It  would 
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include  continuous  prayer  and  devotion 
to  God  that  would  keep  the  Christian 
close  enough  to  God  in  all  he  does  that 
he  might  know  and  obey  God's  will. 

In  such  a  state  of  being  no  one  is  ever 
groping  in  the  darkness  to  ascertain 
God's  will  and  purpose  for  him  at  any 
time.  "If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he 
shall  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it 
be  of  God,  or  whether  I  speak  of  myself. 
He  that  speaketh  of  himself  seeketh  his 
own  glory:  but  he  that  seeketh  his  glory 
that  sent  him,  the  same  is  true,  and  no 
righteousness  is  in  him"  (John  7:17,  18). 

In  Mark  8:34  Jesus  makes  the  kind  of 
requirement  of  His  followers  that  will 
guarantee  their  complete  separation  from 
the  world  and  will  make  them  enemies  of 
worldly  pleasures.  He  says,  ".  .  .  Who- 
soever will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny 
himself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  fol- 
low me."  The  disciples  only  in  part 
understood  this  at  the  time  that  Jesus 
said  it.  Later,  however,  it  was  under- 
stood by  martyrs  for  the  sake  of  the 
gospel— such  as  Stephen  (see  the  seventh 
chapter  of  Acts)  and  James  (John's 
brother  whom  Herod  killed  with  his 
sword).  These  Christians  were  not 
ashamed  of  the  gospel,  of  the  good  news 
that  Jesus  died  for  our  sins.  And  Jesus 
was  not  ashamed  of  them.  But  He  says 
that  He  will  be  ashamed  of  some.  "Who- 
soever therefore  shall  be  ashamed  of  me 
and  of  my  words  in  this  adulterous  and 
sinful  generation;  of  him  also  shall  the 
Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he  cometh 
in  the  glory  of  his  Father  with  the  holy 
angels"  (Mark  8:38). 

Paul,  who  knew  what  Jesus  had  said 
to  his  followers  before  He  was  crucified, 
says,  "For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gos- 
pel of  Christ:  for  it  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believ- 
eth;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the 
Greek"  (Romans  1:16).  Therefore  Paul 
could  tell  Timothy  how  not  to  have  cause 
for  shame  when  all  he  could  do  in  this 
life  was  finished. 

"Preach  the  word;  be  instant  in  season, 
out  of  season;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort 
with  all  longsuffering  and  doctrine"  (2 


Timothy  4:2);  "Study  to  shew  thyself 
approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  divid- 
ing the  word  of  truth"  (2  Timothy  2:15); 
"If  we  suffer,  we  shall  also  reign  with 
him:  if  we  deny  him,  he  also  will  deny 
us"  (2  Timothy  2:12);  "Be  not  thou 
therefore  ashamed  of  the  testimony  of 
our  Lord,  nor  of  me  his  prisoner:  but  be 
thou  partaker  of  the  afflictions  of  the 
gospel  according  to  the  power  of  God"  (2 
Timothy  1:8).  Compare,  "And  ye  shall 
be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake: 
but  he  that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be 
saved.  .  .  .Whosoever  therefore  shall 
confess  me  before  men,  him  will  I  con- 
fess also  before  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.  But  whosoever  shall  deny  me 
before  men,  him  will  I  also  deny  before 
my  Father  which  is  in  heaven"  (Matthew 
10:22,  32,  33). 

When  Jesus  commissioned  the  70  disci- 
ples and  sent  them,  He  told  them:  "Go 
your  ways:  behold,  I  send  you  forth  as 
lambs  among  wolves.  ...  He  that  hear- 
eth  you  heareth  me;  and  he  that  despis- 
eth  you  despiseth  me;  and  he  that  de- 
spiseth  me  despiseth  him  that  sent  me" 
(Luke  10:3,  16). 

Thus  we  see  that  the  Bible  plainly 
tells  us  who  are  saved  what  our  duty  is 
and  what  will  come  to  us  as  we  perform 
it.  The  world  that  hated,  falsely  con- 
demned, and  crucified  our  Lord  will  treat 
us  just  as  it  treated  Him  if  we  follow 
in  His  footsteps,  carrying  out  His  com- 
mission. If  we  refuse  when  the  going 
gets  tough  and  rugged,  He  will  reward 
us  according  to  this  unfaithfulness,-  but 
those  who  are  faithful  unto  the  end  will 
be  saved  and  will,  like  Stephen  of  Acts 
7,  have  His  presence  with  us.  This  lat- 
ter reward  will  give  to  us  in  death  more 
glory  than  could  have  possibly  come 
while  living  here. 

In  the  September  1972  issue  of  the 
religious  periodical  entitled  Christian 
Victory,  under  "Should  Christians  Testi- 
fy?" we  find  the  following  on  Page  32: 

"May  we  as  ambassadors,  proclaim 
Him,  confess  Him,  talk  about  Him,  make 
Him  known,  press  Him  on  the  attention 
of  the  world's  burdened,  aching,  and 
broken  heart.  The  Holy  Spirit  summons 
you  who  are  bought  by  the  blood  of  the 
Son  of  God,  to  be  done  with  playing  at 
religion,  and  to  give  Him  your  life  for 
the  sublimest  and  most  heroic  business 
on  earth— trumpeting  the  gospel." 

In  a  day  of  spiritual  darkness  such  as 
that  we  are  experiencing  now,  all  Chris- 
tians should  be  encouraged  to  witness 
for  Christ  with  a  new  momentum  that

A  NEW  HEART  AND 
SPIRIT 

Lesson  Text:  Ezekiel  11:14-21;  36 
Memory  Verse:  Ezekiel  36:26 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Though  the  Bible  declares  many  things, 
there  is  one  thing  that  it  declares  with- 
out exception  or  reservation.  "All  have 
sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of 
God,"  and  thus  all  men  have  need  of  a 
Saviour.  As  our  Lord  informed  Nico- 
demus,  one  must  be  born  again  before 
he  can  hope  to  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

Those  whose  lives  have  not  been 
changed  through  a  personal  experience 
with  Christ,  if  they  are  to  find  eternal 
life  and  a  more  beautiful,  enjoyable,  and 
productive  life  during  their  stay  on 
earth,  must  have  their  lives  changed 
through  the  power  of  the  indwelling 
Spirit  of  God. 

In  Christ,  lives  that  have  heretofore 
been  erring  and  aimless  can  find  both 
purpose  and  direction.  In  Christ  and 
through  Him  men  can  reweave  the  tat- 
tered threads  of  broken  dreams.  In 
Christ  one  can  find  escape  from  the  ugli- 
ness, the  brutality,  and  the  selfishness 
of  life,-  but  he  can  also  find  much  more 
than  mere  escape— he  can  find  expres- 
sion for  the  positive  side  of  his  nature 
that  creates  the  beautiful,  the  orderly, 
and  the  humane.— The  Senior  Quarterly 
(F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Introduction

B.  "For  My  Holy  Name's  Sake"  (Ezekiel 

36=22,  23) 
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1.  Israel  did  not  deserve  to  be  spared 
because  of  her  sins. 

2.  God  was  determined  to  have  a  wit- 
ness of  His  name  among  the  heath- 
en. 

3.  So  for  His  name's  sake,  He  planned 
to  restore  Israel. 

C.  God  Promises  a  New  Heart  (Ezekiel  36: 

24-27) 

1.  In  restoring  Israel  God  promised 
them  a  new  heart. 

2.  This  meant  cleansing  from  sin. 

3.  It  also  meant  that  He  would  put 
His  Spirit  within  them. 

D.  God  Promises  Prosperity  (Ezekiel  36: 

28-30) 

1.  God  had  promised  Abraham  both 
spiritual  and  material  blessings. 

2.  God  is  here  repeating  the  promise 
to  these  people. 

3.  This  promise  was  partially  fulfilled 
in  the  restoration  and  is  being  more 
fully  fulfilled  today. 

E.  God  Promises  New  Insights  (Ezekiel 

36:31,  32) 

1.  When  they  got  into  the  land,  they 
would  begin  to  understand  God's 
goodness  and  mercy. 

2.  This  new  understanding  would 
bring  sorrow  for  their  sins  of  the 
past. 

3.  God  is  doing  this  not  for  their 
sakes,  but  to  have  a  witness  among 
the  heathen. 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  As  we  think  of  today's  lesson  it 
is  natural  to  think  of  the  heart  trans- 
plants that  have  received  so  much  atten- 
tion in  recent  years.  Most  of  the  pa- 
tients who  have  received  heart  trans- 
plants have  lived  only  a  matter  of 
months.  But  to  a  dying  man,  even  a 
few  months  more  is  a  new  lease  on  life. 

What  God  offers  mankind  is  not  a  new 
lease  on  life,  but  a  new  life!  God  does 
not  offer  us  a  reprieve  from  death;  He 
abolishes  death.  He  does  not  postpone 
the  inevitable;  he  changes  the  inevitable. 
The  new  heart  God  gives  is  not  for  a  few 


months  or  even  for  a  few  years,  but  it 
will  last  for  all  eternity. 

The  Bible  is  plain  that  eternal  life  for 
the  child  of  God  begins  here  and  now. 
We  have  in  this  earthly  life  a  taste  of 
the  life  we  shall  enjoy  eternally.  The 
new  heart  God  gives  is  more  than  a  bor- 
rowed heart  from  another  man.  It  is 
more  than  a  used  pump  that  will  allow 
us  to  have  a  few  more  days  to  live  on 
earth.  God's  new  heart  results  in  eternal 
life. 

B.  Ezekiel  pointed  out  that  Israel  would 
come  to  hate  herself  for  having  disobey- 
ed God.  One  psychologist  has  said  that 
conceit  is  not  nearly  so  common  as  self- 
hate.  Certainly  it  is  a  part  of  repent- 
ance to  feel  deep  shame.  Certainly  the 
loss  of  self-respect  is  one  of  the  mosli 
serious  penalties  of  sin.  A  man  can 
stand  almost  anything  so  long  as  he  car) 
stand  himself.  When  a  man  loses  hi; 
self-respect  he  is  totally  bankrupt  in  hi; 
soul.  The  lost  sense  of  shame  seems  Ui 
characterize  many  sinners  today.  Then 
is,  however,  an  opposite  extreme.  Som< 
may  come  to  loathe  themselves  so  great; 
ly  that  they  doubt  that  God  can  lovii 
them.  That  is  a  very  bad  situation.  Wq 
must  be  assured  that  God  loves  us  ancj 
sees  His  own  image  in  us,  no  matter  hoy 
we  have  marred  it.  We  must  believe 
in  God's  redeeming  power  and  accep 
His  forgiving  love.  When  God  forgive 
us,  we  must  then  forgive  ourselves- 
Standard  Lesson  Commentary.

But  many  yeaij 
ago,  a  great  mountain  stood  where  li 
bay  is,  until  a  seething  volcano  erupte 
and  left  a  giant  hole  in  the  earth.

wants  man  to  choose  to  love  and  serve 
Him.  When  Adam  exercised  the  right 
of  choice,  he  chose  to  eat  the  forbidden 
fruit  and  thereby  sinned  against  God  by 
disobeying  Him.  So  it  is  that  the  sinner, 
by  nature,  does  not  love  God,  has  no  fel- 
lowship with  Him,  and  does  not  honor 


Him  in  his  life.  Sin  destroyed  all  three. 
Before  man  could  have  these  purposes 
again  in  his  life  he  had  to  be  born  again 
by  the  Spirit  of  God.

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THE  CHURCH:  FOR  PEOPLE  ON  WELFARE? 

In  1963  was  set  up  an  organization  known  by  the  initials  HEW, 
spelled  out  to  mean  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare. 
Included  in  this  are  the  Children's  Bureau,  Bureau  of  Family  Services, 
Cuban  Refugee  Program,  and  International  Office.  These  programs 
were  formerly  administered  by  the  Social  Security  Administration. 

In  a  favorable  connotation,  the  Department  of  Social  Services  (formerly,  the  Welfare 
Department)  in  general,  a  U.  S.  government  agency  which  is  a  part  of  HEW,  helps  needy 
families  and  individuals.  Though  railed  upon  in  recent  years  by  those  of  us  who  think 
management  of  welfare  money  has  not  quite  been  up  to  our  expected  "level"  and  who 
feel  that  we  have  more  know-how  in  the  issuing  out  of  such  funds,  the  Department  of 
Social  Services  has  nevertheless  provided  unlimited  benefits  for  the  unfortunate.  And 
though  we  may  not  totally  agree  with  the  system,  we  have  to  admit  that  its  creation  was 
a  step,  as  it  were,  in  the  right  direction. 

Under  the  present  system,  grants-in-aid  are  provided  to  the  states 
for  old-age  assistance;  for  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled; 
for  aid  to  the  blind ;  for  aid  to  families  with  dependent  children  (which 
has  caused  no  little  fuss  in  recent  years)  ;  and  for  medical  assistance  for 
old  people.  Supported  also  are  crippled  children,  individuals  with  ma- 
ternal and  child  health  problems,  programs  dealing  with  the  control  of 
juvenile  delinquency,  and  many  others. 

In  short:  Welfare  offers  public  assistance  where  needed,  toward  the  social  betterment 
of  society  in  general.  As  has  Deen  proven,  many  people  who  ought  not  to  be  are  receiving 
welfare  funds,  whereas  some  who  are  really  deserving  are  unable  to  be  granted  aid  be- 
cause for  some  reason  or  another  they  simply  "do  not  qualify."  This  has  caused  stirs 
and  upstirs;  and  the  Department  itself  admits  to  its  failures  and  imperfections,  but  it  has 
yet  to  resolve  difficulties  concerning  these. 

Certainly  many  of  us  "do-gooders"  and  "know-a-lots"  contend  that 
we  would  know  how  to  do  what  is  being  done  in  a  better  manner.  We 
would  withhold  from  some  agencies  and  give  freely  to  others.  We 
would  give  freely  to  some  individuals  and  withhold  funds  from 
others.  Yet,  we  must  admit  that  we  are  not  trained  to  know  what  or 
who  needs  more  and  what  or  who  needs  less ;  that  is,  what  we  consider 
priorities  are  really  unimportant  to  other  people.  So,  probably,  all  we 
can  do  about  or  "against"  the  present  system  is  to  voice  our  opinions 
and  hope  that  after  being  in  the  washing  machine  for  awhile  all  the 
"grayness"  will  vanish. 

This  is  no  attempt  to  be  funny,  nor  is  it  an  attempt  to  discredit  the  good  that  wel- 
fare has  done.  It  does,  however,  lead  us  to  this  question:  Did  you  know  that  the  church 
can  be  likened  to  the  system  of  welfare?  Think  now:  In  welfare  work,  tax  dollars  do  the 
"doing";  and  these  tax  dollars  are  provided  by  those  who  are  able  to  be  taxed  because  of 
a  particular  income.  To  be  sure,  everyone  who  makes  a  certain  amount  of  money  and 
owns  a  certain  amount  of  properlv  is  properly  taxed;  but  for  the  most  part,  the  tax  dol- 
lars that  go  into  the  welfare  coffers  aid  those  who  really  do  less  toward  the  system's 
maintenance.  Some  would  say  that  this  is  the  way  it's  supposed  to  be,  that  this  was  the 
purpose  of  its  conception  and  development.    Perhaps,  and  perhaps  not.  .  .  . 

A  few  do  a  lot  for  many.  The  minority  carry  on  the  program  to  the 
benefit  of  the  majority.  This  is  the  same  way  it  is  with  church.  A 
few  people  do  all  the  work,  give  all  the  money;  and  the  whole  member- 
ship profits — profits  with  a  comfortable  church,  a  well-paid  (perhaps) 
minister,  a  good  music  program,  a  successful  Sunday  school  and  league, 
a  sound  missions'  program — and,  well,  you  name  it. 

Isn't  it  true  that  most  of  the  time  the  same  people  do  most  of  the  work?  Isn't  it  true 
that  volunteers  are  known  even  before  they  are  asked  to  donate  their  time  or  efforts  be- 
cause they  are  the  same  ones  who  have  volunteered  before?  Isn't  it  true  that  when  a 
worthy  cause  is  mentioned,  the  same  individuals  come  forth  to  its  support,  financially  and 
otherwise?    Just  think. 

Formerly,  it  was  the  church's  job  to  help  the  needy,  to  do  all  types  of  benevolent 
work— and  indeed  this  is  still  being  done  to  some  extent.  But  we  can't  help  but  believe 
that  within  each  congregation  (though  the  term  hurts)  there  are  a  few  deadbeats  who  de- 
pend on  everybody  else  to  do  their  work  for  them  and  to  give  their  share  of  the  money, 
and  in  general  cany  their  portion  of  church  member  responsibility.  Some  of  these  mem- 
bers would  die  of  humiliation  if  it  were  to  be  suggested  that  they  are  on  welfare;  but 
under  careful  consideration,  is  it  not  a  fact  that  they  are? 

We  have  no  quarrel  with  the  U.  S.  government  and  its  welfare  sys- 
tem. We  could  not  "run"  it  any  better,  because  our  "qualifications"  are 
such  so  as  not  to  make  our  doing  so  feasible.  Neither  would  we  quarrel 
with  any  particular  church ;  but  we  are  certain  that  all  of  us  know  some 
people  of  our  various  congregations  who  need  to  get  off  "church  welfare" 
and  go  out  and  "earn"  their  religious  living. 

The  church,  of  course,  is  fo  all  people:  the  old,  the  young,  the  rich,  the  poor,  the 
healthy,  and  the  sick.  But,  if  a  person  can  get  up  and  walk,  let  him  do  so.  Similarly,  if 
a  person  can  be  self-supporting,  let  him  get  out  and  be  so.  And  by  all  means,  if  there's 
something  in  the  church  that  you  can  do,  do  it.    Get  off  that  welfare  roll!  Comment? 
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I  HROUGH  the  years  I  have  written 
articles  for  school  papers,  maga- 
les,  local  newspapers,  etc.  However 
vly,  they  seem  always  to  be  about 
ppy  things,  humorous  things,  out  of 
s  ordinary— almost  always  designed  to 
ike  one  laugh  or  smile.  Perhaps  I 
rtray  the  person  who  knows  all  about 
jghter  and  funny  things— and  I  do. 
Our  dictionaries  have  many  ways  of 
fining  laughter,-  such  as,  its  being  an 
dible  expression  to  an  emotion— 
rth,  joy,  even  embarrassment.  Healthy 
ighter  is  possible,-  they  say  that  being 
ed  with  exuberance  brings  on  this 
id.  You  listen  to  a  young  child  laugh; 
;y  say  that  it's  akin  to  music.  It  Is 
isic,  isn't  it?

People  cry  for  so  many  reasons.  We 
all  know  about  "crocodile  tears."

In  the  early  fall,  the  KEY  73  brochure 
"Launching  a  Movement"  was  distribut- 
ed to  325,000  congregations  and  parish- 
es throughout  North  America  inviting 
participation  in  the  program  of  "Calling 
Our  Continent  to  Christ."  Phase  One 
opened  in  early  December  with  the  call 
to  repentance  and  prayer.  For  two 
weeks  after  Christmas,  church  bells  toll- 
ed at  mid-day  to  call  100  million  Chris- 
tians to  pray  at  noon  or  on  their  lunch 
break.  Noon  prayer  clusters  were  held 
in  offices,  factories,  churches,  and 
schools.  Prior  to  Thanksgiving,  eight 
million  pieces  of  literature  were  distri- 
buted from  Tidings  in  Nashville,  Tennes- 
see promoting  the  Noon  Prayer  Call. 

In  February,  Phase  Two  emphasis  be- 
gins with  "Calling  Our  Continent  to  the 
Word  of  God."  The  American  Bible  So- 
ciety, which  is  publishing  Scripture  por- 
tions for  KEY  73,  reports  that  25,000 
portions  are  mailed  daily  for  KEY  73 
distribution.  An  example  of  the  whole- 
sale distribution  is  the  Crawford  County, 
Pennsylvania,  plan  to  distribute  40,000 
portions  of  Luke  and  Acts  throughout 
the  county.  In  Levittown,  Pennsylvania, 
training  for  Bible  study  leaders  began 
the  first  week  in  January.  Birmingham, 
Michigan,  plans  to  distribute  20,000  Bi- 
ble portions  in  its  community.  In  Texas, 
where  KEY  73  is  likened  to  a  "prairie 
fire,"  portions  of  the  Psalms  are  also 
being  distributed  to  Jewish  families. 

Public  KEY  73  rallies  are  being  held  in 
communities  across  the  country.  A  lo- 
cal high  school  auditorium  in  Durham, 
Connecticut,  is  being  used  for  mass 
meetings  on  four  Sunday  evenings.  In 
Columbus,  Ohio,  a  launch  breakfast  was 
held  on  January  6  under  the  direction 
of  the  mayor.  Support  of  KEY  73  has 
been  given  from  the  mayor's  office  in 
Jacksonville,  Florida.  In  Buffalo  and 
Grand  Island,  New  York,  a  KEY  73  parade 
initiated  the  KEY  73  united  effort.  The 
Philadelphia  KEY  73  rally  was  held  at 


the  Cathedral  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul, 
with  speakers  including  the  dean  of  the 
Mount  Airy  Lutheran  Seminary  and  Mon- 
signor  Charles  Mynaugh,  chairman  of 
KEY  73  Mass  Media  for  Philadelphia.  In 
Washington  state  the  regional  KEY  73 
committee  has  promoted  its  own  TV 
special,  "Somebody  Loves  You,"  under 
the  direction  of  Graley  Taylor. 

The  KEY  73  Mass  Media  Office  has 
sponsored  telephone  research  directed  by

B.  L.  Armstrong. 


Old  Orthography  or 
New  Typography? 
Both  in  Indonesia 

One  of  the  production  difficulties  in 
some  nations  was  brought  into  sharp 
focus  by  the  Indonesian  Bible  Society's 
announcement  that  a  large  part  of  the 
Old  Testament  in  its  new  translation  of 
the  Bible  was  already  set  into  type  when 
the  governments  of  Indonesia  and  Malay- 
sia agreed  to  bring  the  written  form  of 
their  languages  into  accord.  Because  of 
the  urgent  need  that  exists,  the  Indo- 
nesian Bible  Society's  Board  decided  to 
continue  its  project  of  printing  the  Bi- 
ble in  the  old  orthography.  At  the  same 
time  the  Indonesian  Board  agreed  to  re- 
set the  Bible  in  the  new  typography  at  a 
later  date,  the  American  Bible  Society 
was  told.

The  first  plan,  entitled  the  "Every 
Family  Plan,"  is  one  that  should  receive 
careful  consideration  by  all  Free  Will 
Baptist  churches.  It  is  the  way  to  have 
an  enlightened  congregation,  insofar  as 
denominational  activities  are  concerned. 

Under  this  arrangement  the  local 
church  votes  to  place  The  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist in  each  home.  The  church  clerk 
sends  the  Press  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  families.  The  Free  Will  Baptist  is 
sent  to  these  people,  and  the  church  is 
billed  quarterly  for  the  amount,  less  ten 
percent.  If  any  families  in  the  church 
are  already  subscribers,  the  amount  of 
their  credit  is  subtracted  from  the 
quarterly  bill.  Names  can  be  added  to 
or  subtracted  from  the  church  list  at 
any  time,  upon  notification  from  the 
church  clerk.  Bills  are  sent  by  the  Press 
to  the  churches  on  this  plan  according 
to  the  calendar  quarter. 

The  adoption  of  this  plan  is  encour- 
aged in  Free  Will  Baptist  churches 
throughout  our  area  of  circulation.  Cur- 
rent subscribers  to  the  plan  include 
Davis  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church, 
Davis,  North  Carolina;  Dawson  Grove 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  Enfield,  North 
Carolina,-  and  Reedy  Branch  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church,  Winterville,  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  second  option,  entitled  the 
"Church  Group  Plan,"  is  an  arrange- 
ment designed  for  organizations  in 
churches  which  do  not  adopt  the  "Every 
Family  Plan."  A  Sunday  school  class, 
woman's  auxiliary,  league,  or  other 
group  may  solicit  subscriptions.  Each 
group  simply  deducts  ten  percent  from 
the  amount  being  sent;  the  total  amount 
must  be  as  much  as  $17.50  on  the  first 
lot.

All  that  speak  each  lan- 
ge  and  dialect  need  to  be  made  able 
read  and  to  understand  sufficiently 
as  to  get  God's  message  and  to  be 
sd.   Some  in  each  language  need  to 
erstand  well  enough  to  teach  their 
Dwmen  in  order  that  all  may  have  an 
ortunity  to  have  sufficient  under- 
iding  of  God's  Word  to  obey  it.   It  is 
in  keeping  with  what  the  Bible 
hes  to  continue  to  multiply  versions

among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved" 
(Acts  4:12);  "But  ye  shall  receive  power, 
after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me 
both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judaea,  and 
in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth"  (Acts  1:8);  "Wherefore  God 
also  hath  highly  exalted  him,  and  given 
him  a  name  which  is  above  every  name: 
That  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee 
should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and 
things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the 
earth;  And  that  every  tongue  should  con- 
fess that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory 
of  God  the  Father"  (Philippians  2:9-11). 

A  manuscript  is  a  copy  of  the  Bible  in 
the  language  in  which  it  was  written. 
The  Old  Testament,  for  the  most  part, 
was  written  in  Hebrew  or  Aramaic  and 
the  New  Testament  in  Koine  or  the  com- 
mon Greek  of  that  day  with  possibly  a 
limited  exception.  Some  scholars  think 
that  part,  such  as  the  Epistle  to  the  He- 
brews and  Peter's  Epistles,  may  have 
been  written  in  Hebrew  or  Aramaic.  The 
well-known  manuscripts,  however,  are 
written  in  the  Greek. 

We  have  available  to  us  quite  a  rich 
heritage  of  manuscripts.    Perhaps  the 


three  most  valuable  of  the  ancient  manu- 
scripts are  the  following:  the  Vaticanus 
in  the  Vatican  Library,  Vatican  City, 
Rome,-  the  Sinaiaticus,  which  is  now  in 
the  British  Museum  in  London,  but  until 
a  short  while  ago  was  in  the  library  at 
Petrograd,  now  Leningrad,  Russia;  and 
the  Alexandrian,  also  in  the  British  Mu- 
seum. In  late  years  there  have  been 
turned  up  quite  a  few  others,  some  of 
which  are  considered  of  great  importance 
since  they  are  a  means  by  which  scholars 
are  able  to  prove  conclusively  that  our 
Bible  has  been  preserved  in  its  entirety. 
Thus  we  know  that  we  have  available  to 
us  the  message  content  meant  for  us 
when  written  in  the  original  manu- 
scripts. Some  few  years  ago  Dr.  Fox- 
well  Albright,  perhaps  the  most  out- 
standing archeologist  of  his  day,  said 
that  he  was  fully  persuaded  that  scholars 
have  the  original  message  of  the  Bible 
available  in  almost,  if  not  in  every,  de- 
tail. Indeed,  what  is  available  to  the 
English-speaking  people  is  amply  suffi- 
cient to  bring  us  into  salvation  by  grace 
alone.

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God's  House  and  Yours 

Lesson  Text:  Haggai 

Memory  Verse:  Haggai  2:4,  5 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Christians  differ  on  how  much  should 
be  spent  on  the  church  building.  Some 
think  it  is  a  sinful  waste  to  spend  great 
sums  of  money  to  build  sanctuaries  that 
have  many  adorning  features  that  are 
not  necessary  to  the  function  of  the 
structure.  Others  feel  that  we  can  never 
spend  too  much  on  God's  house.  It  is 
built  for  His  glory  and,  like  Solomon  of 
old,  nothing  is  too  good  for  it. 

The  middle-of-the-road  stand  is  no 
doubt  the  best  plan.  The  building  should 
be  beautiful,  clean,  well-built,  and  func- 
tional. Yet  it  seems  impractical  to  spend 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on 
buildings  when  this  money  would  put 
missionaries  on  the  field  for  years.  Fin- 
ally, it  may  be  said,  the  real  answer  to 
the  problem  is  found  in  the  motivation 
for  building.  Do  we  build  to  show  off 
what  we  can  do?  Do  we  build  just  to 
compete  with  another  congregation?  Or 
do  we  build  a  church  and  dedicate  it  to 
the  glory  of  God  with  the  purpose  of 
making  it  a  place  where  souls  can  be 
saved? 

The  Prophet  Haggai  faced  the  prob- 
lem of  rebuilding  the  house  of  God.  There 
were  some  who  were  opposed  to  it  for 
various  reasons.  But  Haggai  received 
direct  orders  from  God  and  took  the 
matter  up  with  the  people,  reminding 
them  that  it  was  not  right  for  them  to 
live  in  such  luxury  and  grandeur  while 
God's  house  went  neglected.  His  mes- 
sage is  timely  for  Christians  today.— The 
Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.).

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Israel's  neglect  of  God's  house 
shows  their  ingratitude  to  God  for  His 
deliverance  from  captivity.  They  had 
been  home  for  only  about  fifteen  years 
and  already  they  had  ceased  to  be  thank- 
ful. Their  neglect  speaks  loudly  of  their 
indifference  toward  spiritual  matters. 
Now  that  they  were  home  and  felt  they 
didn't  need  God,  they  began  to  put  Him 
out  of  their  minds.  From  Haggai's  state- 
ment in  Verse  6  it  appears  that  the  peo- 
ple had  begun  to  regard  life  primarily  in 
a  materialistic  way.  Their  concern  was 
for  food,  drink,  clothing,  and  money.  All 
of  this  reveals  one  of  the  most  common 
attitudes  of  man's  heart— they  were  ego- 
centric; that  is,  selfish.  Rather  than 
think  of  building  God's  house,  they 
thought  of  themselves  first.  It  is  easy 
for  us  to  condemn  Israel  for  their  atti- 
tudes, but  what  about  us?  Are  we 
guilty  too?

But  we  dare  nc1 
quit! 

If  one  is  concerned  about  reasons  wh, 
we  should  be  earnestly  building  up  thj 
church  today,  he  should  realize  that  th 
Scriptures  make  it  clear  that  the  churc 
is  the  body  of  Christ  and  the  channi 
through  which  the  blessings  of  Chrh 
are  to  flow  to  all  the  world.

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Usually  there  are  two  categories  of  posture:  good  and 
bad.  We  have  chosen  to  discuss  these  and  to  form  an 
analogy;  namely,  "Christian  Posture."  We  would  pose 
this  questions:   "How's  yours?" 
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HOW'S  YOUR  CHRISTIAN  POSTURE? 

Often,  during  the  teen-age  years  especially,  one  is  prone  to  slouch 
around,  droop  his  shoulders,  and  cave  in  his  chest.  Some  boys  do  this 
just  because  of  plain,  ordinary  laziness,  no  desire  to  hold  themselves 
erect.  It  seems  that  their  slumping  somehow  draws  a  certain  amount 
of  desired  attention  from  the  opposite  sex,  as  we  have  been  told  by  a 
typical  teen-age  girl  that  she  is  particularly  attracted  to  boys  who  sort 
of  droop  their  shoulders  in  a  rather  carefree,  loose  fashion.  According 
to  her,  they  look  "groovy,"  "with  it,"  and  "tough."  She  also  used  other 
attributive  adjectives  during  this  conversation,  many  of  which  this 
writer  did  not  "catch." 

Studies  have  proven  (we  have  talked  and  read  after  doctors,  psychologists,  and 
mothers)  that  girls,  as  they  are  developing,  often  droop  their  shoulders  and  cave  in  their 
chests  because  of  embarrassment.  Some  kind  of  a  remark  made  at  an  inopportune  time 
may  cause  this;  and  as  has  been  proven  psychologically  and  physiologically,  the  adolescent 
period  in  one's  life  is  the  most  impressionable  and  is  that  time  when  doubts  and  discon- 
tents prevail,  torments  plague  the  inner  nature,  bodily  functions  cause  confusion— and, 
well,  the  whole  world  offers  frustration.  Moodiness  is  prevalent,  as  are  fits  of  temper, 
extreme  talkativeness  or  absolute  silence,  disenchantment,  and  superexuberance.  The 
world  stinks,  or  everything  is  lovely.  Total  indifference  is  observed  by  the  onlooker,  or 
excited  and  often  exaggerated  interest;  ultrasilliness  or  deep  seriousness.  Poor  teen-agers: 
what  they  go  through! 

This  writer,  from  youth  up,  was  urged  by  his  mother  to  hold  his 
head  high  and  his  shoulders  erect.  This  same  advice  was  (and  is)  given 
to  the  other  five  children.  She  used  to  say  (and  still  does  occasionally), 
"Hold  that  head  up  and  look  like  something."  This  writer  held  his  head 
up  and  his  shoulders  back  and  still  does,  making  sure  that  his  posture  is 
agreeable  to  his  mother  and  meets  her  approval.  Perhaps  he  did  (and 
does)  "look  like  something."  "Something"  connotates  in  many  ways; 
in  this  particular  mother's  opinion  it  expresses  self-confidence  and  bet- 
ter physical  appearance. 

Posture — good  posture — is  healthy.  It  relieves  pressure  on  internal 
organs  that  need  "room."  It  makes  breathing  easier,  digestion  better, 
and  the  all-round  physical  appearance  more  attractive.  Despite  female 
models  who  "cave  in"  and  seemingly  "disjoint"  parts  of  their  anatomies 
better  to  show  off  their  fashions,  it  is  still  our  opinion  that  one  who 
holds  himself  erect  looks  better,  feels  better,  and  is  better  off  psycho- 
logically. We  have  no  clinical  quotations  to  prove  this,  but  we  have  read 
that  many  inferiority  complexes  are  marked  physically  by  poor  posture. 
Of  course,  pretenders — those  who  act  superior  to  hide  their  feeling  of 
inferiority—do  stand  erect,  smile,  and  talk  incessantly  about  their  ac- 
complishments, talents,  and  abilities;  but,  that  is  another  subject. 

Now,  where  does  Christian  posture  come  in  ?  Here's  where  it  comes 
in.  If  you  don't  "act  like"  a  Christian,  "live  like"  a  Christian,  and  "hold 
yourself  up"  like  a  Christian,  then  you  have  poor  Christian  posture — 
and  you  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  yourself.  Of  course,  if  you  aren't  a 
Christian  to  begin  with,  then  your  "posture"  isn't  going  to  matter  too 
much  to  you,  though  it  may  cause  other  people  concern  and  heartache 
— especially  those  who  love  you.  Just  think  what  it  does  to  God.  Just 
think  what  it  does  to  yourself.  We  would  not  be  so  narrow  as  not  to 
admit  that  ideas  vary  as  to  what  constitutes  good  Christian  posture, 
however. 

It  may  be  fashionable,  sociably  acceptable,  and  "attractive"  in  the  eves  of  some  peo- 
ple to  cave  in  your  chest  and  slink  around  as  though  you  couldn't  care  less.  But,  so  far 
as  Christianity  is  concerned,  you'd  better  watch  that  posture  and  hold  your  spiritual  head 
high  and  your  spiritual  shoulders  brick.  In  this  instance,  God  is  the  One  who  determines 
what  is  good  or  bad,  and  when  He  looks  at  you  (and  me),  we  certainly  want  Him  to  say, 
"Now,  that's  what  I  call  good  posture.    He  certainly  carries  himself  well." 

Look  at  yourself  in  the  mirror  while  standing  sideways.  Then  look 
into  your  heart.  How  are  your  postures?  Good?  Fine.  Bad?  Well, 
do  something  about  them!  You'll  feel  better,  look  better,  and  be  better 
— and  people  will  notice.  You  can  count  on  that !

All  important  papers  listed  above 
should  be  in  a  bank  safe-deposit  box. 

A  good  time  to  start  seriously  think- 
ing about  retiring  and  preparing  for 
senior  citizenship  is  soon  after  the  chil- 
dren have  married  and  have  homes  of 
their  own.  Social  security  and  other 
pensions  seldom  furnish  enough  income 
for  comfortable  living  in  retirement— at 
least  this  is  true  for  less-affluent  people. 

Most  of  us  will  need  to  have  some 
extra  funds  put  away  for  our  senior  citi- 
zenship. Therefore,  it  is  wise  to  start 
some  kind  of  plan  that  will  afford  these 
extra  dollars  for  the  retirement  years. 
The  best  and  simplest  plan  is  to  start  a 
savings  account  early  and  to  keep  ad- 
ding to  it  in  a  federally  insured  bank  or 
some  other  savings  institution. 

Many  people  feel  that  as  soon  as  they 
retire  they  should  pull  up  stakes  and 
move  to  some  exotic  retirement  center 
in  a  far-off  place,  where  they  can  settle 
down  and  live  happily  ever  after.  In  the 
banks  where  I  worked,  I  often  observed 
this  situation.  However,  quite  often  it 
didn't  work  out  very  well  because  of  in- 
sufficient income  or  because  the  strange 
location  and  new  neighbors  weren't  con- 
ducive to  real  happiness. 

Most  people  are  happier  if  they  spend 
their  retirement  years  in  the  same 
neighborhood  where  they  have  lived  and 
have  enjoyed  most  of  their  lives.  The 
evening  time  of  life  is  almost  always 
happier  when  it  is  lived  near  relatives 
and  tried  and  true  friends.  So  think 
twice  before  you  discard  the  tried  and 
the  true  at  a  time  when  you  will  most 


need  and  enjoy  those  who  have  been 
close  to  you. 

Senior  citizens  who  live  near  their 
children  and  grandchildren  are  very  for- 
tunate. Maintain  close  contact  with 
them  but  don't  be  with  them  too  much 
and  don't  try  to  boss  them. 

I  think  just  now  of  myself  in  the  role 
of  Grandfather  and  my  wife  as  Grand- 
mother. Each  Saturday  night  we  eat 
with  our  son  and  daughter  and  their  four 
children,  alternating  between  the  two 
homes.  Each  Sunday  noon  as  Grandpa 
and  Grandma,  we  take  our  son's  family 
out  to  dinner  at  a  good  restaurant.  On 
both  occasions,  our  two  families  not  only 
eat  together  but  also  visit  together  and 
have  wonderful  times. 

All  the  things  that  our  families  en- 
gage in  together  are  done  in  a  loving, 
family  way  without  the  members'  being 
together  so  much  that  they  get  on  one 
another's  nerves.  Indeed,  true  family 
fellowship— including  brothers,  sisters, 
uncles,  aunts,  and  cousins— greatly  helps 
senior  citizens  to  be  happy  when  re- 
tired. 

There  are  other  family  occasions,  of 
course,  such  as  anniversaries,  birthdays, 
Thanksgiving,  and  Christmas.  There  is 
nothing  that  makes  grandparents  happier 
than  to  go  shopping  with  their  grand- 
children occasionally.  Grandparents  can 
discreetly  help  in  the  selection  of  toys, 
clothing,  and  other  items,  and  they  keep 
their  eyes  and  ears  open  and  help  out 
otherwise  as  needed.  Their  feeling  is 
that  what  material  wealth  they  still 
have  will  go  to  their  children  and  grand- 
children someday,  so  they  might  as  well 
pass  on  some  of  it  now  while  all  are  able 
to  enjoy  it  together. 

As  mentioned  previously,  social  se- 
curity and  other  pensions  seldom  afford 
sufficient  income  by  themselves  for  a 
comfortable  living  in  retirement  for  less- 
affluent  people.  I  again  suggest  the 
need  to  have  some  extra  money  by  re- 
tirement time.  It  is  also  well  for  the 
retired  husband  to  have  at  least  a  part- 
time  job  to  augment  social  security  and 
other  pensions.  Such  a  job  also  helps  to 
keep  him  from  brooding  and  feeling  sor- 
ry for  himself. 

Jobs  for  senior  citizens  are  hard  to 
get,  of  course,  but  keep  trying.  Your 
previous  experience  and  willingness  to 
work  for  less  money  than  usual  will 
probably  get  you  a  job  eventually. 

As  a  "retired"  person  I  work  thirty 
hours  per  week  at  a  bookkeeping  job  for 
a  small  firm.  My  wife  teiches  music  in 
our  home.  We  have  sufficient  income

Why  Did  This  Happen? 
Cardigan  is  a  little  village  in  Wales.  A 
century  ago,  nineteen  out  of  the  eighty  in- 
habitants of  the  village  became  leaders  in 
British  life.

Their  children  absorbed  the 
character-molding  truths  they  constantly 
heard.  They  grew  up  and  went  forth  to 
make  their  mark  for  God  and  the  right 
in  their  generation. 

Obedience  to  God's  ancient  directive 
would  do  more  to  solve  juvenile  delin- 
quency and  teenage  frustration  than  all 
human  expedients  combined.

"Odour  of  a  Sweet  Smell" 

The  Bible  says,  "Ointment  and  perfume 
rejoice  the  heart"  (see  Proverbs  27:9).  Mil- 
lions of  people  have  found  this  to  be  true. 

As  unbelievable  as  it  may  seem,  New 
York  City  cab  drivers  spend  a  whopping 
$15  million  on  colognes  annually.  Alex- 
ander the  Great  wore  perfumed  tunics. 
Napoleon  emptied  close  to  sixty  bottles  of 
eau  de  cologne  over  himself  in  a  month. 

The  word  perfume  is  derived  from  the 
Latin  per  and  fuma  which,  roughly  trans- 
lated, mean  "through  smoke."  The  word 
referred  to  the  incense  burned  by  the  an- 
cient Greeks  and  Romans  in  their  religious 
ceremonies. 

In  Exodus  30  two  formulas  are  given- 
one  for  the  anointing  oil  and  the  other  for 
a  perfume— both  to  be  used  solely  for  reli- 
gious purposes  and  only  by  the  tabernacle 
priests. 

From  each  life  there  emanates  an  influ- 
ence which  is  either  odorous  or  malodorous, 
either  magnetic  or  repellent.

In  the  Superior  Court  at  Oakland,  Cali- 
fornia, she  complained,  "He  never  would 
let  me  wash  the  dishes  or  do  the  washing 
or  ironing.  When  I  was  baking,  he  would 
jump  up  and  take  the  pan  from  me  as  I 
was  removing  it  from  the  oven,  saying, 
'I'm  afraid  you'll  burn  yourself.'  At  night, 
he  would  insist  on  tucking  me  into  bed. 

"At  first,  I  went  along  with  his  atten- 
tiveness.  In  time,  I  began  to  feel  that  he 
was  treating  me  like  a  child.  I  became 
nervous  and  upset.  His  actions  caused  me 
grievous  mental  suffering." 

Lyle  E.  Cooke,  the  presiding  judge,  com- 
mented, "This    is  one   of   the  strangest

across.    Some  men  just  can't  win."

To  Auxiliary  Women 
And  Study  Course 
Chairmen 

As  the  year  1973  begins,  you  have 
probably  made  many  resolutions.  Among 
these  should  be  a  study  of  the  Bible. 
There  is  a  great  need  for  this,  so  that 
we  might  be  firmly  grounded  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Through  this  study 
we  will  have  a  greater  knowledge  of 
God's  will  for  us,  so  that  we  might  be 


willing  workers  for  Him.  We  need  to 
"Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto 
God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth"  (2  Timothy  2:15). 

There  are  five  areas  of  study  recom- 
mended as  study  courses  for  auxiliary 
women.  Three  of  these  are  required  in 
order  to  be  A-l.  (1)  Missions.  This 
should  be  included  each  year  as  one  area 
of  study,  because  it  is  the  basic  purpose 
and  foundation  for  the  woman's  auxil- 
iary. (2)  Prayer.  Before  we  can  serve, 
we  must  pray.  (3)  Stewardship.  We  have 
to  dedicate  all  that  we  have,  our  hearts 
and  our  lives  to  God,  before  we  can  be- 
come good  stewards.  (4)  Evangelism. 
Through  this  study  we  can  learn  to  be 
winners  of  soufs.  (5)  Manual.  To  be  an 
efficient  auxiliary,  its  members  must 
know  the  method  of  operation.  A  study 
of  the  manual  is  recommended  each  year. 

Why  not  plan  to  have  all  five  this 
year?  Start  making  plans  now  for  at 
least  one  district-wide  study  course.  The 
local  chairman  should  start  making  plans 
for  her  auxiliary. 

As  we  study  these  areas  of  God's 
work,  let  us  as  Christian  women  do  our 
part  in  helping  to  spread  the  gospel  in 
1973.

$73,167  NEEDED  FOR  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

CHAPEL  FUND 


The  architectural  drawings  for  the 
proposed  chapel  at  Mount  Olive  College 
have  gone  to  a  leading  eastern  North 
Carolina  construction  company  for  cost 
quotations  and  a  groundbreaking  ser- 
vice has  been  scheduled  for  Tuesday, 
February  27,  at  1 1  a.m.,  the  regular  hour 
for  chapel  services. 

If  the  price  quotations  are  favorable 
and  if  adequate  funds  are  available,  con- 
struction is  expected  to  begin  imme- 
diately following  the  groundbreaking. 
G.  Milton  Small  of  Raleigh,  the  College 
architect,  has  estimated  the  total  cost 
of  the  chapel  project,  including  con- 
struction, architectural  fees,  furniture, 
and  related  cost  at  $195,000,  and  the 
College  Board  of  Trustees  has  declared 
that  it  will  authorize  contracts  to  be 
awarded  when  the  cost  of  the  project  is 
available  in  gifts  and  pledges. 

One  year  ago  the  College  had  less  than 
$14,000  in  its  chapel  fund,  but  gifts 


and  pledges  through  January  20  have 
brought  assets  of  the  fund  to  $121,833. 
An  additional  $73,167  is  needed  to  reach 
the  estimated  goal  of  $195,000,  and  a 
campaign  is  currently  being  conducted 
among  Free  Will  Baptists  to  raise  this 
balance. 

Many  churches,  Sunday  schools,  and 
other  church  groups  as  well  as  indi- 
viduals are  making  pledges  to  be  paid 
over  a  four-year  period,  by  June  30, 
1976. 

"We  believe  that  it  is  God's  will  for 
us  to  have  a  chapel  at  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege, and  we  have  faith  that  we  will 
have  the  required  funds,"  President  W. 
Burkette  Raper  declared.  "Our  goal  is 
$195,000  in  gifts  and  pledges  by  Feb- 
ruary 27." 

"It  is  not  just  a  building  that  we 
seek,"  President  Raper  added.  "We  are 
praying  that  the  Mount  Olive  College 
campus  will  be  a  place  where  students

He  also  represented  the 
way  into  which  He  was  calling  His  follow- 
ers as  narrow  and  the  gate  strait:  "En- 
ter ye  in  at  the  strait  gate:  for  wide  is 
the  gate,  and  broad  is  the  way,  that 
leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many  there 
be  which  go  in  thereat:  Because  strait  is 
the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way,  which 
leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that 
find  it"  (Matthew  7:13,  14).

In  the  parables  found 
in  Matthew  13,  He  taught  His  followers 
that  the  kingdom  of  heaven  was  like  a 
man  sowing  seed  in  a  field  of  Palestine 
that  had  rocky  spots,  thorny  spots,  or 
briar  patches  in  it.  Some  seed  (the 
Word  of  God)  would  fall  on  good  ground 
and  produce  well.  Some  fell  on  soil  en- 
cumbered by  hindering  forces  that  are 
found  in  bad  ground,-  these  seed  would 
not  produce.  Then  there  are  the  birds 
(evil  spirits)  that  are  ready  to  catch 
away  the  Word  that  is  preached  to  those 
whose  hearts  would  otherwise  receive 
the  Word  and  let  it  do  what  the  Bible 
teaches  that  it  is  able  to  do.  Such  pas- 
sages as  Romans  1:16;  Hebrews  4:1 2; 
Psalm  119:11,  105,  etc.,  illustrate  this 
last  alternative.  "Hear  ye  therefore  the 
parable  of  the  sower.  When  any  one 
heareth  the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and 
understandeth  it  not,  then  cometh  the 
wicked  one,  and  catcheth  away  that 
which  was  sown  in  his  heart.  This  is  he 
which  received  seed  by  the  way  side. 


But  he  that  received  the  seed  into  stony 
places,  the  same  is  he  that  heareth  the 
word,  and  anon  with  joy  receiveth  it; 
Yet  hath  he  not  root  in  himself,  but 
dureth  for  a  while:  for  when  tribulation 
or  persecution  ariseth  because  of  the 
word,  by  and  by  he  is  offended.  He  also 
that  received  seed  among  the  thorns  is 
he  that  heareth  the  word,-  and  the  care 
of  this  world,  and  the  deceitfulness  of 
riches,  choke  the  word,  and  he  becometh 
unfruitful.  But  he  that  received  seed 
into  the  good  ground  is  he  that  heareth 
the  word,  and  understandeth  it,-  which 
also  beareth  fruit,  and  bringeth  forth, 
some  an  hundredfold,  some  sixty,  some 
thirty"  (Matthew  13:18-23). 

The  Bible  says  that  we  should  try  the 
spirits.  Have  nothing  to  do  with  any 
who  do  not  testify  to  the  fact  that  Jesus 
came  in  the  flesh  as  the  Bible  teaches 
that  He  came,  lived,  and  died,  and  as- 
cended; give  not  allegiance  whatsoever 
to  them.  Also,  if  anyone  is  placed  be- 
side Christ,  as  the  Seventh-Day  Ad- 
ventists  place  Helen  G.  White  or  as 
Christian  Scientists  place  Mary  Baker 
Glover  Eddy,  or  if  anyone  gives  a  place 
to  someone  such  as  the  Mormons  give  to 
Joseph  Smith  and  Brigham  Young,  then 
pay  no  attention  to  him.  If  anyone  de- 
ifies man  as  modernists  or  liberals  do, 
then  religiously  speaking,  have  nothing 
to  do  with  him. 

The  angels  of  the  Lord  encamp  around 
and  about  Christians  to  deliver  them 
from  such  evil  spirits,  but  when  Chris- 
tians do  as  the  angels  referred  to  in  2 
Peter,  then  there  will  be  a  deliberate 
separation  of  them  from  the  protection 
offered  by  the  powerful  Word  of  God. 
In  such  cases,  Christians  willfully  follow 
God's  enemy  as  they  identify  themselves 
with  false  teachers  and  their  teaching. 

Paul  warns  us,  "Yea,  and  all  that  will 
live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer 
persecution.  But  evil  men  and  seducers 
shall  wax  worse  and  worse,  deceiving, 
and  being  deceived.  But  continue  thou 
in  the  things  which  thou  hast  learned 
and  hast  been  assured  of,  knowing  of 
whom  thou  hast  learned  them"  (2  Timo- 
thy 3=12-14).  Compare,  "Now  the  Spirit 
speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the  latter 
times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith, 
giving  heed  to  seducing  spirits,  and  doc- 
trines of  devils,-  Speaking  lies  in  hy- 
pocrisy,- having  their  conscience  seared 
with  a  hot  iron:  ...  But  refuse  profane 
and  old  wives'  fables,  and  exercise  thy- 
self rather  unto  godliness.  .  .  .  Neglect 
not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  which  was 
given  thee  by  prophecy,  with  the  laying

SIR  WALTER  SCOTT 

by  AAARY  C.  WERNER 

SIR  WALTER  SCOTT  was  born  in  Scot- 
land in  1771.  At  eighteen  months 
ot  age  he  was  taken  seriously  ill,  and  his 
right  leg  became  paralyzed.  He  was  sent 
to  the  country  to  live  with  his  grand- 
parents and  an  aunt.  Although  he  grew 
ruggedly  healthy,  he  always  had  a  limp. 
He  was  sweet-tempered  and  extremely 
talkative. 

He  had  a  happy,  carefree,  "outdoorsy" 
childhood.  Mornings  and  evenings  the 
ewe-milkers  carried  him  to  the  crags 
where  he  came  to  know  every  sheep  by 
name.  Once  he  was  forgotten  there  in 
a  thunderstorm.  When  the  laborers 
found  him,  he  was  clapping  his  hands 
and  shouting,  "Bonnie,  bonniel"  Even- 
tually he  was  given  a  pony  and  delighted 
in  his  own  excursions.  In  the  evenings 
the  family  members  were  simply  fireside 
beings.  Grandmother  sat  at  the  spinning 
wheel;  Auntie  read  to  them  from  the 
Bible  and  other  books;  Grandfather  en- 
livened the  hours  with  ancient  tales. 

When  Walter  was  seven,  he  went  home 
"a  spoiled  brat,"  he  said  of  himself.  At 
home  he  began  school  in  earnest.  He 
also  learned  to  live  with  his  brothers  and 
sisters  and  adjusted  rapidly.  He  was 
soon  greatly  loved  and  recognized  as  a 
born  leader,  a  spinner  of  tales,  and  a 
dreamer  of  dreams. 

One  day  an  awesome  thunderstorm 
broke.  Walter  stood  out  in  the  street, 
in  the  drenching  rain,  enraptured  by  the 
storm.  Mrs.  Scott  called  in  vain  amid 
the  crashes.  After  a  time,  her  son  fin- 
ally came  in. 

"Mother,  if  you'll  give  me  a  pencil  and 
paper,  I'll  tell  you  what  I  was  think- 
ing." 
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In  a  few  moments  Walter  laid  the  fol- 
lowing on  her  lap: 

Loud  o'er  my  head  what  awful 

thunders  roll, 
What  vivid  lightnings  flash  from 

pole  to  pole; 
It  is  Thy  voice,  O  God,  that  bids 

them  fly; 
Thy  voice  directs  them  through  the 

vaulted  sky; 
Then  let  the  good  Thy  mighty 

power  revere, 
Let  hardened  sinners  Thy  just 

judgments  fear. 

Did  Mother  see  the  poet  in  Walter? 
He  was  only  ten  or  eleven  at  the  time. 
Her  own  mind  was  well  stocked  with 
poems,  ballads,  and  tales,-  so  perhaps 
he  had  acquired  his  talent  from  her. 

At  twelve,  he  laid  aside  the  round, 
black  hat,  the  colorful  jacket,  and  brown 
corduroy  breeches  of  high-school  days 
and  went  to  college.  He  was  a  clever  lad 
and  had  a  remarkable  memory.  But  he 
remembered  only  the  things  that  he 
liked. 

At  seventeen,  he  was  tall,  broad- 
shouldered,  and  had  arms  like  a  black- 
smith's. He  was  completing  his  second 
year  as  a  lawyer  beside  his  serious, 
white-ruffled  father,  when  he  decided  to 
return  to  law  school  to  become  an  ad- 
vocate. He  was  able  to  read  both  Latin 
and  Greek,  and  he  retained  much  knowl- 
edge. But  every  holiday  found  him 
tramping  over  his  beloved  highlands. 
Thirty  miles  of  trekking  a  day  was  noth- 
ing for  him,  even  with  a  limp. 

Although  Walter  began  to  write  poetry 
when  he  was  very  young,  it  wasn't  until 
1805,  with  the  publishing  of  his  first 
full-length  narrative  poem,  that  he  was 
successful.  The  poem  made  him  famous 
overnight,  but  he  remained  humble. 
Many  delightful  stories  and  poems  fol- 
lowed, one  after  another.  During  some 
of  the  Napoleonic  wars,  he  visited  the 
battlefields  as  a  journalist.  He  again 
became  famous,  and  honors  were  heap- 
ed upon  him.

More  Than  Human 
Power 

Lesson  Text:  Zechariah  31:1-6;  4 
Memory  Verse:  Zechariah  4:6 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

One  of  the  first  lessons  any  church 
must  learn  is  that  spiritual  success  and 
overcoming  victory  in  a  hostile  world 
never  depend  upon  human  power  or  per- 
sonality. This  success  is  wrought  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  alone.  He  uses  our  abili- 
ties and  talents  to  achieve  His  purposes, 
but  we  cannot  use  them  successfully 
without  the  spiritual  stimuli  He  alone 
provides. 

Our  revival  meetings  are  an  example 
of  this  fact.  Our  churches  "hold"  re- 
vivals when  they  should  let  them  go.  We 
conduct  them  when  we  should  be  direct- 
ed by  the  Spirit.  Souls  are  not  saved  in 
them  because  Christians  are  not  filled 
with  the  Spirit.  Setting  a  time  for  the 
revival,  praying  a  little  bit,  doing  some 
advertising,  will  not  bring  revival.  Not 
even  a  gifted  evangelist  can  bring  one. 
If  he  is  wise,  he  will  make  this  clear  to 
the  people.  Revivals  come  when  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  charge  of  the  will  and 
emotions  of  the  people. 

What  is  said  here  of  revivals  may  be 
also  said  of  any  other  endeavor  of  God's 
people,  whether  it  be  the  building  pro- 
gram, evangelistic  visitation,  or  even  the 
worship  services.  The  Holy  Spirit's 
power  must  be  in  all  these  things  if  we 
are  to  achieve  the  success  we  long  for. 
Yielding  to  the  Spirit's  power  is  not  a 
simple  thing,-  it  may  very  well  involve 
the  full  commitment  of  our  whole  lives. 
This  is  what  our  lesson  is  about.— The 
Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.).

We  are  not  wise  enough  t 
draft  a  plan  nor  strong  enough  to  e> 
pedite  a  program  that  will  save  even  on 
soul,  let  alone  the  world.  Thank  Goc 
we  do  not  depend  upon  human  powei 
Paul  wrote  to  the  Corinthians,  "And 
brethren,  when  I  came  to  you,  came  nc 
with  excellency  of  speech  or  of  wisdorr 
declaring  unto  you  the  testimony  of  Got 
For  I  determined  not  to  know  any  thin 
among  you,  save  Jesus  Christ,  and  hir 
crucified.  And  I  was  with  you  in  weal* 
ness,  and  in  fear,  and  in  much  trerr 
bling.  And  my  speech  and  my  preacr 
ing  was  not  with  enticing  words  o 
man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  c 
the  Spirit  and  of  power:  That  your  fait 
should  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  mer 
but  in  the  power  of  God"  (1  Corinthian1 
2:1-5).— Standard  Lesson  Commentary.

The  editors  of  thi 
New  Scofield  Reference  Bible  corrects 
note  that  Zechariah  "predicts  the  seconi 
coming  of  Christ,  His  reign,  His  pries! 
hood,  His  kingship,  His  humanity,  H'n 
deity,  His  building  of  the  temple  of  thi 
Lord,  His  coming  in  lowliness,  His  brinci 
ing  of  permanent  peace,  His  rejection  am 
betrayal  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  Hit 
return  to  Israel  as  the  crucified  One,  an

through  personal  faith  in  Jesus  Christ, 
Israel's  Messiah,  as  Saviour  from  sin. 
He  wants  to  work  through  us  today.—

C.  We  saw  in  last  Sunday's  lesson  that 
Haggai  urged  the  people  of  Judah  to  re- 
build the  temple  in  Jerusalem.  The 
prophet  who  speaks  to  us  in  today's  les- 
son did  the  same  thing.  Zechariah  want- 
ed to  see  the  work  finished,  but  his  con- 
cern was  not  with  materials  and  who 
would  do  the  work  but  with  the  power 
back  of  the  labor.  His  message  stress- 
ed, among  other  things,  the  necessity  of 
depending  upon  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  To  him, 
human  power  was  far  too  insufficient. 
But  the  Spirit's  power  was  what  would 
do  the  job. 

It  is  one  thing  to  build  a  church  with 
wood,  stone,  cement,  glass,  and  other 
materials.  11  is  another  thing  to  build  a 
church  of  people.

The 
world  watched  the  sickly  man  struggle 
under  the  terrible  burden  and  emerge 
triumphant. 

Sir  Walter  was  good  at  descriptive 
writing.  His  stories  of  Scotland  cast 
their  charms  in  such  lively,  lovely  lan- 
guage that  they  made  his  homeland 
famous. 

During  his  last  illness,  he  was  wheel- 
ed to  his  library  where  he  could  look  out 
at  his  beloved  country  side.

Country  Churches:  Do  You  Remember  When? 

You  used  to  be  able  to  walk  in  and  sit  down  whenever  you  wanted  to 
— day  or  night — just  to  be  alone  or  because  something  about  the  place 
calmed  you,  and  you  were  able  to  relax,  reflect  upon  bygone  ages,  or  just 
muse  over  the  happenings  of  this  particular  day,  the  past  hour,  or  some 
precious  moment  to  which  you  wanted  to  cling  for  awhile  longer. 

You  could  sit  by  yourself,  if  you  chose  to  go  alone;  but  it  would  not  have  been  beyond 
the  realm  of  possibility  that  while  traveling  there  you  could  have  met  a  friend  who  was 
going  for  just  the  same  reason— and  you  were  glad  to  share  this  time  of  quietness  with 
him  or  her  in  this  special  place. 

People  used  to  walk  for  miles,  according  to  this  writer's  mother,  just  for  the  oppor- 
tunity of  entering— whether  alone  or  not.  "Some  of  the  fortunate,"  she  mused,  "went  by 
horse  and  buggy  or  surrey;  but  most  of  the  people  walked,  if  it  happened  not  to  be  any 
special  occasion— if  they  wanted  to  go  just  for  their  'own  good.'  And  go  they  did!  That 
was  the  place  where  they  faced  their  problems  and  found  the  solutions  to  them.  Some- 
times they  would  read;  and  sometimes  they'd  just  sit  quietly,  thinking,  listening,  and  just 
resting  their  minds  and  bodies  and  souls. 

"If  there  were  some  special  occasion,  like  a  conference,  whole  wagonloads  of  people 
would  come.  A  whole  group  of  young  men  and  women  would  gather  at  one  house  and 
ride  together  on  the  horse-drawn  wagon.  The  boys  would  have  chairs  placed  on  the 
wagon  for  the  girls;  and  the  boys  would  stand  behind  sort  of  like  country  gentlemen— 
and  the  girls  were  so  pretty  with  their  long,  flowing  dresses  with  sashes  at  the  waists,  their 
wide-brimmed  hats  and  parasols.  Some  people  came  on  horseback;  others  walked  a  great 
distance  down  the  dusty  road,  just  to  come.  The  older  people  were  usually  already  inside 
by  the  time  the  young  people  got  there.    I  remember  so  well  .  .  ."  her  voice  drifted  off. 

This  was  the  era  of  country  churches,  unpretentious  in  their  architecture,  but  warm 
in  their  atmosphere,  well  attended,  and  most  treasured.  This  was  the  time  when  time 
moved  slowly  for  most  people.  Lives  were  not  too  cluttered  up  with  activities  for  people 
to  be  neighborly,  to  help  each  other  with  various  chores,  to  talk  and  walk  together.  This 
was  the  time  when  there  was  no  air  conditioning;  there  was  no  central  heating;  but  this 
was  a  time  when  churches  were  packed  and  crowded  with  people  who  found  church  at- 
tendance the  most  important  facet  of  their  living.  This  was  the  time  when  the  ladies 
would  bring  little  copper  pots  filled  with  warm  coals  with  which  to  warm  their  feet  in 
the  winter.  This  was  the  time  when  hand  fans  were  used  and  lacy  handkerchiefs  filled 
with  the  crushed  petals  of  roses  or  sweet  betsys  would  emanate  sweet  odors  and  thrill  the 
boy  who  happened  to  be  lucky  enough  to  claim  the  charm  of  some  lovely  miss  and  merit 
a  seat  beside  her.    This  writer's  mother  remembers  how  it  was.  .  .  . 

"Now,"  she  wonders,  "why  have  they  locked  the  doors?  I've  heard 
lately  that  many  of  the  country  churches  are  locked  on  Sunday  night 
after  the  service  is  over.  You  couldn't  do  like  we  used  to  do — go  at  just 
any  time  you  felt  like  it — if  the  doors  are  locked.  You'd  have  to  wait 
for  a  particular  service."  She  continues  to  wonder,  and  so  do  many  of 
our  generation,  "Why  have  so  many  churches  been  torn  down?  Why 
are  so  many  empty?  Why  is  it  so  hard  for  many  of  them  to  get  pas- 
tors?" Again  she  dwelled  on  the  "empty"  part.  "Why  I  remember  the 
time.  .  ."  she  mused  again  for  a  moment,  a  smile  crossing  her  face  at 
the  memory  of  some  nostalgic,  but  happy  moment,  "when  the  windows 
and  doors  would  have  to  be  opened  so  the  people  standing  outside  could 
hear  the  preacher.  Oh,  the  people  that  would  come  to  the  services — and 
from  miles  around.  .  ."  h-2r  voice  drifted  off  somewhat  sadly.  She  was 
again  thinking  how  it  was  when  she  could  go  alone  if  she  so  desired. 

To  say  the  least,  it  is  disheartening  for  a  minister  to  look  out  at  the  beautifully  car- 
peted sanctuary  adorned  with  its  handsome  pews  and  light  fixtures  and  see  only  a  few 
complacent  faces  staring  back  at  him  or  see  people  flipping  through  their  songbooks  or 
impatiently  shuffling  in  anticipation  of  his  closing  statement  that  will  cue  the  organist  to 
begin  the  closing  hymn.  It's  sad  too,  to  agree  with  his  mother,  that  when  one  wants 
to  be  alone  he  cannot  get  inside  the  Lord's  house  because  vandalism  has  necessitated  the 
locking  of  the  doors.  ... 

Is  your  church  filled  with  people  when  its  various  services  are  available  for  them? 
Hardly.  Does  your  church  remain  unlocked  during  the  week  because  perhaps  yours  has 
not  suffered  the  fate  of  others  which  havs  been  abused  by  uncaring  or  vicious  people? 
If  your  church  is  unlocked,  by  all  means  visit  it  once  in  awhile  when  no  one  else  is  there 
except  God. 

A  man  died  last  week  on  the  porch  of  a  country  church.  He  had 
tried  to  get  in,  but  the  door  was  locked.  Who  knows  the  reason  for  his 
being  there?  to  steal,  or  to  find  God?  If  we  must  risk  either  possibility, 
in  this  writer's  opinion  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  left  the  door 
unlocked;  and  even  should  the  man's  intentions  have  been  dishonorable, 
perhaps — just  perhaps — something  about  the  place  could  have  spoken 
to  him  and  maybe  he  could  have  found  God  before  death  came.  Any- 
way, there  were  windows  there  that  could  have  been  broken,  and  none 
were.  .  .  .

Sometime  ago  a  youthful  United  States 
marine  was  court-martialed  for  larceny.  He 
was  found  guilty. 

The  disgrace  of  public  banishment  began 
when  a  sergeant  major  read  aloud  the  bad 
conduct  discharge  and  snapped  the  order, 
"Escort  this  man  from  the  confines  of  this 
United  States  Navy  reservation." 

After  being  led  from  his  quarters  by  a 
pistol-armed  "chaser,"  the  bareheaded,  de- 
graded outcast  trudged  slowly  past  rows  of 
marines,  standing  at  attention,  while  the 
drummers  beat  the  rogue's  march,  music 
played  in  a  jeering  manner  when  a  soldier 
is  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  ser- 
vice. As  the  disgraced  marine  passed  each 
platoon,  the  men  turned  from  him  in  an 
about-face. 

The  stern,  merciless  custom  of  "drum- 
ming out"  offenders  from  the  service  dates 
back  to  the  English  army  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  It  was  used  in  the  Civil  War  by 
both  the  North  and  the  South  to  punish 
deserters  and  shirkers,  as  a  warning  to 
others  who  might  be  tending  in  the  direc- 
tion of  a  bad-conduct  discharge. 

Though  military  discipline  must  be  main- 
tained, we  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  anyone 
degraded  and  discharged  by  man  may  turn 
penitently  to  God  for  His  mercy  and  for- 
giveness. God  forgives  and  forgets  our 
guilty  past  and  gives  all  who  will  turn 
from  sin  to  Him  the  grant  of  a  new  begin- 
ning, the  opportunity  of  a  new  start.

A  Firm  Standing 
For  years  Dr.  Joseph  Parker  faithfully 
proclaimed  the  Word  of  God  in  the  great 
City  Temple  in  London.  Then  he  began 
to  give  much  time  and  thought  to  modern- 
istic literature.  He  studied  the  theories  of 
the  day,  which  were  causing  some  to  un- 
dervalue the  Bible  and  lose  faith  in  por- 
tions of  it.    He  began  to  question  the  doc- 
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trine  of  salvation  through  the  atoning  death 
of  Christ  for  the  sin  of  the  world. 

One  day  a  great  sorrow  came  to  Dr. 
Parker.  His  wife,  to  whom  he  was  devoted, 
was  stricken  with  illness,  and  in  a  few 
hours  she  was  gone.  He  sat,  brokenheart- 
ed, alone  in  his  home.  He  learned  that 
no  comfort  could  be  found  in  the  theories 
which  had  caused  him  to  question  some  of 
the  eternal  verities  of  the  Bible. 

In  time,  the  clouds  of  sorrow  began  to 
lift.  Later  he  testified,  "In  those  hours 
of  darkness  and  anguish,  I  thought  of  the 
gospel  of  redemption  only  through  the  blood 
of  Christ— the  gospel  I  had  preached  in  the 
earliest  years.  I  put  my  foot  down  on  that, 
and  I  found  firm  standing."

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Shortwave  Radio  Aids 
In  Earthquake  Disaster 

Far  East  Broadcasting  Company's  short- 
wave radio  station  KGEI  with  studios  and 
transmitters  in  Redwood  City,  California, 
has  initiated  an  international  campaign 
of  mercy  dedicated  to  determining  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  survivors  of 
the  Nicaraguan  earthquake  on  December 
23.  With  special  permission  from  the 
FCC  in  Washington,  KGEI  has  dropped 
its  regular  programming  to  carry  on  this 
international  communication  "bridge," 
sending  messages  from  concerned  friends 
and  relatives  in  the  United  States,  Can- 
ada, Central  and  South  America  to  vic- 
tims of  the  Nicaraguan  disaster.  Calls 
have  come  from  Florida,  Massachusetts, 
Panama  and  Mexico  in  Central  America, 
and  many  other  locations  in  America. 
The  Organization  of  American  States,  the 
Inter-American  Development  Bank,  the 
Nicaraguan  Embassy,  and  the  House  of 
the  Americas  in  Washington,  D.  C,  faced 
with  an  almost  total  communication 
black-out  to  the  Central  American  coun- 
try, have  sent  hundreds  of  names  via 
telecopier  to  KGEI  for  transmission. 

Local  authorities  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  area  have  donated  time  and  services 
to  KGEI  to  assure  that  the  effort  is  suc- 
cessful. KGEI  is  offering  its  services  of 
health  and  welfare  to  anyone  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere  desiring  communica- 
tion with  Nicaragua.  Responses  to 
KGEI's  special  broadcasts  from  Nicaragua 
are  received  from  amateur  radio  oper- 
ators in  Managua  and  then  are  relayed 
by  telephone  to  the  interested  persons 
in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Latin 
America. 

KGEI,  the  Voice  of  Friendship,  is  a 
non-profit,  non-commercial  radio  station 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Far  East 
Broadcasting  Company,  Whittier,  Califor- 
nia. Broadcasts  include  educational,  cul- 
tural, and  religious  programs  to  all  of 
Central  and  South  America.

In  a  recent  campus  election  students 
overwhelmingly  chose  the  American 
eagle  as  their  mascot.  Many  other 
choices  were  offered  by  the  student  gov- 
ernment senate,  but  students  took  the 
eagle  over  the  rest  by  two  to  one. 

Their  major  sentiment  was  that  the 
eagle  best  related  the  college  to  its  un- 
usual historic  American  setting  at  what 
was  at  one  time  a  vital  defense  island 
outpost  for  the  young  nation.  Mackinac 
Island  was  once  called  the  Gibraltar  of 
the  Lakes.  Other  views  defended  the 
choice  on  the  grounds  that  the  eagle  de- 
picts determination  and  courage.  The 
spirit  of  the  eagle  better  expresses  the 
attitude  of  winners  in  sports,  according 
to  others. 

The  students  have  chosen  also  to  call 
their  teams  the  "Patriots."  They  sug- 
gested that  the  American  eagle  as  a 
mascot  coupled  with  the  college  colors 
of  red  and  blue  dictated  this  symbolic 
theme.  When  teams  represent  Mackinac 
College  in  the  field  or  on  the  floor  they 
will  be  cheered  on  as  the  "Patriots." 

College  officials  have  asked  an  artist 
to  draw  up  several  poster  ideas  combin- 
ing the  eagle  mascot  and  the  theme  of 
patriot.  The  concept  that  best  suits 
Mackinac  will  be  displayed  by  the  col- 
lege in  its  publications  and  on  its  uni- 
forms and  large  give-away  posters. 

Mackinac  College  on  Mackinac  Island 
was  opened  this  fall  by  the  ministry  of 
world-renowned  television  evangelist 
Rex  Humbard  of  Akron,  Ohio.  The  young 
interdenominational  Christian  College 
has  its  sights  set  on  a  coeducational 
student  body  of  1,000. 

The  1972  freshman  class  of  150  was 
recruited  after  the  Rev.  Humbard  an- 
nounced the  school's  opening  last  April. 
The  class  represents  more  than  30  states 
of  the  Union.

The  camp  is  located  seven 
miles  east  of  Mount  Olive. 

Boy  Scouts  throughout  eastern  North 
Carolina  and  friends  of  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege will  be  glad  to  see  this  beautiful 
and  valuable  property  remain  available 
to  serve  the  people  of  this  area. 

Under  the  ownership  and  management 
of  Mount  Olive  College  and  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Kemp  family,  plans  are 
being  made  to  develop  this  site  into  a 
leading  conference  and  retreat  facility— 
not  only  for  the  College,  but  for  business, 
industry,  educational  organizations, 
church  groups,  scouts,  and  youth  groups 
who  need  accommodations  of  this  type 
for  a  day  or  week.  A  blue  ribbon  ad- 
visory committee,  composed  of  leading 
citizens  and  representatives  of  the  Col- 
lege, will  soon  be  appointed  to  formulate 
a  master  development  plan  and  to 
recommend  policies  for  the  operation  of 
the  center.

Gomorrha  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than 
for  that  city"  (Matthew  10:15).  "Then 
began  he  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein 
most  of  his  mighty  works  were  done, 
because  they  repented  not:  Woe  unto 
thee,  Chorazin!  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida! 
for  if  the  mighty  works,  which  were 
done  in  you,  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  they  would  have  repented  long 
ago  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  But  I  say 
unto  you,  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the  day  of  judgment, 
than  for  you.  And  thou,  Capernaum, 
which  art  exalted  unto  heaven,  shalt  be 
brought  down  to  hell:  for  if  the  mighty 
works,  which  have  been  done  in  thee, 
had  been  done  in  Sodom,  it  would  have 
remained  until  this  day.  But  I  say  unto 
you,  That  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom,  in  the  day  of  judg- 
ment, than  for  thee"  (Matthew  11:20- 
24).    See  and  compare  Luke  11:28-32. 

Jesus  told  His  disciples  to  go  only  to 
Israelites,  and  they  did  this.  Jesus  him- 
self spent  almost  all  His  time  persuad- 
ing the  Israelites.  "These  twelve  Jesus 
sent  forth,  and  commanded  them,  say- 
ing, Go  not  into  the  way  of  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  into  any  city  of  the  Samaritans 
enter  ye  not:  But  go  rather  to  the  lost 
sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel.  And  as  ye 
go,  preach,  saying,  The  kingdom  of  heav- 
en is  at  hand.  .  .  .  Behold,  1  send  you 
forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves-,  be 
ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harm- 
less as  doves"  (Matthew  10:5-7,  16).  The 
fact  that  the  Word  is  made  available  to 
one  who  refuses  to  obey  brings  double 
condemnation  upon  him.  "And  he  said 
unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  He 
that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned"  (Mark  16:15,  16);  "He,  that 
being  often  reproved  hardeneth  his  neck, 
shall  suddenly  be  destroyed,  and  that 
without  remedy"  (Proverbs  29:1). 

Jesus  tells  how  unbelief  will  continue 
with  the  majority  and  increase  as  we  ad- 


vance in  time  toward  The  end  of  this  age. 
"For  many  are  called,  but  few  are 
chosen"  (Matthew  22:14);  "Then  said  one 
unto  him,  Lord,  are  there  few  that  be 
saved?  And  he  said  unto  them,  Strive 
to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate:  for  many, 
I  say  unto  you,  will  seek  to  enter  it,  and 
shall  not  be  able"  (Luke  13:23,  24);  "En- 
ter ye  in  at  the  strait  gate:  for  wide  is 
the  gate,  and  broad  is  the  way,  that  lead- 
eth  to  destruction,  and  many  there  be 
which  go  in  thereat:  Because  strait  is  the 
gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way,  which  lead- 
eth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find 
it"  (Matthew  7:13,  14);  "Yea,  and  all  that 
will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suf- 
fer persecution.  But  evil  men  and  se- 
ducers shall  wax  worse  and  worse,  de- 
ceiving, and  being  deceived"  (2  Timothy 
3:12,  13);  "For  the  time  will  come  when 
they  will  not  endure  sound  doctrine,-  but 
after  their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to 
themselves  teachers,  having  itching  ears,- 
And  they  shall  turn  away  their  ears  from 
the  truth,  and  shall  be  turned  unto 
fables"  (2  Timothy  4:3,  4). 

These  circumstances  are  gradually 
coming  upon  the  world  of  ungodly  peo- 
ple when  they  are  unaware,  but  we  who 
are  Christians  should  be  able  to  read  the 
signs  of  the  times.  "But  as  the  days  of 
Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the 
Son  of  man  be.  For  as  in  the  days  that 
were  before  the  flood  they  were  eating 
and  drinking,  marrying  and  giving  in 
marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered 
into  the  ark,  And  knew  not  until  the 
flood  came,  and  took  them  all  away;  so 
shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man 
be"  (Matthew  24:37-39).  Note  that  here 
our  Lord  gives  full  recognition  to  the 
authenticity  of  the  Bible's  account  of  the 
flood  that  come  in  Noe's  day.  It  is  also 
regarded  by  some  so-called  "scientists" 
as  a  myth. 

The  apostles  have  given  credit  to  the 
account  of  the  flood  as  found  in  the  Old 
Testament.  "By  faith  Noah,  being  warn- 
ed of  God  of  things  not  seen  as  yet, 
moved  with  fear,  prepared  an  ark  to  the 
saving  of  his  house,-  by  the  which  he 
condemned  the  world,  and  became  heir 
of  the  righteousness  which  is  by  faith" 
(Hebrews  11:7);  also  note,  "And  spared 
not  the  old  world,  but  saved  Noah  the 
eighth  person,  a  preacher  of  righteous- 
ness, bringing  in  the  flood  upon  the 
world  of  the  ungodly"  (2  Peter  2:5). 

Both  archeological  finds  and  legends 
of  ancient  peoples  prove  that  the  an- 
cients knew  of  the  flood,  even  though 
many  of  the  stories  handed  down  from

)5l4>  and  sleep  in  his  car  until  4  a.m.  So 
no*j  see  that  in  getting  in  at  12:10  a.m., 

I  jas  faced  with  a  problem, 
--brother  Harold  Jones  met  me  at  the 


airport.  He  had  already  received  a 
special  pass  from  the  military  so  that  he 
could  go  to  the  Christian  guest  house 
from  the  airport;  but  now  it  was  neces- 
sary for  me  to  get  a  pass.  Harold  went 
to  the  officials,  requested  a  pass,  and 
after  a  few  telephone  calls,  they  granted 
us  permission  to  travel  to  the  guest 
house.  This  was  where  we  were  to  stay 
for  the  night  before  taking  our  flight 
the  next  day  to  Palawan.  Well,  now 
with  our  passes  in  hand,  we  were  about 
to  leave  and  someone  asked  how  we 
were  traveling.  We  replied,  "By  taxi." 
So  then  it  was  necessary  to  get  a  taxi 
driver,  bring  him  in,-  and  he,  too,  must 
have  a  pass.  You  can  imagine  how  tired 
I  was.  This  was  after  some  30  hours 
of  travel.  Well,  about  1  a.m.,  we  made 
it  to  the  guest  house.  With  only  a  few 
words,  we  went  to  sleep  for  the  night, 
the  night  that  was  at  this  time  about 
over.

The  Shape  of  Things  to 
Come 

Lesson  Text:  Zechariah  8;  13;  14:9 
Memory  Verse:  Zechariah  13:9 
I.  INTRODUCTION 

One  of  the  most  amazing  revelations 
of  the  Old  Testament  is  the  way  things 
of  the  future  are  so  clearly  pictured. 
One  of  the  best  examples  of  this  is  the 
prophetic  revelations  as  given  in  the 
Book  of  Zechariah.  Especially  is  this 
true  of  the  eighth  chapter.  The  value  of 
the  study  of  future  prophecy  is  striking- 
ly displayed  in  this  chapter. 

Reference  is  made  particularly  to  the 
kingdom  age  which  will  follow  the  second 
coming  of  Jesus  Christ  at  the  end  of  the 
present  Age  of  Grace.  Zechariah  was 
privileged  to  receive  many  visions  of  and 
authorized  to  give  many  prophecies  on 
the  kingdom  age.  They  were  to  be  pass- 
ed on  to  the  remnant  of  Israel  who  had 
returned  to  Jerusalem  in  the  hope  that 
they  would  have  something  to  hold  on 
to,  something  to  inspire  them  to  faith- 
ful obedience  to  Jehovah.  They  would 
not  live  to  see  these  things  come  to  pass, 
and  probably  neither  will  we,  but  they 
were  given  that  their  faithfulness  might 
be  reflected  in  their  descendants. 

God  not  only  gave  the  Scriptures  for 
the  benefit  of  those  who  at  the  time  re- 
ceived them,  but  also  for  the  benefit  and 
inspiration  of  us  of  the  church  age.  We, 
too,  shall  enjoy  the  blessings  of  the 
kingdom,  and  in  a  special  way  be  asso- 
ciated with  the  King  of  kings  as  He 
reigns  upon  the  throne  of  David  for  a 
thousand  years.  After  the  thousand 
years  are  over,  redeemed  man  will  be 
ushered  into  eternity  and  evermore  be 
with  God. 

Our  lesson  today  is  concerned  with 
some  of  the  prophecies  of  Zechariah  con- 
cerning conditions  on  earth  during  the 
kingdom  period.— The  Advanced  Quarter' 
ly  (F.W.B.). 


II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Introduction

minate prophecies  in  the  Bible.

B.  The  Jealousy  of  the  Lord  (Zechariah 
8:1,  2) 

1.  The  repetition  of  the  phrase  "tht 
word  of  the  Lord." 

2.  The  meaning  of  the  word  "jeal- 
ousy" as  applied  to  God. 

3.  Note  the  increasing  intensity  of 
God's  jealousy. 

C.  The  City  of  Jerusalem  (Zechariah  8: 
3-5) 

1.  God  allowed  Jerusalem  to  be  de- 
stroyed to  punish  the  people. 

2.  God  promised  to  restore  Jerusalem 
and  make  it  safe. 

3.  This  was  partly  restored  after  the 
captivity,  but  will  be  completely 
fulfilled  in  the  millennium. 

D.  The  Restoration  of  Israel  (Zechariah 

8:6-8) 

1.  The  Lord  promised  to  take  care  of 
the  "remnant." 

2.  God  promises  to  regather  the  Jews 
before  the  millennium. 

3.  God  will  give  the  land  back  to  the 
Jews  before  the  millennium. 

E.  A  Present  Promise  (Zechariah  8:11-13)

2.  God  promises  to  deliver  His  people 
at  the  present  time. 

3.  God  promises  glory  for  His  people 
in  the  future.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Israel's  future  is  envisioned  in  Chap- 
ter 8  of  Zechariah.  But  the  problems 
facing  the  nation  at  that  time  are  not 
overlooked.  At  the  time  Zechariah 
prophesied,  the  people  were  experienc- 
ing many  hardships  in  their  partial 
restoration  to  their  homeland.  The

The  church  and  the  n 
lennium  both  have  the  same  basic  pr 
ciples:  God's  love  and  grace  and  mai 
need  of  repentance  and  trust  in  Chr 
for  salvation.  Yet  the  two  groups 
ways  must  be  kept  separate  as  two 
tirely  distinct  peoples  of  God.  Zet 
ariah's  prophecy  concerns  Israel — r 
status  at  the  time  of  his  writing  and  \ 
future  when  God  will  bring  her  to  t 
place  of  full  blessing.

The  saving  hand  of  the  L(J 
in  their  midst,  His  fulfillment  of  the  n 
covenant  with  them,  and  His  very  prj 
ence  to  them  will  be  the  reasons  for  1 
change  from  curse  to  blessing. 

The  earth  was  cursed  because  of  s 
In  the  millennium,  that  curse  will  be 
moved.  Although  God's  chosen  peo 
became  a  curse  because  of  their  sin,  tf 
will  become  a  blessing  to  all  people 
the  future.  It  is  significant  that  b» 
parts  of  the  nation  are  mentioned— Ju< 
and  Israel.  Both  were  included  in 
partial  return  from  Babylon,  and  bi 
will  also  be  parts  of  the  final  regath 
ing. 

The  word  "save,"  as  used  in  Zee 
riah  8:13,  refers  both  to  deliverai

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Would  you  hazard  a  snowstorm  to  help  a  stranded 
fellow?     Just  how  much  of  a  good  Samaritan  are  you?

GOOD  SAMARITANS  STILL  EXIST! 

Would  you  hazard  a  snowstorm,  help  a  stranded  fellow,  push  his 
car  into  your  driveway,  and  with  a  neighbor  friend,  begin  on  what  might 
prove  to  be  a  hundred-mile  journey  to  take  him  home?  Would  you  risk 
getting  stuck  four  times,  creep  along  at  ten-miles-per-hour  speeds  be- 
cause of  the  wind  gusts  that  blew  snow  across  the  highways,  making  it 
impossible  at  times  to  see  where  you  were  going? 

Would  you  keep  insisting  that  this  was  no  imposition,  even  when 
your  brand  new  car  was  skidding  from  side  to  side  every  few  minutes 
and  was  having  its  undergirding  caked  with  dirt  and  frozen  snow? 
Would  you  smile  cheerfully  and  reprimand  the  stranded  fellow  for  being 
so  concerned  at  the  trouble  he  was  causing?  Would  you  stop  and  have 
chains  put  on  your  tires  and  then  think  it  ridiculous  that  the  fellow 
whom  you  were  helping  insisted  on  paying  for  their  installation  and  for 
a  meal  while  the  work  was  being  done? 

Would  you  refuse  to  take  any  money  for  doing  this  deed?  Would 
you  continue  to  insist,  at  the  stranded  fellow's  dismay,  that  this  is  what 
life  is  all  about — helping  a  person  in  need?  Would  you  give  up  a  day — 
and  a  night — of  your  own  time  to  the  doing  of  something  of  this  nature 
for  one  of  your  best  friends,  to  say  nothing  of  doing  it  for  someone  you 
hardly  knew?  Consider  this,  if  you  will:  Would  you  not,  as  did  so  many 
others,  look  toward  the  stranded  fellow  sympathetically,  but  because  of 
your  own  concerns  and  possible  problems  and  perhaps  your  lack  of  time, 
do  as  did  the  priest  and  Levite  in  the  familiar  Bible  story  and  "pass  by 
on  the  other  side"? 

The  stranded  fellow  was  "passed  by"  by  some,  but  a  good  Samaritan  happened  to  be 
in  the  area.  This  "Samaritan"  was  an  American,  one  of  the  best  sort  to  be  sure,  with  com- 
passion and  a  deep-rooted  concern  for  a  person  in  a  situation  necessitating  help.  Good 
Samaritans  still  exist.  Don't  let  anyone  ever  tell  you  anything  to  the  contrary.  Granted, 
they  may  be  few— but  still  they  exist;  and  it  is  our  conviction  that  God  still  favors  them 
and  blesses  them.  As  Christ  asked  in  the  New  Testament  (see  Luke  10:36,  37),  "Who 
was  a  good  neighbor  unto  the  one  who  needed  help?"  And  those  who  were  listening  to 
the  discourse— the  lawyer  in  particular  who  had  posed  the  question  to  begin  with— answer- 
ed, "He  that  showed  mercy."    Then  Jesus  said,  "Go,  and  do  thou  likewise." 

When  conditions  are  favorable,  when  the  sun  is  shining,  and  when 
there  is  no  particular  danger  involved,  it  requires  no  real  effort  to  do  a 
neighborly  deed  for  someone  who  needs  assistance;  but  the  true  test  of 
"good  Samaritanism"  is  to  do  this  kind  of  thing  when  it  is  dangerous  or 
when  it  may  prove  to  one's  disadvantage,  when  it  could  prove  costly, 
and  when  one  does  it  out  of  desire  rather  than  duty. 

This  writer  thought  good  Samaritans  only  took  the  needful  one  a  few  miles,  perhaps 
bought  him  a  meal,  or  maybe  gave  him  lodging  somewhere— but  to  think  of  driving  him 
ninety  miles  or  more  to  his  home  because  the  person  had  some  duties  which  required  his 
attention  the  next  day— well,  it  was  just  inconceivable  in  this  writer's  mind;  that  is,  it  was 
until  Saturday,  February  10,  when  a  person  well  known  by  this  writer  found  himself  in 
need  of  a  good  Samaritan,  and  one  came  along.  To  be  sure,  the  "Samaritan"  and  his 
minister  friend-neighbor  will  be  properly  thanked  for  risking  personal  and  property  damage 
for  a  mere  acquaintance.  To  be  sure,  someday  the  "helpee"  will  be  able  to  be  the 
"helper." 

How  foolish,  some  would  think,  that  two  men  in  their  right  minds 
would  consider  giving  a  person  a  "lift"  to  this  extent!  Our  only  retort 
would  have  to  be  that  a  person  "in  his  right  heart"  would.  Surely,  as 
goes  the  old  saying,  "Their  hearts  were  in  the  right  place,"  even  if  it 
seemed,  psychologically  speaking,  foolish  and  unadvisable. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  dear  reader,  this  editor  will  never  forget  the  ex- 
perience, nor  will  he  ever  lose  faith  in  the  Christianity  of  man  which 
compels  him  to  befriend  the  friendless  and  to  offer  assistance  to  those 
in  need  at  the  risk  of  inconveniencing  himself  to  a  great  danger.  If  this 
editor  ever  had  an  inclination  to  lose  faith  in  neighborliness,  this  inclina- 
tion will  no  longer  be  a  part  of  his  makeup.  Christianity  still  lives  and 
good  Samaritans  still  exist.  We  found  this  to  be  true  in  the  most 
genuine  form.   You  see,  this  editor  was  the  stranded  fellow. 

"Thank  you"  seems  so  inadequate  in  view  of  the  magnanimous  deed, 
but  the  beauty  of  it  all  is  that  "Thank  you"  was  not  even  required. 
These  "Samaritans"  were  happy  to  be  of  help.  One  could  search  for 
days  and  mo.iths  and  years  and  never  find  such  a  rarity.  So  far  as  this 
writer  is  concerned,  his  faith  in  humanity  has  been  recharged.

"The  entire  family  became  involved  in 
Tyndale  House,"  Mark  explained.  "My 
responsibilities  were  in  what  is  now  the 
shipping  department.  Each  day,  after 
school,  I  rushed  home  and  wrapped, 
packed,  and  mailed  books  to  stores 
across  the  country.  It  never  occurred 
to  me  that  it  was  an  unusual  way  to 
spend  my  spare  time." 

After  "Living  Letters,"  Taylor's  next 
step  was  to  paraphrase  the  Old  Testa- 
ment's minor  prophets. 

"Dad  felt  strongly  that  that  was  a 
part  of  the  Bible  people  simply  weren't 
reading  because  it  was  too  difficult  to 
understand,"  Mark  recalled.  "As  each 
new  book  was  finished  and  published, 
we  still  didn't  realize  that  eventually  the 
entire  Bible  would  be  paraphrased,  or 
that  it  would  become  such  a  widely  ac- 
cepted paraphrase. 

"As  the  work  progressed  and  more 
and  more  volumes  were  published  in 
'The  Living  Bible'  series,  I  began  to  be 
excited,  as  were  many  others  who  felt 
that  someday  the  whole  Bible  would  be 
finished.  I  think,  by  the  time  Dad  had 
finished  about  half  the  Bible,  he  began 
to  see  that  his  job  was  to  bring  the 
whole  Bible  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  world,  in  a  new  and 
readable  translation. 

"I  honestly  think  this  has  been  God's 
task  for  him  in  these  years  of  his  life 
and  I  think  it  will  continue  to  be  his 
task  as  he  oversees  the  distribution  and 
translation  of  this  work. 

"I  know,  of  course,  that  Dad  could  be 
a  multimillionaire  as  a  result  of  'The 
Living  Bible,  Paraphrased'  but  he  isn't, 
and  people  sometimes  question  me  about 
this. 

"But  I  feel,  as  Dad  does,  that  he  hasn't 
done  this  work  on  his  own  energy,  his 


own  effort,  and  his  own  intellect.  God 
has  worked  through  him  to  do  this,  so 
Dad  feels  he  can't  take  any  of  the  credit. 

"For  that  same  reason,  he  feels  that 
all  the  money  that  comes  in  should  be 
channeled  back  into  the  work  of  God. 
That  was  why  Tyndale  House  Founda- 
tion was  established.  It  finances  the 
translation  of  'The  Living  Bible'  into 
other  languages  and  supports  other  Chris- 
tian work  in  many  different  areas  of  the 
world." 

Mark  calls  the  timing  of  the  release 
of  "The  Living  Bible,"  "God's  time."  "It 
took  Dad  seven  years  to  finish  'Living 
Letters,'  the  epistles  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  then  only  another  seven  to 
finish  up  the  rest  of  the  Bible,  so  I  can 
only  believe  that  there  was  some  sort 
of  divine  time  schedule  involved. 

"Just  a  few  years  ago,  really,  the  Re- 
vised Standard  Version  was  introduced 
to  the  public.  In  some  circles  there  was 
much  outcry  because  the  King  James 
Version  had  been  popular  since  1611. 
But  as  several  other  translations  have 
recently  been  published,  there  has  been 
more  ready  acceptance  each  time. 

"So  when  'The  Living  Bible'  was  re- 
leased there  wasn't  the  same  kind  of 
animosity  toward  it  that  there  might 
have  been  earlier.  It  doesn't  pretend 
to  be  'The  Only  Bible.'  It  is  merely  a 
translation,  as  is  each  of  the  others.  But 
in  these  1970's  a  whole  new  understand- 
ing of  what  it  means  to  be  a  Christian 
has  awakened.  For  that  reason  I  think 
there  are  more  people  reading  the  Bible 
now  than  there  were  ten  or  twenty 
years  ago." 

As  Tyndale  House  has  grown,  Mark's 
own  involvement  has  expanded. 

"There  are  now  several  full-time  em- 
ployees doing  what  I  used  to  do  after 
school,"  he  said.  "I  also  have  worked 
with  Dad  on  the  editorial  end  of  'The 
Living  Bible.'  After  he  did  the  basic 
paraphrasing,  he  gave  the  manuscript 
to  me  to  read  for  style,  spelling,  and 
grammar. 

"Then  I  returned  the  manuscript  to 
him  and  he  went  over  it  again  to  be  cer- 
tain that  I  hadn't  inadvertently  changed 
any  of  the  meaning.  Finally,  the  manu- 
script was  submitted  to  Hebrew  or 
Greek  experts,  as  the  case  required,  and 
they  scrutinized  it  with  a  fine-tooth 
comb  to  be  certain  none  of  the  basic 
truths  had  been  affected."

As 
they  parted,  they  both  said,  "Thank  God! 
We  are  friends  again!" 

Thirteen  days  later,  on  Christmas  Eve, 
Thackeray,  the  peacemaker,  died  unex- 
pectedly!

Political  wrangling  and  the  Civil  War  de- 
layed for  a  long  time  the  completion  of 
the  partially  constructed  Washington  Monu- 
ment.

It  was 
crisscrossed  with  markings.  "The  founda- 
tion is  giving  away!"  said  the  builders. 

Upon  further  investigation,  they  discover- 
ed that  an  owl  had  flown  into  the  top  of 
the  monument  and  had  gotten  tangled  in 
the  cords.  The  flapping  of  its  wings  had 
set  the  cords  in  motion  and  caused  the 
markings  on  the  wax.

Upon  arriving  at  the  airport  in  Puerto, 
a  welcoming  committee  awaited  us.  This 
included  all  the  missionaries'  families, 
and  many  of  the  nationals  from  the 
church  area.  All  traditional  formalities 
were  given.  There  was  a  sign  made 
which  read,  "Welcome  Brother  Ingram." 
Three  little  girls  had  brought  a  necklace 
of  flowers.  This  was  presented  and  a 
time  of  rejoicing  was  had  by  all. 

From  this  time  on,  we  began  to  pick 
up  speed  because  it  was  now  after  5:30 
p.m.  and  we  had  to  rush  to  the  house, 
which  was  only  a  few  hundred  yards 
from  the  airstrip.  We  enjoyed  a  fine 
meal  prepared  by  Mrs.  Jones  and  had  a 
few  minutes  to  love  the  children,  Wendy 
and  Misty. 

About  6:15  I  was  issued  my  transpor- 
tation for  the  week.  Harold  let  me  use 
his  bicycle,  and  he  used  his  wife  San- 
dra's, because  hers  was  smaller.  A  few 
minutes  later  Brother  Perocillo,  Brother 
Dela  Rosa,  and  Mrs.  Perocillo  came  by, 
and  we  were  off  to  the  first  service  that 
we  were  to  attend.  Four  nights  per 
week  this  team  will  go  to  a  different  lo- 
cation and  give  instruction  to  the  new 
converts  that  have  been  won  to  Christ  on 
their  visits  in  the  daytime.  Surely  this 
is  what  Christ  meant  when  He  said  in 
Matthew  28:19,  20:  "Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 
.  .  ."  Jesus  was  not  only  concerned 
with  our  winning  people  to  Christ,  but 
also  teaching  them  after  their  conver- 
sion.

They  fought  a 
seemingly  senseless,  endless  war,  and 
they  lost  their  lives  in  doing  so.  We 
leave  much  heartache,  hardship,  and  de- 
struction behind  in  this  small,  hereto- 
fore unknown  country,  but  with  thanks 
to  God  we  hope  that  our  part  in  the  task 
is  over.

3'a"  ve  that  it  was  the  one  which  convened 
ita  1923.   The  Bible  and  its  versions  (or 
in  1  Tiething  similar)  was  the  theme  of  the 
™*  reference.    Among  the  speakers  were, 
hink,  some  of  the  greatest  of  all  Bible 
lolars;  such  as,  Dr.  Griffith  Thomas, 
tyf ;  Reuben  A.  Torrey,  Dr.  James  M.  Gray, 
'"P ,  P.  B.  Fitzwater,  and  Dr.  John  G.  Page. 
^  ^   of  the  speakers  at  the  conference 
Presl  re  great  defenders  of  the  fundamental 
:trines  of  the  church.    During  this 
;e  le,  however,  there  were  a  number  of 
"al  e  men  such  as  Dr.  Harry  Emerson  Fos- 
k,  Dr.  Shaler  Matthews  (then  dean  of 
Pe'  i  Chicago  University),  Dr.  L.  Richards 
mf  Birmingham,  England,  and  a  great 
rflny  others  who  were  blazing  the  trail 
the  so-called  "modernistic  movement" 
jit  questioned  and  even  defied  many 
^  idamental  doctrines  that  the  church 
held  dear   since   her  conception. 
S;se  doctrines  included  the  virgin  birth 
,tChrist,  the  infallibility  of  the  original 
liptures,  the  deity  of  Christ,  etc. 

The  speakers  at  the  conference  voiced 
incere  concern  that  this  atheistic  move 
iuld  result  in  much  evil.   They  feared 
the  many  institutions  of  the  church 
Jt  were  being  led  by  such  men  as 
modernistic    exponents  would 
mselves  become  modernistic.  This, 
y  felt,  was  the  same  kind  of  philoso- 
that  foreran  the  world  war  then  not 
y  settled.   They  predicted  that  since 
se  modernistic  teachers  had  become 
violent  in  their  attacks  on  the  funda- 
ntals  of  the  faith  and  of  the  Scrip- 
ts that  the  move  was  endangering 
jools  of  higher  education.    By  review- 
i  church  history  and  the  history  of 
jiy  such  schools,  these  speakers  show- 


It 


ed  in  regard  to  the  schools  that  their 
first  purpose  for  coming  into  being  had 
been  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  and  the 
training  of  missionaries,  other  Christian 
preachers,  and  teachers  to  propagate  the 
faith  according  to  the  Great  Commission 
given  by  Christ  to  His  followers. 

These  speakers,  saints  of  God  as  they 
had  well  proven  themselves  to  be,  said 
that  not  only  would  these  so-called 
"modernists"  continue  to  publish  false 
literature,  but  that  they  would  tamper 
with  the  Scriptures— putting  out  versions 
that  would  reflect  their  own  views  rath- 
er than  acting  as  honest  scholars,  who 
would  translate  and  interpret  as  nearly 
as  possible  to  reflect  Christ's  view.  I 
remember  Dr.  Gray  clutching  his  Bible, 
pressing  it  as  tightly  to  his  heart  as  he 
could,  and  with  a  bowed  head  commit- 
ting himself  to  God  anew,  promising  to 
give  all  his  energies  to  the  defense  and 
propagation  of  God's  precious  Word. 
Students  and  other  attendants  of  the 
conference  so  dedicated  themselves  in  a 
public  meeting  that  followed.  And  this 
conference  resulted  in  a  great  revival, 
the  kind  that  sent  the  students  and 
others  who  experienced  it  out  on  the 
streets,  and  into  the  homes,  the  mis- 
sions, some  of  the  business  places,  and 
many  of  the  jails  and  benevolent  institu- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  winning  souls 
for  Christ. 

That  was  a  wonderful  and  worthwhile 
conference,  but  it  did  not  stop  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  old  devil,  the  arch- 
enemy of  men's  souls.  He  had,  as  Jesus 
warned  us  when  He  was  on  earth,  begun 
to  sow  tares  in  the  wheatfield  (which 
Jesus  said  was  the  earth).  That  same 
devil,  in  doing  what  was  predicted  in 
that  conference,  has  taken  over  most  of 
the  schools  of  our  land  and  has  en- 
couraged the  publishing  of  false  litera- 
ture that  conflicts  with  the  Bible  and 
with  Jesus'  teachings.  This  includes 
the  putting  out  of  questionable  versions 
that  pretend  in  some  cases  to  make  the 
Bible  "easier  to  understand." 


Dr.  L.  T.  Talbot  has  a  paragraph  on 
Page  17  of  his  book,  Bible  Questions  Ex- 
plained, that  quite  well  reflects  what  I 
understand  as  being  an  authentic  view 
on  this  vital  question.  He  writes, 
"While  some  orthodox  ministers  and 
Bible  students  like  certain  modern  ver- 
sions, yet  I  do  not.  I  much  prefer  going 
to  an  analytical  commentary  for  any 
clarification  of  the  text.  Perhaps  my 
reasons  are  not  acceptable  to  all;  but 
the  modern  translations  have,  to  me,  lost 
a  certain  beauty  and  sacredness  that  I 
am  loathe  to  give  up.  Moreover,  some 
of  the  versions  are  definitely  dangerous, 
in  that  they  omit  many  priceless  por- 
tions which  have  to  do  with  our  Lord's 
work  on  Calvary's  Cross.  I  refer  to  'The 
Shorter  Bible,'  particularly.  And,  know- 
ing the  theology  of  other  translators, 
who  deny  the  virgin  birth  of  Christ,  His 
atoning  work  on  Calvary,  the  inspiration 
of  the  Scriptures,  and  many  such  doc- 
trines—knowing how  some  of  these  men 
take  their  stand  against  orthodox  Chris- 
tianity, I  should  be  very  skeptical  of 
their  interpretation  of  these  sacred 
truths.  Personally,  the  King  James  and 
Revised  Versions  are  'good  enough  for 
me.' "

THE 
FABULOUS 
MONARCH

1 1  00K,  Kevin!"  called  Chris  Montgom- 
jj  ery,  pointing  to  a  maple  tree  in  his 
friend's  backyard.  The  boys  were  rac- 
ing home  from  track  practice  when  the 
tree  caught  Chris's  eye. 

Kevin  Baker's  pace  quickened  in  an 
effort  to  catch  up  with  his  buddy.  "What 
is  it?"  asked  Kevin,  trying  to  see  where 
his  friend  was  pointing. 

"Look  at  that  maple  sapling  in  your 
yard.  It's  bent  almost  to  the  ground," 
said  Chris. 

"Well  I'll  be— the  tree  is  covered  with 
butterflies!  They're  all  monarchs,  too. 
It  must  be  the  time  of  year  for  them  to 
migrate  to  the  South,"  said  Kevin  ex- 
citedly. "My  dad  was  talking  about 
them  just  last  night.  He  said  that  the 
monarchs  migrate  from  Canada  south- 
ward every  year.  Other  monarchs  join 
them  along  the  way  until  there  are  great 
swarms  of  them.  Often  thousands 
gather  in  the  same  tree  at  night  during 
their  trip  south.  That's  probably  what 
they're  doing  now." 

For  some  time  the  boys  watched  this 
unusual  scene  in  silence.  Chris  finally 
broke  the  spell  by  saying,  "Mr.  Emery 
said  in  science  class  that  monarchs  eat 
only  one  thing,  and  that's  the  milkweed 
plant." 

"I  guess  these  science  and  biology 
teachers  know  what  they're  talking 
about,"  admitted  Kevin.  "According  to 
Dad,  the  female,  after  she  mates,  lays 
her  eggs  on  the  bottom  side  of  a  milk- 
weed leaf.  That  way  there  will  always 
be  food  for  the  larva  or  caterpillar  after 
the  eggs  hatch." 


"That's  right!  I've  seen  caterpillars 
around,"  said  Chris.  "In  fact,  we  used 
to  catch  them  and  put  them  into  jars." 

Perhaps  you,  too,  have  caught  cater- 
pillars and  kept  them  in  jars.  If  so,  you 
may  already  be  aware  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  three  stages  each  butterfly 
must  go  through  before  it  reaches  adult- 
hood. The  first  stage  is  the  egg,  which 
hatches  into  the  larva  or  caterpillar. 
This  creature  is  very  small  when  it  is 
first  hatched.  It  eats  continually  and 
grows  fast.  In  fact,  it  grows  so  rapidly 
that  it  sheds  its  black,  yellow,  and  white 
striped  skin  four  or  five  times  before  it 
reaches  its  full  growth  of  about  two 
inches.  At  this  point  it  is  ready  for  an- 
other complete  change.  It  is  the  cocoon 
stage.  Scientists  call  this  the  pupa  or 
chrysalis  stage.  The  caterpillar  spins 
a  cocoon  completely  around  itself.  Dur- 
ing this  transformation  period,  it  re- 
mains in  this  cocoon,  hanging  with  its 
head  down.  The  temperature  and 
weather  determine  how  long  it  will  stay 
in  this  stage;  the  time  usually  averages 
from  six  to  ten  weeks. 

When  the  adult  butterfly  comes  forth, 
it  emerges  from  the  bottom  of  the  chrys- 
alis. There  it  hangs,  pumping  fluid  from 
its  body  cavity  into  its  wings.  This 
fluid  causes  the  wings  to  expand.  Fin- 
ally, when  its  wings  are  dry,  the  mon- 
arch flies  away. 

Judging  from  the  caterpillar's  stripes, 
you  might  imagine  a  lovely  black,  yellow, 
and  white  butterfly.  Surprisingly 
though,  when  the  monarch  emerges,  it 
is  brownish-red  with  black-veined  wings. 
Because  of  these  strong  wings,  it  is 
known  as  a  powerful  flier.  These  but- 
terflies have  been  seen  on  almost  every 
continent.  They  have  crossed  oceans, 
and  have  been  found  in  jungles  and 
deserts. 

Here  in  the  United  States,  scientists 
have  been  studying  them  for  a  long  time. 


In  one  experiment,  they  caught  man 
thousands  of  monarchs  and  placed  a  p; 
per  tag  on  one  of  their  wings.  Eithe 
the  tags  came  off,  or  something  els 
happened  to  them,  but  the  scientisl 
reaped  very  few  results  from  their  tes 
ings.  However,  they  did  agree  on  on 
thing.  The  young  monarchs  that  m 
grated  to  the  South  in  the  fall  seldoi 
completed  the  entire  round  trip.  Sine 
they  return  north  individually,  it  is  bi 
lieved  that  the  older  butterflies  sto 
along  the  way  to  mate.  The  older  one 
lay  their  eggs  and  begin  a  new  gene 
ation.  When  the  four  stages  are  con 
pleted,  the  young  generation  continue 
on  the  trip  north,  leaving  the  older  bu 
terflies  behind. 

Protection  from  other  insects  and  birt 
has  never  been  a  very  big  problem  f( 
the  monarch.  Because  of  their  exclush 
diet  of  milkweed  plants,  they  are  Strang 
ly  bitter  to  the  taste.  This  provides  pr 
tection  for  them  from  their  enemies 
Who  wants  a  bitter  lunch?  Certaini 
not  other  insects  and  birds.  Man  is  tl 
only  one  who  might  harm  them. 

In  the  beginning  when  God  created  t 
things,  He  looked  at  each  creation  art 
saw  that  it  was  good.  Man  was  mae

During  their  migration  south  in  ti 
fall,  these  monarchs  have  been  seen  i 
far  inland  as  Indiana.  Perhaps  you  ha| 
seen  this  unusual  event,  as  Chris  a 
Kevin  did.  If  so,  don't  you  agree  tr 
this  remarkable  creation  of  God  is 
deed  fabulous?-My  Pleasure.

is  not  an  inherited  belief.  Like  many 
Christians  away  from  home  for  the  first 
time,  he  spent  his  first  year  at  Duke  in 
a  period  of  serious  questioning  before 
accepting,  as  valid  for  his  life,  the  faith 
taught  him  by  his  parents. 

"In  a  Christian  society  like  ours  many 
people  feel  that  because  their  parents 
attend  church  or  a  grandparent  was  a 
minister  or  something,  that  makes  them 
Christians,  too,"  he  said.

This  Is  God's  World 

Lesson  Text:  Genesis  1:1-26,  31;  Psalms 

24:1,  2;  104:24-30 

Memory  Verse:  Psalm  24:1 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Our  lesson  for  this  Sunday  is  designed 
to  answer  the  question:  To  whom  does 
the  world  belong?  The  lesson  text  is 
composed  of  selections  from  Genesis  that 
are  designed  to  show  that  the  earth  be- 
longs to  God  as  a  product  of  His  creative 
work,  that  this  work  was  good  and  per- 
fect when  it  came  from  His  hand,  and 
that  man,  who  was  made  custodian  of 
this  work,  is  also  responsible  to  God  for 
his  life  and  for  his  stewardship. 

In  dealing  with  this  question  concern- 
ing the  ownership  of  the  earth,  we  will 
also  take  into  consideration  such  vital 
questions  as  the  relationship  which  God 
now  holds  to  the  world  and  its  inhabi- 
tants, and  especially  that  relationship 
existing  between  God  and  man  and  be- 
tween man  and  the  rest  of  creation. 

That  portion  of  our  lesson  text  that 
is  taken  from  Genesis  is  designed  to  set 
forth  God  as  the  Creator  of  the  earth, 
the  heavens,  and  all  which  they  con- 
tain; the  portion  of  the  lesson  text  that 
is  taken  from  Psalms  is  designed  to  show 
that  God  is  not  only  the  owner  and 
sovereign  of  the  universe,  but  that  He  is 
the  sustainer  and  the  provider  that 
makes  it  possible  for  all  things  to  con- 
tinue and  unfold  to  future  ages  the 
beauty  and  the  order  of  creation.

"I  recognize  that  we're  in  an  age  of 
religious  revival,  or  renewal.  Many  peo- 
ple carry  Bibles  wherever  they  go  and 
they  witness.  The  emphasis  some  peo- 
ple put  on  sex  and  drugs  is  misplaced 
because  whatever  highs  they  give  are 
temporary.

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"PARK  HERE?  SURE-JUST  WAIT  UNTIL  THEY 
MOVE  THE  CHURCH  OUT  OF  THE  WAY." 

City  churches  are  moving  out  of  town.  Hardly  anymore  can  one 
round  a  corner  to  find  a  church,  unless  it  is  a  landmark  and  is  being 
preserved  for  posterity  by  supporters  and  advocates  of  historical  restor- 
ation and  preservation.  Hardly  anymore  can  one  sight  a  wood  or  brick 
steeple  among  the  high-rise  apartment  and  office  buildings.  Hardly 
anymore  can  one  find  on  a  city  block  a  church — a  church  which  he  can 
enter  just  any  time  when  he  feels  a  particular  need  for  one. 

This  writer,  while  visiting  in  a  city  some  distance  away,  felt  an 
urgent  need  for  meditation  in  one  of  the  Lord's  houses ;  but  upon  search- 
ing for  such-and-such  a  church,  he  was  told  that  it  had  been  demolished 
and  that  a  new  structure  had  been  erected  outside  the  city  limits. 
"Why?"  asked  this  writer. 

"More  parking  space  needed  for  the  office  building  next  door,"  was 
the  reply. 

Upon  being  directed  to  the  parking  lot  formerly  occupied  by  a  house  of  the  Lord,  this 
writer,  upon  viewing  the  closely  parked  cars  and  their  yellow  space  markings,  couldn't 
help  but  ponder  in  his  mind  again,  "Why?" 

After  spending  sometime  asking  for  and  seeking  for  a  church— just  any  church— this 
writer  did  find  one;  but  sad  to  say,  it  was  unkept,  possibly  bespeaking  its  unimportance 
to  its  members  or  their  lack  of  fundi  to  keep  it  up.  A  mental  picture  of  a  sign  flashed 
across  his  consciousness  in  conneclion  with  this  church:  "Soon  to  be  demolished.  More 
parking  space  available  soon."  This  is  sad,  for  so  many  churches  are  being  demolished, 
as  we  touched  upon  in  an  editorial  two  weeks  back;  and  many,  because  of  dying  mem- 
berships, are  not  being  rebuilt.    This  is  a  tragedy,  to  be  sure. 

"Churches  leaving  the  city.  .  .  churches  leaving  the  city" — a  silent 
cry,  but  one  heard  with  the  hearts  of  those  who  find  it  hard  to  under- 
stand and  who  shudder  to  think  that  possibly  the  day  will  come  when 
not  a  single  one  will  be  left.  .  .  . 

How  long  will  it  be  before  the  noises  of  the  city  completely  drown 
out  the  chimes  that  this  writer,  as  a  little  child,  used  to  love  to  hear — 
those  chimes  that  called  men  to  worship  and  prepared  their  hearts  for 
a  conversation  with  their  God?  We  wonder.  .  .  . 

The  everincreasing  need  for  spact,  the  everincreasing  need  for  more  office  buildings, 
apartment  complexes,  and  motels  make  it  profitable  for  churches  to  give  up  their  "city 
dwelling"  and  move  to  the  outskirts  of  town  or  to  suburban  areas.  It  is  as  though  they 
were  moving  the  Lord  out  of  town.  .  .  . 

One  retort  would  be  that  the  Loid  dwells  in  hearts,  not  in  buildings.  We  concede  to 
this.  Also,  churches  who  move  voluntarily  say  that  one  reason  for  their  moving  is  their 
need  for  more  parking  space.  We  concede  to  that  also;  yet,  we  cannot  help  but  reflect 
upon  the  calming  effect  it  has  on  us  when  we  round  a  corner  and  see  down  the  street  a 
church  standing  like  a  sentinel,  guarding  and  giving  much-needed  security  to  the  alone 
and  lonely— a  quietness,  even  overshadowing  the  noise  of  traffic:  horns,  shouts,  whistles. 

Does  your  city  church  face  the  possibility  of  having  to  be  moved 
for  the  sake  of  progress  ?  Does  your  city,  perhaps,  boast  many  churches 
(which,  except  for  some  unforeseen  reason,  will  retain  these)  ?  If  your 
city  has  within  its  limits  churches — usable  churches — be  thankful  and 
look  heavenward  for  their  protection  and  preservation.  This  writer 
fears  the  day  when  he  or  someone  else,  while  in  some  distant  city,  will 
have  an  urgent  need  for  a  church  and  will  be  unable  to  find  one  because 
they  have  all  moved  out  of  town. 

Beautiful  brick  churches,  modest  white-boarded  churches,  stone  and 
cement  churches — all  are  important  in  that  they  represent  Him  and  are 
considered  the  houses  of  God.  Nearly  every  city  block  used  to  have  one. 
Now  they  are  few;  and  as  each  year  passes,  they  become  fewer,  yet, 
more  parking  areas  are  being  constructed.  Parking  decks,  stories  high, 
now  stand  where  once  stood  a  humble  but  mighty  church  with  its  spire 
pointing  toward  heaven  and  to  God. 

Likely,  we  shall  drive  up  to  a  cleared  area  soon  in  a  distant  or  per- 
haps a  nearby  city  and  ask  if  we  will  be  allowed  to  "park  here."  In  our 
mind  is  amplified  this  reply:  "Park  here?  Sure — just  wait  until  they 
move  the  church  out  of  the  way." 

A  parking  lot  preempting  God's  house!  Can  you  imagine  this? 
Perhaps  ours  is  a  case  of  oversentimentality ;  but  to  our  way  of  think- 
ing, it  is  awfully  sad.  .  .  .  How  does  it  strike  you?

parts."  These  words,  written  by  Helen 
Steer  Burgess,  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Child  Study  Associa- 
tion of  America,  underline  an  essential 
part  of  a  Christian  parent's  teaching. 

The  death  of  a  relative  or  a  friend  is 
an  experience  children  must  meet  some- 
time. They  need  preparation  for  it.  True, 
death  is  not  pleasant,  but  there  is  little 
point  in  trying  to  isolate  a  child  from 
the  knowledge  of  all  life's  sadder  ex- 
periences. The  child  is  not  likely  to 
suffer  psychologically  because  we  tell 
him  of  death.  What  is  more,  it  will 
cross  his  path  sometime,  and  the  mental 
shock  will  be  lessened  if  the  child  has 
learned  the  meaning  of  death  before  the 
person  dies. 

Furthermore,  death  is  a  subject  that 
can  come  into  the  child's  thoughts  with- 
out its  striking  someone  he  knew.  In- 
deed, the  subject  can  intrude  without 
any  special  reason.  Finding  a  dead  bird 
in  the  garden  can  bring  the  subject  to 
a  child's  mind.  An  unusual  happening 
or  accident  could  focus  his  thoughts  on 
death.  Then  we  must  be  ready  with  an 
explanation  which  is  both  true  and  satis- 
fying to  him. 

A  growing  child  often  realizes  that 
death  can  come  to  him  personally.  Helen 
and  Lewis  Sherrill  wrote:  "Between  the 
ages  of  about  five  and  nine  it  was  found 
that  a  child  tends  to  personify  death,  not 
yet  accepting  it  as  a  final  process.  Not 
until  around  the  age  of  nine  did  a  child 
first  begin  to  recognize  death  as  inevit- 
able for  all  persons,  and  as  something 
that  can  come  to  him." 

It  is,  therefore,  essential  that  we  teach 
a  child  the  meaning  of  death.  But  how 
shall  we  do  it?  We  begin  with  the  gen- 
eral preparation  of  assuring  him  of  our 
love  for  him  and  sharing  our  own  ex- 
periences with  him.  We  also  seek  to 
promote  his  love  for  and  confidence  in 
God.  As  we  help  to  build  his  confidence 
in  himself  and  in  us,  he  is  better  pre- 
pared to  listen  to  new  topics  and  to  ac- 


cept our  explanation  of  what  is  un- 
known. 

Our  own  reactions  to  critical  events 
will  influence  him  enormously.  If  he 
sees  that  though  we  are  hurt  we  are  not 
overcome  by  grief,  he  will  begin  to  un- 
derstand the  right  way  to  deal  with  sor- 
rows. As  we  explain  that  we  have  the 
comfort  of  our  loving  Father  in  heaven, 
he  will  learn  where  to  find  help  for  him- 
self when  he  is  troubled.  Moreover,  if 
by  the  way  we  live,  as  well  as  by  what 
we  teach,  we  stress  the  goodness  of  God 
in  all  the  happenings  of  life,  we  will 
help  to  build  a  solid  faith  in  our  chil- 
dren. In  this  way,  neither  the  death  of 
a  loved  one  nor  any  other  calamity  will 
throw  them  off  balance. 

The  child's  capacity  to  receive  instruc- 
tion will  determine  the  language  we  use 
and  the  picture  we  draw.  Also,  we 
should  try  to  link  our  explanation  with 
any  previous  experience  of  death  that 
he  has  had,  whether  it  involved  a  pet  or 
a  person. 

One  essential  in  our  teaching  is  to  tie 
all  explanations  firmly  to  the  Christian 
faith.  We  need  to  show  that  death,  as 
well  as  any  other  situation,  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Lord. 

One  woman,  reminiscing  about  her 
childhood  experience,  told  of  how  she 
was  helped  when  her  grandfather  died. 
They  had  lived  in  the  same  house,  and 
she  had  become  very  fond  of  him.  His 
death  was  sudden,  and  at  first  she  was 
very  disturbed. 

At  the  funeral  service,  the  minister 
said  that  the  woman's  grandfather  had 
been  tired  by  his  long  illness.  God  had 
now  given  him  rest  in  this  way.  She 
said,  "I  did  not  mind  so  much  because 
God  helped  him.  In  this  thought,  I  found 
my  comfort." 

When  death  occurs,  we  should  try  to 
avoid  confusing  our  children  with 
thoughtless  words  and  phrases  that  con- 
tradict our  Christian  beliefs.  We  should 
refer  to  death  not  as  a  tragedy  but  rath- 
er as  a  triumph.  We  should  not  speak  of 
an  untimely  death  because  the  Lord's 
timings  are  always  right. 

At  what  age  shall  we  teach  our  chil- 
dren about  death?  Often  it  is  the  oc- 
currence of  this  event  or  a  question  that 
makes  it  essential  for  us  to  teach  them 
the  meaning  of  death  without  further  de- 
lay. Otherwise,  the  mental  as  well  as 
the  chronological  age  of  the  child  is  a

"Which  Way  Shall  I  Take?"

In  God's 
name  turn  from  it.  Take  your  mother's 
God  and  your  mother's  Christ  and  your 
mother's  Bible."

The  Indestructible  Word 
God's  Word  has  been  published,  in  whole 
and  in  part,  in  1,216  languages  and  dialects. 
More  than  3,000  translators  are  currently 
working  in  130  countries.  William  Tyn- 
dale  was  among  the  pioneer  translators  of 
God's  Word  into  the  language  of  the  peo- 
ple. He  was  banished  from  England  as  a 
heretic.  He  fled  to  Wittenberg,  Germany. 
There  he  translated  the  New  Testament 
from  the  Greek  into  English.  His  New 
Testament  was  printed  in  the  city  of 
Worms.  When  the  New  Testaments  were 
smuggled  into  England,  Henry  VIII  de- 
creed that  all  of  them  be  confiscated  and 
burned.  The  tyrannical  king  had  Tyndale 
arrested  in  Antwerp,  Belgium.  After  six- 
teen months'  imprisonment,  Tyndale  was 
tried  for  heresy  and  judged  guilty.  He 
was  burned  at  the  stake  on  August  6,  1536.

Nails  Digging  into  Conscience 
In  a  sermon  a  pastor  said,  "We  cannot 
get  right  with  God  until  we  confess  our 
sins  to  Him  and  to  others  against  whom 
we  have  sinned." 

A  troubled  young  man  said  to  the  pastor 
at  the  close  ol  the  service,  "I  build  boats. 
My  employer  is  an  unbeliever.  I  have  talk- 
ed to  him  about  his  need  of  Christ,  but  he 
scoffs  and  ridicules  it.  In  my  work  I  use 
copper  nails.  I've  been  carrying  home 
quantities  of  them  to  use  on  a  boat  I  am 
building  at  home.  The  nails  are  digging 
into  my  conscience.  I  know  that  I  cannot 
have  peace  until  I  confess  my  theft  of  the 
nails."

pities,  etc.),  pastoral  calling,  preach- 


ing, or  church  administration,  depending 
on  the  needs  of  the  church  and  the  time 
and  interests  of  the  student.  The  super- 
visor will  have  occasional  sessions  with 
the  student  to  discuss  any  problems  or 
to  make  helpful  suggestions.  Each  month 
the  student  submits  a  written  statement 
concerning  his  assignment  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Religion  and  at  the  end  of  the 
semester  the  supervisor  is  requested  to 
give  an  evaluation  of  the  student's  work. 

Comments  from  those  who  have  par- 
ticipated in  this  program  as  well  as  from 
supervisors  have  been  very  favorable.  In 
describing  his  experience  one  student 


said,  "I  think  the  supervised  work  pro- 
gram is  one  of  the  best  things  for  new 
ministers  that  could  ever  happen.  I  be- 
lieve that  practical  experience  is  the  best 
teacher  anyone  can  have  and  that  is  ex- 
actly what  this  program  offers." 

A  young  student  pastor  spoke  with 
obvious  pleasure  of  the  renewed  inter- 
est in  the  life  of  the  church  on  the  part 
of  young  couples  in  the  community.  An- 
other student  pastor  has  started  a  visita- 
tion program  and  reports  three  decisions 
for  Christ  and  two  new  members  by 
transfer  of  letter.  One  student,  who  has 
been  given  the  title  of  "youth  minister" 
by  the  church  in  which  he  is  working, 
reports  that  a  total  of  twenty-nine  young 
people  are  participating  in  youth  activi- 
ties sponsored  by  the  church. 

One  of  the  great  values  of  this  pro- 
gram is  that  it  offers  students  an  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  Christ  and  the  church 
while  they  are  studying  and  preparing 
themselves  for  more  effective  service.

ta  smile  on  his  face,  said,  "yes." 
ad  prayer  with  him,  and  it  was  a 
m  inspiration  to  hear  him  pray  the 
ifcr's  prayer  of  confession  and  feel 
rlipresence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  I  had 
i»j  seen  and  heard  one  of  the  most 
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exciting  experiences  of  my  life.  Brother 
Harold  had  told  me  how  great  it  was, 
but  there  was  nothing  like  sharing  in 
this  moment.

After  giving  this  man  some  literature, 
we  were  off  again  to  the  next  place  of 
witness.  The  above  situation  was  re- 
peated time  and  time  again.  Soon,  we 
looked  at  our  watches  and  it  was  time 
to  return  home  for  lunch.  We  returned 
and  there  two  little  red-headed  girls 
(Windy  and  Misty),  along  with  some  lit- 
tle Filipino  children,  were  playing  in  the 
yard.  We  greeted  them  with  a  hug,  and 
then  went  on  into  the  house  for  a  deli- 
cious lunch.  After  riding  a  bicycle  for 
several  miles,  my  appetite  was  at  its 
peak.  (Note:  To  ride  the  bicycle  for  me 
was  a  task,  because  it  had  been  about 
ten  years  since  this  writer  had  enjoyed 
this  way  of  travel.) 

As  soon  as  we  had  finished  the  meal, 
it  was  siesta  time.  With  the  sun  rays 
coming  almost  directly  down,  it  is  al- 
most impossible  to  do  anything  in  the 
sunlight  from  about  12  noon  until  2 
p.m.  So  everyone  takes  this  time  for 
the  meal  and  rest.  It  only  took  this 
writer  a  week  of  doing  this  really  to 
miss  the  practice  after  returning  home. 

After  the  rest,  we  were  up  and  back 
to  the  bicycles  and  on  the  road  of  wit- 
ness again.  We  reached  our  place  of 
witness  and  visited  several  homes  with 
each  receiving  the  testimonies  and  the 
plan  of  salvation  very  readily.  About  4 
p.m.,  I  suggested  to  Brother  Perocillo 
that  we  should  have  refreshments  of 


Coconut  juice.  I  had  heard  that  this  was 
delicious  and  wanted  to  try  it.  Brother 
Perocillo  mentioned  this  to  one  of  the 
fellows  living  in  a  cluster  of  houses  near- 
by and  before  I  could  get  the  camera 
ready  for  a  picture,  he  had  already 
reached  the  top  of  the  tree.  He  threw 
down  about  four  or  five  coconuts.  The 
milk  was  every  bit  as  delicious  as  was 
reported.  With  this  activity  going  on, 
the  attention  of  those  living  in  the  homes 
around  was  attracted  and  they  gathered 
to  see  what  was  going  on.  After  the  re- 
freshments, Brother  Perocillo  said,  "Now 
we  have  had  food  for  the  body;  let  us 
have  some  food  for  the  soul."  The  peo- 
ple gathered  around  and  he  presented 
the  gospel  to  them.  At  the  conclusion, 
there  were  eleven  adults  who  received 
Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour.  Soon 
our  workers  will  begin  a  program  of 
study  at  this  place  to  train  these  con- 
verts to  become  disciples  for  Christ.

Soon  we  were  to  return  home  for  our 
evening  meal  and  preparation  for  the 
evening  service.  After  reaching  home, 
Harold  was  busy  every  moment  doing 
something,  but  I  found  myself  heading 
for  the  nearest  chair  so  that  I  could  relax 
for  a  moment.  I  knew  that  soon  I  must 
again  take  to  the  bicycle,  and  go  back 
to  the  field  of  service. 

We  left  the  house  about  6:15  p.m.  for 
the  journey  to  the  place  of  worship  for 
the  evening.  What  a  joy  it  was  to  see 
the  people,  as  they  gathered  for  the  sing- 
ing, Bible  training,  and  period  of  testi- 
monies. Our  hearts  were  made  to  re- 
joice when  we  saw  the  man,  whom  we 
had  won  to  the  Lord  only  that  morning, 
come  walking  into  the  service.  We  had 
a  glorious  time  in  the  Lord,  and  soon 
gave  our  farewells  to  the  people.  We 
returned  home  for  a  few  minutes  of  fel- 
lowship and  then  retired  after  a  long 
day's  activities.

thousand"  (Revelation  7:1-8).  This  tribu- 
lation period  will  take  place  after  the 
church  has  been  raptured  and  will  pre- 
cede the  great  white  throne  judgment. 
We,  the  church  members,  will  be  with 
Christ  in  His  throne  at  that  time. 

Dr.  Louis  T.  Talbot  answers  a  similar 
question  in  his  book,  Bible  Questions  Ex- 
plained, which  gives  on  Pages  191-2  the 
view  with  which  I  sympathize. 

"They  will  be  converted  Jews  who  will 
be  God's  witnesses  in  the  earth  during 
the  seventieth  week  of  Daniel,  preach- 
ing 'the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,'  pointing 
many  to  the  coming  of  the  King.  This 
will  be  after  the  translation  of  the 
church.  It  is  noteworthy  that  Israel  is 
being  prepared  for  this  ministry,  in  that 
there  are  Jews  in  every  land,  speaking 
every  language.  When  God's  hour  strikes, 
they  will  go  out  in  zeal,  proclaiming  the 
crucified  and  risen  Lord  Jesus  as  their 
Messiah  and  coming  King. 

"Different  cults  have  claimed  to  be 
the  144,000.  But  what  is  more  ridicu- 
lous, in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  very 
names  of  the  tribes  of  Israel  are  given 
in  Revelation  7:4-8?  There  will  be 
12,000  from  each  of  the  twelve  tribes. 
And  they  will  be  Israelites,  not  some 
godless,  Christ-rejecting  cult  of  satanic 
origin! 

"Moreover,  their  ministry  is  still  fu- 
ture—all of  Revelation  from  Revelation 
4:1  to  the  end  of  the  book  is  future. 
How,  then,  can  these  false  cults  today 
pretend  to  be  the  144,000?  They  have 
no  scriptural  ground  for  such  a  claim." 

There  are  quite  a  few,  found  among 
cult  supporters,  who  have  a  different 
view,  some  more  ridiculous  than  others. 
This,  I  think,  when  taken  and  viewed  as 
a  whole  suggests  the  day  in  which  we 
live  and  the  day  in  the  mind  of  Paul, 
the  great  apostle  to  the  Gentiles,  when 
he  wrote.  "Now  the  Spirit  speaketh 
expressly,  that  in  the  latter  times  some 
shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed 
to  seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of 
devils,-  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy,-  having 
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their  conscience  seared  with  a  hot  iron" 
(1  Timothy  4:1,  2);  "I  charge  thee  there- 
fore before  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead  at  his  appearing  and  his  king- 
dom; Preach  the  word;  be  instant  in 
season,  out  of  season,-  reprove,  rebuke, 
exhort  with  all  longsuffering  and  doc- 
trine. For  the  time  will  come  when  they 
will  not  endure  sound  doctrine,-  but  after 
their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  them- 
selves teachers,  having  itching  ears,-  And 
they  shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the 
truth,  and  shall  be  turned  unto  fables" 
(2  Timothy  4:1-4).  Read  and  compare  2 
Timothy,  Chapters  2  and  3. 

If  we  in  the  midst  of  all  this  spiritual 
chaos  are  faithful  to  Christ  and  in  the 
administration  of  His  Word,  He  will  be 
faithful  to  us."  "Fear  none  of  those 
things  which  thou  shalt  suffer:  behold, 
the  devil  shall  cast  some  of  you  into 
prison,  that  ye  may  be  tried;  and  ye  shall 
have  tribulation  ten  days:  be  thou  faith- 
ful unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a 
crown  of  life.  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let 
him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the 
churches,-  He  that  overcometh  shall  not 
be  hurt  of  the  second  death"  (Revela- 
tion 2:10,  11);  "And  you,  that  were  some- 
time alienated  and  enemies  in  your  mind 
by  wicked  works,  yet  now  hath  he  re- 
conciled In  the  body  of  his  flesh  through 
death,  to  present  you  holy  and  unblame- 
able  and  unreprovable  in  his  sight:  If  ye 
continue  in  the  faith  grounded  and  set- 
tled, and  be  not  moved  away  from  the 
hope  of  the  gospel,  which  ye  have  heard, 
and  which  was  preached  to  every  crea- 
ture which  is  under  heaven,-  whereof  I 
Paul  am  made  a  minister"  (Colossians  1: 
21-23).  Read  also  2  Thessalonians, 
Chapters  2,  3,  and  compare  with  the 
above. 

Jesus  said:  "For  whosoever  will  save 
his  life  shall  lose  it;  but  whosoever  shall 
lose  his  life  for  my  sake  and  the  gos- 
pel's, the  same  shall  save  it.  For  what 
shall  it  profit  a  man,  if  he  shall  gain  the 
whole  world,  and  lose  his  own  soul?  Or 
what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  for 
his  soul?  Whosoever  therefore  shall  be 
ashamed  of  me  and  of  my  words  in  this 
adulterous  and  sinful  generation,-  of  him 
also  shall  1he  Son  of  man  be  ashamed, 
when  he  cometh  in  the  glory  of  his  Fa- 
ther with  the  holy  angels"  (Mark  8:35- 
38). 

Perhaps  the  times  of  false  teachings 
on  a  universal  scale  are  not  as  far  in  the 
remote  future  as  some  might  have  us 
think— even  though  our  Lord  warned  us 
against  setting  dates  and  aqainst  having

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JOHNNY 
APPLESEED'S 
MISSION 

by  J.  L.  Miller 

JOHNNY  APPLESEED  is  one  of  Ameri- 
ca's favorite  folk  heroes.  Nearly 
everyone  knows  at  least  something  about 
him.  They  know,  for  instance,  that  he 
devoted  his  life  to  planting  apple  or- 
chards in  the  deep  wilderness  of  the 
American  frontier.  Many  even  know 
that  he  was  a  real  man  and  that  his  true 
name  was  John  Chapman.  Johnny  Ap- 
pleseed  was  a  nickname.  He  lived  and 
continued  his  work  long  after  his  story 
had  become  a  legend.  But  unfortunately 
not  everyone  knows  that  John  Chapman 
was  as  diligent  and  tireless  at  spreading 
the  gospel  throughout  the  frontier  as  he 
was  at  spreading  his  apple  seeds. 

Johnny  was  born  in  western  Massa- 
chusetts in  1774,  not  long  before  the 
outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution. 
His  parents  were  deeply  religious,  and 
Johnny's  interest  in  both  Christianity  and 
the  frontier  began  early  in  life.  Though 
Johnny's  home  was  well  within  the  set- 
tled regions  of  the  country,  it  was  very 
near  the  route  used  by  New  Englanders 
who  were  moving  west.  Among  John- 
ny's earliest  memories  was  the  sight  of 
the  westward-moving  wagons  of  the  pio- 
neers. 

His  attachment  to  the  woods  was  very 
deep.  When  he  was  only  ten  or  eleven 
years  of  age,  he  often  left  home  for  days 
at  a  time  and  tramped  through  the  for- 
est, sleeping  on  the  ground  and  eating 
the  fruits,  nuts,  and  berries  that  he 
found  there. 

Not  much  is  known  for  sure  about 
Johnny's  youth  and  early  manhood.  He 


apparently  got  a  good  education,  for 
those  who  knew  him  often  spoke  of  his 
sharp  intelligence  and  broad  knowledge. 
It  is  also  known  that  he  lived  for  a  while 
near  the  Potomac  River  and  did  some 
sort  of  church  work  there.  Later,  he 
turned  up  in  western  Pennsylvania.  It 
was  in  Pennsylvania  that  Johnny  got  his 
first  real  look  at  the  frontier.  And  what 
he  saw  and  learned  there  led  him  to  de- 
cide upon  his  life's  work. 

One  of  the  things  Johnny  learned  was 
that  frontier  life  was  hard  and  full  of 
privation.  It  was  not  easy  to  conquer 
the  wilderness  and  turn  forest  land  into 
farmland.  There  were  no  nearby  stores 
to  supply  the  necessities  of  life.  The 
pioneers  had  to  supply  their  own  neces- 
sities or  suffer  from  their  lack. 

He  also  found  that  in  areas  that  had 
been  settled  for  a  few  years,  one  of  the 
staples  of  life  was  the  apple.  Excep- 
tionally healthful  and  nutritious,  apples 
could  be  stored  and  preserved  in  many 
forms— raw,  canned,  or  dried.  Fresh  or 
cooked,  they  could  be  used  in  hundreds 
of  ways— in  salads,  main  dishes,  side 
dishes,  desserts,  or  snacks.  Apples  were 
perhaps  the  most  useful  food  the  pio- 
neers had. 

But  it  took  several  years  for  a  tree  to 
grow  and  bear  fruit.  Those  who  set- 
tled in  new  lands  had  to  wait  for  a  long 
time  before  they  could  harvest  their  first 
apples. 

Johnny  thought  long  and  hard  about 
this  problem,  and  then  he  formed  a  plan. 
He  would  go  far  into  the  wilderness. 
There  he  would  plant  nurseries.  By  the 
time  the  pioneers  reached  the  areas 
where  he  had  planted  seeds,  the  apple 
trees  would  be  ready  for  transplanting 
into  orchards. 

The  task  he  had  set  for  himself  was 
hard,  dangerous,  and  lonely.  He  would 
live  in  the  woods  with  the  wild  beasts 
and  the  Indians,  far  from  the  settlements. 


But  Johnny's  faith  in  God  gave  hin 
strength  and  courage.  Sometime  aroun 
1800,  Johnny  filled  several  deerski 
sacks  with  apple  seeds,  loaded  them  ont 
a  raft,  and  set  off  down  the  Ohio  Rive 
With  that  act,  John  Chapman  becam 
Johnny  Appleseed,  and  a  legend  had  b 
gun. 

When  Johnny  had  traveled  far  enouj 
into  the  wilderness,  he  searched  for 
good  plot  of  ground  where  he  coul 
plant  a  nursery.  After  he  had  foun 
one,  he  cleared  the  land,  raised  a  brus' 
fence  to  protect  the  young  shoots  f ror, 
hungry  animals,  and  planted  some  of  hi' 
seeds.  When  he  had  finished  on 
nursery,  he  traveled  on,  searching  fc 
still  other  locations.  During  his  life 
Johnny  planted  hundreds  of  such  nui, 
series,  returning  on  regular  rounds  t, 
care  for  them. 

Johnny  had  not  misjudged  the  nee, 
for  his  work.  When  settlers  began  pouf 
ing  into  the  new  land,  they  were  ove 
joyed  at  the  sight  of  Johnny's  nurserie] 
The  trees  were  in  such  demand  tl| 
everyone  expected  Johnny  to  sell  thet 
at  a  high  price.  But  it  was  Johnnf 
goal  to  help  people,  not  to  become  rid 
To  those  who  had  money  to  pay  fi 
them,  Johnny  sold  the  trees  for  a  pent 
each.  To  those  who  had  no  mone) 
Johnny  traded  the  trees  for  castoff  clotij 
ing,  kitchen  utensils,  or  food.  To  thoil 
who  had  suffered  greatly  from  the  har| 
ships  and  misfortunes  that  were  con 
mon  to  the  frontier,  Johnny  gave  awf< 
the  trees  for  free. 

For  himself,  Johnny  kept  nothing.  I 
wore  the  oldest  and  most  ragged  of  cas 
off  clothing  and  usually  went  barefoc 
even  in  the  winter.  He  refused  to  spew 
money  on  himself  when  there  were  or* 
ers  who  needed  his  help  and  aid.  H 
only  real  expense  was  the  money 
spent  to  buy  Bibles  and  religious  trad 
These,  too,  he  gave  away  to  the  settle] 

Johnny  continued  to  live  most  of  I 
life  in  the  wilderness,  but  when  he  d 
visit  the  settlements,  he  was  a  welcor 
guest. 

Such  evenings  usually  began  wj 
good-natured  joking.  Then  dinner  woi 
be  served,  and  the  talk  would  shift 
crops  and  news  of  the  various  neighboi 
After  dinner  Johnny  would  often  t 
about  the  land  that  lay  farther  west  ai 
of  his  adventures  there. 

But  none  of  these  evenings  ever  er 
ed  without  Johnny  pulling  his  Bible  fn| 
beneath  his  shirt  and  announcing,  "Al 
now  let  me  read  you  some  good  ne' 
straight  from  heaven."  When  Johni

Man  Is  a  Responsible 
Being 

Lesson  Text:  Genesis  1:27-30;  4:1-9; 
Matthew  25:31-46;  Acts  17:30,  31; 
Romans  14:10-12 

Memory  Verse:  Romans  14:12 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

When  God  created  man  He  charged 
him  with  certain  responsibilities.  Man 
was  not  placed  in  the  garden  of  Eden 
just  selfishly  to  enjoy  the  benefits  such 
a  secluded  existence  provided.  The  re- 
sponsibilities man  faced  were  varied.  He 
was  responsible  to  his  Creator  in  that  he 
was  expected  to  obey  Him  in  all  things. 
He  was  responsible  to  the  lesser  crea- 
tures as  God  gave  him  dominion  over 
them.  He  was  responsible  to  others  who 
lived  with  him,  first  to  his  wife,  Eve,  and 
later  to  his  children  and  fellow  beings. 
He  was  responsible  for  preserving  the 
many  natural  resources  God  had  given 
him.  He  would  be  called  into  account 
for  the  way  he  disposed  of  these  re- 
sponsibilities. 

Are  not  these  responsibilities  also  ours 
today?  God  expects  us  to  be  no  less 
obedient  to  Him  than  Adam.  We  are  to 
protect  and  make  proper  use  of  the  crea- 
tures of  God  under  our  dominion.  We 
are  to  guard  and  keep  clean  our  environ- 
ment, and  to  preserve  the  natural  re- 
sources God  has  so  bountifully  bestowed 
upon  us.  And  we  are  to  keep  in  mind 
that  we  are  forever  our  brother's  keep- 
er. As  our  memory  selection  says,  we 
are  to  give  account  of  our  stewardship  of 
God's  commitments  to  us. 

The  question  is  not  whether  we  are 
responsible  beings  but  whether  we  are 
carrying  out  those  responsibilities  as  we 
should.  We  must  never  assume  that  any 
man  is  "an  island."  We  are  never  iso- 
lated to  ourselves  for  we  are  a  part  of 
all  things  about  us:  people,  environment, 
government,  and  all  other  facets  of  our 
daily  lives.  Our  lesson  today  should 
help  us  see  this  and  establish  in  our 
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hearts  an  urgency  to  observe  the  laws 
of  God  in  relation  to  our  responsibility. 
—The  Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Introduction 

1.  In  Genesis  1  we  see  how  God 
brought  order  out  of  chaos  day  by 
day. 

2.  But  there  seems  to  be  something 
different  about  the  creation  of 
man. 

3.  After  the  creation  of  man,  God  gave 
him  dominion  over  the  earth. 

B.  God  Blessed  Man  (Genesis  1:27-30) 

1.  God  created  man  in  His  own  image 
and  likeness. 

2.  God  ordered  man  to  be  fruitful  and 
to  multiply. 

3.  God  gave  man  dominion  over  all 
the  earth. 

4.  God  provided  for  every  need  of 
man. 

5.  Man  fell  from  the  position  that 
God  gave  him  when  he  sinned. 

C.  Man  Is  Accountable  to  God  (Acts  17: 
30,  31) 

1.  Every  man  will  have  to  face  the 
judgment. 

2.  Christians  will  face  a  judgment  of 
works  to  give  an  account  of  their 
stewardship. 

3.  Sinners  will  face  the  great  white 
throne  judgment  to  be  sent  to  pun- 
ishment. 

D.  We  Should  Not  Judge  One  Another 
(Romans  14:10-12) 

1.  This  passage  was  written  by  a 
Christian  to  Christians  about  Chris- 
tians. 

2.  If  we  weaken  a  person's  influence 
by  our  judgment,  we  are  responsi- 
ble. 

3.  The  fact  that  all  men  will  face  the 
judgment  is  again  brought  out.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  When  God  created  man,  there  were 
two  clear  alternatives-.  He  could  make  it 
impossible  for  man  to  sin,  or  He  could 
give  men  freedom  of  choice,  thus  allow- 


ing the  possibility  of  his  making  wrc 
decisions.    To  follow  the  first  coui 
meant  that  man  would  have  been  no 
ing  more  than  a  puppet  who  was  tot 
controlled  from   above.    The  sec 
course,  which  our  Creator  took,  me 
freedom  for  the  creature  to  guide 
own  conduct;  it  also  meant  that  the  c 
ture  became  responsible  for  his  decisio 

Man  learned  early  to  make  excu 
for  his  wrong  choices.  Adam  pointe< 
the  sin  of  Eve  and  blamed  her  for 
own  disobedience.  Cain  disclaimed  c 
responsibility  for  his  brother's  welfa 
We  all  are  heirs  of  this  undesirable  1 
finding  convenient  alibis  for  our  si 
Traces  of  this  inheritance  may  be 
served  in  our  children,  who  soon  learn 
say,  "He  hit  me  first.  .  .  .  It's  all  I 
fault.  .  .  .  They  taught  me.  ..." 

Although  it  would  be  a  simple  nr 
ter  to  emphasize  the  negative  aspect 
our  right  of  choice,  it  is  clear  that  ma« 
greatest  worth  and  dignity  arise  fr; 
his  very  power  to  choose.  If  wr( 
choices  plunge  him  to  depths  of  sha^ 
proper  choices  elevate  him  into  the  1 
lowship  of  God.  This  is  the  legal,  ma 
and  logical  basis  for  any  system  oflj 
ward  and  punishment. 

Personal  responsibility  is  one  of  | 
clearest  doctrines  that  the  Bible  presejj 
from  God  to  man.  We  tend  to  react 
this  teaching  in  two  extreme  ways; 
some  areas  seeking  to  avoid  the  resp 
sibility  that  is  not  rightly  our  own. . 
the  first  case  we  seek  to  judge  ourself 
too  lightly,-  in  the  second,  we  seek, 
judge  others  too  heavily. 

Before  man  logically  can  be  accoun 
responsible,  he  must  know  the  liben 
extended  to  him,  and  the  restrictions  I 
upon  him.  The  Word  of  God  serves  { 
cisely  this  purpose.  It  acquaints  us  \ 
our  liberties  and  restrictions  and  infoj 
us  of  just  judgment  based  upon  resf 
sible  actions.  This  we  see  in  tod 
lesson  Scripture. 

For  what  are  we  held  accounts! 
Our  actions,  opportunities,  and  even 
very  own  thoughts.    In  all  areas  of  i 
our  relationship  with  God  is  to  be  vc|j 
tary  submission  to  His  will.  This  we 
do  in  full  confidence,  knowing  thai 
wishes  only  the  best  for  us  and  exp 
only  the  best  of  us. 

A  moment's  consideration  sh 
cause  us  to  rejoice  that  the  burdei 
judgment  does  not  fall  upon  us.  We 
all  sinners  before  the  Lord,  and  h

His  fame  had  come  simply  be- 
cause he  had  worked  hard  and  humbly 
at  a  useful  task;  because  he  had  loved, 
served,  and  been  kind  to  his  fellowman,- 
and  because  of  his  deep  faith  in  God 
which  gave  him  courage  and  guidance.

We  are  influenced  by  preference  or  preju- 
dice, rendering  our  decision  partial.  We 
may  act  from  inferior  motives,  making 
our  judgment  vindictive. 

It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  each  of  us 
should  be  most  concerned  with  fulfilling 
our  personal  responsibilities  to  the  Lord, 
resting  in  the  confidence  that  our  ac- 
counting will  be  made  before  a  gracious, 
just,  and  omnipotent  Judge.

B.  God  created  Adam  as  a  being  with 
unique  intellectual  and  spiritual  capac- 
ities. God  ordained  that  man,  as  God's 
steward,  should  have  dominion  over  the 
other  orders  of  creation.  Stewardship 
carries  with  it  implications  of  faithful- 
ness and  responsibility. 

In  both  areas,  Adam  failed.  He  was 
not  faithful  to  the  commands  of  God. 
We  are  not  told  how  many  of  the  vari- 
eties from  among  God's  abundant  fruits 
Adam  could  enjoy,  but  we  are  informed 


that  the  one  item  which  was  forbidden 
immediately  became  an  object  of  great 
interest.  It  was  observed  to  be  pleasant 
to  the  eyes,  delectable  as  food,  and  high- 
ly desirable  as  a  source  of  experiential 
wisdom.  In  the  process,  man  gained  his 
sense  of  moral  values  from  the  wrong 
person,  at  the  wrong  time,  and  in  the 
wrong  manner. 

God  will  have  achieved  His  divine  pur- 
pose of  creating  man  in  His  image  when 
we  love  as  He  loves  and  when  we  give 
as  He  gives.  "We  know  that  we  have 
passed  from  death  unto  life,  because 
we  love  the  brethren"  (see  1  John  3: 14). 
We  may  know  that  God  has  re-created 
us  in  His  image  when  we  truly  love 
strangers,  the  unlovely,  and  even  our 
enemies.  Such  love  will  make  us  willing 
to  part  with  our  most  cherished  posses- 
sions so  that  they,  too,  may  know  Jesus 
and  the  eternal  life  which  He  died  to 
provide  for  them.

THIS  IS  THE  DAY  THE  LORD  HATH  MADE 

This  is  the  day  the  Lord  hath  made.  What  will  you  do  with  it?  It 
is  one  more  opportunity  to  do  something  good  or  to  do  something  bad. 
It  provides  one  more  opportunity  to  stay  at  home  or  to  go  somewhere. 
This  is  another  day.  It  could  be  Monday,  Tuesday,  or  Wednesday — just 
any  day — but  another  day,  nonetheless. 

How  does  it  fit  your  plans?  Have  they  been  made  previous  to  its 
arrival,  or  did  you  wait  for  the  sunrise  to  contemplate  your  activities? 
Did  you  reflect  upon  yesterday  in  the  making  of  your  plans,  to  improve 
upon,  if  not  correct,  yesterday's  mistakes  ?  Remember :  This  is  the  day 
the  Lord  hath  made.  Is  it  a  happy  day?  Perhaps.  A  sad  day?  Prob- 
ably— unless  you  have  an  especially  good  outlook  and  don't  concentrate 
on  your  own  problems  too  much.  Will  you  be  able  to  look  at  another 
person  with  compassion  and  put  his  welfare  before  your  own?  Face  it, 
you  probably  will  not  be  able  to  do  so;  but  the  thought  is  nice. 

Smile  today.  You  can  breathe,  can't  you?  Think  about  those  who 
cannot,  except  for  the  assistance  of  some  machine.  You  can  walk,  can't 
you?  Think  about  those  who  have  to  maneuver  themselves  about  in 
wheelchairs  or  hop  on  braces  or  support  themselves  with  crutches.  You 
can  talk,  can't  you?  Think  about  those  who  spend  every  minute  of 
everyday  in  silence.  You  can  see,  can't  you?  Think  about  those  who 
live  in  total  darkness,  who  never  see  the  sunrise  or  its  setting,  the  flow- 
ers of  spring,  the  snows  of  winter.  You  can  hear,  can't  you?  Think 
about  those  who  can't  hear  beautiful  music,  the  songs  of  birds,  chil- 
dren's laughter.   Just  think.  .  .  . 

This  is  the  day  the  Lord  hath  made.  Feel  good  in  it,  even  if  your 
body  aches,  your  mind  is  troubled,  and  your  heart  is  overflowing  with 
sorrow.  Even  if  you  have  afflictions,  you  have  this  day — and  this  day 
is  important.  It  is  a  gift  from  God.  Some  people  didn't  reach  it.  Some 
people  died  during  the  night,  but  by  His  grace  you  were  able  to  feel  the 
early  morning  air  against  your  face.  You  were  able  to  see  the  blue  of 
the  sky  and  the  white  of  the  clouds.  Glory  in  it — this  day.  He  wants 
you  to  enjoy  it.  He  wants  you  to  make  the  best  of  it  and  live  it  to  the 
fullest.  He  wants  you  to  share  it  with  others.  Give  them  a  smile,  a 
word  of  cheer,  a  pat  on  the  back — anything  to  encourage  those  who  need 
a  little  push  in  the  right  direction. 

This  is  the  day  the  Lord  hath  made.  He  made  it  for  you  and  for 
everyone  living.  He  presented  it  with  opportunities  for  the  enrichment 
of  your  life,  for  the  bettering  of  relationships  with  your  comrades,  for 
the  doing  of  good  deeds,  for  the  telling  of  His  great  love  for  mankind. 
He  gave  mountains  to  climb,  rivers  to  swim :  the  possible  and  the  impos- 
sible, lest  we  become  too  self-sufficient  and  think  ourselves  more  im- 
portant than  we  are. 

This  is  the  day  the  Lord  hath  made.  Do  with  it  what  you  will,  but  remember:  He 
made  it,  and  He  expects  you  to  make  the  best  of  it— despite  the  drudgeries  of  life  which 
make  you  enter  it  not  quite  so  enthusiastically.  Surely,  this  is  your  day,  but  not  yours 
alone;  for  it  belongs  to  all  people.

There's  always  something  about  a  day  that  makes  you  want  to  live 
another — especially  when  yoi1  remember  that  this  is  the  day  the  Lord 
hath  made.  No  one  else  could  do  it.  Had  you  thought  about  that?  Re- 
flect upon  yesterday,  if  you  must ;  but  live  for  this  day  alone.  .  .  .

Through  a  legal  document  known  as 
a  "will,"  we  can  largely  determine  what 
will  be  done  with  what  we  leave.  In 
that  final  hour,  whether  we  have  much 
or  little,  we  shall  leave  it  all. 

The  final  portrait  of  ourselves  will  be 
what  we  choose  to  do  with  what  we 
leave.  A  will,  while  it  is  a  private  docu- 
ment while  we  live,  is  a  public  instru- 
ment when  we  are  gone  and  through  a 
will  we  tell  the  world  what  was  really 
important  to  us. 

Surely,  we  want  to  say  "thank  you" 
to  those  who  have  meant  the  most  to  us 
and  we  want  to  provide  reasonable 
security  for  any  who  may  be  dependent 
upon  us.  But  beyond  that— that  is  our 
portrait— a  portrait  only  we  can  paint. 

To  leave  people  what  they  do  not  need 
is  to  leave  them  what  they  will  not  ap- 
preciate. An  elderly  widow  without 
children  said  recently,  "As  things  stand 
now,  when  I  am  gone  distant  relatives 
will  turn  their  inheritance  into  new  cars,- 
and  in  five  years  all  that  my  husband 
and  I  spent  our  lives  earning  and  saving 
will  be  gone  with  nothing  to  show  for 
it— and  we  will  be  forgotten.  I  would 
like  to  do  something  that  will  last  and 
do  some  good  after  I  am  gone." 

LIVING  BEYOND  OUR  YEARS 

Mount  Olive  College  provides  an  op- 
portunity for  those  who  would  like  for 
some  good  to  be  done  in  their  name  be- 
yond their  years  on  earth.  Through  a 
will,  you  can  enjoy  the  security  of  all 
that  you  have  as  long  as  you  live,  but 
then  when  you  no  longer  need  them,  your 
life's  savings  and  accumulations  can 
continue  to  work  in  your  name  for  a 
cause  that  is  worthy  and  enduring. 

As  a  Christian  college,  Mount  Olive 
is  part  of  God's  work  on  earth,  and  an 
investment  in  God's  work  becomes  part 
of  His  eternity.  Mount  Olive  College 
is  a  means  whereby  we  can  make  a  dif- 
ference in  the  lives  of  people— a  differ- 
ence between  young  people  knowing  God 
as  the  greatest  Reality  of  their  lives  and 
lives  that  are  lived  without  purpose  or 
meaning.

brighten  to  all  eternity." 

God  does  not  expect  people  to  give 
away  what  they  need  for  themselves,  but 
He  has  a  way  of  blessing  us  beyond  our 


needs,  and  it  is  in  these  blessings  that 
we  have  an  opportunity  to  help  make  life 
better  for  others. 

What  we  use  for  ourselves  is  gone- 
gone  forever,-  but  what  we  give  to  God's 
work  is  never  lost.

Someone  is  building  with  the  ma- 
terials we  send  and  decides  for  us  what 
to  keep  and  what  to  discard.  The  fur- 
nishing and  decorating  will  be  done  be- 
fore we  get  there,  and  we'll  move  quick- 
ly—like "the  twinkling  of  an  eye."  No 
fuss,  no  bother.  Now,  that's  the  way 
to  move!  It  even  beats  that  well-known 
company  which  packs  and  moves  every- 
thing for  you. 

Maybe  there  won't  be  any  dust,  dirt, 
and  snow  there,  either.

Man  Has  Gone  Astray 

Lesson  Text:  Genesis  3:1-19;  Psalm  14: 
1-3;  Jeremiah  10:23;  17:9,  10;  Ro- 
mans 1:28-2:24 

Memory  Verse:  Isaiah  53:6 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

A  stanza  of  an  old  hymn  goes  like  this: 

"O  to  grace  how  great  a  debtor 
Daily  I'm  constrained  to  be! 
Let  thy  goodness,  like  a  fetter, 
Bind  my  wandering  heart  to  Thee: 
Prone  to  wander,  Lord,  I  feel  it, 
Prone  to  leave  the  God  I  love; 
Here's  my  heart,  O  take  and  seal  it, 
Seal  it  for  Thy  courts  above." 

—Robert  Robinson. 

The  last  four  lines  of  this  stanza  tell 
us  that  man  is  prone  to  stray  away  from 
God.  This  we  know  is  true.  However, 
in  recent  years  hymn  revisers  have 
changed  the  words  in  some  hymnals  to 
read:

This  change  in  the  old  hymn  does  not 
at  all  alter  the  fact  that  man  is  a  vic- 
tim of  his  carnal  nature.  Even  after  he 
is  saved  he  needs  to  be  alert  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  falling  into  sin.  He  has  stray- 
ed away  from  God  and  only  God's  grace 
can  restore  him.

In  the  Bible,  this  specific  sin  is  called 
either  a  transgression  or  a  trespass. 
Both  words  carry  the  idea  of  a  misstep 
that  involves  either  stepping  off  the 
proper  path  or  stepping  beyond  the 
proper  limits.— Bible  Expositor  and  Il- 
luminator. 
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How  often  have  we  struggled  within  ourselves,  wanting 
desperately  to  find  contentment,  .  .  .  but  have  been 
unable  to  find  peace  of  mind  and  heart? 


"I  BELIEVE  IN  YOU" 

The  words,  "I  believe  in  you,"  indicating  faith  and  trust,  are  like 
beautiful  music  when  they  fall  on  ears  hungering  for  the  sound  of  this 
particular  sentence  of  confidence.  "I  believe  in  you"  is  a  simple  sen- 
tence, but  an  especially  meaningful  one  if  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
spoken  has  a  longing  for  someone  to  trust  in  him,  to  give  him  some 
needed  strength,  encouragement,  or  faith  in  himself. 

How  often  have  all  of  us  wanted  to  hear  these  words  when  we  were 
"down  and  out,"  seemingly  friendless,  knowing  not  what  to  do,  or  where 
to  go?  How  often  have  we  struggled  within  ourselves,  wanting  des- 
perately to  find  contentment,  but  because  of  possible  verbal  abuse  from 
another  or  someone's  indifferent  attitude  to  our  particular  needs,  have 
been  unable  to  find  peace  of  mind  and  heart? 

It  only  takes  a  little  effort  to  say  the  words,  "I  believe  in  you";  but 
unless  these  words  are  spoken  from  a  sincere  heart,  they  are  meaning- 
less. Stop  where  you  are  today  for  just  a  moment  and  ponder  these 
thoughts:  "Is  there  someone  who  needs  my  word  of  cheer  today?  Is 
there  someone  who  needs  just  a  push  in  the  right  direction  whom  I  can 
help?  Is  there  someone  who  will  be  able  to  make  it  through  one  more 
day — and  night — because  of  just  a  little  something  I  can  do  for  him? 
Perhaps  all  he  needs  is  a  little  care  shown  for  his  plight,  a  little  atten- 
tion given  to  his  problem.  Perhaps  all  he  needs  is  a  little  love — not  a 
superficial  duty-compelling  love — but  a  real,  honest-to-goodness  from- 
the-heart  type  of  love,  and  it  expressed  in  a  sincere  manner."  Consider 
these  thoughts,  and  then  go  out  and  do  something  about  them. 

If  you  know  someone  who  needs  encouragement,  don't  pass  up  the 
opportunity  of  offering  it  to  him.  Perhaps  it  will  mean  the  difference 
between  success  and  failure,  life  and  death.  Who  can  say?  Every  in- 
dividual has  a  need  to  be  made  to  feel  important,  that  he  is  worthy  of 
notice.  Sometimes  a  mere  smile  can  brighten  the  day  for  one  who  feels 
downtrodden.    Sometimes  a  cheerful  "Hello"  is  all  it  will  take. 

This  day,  try  to  do  something  for  somebody.  If  there  is  someone 
in  whom  you  believe,  if  there  is  someone  to  whom  these  words  should 
be  spoken,  be  not  ashamed  to  say  them.  Do  not  hesitate  to  involve  your- 
self with  the  problems  of  others.  Some  would  rebuke  you  and  say  that 
you  have  enough  problems  of  your  own  and  therefore  should  not  take 
on  those  of  others,  but  try  this:  Take  another's  problems  to  heart  and 
see  if  many  of  your  own  do  not  disappear. 

Please  give  someone  that  needed  boost.  Please  let  some  friendless  person  know  that 
you  are  his  friend.  Please  say  to  someone,  "7  believe  in  you,"  and  help  him  regain  his 
self-confidence.  Untold  faith  can  be  restored  to  a  soul  longing  for  just  a  little  love  and 
understanding,  and  the  beauty  of  it  is  that  you  find  in  the  doing  of  what  might  be  con- 
sidered a  good  deed  that  there  are  immeasurable  blessings  for  yourself.  Be  not  selfish 
with  yourself;  share  yourself  with  others,  and  life  will  take  on  added  meaning. 

Consider  the  anonymous  poem  below  which  was  given  to  this  editor 
recently  and  which  provided  the  inspiration  for  the  editorial.  Does  the 
poem  not  make  you  want  to  do  something  for  someone?  Does  it  not 
make  you  ashamed  that  perhaps  you  have  not  let  someone  know  that 
you  care  and  want  to  help?  Does  it  not  behoove  you  to  speak  that 
simple  sentence,  "I  believe  in  you,"  whenever  doing  so  can  mean  so  much 
to  a  person  who  is  in  need  of  just  the  knowledge  that  he  is  not  alone, 
that  there  is  someone  to  whom  he  can  turn  when  he  feels  dejected  and 
when  his  world  is  seemingly  coming  to  a  crashing  end?  Just  think: 
Someday  you  may  be  the  one  longing  to  hear  those  words.  .  .  .

drinking  and  running  around  with 
women. 

"After  a  vacation  back  to  Columbia, 
I  got  homesick,"  Taylor  continued.  "I 
moved  back  a  couple  of  months  later  and 
went  back  to  high  school.  But  again  I 
had  a  falling  out  with  my  teachers  and 
I  just  quit. 

"I  joined  the  service  and  began  drink- 
ing real  bad.  In  fact  I  drank  so  much," 
Taylor  said,  "that  the  doctors  said  I 
would  have  to  quit.  But  I  wouldn't  do 
it.   My  stomach  got  in  terrible  shape. 

"I  guess  I  should  have  expected  the 
stomach  problems.  I  had  been  drinking 
since  I  was  13—1  thought  I  was  big 
enough  to  run  around  with  boys  who 
were  19  and  20. 

BACK  TO  COLUMBIA 

After  getting  out  of  the  service,  I  went 
back  to  Columbia.  My  parents  were  hav- 
ing problems,  and  my  mother  committed 
suicide  after  I  had  been  home  only  a 
short  time. 

"It  was  a  terrible  time  for  me.  I 
didn't  care  about  anything. 

"I  was  still  drinking  heavily  and  gol 
into  debt. 

"One  day  I  woke  up  and  found  myself 
in  court  being  sentenced  to  five  years 
for  armed  robbery. 

"During  my  prison  term,"  Taylor  con- 
tinued, "I  worked  under  the  gun— on  the 
road  gang— for  about  ten  months. 

"I  was  involved  with  an  atheist  group. 

"I  read  the  Bible  to  gain  knowledge 
in  order  to  tear  down  Christianity.  But 
instead  I  found  that  there  was  really 
something  to  it. 

"It  was  a  hard  life.  You  don't  push 
in  prison  or  you  get  pushed  back.  You 


have  to  be  solid  to  stay  there.  If  they 
(the  inmates)  can't  trust  you,  you've  got 
to  go. 

"I  learned  that  if  you  get  into  trouble 
behind  the  wall,  you  never  get  out  of 
prison.  I  never  worked  so  hard  in  all 
my  life. 

"I  knew  that  I  had  to  achieve  to  make 
people  look  at  me. 

"Some  of  us  were  allowed  out  on 
weekends  to  visit  in  the  custody  of 
families  in  the  community.  They  took 
me  to  church.  I  remember  the  first  time 
I  went  to  church  I  cried  because  I  knew 
these  people  had  something  I  didn't  have. 

"I  had  earned  approximately  $2,000 
on  the  work-release  program  while  in 
prison,  and  the  first  time  I  was  allowed 
to  go  home  for  the  weekend  I  went 
around  and  paid  off  all  my  debts.  This 
was  very  hard  for  me  to  do. 

"I  started  going  to  church  every  week- 
end at  Sound  Side  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church.  I  wanted  to  be  part  of  the 
youth  group  there  and  I  wanted  what 
they  had. 

"But  I  didn't  want  to  give  up  my  good 
times,  either. 

OUT  OF  PRISON 

"The  first  thing  I  did  when  I  got  out 
of  prison  was  to  buy  a  hot  car  and  start 
drinking  again. 

"I  continued  to  attend  church  and  the 
youth  group  talked  me  into  attending 
Cragmont  Asembly  with  them. 

"The  Friday  night  before  we  left  on 
Monday  for  Cragmont,  I  got  a  ticket  for 
drunken  driving  and  almost  decided  not 
to  attend  the  camp  because  I  felt  that  I 
didn't  belong  there. 

"But  I  went  and  found  the  Lord  as  my 
Saviour.  I  found  the  real  thing.  Other 
people  found  this  hard  to  believe  be- 
cause of  my  past.

I  was  not  sure  that  I  would  do  it,  con- 
sidering my  past,  but  finally  I  made  the 
decision.

The 
impression  came  as  definitely  as  though  an 
audible  voice  spoke  to  me.  Had  I  disobey- 
ed I  might  have  been  among  those  who 
were  killed."

"0  LORD  our  God,  all  this  store  that

In  earnest  tone,  befitting  the  rever- 
ence of  the  occasion,  these  words  were 
read  by  Dr.  Michael  Pelt  at  the  service 
for  the  groundbreaking  of  a  chapel  on 
the  campus  of  Mount  Olive  College.  The 
group  present,  large  enough  to  crowd 
the  interior  of  the  Moye  Library,  listen- 
ed attentively  as  he  spoke.  We  listened, 
but  did  we  bear— really  hear  the  message 
this  Scripture  conveys?  I  hope  that  all 
did,  amid  the  overcast  skies  and  drizzle 
of  rain  that  kept  the  group  inside.  But 
if  the  moment  went  by  too  quickly  for 
all  there  to  catch  its  deepest  signifi- 
cance, and  for  those  interested  Free  Will 
Baptists  who  could  not  attend,  let  us 
dwell  for  a  moment  on  its  import. 

The  building  of  a  chapel  on  the 
grounds  of  a  Christian  college  is  a  truly 
momentous  occasion.  It  signifies— and 
symbolizes— in  a  way  that  no  other  struc- 
ture can  the  central  goal  (and  the  or- 
ganizing principles)  upon  which  that 
institution  is  founded.  At  Mount  Olive 
College,  the  spiritual  development  of  the 
student  is  of  fundamental  importance; 
quality  education  in  its  fullest  sense  can- 
not be  said  even  to  exist  unless  the  reli- 
gious element  is  present.  Consequently, 
when  we  who  attended  the  groundbreak- 
ing service  heard  the  Scripture,  ".  .  .  to 
build  thee  an  house  for  thine  holy  name. 
.  .  ,"  our  thoughts  perhaps  should  have 
recognized  that  once  again  this  Free  Will 
Baptist  college  was  giving  primacy  to 
Horn  who  should  occupy  the  central  place 
in  all  life.  Mount  Olive  College  was  tak- 
ing the  initial  step  in  providing  a  house 
built  to  the  glory  of  God.  The  Scrip- 
ture, ".  .  .  all  this  store  that  we  have 


prepared  to  build  thee  an  house  ...  is 
all  thine  own,"  emphasizes  rightly  that 
the  chapel  comes  from  His  hand.  By 
supporting  its  building,  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists (and  others  who  contributed)  only 
return,  in  part,  what  God  has  generous- 
ly provided. 

Of  what,  we  might  ask,  was  Mrs. 
Sarah  Rodgers  thinking  as  the  service 
unfolded?  She,  the  giver  of  the  gener- 
ous challenge  that  initiated  the  chapel 
project,  may  have  been  reflecting  on  her 
love  for  her  late  husband  which  prompt- 
ed her  gift  in  his  memory.  Or,  she  may 
have  recalled  the  words  that  she  had 
spoken  to  President  W.  Burkette  Raper, 
"I  want  to  do  something  to  help  others." 
Certainly  this  she,  a  deeply  motivated 
Christian  lady,  unassuming  in  her  de- 
meanor, has  done.  Her  part  in  placing 
this  chapel  on  the  campus  of  a  Christian 
college  is,  as  Dr.  Raper  indicates,  felt 
by  Mrs.  Rodgers  to  be  her  greatest  con- 
tribution to  posterity  and  the  highlight 
of  her  Christian  life.  She  has  no  chil- 
dren,- truly  has  she,  by  her  challenge 
gift,  chosen  a  fitting  tribute  to  her  late 
husband  and  a  means  to  strengthen  the 
spiritual  lives  of,  eventually,  thousands 
of  young  people  whom  she  will  never 
know.  Truly  can  Mount  Olive  College, 
by  meeting  that  challenge,  declare  right- 
ly, "0  LORD  our  God  ...  we  have  pre- 
pared to  build  thee  an  house  for  thine 
holy  name.  .  .  ."

Here's  a  recipe  Karen  discovered  the 
same  day  her  brother  said,  "I  just  can't 
eat  another  hamburger  anytime  soon!" 
It's  not  the  kind  of  thing  you'd  want 
three  times  a  week,  but  it  is  nice  for  a 
change. 

Season  a  pound  of  ground  you-know- 
what  with  about  two  tablespoons  chop- 
ped pickles,  one  egg,  salt,  pepper,  and  a 
small  onion  grated  or  chopped  fine. 
Spread  the  mixture  on  waxed  paper  or 
foil.  Top  that  with  about  a  cup  of 
creamed  potatoes,  and  roll  it  up  like  a 
jelly  roll  (don't  roll  up  the  paper  though!). 
Cut  into  slices  and  broil  about  three 
inches  from  the  heat  till  brown  on  each 
side— about  fifteen  minutes  altogether. 
It  is  good,  too,  if  you  top  the  slices  with 
grated  cheese  just  before  they  are  done. 

The  amounts  are  indefinite  because  we 
cook  "by  ear."  If  you  don't  like  onion, 
omit  it.  If  you  like  something  else,  in- 
clude it.  But  do  try  the  pickle— it's  un- 
usual. 

Prices  keep  rising,  and  we  keep  try- 
ing to  satisfy  the  family's  tastes  and 
needs  for  less.  We  get  so  busy  studying 
the  grocery  ads  that  we  forget  to  study 
the  Bible.  And  we're  apt  to  forget  that 
we  live  not  only  by  physical  bread  but 
"man  lives  by  every  word  that  proceeds 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  Lord"  (Deuter- 
onomy 8:3— The  Amplified  Bible.  We  al- 
ways need  the  Bread  that  gives  us 
strength  for  all  the  other  things  we  do. 
We're  really  hurting  ourselves  when  we 
cut  that  out  of  our  diet! 

Any  woman  who  denies  herself  the 
privilege  of  her  own  quiet  time  and 
meditation  might  deny  her  family  the 
serene,  loving,  and  understanding 
mother  they  deserve.  In  the  Lord's 
Prayer  we  pray,  "Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread"  (Matthew  6:11).  We  mustn't 
get  so  involved  with  feeding  our  bodies 
that  we  forget  to  feed  our  souls,  for  we 
need  daily  spiritual  bread,  too.  Don't 
forget  it!

He  shall  remain 
jle  to  give  the  Bible  sufficient  protec- 
on  in  the  future  to  preserve  it  against 
ie  more  subtle  attacks  from  atheistic, 
rofessed  Christian  teachers— teachers 
[ho,  according  to  the  Bible,  will  increase 
bth  in  number  and  in  their  subtlety  as 
lis  age  comes  nearer  and  nearer  to  its 
Itimate  end.  In  1  Timothy  6:20,  Paul 
'arned  Timothy  against  the  type  of  false 
iachers  who  apparently  are  most  suc- 
jssful  in  this  our  day.  "0  Timothy,  keep 
lat  which  is  committed  to  thy  trust, 
voiding  profane  and  vain  babblings,  and 
opositions  of  science  falsely  so  called: 
fhich  some  professing  have  erred  con- 
;rning  the  faith"  (see  1  Timothy  6:20, 
1).  Another  warning  by  the  same  writer 
3  the  same  recipient  could  not  better 
t  a  popular  class  of  false  teachers  of 
ur  day:  "Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  ex- 
ressly,  that  in  the  latter  times  some 
nail  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed 
i>  seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of 
ievils;  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy,-  hav- 
ig  their  conscience  seared  with  a  hot 
on"  (1  Timothy  4:1,  2);  "For  the  time 


will  come  when  they  will  not  endure 
sound  doctrine;  but  after  their  own  lusts 
shall  they  heap  to  themselves  teachers, 
having  itching  ears,-  And  they  shall  turn 
away  their  ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall 
be  turned  unto  fables"  (2  Timothy  4:3, 
4).  Why  was  Paul  imprisoned  by  the 
wicked,  ruthless  Nero?  The  answer  is 
simple:  He  wrote,  lived,  and  preached 
the  divine  message,  the  Word  of  God. 
Why  was  John  Wycliffe  tried  before  the 
prelate  and  priest  in  his  day?  Why  were 
his  bones  dug  up,  burned,  and  the  ashes 
thrown  to  the  River  Swift?  This  hap- 
pened because  he  gave  to  the  English- 
speaking  people  their  first  complete 
Bible  in  their  own  tongue.  Why  was 
William  Tyndale  imprisoned  with  neither 
book  nor  pen  for  18  months  and  then 
strangled  and  burned  at  the  stake?  Just 
for  one  reason— and  that  was  because  he 
gave  the  world  its  first  printed  Bible. 
Then  we  have  Martin  Luther.  Why  were 
he  and  fellow  reformers  persecuted? 
And  why  was  John  Huss  burned  at  the 
stake?  There  can  be  but  one  reason 
given:  It  was  just  simply  because  he 
preached  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
translated  the  Bible  into  the  language  of 
the  common  people. 

We  acknowledge  that  it  is  a  fact  that 
some  of  these  persecutions  are  not  car- 
ried out  in  some  of  the  countries  of  to- 
day. There  is  now,  however,  to  be  found 
the  same  opposition,  though  more  subtle, 
to  the  preaching  and  living  of  the  gospel. 
Even  the  same  schools  that  one,  two,  or 
three  generations  ago  were  founded  and 
run  by  devout,  evangelical  Christians  for 
the  primary  purpose  of  training  and  pre- 
paring missionaries,  pastors,  and  Chris- 
tian workers  in  the  various  fields  of 
Christian  services  are  for  the  most  part 
manned  now  by  liberals  who  propagate, 
in  their  classrooms  and  through  various 
other  school  facilities,  atheism  or  some 
false  religious  view.  The  satanic  forces 
are  more  subtle  in  this  our  day  than,  for 
example,  were  the  raving  maniacs  of 
Jesus'  day,  through  whom  demons  pos- 
sessing them  spoke  thusly,  ".  .  .  What 


have  we  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son 
of  God?  art  thou  come  hither  to  torment 
us  before  the  time?"  (Matthew  8=29). 
Instead,  the  most  damaging  individual 
probably  will  have  a  doctor's  degree 
from  some  famous  college,  university,  or 
seminary  and  may  be  like  one  of  the 
college  professors  under  whom  I  studied 
Christian  ethics.  In  addition  to  his 
teaching  and  his  close  relationship  to  a 
supposed  Baptist  university,  he  pastored 
a  Baptist  church  in  the  country  in  com- 
muting distance  from  Chicago.  He  did 
not  only  teach  philosophies  in  the  class- 
room contrary  to  those  taught  in  God's 
Word,  but  he  exerted  influence  over  his 
students  to  accept  nothing  in  the  Bible 
as  fact  that  could  not  be  proven  and 
understood.  My  Christian  friends  who 
now  attend  and  are  subjected  to  such 
atheistic  instruction  in  the  same  and 
similar  schools  tell  me  that  even  in  the 
past  few  years  a  great  change  has  come 
about,  both  in  the  student  body  and 
among  the  teachers  in  their  schools. 
They  report  that  fewer  than  ever  chal- 
lenge these  atheists,  and  that  a  large 
percentage  of  individuals,  pretending  to 
be  Christians  and  belonging  to  a  church, 
show  no  faith  in  God  or  in  His  word  by 
their  conduct  in  these  once  church-relat- 
ed institutions.  I  have  even  heard  of 
some  who  are  so  outspoken  against 
what  Christians  in  this  country  stand  for 
that  they  have  been  apprehended  by 
civil  authorities  and  charged  with  propa- 
gating communistic  principles— while  the 
church-related  school  acted  in  their  de- 
fense. This  being  the  case,  there  is  no 
wonder  that  our  government  branded 
one  of  the  well-known  religious  denomi- 
nations as  being  "pink"  during  World 
War  II.  Would  it  not  be  of  so  much  ad- 
vantage to  the  true  Christian  if  all  who 
are  propagating  the  devil's  doctrine 
would  accept  their  true  class  and  brand? 
Jesus  told  the  Pharisees  of  His  day  that 
instead  of  being  sons  of  Abraham  they 
were  sons  of  the  devil,  whom  they  fol- 
lowed and  whose  doctrine  they  propa- 
gated. Such  teachers  and  preachers  of 
today  are  descendants  of  the  evil  one, 
and  their  converts  and  followers  are  of 
the  same  class;  unless  they  repent,  they 
shall  likewise  be  condemned  eternally. 

7.  The  fact  that  the  appeal  of  the  Bi- 
ble has  a  universal  outreach  is  ample 
proof  of  its  divine  origin.  It  has  been 
translated,  at  least  in  part,  into  more 
than  1,000  languages  and  dialects.  Meet- 
ing the  needs  of  human  hearts  alike  all 
over  the  world,  when  read  or  heard  and 
accepted,  the  Bible,  in  this  effect,  knows

"But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter 
into  thy  closet,  and  when  thou  hast  shut 
thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in 
secret;  and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in 
secret  shall  reward  thee  openly"  (Mat- 
thew 6:6).  God  promises  to  see  us  and 
hear  us  when  we  pray  to  Him  in  secret. 
He  also  promises  to  reward  such  prayers. 

"Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  labour- 
ers into  his  harvest"  (Matthew  9:38). 
The  year  1973  is  the  year  when  all  peo- 
ple who  love  God  hope  to  see  the  gospel, 
the  good  news  that  Jesus  died  to  save 
all  who  will  believe  in  Him,  taken  to 
every  person.  Are  you  telling  the  good 
news  to  others?  Are  you  praying  that 
God  will  give  workers  wisdom  as  they 
seek  to  carry  the  gospel  to  all  people 
here  at  home,  and  in  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth? 

"Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not 
into  temptation:  the  spirit  indeed  is 
willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak"  (Mat- 
thew 26:41).  Isn't  this  a  real  challenge 
to  pray  daily?  How  many  times  would 
God  keep  our  feet,  and  the  feet  of  those 
whom  we  love  so  dearly,  from  wander- 
ing into  the  paths  of  sin  if  only  we  would 
take  time  to  watch  and  pray— to  pray  not 
only  for  ourselves,  but  for  friends  and 
loved  ones  everywhere? 


Jesus  tells  us,  ".  .  .  men  ought  always 
to  pray,  and  not  to  faint"  (Luke  18:1). 
We  do  not  always  see  immediate  results 
of  our  praying  but  Jesus  tells  us  not  to 
grow  weary  in  our  prayer  life. 

"And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my 
name,  that  will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may 
be  glorified  in  the  Son.  If  ye  ask  any 
thing  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it.  If  ye  love 
me,  keep  my  commandments"  (John  14: 
13-15).  Jesus  promises  to  answer  our 
prayers  if  we  ask  for  things  in  His  name 
which  will  honor  and  glorify  God.  He 
says  that  if  we  love  Him  we  should  keep 
His  commandments.  His  commandments 
may  be  kep:  by  loving  God  with  all  our 
heart  and  loving  our  neighbor  as  our- 
selves. 

Remember  to  pray  for  every  phase  of 
our  denominational  work.

"PERFECT  HEART 
SUNDAY"  REPORTS 

L.  E.  Ballard,  Field  Secretary 
State  Sunday  School  Convention 

The  State  Sunday  School  Convention 
had  scheduled  Sunday,  February  11,  as 
"Perfect  Heart  Sunday"  for  all  Free  Will 
Baptist  Sunday  schools.  On  that  Sunday, 
however,  the  weather  was  so  bad  that 
only  a  very  few  schools  over  the  eastern 
part  of  the  state  were  able  to  have  the 
school  at  all.  The  "Perfect  Heart  Sun- 
day" was  rescheduled  for  March  11. 

Some  of  our  schools,  however,  went 
ahead  with  the  plan  the  Sunday  follow- 
ing the  original  date,  and  we  would  like 
to  share  with  readers  the  first  three  re- 
ports received. 

The  first  report  to  reach  us  was  from 
the  Sunday  school  of  our  publicity  direc- 
tor and  originator  of  the  plan,  the  Rev. 
Taylor  Hill. 

Brother  Hill  reports  that  his  church 
did  not  quite  reach  a  "perfect  heart"  in 
attendance  in  some  classes  because  of 
sickness.  "But,"  says  he,  "we  had  a 
39  percent  increase  over  our  last  year's 
average.  It  was  a  great  day  for  us.  It 
really  did  work!" 

The  second  report  received  was  from 
the  Smyrna  church  in  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference. Mrs.  Helen  Smith  writes  that 
she  bad  been  asked  to  set  up  the  pro- 
gram, which  had  to  be  postponed  from 
February  11  to  February  18.  "We  found 
it  hard  to  believe,"  says  Mrs.  Smith, 
"that  only  three  people  out  of  the  96 
present  on  February  4  forgot  to  bring 
their  part  of  the  heart  to  Sunday  school 
on  February  18.  Five  were  absent,  and 
four  of  these  we  understand  were  sick. 
The  most  impressive  part  was  that  we 
were  so  afraid  that  many  would  forget 
that  we  worked  toward  a  solution  that 
we  will  never  forget!  We  asked  that  in 
order  that  everyone  present  feel  a  part 
of  the  'perfect  heart'  that  he  come  to 
the  altar  for  the  benediction  and  place 
his  'personal  heart'  on  the  altar  for 
Christ.  This  was  a  beautiful  sight  with 
nearly  every  perscn  in  the  church  com- 
ing to  the  altar,  including  many  visi- 
tors." 

Mr.  Harold  Taylor  reports  that  the 
Little  Creek  Sunday  School  observed 
"Perfect  Heart  Sunday"  on  February  18, 
and  that  it  generated  a  lot  of  interest. 
Their  average  attendance  had  been  73, 
but  it  was  81  on  that  Sunday.  And  the 
offering  went  to  $50,  while  the  average

The  people  of  Saint  Mary's  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church,  Kenly,  North  Carolina, 
are  very  proud  and  thankful  for  progress 
that  the  church  has  made  in  the  last  few 
years. 

In  1970  the  church  decided  to  buy  a 
four  and  one-half  acre  tract  of  land 
across  the  road  from  the  church  building 
at  a  cost  of  $10,000.  It  was  bought  on 
a  four-year  purchase  plan.  In  January 
of  1972,  just  two  years  after  the  pur- 
chase, the  land  was  paid  for  in  full.  The 
Lord  has  really  blessed  the  efforts  of 
His  people. 

On  Sunday,  December  17,  1972,  dur- 
ing morning  worship,  a  special  land 
dedication  service  was  conducted  by  the 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Davie  Brinson.  After 
the  challenge  was  given  through  the 
morning  sermon,  entitled  "The  Church 
Dream,"  there  was  a  prayer  of  conse- 
cration for  the  property. 

The  property,  which  was  a  partially 
wooded  lot,  has  now  been  cleared.  With 
growth  of  church  attendance,  the  church 


had  been  $33.  The  school  has  nine 
classes. 

We  hope  to  receive  many  more  reports 
during  the  next  few  weeks,  and  we  plan 
to  share  some  of  them  with  readers  of 
The  Free  Will  Baptist. 


parking  lot  does  not  provide  ample  park- 
ing space.  The  new  lot  has  proved  very 
helpful  in  solving  this  parking  problem. 
The  young  people  have  already  enjoyed 
Softball  and  picnicing  there  also.  Future 
plans  call  for  an  activity-fellowship 
building  and  more  recreation  areas,  such 
as  for  basketball  and  badminton.  The 
church  feels  that  young  people  are  very 
important  for  the  church  of  tomorrow. 
The  congregation  is  trying  to  provide 
recreation  for  them  within  the  church 
under  Christian  leadership. 

The  Saint  Mary's  church  is  at  the 
present  time  in  a  seven-point  evange- 
listic program  which  includes  furthering 
the  ministry  of  the  church  through  bus- 
ing, mailing,  the  telephone,  visitation, 
tracts,  preaching  and  teaching,  and  ac- 
tivities. Each  of  these  types  of  ministry 
is  vital  for  growing  in  the  knowledge 
and  understanding  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.

The  Rev.  Frank  Crary,  who  will  author 
be  articles  on  the  boy  scout  program,  is 
yell  versed  in  scouting,  with  a  tenure  of 
jiore  than  50  years  of  scouting.  He  is  a 
(older  of  the  coveted  "Silver  Beaver," 
yhich  is  the  highest  recognition  given  for 
idult  leadership  to  youth. 


■  MOLDING  plane  is  a  very  specialized 
I  instrument.  In  the  hands  of  a  mas- 
ier  craftsman,  it  can  form  the  delicate 
jind  beautiful  curves  which  so  enhance 
he  quality  of  a  fine  piece  of  furniture. 
|t  has  limits,  however.  It  cannot  smooth 
ji  rough  board  into  a  piece  of  good  lum- 
per. That  is  a  job  for  a  jack  plane.  And, 


if  the  user  is  not  familiar  with  the  pur- 
pose of  the  molding  plane,  he  will  dig 
deep  gouges  and  ruin  a  piece  of  work. 

In  a  sense,  scouting  is  like  a  molding 
plane.  It  serves  well  when  it  is  put  to 
the  use  for  which  it  was  designed  by 
someone  who  has  become  well  versed  in 
its  purpose. 

The  use  for  which  scouting  is  design- 
ed is  to  help  boys  grow  in  citizenship 
through  programs  of  action,  with  a  great 
part  of  its  emphasis  in  the  out-of-doors. 

The  purpose  of  scouting  is  to  serve 
groups  working  with  youth. 

Thus,  scouting  is  a  tool  to  be  used  to 
help  boys  grow  in  citizenship  through 
programs  of  action  utilized  by  groups 
working  with  youth.  Various  groups 
that  work  with  youth  have  different  ob- 
jectives. For  the  case  in  point,  citizen- 
ship training  within  the  scope  of  the 
church  is  aimed  toward  growth  in  Chris- 
tian citizenship.  With  the  church  lead- 
ership as  the  master  craftsman  and 
scouting  as  a  fine  tool,  the  end  product 
can  be  one  of  high  quality. 

The  relationship  of  the  cabinetmaker 
to  his  molding  plane  is  simple.  The 
plane  is  part  of  his  regular  equipment. 
It  belongs  to  him.  But  what  about  the 
organizational  units  of  scouting?  To 
whom  do  they  "belong"? 

Scouting's  organizational  units  (pack, 
troop,  post)  are  operated  by  a  sponsor- 
ing institution  under  a  charter  issued  by 
the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  The  Original 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  sponsors  numer- 
ous scouting  units,  and  they  become  part 
of  the  churches'  organizational  structure. 
In  short,  they  "belong"  to  the  church, 
and  not  to  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 
This  type  of  relationship  gives  our 
churches  an  additional  opportunity  to 
work  with  our  boys  in  Christian  educa- 
tion. The  view  of  the  boy  scout  move- 
ment toward  this  kind  of  relationship  is 
best  seen  in  its  charter  and  bylaws. 

The  Boy  Scouts  of  America  maintains 
that  no  boy  can  grow  into  the  best  kind 
of  citizenship  without  recognizing  his 
obligation  to  God.  In  the  first  part  of 
the  scout  promise,  the  boy  declares,  "On 
my  honor  I  will  do  my  best  to  do  my 
duty  to  God."  The  recognition  of  God 
as  the  ruling  and  leading  power  in  the 
universe  and  the  grateful  acknowledge- 
ment of  His  favors  and  blessings  are 
necessary  to  the  best  type  of  citizenship 
and  are  wholesome  precepts  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  growing  boy.  The  Boy 
Scouts  of  America  therefore  recognizes 
the  religious  element  in  the  training  of 
a  boy,  but  it  is  absolutely  nonsectarian 
in  its  attitude  toward  that  religious 


training.  Its  policy  is  that  the  organiza- 
tion with  which  the  scout  is  connected 
shall  give  definite  attention  to  his  reli- 
gious life. 

When  one  of  our  churches  uses  scout- 
ing as  a  tool  to  enable  scouts  to  grow, 
scouting  becomes  a  real  part  of  the 
church.  There  are  unlimited  aids  for 
scouting  in  our  churches,  since  the 
scouting  program  is  essentially  religious. 
If  scouting  seeks  to  bring  a  boy's  faith 
into  his  life  through  ours  and  all  other 
churches,  isn't  it  time  for  us  to  heed 
the  calling  of  our  youth  and  scouting?

MISSIONS 


A  SATURDAY  IN  THE 
PHILIPPINES 

by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Ingram 

During  the  past  three  articles,  we  have 
covered  the  trip  to  the  Philippines,  and 
the  witnessing  of  the  gospel  from  house 
to  house.  This  is  done  four  days  a  week 
for  about  five  to  six  hours  per  day,  thus 
giving  a  total  of  more  than  twenty  hours 
per  week  in  personal  soul  winning.  Also, 
we  covered  the  training  sessions  that 
are  given  at  night  by  the  workers  to 
those  who  have  accepted  Christ  as  per- 
sonal Saviour.  These  sessions  are  held 
four  nights  per  week. 

This  brings  us  now  to  Saturday.  For 
some  time  now,  plans  had  been  made  to 
begin  a  type  of  boat  ministry  and  a  boat 
for  the  work  was  necessary.  Sometime 
last  fall,  approval  was  made  by  the  State 
Mission  Board  for  the  purchase  of  a 
boat.  This  was  built  there  in  Puerto 
and  had  been  finished  only  a  short  time 
before  my  arrival  in  the  Philippines.  It 
was  necessary  for  Brother  Harold  to  get 
a  drive  shaft  from  Manila,  so  they  had 
not  used  the  boat  before  this  time. 

Plans  were  made  for  the  families  of 
the  missionaries  and  me  to  go  on  a  pic- 
nic to  some  near  island  on  Saturday 
morning.  So  early,  Brother  Dela  Rosa, 
the  appointed  captain  of  the  boat,  went 
down  and  got  the  boat  ready  for  its  first 
voyage.  The  families  gathered  at  the 
pier  and  patiently  waited  for  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  boat.  Soon  we  saw  the 
brightly  colored  boat  coming  around  the 
edge  of  the  bay.  Its  colors  are  red, 
white,  and  blue.    As  it  drew  near,  we

could  see  the  name,  "Ang  Mabuting  Ba- 
lita"  written  on  the  side  in  Talalog.  This 
means,  "The  Good  News,"  in  English— 
a  very  appropriate  name  for  a  gospel 
boat. 

We  finally  boarded  the  boat  and  were 
off  for  the  picnic.  We  came  near 
enough  to  the  island  to  realize  that  the 
tide  was  out  and  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  us  to  get  to  shore  without 
getting  out,  so  we  decided  to  have  the 
picnic  on  the  boat. 

On  the  way  out,  Brother  Perocillo  pur- 
chased some  fish  from  a  man  who  was 
swimming  and  fishing  with  a  spear  gun. 
He  also  brought  an  octopus  for  eating 
after  returning  home. 

We  finally  anchored  the  boat  and  just 
sat  amazed  at  the  beauty  of  the  bottom 
of  the  bay.  Here  the  water  was  about 
five  to  six  feet  deep  and  was  as  clear  as 
a  crystal.  It  looked  like  a  giant 
aquarium.  The  little  fish  were  all  colors, 
swimming  in  and  out  the  cavities  of 
rocks  and  coral  on  the  bottom.  There 
was  coral  of  all  colors.  There  was  a  new 
beauty  in  each  spot  one  could  look. 

Well,  finally  time  came  for  lunch.  But, 
before  the  meal  was  served,  Brother 
Harold  looked  at  me  and  asked  if  I  were 
hungry.  I  said,  "I  sure  am."  He  re- 
plied, "I  hope  so,"  for  Brother  Perocillo 
was  preparing  one  of  the  fish  he  had 
bought  for  our  enjoyment.  Soon  he 
handed  me  a  piece  of  the  fish  and  I 
dipped  it  in  the  sauce  and  ate  it  raw. 
It  really  was  not  so  bad.  We  had  our 
lunch  and  made  our  return  back  home 
after  a  very  enjoyable  and  relaxing 
morning. 

After  reaching  home,  preparation  was 
made  for  the  Saturday  afternoon  visit 
to  the  prison.  We  were  to  be  there 
about  3  p.m.  Upon  arrival,  we  found 
the  men  working  around  the  prison  and 
soon  they  gathered  for  the  service.  Mrs. 
Perocillo  led  the  group  of  about  35  men 
in  the  gospel  choruses  and  Brother  Jones 
gave  the  Bible  lesson.  It  is  inspiring  to 
see  the  interest  shown  from  the  men  in 
the  presentation  of  the  Word  of  God. 
Their  hearts  seem  so  hungry  for  the  re- 
freshing message  that  only  the  Word 
of  God  can  supply.

(|  education;  the  Bible,  consequently, 
vjs  written  in  different  languages  and 
(,  dibits  different  styles  of  writing.  Cir- 
*  CjTistances  would  tend  to  anything  other 
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than  unity;  however,  we  have  brought 
to  us  in  clear  understandable  language 
this  one  Book,  with  one  message  clearly 
telling  the  story  of  the  one  and  only 
Saviour  of  all  mankind,  the  One  sufficient 
for  whosoever  will  come.  To  adequately 
tell  this  story,  prophecy,  history,  law, 
psalms,  proverbs,  parables,  and  sermons 
are  present— all  doing  their  legitimate 
part  in  telling  the  same  story  of  salva- 
tion from  sin  by  faith  in  the  shed  blood 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
Have  we  need  of  further  proof  of  the 
origin  of  this  wonderfully  adequate,  di- 
vinely inspired  Book? 

The  more  time  we  give  to  its  analyti- 
cal study,  the  more  we  thoughtfully  read 
it,  the  more  diligently  we  peruse  its  holy 
pages,  comparing  Scripture  with  Scrip- 
ture, the  more  convinced  we  are  that 
Paul  was  inspired  to  write,  "0  the  depth 
of  the  riches  both  of  the  wisdom  and 
knowledge  of  God!  how  unsearchable  are 
his  judgments,  and  his  ways  past  find- 
ing out!"  (Romans  11:33).  No  man  hav- 
ing only  natural  knowledge,  however 
gifted  and  learned  he  may  be,  will  ever 
comprehend,  for,  "But  the  natural  man 
receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of 
God:  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  him: 
neither  can  he  know  them,  because  they 
are  spiritually  discerned"  (1  Corinthians 
2:14).  Babes  in  Christ  are  invited  to 
feed  on  the  sincere  milk  of  the  Word 
that  they  may  grow  thereby,  but  as  one 
comes  to  age  he  is  admonished  to  make 
progress  and  to  depend  no  longer  upon 
his  milk  diet.  He  is  to  eat  strong  meat 
—that  is,  to  search  out  and  apply  the 
promises  and,  by  comparing  Scripture 
with  Scripture,  allow  the  Holy  Spirit  so 
to  control  and  direct  his  study  of  the 
Bible  that  he  rightly  interprets  and  ap- 
plies it  to  his  everyday  living.  One  may 
get  such  books  as  he  feels  the  need  for, 
but  the  Bible  is  first.  Then  such  books 
as  Synthetic  Study  of  the  Bible  by  Dr. 
James  M.  Gray,  What  the  Bible  Teaches 
and  How  to  Work  for  Christ  by  R.  A.  Tor- 
rey,  and  Christian  Theology  by  Dr.  P.  B. 
Fitzwater  are  recommended.

You  know  that  the  rulers  of  the  Gentiles 
lord  it  over  them,  and  their  great  men 
hold  them  in  subjection,  tyrannizing  over 
them.  Not  so  shall  it  be  among  you,-  but 
whoever  wishes  to  be  great  among  you 
must  be  your  servant,  And  whoever  de- 
sires to  be  first  among  you  must  be  your 
slave,-  Just  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not 
to  be  waited  on  but  to  serve,  .  .  ."  (Mat- 
thew 20:25-28)-The  Amplified  Bible. 

He  judges  not  only  what  we  do,  but 
our  attitude  as  we  do  it.  So,  in  His 
sight,  the  one  who  counts  most  may  be 
someone  you  and  I  would  hardly  notice. 

We  must  have  presidents  and  secre- 
taries, deacons  and  trustees,  and  no  one 
should  be  ashamed  of  serving  as  an  offi- 
cer in  the  church.  But  those  "in  author- 
ity" are  really  no  more  important  than 
the  others  who  never  have  a  title. 

Milton  said,  "They  also  serve  who  only 
stand  and  wait."  And  they  may  be  more 
important  at  times  than  the  "doers."  It 
just  depends  on  how  we  conduct  our- 
selves, how  we  feel  about  it,  and  our 
reasons  for  serving.

God  Speaks  Through 
Christ 

Lesson  Text:  John  1:1-8,  14-18;  Acts  10: 
34-43;  Hebrews  1:1-4 

Memory  Verse:  John  1:18 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

God  has  something  to  say  to  us  today. 
He  wants  us  to  listen  to  Him  for  He 
has  many  things  we  need  to  hear.  In 
Old  Testament  times  God  spoke  to  His 
people  through  the  prophets  and  through 
His  Word.  In  New  Testament  times  He 
still  spoke  through  His  Word  after  the 
New  Testament  was  prepared,  but  in  a 
special  way  He  spoke  through  His  Son. 
The  more  we  know  Christ,  the  better  we 
can  hear  the  voice  of  God  speaking  to 
us. 

God  wants  man  to  know  that  He  cares 
for  him  and  He  can  best  relay  that  mes- 
sage through  the  Son.  When  we  see  the 
mercy  and  grace  of  Christ  we  are  really 
seeing  these  qualities  in  the  Father.  No 
longer  does  He  appear  to  men  as  a  stern 
taskmaster,  hating  us  for  our  sins,  and 
seeking  to  punish  us  for  them.  Christ 
came  to  show  that  God  loves  man 
despite  his  sins,  even  as  our  fathers  love 
us  when  we  do  wrong.  Christ  came  to 
reconcile  lost  man  to  a  loving  God,  and 
effected  that  reconciliation  at  the  cost 
of  His  life  on  the  Cross.  Christ  came  to 
reveal  to  man  that  he  has  an  eternal 
home  in  heaven  if  he  will  only  receive 
the  Son  as  Saviour.  Because  God  com- 
missioned Christ  to  come  to  earth  to  de- 
liver these  great  messages,  we  can  say 
that  it  was  the  Father  who  spoke  to  us 
and  still  speaks  today  through  His  Son, 
Christ  Jesus.

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  We  can  trust  the  message  of  the 
prophets. 

B.  Jesus  Christ  is  the  fulfillment  of 
the  revelation  of  God  found  in  the  Old 
Testament. 

C.  If  Jesus  holds  "all  things  by  the 


word  of  his  power,"  then  we  are  in  safe- 
keeping in  His  hands. 

D.  The  keeping  power  of  Jesus  rests  in 
the  reality  of  His  death  on  the  cross  and 
in  His  present  position  of  power  on  the 
throne  of  God. 

E.  God's  present  method  of  speaking  is 
through  the  Person  of  His  Son,  Jesus. 

F.  When  the  Word  was  first  made 
flesh,  He  was  seen  in  a  life  full  of  grace 
and  truth.  These  qualities  should 
characterize  the  life  which  has  accepted 
the  living  Word. 

G.  Centuries  of  receiving  from  the 
"fulness"  of  Jesus  have  not  exhausted 
the  supply.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

When  Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  way,  the 
truth,  and  the  life,"  He  could  not  have 
been  misunderstood  (see  John  14:6).  The 
claim  is  singular  and  exclusive.  There 
is  no  other  successful  way,  no  other 
necessary  truth,  no  other  worthy  life. 
"No  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by 
me." 

Occasionally,  a  shallow-thinking  indi- 
vidual says,  "We're  all  headed  for  heav- 
en; we're  simply  on  different  roads."  As 
pretty  as  this  sounds,  it  does  not  har- 
monize with  revealed  truth.  When  Jesus 
said  He  was  the  way,  the  singular  was 
deliberate  and  exclusive.  We  may  quick- 
ly reason  that  if  man  might  be  saved  by 
any  process  other  than  the  death  of 
God's  Son,  His  death  was,  at  least  to  that 
degree,  unnecessary.  But  Jesus  said,  "I 
am  the  way,"  and  either  the  statement 
is  literally  true,  or  He  spoke  an  untruth. 

Many  other  ways  have  been  proposed, 
to  be  sure.  There  are  those  who  advo- 
cate a  total  reliance  upon  one's  own 
reason  or  wishes.  "If  it  is  not  true  to 
me,  if  my  own  reason  does  not  approve 
or  understand,  it  is  false,"  they  say. 

If  all  our  actions  required  full  under- 
standing before  they  were  done,  we 
would  never  touch  another  electric 
switch,  for  we  neither  understand  the 
electricity  nor  the  light  it  produces.  We

IND  A  BOY 


Does  your  church  have  boys  eight, 
le,  and  ten  years  old?  Do  you  know 
ys  in  your  community  of  this  age 
oup  who  do  not  attend  church  and 
nday  school?  Perhaps  you  have  boys 
your  community  who  do  not  have  a 
lurch  which  they  can  call  their  own. 
is,  you  have  these  boys  unless  your 
jiurch  has  the  cub  scouting  program 
id  has  invited  boys  who  do  not  have  a 
iiurch  to  be  a  part  of  your  program. 

Now,  let's  try  a  little  exercise.  Take 
^ur  right  hand,  make  it  into  a  fist,  and 
ijld  it  straight  out  in  front  of  you.  Now 
ee  your  first  finger  from  the  fist  and 
Dint  with  it.  Point  it  out  into  your 
immunity  at  those  "kids  who  are  al- 
lays in  trouble."  Point  it  at  the  parents 
f  those  "kids"  who  don't  go  to  church, 
ut  now  let's  really  get  serious  with 
Jrselves  and  notice  that  when  we  point 
lis  one  finger  at  our  youth  that  the 
firee  bottom  fingers  of  this  fist  are 
ointing  back  at  us.  What  are  we  do- 
kj  for  our  youth?  Is  it  just  a  lot  of 
jp?  Something  to  think  about,  isn't 
? 

Last  week  in  our  scouting  article  we 
poke  of  the  master  craftsman  and  his 
pols  being  used  to  make  a  fine  piece  of 
Urniture.  Now  let's  think  about  an- 
jther  skilled  man— the  carpenter.  You 
jannot  find  a  carpenter  who  can  build  a 
]ome  for  you.  He  can  only  build  you  a 
louse.  It  is  you  and  your  family  who 
make  it  a  home.  Factors  beyond 
jour  control  may  determine  the  kind  of 
jouse  you  will  have,  but  only  you  can 
letermine  the  kind  of  home  it  will  be. 
he  process  which  changes  a  house  into 
f  home  is  living  and  learning  and  grow- 
ing together.  This  process  of  building 
I  home  is  far  too  important  to  be  al- 
lowed to  happen  by  chance.  You  must 
letermine  the  type  of  home  you  want, 
md  everything  you  say  and  do  in  it  will 
letermine  whether  you  will  succeed. 


And  for  the  children  in  your  home,  there 
is  no  tomorrow!  At  the  age  of  eight, 
your  son  has  only  a  few  more  short 
years  of  boyhood.  Tomorrow  is  too  late 
to  begin  to  think  about  the  atmosphere 
of  your  home  life,  and  what  you  do  to- 
day is  the  only  thing  that  really  counts. 
By  what  happens  in  your  home  now— to- 
day—you  are  determining  your  son's  fu- 
ture memories  of  his  parents  and  home. 
And,  in  a  very  real  way,  his  memories  of 
his  life  with  you  in  your  home  will  con- 
tribute to  the  home  life  of  his  own  fam- 
ily when  he  grows  to  manhood.  So  every- 
thing you  do  now  counts  doubly.  And 
what  you  do  with  your  son  in  the  home 
reflects  in  all  of  his  activities  outside 
the  home.  In  fact,  your  son  is  an  am- 
bassador of  the  home. 

Cub  scouting  is  a  home-centered  pro- 
gram of  boy-action,  boy-achievement, 
boy-health,  and  boy-helpfulness— de- 
veloped through  much  scientific  research 
and  testing  by  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America 
and  our  church. 

The  program  has  been  developed  es- 
pecially for  parents  of  eight-,  nine-,  and 
ten-year-old  boys  to  use  with  and  for 
their  sons.  It  makes  good  use  of  a  period 
in  a  boy's  life  that  might  otherwise  be 
left  to  pure  chance.  It  gives  the  boy 
something  to  work  for,  something  to 
look  forward  to,  and  the  program  is  as 
American  as  apple  pie. 

In  cub  scouting  the  whole  family- 
Mother,  Dad,  and  Jimmy— has  a  chance 
to  enjoy  things  together  in  the  home. 
It's  the  way  a  family  is  meant  to  operate. 

Cub  scouting  helps  parents  answer 
that  eternal  question,  "What  can  I  do 
now?,"  posed  by  every  youngster.  Too, 
it  provides  opportunities  for  dads  and 
sons  to  do  things  together. 

The  cub  scout  program  includes  a  plan 
of  advancement  through  four  ranks,  dur- 
ing which  boys  learn  by  doing.  Upon 
entering  the  pack,  the  boy's  parents 


teach  him  his  bobcat  (entrance)  require- 
ments. Then,  if  he  is  eight  years  old, 
he  begins  to  earn  twelve  achievements 
toward  his  wolf  cub  scout  rank;  if  nine, 
he  strives  to  become  a  bear,-  if  ten,  he 
enters  a  field  of  challenging  activities 
aimed  at  preparing  him  to  become  a  boy 
scout  at  eleven  by  completing  his  webe- 
los  rank. 

Activities  are  so  planned  that  in  each 
rank  the  achievements  require  a  little 
more  skill,  a  little  more  responsibility 
than  was  expected  of  him  in  the  preced- 
ing rank.  And  always  it  is  Mother  and 
Dad  who  certify  that  their  son  has  done 
his  best  in  earning  the  achievements. 

At  the  weekly  den  meetings,  a  cub 
scout  starts  an  activity.  Perhaps  it's  a 
handicraft  project,  or  practicing  a  stunt 
for  the  next  pack  meeting.  Then,  dur- 
ing the  week,  with  Mother  and  Dad  to 
help  and  encourage  him,  he  finishes  the 
handicraft  project  or  perfects  his  stunt. 
If  it  happens  to  be  something  required 
in  one  of  the  achievements,  then  Mother 
or  Dad  signs  his  cub  scout  book.  Thus 
Mother  and  Dad  and  the  home  tie  in 
with  cub  scouting  every  day  of  the  week, 
as  well  as  once  a  month  at  the  pack 
meeting. 

Drive  down  any  street  or  road  some 
fine  day  and  observe  eight-,  nine-,  and 
ten-year-old  boys  at  play.  Know  what 
you'll  see?  The  whole  neighborhood 
gang  will  be  gathered  in  one  yard,  be- 
cause that's  the  nature  of  boys.  Boys 
play  in  gangs.  Some  folks  would  say 
they're  gregarious— to  use  a  six-bit 
word.  In  almost  every  neighborhood, 
there  is  a  gang  of  eight-,  nine-,  and  ten- 
year-olds.  They  form  a  natural  play 
group  and  a  great  deal  of  their  time  is 
spent  in  play— together.  They  have  no 
adult  leadership,  and  most  of  their  ac- 
tivities are  meaningless.  This  is  the 
group  that  needs  cub  scouting  to  give 
them  direction  and  purposefulness  in 
their  activities.  In  cub  scouting,  this 
gang  becomes  the  den.  Den  meetings 
are  held  once  a  week— under  the  leader- 
ship of  a  den  mother— usually  a  mother 
of  one  of  the  members  of  the  den.  At 
the  meeting,  usually  in  the  den  mother's 
home  or  church,  the  boys  in  the  den  play 
games,  do  tricks  and  puzzles,  work  on 
handicraft  projects,  and  get  ready  for  the 
fun  when  all  the  dens  meet  together  at 
their  monthly  pack  meeting. 

Once  every  month  the  dens  and  their

Three  Cleveland  (Ohio)  men  en  route 
to  their  work  were  killed  by  a  train  at  a 
railway  crossing. 

In  explaining  to  policemen  how  the 
tragic  accident  occurred,  E.  J.  Herris,  the 
fireman  on  the  locomotive,  said,  "I  saw  the 
auto  approaching  the  grade  crossing.  The 
driver  of  the  car  slowed  down  about  thirty- 
five  feet  from  the  tracks,  then  speeded  up. 
The  locomotive  struck  the  car  broadside." 

Three  men  were  killed,  two  women 
widowed,  and  four  children  orphaned  be- 
cause the  driver  took  a  chance.  He  thought 
that  he  had  time  to  clear  the  crossing  ahead 
of  the  oncoming  train. 

Many  go  into  a  lost  hereafter  thinking 
that  there  is  still  time  enough  to  settle  the 
all-important  question,  Where  will  I  spend 
eternity? 

Fraught  with  the  greatest  consequence  is 
the  moment  when  we  hear  in  our  hearts 
God's  beseeching  plea,  "Give  me  thine 
heart."

How  the  Child  Is  Lost 
Many  boys  and  girls  are  lost  without  be- 
ing kidnapped,  thus  never  causing  a  na- 
tionwide search  for  them.  They  are  lost 
without  any  dramatic  excitement.  Still, 
they  are  lost. 

Fathers  lose  their  boys  by  being  so  pre- 
occupied with  business  and  unimportant 
social  engagements  that  there  is  no  time 
left  to  be  a  confidant  and  a  companion  to 
the  boys. 

Mothers  lose  their  daughters  by  being  so 
engrossed  with  things  of  no  lasting  worth- 
whileness  that  no  time  is  left  to  pray  with 
them  and  play  with  them  and  enter  un- 
derstandingly  into  their  problems. 

The  church,  too,  loses  many  of  the  boys 
and  girls  by  neglecting  to  provide  whole- 
some, character-building  recreation  and  by 


failing  to  challenge  them  with  places  of 
responsibility  and  leadership  in  the  church. 

And  so  fathers,  mothers,  and  the  church 
are  sadly  looking  for  lost  boys  and  girls 
whom  they  might  have  kept  if  they  had  in- 
vested some  time  and  shown  real  concern 
for  their  spiritual  welfare.—  Adapted  from 
Child  Welfare  Magazine.

After  a  good  night's  sleep  and  antici- 
pation of  the  worship  service  the  follow- 
ing day  (Sunday  morning),  we  awoke  to 
a  new  day  of  excitement.

"Any  tribute  to  Mr.  Morris  would  be 
incomplete  without  blending  his  life 
with  that  of  his  beloved  wife.  The  New 
Testament  says  that  a  man  shall  leave 
his  father  and  mother  and  cleave  unto 
his  wife,  and  they  twain  shall  be  one 
flesh.  Ruth,  of  the  Old  Testament,  in 
speaking  of  her  mother-in-law,  said  on 
one  occasion:  ".  .  .  Intreat  me  not  to 
leave  thee,  or  to  return  from  following 
after  thee:  for  whither  thou  goest,  I  will 
go;  and  where  thou  lodgest,  I  will  lodge: 
thy  people  shall  be  my  people,  and  thy 
God  my  God"  (Ruth  1:16). 

"These  passages  from  the  Old  Testa- 
ment and  the  New  have  undergirded  the 
love  and  faithfulness  of  these  two  ser- 
vants of  God— for  they  are  as  one,  and 
whether  it  be  a  step  or  a  mile  they  must 
go,  they  tread  it  together— in  sickness 
and  in  pain;  in  health  and  in  illness;  in 
weakness  or  in  strength;  in  working  and 
serving,  they  walk  side  by  side— beauti- 
fully, willingly,  and  tirelessly  to  lead  all 
those  whom  they  meet  to  God. 

"When  we  thank  God  for  them,  we 
must  always  use  the  word  'blessing'  in 
the  plural— not  because  there  are  two  of 


them— but  because  their  blessings  to 
are  many,  many!"

Mrs.  Celia  Hart  Garris  Receives  Certificate 


President  W.  Burkette  Raper  of  Mount 
Olive  College  presented  Mrs.  Celia  Hart 
Garris  with  a  certificate  of  appreciation 
at  her  home  in  Ayden,  North  Carolina, 
on  Thursday,  March  1.  The  certificate, 
given  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
President  Raper,  cited  Mrs.  Garris's  gen- 
erous support  of  the  Hart  Endowment 
and  the  development  programs  of  Mount 
Olive  College. 

In  presenting  the  certificate,  Dr.  Raper 
began  by  remarking,  "They  say  to  give 
folks  the  roses  while  they're  living. 
This  isn't  a  rose,"  he  continued,  and 
then  went  on  to  tell  her  just  what  it 
was,  reading  the  inscribed  citation.  Dr. 
Raper  spoke  warmly  to  Mrs.  Garris  as 
he  told  her  that  this  was  "something  we 
give  only  to  very  special  people."  He 
concluded  by  saying  that  the  presenta- 
tion, on  behalf  of  the  College,  was  made, 
"most  of  all,  to  tell  you  that  we  love 
you."  The  certificate  of  appreciation 
was  a  surprise  to  Mrs.  Garris.  She  was 
touched  by  the  gesture  and  by  Dr. 
Raper's  words,  and  responded  by  ex- 
pressing her  deep  appreciation  to  him. 

Mrs.  Garris  is  ninety-two  years  old,  a 
lifelong  resident  of  Ayden,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ayden  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church.  The  woman's  auxiliary  of  her 
church  is  named  for  her. 

A  women's  dormitory  on  the  campus 
of  Mount  Olive  is  named  for  Mrs.  Gar- 
ris's father,  William  Franklin  Hart,  and 
his  brother,  Jesse  Tedock  Hart.  Both 
men  in  their  day  were  leaders  in  educa- 
tional work  among  Free  Will  Baptists.

The 
Hart  Endowment,  mentioned  specifically 
in  the  certificate,  was  begun  in  1958  by 
Mrs.  Garris  and  her  family,  and  has  been 
a  growing  source  of  funds  for  the  Col- 
lege since  that  time. 

After  the  presentation,  Mrs.  Garris's 
daughter,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hill,  with  whom  she 
makes  her  home,  held  a  small  reception 
for  close  friends  and  relatives.

8i  because  those  nations  became  im- 


moral.  The  marriage  relation  between 
husband  and  wife  and  the  purity  of  the 
young  people  were  not  as  a  whole  re- 
garded as  sacred  or  necessary  any  long- 
er, so  God  allowed  the  nations  that  tol- 
erated immoral  practices  to  decay  and 
fall  prey  to  their  own  immorality  and 
generally  degraded  conduct.  He  also

There  is  to 
be  a  payday  someday  and  God's  Word 
says,  "Be  not  deceived;  God  is  not  mock- 
ed: for  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that 
shall  he  also  reap.  For  he  that  soweth 
to  his  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  cor- 
ruption; but  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit 
shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life  everlasting" 
(Galatians  6:7,  8);  "Therefore,  brethren, 
we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to  live 
after  the  flesh.  For  if  we  live  after  the 
flesh,  ye  shall  die:  but  if  ye  through  the 
Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body, 
ye  shall  live"  (Romans  8:12,  13);  "Mor- 
tify therefore  your  members  which  are 
upon  the  earth;  fornication,  unclean- 
ness,  inordinate  affection,  evil  concupis- 
cence, and  covetousness,  which  is  idol- 
atry: For  which  things'  sake  the  wrath 
of  God  cometh  on  the  children  of  dis- 
obedience: ...  But  he  that  doeth  wrong 
shall  receive  for  the  wrong  which  he  hath 
done:  and  there  is  no  respect  of  persons" 
(Colossians  3:5,  6,  25).  Read  the  inter- 
vening verses  of  this  last  passage.  God 
so  writes  to  us  that  He  may  keep  us 
from  going  headlong  to  this  yawning 
abyss  of  destruction  prepared  for  the 
devil  and  his  angels  into  which  all  in- 
dividuals, tribes,  and  nations  that  do 
not  repent  shall  finally  be  cast  alive. 
"And  I  saw  the  beast,  and  the  kings  of 


the  earth,  and  their  armies,  gathered  to- 
gether to  make  war  against  him  that 
sat  on  the  horse,  and  against  his  army. 
And  the  beast  was  taken,  and  with  him 
the  false  prophet  that  wrought  miracles 
before  him,  with  which  he  deceived  them 
that  had  received  the  mark  of  the  beast, 
and  them  that  worshipped  his  image. 
These  both  were  cast  alive  into  a  lake 
of  fire  burning  with  brimstone"  (Reve-

We  are 
told  that  the  events  in  the  life  of  Israel 
that  caused  God  to  judge  and  punish  her 
and  others  who  disobeyed  were  written 
of  in  the  Old  Testament  for  our  admoni- 
tion. "For  if  God  spared  not  the  angels 
that  sinned,  but  cast  them  down  to  hell, 
and  delivered  them  into  chains  of  dark- 
ness, to  be  reserved  unto  judgment;  And 
spared  not  the  old  world,  but  saved  Noah 
the  eighth  person,  a  preacher  of  righ- 
teousness, bringing  in  the  flood  upon  the 
world  of  the  ungodly,-  And  turning  the 
cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrha  into  ashes 
condemned  them  with  an  overthrow, 
making  them  an  ensample  unto  those 
that  after  should  live  ungodly"  (2  Peter 

2:4-6). 

Th  events  in  which  people  did  evil  and 
were  punished  are  brought  before  us  in 
the  Bible  to  discourage  us  in  disobe- 
dience and  to  warn  us  of  the  ill  conse- 
quences that  are  surely  to  follow.

Then  he  continued 
nervously,  "But  don't  you  think  you 
ought  to  resign?" 

"Resign?  Why?"  sputtered  the  sur- 
prised man  of  God. 

"Because,"  continued  the  spokesman 
for  the  official  board,  "there  has  not 
been  a  single  convert  in  our  church  this 
whole  year." 

"Oh,  surely  it  has  not  been  that  bad," 
the  stunned  minister  objected.  He  reach- 
ed for  the  record  book  at  the  corner  of 
his  desk.  "H'm,"  he  muttered  as  he 
paged  through  it.  "Indeed,  the  past 
twelve  months  have  been  dull."  Then 
he  perked  up  a  little.  "But  it  isn't  quite 
as  bad  as  you  suggest."  The  pastor 
smiled  slightly.  "There  has  been  one 
conversion  this  year,  thank  God." 

"Who?"  hissed  a  deacon  in  tones  be- 
traying unbelief. 

"Bobby  confessed  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  his  Saviour  this  year,"  the  min- 
ister informed  his  board. 

"Bobby?"  exclaimed  an  official  with 
a  patronizing  smile.  "Why  he's  just  a 
child!" 

"He's  too  young,"  objected  another. 
"He  shouldn't  count!" 

"What  good  is  one  little  boy?"  a  third 
deacon  demanded.    "What  can  he  do?" 

What  did  this  one  little  boy  do?  Bob- 
by didn't  do  much,  to  be  sure,  during 
the  next  few  years.  But  as  he  grew  old- 
er the  youth  approached  his  pastor,  who 
somehow  had  managed  to  weather  the 
storm  the  deacons  brewed  and  had  re- 
mained in  his  pastorate.

Bobby  won  world-wide  fame  when  he 
led  a  notorious  African  chieftain  named 
Sechele  to  Christ.  "Why,  that's  the 
eighth  wonder  of  the  world!"  a  white 
official  in  Africa  exclaimed  when  con- 
fronted with  undeniable  proof  of  this 
hitherto  troublesome  native's  new  man- 
ner of  life! 

Because  the  efforts  of  this  one  little 
boy  did  count,  "Now  we  find  more  or 
less  Christianized  communities  extend- 
ing from  Kuruman  to  near  the  Zambesi 
(river),"  an  entry  in  Encyclopaedia  Britan- 
nica  relates. 

Single-handedly  Bobby  translated  the 
entire  Bible  into  Bechuana,  the  language 
of  Bechuanalandl 

Bobby  never  relented  in  recognizing 
that  the  supreme  mission  of  his  life  was 
to  convert  heathens  to  Christ.  Never- 
theless, he  apparently  also  was  the  first 
missionary  to  champion  the  importance 
of  inducing  savages  to  adopt  the  habits 
of  civilization.  Bobby  showed  the  na- 
tives how  to  become  builders,  carpenters, 
farmers,  gardeners,  and  smiths.  He  or- 
ganized their  language  into  writing  and 
taught  natives  how  to  read  and  write. 

In  the  year  1840,  David  Livingstone 
landed  at  Port  Natal  in  South  Africa.  He 
shortly  made  the  acquaintance  of  Bobby 
and  his  family.  David  fell  in  love  with 
Bobby's  daughter,  and  they  married.  His- 


torians generally  credit  Livingstoili 
father-in-law  with  turning  the  famlj 
missionary-explorer's  career  in  the  di> 
tion  it  took.  Had  it  not  been  for  ji 
boy  the  deacons  thought  shouldn't  coifl 
Livingstone  might  have  pursued  a  rfl 
tively  mediocre  ministry!

Lesson  Text:  Isaiah  52:13-53:12;  Mat- 
thew 26:1-5 

Memory  Verse:  Isaiah  53:5 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Redemptive  suffering  is  that  which  is 
planned  to  save  something  or  someone. 
This  was  the  kind  of  suffering  Christ 
experienced  on  the  Cross.  Man  was  lost 
in  his  sins,  had  gone  far  astray  from 
God,  and  was  helpless  in  his  efforts  to 
redeem  himself.  Christ,  in  His  under- 
standing of  this  and  His  compassion  for 
lost  man,  offered  Himself  as  the  willing 
sacrifice  for  man's  sins.  Thus  He  came 
to  earth,  lived  among  men,  taught  them 
the  way  of  life,  and  then  suffered  and 
died  for  them.  This  was  not  done  by 
accident;  rather,  it  was  in  the  divine  will 
of  God  who,  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world  was  laid,  planned  man's  redemp- 
tion. The  sufferings  went  along  with 
the  sacrifice  because  Christ  was  willing 
to  pay  the  full  measure  of  devotion  for 
those  who  could  not  pay  it  for  them- 
selves.

A  certain  man  said,  "When  I  work,  I 
work  hard;  when  I  play,  I  play  hard;  but 
when  I  worry,  I  go  to  sleep."  Psycholo- 
gists agree  that  sleep  is  one  of  our  most 
effective  escape  mechanisms.  But  a  bet- 
ter solution  for  worry  than  sleep  is  pray- 
er. 

The  children  have  learned  to  sing, 
"Why  Worry  When  You  Can  Pray?" 
(number  22  in  "Youth  Favorites").  They 
sing  so  happily  one  wonders  if  they  ever 
worry  about  anything. 

Yes,  children  worry.  Everything  is 
important  to  youngsters.  Getting  to 
school  on  time  is  as  important  to  them 
as  getting  to  work  is  to  us.  They  worry 
about  dressing  correctly,  pleasing  teach- 
ers, friends,  and  parents,-  and  they  want 
their  associates  to  keep  the  rules  and 
live  right.  Don't  say  they  worry  on  a 
smaller  scale  than  we  only  because 
they're  younger  with  less  experience. 
Their  concerns  are  as  meaningful  to  them 
as  ours  are  to  us.  Learning  to  pray  about 
them  is  one  right  step  toward  being  a 
better  adult. 

Worry  is  companionable— it  silently 
follows  us  around  wherever  we  go.  How 
can  prayer  help  us  quit  worrying? 

Prayer  can  do  at  least  three  things 
for  us.  First,  in  stating  the  worry  we 
know  if  it's  a  real  situation  or  just  a 
feeling  of  apprehension.  If  we  can't  put 
it  into  words,  it  may  be  a  touch  of  indi- 
gestion, or  not  enough  exercise. 

Second,  by  telling  God  about  it,  we 
find  which  things  we  can  untangle  alone, 
which  are  beyond  our  control,  and  which 
are  real  riddles  for  us  but  which  He  can 
solve. 

Third,  we  experience  for  ourselves 
Psalm  55:22,  "Cast  thy  burden  upon  the 
LORD,  and  he  shall  sustain  thee:  .  .  .  ." 
For  as  we  pray,  He  removes  certain  prob- 
lems, shows  the  solution  for  some,  and 
gives  us  strength  to  accept  others. 

Worry  fosters  more  worry,  but  prayer 
produces  peace.

SHE  SHAMED  ME  BY  HER  PRAYER 

The  lady  wasn't  attractive,  nor  dressed  in  the  best  of  taste;  but 
my  preconceived  opinion  of  her  changed  quickly  when  I  saw  her  bow 
her  head  in  prayer. 

The  restaurant  wasn't  packed;  in  fact,  there  were  fewer  present 
than  had  been  at  other  times  when  I  had  eaten  there ;  so  I'm  certain  that 
the  lady's  prayer  was  not  for  the  purpose  of  impressing  anyone.  She 
was  seated  directly  across  the  counter  from  me,  easily  within  view, 
thus  requiring  very  little  effort  on  my  part  to  observe  her,  though  I 
didn't  do  so  intentionally. 

Very  quietly,  she  bowed  her  head,  clasped  her  hands  together  in 
the  traditional  manner,  and  prayed  silently  over  the  tray  of  food  that 
had  been  placed  in  front  of  her  by  a  rather  dour  waitress.  The  lady's 
prayer  wasn't  one  of  those  little  "quickies"  that  this  editor  often  prays. 
Rather,  it  was  a  bit  lengthy  for  a  grace,  giving  notice  that  the  lady  was 
in  no  particular  hurry  to  eat  what  had  been  placed  before  her,  hungry 
or  not.  She  expressed,  at  least  to  this  editor's  mind,  a  reverent  air — a 
sincerity  which  obliterated  the  knowledge  that  perhaps  there  were  those 
around  who  thought  that  she  was  pious.  She  seemed  oblivious  to  their 
thoughts  or  possible  criticism  or  misunderstandings.  She  was  intent 
on  one  thing:  prayer. 

Obviously  this  was  a  custom  for  this  lady — this  offering  of  grace 
— for  she  did  it  automatically,  but  still  projecting,  at  least  toward  this 
editor,  a  quiet  reverence  that  bespoke  more  of  her  inner  nature  than 
her  outer  appearance. 

For  what  did  she  pray,  other  than  the  offering  of  thanks?  This 
editor  doesn't  know.  Probably  no  one  knows  except  her  and  God.  Per- 
haps there  was  some  problem  that  needed  the  Lord's  help;  perhaps  she 
was  thanking  Him  for  a  son  who  had  returned  safely  from  the  war. 
Who  knows  ?  The  fact  is  that  this  editor  had  not  even  bowed  his  head. 
He  had  offered  thanks,  sure — but  not  obviously — and,  it  shamed  him 
that  one  in  his  position  would  not  make  his  grace  a  witness  as  did  this 
lady. 

Certainly,  one  doesn't  have  to  bow  his  head  to  offer  grace.  Cer- 
tainly, one  doesn't  have  to  move  his  lips  or  close  his  eyes.  On  the  other 
hand,  doing  so  can  be  meaningful.  Maybe  some  soul — some  soul  needing 
counsel — seeing  one  unafraid  to  bow  in  prayer  could  be  led  to  speak  to 
a  praying  person  and  unloose  some  burden  for  possible  understanding 
and  help.    Again,  no  one  knows  but  God. 

As  we've  stated,  the  lady  wasn't  attractive.  Her  hat  didn't  match 
her  coat,  and  it  was  a  little  glittery  for  the  time  of  day;  nevertheless, 
this  editor,  had  he  been  a  person  with  a  problem,  would  have  felt  free 
to  talk  to  her  because  he  had  seen  her  offer  a  prayer  to  God;  and  he 
would  have  felt  that  hers  was  an  understanding  heart  and  a  compas- 
sionate spirit. 

Her  face,  though  not  pretty  at  first  glance,  took  on  a  kind  counte- 
nance, and  one  was  able  to  see  beyond  the  superficiality  of  her  irregular 
features.  Indeed,  this  editor  saw  beyond  her  face  and  saw  the  real  per- 
son. He  was  prompted  never  to  judge  so  quickly  by  appearance  (as  do 
many  of  us),  but  to  judge — if  it  be  a  proper  compulsion  at  all — by  ac- 
tions and  deeds. 

No,  the  lady  didn't  have  an  attractive  face  or  clothes,  but  this  editor's  guess  is  that 
she  is  beautiful  inside  and  much  loved  of  God;  and  indeed,  she  shamed  this  editor  by  her 
prayer.  If  ever  I  see  her  again,  I  must  tell  her  so.  Hers  was  a  witness  that  spoke  louder 
than  an  audible  prayer.  Silently,  yet  profoundly,  her  witness  was  heard  above  the  clatter 
of  dishes  and  the  humdrum  atmosphere  of  a  cold,  indifferent  restaurant.  As  she  got  up 
to  leave,  she  spoke  to  the  waitress:  "I  want  to  thank  you  for  that  delicious  meal.  It  was 
very  well  prepared."    That  said  something  too,  didn't  it? 

A  question:  When  was  the  last  time  you  offered  grace  in  a  public 
place?  Another  question:  When  was  the  last  time  you  commended  a 
waitress  for  her  service  or  thanked  her  for  the  meal?

As  I  thought  about  taking  people  for 
granted,  I  thought  about  the  many  times 
we  take  for  granted  our  pastor.  "He 
should  do  this  or  that,"  we  say.  I'd 
like  to  list  just  a  few  things  that  our 
pastors  do  have  as  their  responsibilities. 
On  Sunday  morning,  the  pastor  opens  the 
church,  turns  on  the  heat  or  air  condi- 
tioning. If  need  be,  he  opens  Sunday 
school  assembly.  He  teaches  a  Sunday 
school  class,-  he  preaches  the  Sunday 
morning  sermon.  At  night,  he  is  back 
at  church  to  teach  a  league  class  and 
then  on  to  preach  the  Sunday  night  ser- 
vice. But  wait— in  between  Sunday 
morning  and  night  he  may  visit  the  sick, 
marry  a  couple,  or  hold  a  funeral.  Dur- 
ing the  week,  he  is  going  here  and  there 
and  anywhere  necessary.  He  attends 
church  meelings.  Maybe  a  member  has 
a  serious  problem,-  he  is  there  "if  call- 
ed." Anytime  day  or  night,  he'll  come— 
"just  call."  Do  we  take  him  for  grant- 
ed? Do  we  say,  "We  pay  him.  He 
should  do  all  these  things"?  We  can 
never  pay  for  love  like  this.  We  are 
so  blessed.  I  know  of  churches  whose 
members  see  their  pastor  only  on  Sun- 
day mornings.  Take  a  good  look  at  your 
pastor  in  a  new  light.  Think  what  it 
would  be  like  if  we  had  no  pastor  to 
call.  No,  we  are  not  supposed  to  "wor- 
ship" a  paslor,  and  I'm  sure  ours  would 
be  the  first  one  to  tell  you  so.  Maybe 
our  pastor  doesn't  do  everything  to 
please  me.  But  he  didn't  come  to  this 
church  to  please  me:  He  came  to  work 
for  the  glory  of  God.  I  believe  that  when 
a  pastor  begins  to  try  to  please  all  the 
people  in  the  church,  he  has  lost  his 
own  and  only  purpose— and  that  is  to 
please  God. 

Do  we  take  teachers  for  granted? 
Have  you  ever  tried  to  teach?  I  hope 
that  teachers  don't  need  praise  to  do  for 
God  what  needs  to  be  done,  but  please 
don't  take  a  teacher  for  granted.  It  is 
just  as  much  one  Christian's  place  to 
teach  as  it  is  another's.  Teaching  takes 
more  than  just  reading  the  lesson;  there 
are  charts  to  make,  workbooks  to  be 
studied,  wall  displays  to  arrange  in  order 
to  tell  the  story  of  Christ,  and  so  many 
other  things  to  do— to  do  your  job  well. 

May  all  of  us  together  take  a  closer 
look  at  our  church  leaders  and  be  grate- 
ful for  them.  We  must  do  in  our  church- 
es the  things  that  need  to  be  done.

"JAIL  PREACHER" 

The  following  article,  written  by  an  in- 
mate at  the  Jackson  County  jail,  Marianna, 
Florida,  was  first  published  in  the  Jackson 
County  Floridian.  The  Rev.  Arnold  Wood- 
lief  is  a  Free  Will  Baptist  minister. 

We  who  have  been  in  the  cells  at  the 
Jackson  County  jail  in  Marianna,  Florida, 
for  the  past  five  times  that  the  Rev.  Ar- 
nold Woodlief  has  come  feel  that  it  is 
very  thoughtful  of  him  to  come.  He 
leads  us  in  a  time  of  spiritual  activity 
and  fellowship  by  means  of  preaching 
and  prayer.  When  we  have  seen  him, 
heard  his  voice,  or  have  simply  known 
that  he  was  at  the  jail,  we  have  always 
known  whal  to  expect.  His  services  have 
given  us  strength,  encouragement,  and 
have  possessed  us  with  the  strong  desire 
to  do  better.  There  has  not  been  the 
commotion  at  the  jail  that  there  has  been 
in  the  past.  It  pays  to  respect  the  truth 
that  we  have  come  to  understand.

He  is  a  preacher  who  will  not 
substitute  anything  for  the  gospel  of 
Christ.

Our  brick  church,  with  its  high  steeple 
and  tall  pillars  supporting  a  small  porch, 
looks  like  a  church.  But  it  took  a  stiff, 
whipping  wind  to  show  me  the  light. 

I  had  never  noticed  the  light  fixture 
before,  enclosed  in  a  metal  frame,  sus- 
pended on  a  heavy  chain.  The  wind 
blew  it  from  side  to  side,  the  full  length 
of  its  chain,  but  each  time  it  stopped, 
the  chain  was  straight  and  untwisted. 
When  the  wind  snapped  it  across  the 
porch,  the  frame  may  have  struck  the 
building,  but  the  light  remained  un- 
broken. 

I  wish  I  could  be  like  that— steady, 
sturdy,  shining.  But  when  I'm  ignored, 
I  want  to  shout,  "Hey!  Look  what  I've 
done!  Don't  you  know  how  hard  I've 
worked?" 

But  being  criticized  is  worse  than  be- 
ing ignored.  Then  I  want  to  crawl  off 
somewhere  and  hide.  Forgetting,  of 
course,  thai  He  said  we  should  expect 
no  praise  but  would  get  criticism. 

Other  times  when  I  see  people  going 
to  certain  places  or  doing  doubtful 
things,  I  want  to  say,  "Look  at  them, 
Lord.  See?  They're  doing  wrong.  I 
must  be  the  only  one  trying  to  follow 
you."  But  il  may  be  wrong  for  me  to 
judge  them  without  knowing  their  cir- 
cumstances. 

I  am  too  easily  swayed  when  I  should 
be  sure  of  myself.  The  Apostle  Paul  in 
1  Corinthians  15:58  said,  "Therefore... 
be  ye  stedfast"  (firmly  fixed  in  faith  or 
devotion  to  duty),  "unmoveable"  (never 
wavering,  never  shaken),  "always 
abounding"  (full  to  overflowing)  "in  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  .  .  .  ." 

To  say  it  another  way,  "On  account  of 
the  victory  promised  you  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  be  constant  and  se- 
cure, firm  and  rocklike,  continually  do- 
ing your  share  and  more  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord.  .  .  ."  Work  done  for  Him  is 
never  wasted. 

No,  I'm  not  the  steady,  sturdy,  shining 
light  I'd  like  to  be.   But  that's  my  goal.

jln  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Revelation, 


God  portrays  the  devil  as  a  red  dragon 
and  Israel  as  a  woman  clothed  with  the 
sun,  the  moon  under  her  feet,  and  wear- 
ing a  crown  of  twelve  stars.  This  wom- 
an is  in  the  process  of  becoming  the 
mother  of  the  child  Jesus,  the  Son  of 
God.  The  dragon  is  trying  to  hinder  her. 
The  devil  in  history  put  forth  great  ef- 
fort to  destroy  Israel  in  her  relationship 
with  God  by  making  the  idolatrous  heath- 
en worship  attractive  to  her,  but  God 
prepared  Babylon  and  Nebuchadnezzar  to 
overthrow  and  take  into  the  Babylonian 
captivity  a  remnant.  This  remnant  was 
purged  and  returned  to  the  land  of  Is- 
rael through  which  a  godly  ancestry, 
separated  unto  God,  was  a  fit  nucleus 
through  whom  He  brought  Jesus  into  the 
world.  In  Revelation,  God  presents  two 
beasts,  one  symbolizing  the  political 
world  and  the  other  the  religious  world. 
See  Revelation  13:11-18. 

In  Revelation  17  God  portrays  the 
beast  or  antichrist  as  being  ridden  by 
the  woman,  the  false  prophetess,  and  of 
course  being  controlled  by  her  as  a  man 
controls  the  horse  he  rides.  But  in  this 
picture  the  beast  not  only  rids  himself 
of  the  woman  (who  represents  false  re- 
ligion), but  her  body  is  given  to  the 
flames  and  she  is  completely  destroyed. 
It  is  then  that  the  people  in  the  power 
of  the  nations  (symbolized  by  the  beast) 
rejoice,  for  they  are  rid  not  only  of  good 
religious  restraints,  but  also  of  the  bad. 
Notice  that  this  woman  is  named:  "And 
upon  her  forehead  was  a  name  written, 
MYSTERY,  BABYLON  THE  GREAT,  THE 
MOTHER  OF  HARLOTS  AND  ABOMINA- 
TIONS OF  THE  EARTH"  (Revelation  17:5). 

In  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  Revela- 
tion, a  city  of  the  same  name  is  destroy- 
ed. Babylonism  or  Babelism  is  the  basis 
of  all  false  religions. 

See  Pages  202  to  218,  An  Exposition 
on  the  Book  of  Revelation,  by  Louis  T. 
Talbot. 

"It  was  in  the  city  of  Babel,  later  call- 
ed Babylon,  that  all  the  mystery  reli- 
gions began— those  religions  that  were 


destined  to  cover  the  earth  one  thousand 
years  later. 

"Early  in  the  Christian  era  Nero  and 
other  Caesars  cruelly  persecuted  the 
Christians.  Many  were  martyrs,  includ- 
ing Paul,  the  apostle.  Then  in  the  fourth 
century,  Constantine  came  to  the  throne. 
He  professed  conversion.  With  the  eye 
of  a  politician,  he  saw  that  those  first 
Christians  had  made  wonderful  strides; 
and  instead  of  persecuting  them— they 
were  now  numbered  about  four  million- 
he  thought  it  would  be  to  his  advantage 
to  favor  them.  But  he  was  never  saved, 
was  never  a  real  Christian.  If  you 
should  go  to  the  British  Museum,  you 
would  be  shown  coins  that  were  put  into 
circulation  at  the  time  of  Constantine. 
On  one  side  there  is  a  cross,-  on  the  other 
side,  a  picture  of  the  Temple  of  Bel  and 
one  of  the  sacred  symbols  of  Tammuz. 

"This  is  what  Constantine  did  when 
he  came  to  the  throne,  thus  bringing 
about  a  union  of  the  mystery  religion 
and  the  professing  church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  The  pope  of  Rome,  the  first 
bishop  of  Rome,  was  given  the  title 
'Pontifex  Maximus,'  and  every  pope  from 
that  day  to  this  has  borne  that  name 
upon  his  mitre.  To  quote  Dr.  H.  A.  Iron- 
side: 'The  very  fact  that  he  bears  that 
title  is  a  declaration  that  he  is  not  a 
successor  to  Simon  Peter,  but  is  rather 
the  successor  to  the  high  priest  of  the 
heathen  mysteries  that  began  away 
back  there  in  Babel.  When  Constantine 
came  to  the  throne  and  the  first  pope  as- 
sumed the  title,  'Pontifax  Maximus,'  all 
those  heathen  associations  and  cere- 
monies that  had  their  beginning  with 
Nimrod— the  worship  of  the  Queen  of 
the  Heavens,  the  eating  of  the  wafer, 
the  doctrine  of  purgatory,  the  wearing 
of  vestments,  and  the  observance  of  a 
thousand  and  one  lesser  mysteries— all 
these  were  brought  into  the  church,  and 
for  a  thousand  years  they  pervaded  all 
Europe.'  Thus  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  as  it  is  now  known,  with  all  its 
God-dishonoring  doctrines  and  practices, 
came  into  existence. 

"The  day  will  come  when  every  child 
of  God,  Catholic  and  Protestant,  will  be 
caught  away  from  this  earth,  when  the 
Son  of  God  returns  and  takes  away  the 
church.  At  that  time  there  will  be,  upon 
the  authority  of  God's  Word,  a  great 
union  of  all  the  godless,  Christless, 
bloodless  sects  and  divisions  of  Christen- 
dom. All  those  in  the  Protestant  church- 
es who  deny  the  deity  of  Christ,  His  vir- 
gin birth,  His  vicarious  atonement,  His 
bodily  resurrection,  and  all  the  funda-

DAVID  wasn't  sure  whether  he  wanted 
to  be  a  doctor,  a  lawyer,  a  baseball 
player,  or  an  astronaut— but  he  was  sure 
about  one  thing:  He  wanted  to  be  rich 
and  famous! 

"Good  enough,"  agreed  his  grand- 
father. "But  you  must  also  be  honor- 
able. Remember  the  words  of  Scripture: 
'A  man's  pride  shall  bring  him  low:  but 
honour  shall  uphold  the  humble  in  spirit' 
(Proverbs  29:23)." 

David's  grandfather  was  right.  For 
example,  Abraham  Lincoln  would  be  the 
first  to  say  that  without  honor,  a  man 
is  not  much  of  a  man  at  all  I  Any  of  our 
wise  and  good  forefathers  would  agree. 
They  would  also  say  that  a  job  done 
without  honor  is  not  a  good  job.  This 
is  because  God  made  honor  an  important 
part  of  men's  work,  and  what  a  man 
does  with  honor,  he  does  with  his  heart 
for  his  fellowman.  That  is  why  it  has 
God's  approval. 

Who  needs  this  honor?  Your  family 
and  friends  need  honor.  Your  school 
needs  honor,  and  the  town  you  live  in 
needs  honor.  Your  neighborhood,  in  fact, 
the  entire  world  especially  need  honor! 
A  country  needs  workers  who  won't  let 
it  down  with  lies  and  cheating.  They 
want  people  with  honest  hands  that  are 
ready  and  willing  to  work,  people  who 
can  be  relied  upon,  people  "to  whom 
God  hath  given  .  .  .  honour"  (see  Eccle- 
siastes  6:2),  people  who  believe  in  God 
and  live  God's  way. 

What  has  this  to  do  with  you?  Some- 
day, you  will  be  a  grown-up,-  someday 
you  will  have  to  take  on  a  job— a  big 


job.  Someday,  in  fact,  you  will  have  to 
run  our  world!

If  you  have  done 
a  lot  better  than  you  expected,  be  sure 
to  thank  God  for  helping  you.  Above  all, 
be  sure  to  not  cheat  yourself.  Make  up 
your  mind  that  growing  taller  and  get- 
ting more  handsome  are  not  enough.  Be 
a  man  of  honor.  You  won't  be  sorry.

Jesus  Christ  Is  King 

Lesson  Text:  Zechariah  9:9,  10;  John  18: 
33-37;  Philippians  2.5-1 1 

Memory  Verse:  Acts  2:36 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Rulers  of  the  earth  always  have  had 
to  strive  to  hold  on  to  their  right  to 
govern.  Their  sphere  of  rulership  is  al- 
ways restricted,  too.  Human  rulers  have 
a  limited  area  over  which  they  are 
supreme  and  have  that  for  only  a  cer- 
tain length  of  time. 

God  gave  Isaiah  a  vision  of  Himself 
at  a  time  of  great  national  corruption 
and  impending  devastation,  resulting  in 
discouragement  for  the  prophet.  Just 
when  he  needed  it  most,  Isaiah  was 
given  the  privilege  to  see  God  on  His 
throne  and  to  hear  from  angels  that  the 
whole  earth  is  filled  with  His  glory 
(see  Isaiah  6:1-8).  In  Isaiah's  vision  God 
was  seated  on  the  throne;  He  was  not 
grappling  for  power,  seeking  desperately 
to  maintain  His  position  as  men  do. 

In  His  wise  eternal  plan,  God  ordained 
that  His  Son  should  one  day  be  King  over 
all  the  earth.  Through  Him  God  would 
demonstrate  His  right  to  rule  on  the 
earth.  When  He  came  the  first  time, 
Christ  offered  Himself  as  Israel's  Saviour 
and  her  King. 

The  people  of  Israel  rejected  Christ  as 
their  King:  "We  will  not  have  this  man 
to  reign  over  us"  (see  Luke  19:14).  Be- 
cause of  this  rejection,  God  told  the  peo- 
ple that  the  kingdom  of  God  would  be 
taken  from  them  (see  Matthew  21:43). 
Christ  will  come  again  and  establish  His 
earthly  kingdom  (see  Revelation  20:1- 
10),  which  was  promised  by  the  Old 
Testament  prophets  and  by  Him  at  His 
first  advent. 

The  One  who  will  come  and  establish 
His  kingdom  on  earth  and  rule  the  world 
with  a  rod  of  iron  is  actually  King  at  the 
present  time  (see  Ephesians  1:20-22). 
People  and  spirits  may  disobey  the  King 
now,  however,  because  His  earthly  king- 
dom is  not  yet  established.  He  is  Lord 
of  heaven  and  earth  and  is  accomplish- 


ing  His  will  and  purpose.  What  He 
wants  most  from  those  who  have  trust- 
ed Him  as  personal  Saviour  from  sin  is 
that  they  allow  Him  to  be  King  in  their 
lives.

mentals  of  our  faith,  will  doubtless  re- 
turn to  the  Church  of  Rome.  In  that  day 
there  will  be  in  full  bloom  all  the  mysti- 
cisms that  had  their  beginning  in  Baby- 
lon. This  union  will  doubtless  be  the 
channel  through  which  the  mysteries  of 
Babel  will  continue. 

"And  when  also  we  look  at  its  fearful 
history,  with  the  awful  tortures  of  the 
Inquisition,  a  name  which  still  makes  us 
shudder,  we  are  filled  with  horror.  We 
are  told  that  tens  of  millions  were  cruel- 
ly martyred  and  done  to  death  in  the 
name  of  Christ  by  this  Church.

in  Yokohama  was  leveled.  Three-fourths 
of  Tokyo  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Nearly 
three  hundred  thousand  died,  and  two  and 
one-half  million  were  made  homeless.  Dis- 
ease and  despair  prevailed  throughout  the 
nation. 

The  American  people,  who  always  re- 
spond generously  in  times  of  disaster,  sent 
food,  clothes,  and  medical  supplies  to  Japan 
by  shiploads.  More  than  two  million  dol- 
lars was  collected  from  Americans  anxious 
to  help. 

But  the  Japanese  warlords  forgot.  On 
December  7,  1941,  their  airplanes  rained 
death  and  destruction  on  Pearl  Harbor!

Did  you  find  last  night's  sleep  interrupted  time  after  time  because 
of  nightmarish  thoughts  that  developed  into  horrible  dreams? 

Did  you  find  it  hard  to  face  this  day  because  you  knew  what  lay  in 
store  for  you,  and  that  which  lay  in  store  was  something  so  unpleasant 
as  to  make  you  want  to  run  and  hide? 

Did  you  lift  your  eyes  to  the  mirror  but  after  getting  one  look  de- 
cide that  you  couldn't  bear  to  face  yourself,  let  alone  another? 

Did  you  droop  your  shoulders  and  slacken  your  pace  because  the 
joyous  way  had  become  a  foreboding  one,  and  you  felt  that  you  hadn't 
the  strength  or  moral  fortitude  to  go  on?

jjeutrality  seems  to  be  popular  today. 
Injhe  last  presidential  election,  Presi- 
m  Nixon  often  spoke  about  the  "silent 
«|ority."  What  he  was  really  talking 
llut  was  the  majority  who  want  to  be 
oi'tral,  who  do  not  want  to  speak  out, 
*p  do  not  want  to  stand  up  and  be 
Wnted.  Richard  DeHaan  of  the  Radio 
Bile  class  has  just  recently  concluded 


a  series  of  messages  on  the  "Silent  Ma- 
jority." He  was  speaking  about  the 
majority  of  church  people  who  want  to 
be  neutral;  they  are  not  willing  to  take 
a  stand  in  witnessing  for  Christ. 

Neutrality  may  be  a  good  trait  under 
some  circumstances,  but  there  are  cir- 
cumstances where  it  is  sinful.  It  is  our 
purpose  in  this  brief  message  to  name 
some  kinds  of  neutrality  that  are  sinful. 

IGNORES  BIBLE  TRUTH 

There  is  a  neutrality  that  ignores  some 
of  the  great  fundamental  truths  of  God's 
Word.  This  type  of  neutrality  is  sinful 
because  no  one  can  be  righteous  and  ig- 
nore the  truth  of  God's  Word. 

Have  you  ever  heard  anyone  say,  "We 
are  all  working  for  the  same  place"? 
Maybe  it  was  an  effort  to  excuse  the 
marriage  of  a  loved  one  to  an  unbeliever 
or  a  Roman  Catholic.  Or  it  might  have 
been  an  effort  to  appease  a  member  of 
one  of  the  cults.  Whatever  might  have 
been  the  motivation,  the  Bible  says,  "Not 
by  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have 
done,  but  according  to  his  mercy  he 
saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regenera- 
tion, and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost" 
(Titus  3:5).  So  you  see,  we  are  not 
working  to  go  to  heaven,  and  the  per- 
son who  uses  this  statement  has  to  ig- 
nore the  great  truth  of  salvation  by 
faith. 

Take  another  example:  "After  all,  all 
men  are  brothers."  People  who  say  this 
are  completely  ignoring  John  8:44  which 
says,  "Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil, 
and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do. 
He  was  a  murderer  from  the  beginning, 
and  abode  not  in  the  truth,  because 
there  is  no  truth  in  him.  When  he  speak- 
eth  a  lie,  he  speaketh  of  his  own:  for  he 
is  a  liar,  and  the  father  of  it."  Of 
course,  there  are  many  other  passages 
of  Scripture  that  teach  that  some  are 
the  children  of  God  and  some  are  the 
children  of  Satan. 

One  more  example:  "If  you  don't  look 


out  for  yourself,  no  one  else  will  look 
out  for  you.  This  seems  to  be  the 
favorite  saying  of  some.  They  use  it  to 
justify  their  selfishness  and  their  un- 
willingness to  take  a  definite  stand  and 
work  for  the  Lord.  It  completely  ig- 
nores these  words  of  Jesus,  "But  seek 
ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his 
righteousness;  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you"  (Matthew  6:33). 
Isn't  this  passage  really  saying  that  if 
we  look  after  the  things  of  God,  He  will 
look  after  us? 

How  can  a  Christian  ignore  the  truth 
of  God's  Word  in  order  to  be  neutral? 
We  believe  that  this  kind  of  neutrality  is 
sinful;  yet  many  are  doing  it.  They  need 
to  remember  that  "Silence  may  be  gold- 
en, but  it  is  also  yellow." 

INDIFFERENT  TO  RESPONSIBILITY 

In  the  second  place,  there  are  those 
who  are  indifferent  to  their  responsi- 
bility in  their  efforts  to  be  neutral.  Who 
would  say  that  for  one  to  be  indifferent 
to  his  responsibility  is  not  sinful? 

Many  parents  take  the  attitude  that 
they  do  not  want  to  prejudice  the  minds 
of  their  children  by  teaching  them  the 
Bible.  So  the  parents,  trying  to  be 
neutral,  are  indifferent  to  their  responsi- 
bility to  their  children.  We  may  be  sure 
that  Satan  does  not  leave  a  child  alone 
to  make  up  his  own  mind,  but  from  an 
early  age  he  is  working  on  the  mind  of 
the  child.  Parents  should  do  the  same 
thing. 

Every  pastor  hears  the  statement  each 
week,  "Although  I  wasn't  at  our  church 
last  Sunday,  I  was  in  church."  This  is 
supposed  to  keep  the  pastor  from  saying 
anymore  to  him.  Now  we  are  willing  to 
admit  that  any  church  is  better  than  no 
church.  We  are  also  willing  to  admit 
that  when  you  are  away,  it  is  better  to 
attend  another  church  than  not  go  at 
all.  But  doesn't  this  whole  idea  ignore 
one's  responsibility  to  his  own  church? 

Make  a  little  experiment.  Decide  that 
you  are  going  to  be  neutral  so  far  as 
women  are  concerned;  one  is  as  good  as 
another.  Then  if  your  wife  says  some- 
thing about  you  not  coming  home,  just 
tell  her  that  she  doesn't  have  a  thing  to 
worry  about,  you  were  with  a  woman. 
Try  it;  you  won't  like  itl 

By  being  neutral  and  refusing  to  wit- 
ness and  take  a  stand  for  the  Lord,  we 
are  indifferent  to  our  responsibility  to 
others.  Through  the  years,  I  have  had 
many  ambitions,  but  as  I  grow  older  they 
all  are  fading  out  and  one  is  coming  in- 
to stronger  focus— I  want  others  to  see 
Christ  in  me.  Isn't  this  the  only  way

In  an  article  entitled,  "Here's  Why 
There'll  Always  Be  an  England,"  the  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  Plain  Dealer  said,  "During  a 
recent  marriage  ceremony  in  Bournemouth, 
the  bridegroom  fainted  at  the  altar  steps. 
No  sooner  had  the  bride  gotten  him  on  his 
feet  again  than  the  best  man  slumped  down. 
A  bridesmaid  collapsed  in  the  aisle.  Be- 
fore the  service  was  completed,  four  guests 
were  carried  out.  But  finally  the  bride- 
groom, Alan  Farwell,  was  married  by  Rev. 
William  Stedmont  to  Gillian  Seare. 

"The  vicar  attributed  the  fallout  to  sheer 
nerves,  although  guests  mentioned  the  ex- 
treme heat.

It  is  a  heartening  sign  that  our  Col- 
lege and  our  Mission  Board  have  become 
interested  in  teaching  and  promoting 
personal  evangelism  among  Free  Will 
Baptists.  In  my  opinion  this  can  do 
more  for  us  than  any  other  thing  at  this 
stage  of  our  history.  But  it  is  also  evi- 
dent that  it  will  take  more  than  an  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  a  few  leaders  and 
study  classes  to  accomplish  the  job. 

Many  of  our  people  do  not  believe  th=st 
apart  from  +he  grace  of  God  all  men  are 
lost.  If  men  are  not  lost,  if  the  gospel 
cannot  help  them,  why  spend  time  and 
effort  to  reach  them?  No  individual  or 
group  of  individuals  in  a  church  can  be- 
come effective  soul  winners  until  they 
believe  in  the  lost  condition  of  man  and 
the  power  of  the  gospel  to  help. 

Still  another  barrier  is  the  fact  that 
many  of  our  church  members,  not  only 
will  not  participate  in  a  visitation  pro- 
gram in  their  church,  but  are  actually 
opposed  to  such  a  program.  This  is  not 
something  that  I  think;  it  is  something 
that  I  know. 

Why  would  a  church  member  oppose 
a  visitation  program  in  his  church?  It 
could  not  be  considered  a  foolish  ex- 
penditure of  the  church's  money.  A  visi- 
tation program  is  one  of  the  cheapest 
activities  the  church  could  have  from  the 
standpoint  of  financial  expenditure.  It 
could  not  be  that  it  will  do  harm  in  the 
community.  While  someone  might  point 
to  one  who  was  offended  because  of  an 
untactful  approach,  many,  many  more 
could  be  pointed  out  who  have  been  won 
to  the  Lord  through  a  visitation  pro- 
gram. It  is  not  because  his  church 
would  be  the  only  church  doing  it.  The 
fastest  growing  churches  in  the  world 
today,  regardless  of  denomination,  have 
an  active  visitation  program.  There  is 
only  one  reason  why  a  church  member 
would  oppose  a  visitation  program  in  his 
church:  He  does  not  want  to  participate, 
and  he  feels  guilty  when  others  do  it 
and  he  doe-  not  participate.

President  Raper  concluded  his  an- 
nouncement by  saying,  "Increasingly  in 
recent  years  many  friends  have  encour- 
aged Mount  Olive  College  to  become  a 
four-year  institution.  This  is  a  laudable 
ambition  and  one  that  must  not  be  un- 
dertaken without  our  knowing  the  full 
requirements  and  conditions  for  being  a 
senior  college.  We  are  indeed  develop- 
ing a  truly  distinctive  college  at  Mount 
Olive,  and  we  must  be  careful  not  to 
jeopardize  its  future  by  undertaking 
what  is  unrealistic  for  us.    But  at  the 


same  time  we  should  not  limit  our  fu- 
ture by  lack  of  vision  and  dedication. 

"Whether  Mount  Olive  remains  a 
junior  or  becomes  a  four-year  college, 
our  goal  is  to  be  a  college  that  can  bring 
fulfillment  to  the  lives  of  those  of  us 
who  commit  ourselves  to  it  and  one  that 
can  make  a  meaningful  and  lasting  con- 
tribution to  our  students,  to  our  spon- 
soring church,  and  to  our  state  and  na- 
tion."

PELT  RECEIVES 
FELLOWSHIP 


Dr.  Michael   Pelt,  chairman  of  the 
Mount  Olive  College  Department  of  RelM 
gion,  has  been  named  to  receive  a  fel- 
lowship from  the  National  Endowment1' 
for  the  Humanities,  Washington,  D.  C. 

"The  fellowship  is  designed  to  aid  pro- 
fessors in  the  humanities  to  become  betJ 
ter  interpreters  of  their  field  through  a 
broader  understanding  of  their  own  area 
or  areas  related  to  it,"  Dr.  Pelt  said. 

Only  one  hundred  such  fellowships  are 
granted  annually  for  junior  college  pro- 
fessors. 

Dr.  Pelt  indicates  that  his  study  will 
concentrate  on  the  religions  of  the  Grae- 
co-Roman  world  and  its  influence  upon 
early  Christianity.  Also  included  will  be 
a  "focus  on  the  social  and  religious  cli- 
mate of  the  Hellenistic  age  and  any  pos- 
sible parallels  to  our  own  age." 

August  has  been  set  as  the  departure 
date  for  Dr.  Pelt,  his  wife,  and  their 
children  to  leave  for  England.  Dr.  Pelt 
will  do  the  bulk  of  his  research  at  Cam- 
bridge University,  but  will  also  utilize 
other  nearby  sources  such  as  the  British

reatens  in  the  Bible.  He  tells  us  two 
ings  for  our  present  consideration  as 
5  read  of  this  Babylon.  "Now  the 
irit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the 
tter  times  some  shall  depart  from  the 
ith,  giving  heed  to  seducing  spirits, 
id  doctrines  of  devils;  Speaking  lies  in 
pocrisy;  having  their  conscience  sear- 
with  a  hot  iron"  (1  Timothy  4:1,  2); 
or  the  time  will  come  when  they  will 
it  endure  sound  doctrine;  but  after 
eir  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  them- 
Ives  teachers,  having  itching  ears,-  And 
ey  shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the 
uth,  and  shall  be  turned  unto  fables. 


But  watch  thou  in  all  things,  endure  af- 
flictions, do  the  work  of  an  evangelist, 
make  full  proof  of  thy  ministry"  (2  Timo- 
thy 4:3-5);  "But  of  that  day  and  hour 
knoweth  no  man,  no,  not  the  angels  of 
heaven,  but  my  Father  only.  But  as  the 
days  of  Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the  com- 
ing of  the  Son  of  man  be.  For  as  in  the 
days  that  were  before  the  flood  they 
were  eating  and  drinking,  marrying  and 
giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that 
Noe  entered  into  the  ark,  And  knew  not 
until  the  flood  came,  and  took  them  all 
away,-  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the 
Son  of  man  be"  (Matthew  24:36-39). 

These  warnings  in  the  Bible  and  es- 
pecially those  in  Revelation  should  cause 
Christians  to  be  on  the  alert  at  all  times, 
going  out  into  the  "hedges  and  high- 
ways," compelling  all  the  unsaved  to  ac- 
cept the  invitation  of  God  before  it  is 
too  late.  Soon  the  door  to  the  church 
age  will  be  eternally  closed;  He  will 
break  out  the  unfruitful  wild  olive 
branch,  destroy  it,  and  graft  in  again  the 
tame  olive  branch.  "And  if  some  of  the 
branches  be  broken  off,  and  thou,  being 
a  wild  olive  tree,  wert  grafted  in  among 
them,  and  with  them  partakest  of  the 
root  and  fatness  of  the  olive  tree;  Boast 
not  against  the  branches.  But  if  thou 
boast,  thou  bearest  not  the  root,  but  the 
root  thee.  Thou  wilt  say  then,  The 
branches  were  broken  off,  that  I  might 
be  grafted  in.  Well;  because  of  unbe- 
lief they  were  broken  off,  and  thou 
standest  by  faith.  Be  not  highminded, 
but  fear:  For  if  God  spared  not  the 
natural  branches,  take  heed  lest  he  also 
spare  not  thee"  (Romans  11:17-21).  Read 
the  whole  chapter. 

Many  other  parables  teach  the  same 
truth.  In  the  parable  of  the  sower,  God 
the  sower  sows  good  seed,  which  are 
the  saved.  The  devil  (the  enemy)  sows 
bad  seed,  or  false  Christians.  The  tares 
from  the  devil's  sowing  continue  grow- 
ing until  the  harvest,  then  the  angels 
gather  them  and  they  (false  religious 
teachers)  are  burned.  Farmers  know 
that  tares,  when  growing,  bear  a  strik- 


ing resemblance  to  wheat,  but  at  reap- 
ing time  they  are  readily  distinguished. 
Babylonism  in  some  of  its  cult  forms 
resembles  Christianity,  but  its  results 
are  in  direct  contrast  to  the  results  that 
come  through  Christianity.  The  Prot- 
estant movement  brought  us  far  on  the 
way  as  a  separated  people,  looking  God- 
ward  and  patterning  our  lives  according 
to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible.  But  the 
revival  of  Romanism  and  the  coming  of 
the  cults  manifested  the  work  of  the 
satanic  forces  that,  at  least  for  the  time 
being,  have  covered  or  in  part  veiled  the 
light  of  true  Christianity.  Now  the  dark 
shadows  of  the  ecumenical  movement, 
with  its  effort  to  carry  all  forms  of  be- 
lief into  one  religious  wagon  and  shelter 
it  under  one  false  religious  covering  may 
be  the  instrument  in  the  devil's  hands 
that  lays  the  ground  work  for  universal 
Babylonism.  Such  moves  are  neither 
produced  of  God  nor  of  the  thinking  of 
the  natural  man  apart  from  the  super- 
natural power  of  the  devil  (as  seen  in 
Revelation,  Chapters  12-17).  The  devil, 
symbolized  by  the  red  dragon,  gives  the 
antichrist  his  power,  and  he  in  turn  gives 
the  power  to  the  false  prophet— hence 
all  the  mysteries  and  powers  we  hear 
about  that  accompany  false  cults.  We 
have  seen  nothing  as  of  now  that  shall 
compare  to  the  antichrist's  and  false 
prophet's  maneuverings  during  the  great 
tribulation,  for  then  the  antichrist  is  to 
cause  stars  to  fall  from  the  heavens.  Let 
us  be  aware  of  anything  not  manifested 
in  harmony  with  Christ  as  revealed  in 
the  Bible.

Christ  Conquered  Sin 
and  Death 

Lesson  Text:  John   11:17-44;   1  Corin- 
thians 15:20-28;  51-57 

Memory  Verse:  John  1 1  =25,  26 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

This  is  our  Easter  lesson  and  it  is  tak- 
en from  perhaps  the  most  significant  ac- 
counts of  His  resurrection  outside  the 
Gospels  themselves.  We  like  to  call  this 
the  victory  chapter  of  the  Bible,  because 
there  would  never  be  victory  over  sin 
and  death  had  it  not  been  for  the  resur- 
rection of  Christ. 

Many  religions  today  have  an  element 
that  refers  to  life  after  death.  But  only 
Christianity,  the  true  religion,  has  a  liv- 
ing Saviour,  One  risen  from  the  dead  and 
who  has  emphatically  said,  "Because  I 
live,  ye  shall  live  also."  Whatever  hope 
false  religions  may  offer  their  adherents 
regarding  life  after  death,  Christianity 
otters  a  better  hope. 

Christ  was  the  firstfruits  of  the  resur- 
rection. He  arose  on  Easter  Day  to  show 
the  world  that  sin  and  the  grave  could 
not  hold  Him  captive.  He  arose  also  to 
remind  His  followers  that  physical  death 
is  not  the  end  of  all  things,  that  when 
their  bodies  are  placed  in  the  ground  this 
does  not  mean  all  is  over.  The  child  of 
God  shall  live  again.  He  will  be  raised 
at  the  coming  of  Christ  in  the  rapture,  an 
event,  we  must  keep  saying,  which  can 
happen  at  any  moment.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

Until  the  glorious  triumph  of  Jesus 
Christ  over  man's  two  greatest  enemies, 
sin  and  death,  they  had  both  been  points 
of  frustration  and  defeat  of  such  propor- 
tions as  to  discourage  and  dishearten 
some  of  the  strongest  men  who  had  ever 
lived. 

Sin,  always  with  us,  seems  almost 
built  within  our  natures.  We  are  beset 
with  our  wrongs,  small  and  big,  until 
they  seem  either  insurmountable  or, 
through  our  self-excusing,  insignificant. 
Death,  always  about  us,  seems  final,  ir- 
resistible, and  victorious  over  our  noblest 
efforts.  If  we  could  only  resist  the  sin 
and  conquer  death. 

Foolish  minds  have  tried  to  assert  this 
victory  by  foolish  conclusions  such  as 
these:  death  and  sin  are  unreal  and  mere 
figments  of  our  imaginations,-  since  death 
is  inevitable  and  sin  inescapable,  do  not 
worry  about  them,-  indulge  the  latter 
and  accept  the  former.  But  no  matter 
how  we  try  to  deny  or  escape,  they  will 
not  go  away,-  and  their  reality  cannot  be 
questioned  seriously.  Sin  is  our  com- 
mon denominator.  They  must  be  reck- 
oned with  realistically. 

The  great  and  glorious  truth  about 
which  Paul  exulted  in  1  Corinthians  15: 
54-58  is  that  Christ's  victory  may  be  our 
own  victory.  Had  Christ's  conquest  of 
the  grave  achieved  everlasting  life  for 
Himself  alone,  there  would  be  no  gospel. 
"Good  news"  in  the  New  Testament  re- 
fers to  the  singular  fact  that  we  may 
now,  by  the  grace  of  God,  share  in  the 
greatest  victory  of  all  history,  the  vic- 
tory of  Christ  over  the  grave.

Isn't  it  grand  to  be  alive?  Isn't  it  grand  to  be  able  to  breathe,  to 
see  all  the  splendors  of  nature:  the  blooming  dogwoods,  the  pink  and 
white  and  red  azaleas,  the  blossoming  crab  apple  trees,  tulips  and  hya- 
cinths, Easter  lilies,  flowering  shrubs  ?  Isn't  it  grand  to  be  able  to  hear 
the  song  of  birds,  the  shouts  of  joy  of  playing  children  running  back 
and  forth  across  the  now  green  grass?  Isn't  it  grand  to  feel  the  warm 
sunshine,  the  cool  breeze,  the  touch  of  a  loved  one's  hand?  Isn't  it 
grand  to  be  able  to  smell  the  odors  of  spring?  Isn't  it  wonderful  to  be 
a  living  person  who  can  enjoy  all  that  life  has  to  offer,  to  be  healthy 
and  strong?

Easter  is  more  than  just  a  holiday  10  oe  enjoyed,  master  is  more 
than  a  circled  date  on  the  calendar — we  hope.  Easter  is  the  day  set 
aside  to  commemorate  the  glorious  resurrection  of  the  Son  of  God — the 
triumphant,  victorious,  bursting-forth  from  the  tomb  to  realness  of  life, 
that  we,  too,  the  believers,  may  have  it  with  Him. 

God's  Son  suffered  untold  agony  for  us.  Sinless,  yes;  but  man-forsaken,  cross-bearing, 
and  bleeding,  lie  walked  our  "death  row"  and  paid  all  the  price  that  would  ever  be  need- 
ed for  sin;  but  even  riis  friends  ran  tor  cover  when  the  time  came— even  those  who  said 
that  they  would  gladly  die  with  Him.  Isn  t  it  sad  that  mankind  is  so  pitifully  weak  and 
cowardly?  hven  today  we  suffer  tor  every  other  cause  willing,  even  desirous  to  do  such;

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LIQUOR  -  BY  -  THE  -  DRINK  BILL 
TOTALLY  UNACCEPTABLE 


Write  your  legislators  today  and  urge  them  to  vote  NO  on 
Hose  Bill  No.  9  (LBD)  when  it  comes  before  the  General  As- 
snbly.  The  original  bill  has  been  liberalized  by  the  pro-liquor 
ftces  that  it  is  now  totally  unacceptable.    Please  state  your

"PIECEMEAL"  LEGISLATION 

I.  This  bill  is  no  longer  a  statewide  referendum  on  Liquor- 
bihe-Drink.  It  has  been  amended  to  get  around  the  referen- 
da to  result  in  100  different  elections  on  the  issue.  The  pro- 
lijor  forces  evidently  feel  that  if  the  issue  were  voted  upon 
dtewide,  it  would  be  defeated.  Therefore,  their  tactic  is  piece- 

al  legislation  to  "nibble  us  to  death"  with  county  by  county 
tljbtions. 

House  Bill  9  now  calls  for  a  statewide  vote  to  allow  each 
•jthe  100  counties  to  have  votes  on  the  issue.  What  will  this 
c|)t  the  taxpayer?  We  are  told  that  a  statewide  election  will 
qt  about  $500,000,  and  then  the  cost  of  100  county  elections 
til  be  added  expense  placed  upon  the  taxpayer, 
i  This  is  ridiculous.  We  are  putting  all  of  this  expense  on 
til!  taxpayer  concerning  an  issue  that  will  result  in  a  few  restau- 
rlk  and  motel  owners  to  make  "fantastic"  profits  off  of  the 
se  of  liquor. 

It  is  hard  for  us  to  understand  why  the  pro-liquor  forces 
vll  not  allow  this  issue  to  be  settled  at  one  time  by  the  voters 
c]N.  C.  if  we  are  to  have  an  election,  rather  than  piecemeal 
S'le— county  by  county. 

FEEDING  THE  "FAT-CATS" 

II.  Liquor-by-the-drink  ought  to  be  defeated  because  it  is 
'|at-cat"  legislation.  When  our  present  ABC  system  was  insti- 
lled in  N.  C.  about  36  years  ago,  it  was  established  on  the 
llnciple  that  any  profits  made  from  the  sale  of  liquor  would 
j;  to  state  and  local  governments  to  try  to  pay  for  some  of  the 
dmages  that  result  from  the  sale  of  liquor.  However,  LBD  is  a 
fcparture  from  this  basic  principle  which  will  allow  a  few  peo- 
■I  to  make  exorbitant  profits  ranging  from  400  to  800%.  An 
litorial  by  the  Jefferson  Pilot  Broadcasting  Company,  Charlotte, 
I  C,  stated  recently  that  the  average  business  profit  today  is 
■  ly  %•  No  wonder  everytime  the  General  Assembly  meets 
ie  restaurants  and  motel  element  in  N.  C.  wants  to  pass  legis- 
lion  to  enable  them  to  get  rich  from  the  sale  of  liquor.  Profit 
i  not  a  dirty  word,  but  it  is  dirty  when  it  is  to  be  made  from 
^product  that  causes  so  much  trouble,  and  the  overburdened 
"xpayer  has  to  pay  for  these  damages. 

MORE  LIQUOR  CONSUMPTION 

III.  Liquor-by-the-drink  ought  to  be  defeated  because  it  will 
jsult  in  an  increase  of  the  consumption  of  liquor  in  our  state, 
ie  Health,  Education,  Welfare  report  on  "Alcohol  and  Health" 
veals  the  fact  that  states  with  by-bottle  sales  only  like  N.  C. 
ive  a  lower  per-capita  consumption  rate  than  states  with  by- 
>ttie  plus  by-the-drink  sales.   We  have  enough  difficulties  in 


'Biennial  Resurrection '  .

N.  C.  already  with  the  flow  of  liquor,  and  if  there  is  one  thing 
that  we  don't  need,  it  is  more  liquor.  We  cannot  understand 
why  any  thinking  person  would  want  a  system  that  will  result 
in  the  increased  consumption  of  liquor. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  why  LBD  will  result  in  an  increase 
of  consumption.  It  is  a  basic  business  principle  of  the  greater 
availability  of  a  product  the  greater  the  distribution  of  that 
product  will  be.  Right  now  in  N.  C.  there  are  about  324  outlets 
for  the  sale  of  liquor.  If  we  go  to  LBD,  we  will  have  a  minimum 
of  3,000  plus  outlets.  It  stands  to  reason  that  more  liquor  will 
be  sold  with  3,324  plus  outlets  than  just  324  outlets. 

MORE  HIGHWAY  FATALITIES 

IV.  Liquor-by-the-drink  ought  to  be  defeated  because  it  will 
encourage  DRINKING  AND  DRIVING.  Perhaps  this  reason  should 
be  stated  first,  for  just  recently  Dr.  Paige  Hudson,  chief  medical 
examiner  for  N.  C,  reported  in  a  joint  Highway  Safety  Commit- 
tee of  the  N.  C.  General  Assembly  that  single  and  multiple 
car  accidents  in  N.  C.  over  the  last  3  years  reveal  that  64%  of 
all  fatalities  indicated  the  evidence  of  liquor  in  the  blood. 

We  believe  that  we  need  measures  to  discourage  the  prac- 
tice of  drinking  and  driving  rather  than  to  encourage  the  prac- 
tice that  is  causing  the  needless  loss  of  so  many  innocent  people 
on  our  highways.  In  1972  we  set  an  all-time  record  for  high-

"Never  think  of  yourselves!  How  is 
that?" 

The  reply  was  a  good  one:  "We  know 
that  we  are  perfectly  safe,  and  only  think 
of  having  our  lamps  brightly  burning,  and 
keeping  the  reflectors  clear,  so  that  those 
in  danger  may  be  saved." 

This  is  what  Christians  ought  to  do.  They 
are  safe  in  a  house  built  on  a  Rock  which 
cannot  be  moved  by  the  wildest  storm;  and 
in  a  spirit  of  holy  unselfishness  they  should 
let  their  light  stream  across  the  dark  waters 
of  sin,  that  they  who  are  imperiled  may  be 
guided  into  the  harbors  of  eternal  safety.— 
The  Quiver.

While  reading  one  of  Dr.  R.  G.  Lee's 
sermons  recently,  I  came  across  a  phrase 
that  I  do  not  remember  seeing  before: 
"indecent  composure."  All  my  life  I  have 
heard  of  "indecent  exposure,"  "indecent 
speech,"  "indecent  morals,"  etc.;  but 
this  is  a  new  phrase  to  me. 

Dr.  Lee  used  the  phrase  to  describe 
our  inability  to  become  excited.  Our  so- 
ciety has  stressed  "self-composure"  to 
the  point  that  many  of  us  no  longer  have 
the  ability  to  get  excited  in  any  way 
about  anything.  However,  this  was  not 
true  about  Jesus.  When  He  saw  the 
house  of  God  being  desecrated  by  the 
money  changers,  He  got  excited  and 
drove  them  out.  There  are  some  things 
that  ought  to  excite  us,  and  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  "indecent  composure."

The  Biblical  Recorder,  the  official 
magazine  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  of  Southern  Baptists,  carried 
an  article  entitled,  "Three  Kinds  of 
Churches:  People's,  Pastor's,  Lord's,"  in 
the  February  24,  1973,  issue.  This  ar- 
ticle was  written  by  T.  James  Efird,  pas- 
tor of  the  Whitehall  Baptist  Church, 
Columbus,  Ohio.  Mr.  Efird  lists  the 
three  kinds  of  churches  as  follows: 

1.  The  people's  church  is  one  in  which 
the  pastor  is  an  employee  of  the  congre- 
gation and  is  treated  as  such.  The  peo- 
ple tell  him  what  to  do.  He  has  no 
authority  to  make  decisions  even  in  lit- 
tle matters. 

2.  The  pastor's  church  is  one  in  which 
the  pastor  or  preacher  is  in  full  control. 
He  tells  the  people  what  to  do  and  how 
to  do  it. 

3.  The  Lord's  church  is  one  in  which 
the  Lord  Jesus  rules  supreme  in  the 
hearts  and  lives  of  pastor  and  people. 
The  pastor  recognizes  his  responsibility 
under  Christ  to  be  a  shepherd  to  the 
flock. 

This  is  a  good  article.  It  should  cause 
its  readers  to  ask  the  question,  What 
kind  of  church  is  my  church?

without  God  in  the  world:  But  now 
Christ  Jesus  ye  who  sometimes  were 
off  are  made  nigh  by  the  blood  of 
ist"  (Ephesians  2:12,  13);  "Now  there- 
ye  are  no  more  strangers  and 
igners,  but  fe'lowcitizens  with  the 
tints,  and  q*  the  household  of  God;  And 


are  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  him- 
self being  the  chief  corner  stone,-  In 
whom  all  the  building  fitly  framed  to- 
gether groweth  unto  an  holy  temple  in 
the  Lord:  In  whom  ye  also  are  builded 
together  for  an  habitation  of  God  through 
the  Spirit"  (Ephesians  2:19-22). 

Now  with  the  freedom  the  new  life 
gives  us,  we  are  special,  privileged  folk. 
But  our  new  privilege  carries  with  it 
special  responsibilities.  God  rejected 
Esau  because  He  knew  he  would  main- 
tain a  careless,  nonchalant  attitude  to- 
ward the  covenant  (even  though  he  was 
the  first  born  male  in  his  father's  family 
and  from  a  natural  point  of  view  eligible 
to  be  the  heir).  So  you  see,  responsi- 
bility plays  its  part  when  an  inheritance 
is  involved.  This  is  true  also  in  the  new 
covenant.  "Put  on  the  whole  armour  of 
God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against 
the  wiles  of  the  devil.  For  we  wrestle 
not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against 
principalities,  against  powers,  against  the 
rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this  world, 
against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high 
places.  Wherefore  take  unto  you  the 
whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be 
able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and 
having  done  all,  to  stand.  Stand  there- 
fore, having  your  loins  girt  about  with 
truth,  and  having  on  the  breastplate  of 
righteousness;  And  your  feet  shod  with 
the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace; 
Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of  faith, 
wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all 
the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked.  And  take 
the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God: 
Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and  sup- 
plication in  the  Spirit,  and  watching 
thereunto  with  all  perseverance  and  sup- 
plication for  all  saints"  (Ephesians  6:11- 
18). 

We  are  given  quite  a  responsibility  in 
being  directed  to  follow  Jesus  in  per- 
forming our  Christian  duties.  These  du- 
ties, of  course,  include  following  what 
the  Bible  teaches  us  on  the  subject  of 


prayer.  We  should  point  to  Him  as  our 
example  in  this  and  in  all  the  other 
things  that  He  directed  us  to  do.  "For 
he  whom  God  hath  sent  speaketh  the 
words  of  God:  for  God  giveth  not  the 
Spirit  by  measure  unto  him"  (John  3: 
34);  "Search  the  scriptures,-  for  in  them 
ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life:  and  they 
are  they  which  testify  of  me"  (John  5: 
39);  "And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  I  am 
the  bread  of  life:  he  that  cometh  to  me 
shall  never  hunger,-  and  he  that  believ- 
eth  on  me  shall  never  thirst.  ...  All  that 
the  Father  giveth  me  shall  come  to  me; 
and  him  that  cometh  to  me  I  will  in  no 
wise  cast  out"  (John  6:35,  37);  "Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  lord;  neither  he  that  is 
sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him.  If 
ye  know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye 
do  them"  (John  13:16,  17);  "Abide  in 
me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot 
bear  fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide  in 
the  vine,-  no  more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide 
in  me.  ...  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my 
words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye 
will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you"  (John 
15:4,  7);  "Hitherto  have  ye  asked  noth- 
ing in  my  name:  ask,  and  ye  shall  re- 
ceive, that  your  joy  may  be  full"  (John 
16:24);  "These  words  spake  Jesus,  and 
lifted  up  his  eyes  to  heaven,  and  said, 
Father,  the  hour  is  come;  glorify  thy  Son, 
that  thy  Son  also  may  glorify  thee:  .  .  . 
And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might 
know  thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus 
Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent.  ...  I  pray 
for  them:  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but 
for  them  which  thou  hast  given  me,-  for 
they  are  thine.  And  all  mine  are  thine, 
and  thine  are  mine;  and  I  am  glorified  in 
them.  .  .  .  They  are  not  of  the  world, 
even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world.  Sanctify 
them  through  thy  truth:  thy  word  is 
truth.  .  .  .  Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone, 
but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on 
me  through  their  word;  That  they  all  may 
be  one,-  as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and 
I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in 
us:  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou 
hast  sent  me.  .  .  .  And  I  have  declared 
unto  them  thy  name,  and  will  declare  it: 
that  the  love  wherewith  thou  hast  loved 
me  may  be  in  them,  and  I  in  them"  (John 
17:1,  3,  9,  10,  16,  17,  20,  21,  26).

Man  Responds 
Through  Faith 

Lesson  Text:  Matthew  16:13-16;  John 
20:24-31;  Acts  16:25-34;  Romans 

10:5-13 

Memory  Verse:  Acts  16:31 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Dr.  A.  J.  Gordon,  while  traveling  on  a 
train,  engaged  in  a  spirited  conversation 
with  a  fellow  passenger  on  the  subject 
of  faith.  "I  differ  with  you,"  said  the 
man,  "in  that  any  person  is  admitted  to 
heaven  because  of  a  little  bit  of  theologi- 
cal scrip  called  'faith.'  I  believe  that 
when  God  receives  one  into  heaven  He 
makes  a  searching  inquiry  as  to  his 
character  rather  than  inspection  of  his 
faith." 

Presently  the  conductor  came  along 
and  examined  the  tickets.  When  he  had 
passed,  Dr.  Gordon  said:  "Did  you  ever 
notice  how  a  conductor  always  looks  at 
the  ticket  but  takes  no  pains  to  inspect 
the  passenger?  A  railway  ticket,  if  gen- 
uine, certifies  that  the  person  presenting 
it  has  complied  with  the  company's  con- 
ditions and  is  entitled  to  transportation. 
So  faith  alone,  my  friend,  entitles  one  to 
that  saving  grace  which  produces  a 
character  well-pleasing  to  God." 

Dwight  L.  Moody  once  said,  "I  prayed 
for  faith  and  thought  it  would  strike  me 
like  lightning.  But  faith  did  not  come. 
One  day  I  read,  'Now  faith  cometh  by 
hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  Word  of 
God.'  I  had  closed  my  Bible  and  prayed 
for  faith.  I  now  begin  to  study  my  Bible 
and  faith  has  been  growing  ever  since." 

This  lesson  will  help  us  to  learn  that 
man  responds  to  God  through  faith  as 
he  studies  the  words  of  God.  When  we 
listen  we  hear.  When  we  pray  God 
speaks  to  us.  When  we  read  His  Word 
our  faith  increases.

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Let  us  not  give  up  hope  for  the 
doubting  Thomases.  Include  them  in  the 


V: 


next  prayer  meeting.  Jesus  can  reach 
them. 

B.  Jesus  meets  us  at  the  point  of  our 
need,  but  He  met  Thomas  at  the  point 
of  his  doubt. 

C.  The  mists  of  doubt  will  disappear 
when  we  have  a  personal  encounter  with 
Jesus. 

D.  The  way  out  of  insecurity  is  to  make 
a  bold  and  positive  confession  of  Jesus 
as  Lord  of  our  lives. 

E.  Even  things  which  are  invisible  are 
very  real  to  the  eye  of  faith. 

F.  Saving  faith  always  becomes  avail- 
able when  the  Word  is  proclaimed. 

G.  In  order  to  be  saved,  a  person  must 
respond  by  faith  in  the  heart  and  by 
oral  confession  that  Jesus  is  Lord  and 
Saviour.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

"Doubting  Thomas"— the  epithet  has 
been  with  us  as  long  as  we  can  recall, 
and  it  is  usually  spoken  in  an  unfavor- 
able manner. 

Thomas  serves,  then,  as  a  classic  study 
in  the  faith-doubt  relationship.  It  may 
be  hard  sometimes  for  us  to  realize  that 
there  is  room  for  doubt  among  Christians 
and  would-be  Christians.  But  there  is 
room  for  doubt  if  it  is  honest  doubt— a 
doubt  that  yields  to  convincing  evidence 
and,  when  it  must,  accepts  by  faith  those 
conclusions  based  upon  demonstrated 
premises. 

Faith  cannot  be  a  totally  isolated  mat- 
ter. It  is  always  related  to  one's  knowl- 
edge and  circumstance.  We  cannot  be- 
lieve anything  about  which  we  have 
heard  nothing.  But,  faith  necessarily  ex- 
tends beyond  that  which  is  known,  leap- 
ing across  a  gap  of  the  unknown  to  focus 
upon  that  which  is  beyond.  Just  as  we 
cannot  leap  without  the  traction  of  a 
takeoff  spot,  our  faith  must  begin  with 
and  leap  from  solid  facts. 

From  the  historical  standpoint,  our 
faith  in  Jesus  as  the  Son  of  God  rests 
upon  two  primary  facts— the  dependabil- 
ity of  the  eyewitnesses  whose  accounts 
are  recorded  in  the  Scriptures  and  the

The  National  Commission 
Marijuana  and  Drug  Abuse  reported  just  recently  that  alcohol 
the  most  abused  and  most  used  drug  of  all.    With  the 
gmorization  and  merchandising  of  LBD,  we  are  encouraging 
ti!  use  of  what  has  been  determined  as  the  "starter"  drug. 
Ts  National  Commission  on  Marijuana  pointed  out  so  clearly 


the  greater  the  availability  the  greater  the  use,  and  this  is  why 
they  opposed  the  legislation  of  marijuana. 

IX.  Liquor-by-the-drink  ought  to  be  defeated  for  it  doesn't 
deal  with  our  "damnable"  brown-bagging  practice.  LBD  will 
not  do  away  with  "brown-bagging,"  and  furthermore  there  are 
provisions  in  the  proposed  bill  where  an  establishment  may 
have  both  at  times.  This  is  not  control,  but  making  the  whole 
matter  out  of  control.  Also  the  people  of  N.  C.  have  never  had 
the  opportunity  of  expressing  themselves  on  the  matter  of 
"brown-bagging."  This  was  implemented  by  legislative  act,  and 
we  stand  ready  to  join  any  legislator  that  wants  to  do  away 
with  this  practice  which  may  be  called  "the  wettest  piece  of  leg- 
islation in  existence  today." 

X.  Liquor-by-the-drink  ought  to  be  defeated  because  it  will 
result  in  more  alcoholics  and  not  less.  Why?  Every  study  that 
we  have  ever  seen  has  revealed  wherever  there  is  an  increase 
in  the  consumption  of  liquor  there  is  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  number  of  alcoholics.  Charles  Dunn,  our  able  SBI  Direc- 
tor, has  said,  "If  we  get  as  many  drug  addicts  in  N.  C.  as  we 
have  alcoholics,  God  help  us." 

These  reasons  along  with  many,  many  others  could  be  list- 
ed for  opposition  to  LBD. 

Remember:  "All  that  is  necessary  for  evil  to  flourish  is  for 
good  men  to  do  nothing." 

WHAT  CAN  YOU  DO? 

1.  Write  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  that  repre- 
sent you  today.  A  personally  written  letter  will  have  far  more 
influence  than  you  will  ever  realize.  These  legislators  are  sensi- 
tive to  the  thinking  of  their  constituents.  On  many  issues  these 
legislators  never  receive  any  correspondence,  but  we  know  from 
previous  experience  that  a  vast  volume  of  letters  have  changed 
many  Yes  votes  to  No  votes.  For  instance,  two  years  ago,  a 
legislator  that  was  in  the  wet  column  voted  NO  because  he  re- 
ceived some  1,500  letters  from  his  people  asking  for  a  NO  vote 
while  he  received  only  8  letters  asking  for  a  YES  vote. 

2.  Urge  your  church  or  official  church  board  to  pass  a  reso- 
lution opposing  LBD.  However,  personal  letters  are  far  more 
effective;  but  it  is  good  to  do  both. 

3.  When  writing  to  your  legislator,  say  a  good  word  about 
his  work.  The  "sorriest"  member  of  the  General  Assembly  has 
some  good  points. 

4.  Contact  the  political  powers  of  your  community  and 
secure  their  support.  Many  of  the  legislators  have  an  "open  ear" 
to  some  key  people  in  your  community.  Secure  the  support  of 
these  individuals  and  have  them  to  contact  your  legislator. 

5.  Remember  the  work  of  the  Christian  Action  League  with 
your  prayers  and  financial  support  as  it  seeks  to  represent  the 
Christian  position  in  the  moral  and  ethical  issues  facing  our 
state.-Used  by  permission  of  TOMORROW,  D.  P.  McFarland, 
Editor.

THEIR  SOLITARY  WAY 

Guest  Editorial  by  Celia  Hales 

Reflect,  if  you  will,  for  a  moment  on  the  words  with  which  the  re- 
nowned seventeenth  century  poet  John  Milton  brought  to  a  close  his 
great  epic,  Paradise  Lost: 

In  either  hand  the  hastening  angel  caught 

Our  lingering  parents,  and  to  th'  eastern  gate 

Led  them  direct,  and  down  the  cliff  as  fast 

To  the  subjected  plain;  then  disappeared. 

They,  looking  back,  all  th'  eastern  side  beheld 

Of  Paradise,  so  late  their  happy  seat, 

Waved  over  by  that  flaming  brand;  the  gate 

With  dreadful  faces  thronged  and  fiery  arms. 

Some  natural  tears  they  dropped,  but  wiped  them  soon; 

The  world  was  all  before  them,  where  to  choose 

Their  place  of  rest,  and  Providence  their  guide. 

They,  hand  in  hand,  with  wandering  steps  and  slow, 

Through  Eden  took  their  solitary  way. 

The  scene  is  the  final  expulsion  of  Adam  and  Eve  from  the  garden 
of  Eden.  Notice  that  in  Milton's  account  both  linger  a  bit  before  the 
angel  hastens  them  on,  and  both  weep  momentarily.  Moreover,  their 
wandering  steps  on  the  way  from  the  garden  are  slow.  The  lingering, 
the  weeping,  the  slow  steps  are  all  evidences  given  by  Milton  to  stress 
our  first  parents'  reluctance  to  leave  their  former  home.  Milton  very 
deliberately  chose  to  emphasize  the  fact  of  reluctance — and  well  it  is 
that  he  did  so,  for  Adam  and  Eve  indeed  had  lost  untold  blessings  for 
themselves  and  their  children  (who  include,  of  course,  all  of  us).  This 
is  the  negative  aspect,  the  pessimistic  outlook  that  characterizes  the 
expulsion. 

There  is,  however,  in  this  passage  another  strain  of  thought  that 
lifts  the  reader's  mind  and  spirit  upward,  and  it  is  this  part  that  cries 
for  emphasis  (though  it  be  often  overlooked).  There  are  blessings  of 
God  to  Adam  and  Eve  even  in  the  very  moment  that  He  must  order  their 
removal  from  Eden.  Milton  was  aware  of  this,  for  the  cited  passage 
notes  Adam's  and  Eve's  momentary  weeping,  as  if  to  point  out  their 
awareness  of  a  reason  for  optimism.  The  next  two  verses  give  that 
reason — those  blessings  of  God: 

The  world  was  all  before  them,  where  to  choose 
Their  place  of  rest,  and  Providence  their  guide. 

Milton  is  saying  here  that  God  offers  a  whole  world  to  Adam  and  Eve, 
a  world  which  may  be  viewed  in  two  senses:  the  physical  world,  com- 
posed of  both  nature's  beauty  and  her  barrenness;  and  a  spiritual 
world,  made  up  of  life  itself,  of  joy  and  tribulation  as  we  know  it  today. 
Their  place  of  rest — physically  and  spiritually — in  this  world  is  left  to 
their  own  free  choice  (a  further  blessing) .  And  this  choice,  if  they  so 
desire,  will  be  made  with  Providence  (God)  as  their  guide. 

Nothing  that  was  offered  by  God  to  Adam  and  Eve  was  left  off  in 
His  blessings  to  their  descendants.  We  too  are  encouraged  to  enjoy  the 
loveliness  of  the  natural  world,  and  the  pleasures  of  the  unseen,  spiritual 
realm.  We  too  are  creatures  with  free  will,  the  will  to  make  the  choices 
that  will  help  create  the  pathway  upon  which  we  will  walk  in  the  future. 
And,  of  course,  the  most  blessed  gift  of  all:  God  offers  His  hand  to  us, 
to  lead  us  along  that  pathway. 

Consequently,  as  Adam  and  Eve,  hand  in  hand,  make  their  solitary 
way  through  Eden,  out  into  the  gift  of  a  whole  world,  God  does  not  for- 
sake His  own.  His  hand  is  also  in  theirs,  in  a  spiritual  sense,  and  that 
one  fact  makes  their  journey  ahead  less  filled  with  the  emptiness  of 
aloneness.  We  see  that  the  act  of  greatest  disobedience  has  become  the 
gateway  to  richest  treasure — if  Adam  and  Eve,  and  we,  their  children, 
so  choose.  Their  solitary  way — and  ours — need  only  include  the  recog- 
nition of  and  love  for  a  God  who  sees  and  follows  that  way  from  above.

Nicodemus,  a  leading  religious  teach- 
eamong  the  Jews,  had  approached  Jesus 
c  the  basis  of  Jesus  being  a  teacher: 
"'e  all  know  that  God  has  sent  you  to 
t  ch  us,"  (see  John  3:2),  he  began,  but 
J  us  immediately  went  to  the  heart  of 
mi  one  knows  God:  ".  .  .  Unless  one  is 
trn  of  water  and  the  Spirit,  he  cannot 
eter  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Men  can 
c  y  reproduce  human  life,  but  the  Holy 
5  rit  gives  new  life  from  heaven,-  .  .  ." 
|hn  3:5,  6).

But  education,  like  a 
i' use,  is  no  better  than  the  foundation 
ion  which  it  rests. 

'  e  New  Birth 

The  foundation  of  Christian  education 
the  new  birth.  Nicodemus  wanted  to 
scuss  Jesus'  ministry  from  an  academic 
tint  of  view— "we  know  you  are  a 
acher"  (see  John  3:1)— but  Jesus  turn- 
I  the  discussion  directly  to  the  root  of 


the  meaning  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and 
that  was  the  re-creation  of  man  by  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

One  of  the  major  themes  of  the  Bible 
is  that  man  is  a  sinner.  "Yes,  all  have 
sinned;  all  fall  short  of  God's  glorious 
ideal"  (see  Romans  3:23).  True,  God 
created  us  in  His  image  (see  Genesis  1: 
26),  but  we  rebelled  against  God  (see 
Genesis  3:1-6)  and  as  a  result  of  rebellion, 
the  nature  of  man  was  changed  from 
good  to  evil.  We  call  this  experience 
the  "fall  of  man,"  which  Paul  described 
in  Romans  5:12,  "When  Adam  sinned,  sin 
entered  the  entire  human  race.  His  sin 
spread  death  throughout  all  the  world, 
so  everything  began  to  grow  old  and  die, 
for  all  sinned."  "We  started  out  bad, 
being  born  with  evil  natures"  (see  Ephe- 
sians  2:3),  and  this  condition  of  man  we 
call  "original  sin." 

The  doctrines,  "The  Fall  of  Man"  and 
"Original  Sin,"  explain  why  Jesus  em- 
phasized to  Nicodemus  that  man  must 
be  born  again— re-created  by  the  Holy 
Spirit— if  he  is  to  be  in  right  relationship 
with  God.  Education  can  do  much  to 
help  man,  but  it  cannot  correct  his  most 
fundamental  problem— restore  him  to  fel- 
lowship with  God.  The  basic  problem 
of  man  is  not  his  ignorance,  but  his  na- 
ture; education  can  cure  his  ignorance, 
but  it  cannot  change  his  nature.  This 
change  can  occur  only  through  a  re-birth 
—a  re-creation  by  God. 

The  most  serious  problems  which 
plague  us  today— war,  racial  conflicts, 
exploitation  of  one's  fellowman,  alcohol- 
ism, drug  addiction,  immorality,  greed, 
and  pride— are  not  due  to  our  ignorance, 
and  education  by  itself  cannot  solve  these 
problems. 

In  1939  Germany  had  one  of  the  high- 
est levels  of  education  of  any  nation

on  earth,  yet  it  plunged  the  world  into 
its  most  devastating  war  and  at  the  same 
time  subjected  millions  of  its  own  citi- 
zens (Jews)  to  the  most  inhumane  suf- 
fering known  in  history.  The  use  of 
alcohol  and  drugs,  infidelity  in  marriage, 
dishonesty  in  business,  and  expressions 
of  self-centeredness  have  no  direct  rela- 
tionship with  how  much  education  one 
has,-  these  problems  are  the  fruits  of 
man's  nature. 

The  only  way  we  are  going  to  change 
effectively  this  world  will  be  through 
changing  people,  and  the  only  way  peo- 
ple can  be  permanently  changed  is 
through  their  being  born  again.  "The 
unregenerated  man,"  wrote  Walter  Lipp- 
mann,  "can  only  muddle  into  muddle." 

Jesus  taught  that  a  tree  is  known  by 
its  fruit  (see  Luke  6:44),  and  Paul  de- 
scribed for  us  the  fruit  (conduct)  of  the 
man  who  has  not  been  born  again:  ".  .  . 
impure  thoughts,  eagerness  for  lustful 
pleasure,  idolatry,  spiritism  (that  is  en- 
couraging the  activity  of  demons),  hatred 
and  fighting,  jealousy  and  anger,  constant 
effort  to  get  the  best  for  yourself,  com- 
plaints and  criticisms,  the  feeling  that 
everyone  else  is  wrong  except  those  in 
your  own  little  group— and  there  will  be 
wrong  doctrine,  envy,  murder,  drunken- 
ness, wild  parties,  and  all  that  sort  of 
thing  .  .  ."  (Galatians  5:19-21). 

In  contrast,  Paul  also  listed  the  fruit 
of  those  who  have  been  born  again  by 
the  Holy  Spirit:  "love,  joy,  peace,  pa- 
tience, kindness,  goodness,  faithfulness, 
gentleness,  and  self-control"  (see  Gala- 
tians 5:22,  23). 

Now,  the  difference  in  these  two  codes 
of  conduct  is  not  one's  education  but  his 
nature.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  Je- 
sus brushed  aside  Nicodemus'  academic 
approach  to  His  ministry  and  immediate- 
ly went  to  the  heart  of  the  matter— the 
nature  of  man.

OWN  ON  THE  FARM 

jThis  article  is  published  to  inform  our 
'(nomination  about  the  farm  activity 
ijre  at  the  Children's  Home.  Our  farm 
)  very  much  alive  and  highly  produc- 
ve.  From  July  1,  1972,  through  March 
,  1973,  the  gross  cash  sales  from  the 


farm  totaled  $16,415.05.  The  produce 
raised  by  the  farm  and  consumed  by  the 
Home  during  this  period  amounted  to  a 
cash  value  of  $6,065.  Both  figures  ad- 
ded together  amount  to  $22,480.05  gross 
profit  for  a  nine-month  period.  Last 
year  (12  months)  the  gross  profit  totaled 
$19,800,  so  there  is  a  significant  in- 
crease over  last  year. 




Mr.  Patterson,  the  farm  manager,  with 
Mr.  William  Nicholson,  his  farm  assistant, 
and  Bud  Hill,  a  member  of  the  Home,  are 
shown  while  planting  the  Home  vegetable 
garden. 

There  are  380  acres  of  land  on  this 
geographical  site  —  about  200  acres  in 
wooded  area  and  180  acres  in  the  clear- 
ing. Of  the  cleared  land,  60  acres  is  in 
pasture  for  cattle  and  120  acres  is  under 
cultivation.  The  cultivated  land  consists 
of  20  acres  wheat,  15  acres  rye,  70  acres 
of  corn  and  about  15  acres  of  various 
vegetables.  The  tobacco  allotment  was 
leased  for  $2,800  this  year. 

The  livestock  on  the  farm  consists  of 
61  head  of  cattle,  122  head  of  hogs  and 
28  turkeys. 


A  portion  of  the  swine  are  eating  their 
evening  meal.  The  herd  of  swine  consists 
of  18  sows,  four  boars,  and  100  pigs  less 
than  a  week  old. 


A  sow  feeds  her  newborn  pigs.  Little 
pigs  are  arriving  each  day;  already  we  have 
100  and  there  are  more  to  come. 


Here  we  see  the  turkeys,  two  toms,  and 
six  hens.  There  are  20  other  small  turkeys 
not  shown  in  this  photograph.  The  tur- 
keys are  raised  as  a  hobby  by  Mr.  Clarence 
Mitchell.  Since  January,  38  have  been 
killed  and  placed  in  the  freezer  lor  future 
consumption  at  the  Home.

With  94  Sunday  schools  representing, 
the  1973  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Free  Will  Baptist  Sunday  School  Conven- 
tion, meeting  at  the  Children's  Home, 
Middlesex,  on  April  14,  set  a  record  for 
the  largest  attendance  since  the  denomi- 
national division  in  1961.

MANNING  AND  HUMPHREY  ADDRESS  CLASS 


Mr.  Tommy  Manning,  editor  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Press  Foundation,  Inc.,  and 
the  Rev.  Stewart  Humphrey,  director  of 
campus  life  at  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Chil- 
dren's Home,  were  guest  lecturers  at 
Mount  Olive  College  recently.  They  ad- 
dressed a  class,  taught  by  President  W. 
Burkette  Raper,  which  is  studying  the 
history,  doctrine,  and  government  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  Mr.  Manning 
and  Mr.  Humphrey  spoke  in  the  absence 
of  Dr.  Raper,  who  is  visiting  the  Holy 
Lands.

Mr.  Manning  illustrated  the  history 
and  purpose  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  through  an  eloquent  story  of  the 
crucifixion.  "Without  Easter,"  he  said, 
"there  would  be  no  need  for  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Press. 

The  Press,  which  is  100  years  old  this 
year,  has  been  located  in  Ayden,  North 
Carolina,  since  1895.  It  is  the  source  of 
numerous  publications  utilized  by  the 
denomination.  One  of  these  is  The  Free 
Will  Baptist,  which  regularly  carries 
news  of  Mount  Olive  College.  Associated 
with  the  Press  are  four  bookstores,  one 
located  in  Ayden  at  the  site  of  the  Press, 
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and  others  in  Smithfield,  Wilson,  and 
New  Bern,  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Humphrey  gave  a  comprehensive 
overview  of  the  purpose  fulfilled  by  the 
Children's  Home.  "The  great  majority 
of  children  at  the  Home  are  not  orphans," 
he  said,  "but  children  from  broken 
homes.  They  did  not  have  the  love  and 
security  which  they  should  have  had. 
The  Children's  Home  is  a  redemptive 
process  in  which  we  try  to  restore  the 
child's  faith  in  himself,  in  other  people, 
and,  primarily,  in  God." 

Mount  Olive  College  maintains  special 
relationships  with  the  Home  in  order  to 
provide  assistance  for  those  who  wish  to 
continue  their  education  at  the  College.

And  they  said  unto  him, 
A  can.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Ye 
sill  indeed  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink 
of  and  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  bap- 
ti  d  withal  shall  ye  be  baptized"  (Mark 
Uj38,  39). 

hese  power-seeking  followers  of  Je- 
si'  hardly  knew  what  they  wanted  and 
we  not  too  well  informed  as  to  what 
w>  good  for  them.   Truly  they  had  left 
drything  to  follow  Him,  but  not  with- 
■I  some    reserves.     They  evidently 
tf;bght  that  being  with  a  potential  ruler 
•fjtheir  native  Palestine— the  Messiah 
Hijmised  Israel  by  the  Old  Testament 
•Iters— would  eventually  be  able  to  im- 
*fiwe  their  social  and  political  standing 
luWell  as  their  religious  recognition  and 
wleges.    This  could  not  be  further 
•fr'n  what  Jesus  had  in  mind  for  them, 
ifllike  manner,  what  their  speculative 
!fplps  assigned  Him  in  His  coming  ex- 
Wence  could  not  have  been  further 
frjn  the  experiences  both  He  and  they 
*i;e  to  come  into  immediately.   He  was 
of  the  Cross  and  all  the  events 


that  should  both  precede  it  and  follow. 
They  were  looking  for  an  immediate 
kingdom  and  not  the  Cross. 

I  wonder  if  we  do  not  need  to  be  more 
careful  lest  we  bypass  the  realities  that 
accompany  our  discipleship  to  Him  and 
especially  those  things  He  so  clearly  ex- 
plained. All  of  us  will  not  become  great 
philanthropists,  popular  evangelists,  or 
educational  leaders— but  this  is  not 
necessary  to  our  success  as  called  Chris- 
tian workers.  We  need  to  first  of  all 
maintain  a  right  relationship  with  Him 
and  remain  obedient  under  all  the  chang- 
ing conditions  and  circumstances  we  en- 
counter. "But  they  that  wait  upon  the 
LORD  shall  renew  their  strength;  they 
shall  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles,- 
they  shall  run,  and  not  be  weary,-  and 
they  shall  walk,  and  not  faint"  (Isaiah 

40:31). 

Jesus  had  forewarned  these  very  disci- 
ples. "Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep 
in  the  midst  of  wolves:  be  ye  therefore 
wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as  doves. 
.  .  .  And  the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the 
brother  to  death,  and  the  father  the 
child:  and  the  children  shall  rise  up 
against  their  parents,  and  cause  them  to 
be  put  to  death.  And  ye  shall  be  hated 
of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake:  but  he 
that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be  saved" 
(Matthew  10:16,  21,  22).  Had  they  only 
listened  they  would  have  been  better 
ready  to  cope  with  the  crises  then  await- 
ing them.  "Awake,  0  sword,  against  my 
shepherd,  and  against  the  man  that  is 
my  fellow,  saith  the  LORD  of  hosts-,  smite 
the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be 
scattered:  and  I  will  turn  mine  hand  upon 
the  little  ones"  (Zechariah  13:7).  Com- 
pare, "Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them,  All 
ye  shall  be  offended  because  of  me  this 
night:  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flock  shall 
be  scattered  abroad"  (Matthew  26:31). 

Now  give  special  attention  to  "Pray 
without  ceasing"  (1  Thessalonians  5:17). 
Compare,  "Is  any  among  you  afflicted? 
let  him  pray.  Is  any  merry?  let  him 
sing  psalms.    Is  any  sick  among  you? 
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let  him  call  for  the  elders  of  the  church; 
and  let  them  pray  over  him,  anointing 
him  with  oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord: 
And  the  prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the 
sick,  and  the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up,- 
and  if  he  have  committed  sins,  they  shall 
be  forgiven  him.  Confess  your  faults 
one  to  another,  and  pray  one  for  an- 
other, that  ye  may  be  healed.  The  ef- 
fectual fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous  man 
availeth  much"  (James  5:13-16);  "I  will 
therefore  that  men  pray  every  where, 
lifting  up  holy  hands,  without  wrath  and 
doubting"  (1  Timothy  2:8);  "For  this 
cause  we  also,  since  the  day  we  heard 
it,  do  not  cease  to  pray  for  you,  and  to 
desire  that  ye  might  be  filled  with  the 
knowledge  of  his  will  in  all  wisdom  and 
spiritual  understanding,-  That  ye  might 
walk  worthy  of  the  Lord  unto  all  pleas- 
ing, being  fruitful  in  every  good  work, 
and  increasing  in  the  knowledge  of  God" 
(Colossians  1:9,  10);  "Likewise  the  Spirit 
also  helpeth  our  infirmities:  for  we  know 
not  what  we  should  pray  for  as  we  ought: 
but  the  Spirit  itself  maketh  intercession 
for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be 
uttered"  (Romans  8:26);  Jesus  prayed  for 
all  of  us:  "Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone, 
but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on 
me  through  their  word"  (John  17:20). 

We  should  pray  for  ail  Christians  and 
for  lost  sinners.  Jesus  said  ".  .  .  men 
ought  always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint" 
(Luke  18:1),-  see  also  Matthew  5:44.  Paul 
wrote  and  said  we  should  pray  for  all 
men,  "I  exhort  therefore,  that,  first  of 
all,  supplications,  prayers,  intercessions, 
and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for  all 
men,-  For  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in 
authority;  that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and 
peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  hon- 
esty" (1  Timothy  2:1,  2);  "Let  every  soul 
be  subject  unto  the  higher  powers.  For 
there  is  no  power  but  of  God:  the  powers 
that  be  are  ordained  of  God.  Whosoever 
therefore  resisteth  the  power,  resisteth 
the  ordinance  of  God:  and  they  that  re- 
sist shall  receive  to  themselves  damna- 
tion. For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good 
works,  but  to  the  evil.  Wilt  thou  then 
not  be  afraid  of  the  power?  do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise 
of  the  same"  (Romans  13:1-3);  "Submit 
yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for 
the  Lord's  sake:  whether  it  be  to  the 
king,  as  supreme,-  Or  unto  governors,  as 
unto  them  that  are  sent  by  him  for  the 
punishment  of  evildoers,  and  for  the 
praise  of  them  that  do  well.  For  so  is 
the  will  of  God,  that  with  well  doing  ye 
may  put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  fool-

Christ  Makes  Men  New 

Lesson  Text:  John  1:9-13;  Ephesians  2:1- 
10;  Colossians  3:1-17 

Memory  Verse:  2  Corinthians  5:17 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Medical  statistics  estimate  that  up  to 
25,000  Americans  take  their  own  lives 
every  year.  For  every  successful  suicide, 
there  are  at  least  eight  attempts.  Thus 
we  have  at  least  200,000  suicides  or  at- 
tempts at  it  each  year  on  an  average. 
To  get  some  idea  how  many  people  these 
are,  see  how  your  city  or  county  com- 
pares in  population  with  this  number. 
As  for  the  writer's  city,  this  number  of 
suicides  or  attempts  at  it  is  seven  times 
its  population! 

Who  are  these  people?  They  are  men, 
women,  and  young  people  who  are  walk- 
ing down  the  dead-end  path  of  the  life 
without  God.  It  is  true  that  occasionally 
a  person  professing  to  be  a  Christian  will 
attempt  or  succeed  in  suicide.  But  even 
if  he  is  a  Christian  he  is  living  outside 
of  God's  fellowship,  perhaps  because  of 
some  unconfessed  and  unforsaken  sins  in 
his  life. 

Christ  is  able  to  make  such  people 
new  again.  He  wants  to  reach  His  hand 
of  healing  into  our  hearts  and  emotions 
and  minds  and  bring  the  balm  of  healing 
and  salvation  to  all.

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Only  Jesus  can  give  true  light  to 
our  lives. 

B.  The  world  is  still  Christ's  own,  and 
our  task  is  to  bring  to  the  people  of  the 
world  the  saving  grace  of  Jesus.

F.  God  saved  us  not  just  to  "sit"  in 
heavenly  places  but  to  enter  the  heavenly 


God's  work- 
manship can  accomplish  this. 

G.  Good  works  are  excluded  from  sal- 
vation because  they  are  self-centered.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

What  great  obstacles  the  divine  desire 
must  overcome!  We  are,  outside  of  Jesus 
Christ,  dead  men,  chained  by  sin.  Our 
situation  is  both  hopeless  and  helpless. 
If  this  were  all,  the  story  would  be  end- 
ed. But  thank  God,  He  has  not  left  it 
there,  and  His  boundless  love  reaches  us 
through  the  enlivening  gospel  of  salva- 
tion. He  calls  us,  but  even  then  the 
work  is  not  done,  since  we  must  respond 
to  His  call.  It  is  all  we  can  do,  but  it  is 
enough.  His  efforts  in  our  behalf  must 
be  met  with  our  own  faith  and  obedience, 
or  else  His  desire  is  thwarted.  Man's 
own  freedom  of  will  can  become  the  ob- 
stacle that  will  block  God's  grace  and 
render  His  saving  efforts  fruitless. 

Redeemed  man  is  God's  masterpiece, 
His  greatest  of  all  contemporary  works. 
Our  old  man  was  flesh  and  blood,  stained 
and  garbled  by  his  sin,-  the  new  man  is 
a  spiritual  being,  re-created  to  produce 
in  his  life  wholesome  fruit  to  the  glory 
of  God.  God  first  works  upon  us,  in 
order  that  He  may  work  within  and 
through  us. 

A  quick  look  about  us  will  show  count- 
less people  living  unfulfilled,  frustrated 
lives,  yearning  for  what  they  can  never 
have  outside  of  Christ.  Many  of  these 
people  have  been  confronted  by  Jesus  but 
have  rejected  the  Saviour,-  and  their  lives 
continue  to  plummet  toward  the  inevit- 
able dead  end. 

Because  our  standards  of  value  are 
topsy-turvy,-  because  we  do  not  always 
want  what  is  ultimately  best  for  us,-  be^ 
cause  we  so  often  center  our  lives  about 
what  we  want  without  regard  to  God  or 
other  men,  we  continue  in  our  self-willed 
ways,  seldom  giving  priority  to  the  cry- 
ing needs  of  our  souls. 

We  are  not  different  from  our  fathers 
in  this.  Each  generation  faces  similar 
choices  based  upon  identical  principles.

"Dreams  show  your  loftiest  desires  or 
your  greatest  dreads." 

Sometimes  an  isolated  sentence  from 
a  conversation  follows  me  around  like 
the  cloud  hanging  over  the  head  of  Al 
Capp's  character,  Joe  Bfptlsk.  Ever  since 
I  heard  that  one  about  dreams,  it  has 
haunted  me.  The  more  I  think  about  it, 
the  more  I'm  sure  it's  true. 

People  have  always  been  interested  in 
dreams,  perhaps  because  we  don't  un- 
derstand them.  Remember  the  old  super- 
stition that  telling  a  dream  before  break- 
fast will  make  it  come  true?  So  if  it's 
a  good  one,  you  tell  it;  if  not,  you  wait 
until  later  in  the  day.  Another  belief 
is  that  dreams  mean  the  opposite  thing— 
to  dream  of  losing  your  money  means 
you'll  get  some. 

Ancient  people  put  great  faith  in 
dreams  and  often  sought  help  in  having 
them  explained.  There  were  professional 
interpreters  in  the  courts  of  the  Pha- 
roahs  and  the  kings  of  Babylon.  But 
only  God  could  interpret  dreams  correct- 
ly.

We  remember 
two  kinds:  the  things  we  enjoy  doing  or 
would  like  to  do,-  and  the  opposite- 
things  we  hope  will  never  happen. 

Where  did  I  hear  the  statement  about 
dreams?  One  of  my  friends  said  that  in 
the  seven  years  he  had  been  a  Christian, 
he  had  just  dreamed  for  the  third  time 
about  the  Lord's  return  to  the  earth.  It 
was  a  wonderful  experience. 

The  other  then  said,  "I've  heard  that 
your  dreams  show  your  loftiest  desires 
or  your  greatest  dreads.  And  where  that 
was  a  happy  dream  for  you,  how  many 
people  in  this  world,  if  they  had  that 
same  dream,  would  wake  up  shaking 
with  fright?"

SOMETHING  I  HADN'T  NOTICED 

I  should  have  noticed  right  off,  but  I  didn't.  Apparently,  though,  the  other  people 
who  came  in  did  for,  though  they  spoke  and  nodded  a  greeting  in  my  direction,  there 
wasn't  any  loud,  boisterous  laughter  or  noisy  conversations. 

There  was  a  calmness  I'd  never  felt  before  under  such  circumstances  or  while  in  such 
a  situation— a  calmness  I  really  didn't  understand— for  this  certainly  wasn't  one  of  my 
favorite  places  or  a  place  conducive  to  gentle,  quiet  feelings  or  tranquility. 

Not  long  after  I  was  seated,  a  receptionist  appeared  and  smiled,  greeted  me  warmly, 
but  professionally,  and  left  with  me  a  form,  which  after  completion,  I  was  to  return  to  her 
desk  in  an  inner  office.  I  completed  the  form,  answering  yes  and  no  questions,  and  in  a 
space  provided  wrote  additional  information  pertinent  to  my  being  there.  I  finished 
filling  out  the  form,  took  it  to  the  desk,  and  again  seated  myself. 

To  my  right  was  a  plate  glass  panel  with  a  view  to  the  outside,  through  which  I  saw 
a  rock  garden  containing  a  tree  or  two,  shrubbery,  a  frog  or  fish-type  fountain  from  which 
poured  a  continuous  flow  of  water  creating  a  permanent  pool.  The  steady  flow  of  the 
water  could  be  heard,  and  the  contrast  of  the  soft  greenery  and  the  hard  rocks  made  a 
beautiful  setting— a  setting  which  compelled  my  attention  for  a  long  while.  This  was  one 
time  I  didn't  pick  up  a  magazine  or  two.  It  is  customary  for  most  people  to  thumb 
through  several  of  these  during  the  waiting  period,  but  this  day  I  didn't.  I  didn't  feel 
the  desire  or  need  to  do  so. 

A  gentleman  sat  in  a  chair  at  the  south  wall  some  distance  from  me.  I  was  seated  on 
the  north  end  of  the  davenport.  A  lady  sat  in  a  chair  adjacent  to  me  with  her  back  to 
the  glass  panel  through  which  I  was  watching  the  fountain,  but  not  interfering  with  my 
view.  From  time  to  time  she  would  smile  as  I  turned  from  my  gazing,  but  she  didn't 
talk  to  me,  nor  I  to  her.    This,  too,  was  unusual. 

Glancing  about  the  room,  I  observed  that  it  was  tastefully  decorated:  lamps,  carpet, 
chairs,  davenport,  wall  color— eveiything  matched.  But,  stiil  1  didn't  notice  it.  Vet,  I  telt 
a  peace  that  could  have  kept  me  there  all  day.  .  .  . 

"Mr.  Manning?"  My  thoughts  were  interrupted  and  I  was  prompted  to  remember  my 
appointment— and  with  whom— by  the  receptionist  as  she  stuck  her  head  out  of  the  half 
opened  door  and  motioned  for  me  to  come  into  the  inner  office.  1  followed  her  into  a 
typical  white-and-black  examining  room  with  the  usual  tilt-back  chair  and  round  observa- 
tion light  and  instruments.  Indicating  that  I  should  have  a  seat,  she  spoke  again  in  her 
pleasant  manner:  "Mr.  Manning,  the  doctor  will  be  with  you  in  a  moment." 

So  I  sat  waiting,  and  soon  indeed  the  doctor  did  appear.  Pulling  up  a  stool,  he  began 
to  speak  to  ine  in  regard  to  the  form  I  had  completed.  His  manner  was  congenial  and 
very  unhurried.  I  was  there  for  a  consultation,  but  1  had  expected  him  to  hasten  through, 
inasmuch  as  there  were  other  patients  waiting;  but  he  seemed  comfortable,  and  I  felt 
comfortable,  but  didn't  know  what  kind  of  news  he'd  give  me  concerning  my  reason  for 
being  there.  Strange  as  it  seemed,  he,  too,  displayed  the  calm,  tranquil  spirit  I  had  felt 
in  the  reception  room. 

After  a  question-and-answer  period  and  a  dental  examination,  I  was  allowed  to  leave. 
I  wasn't  ushered  out  hurriedly  either;  they  didn't  seem  in  any  particular  hurry  to  "get 
rid  of  me."  This,  too,  seemed  strange  for  a  busy  dentist's  office.  Some  follow-up  appoint- 
ments were  made  for  me  by  the  kind-faced  receptionist,  and  as  I  was  about  to  depart,  the 
doctor  called  to  me:  "Tommy,  did  you  notice  the  picture  on  the  wall  in  the  reception 
room?" 

"The  picture?"  I  questioned,  admitting  that  I  didn't  know  to  which  one  he  was  refer- 
ring. (It  occurred  to  me  that  I  had  noticed  one  or  two,  but  not  any  particular  one  which 
would  merit  particular  remembrance.) 

"Yes,  the  picture  of  Jesus  in  there." 

"A  picture  of  Jesus?"  I  hadn't  noticed  and  felt  ashamed  that  I  hadn't.  "Where  is 
it?"  I  questioned,  hardly  imagining  that  one  in  my  line  of  work  could  possibly  have  miss- 
ed seeing  a  visual  representation  of  cur  Lord. 

Both  the  doctor  and  the  receptionist  followed  me  into  the  reception  room  and  pointed 
to  it  on  the  north  wall.  "I  believe  it  came  from  your  place,"  the  doctor  commented,  indi- 
cating the  Press  where  he  knew  1  worked. 

"Why,  yes,  it  did,"  I  affirmed,  then  added,  "I'm  so  surprised  to  see  a  picture  of  Jesus 
here.    I've  never  seen  one  in  a  doctor's  office  before." 

Both  he  and  the  receptionist  nodded.  The  doctor  spoke  again,  "That's  the  same  reac- 
tion we  get  from  other  people.  They're  very  surprised  to  see  it  hanging  there,  and  it 
causes  a  lot  of  remarks." 

The  receptionist  continued,  "Well,  Christ  is  someone  that  all  people  know  about, 
whether  they  want  to  or  not." 

"Or,"  I  added,  "they  should  know  about  Him— and  in  a  personal  way— if  they  don't 
already."    She  agreed. 

By  that  time  the  other  patients  had  voiced  their  opinions,  how  they,  too,  were  sur- 
prised to  find  a  representation  of  the  Son  of  God  in  what  was  a  nonreligious-type  office, 
and  how  they  were  glad  to  see  such  a  picture  there. 

To  this  day  I  don't  know  why  I  didn't  notice  the  picture,  for  usually  I  am  an  ob- 
servant person  and  hardly  anything  escapes  my  eyes.  I  would  alibi  my  not  noticing  by 
virtue  of  the  fact  that  I  see  representations  of  Jesus  everyday  in  my  work,  and  though  it 
is  no  compliment  in  my  direction,  my  eyes  had  become  so  accustomed  to  seeing  such  pic- 
tures that  my  mind  had  just  blanked  this  particular  one  out  until  my  attention  was  drawn 
to  it. 

The  picture  was  not  really  important,  and  some  of  our  number  disdain  any  visual 
representation  of  our  Lord  in  art  or  sculpture;  yet,  this  editor  cannot  forget  the  calmness 
of  that  dentist's  office;  and,  I  feel  confident  that  the  Lord  was  there  in  Spirit.  We  cannot 
give  the  picture  credit  for  this,  for  the  Lord  does  not  dwell  in  rocks  and  stones  and  oils 
and  canvases;  yet,  He  does  dwell  in  the  hearts  of  regenerated  men.  This  picture  merely 
reminded  those  who  entered  the  office  of  this  fact. 

So,  dear  reader,  whether  or  not  you  like  pictures  of  Christ,  I  am  certain  that  this 
particular  one  in  Dr.  M.  W.  Aldrtdge's  office  in  Greenville,  North  Carolina,  is  significant. 
After  all,  there  could  have  been  some  leud  and  sensuous  work  of  art  after  the  manner  of 
some  great  master  hanging  on  that  wall.  This  editor,  at  least,  is  glad  that  Christ  claimed  a 
place  there.

In  Christian  education  it  is  of  the  first 
importance  that  the  Bible  be  taught  not 
simply  from  historical  and  literary  points 
of  view,  but  as  the  living  Word  of  God. 
Through  faithfully  studying  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  the  Christian  grows  in  his  love 
and  knowledge  of  God  and  becomes  bet- 
ter  equipped  for  effective  Christian  ser- 
vice. 

In  his  discussion  of  the  warfare  of 
Christian  living,  Paul  listed  the  defensive 
armour  for  the  Christian— breastplate, 
shield  and  helmet— but  while  a  good  de- 
fense is  necessary  in  Christian  living  as 
well  as  in  war,  defense  alone  will  not 
win  the  battle.  Victory  requires  an  of- 
fense, and  Paul  identified  the  "sword  of 
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the  Spirit— which  is  the  Word  of  God" 
(see  Ephesians  6:17)  as  the  major  offen- 
sive weapon  of  the  Christian. 

The  major  task  of  every  Christian  is 
to  share  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ 
through  which  others  can  experience  a 
spiritual  re-creation,  and  in  this  task  the 
Scriptures  are  indispensable.  Moreover, 
for  the  Christian  himself,  the  Word  of 
God  is  like  bread — the  staff  of  life— 
and  those  who  neglect  it  sooner  or  later 
suffer  from  Spiritual  malnutrition. 

So  in  a  Christian  college  the  Bible 
should  be  taught  with  the  views  of  help- 
ing students  to  find  new  life  in  Christ 
and  to  provide  nourishment  for  their 
spiritual  growth. 

SPIRITUAL  DEVELOPMENT  THROUGH 
PRAYER 

A  second  means  of  spiritual  develop- 
ment is  prayer. 

If  God  is  the  source  of  life  for  the 
Christian,  and  if  the  very  means  where- 


by one  becomes  a  Christian  is  his  being 
spiritually  re-created  by  God,  then  it 
naturally  follows  that  the  Christian  life 
is  sustained  by  a  living  relationship  with 
God.  The  life  line  of  this  relationship  is 
prayer. 

The  tragic  truth,  however,  is  that  so 
few  people,  including  those  in  the 
church,  really  know  how  to  talk  with 
God— to  communicate  with  Him. 

Martin  Luther,  one  of  the  few  men 
who  truly  altered  the  course  of  human 
history,  declared:  "If  I  fail  to  spend  two 
hours  in  prayer  each  morning,  the  devil 
gets  the  victory  through  the  day.  I 
have  so  much  business  I  cannot  get  on 
without  spending  three  hours  daily  in 
prayer."  Luther's  motto  was:  "He  that 
has  prayed  well  has  studied  well." 

A  young  lady  who  had  been  brought 
up  in  the  church  and  who  had  been  en- 
rolled a  full  year  at  a  Christian  college, 
including  taking  two  courses  in  religion, 
attended  a  conference  on  evangelism, 
and  when  she  was  asked  what  was  the 
most  important  thing  she  learned  at  this 
conference,  she  replied  "that  I  could  talk 
with  God  anytime— anywhere."  In  col- 
lege she  had  been  taught  how  to  use  the 
English  language  for  effective  communi- 
cation, and  she  had  been  taught  the  lit- 
erature of  the  Bible  and  its  historical 
background,  but  she  had  not  learned  the 
most  important  thing  in  the  Christian 
life— how  to  communicate  with  God. 

In  emphasizing  the  importance  of  pray- 
er, E.  M.  Bounds  has  written,  "A  school 
to  teach  preachers  how  to  pray,  as  God 
counts  praying,  would  be  more  beneficial 
to  true  piety,  true  worship,  and  true 
preaching  than  all  theological  schools" 
(Preacher  and  Prayer,  Zondervan  Publish- 
ing House,  1946,  p.  21). 

If  individual  Christians  and  the  church 
at  large  live  in  Spiritual  poverty  it  is  be- 
cause we  either  do  not  know  how  to  pray 
or  because  we  do  not  discipline  ourselves 
in  prayer.  Our  fury  is  aroused  when  we 
hear  someone  question  the  inspiration  of 
the  Scriptures,  but  how  fully  do  we  be- 
lieve these  words  of  Jesus:  "Ask,  and 
you  will  be  given  what  you  ask  for.  Seek, 
and  you  will  find.  Knock,  and  the  door 
will  be  opened.  For  everyone  who  asks, 
receives.  Anyone  who  seeks,  finds.  If 
only  you  will  knock,  the  door  will  open" 
(Matthew  7:7,  8).  "I  also  tell  you  this 
—if  two  of  you  agree  down  here  on  earth 
concerning  anything  you  ask  for,  my 
Father  in  heaven  will  do  it  for  you"  (Mat- 
thew 18:19).  "You  can  get  anything- 
anything  you  ask  for  in  prayer— if  you 
believe"  (Matthew  21:22).  "But  with

In  Memory  of 
Mrs.  Pheddie  Garris 
Worthing  ton 

On  March  15,  1973,  about  3  a.m.  after 
an  extended  illness  of  approximately  five 
years,  Mrs.  Pheddie  Garris  Worthington 
was  relieved  of  her  suffering.  Grand- 
mother, as  she  was  known  to  me,  was 
born  to  Asa  and  Annie  Eliza  Garris  on 
March  16,  1883.  She  was  one  of  a  fam- 
ily of  twelve  and  the  last  of  them  to 
leave  this  life.  She  lived  all  of  her  life 
in  the  Littlefield  and  Ayden  communities 
and  was  a  lifetime  member  of  the  Elm 
Grove  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

Grandmother  was  kind,  patient,  and 
considerate  to  other  people.  One  of  the 
things  I  remember  most  about  her  was 
her  ability  to  look  for  and  to  find  the 
better  qualities  in  people.  When  she 
knew  of  someone  who  had  "gone  astray," 
rather  than  condemn  the  person  she 
sought  to  uplift  him.  I  do  not  recall 
ever  hearing  her  say  an  unkind  word 
about  anyone.  Grandmother  was  devot- 
ed to  her  home,  family,  and  church.  As 
long  as  she  was  physically  able,  she  sup- 
ported the  church,  its  Sunday  school,  and 
auxiliary  in  every  respect.  She  spent 
many  hours  collecting  materials  of  in- 
terest to  her  concerning  Elm  Grove 
church  and  the  Free  Will  Baptist  denomi- 
nation in  general.

Mount  Olive  College  librarian  Gary 
Barefoot  has  made  an  appeal  to  all  Free 
Will  Baptists  for  books,  minutes,  photo- 
graphs, church  records,  and  assorted 
items  of  historical  nature  regarding  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

The  College's  Free  Will  Baptist  His- 
torical Collection,  for  which  these  items 
would  be  used,  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind 
in  existence. 

"We  are  asking  for  donations  of  any 
material,"  he  said.  "It  is  often  hard  for 
a  church  or  individual  to  realize  how 
valuable  a  seemingly  insignificant  item 
might  be  to  the  historical  collection. 

"Therefore,  I  can  only  say  'Don't  throw 
out  anything.'

those  of  the  North  Carolina  Convention. 
For  this  reason,  we  urge  all  churches  and 
individuals  associated  with  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  denomination  to  contact  us  if 
they  have  materials  which  belong  in  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Historical  Collection." 

Barefoot  also  announced  that  the  State 
Convention  has  given  the  library  a  micro- 
film reproducing  machine.  With  this  ap- 
paratus and  the  microfilm  readers  which 
are  also  available  to  the  College,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  make  photographic  copies  of 
documents  on  the  tiny  film. 

"This  will  not  damage  the  original  in 
any  way,"  Barefoot  said,  "and  will  serve 
two  purposes.  First,  it  allows  a  separate 
copy  of  the  material  to  be  made.  In  the 
event  that  the  original  copy  is  destroyed, 
which  has  happened  too  many  times,  the 
copy  can  be  preserved. 

"Secondly,  this  allows  the  collection 
to  possess  records  in  the  event  that  the 
owners  of  the  originals  are  unwilling  to 
present  them  to  us. 

"Of  course,  we  prefer  the  originals," 
he  added.

THE  REV.  LONNIE  ELBERT  CAYTON 


The  Rev.  Lonnie  Elbert  Cayton 


On  Sunday,  February  11,  1973,  Lonnie 
Elbert  Cayton,  lost  his  long  and  coura- 
geous battle  against  the  ravages  of  dis- 
ease and  was  called  to  that  eternal  rest 
that  God  has  prepared  for  all  good  and 
faithful  servants.  The  son  of  Alvah  and 
Celia  Cayton,  he  was  born  September  6, 
1921,  in  Beaufort  County  and  was  a  na- 
tive of  New  Bern,  North  Carolina,  where 
he  spent  his  childhood  and  attended  the 
New  Bern  schools.  He  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Navy  in  1939  and  served 
in  both  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  war 
theaters  during  World  War  II. 

It  was  following  his  service  in  the 
armed  forces  that  Lonnie  dedicated  his 
life  to  the  Lord.  His  deep  conviction 
and  steadfast  faith  led  him  to  seek  great- 
er avenues  of  service.  Subsequently  he 
was  called  into  the  ministry  and  in  1961 
became  an  ordained  Free  Will  Baptist 
minister.  Since  then  he  served  as  pastor 
of  Community  Chapel  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church,  Buies  Creek,  North  Carolina,  and 
Corinth  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  Dunn, 
North  Carolina. 

A  graduate  of  Campbell  College,  he 
also  attended  North  Carolina  State  and 
Wake  Forest  Universities.  In  recent  years 
and  until  shortly  before  his  death,  Lon- 
nie was  employed  at  Campbell  College, 
where  his  administrative  ability  led  to 
his  advancement  to  the  position  of  direc- 
tor of  utilities. 

While  at  Campbell  College,  he  became 
interested  in  Freemasonry,  and  realizing 
the  close  and  kindred  ties  between 
Christianity  and  Masonry,  Lonnie  became 


a  member  of  Palmyra  Masonic  Lodge  in 
Dunn.  In  fulfillment  of  his  desire  to 
pursue  actively  his  convictions  concern- 
ing Masonry  and  religion,  he  served  as 
chaplain  of  his  Lodge  until  the  time  of 
his  illness.  He  was  a  student  of  both 
masonic  philosophy  and  Christian  theol- 
ogy and  from  the  vantage  point  as  both 
minister  and  Mason  he  was  endowed 
with  a  unique  insight  into  the  intricate 
relationship  between  masonic  teachings 
and  the  doctrines  of  Christianity.  It  was 
in  this  dual  role  that  he  understood  with 
penetrating  clarity  that  Freemasonry  is 
not  a  religion,  but  rather  is  the  "hand- 
maiden of  religion."  With  wisdom  and 
vision,  he  became  a  strong  advocate  of 
building  a  good  relationship  between 
Masonry  and  the  church,  believing  that 
both  are  oidained  of  God  for  His  glory 
and  the  betterment  of  mankind. 

His  masonic  affiliation  included  mem- 
bership in  the  Scottish  Rite  Consistory 
at  Wilmington  and  Sudan  Shrine  Temple, 
New  Bern.  He  was  a  member  of  Saint 
Mary's  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  New 
Bern  and  prior  to  his  death,  he  and  his 
wife  Geneva  had  returned  to  New  Bern 
to  live. 

In  addition  to  his  wife,  he  is  survived 
by  three  sons:  Lonnie  Michael,  Carl 
Galen,  and  Ellis  Gene,-  his  mother,  Celia 
Cayton  of  New  Bern;  and  three  brothers: 
Alvah  C,  Elwood,  and  Clifton,  all  of  New 
Bern.  His  funeral  was  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  Herman  Hershey  at  Mitchell  Funeral 
Chapel  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  Ma- 
sonic graveside  services  were  conducted 
with  interment  in  Raleigh  National  Ceme- 
tery by  Palmyra  Masonic  Lodge. 

The  life  that  our  brother  lived  was  a 
testimony  of  his  faith  and  conviction. 
To  know  him  was  to  love  and  admire  him 
for  his  many  splendid  qualities  and  vir- 
tues. Honesty  and  sincerity  were  among 
his  fine  attributes.

'  jhe  real  answer  to  this  question,  how- 
ijr,  is  that  Jude,  the  human  author  of 
fo  epistle  was,  like  all  of  those  used 
■he  Holy  Spirit  to  write  the  books  of 
BJtij  Bible,  inspired  of  God.  This  means 
for  we  are  to  accept  the  following:  "All 
icpture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God, 
ir)  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  re- 


proof, for  correction,  for  instruction  in 
righteousness"  (2  Timothy  3:16);  "We 
have  also  a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy,- 
whereunto  ye  do  well  that  ye  take  heed, 
as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark 
place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  day 
star  arise  in  your  hearts:  Knowing  this 
first,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scripture  is 
of  any  private  interpretation.  For  the 
prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the 
will  of  man:  but  holy  men  of  God  spake 
as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost" 
(2  Peter  1:19-21).  The  human  authors  of 
these  verses— as  of  all  Scripture— were  so 
controlled  by  the  Holy  Spirit  that  they 
wrote  that  which  men  lacking  this  en- 
dowment could  not  have  written. 

We  are  told  in  the  Old  Testament, 
"And  Enoch  walked  with  God:  and  he 
was  not;  for  God  took  him"  (Genesis 
5:24).  Commentaries  speak  of  Enoch  as 
the  one  man  of  that  evil  generation  who 
was  sufficiently  obedient  to  God  that  He 
paid  special  attention  to  him,  finally  tak- 
ing him  from  among  such  sinful,  pollut- 
ed people  to  be  eternally  in  His  hallowed 
presence. 

In  the  Book  of  Hebrews  Enoch  is  set 
forth  as  an  example  among  men  of  faith 
and  is  contrasted  with  Cain.  "By  faith 
Enoch  was  translated  that  he  should  not 
see  death;  and  was  not  found,  because 
God  had  translated  him:  for  before  his 
translation  he  had  this  testimony,  that 
he  pleased  God"  (Hebrews  1 1 :5).  So  who 
knows  just  what  words  of  prophecy  God 
may  have  spoken  through  Enoch's  mouth 
in  warning  the  men  of  his  day  of  the 
pending  judgment,  soon  to  come  to  that 
doomed  generation  in  the  form  of  a  uni- 
versal flood? 

Thus,  with  this  prophetic  warning  in 
Jude  14,  15,  a  further  word  is  given  that 
would  serve  the  people  of  our  day.  Since 
God  did  not  see  fit  to  include  it  in  earlier 
inspired  writing,  He  included  it  here  for 
our  benefit  as  for  those  who  shall  live 
up  to  the  final  judgment  when  this  earth 
is  destroyed.  "But  the  day  of  the  Lord

"It  is  suggestive,  to  say  the  least,  that 
Enoch,  who  'was  translated  that  he 
should  not  see  death'  (see  Hebrews  11: 
5),  thus  became  a  beautiful  type  of  the 
saints  who  will  be  living  on  earth  when 
the  church  is  translated.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  know  that  he  preached  the  second 
coming  of  Christ  with  His  saints,  to  judge 
sin  and  'to  execute  judgment'  upon  the 
ungodly.  'Known  unto  God  are  all  his 
works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world' 
(Acts  15:16).  And  'the  seventh  from 
Adam,'  even  Enoch,  was  God's  mouth- 
piece many  centuries  ago,  to  warn  men 
to  'flee  from  the  wrath  to  come.' "

The  thesis  of  Dr.  Trueblood's  book  is 
that  the  church  can  be  set  aflame  today 
just  as  it  was  in  the  first  century  of 
Christianity.  "I  came  to  cast  fire  on  the 
earth,"  one  of  the  most  neglected  of 
Jesus'  sayings,  inspired  the  title,  The 
Incendiary  Fellowship.  In  commenting 
upon  the  present  state  of  the  church  in 
the  world  of  today,  Dr.  Trueblood  writes 
that  the  fire  cast  on  the  earth  2,000 
years  ago  by  Jesus  is  flickering  with 
alarming  faintness. 

In  the  first  place,  he  asserts,  commit- 
ted Christians  do  not  represent  the  main- 
stream of  Western  culture.  A  new  and 
active  paganism  commonly  referred  to 
as  "the  playboy  philosophy"  is  emerg- 
ing-a  paganism  that  is  both  articulate 
and  arrogant.

Christ  Makes  Men 
Brothers 

Lesson  Text:  Acts  11:4-18;  Galatians  3: 
23-29;  Ephesians  2:11-22 

Memory  Verse:  Galatians  3:28 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Brothers  in  Christ  are  all  people  who 
are  born  again.  Yet  we  have  a  way  of 
dividing  them  up  into  Free  Will  Baptists, 
Missionary  Baptists,  Methodists,  Presby- 
terians, Quakers,  and  more  than  three 
hundred  other  denominations  and  sects 
in  America  alone.  As  long  as  we  fellow- 
ship with  those  in  our  own  group  we 
find  it  relatively  easy  to  call  them  "broth- 
ers." Sometimes,  however,  we  find  it 
hard  to  cross  the  lines.  When  was  the 
last  time  a  Quaker  or  Church  of  God 
preacher  delivered  a  sermon  in  your 
church  (or  mine)? 

It's  strange,  but  we  call  our  black 
friends  brothers  but  our  token  friend- 
ship often  stops  at  the  church  steps.  An 
African  preacher,  who  had  been  very  ac- 
tively engaged  in  missionary  work  with 
white  ministers  in  his  native  land,  came 
to  America  to  do  graduate  work  in  one 
of  our  universities.  It  was  not  long  be- 
fore he  declared  to  a  friend:  "There  is 
something  here  I  do  not  understand,"  he 
said.  "These  people  gave  the  money 
that  supported  the  mission  in  which  I 
was  converted.  But  now  that  I  have 
come  to  America  to  study  and  prepare 
to  be  a  better  preacher  of  Christ,  I  find 
that  I  am  not  even  allowed  to  enter  their 
house  of  God  on  the  Lord's  Day  to  wor- 
ship. And  as  for  being  invited  into  their 
homes  where  I  might  share  Christian 
fellowship,  I  see  clearly  that  it  is  not 
done.  This  leaves  me  with  a  strange 
feeling." 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  widest  gap  be- 
tween men  is  in  the  religious  world,  be- 
tween Jew  and  Gentile  in  particular.  This 
is  especially  true  when  the  Jew  remains 
an  adherent  to  Judaism  and  the  Gentile 
becomes  a  Christian.  Paul  deals  with 
this  in  today's  lesson.

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II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  To  be  without  Christ  is  to  be  with- 
out hope  and  God.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

The  initial  objective  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ  is  the  salvation  of  men's  souls.

The  essential  feature  in  God's  plan  to 
restore  the  true  brotherhood  of  man  may 
sound  trite  or  paradoxical.  It  is  simply 
to  offer  a  means  by  which  we  can  put 
away  individual  differences,  in  whatever 
areas  they  exist,  and  become  true  broth- 
ers. 

We  are  brought  to  this  true  brother- 
hood when  we  are  made  to  be  "blood 
brothers"  in  Christ,  the  great  leveler.

,  ipus  taught  that  "God  is  Spirit"  (see 
Jg  4:21-24),  and  to  worship  Him  in 
jtiit  is  essential  for  spiritual  growth, 
ivorship  God  is  to  recognize  His  worth, 
value,  His  majesty,  and  in  so  doing 


we  give  God  His  rightful  place  in  our 
lives. 

In  liberal  arts  education  we  seek  to 
develop  in  students  a  recognition  and  ap- 
preciation of  good  literature,  good  music, 
and  good  art;  how  much  more  important 
it  is  in  Christian  education  that  students 
be  taught  to  worship  God  so  that  they 
can  know  His  true  value  and  place  in 
their  lives.  We  become  like  that  which 
we  worship,  and  for  this  reason  the  wor- 
ship of  God  is  essential  for  spiritual 
growth  in  the  likeness  of  Him  who  is 
Spirit. 

SPIRITUAL  DEVELOPMENT  THROUGH 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

A  fourth  means  of  spiritual  develop- 
ment is  service  to  others  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  our  Lord.  We  grow  through  serv- 
ing, and  Christians  who  do  not  serve 
soon  cease  to  grow. 

The  highest  service  of  the  Christian  is 
to  be  a  witness  to  God's  love  and  re- 
demption. In  the  Old  Testament  the 
Hebrews  are  referred  to  as  "God's  chosen 
people,"  but  they  were  not  "chosen"  in 
the  sense  that  God  loved  them  more  than 
others,  but  because  God  wanted  them  as 
His  servant  and  messenger  to  all  the  na- 
tions. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  so  many 
churches  are  filled  with  internal  con- 
flicts and  are  not  growing  is  because 
their  interest  is  centered  on  themselves. 
Most  of  their  income  is  spent  on  the  lo- 
cal church,  and  the  members  expect  the 
pastor  to  spend  his  time  catering  to  their 
needs  rather  than  devoting  his  energy  to 
reaching  those  who  have  never  experi- 
enced God's  redemption.  Moreover,  most 
of  the  services  performed  by  Christians 
are  for  each  other,  while  our  major 
thrust  should  be  in  carrying  God's  good 
news  to  those  outside  the  church. 

God  has  an  important  work  for  every 
Christian,  and  that  work  is  our  "voca- 
tion" or  calling.  "Come  along  with  me 
and  I  will  show  you  how  to  fish  for  the 
souls  of  men,"  (see  Matthew  4:19)  Jesus 
said  to  the  first  men  He  called  to  be  His 
disciples,  and  He  spent  the  rest  of  His 
life  on  earth  preparing  them  for  this 
mission. 

The  purpose  of  Christian  education  is 
to  prepare  people  to  fulfill  their  vocation 
by  serving  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  but 
one  cannot  fulfill  his  Christian  calling 
until  he  is  born  again,  and  for  this  reason 
the  new  birth  is  the  foundation  for  both 
Christian  education  and  Christian  voca- 
tion. 


There  are  some  Bible  names  that  cause 
one  to  shudder:  for  instance— Judas,  De- 
mas,  Diotrephes.  There  are  also  the 
names  of  places  that  pull  us  up  abruptly 
and  cause  us  to  think:  for  example- 
Sodom,  Sardis.  But  perhaps  it  is  the 
presence  and  use  of  certain  words  in 
Scripture  that  more  than  anything  else 
cause  us  to  feel  serious  and  thoughtful. 
There  is  the  word  "castaway"  (see  1  Co- 
rinthians 9:27);  or  the  word  "reprobate" 
(see  Titus  1:16);  and  there  is  also  the 
word  "backslider"  (see  Proverbs  14:14). 
What  is  a  backslider?  Who  is  a  backslid- 
er? A  backslider  is  a  careless,  disobe- 
dient, unhappy,  and  ineffective  Christian. 
A  backslider  is  one  who  has  been  born 
again,  but  who  is  out  of  touch  with  the 
Lord.  A  backslider  is  one  who  started 
well  and  then  grew  spiritually  cold. 

Is  it  possible  that  you  are  a  back- 
slider? If  so,  you  are  one  of  the  most 
miserable  persons  in  the  world,  for  you 
are  isolated  between  two  worlds.  You 
are  not  enjoying  the  Lord  and  you  are 
not  enjoying  the  world.  What  a  heart- 
breaking business  it  is  to  be  a  backslider! 

One  is  reminded  of  the  old  Negress 
who  said  that  her  son-in-law  was  in  a 
miserable  condition.  He  had  too  much 
religion  to  enjoy  a  real  shindig,  but  not 
enough  to  enjoy  a  spiritual  prayer  meet- 
ing. There  are  a  lot  of  people  in  this 
condition. 

How  can  you  tell  if  one  is  a  backslider? 
God  has  not  appointed  us  to  judge.  How- 
ever, the  Bible  does  give  us  one  way  that 
you  can  always  tell:  "The  backslider  in 
heart  shall  be  filled  with  his  own  ways" 
(see  Proverbs  14:14).  Do  you  always  in- 
sist on  having  your  way  regardless  of  the 
consequences  to  others?  Are  you  so 
egotistical  that  it  is  impossible  for  you 
to  see  the  other  fellow's  viewpoint  about 
anything? 

What,  then,  must  we  do  if  we  are 
conscious  of  backsliding  in  our  lives? 
We  must  return  to  the  Lord  with  con- 
fession and  contrition  (read  1  John  1:9).

"The  main  purpose  of  the  organiza- 
in,"  said  Howard,  "is  to  provide  a  min- 
itry  to  armed  forces  personnel.  We  are 
iterested  in  such  things  as  housing,  so- 
problems,  race  relations,  religious 
Sfeedom  for  service,  military  justice,  and 
e  conditions  within  the  military  prison 
(Stem. 

"We  try  to  be  both  supportive  and 
itical  of  the  chaplaincy.   It  is  our  goal 
make  it  a  truly  effective  arm  of  the 
inistry. 

"Because  of  my  own  involvement  with 
b  sub-committee  to  study  new  forms 
ministry  to  military  personnel,  I'm 
rsonally  interested  in  obtaining  a  min- 
try  that  is  as  free  of  military  blocks 
id  hangups  as  possible.  The  chaplaincy

than  the  military  establishment/ 
ard  said. 

"The  Vietnam  war  has  raised  a  real 
crisis  in  the  chaplaincy  because  of  the 
moral  and  ethical  questions  involved," 
he  continued. 

"The  chaplaincy  has  been  heavily  criti- 
cized and  if  it  is  to  survive,  it  must  face 
itself  and  its  critics  and  set  about  the 
task  of  providing  a  better  ministry  for 
armed  forces  personnel. 

"Some  critics  would  have  the  chap- 
laincy abolished  or  destroyed,  but  I  don't 
agree.  We  have  a  situation  in  which  the 
uncritical  chaplains  tend  to  get  the  pro- 
motions and  those  who  are  aware  and 
criticize  the  military  establishment  in 
good  faith  often  suffer. 

"So  I  would  like  to  see  the  chaplaincy 
demilitarized,"  Howard  stated. 

It  is  now  assumed  that  Mr.  Howard 
will  tour  Korea  with  the  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  General  Commission  to  ex- 
amine problems  in  that  area  during  the 
summer. 

One  situation  which  has  been  getting 
national  attention  lately  is  that  of  chil- 


dren fathered  by  American  soldiers  sta- 
tioned in  Korea. 

These  children  are  social  outcasts  in 
Korea.  They  are  disgraced  and  usually 
can  only  survive  through  crime  and  pros- 
titution. 

Several  United  States  organizations 
and  many  churches  are  presently  engag- 
ed in  aiding  these  children,  but  to  date, 
the  only  solution  for  their  plight  seems 
to  lie  in  adoption  by  families  outside 
Korea. 

Commenting  on  the  problem  Mr.  How- 
ard said,  "You  see,  Korea  is  still  regard- 
ed as  a  'nonaccompanied  tour  of  duty.' 
The  housing  for  dependants  of  military 
personnel  is  practically  nonexistent. 

"Because  the  service  men  cannot  take 
their  dependants  with  them,  this  is  creat- 
ing severe  moral  problems  for  our  troops 
and  the  Korean  government. 

"We  offer  a  very  practical  solution," 
Howard  stated.  "Simply  have  depend- 
ants accompany  these  service  men  on 
their  tour. 

"While  in  Korea,  we  will  carry  on  con- 
sultations with  chaplains  in  the  field, 
Korean  civil  authorities,  and  mission- 
aries. We  will  survey  the  entire  situa- 
tion. 

"We  then  want  to  appear  before  Con- 
gress to  get  Korea  approved  for  the  ac- 
companied tour." 

Asked  what  problems  he  saw  in  get- 
ting this  concept  through  Congress,  Mr. 
Howard  replied,  "Money.  That  is  the 
primary  obstacle  to  the  program. 

"Congress  is  in  an  ugly  mood  about 
spending  money  for  this  sort  of  thing,

A  great  Goliath  seems  to  be  menacing 
God's  redeemed  people.  It  is  the  up- 
surge of  Evangelical-Liberalism.  Evange- 
lism by  theological  liberals  deserves  a 
thoughtful  appraisal. 

What  is  Evangelical-Liberalism?  Let 
us  be  clear.  It  is  not  Fundamentalism 
gone  fussy.  It  is  not  a  regenerate 
Modernism.  It  is  not  to  be  confused 
with  its  near  relative  of  Neo-Orthodoxy 
in  the  Barth-Brunner  pattern.  Rather,  it 
is  the  connubial  embrace  of  two  anti- 
thetical positions— the  Grace-Faith  em- 
phasis of  Evangelicalism  wedded  to  the 
partial-inspiration  view  of  Liberalism. 
How  can  it  be?  It  is  hard  to  explain. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  a  fact.  It  reminds 
men  of  someone's  definition  of  modern 
marriage  as  "a  status  of  antagonistic 
cooperation." 

Evangelical-Liberalism  is  dangerous  be- 
cause it  is  so  deceptive.  It  declares  de- 
votion to  the  living  Word  and  denies  the 
authority  of  the  written  Word.  This  re- 
ligious combine  harvests  fruit  and  simul- 
taneously hacks  off  roots.  No  wonder 
people  are  confused!  The  Evangelical- 
Liberal  owns  a  theological  duplex  with 
one  part  built  on  the  rock  and  the  other 
on  the  sand.  Pity  the  unwary  guests, 
for  they  are  never  sure  of  their  founda- 
tion! 

The  effect  of  this  half-and-half,  Israel- 
Ashdod  mixture  is  paralleled  in  the 
prophet's  experience  recorded  in  Revela- 
tion 10:10:  ".  .  .  and  it  was  in  my  mouth 
sweet  as  honey:  and  as  soon  as  I  had 
eaten  it,  my  belly  was  bitter." 

Can  we  yield?  Should  this  movement 
be  encouraged  because  despite  its  denial 
of  the  infallibility  of  the  Scripture,  it  is 
capable  of  defining  the  invitation  of  the 
Saviour?  This  is  a  point  on  which  all 
discerning  believers  will  be  forced  to 
make  a  decision. 

Personally,  I  cannot  embrace  this  view- 
point, The  written  and  the  living  Word 
stand  or  fall  together.  "Can  two  walk 
together,  except  they  be  agreed?"  (Amos 

3:3).

POW's  Reliance  on 
Prayer  Affirms 
Nation's  Religious 
Heritage 

Washington,  D.  C.~"Statements  from 
returning  prisoners  of  war  prove  that 
religion  is  not  dead,  it  is  alive  and  well," 
states  Kenneth  L.  Hansen,  executive  vice 
president  of  Religious  Heritage  of 
America,  Inc. 

Taking  note  of  the  number  of  return- 
ed POW's  who  have  testified  that  their 
faith  in  God  helped  them  survive  their 
years  in  prison  camps  of  North  Vietnam, 
Mr.  Hansen  says,  "Once  again  we  have 
proof  that  faith  in  God  is  an  important 
part  of  our  lives." 

"Many  of  the  returnees  have  affirmed 
a  close,  personal  communion  with  God— 
a  renewal  of  faith.  They  experienced  a 
spontaneous  need  for  worship  services, 
choirs,  and  Scripture  study.  Their  fav- 
orite hymns  were  "In  The  Garden," 
"You'll  Never  Walk  Alone,"  "What  A 
Friend  We  Have  In  Jesus,"  and  "Holy, 
Holy,  Holy." 

"In  their  most  trying  hours  of  loneli- 
ness and  pain,  it  is  significant  that  these 
men  turned  to  a  source  of  strength  and 
confidence  outside  themselves.  The  men 
reconstructed  whole  passages  of  Scrip- 
ture from  memory,  and  memorized  favo- 
rite portions,  such  as  the  Beatitudes,  Ro- 
mans 12,  and  1  Corinthians  13." 

Mr.  Hansen  sees  the  testimonies  of  the 
returned  POW's  as  yet  another  indication 
that  the  preservation  of  America's  rich 
and  diverse  religious  heritage,  and  its 
broader  application  to  all  areas  of  Ameri- 
can life  is  of  utmost  importance.

DEATH  IN  THE 
BARRIO 

by  Harold  Jones 

Tamnao  is  a  small  barrio  about  half- 
way down  the  Bundok  Peninsula.  Ordi- 
narily the  people  are  happy  and  content- 
ed, but  on  the  last  trip  I  made  something 
was  different.  There  was  a  deep  sad- 
ness and  a  quiet  fear  in  the  people.  The 
day  I  arrived  in  San  Narcisa  and  boarded 
the  banca  for  Tamnao,  I  noticed  a  young 
man  and  woman  boarding  the  boat  with 
a  small  baby.  I  did  not  notice  anything 
unusual  at  that  time;  then  someone  told 
me  the  baby  was  dead.  Soon  I  heard 
the  sobs  of  a  heartbroken  mother.  The 
child  was  only  seven  months  old.  The 
baby  had  been  sick  only  three  days,-  they 
had  taken  it  to  the  doctor  that  morning 
and  it  died  while  they  were  there.  I 
asked  what  the  symptoms  were  and  was 
told  that  the  baby  had  had  violent  at- 
tacks of  vomiting  and  diarrhea  for  three 
days,  and  then  died.  They  said  that 
seven  babies  had  died  during  that  week 
of  the  same  thing  in  Tamnao.  I  am  not 
a  doctor  and  have  little  medical  knowl- 
edge, but  I  knew  this  was  cholera.  It 
kills  quickly.  We  take  injections  every 
six  months  to  keep  from  having  it.  It 
breeds  in  unsanitary  areas.  Tamnao  does 
not  have  one  restroom,  inside  or  outside. 
The  people  use  the  bushes  and  seashore. 
During  the  dry  season,  disease  attacks 
and  the  death  toll  rises.  It  attacks  the 
weakest  first,  the  babies.  The  people 
step  in  this  filth  and  then  it  gets  in  the 
house.  It  also  gets  in  the  drinking  water 
and  on  raw  vegetables. 


When  we  arrived  in  Tamnoa,  I  began 
to  instruct  the  people  in  ways  to  treat 
the  sick  with  coconut  milk.  It  is  pure 
and  will  check  dehydration.  I  also  told 
them  to  begin  boiling  their  water,  and 
to  keep  their  hands  clean.  I  encouraged 
them  to  build  outhouses  and  use  them. 
I  told  them  that  unless  they  began  to 
practice  sanitation,  they  would  always 
have  to  live  and  die  with  this  problem. 

I  also  discovered  that  there  is  a  high 
rate  of  tuberculosis  in  the  barrio.  One 
girl,  fourteen  years  old,  was  coughing 
blood.  Her  parents  had  no  idea  what 
was  wrong  and  were  trying  to  cure  her 
with  herbs  and  roots,  as  she  steadily  be- 
came worse.  I  encouraged  them  to  take 
her  to  Naga  City  or  Quezon  City  for  a 
check-up  and  treatment  at  the  T.B.  clinic. 
They  were  to  go  on  April  10.  Pray  for 
this  young  girl.   She  is  severely  ill. 

Brother  Dela  Rosa  had  a  talk  with  the 
barrio  council  and  they  scheduled  a  bar- 
rio assembly  on  Tuesday  night,  April  10, 
to  discuss  the  grave  situation  and  to  ini- 
tiate the  suggestions  I  had  made.  I  trust 
that  these  are  under  way  now.  Upon 


returning  to  Manila  I  reported  thi; 
the  Health  Department,  and  they 
that  they  would  send  someone  tofl 
area. 

It  is  hard  to  realize  that  people 
live  in  darkness,  not  even  understand 
simple  rules  of  sanitation,-  but  there  \ 
thousands  of  barrios  just  like  this,  | 
because  of  this  there  is  death  in  g 
barrio.

And  the  disciples  were  called 


Christians  first  in  Antioch"  (Acts  11:26). 
Then  note  the  fruit  that  these  Christians, 
upon  whom  the  Holy  Spirit  had  come, 
bore.  In  Verses  29,  30  they  are  report- 
ed to  have  given  of  their  means  to  re- 
lieve other  famished  Christians.  Jesus 
says,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me"  (see  Matthew 
25:40).  So  a  true  Christian  is  benevo- 
lent. Also  Jesus  told  Nicodemus:  ".  .  . 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a 
man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the 
kingdom  of  God.  .  .  .  That  which  is  born 
of  the  flesh  is  flesh;  and  that  which  is 
born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not 
that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  born 
again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  list- 
eth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof, 
but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and 
whither  it  goeth:  so  is  every  one  that  is 
born  of  the  Spirit.  .  .  .  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  thee,  We  speak  that  we  do 
know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen;  and 
ye  receive  not  our  witness.  If  I  have 
told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe 
not,  how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of 
heavenly  things?"  (John  3:3,  6-8,  11,  12). 

So  unless  a  person  has  been  regener- 
ated, he  is  not  a  Christian  and  is  not 
ready  for  heaven.  With  these  and  scores 
of  other  verses  in  mind,  we  conclude  that 
a  Christian  is  one  who  has  been  born 
of  the  Spirit  and  through  this  change  has 
been  transformed  from  the  realm  of 
darkness  and  spiritual  death  into  the 
marvelous  life  and  light  of  Christ.  Now 
he  who  knew  nothing  of  the  spiritual 
realm  has  been  made  an  heir  of  God  and 
a  joint  heir  in  Christ;  therefore,  instead 
of  working  against  Christ,  he  inwardly 
yearns  to  work  in  harmony  with  Christ. 
Christian  Science  has  another  or  differ- 
ent gospel. 

Christian  Science  is  a  mixture  of  pan- 
theism, unitarianism,  Quimbyism,  Shaker- 
ism,  theosophy,  and  some  other  things. 
It  is  neither  scientific  nor  Christian.  It 

is  the  religion  of  Mary  Baker  Glover  Pat- 
terson Eddy.    The  textbook,  their  reli- 


gious guide,  is  Science  and  Health  with 
a  key  to  the  Scriptures.  In  her  textbook 
Mrs.  Eddy  claims  that  she  discovered  this 
religion  in  1866  and  gave  it  the  name 
"Christian  Science."  Before  this  she  was 
a  student  under  the  tutorship  of  Mr. 
Quimby  of  Portland,  Maine,  who  had 
been  instructed  by  Mesmer.  Mr.  Quimby 
practiced  mesmerism.  Mrs.  Eddy  was 
also  associated  with  Mrs.  Annie  Lee,  who 
was  a  teacher  of  Shakerism. 

Mrs.  Eddy's  claims  are  quite  confusing. 
In  the  first  place  she  claims  that  her 
"science"  or  religion  agrees  with  the 
Bible.  Then,  in  her  writings,  she  refers 
to  God  the  Father  as  a  principle;  Christ 
the  Son  as  an  idea;  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
as  "divine  science."  Her  teachings  deny 
the  biblical  story  of  creation  and  re- 
demption,- salvation  by  grace  through  the 
shed  blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and 
His  bodily  resurrection.  According  to 
this  cult,  sin,  sickness,  and  death  are  the 
unrealities  o+  human  conclusions;  man  is 
spiritual  and  coexistent  with  God;  and 
if  we  live  after  death  we  must  have  lived 
before  birth.  Furthermore,  Mrs.  Eddy 
does  not  think  that  personality  ever 
existed.  She  even  denies  the  existence 
of  Satan.  She  teaches  that  the  sea  rep- 
resents God  and  that  one  drop  of  water 
in  the  sea  represents  Christ.  Her  teach- 
ing is  like  pantheism.  She  teaches  that 
all  that  is  good  is  God  and  God  is  all 
good.  Since  the  Bible  seems  to  suggest 
that  there  are  redeemed  Christians  who 
do  not  know  their  right  hand  from  their 
left,  I  suppose  that  we  might  find  some 
Christians  in  any  cults  because  they 
either  lack  training  or  mental  capacity  to 
see  far  or  clear  enough  spiritually  to  re- 
sist such  teachers.  There  might  be  such 
deceived  by  propagandists  found  in  this 
evil  cult  and  yet  at  the  same  time  retain 
sufficient  faith  to  continue  as  a  believer. 
None  may  be  intelligent  and  well-inform- 
ed Christians  and  be  Christian  Scientist, 
Mormon,  Jehovah's  Witness  or  Universal- 
ist,  etc.

Lesson  Text:  Isaiah  40:25-31;  2  Corin- 
thians 4=15;  12:9,  10;  Philippians  4: 
10-13 

Memory  Verse:  2  Corinthians  12:9 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

A  group  of  ministers  were  discussing 
certain  words  in  the  Bible  such  as  hope, 
love,  mercy,  and  the  like,  trying  to  agree 
on  what  they  would  call  the  most  im- 
portant word  in  the  holy  Scriptures. 
Finally,  one  minister  made  a  statement 
which  at  first  was  casually  accepted  but 
within  minutes  all  the  ministers  enthu- 
siastically agreed  that  he  was  right.  The 
statement  was  this:  "The  word  'grace' 
is  unquestionably  the  most  significant 
single  word  in  the  Bible."  Do  you  know 
enough  about  grace  to  agree  with  him? 

How  would  you  define  grace?  What 
do  you  think  of  these  definitions  given 
by  some  of  the  world's  greatest  religion- 
ists? 

"Grace  freely  justifies  me  and  sets  me 
free  from  slavery  to  sin." 

"God's  providence  will  never  place  you 
where  His  grace  cannot  keep  you." 

"Grace  humbles  a  man  without  de- 
grading him  and  exalts  him  without  de- 
flating him." 

"Grace  is  everything  for  nothing  to 
one  who  deserves  nothing  but  judgment 
and  destruction." 

But  perhaps  the  best  word  on  grace 
was  given  by  a  chambermaid  to  Queen 
Elizabeth  I  when  the  servant  was  guilty 
of  speaking  ill  of  the  queen.  She  had 
pleaded  for  grace  and  the  queen  finally 
said,  "I  will  show  you  grace  if  you 
promise  me  you  will  never  speak  ill  of 
me  again,"  to  which  the  servant  replied, 
fearfully  but  sincerely,  "My  queen,  grace 
that  is  fettered  by  conditions  and  shack- 
led by  caution  is  no  grace  at  all."  She 
was  right  and  the  queen  saw  it  and  show- 
ed grace  freely  and  unconditionally.

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grace  is  like  that  and  has  power  to  sus- 
tain.

Mount  Olive  College  summer  session 
will  be  held  in  three  3-week  periods  em- 
ploying the  "modular  concept"  in  which 
only  one  course  is  taken  in  each  session. 

Outstanding  high  school  students  will 
be  participating  in  the  Accelerated  De- 
gree Program  in  which  college  credit  may 
be  earned  prior  to  high  school  gradua- 
tion. 

Most  of  the  courses  will  be  taught  by 


individualized  instruction  incorporating 
the  non-failing  grading  system. 

Mount  Olive  is  especially  suited  for 
summer  study  with  its  fully  air-condi- 
tioned buildings.  Recreation  facilities 
for  the  first  time  will  include  nearby 
Eagles  Nest  Conference  Center  and  its 
lake. 

Course  offerings  include  English  com- 
position, English  literature,  public  speak- 
ing, biology,  botany,  zoology,  interme- 
diate algebra,  college  algebra,  concepts 
of  mathematics,  trigonometry,  psychol- 
ogy, Western  civilization,  American  his- 
tory, economics,  American  government, 
and  North  Carolina  history. 

Professor  Claude  H.  Moore  will  also  be 
conducting  a  European  tour  for  three 
semester  hours  credit.

Church  -  College 
Scholarships  For  FWB 
Students  Attending 
Mount  Olive  College 

In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  more 
Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  attend 
Mount  Olive  College,  the  College  has  in- 
augurated a  special  scholarship  program 
which  may  cover  up  to  $500  of  the 
tuition  a  student  may  pay  each  academic 
year.  The  program  is  on  a  voluntary 
basis  for  those  churches  which  wish  to 
participate. 

To  qualify,  a  student  must  present  at 
the  time  of  his  registration,  or  the  church 
must  send  in  advance,  a  check  signed  by 
the  treasurer  with  the  specification  that 
the  check  is  for  a  scholarship  for  the 
student  named.  The  College  will  then 
provide  an  equal  amount,  up  to  $125 
per  semester,  as  a  scholarship.  Since 
there  are  two  semesters  in  an  academic 
year,  one  beginning  in  August  and  an- 
other in  January,  a  student  may  receive 
up  to  $250  from  his  church  and  another 
$250  from  the  College  for  a  total  of  $500 
under  this  program. 

Gifts  sent  to  the  College  for  this  pur- 
pose will  not  be  listed  toward  meeting 
the  challenge  assigned  that  church  for 
the  College,  but  will  be  recorded  as  "Re- 


stricted   Income    for  Church-Co 

Scholarships." 

It  is  understood  that  the  College 
use  its  own  funds  or  any  funds  ac 
istered  by  it  in  matching  the  schola 
from  the  church;  and  further,  that  i 
student  qualifies  for  a  scholarshij 
ready  provided  by  the  College, 
scholarship  shall  be  considered  as 
filling  the  College's  matching  respi 
bility.   In  addition,  it  is  understood 
the  College  retains  the  right  to  c] 
mine  the  student's  academic  eligi'i 
for  admission  and/or  continuation  in 
lege  quite  apart  from  the  mato 
scholarship. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  College  that  I 
program  will  encourage  and  make  it 
sible  for  more  Free  Will  Baptist  stud 
to  attend  Mount  Olive  College.

She  said  to  me,  "I  wish  I  was  your  child."  How  would  you  have  answered  her?

"I  WISH  I  WAS  YOUR  CHILD" 

"I  wish  I  was  your  child,"  she  said  somewhat  sadly;  and  it  nearly 
broke  my  heart.  She  had  followed  me  to  the  organ,  and  I  had  helped 
her  onto  the  seat.  Nudging  me  gently  with  her  little  hand,  she  looked 
up  into  my  face  again  with  those  big,  brown  eyes  and  said  once  more, 
this  time  more  firmly  so  as  to  be  certain  that  I  would  hear:  "Mr.  Tommy, 
I  wish  I  was  your  child." 

I  squeezed  her  a  little,  and  she  rested  her  head  with  its  profusion  of 
long,  brown  curls  against  my  shoulder;  and  my  heart  ached  and  sang  at 
the  same  time.  The  little  five-year-old  girl — a  precious  child  indeed — 
is  the  middle  child  of  two  of  my  best  friends;  and  somehow,  and  for 
some  reason  unknown  to  me,  she  has  taken  a  liking  to  me — pleasing  me 
to  be  sure — and  meeting  her  family's  approval. 

Her  remark  to  me  was  no  indication  that  she  isn't  loved  at  home,  nor  is  it  an  indica- 
tion that  she  needs  more  love.  There  is  absolutely  no  reason  that  she  should  want  to  be 
someone  else's  child.  Rather,  her  saying  what  she  did  shows  how  her  little  heart  reaches 
out  with  its  deep  love  to  those  around  her,  not  only  to  me,  but  also  to  others  as  well. 
Perhaps  she  knew  that  I'd  like  to  have  a  little  girl  just  like  her,  and  her  statement  to  me 
was,  at  least  to  her  mind,  a  way  of  perhaps  filling  a  void  that  I  felt. 

I  can't  emphasize  enough  how  much  her  remark  touched  me,  nor  can  I  ever  explain 
adequately  the  thoughts  that  ran  through  my  mind  or  the  stirrings  of  my  soul  as  she  sat 
there  very  quietly,  close  to  "Mr.  Tommy"  and  displaying  her  love  for  him  by  being  near 
him. 

From  my  seat  at  the  organ,  I  glanced  in  the  direction  of  her  mother, 
who  smiled  her  favor,  knowing  that  I  approved  of  the  little  girl's  being 
there  with  me,  and  knowing,  too,  that  since  this  was  an  informal  Sun- 
day night  business  meeting,  there  was  no  real  breach  of  church  etiquette 
for  her  to  have  followed  me  to  the  organ.  Her  father  looked  our  way 
too,  probably  proud  of  his  beautiful  daughter  but  not  quite  so  sure  that 
she  should  have  left  her  seat  in  the  pew.  Nevertheless,  his  eyes  reveal- 
ed no  displeasure — nor  would  they — for  he  and  his  wife  have  shared  this 
little  girl  with  "Mr.  Tommy"  for  quite  sometime. 

"Mr.  Tommy,"  as  the  little  girl  always  calls  your  editor,  has  an  eight-year-old  son, 
who  has  a  mass  of  golden  red  hair,  white  skin,  and  penetrating  blue  eyes.  And,  needless 
to  emphasize,  I  love  this  boy  in  an  immeasurable  manner;  but,  love  is  not  so  selfish  or 
limited  that  the  heart  cannot  contain  love  for  others.  So  indeed,  the  little  girl  is  loved  by 
me,  and  it  must  be  admitted  (with  no  disrespect  to  her  true  parents)  that  I  responded 
quite  favorably  when  she  said,  "I  wish  I  was  your  child."  My  heart  leaped  with  joy,  cer- 
tainly; and  I  must  tell  you  that  I  whispered  back  to  her,  "I  do,  too,  darling." 

The  precious  little  girl  belongs  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Williams, 
members  of  the  Reedy  Branch  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  near  Winter- 
ville,  North  Carolina.  Mrs.  Williams  is  sister-in-law  of  the  pastor,  the 
Rev.  Willis  Wilson.  Joseph  and  his  wife,  Shirley,  are  two  of  the  finest 
Christian  people  I  know.  They  have  exemplified  Christlike  attitudes 
in  so  many  situations  that  would  "try"  most  of  us  beyond  the  breaking 
point.  Their  faith  is  beautiful,  as  is  every  Christian  virtue  they  dis- 
play. They  have  two  fine  other  children:  a  daughter,  Cathy,  age  thir- 
teen; and  a  small  son,  Joey,  age  four.  The  little  girl  who  loves  "Mr. 
Tommy"  is  called  "Jo." 

The  little  girl's  rapport  with  me  and  the  fact  that  she  appears  especially  fond  of  me 
does  not  mean  that  she  is  neglected  at  home,  for  the  Williams  couple  dote  on  all  three 
of  their  children  with  equal  love  and  attention.  The  marvel  of  it  is  that  all  the  children, 
though  loved  clearly  by  their  parents,  are  also  disciplined  with  equal  vigor,  whenever  such 
is  necessary;  and  their  philosophy  must  be  akin  to  mine  in  the  belief  that  true  love  begins 
with  discipline.  Therefore,  all  of  the  children  are  well-behaved,  friendly,  and  outward 
in  their  relations  to  others,  and  are  able  quite  naturally  and  without  effort  to  share  that 
love  which  they  receive  from  their  parents. 

No,  dear  reader,  lest  you  think  so,  may  I  assure  you  that  "Mr.  Tom- 
my" does  not  covet  little  "Jo,"  but  he  does  love  her  and  cannot  hide  that 
feeling.  How  else  was  he  to  answer  her  when  she  said  in  her  sincere 
little  voice,  "I  wish  I  was  your  child,"  except  to  say,  "I  do,  too,  dar- 
ling"? To  admit  the  truth,  for  a  moment  there,  I  did  want  her  to  be 
mine;  and  actually  she  is  (in  a  sense),  as  her  kind  parents  share  her 
with  me  so  unselfishly.  So,  if  you  happen  to  be  visiting  Reedy  Branch 
church  and  see  a  beautiful  little  girl  sitting  with  me  on  the  organ  bench 
or  on  the  front  pew  or  wherever,  she  will  probably  be  "Jo"  Williams — 
my  "child."

Physician,  Where  Art 
Ihou?  I  Need  Thee! 


e  great  Physician  is  always  near, 
iijHis  human  counterparts  are  some- 
T5  hard  to  find.  Why?  because  there 
1st  simply  a  shortage  of  physicians— 
jr  area  and  other  areas  as  well, 
tlysicians  (doctors,  if  you  will)  devote 
J  lives  to  the  fighting  of  and  treat- 
|t  of  illness  and  disease.   They  seek 
jgh  their  various  professional  skills 
Ujve  lives  and  to  relieve  suffering,  and 
■  has  been  the  case  from  the  very 

days  of  civilization, 
i  retrospect,  let's  examine  some  perti- 
1  historical  facts.    Egyptian  physi- 
a;  were  famous  for  their  diagnoses 
^treatments  of  a  myriad  of  diseases 
\  arly  as  2500  B.  C.  The  Greek  physi- 
a  Hippocrates,  from  whom  we  got 
BjHippocratic  oath,  and  who  lived  in 
MftOO's  B.  C,  developed  great  skills  in 
fehosis;  and  modern  doctors  still  rely 
wily  upon  his  descriptions  of  certain 
biases,  as  well  as  his  methods  of  as- 
fining  said  diseases. 
;  100  B.  C,  the  city  of  Alexandria  in 
jilt  became  the  medical  center  of  the 
Bild.    An  impressive  school  of  medi- 
irt,  particularly  famous  for  its  experi- 
_its  in  anatomy,  flourished  there  for 
"Iflreds  of  years.  Roman  medicine  was 
ptijirry-over  from  the  Greeks,  the  Greeks 
ang  established  the  importance  of  per- 
^1  hygiene.    Roman  thought  carried 
f  a  little  further  to,  what  we  would 
F*ider  today,  public  health. 
J  Medicine  has  had  its  ups  and  downs, 
to  Middle  Ages,  for  example,  was  a 
»lod  of  time  when  medicine  made  lit- 
.Jjprogress.   The  great  Black  Death  or 
"Ironic  Plague  killed  thousands  of  per- 
jiiji,  and  physicians,  as  skilled  as  was 
'lt'sBible  at  this  time,  could  do  little  to 
j'Ment  or  cure  this  dreaded  malady.  Dur- 
<t*the  1400's  and  1700's,  extensive 
lies  were  made  of  anatomy  and  phys- 
ugy.   In  the  later  1400's,  Leonardo 
IWinci,  the  gifted  artist,  scientist,  in- 
Mor,  and  pioneer  in  dissection  of  the 
-«y,  studied  the  human  anatomy  in  de- 
&    His  accurate  drawings  of  bones, 
JWons,  muscles,  the  heart,  lungs,  and 
M,»1pr  parts  of  the  body  provided  medi- 


cine with  an  invaluable  source  of  refer- 
ence, as  he  practiced  on  human  cadavers. 

During  the  1800's,  Pasteur  and  Koch 
came  on  the  scene  with  their  established 
germ  theory  of  disease.  A  little  later, 
surgery  became  not  so  foreboding  a  con- 
frontation with  the  development  of  anes- 
thesia. Medicine  advanced,  and  the  need 
grew  for  trained  physicians— physicians 
trained  in  medical  schools.  Many  such 
schools  were  established  in  Europe  and 
certain  sections  of  the  United  States. 
High  standards  were  set,  and  properly  so, 
to  elevate  the  medical  profession  and 
provide  its  sundry  benefits  to  the  masses 
who  required  these. 

The  1900's  provided  research  in  phy- 
sics, chemistry,  biochemistry,  and  bac- 
teriology. Medicine  advanced  once  more 
with  age  and  time  and  perseverance  on 
the  part  of  dedicated  individuals,  concen- 
trating their  efforts  toward  the  better- 
ment of  society  by  preventive  and  cura- 
tive measures.  Damaged  body  parts 
could  now  be  replaced  through  the  de- 
velopment of  strong,  lightweight  ma- 
terials. Countless  individuals  live  use- 
ful, normal  lives,  carrying  about  in  their 
skulls,  knees,  or  other  parts  of  their 
bodies,  metal  plates,  without  which  they 
might  not  be  alive  or  mobile.  Breathing 
machines,  kidney  machines,  batteries  for 
the  heart  are  now  commonplace.  Trans- 
plants of  vital  organs  have  made  con- 
temporary history,  and  far  be  it  from 
anyone  to  deny  that  medicine  is  advanc- 
ing—and advancing  rapidlyl 

The  future  promises  cures  for  cancer 
and  the  prevention  and  better  treatment 
of  high  blood  pressure,  hardening  of  the 
arteries,  and  even  old  age  itself.  Ways 
are  being  sought  to  kill  viruses  in  the 
body  without  destroying  its  cells.  Studies 
are  being  made  to  ascertain  the  exact 
causes  of  mental  illness  and  other.  .  . 
well,  let's  stop  here  and  go  back  to  phy- 
sicians. 

Where  are  they?  Everybody  knows 
that  we  need  more  of  them.  Technical 
knowledge  is  of  no  value  if  someone 
doesn't  know  how  to  apply  it.   How  is 


one  to  know  how  to  utilize  skills  that 
have  proven  effective,  if  he  isn't  first 
taught  and  is  able  to  practice  these? 
This  is  why  we  need  more  medical 
schools.  Also,  how  are  patients  going 
to  avail  themselves  of  needed  services, 
if  doctors  are  not  within  their  reach? 
Must  one  have  to  travel  30  or  40  miles 
to  get  medical  aid?  In  some  areas  this 
is  necessary. 

Every  doctor  spends  four  years  in 
medical  school.  The  first  two  years,  the 
preclinical  years,  the  student  studies 
basic  sciences  associated  with  medicine: 
including  anatomy,  pharmacology,  bio- 
chemistry, and  physiology.  During  the 
end  of  these  two  years  is  when  he  is 
able  to  "take"  case  histories  and  learn 
to  give  physical  examinations.  The 
second  two  years  of  study  are  the  clinical 
years  in  which  medical  schools  and  hos- 
pitals work  together  to  train  the  future 
doctor.  Illnesses  are  studied,  and  he 
learns  about  diagnosis  and  treatment. 
Graduation  gives  him  a  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine degree.  Then  he  goes  on  to  intern- 
ship and  additional  training.  But,  let's 
back  up  for  a  bit.  .  .  . 

What  we're  mainly  concerned  about 
at  this  point  is  the  four-year  study  plan 
and  the  fact  that  there  aren't  enough 
medical  schools  available  to  provide  this 
study  for  those  who  desire  it  and  seek 
it.  This  is  not  only  true  of  our  particu- 
lar area  in  North  Carolina,  but  it  is  also 
true  in  other  states  reached  by  this 
magazine. 

Allow  us,  if  you  will,  to  dwell  upon 
the  North  Carolina  problem  awhile— 
especially  as  is  related  to  the  Eastern 
section  of  our  state.  Now,  North  Caro- 
lina has  three  fully-accredited  medical 
schools:  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  Chapel  Hill,  Duke  University  in 
Durham,  and  Bowman  Gray  of  Wake 
Forest  University  in  Winston-Salem. 
Nearer  by,  actually  about  ten  miles  from 
Ayden,  is  located  East  Carolina  University 
in  Greenville,  which  has  a  one-year  plan 
of  study  or  a  one-year  medical  school, 
which  at  this  time  is  allowed  to  admit 
only  20  students  per  year  with  the  pro- 
vision that  they  will  transfer  to  Chape! 
Hill  for  further  training. 

Many  small  towns  and  rural  areas  are 
without  needed  physicians.  The  nearby 
town  of  Winterville,  with  a  population 
of  1,437,  has  been  witfhoirt  a  doctor  for 
approximately  15  years.  The  last  resi-

The  minister  ad- 
vised him  to  write  home  and  tell  his  parents 
what  he  had  done.  He  did,  and  after  sev- 
eral days  of  anxious  waiting,  a  letter  came 
from  his  mother,  but  it  was  bordered  with 
black.  With  tear-dimmed  eyes  he  read: 
"My  dear  son:  The  joy  which  your  letter 
brought  to  our  hearts  was  only  exceeded 
by  the  sadness  which  was  there  at  the  same 
time,  for  as  nearly  as  we  can  figure,  the 
same  hour  that  you  found  Jesus  Christ  as 
your  Saviour,  your  father  was  going  out 
into  the  skies.  All  day  long  he  tossed  upon 
his  bed.  Every  little  while  he  would  cry 
out  in  misery,  'Oh  God,  save  my  poor  wan- 
dering, drunken  boy  today!'

One  of  the  primary  purposes  of  educa- 
tion is  to  train  the  student  to  think,  to 
make  decisions,  to  formulate  ideas  and 
generally  to  become  independent  intel- 
lectually. To  deny  that  this  is  one  of 
the  purposes  of  education  is  to  reveal 
one's  own  lack  of  sophistication.  Al- 
though the  ability  to  think  is  not  the 
only  purpose  of  education,  it  is  one  of 
its  prime  purposes. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  must  not  be  over- 
looked that  the  student  has  to  have  some 
basic  facts  or  a  premise  upon  which  to 
base  his  thinking.  One  can  no  more 
think  without  a  basic  premise  than  a 
builder  can  erect  a  building  without  a 
foundation.  If  the  foundation  of  the 
building  is  incorrect  or  insecure,  the 
whole  building  is  in  jeopardy. 

If  the  student  does  not  get  his  basic 
facts  upon  which  to  base  his  thinking 
from  the  schools  he  attends,  where  will 
he  get  them?  Admittedly,  if  the  teacher 
lays  down  an  ultimatum  regarding  facts, 
attitudes,  or  conduct,  the  student  will 
probably  be  "turned-off"  and  refuse  them 
altogether.  Attitudes  and  beliefs  and 
ideals  are  caught  rather  than  taught. 

An  unbelieving  instructor  cannot  long 
deceive  pupils  about  what  he  believes 
and  the  attitudes  he  holds.  The  teacher 
has  great  prestige  with  the  pupil;  there- 
fore, the  teacher's  beliefs  and  ideals  are 
very  contagious. 

It  seems  then  that  the  only  answer 
would  be  to  see  that  we  do  not  have 
those  teaching  our  young  people  who 
have  beliefs  and  ideals  that  are  not  con- 
sistent with  those  that  we  want  and  ex- 
pect our  children  to  adopt  as  their  own. 
The  good  teacher  must  have  a  back- 
ground of  training  and  experience  con- 
sistent with  the  ideas  and  beliefs  that 
the  institution  wants  to  inculcate  in  the 
pupils.

"Woman  of  the  Year."  She  was  subse- 
quently selected  as  the  winner  of  that 
title  from  the  Eastern  Conference.  Her 
nomination  follows. 

Miss  Bertie,  as  she  is  known  by  her 
many  friends,  was  born  May  28,  1896. 
She  grew  up  with  six  sisters  and  one 
brother  and  learned  very  early  how  to 
work  and  not  to  be  afraid  of  hard  and 
honest  work.

PHYSICIAN,  WHERE 
ART  THOU? 
I  NEED  THEE!

dent  physician  was  Dr.  A.  M.  Mumford, 
who  has  since  specialized.  This  plight 
of  a  town  not  having  a  physician— and  it 
is  a  plight  indeed— could  largely  be 
eliminated  by  the  "production,"  if  you 
will,  of  community  practitioners— doctors 
dedicated  to  and  trained  for  family-type 
treatment.  It  is  the  philosophy  of  East 
Carolina  University  to  train  and  provide 
for  the  public  doctors  who  will  be  equip- 
ped professionally  to  administer  needed 
medical  aid  to  the  family. 

One  point  of  interest  is  that  within 
our  area  (and  this  is  probably  true  in 
other  states),  there  are  medically-inclin- 
ed students  who  would  want  their  com- 
plete training  within  their  own  area  or 
locale,  without  having  to  transfer  to  an- 
other school— or  worse  than  that— go  out 
of  state  to  get  their  desired  training.  A 
four-year  school  at  ECU  would  alleviate 
this  problem.  It  has  been  noticed, 
though  we  haven't  accurate  statistics, 
that  many  physicians  who  leave  their 
locality  for  training  oftentimes  do  not 
come  back  to  their  home  areas,-  so,  a 
pertinent  point  here  would  be  that  they 
wouldn't  have  to  leave  in  the  first  place 
—if  an  adequate  facility  were  provided 
by  their  chosen  university  (in  our  case, 
East  Carolina). 

What  does  ail  this  have  to  do  with 
Christianity?  A  lot!  First  of  all,  there 
is  always  professional  prejudice.  Cer- 
tainly, already-established  schools  of 
medicine  don't  want  competition,  but 
this  selfishness  (and  that's  what  it  is)  is 
a  violation  of  a  well-known  Christian 
standard  as  well  as  humanly-related 
ethics. 

We  wonder:  Is  there  no  balm  in 
Gilead?    Is  there  no  physician  there? 


"Gilead"  can  represent  any  small  t(l 
or  rural  area  without  the  benefits! 
medical  aid,  doctors  or  whatever.  | 
it  relative  to  the  body  or  to  the  s| 
there  is  a  need  for  cure  and  prevent; 
medically  and  spiritually.  Jeremiah  J 
ed  in  his  eighth  chapter:  "Why  is  | 
the  health  of  the  daughter  of  my  pec » 
recovered?"  This  refers  to  the  spirit 
but  of  a  certainty,  it  could  be  appliec 
the  physical  as  well. 

The  whole,  the  well,  need  no  physic! 
to  begin  with,  but  the  sick  do— and  thi 
are  numberless  sick  people  who  ni 
help  who  are  not  receiving  it.  Wi 
Allow  us  to  reemphasize  the  fact:  lit 
because  of  a  lack  of  doctors  in  partial) 
areas. 

Luke,  the  New  Testament  doctor,  n 
vided  a  resounding  exhortation  when  i 
said  in  Verse  23  of  Chapter  4:  ".  . .  f\ 
sician,  heal  thyself.  .  .  ."  The  sad  pi 
about  it  is  that  the  "physician"  or  won 
be  physician  won't  be  able  to  heal  h! 
self  or  anyone  else  unless  he  gets  1 
required  training,-  and  many  woulcj 
physicians  just  will  not  get  the  train] 
unless  it  is  available.  Chances  are  t1 
many  would-be  doctors— perhaps  thl 
who  could  become  skilled  doctoi 
choose  another  field  of  study  because^ 
the  unavailability  of  a  place  of  train 
nearby. 

To  reiterate  some  facts  and  to  add 
few  others:  Medicine  has  realized  m*, 
advances  in  technology,  treatment,  i 
preventive  measures.  Also,  the  wor 
population  is  greater  than  ever,-  tl 
there  is  logically  the  necessity  of  hav 
more  doctors  to  treat  the  illnesses 
prevalent.  Then,  too,  we  have  poin 
out  the  fact  that  many  rural  areas 
sadly  lacking  in  medical  aid,  as  are  si 
small  towns  and  communities.

Christ  Is  Our  Hope 

Lesson  Text:  Acts  1:6-11;  2  Timothy  2:8- 
13;  1  Peter  1:3-9;  1  John  3:1-3 

Memory  Verso:  2  Timothy  2:11,  12 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Throughout  this  quarter  we  have  seen 
many  things  concerning  God's  greatness 
and  His  infinite  care  for  His  people.  We 
saw  that  this  world  was  created  by  Him 
and  that  it  belongs  to  Him.  We  saw  man 
as  a  responsible  being  and  how  he  is 
prone  to  stray  from  the  love  of  the  Fa- 
ther. We  saw  how  God  cares  for  man 
when  he  strays  and  speaks  to  him 
through  the  Son.  We  saw  how  the 
Saviour  of  men  suffered  for  man  and 
shall  someday  be  crowned  King  of  kings 
and  every  knee  shall  be  bowed  to  Him 
and  confess  Him  Lord  of  all. 

We  saw  how  Christ  conquered  sin  and 
death  and  rose  again  to  live  forever, 
bringing  men  who  believe  to  respond  to 
Him  through  faith.  We  saw  how  through 
the  power  of  His  transforming  grace  He 
makes  men  new  and  causes  them  to  love 
their  brothers  in  Christ.  And  finally  we 
saw  how  in  every  circumstance  and  con- 
dition in  life  the  grace  of  God  sustains  us 
and  keeps  us  by  and  through  our  faith  in 
Him.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

From  birth  to  death,  our  lives  are 
largely  inspired  by  our  hopes.  They  are 
of  innumerable  kinds  and  dimensions. 
They  may  be  simple  or  complex,  imme- 
diate or  long-range.  They  may  make  the 
difference  between  continued  physical 
life  or  death.  There  is  no  man  so  de- 
pressed or  so  prone  to  resign  his  place, 
whatever  it  may  be,  as  that  one  who  has 
nothing  for  which  to  hope. 

To  the  hopeless  one,  life  soon  loses 
purpose  and  becomes  more  than  tedious. 
The  person  who  has  the  hope  of  better 
things  to  come  is  able  to  endure  the  most 
miserable  circumstances. 

One  of  the  most  readily  detected  dif- 
ferences between  the  Christian  and  the 
non-Christian  may  be  found  in  the  hope- 
fulness of  the  former  and  the  futility  of 
the  latter.  After  all,  if  we  have  nothing 
but  this  life  to  consider,  if  there  is  noth- 
ing beyond  this  life,  why  not  simply  re- 
sign ourselves  to  the  present  alone,  drink 
both  the  liquid  and  the  lees  as  they 
come,  and  surrender  to  a  "what's-to-be- 
will-be"  attitude? 

We  who  are  in  Christ  have  so  much 
more  than  this.    Our  reasonable  hopes 


rest  not  on  our  world  and  this  day  > 
on  the  God  of  this  world  and  His  prec , 
immutable  promises  and  their  ulti> 
realization.

EDITORIAI  

WHAT  THE  EARS  HEARETH,  THE  MOUTHS 
SPEAKETH,  OR  THE  EYES  SEETH 

The  ears  are  sensitive  organs.  They  are  so  sensitive  in  fact  that  they  oftentimes  hear 
things  they  should  not  hear.  They  listen  in  on  conversations  (or  parts  of  conversations) 
not  meant  for  them,  and  many  times,  according  to  the  warped  intentions  of  their  posses- 
sors, false  impressions  are  taken,  words  taken  out  of  context  are  magnified,  and  false  con- 
clusions are  reached.  Thus,  innocent  conversation  is  distorted  by  the  listener,  evil  is  at- 
tributed to  the  conversation  listened  tc,  and  everything  is  knocked  badly  out  of  kilter. 

After  the  ears  have  heard  what  they  think  is  a  juicy  bit  of  information  that  is  worthy 
of  spreading,  or  after  the  minds  of  the  listeners  have  concluded  what  they  will  in  regard 
to  what  has  been  heard,  the  mouths  begin  their  work.  Of  a  truth,  many  tongues  on  the 
loose  need  to  be  bridled;  and,  as  has  been  so  often  suggested  ( and  we  find  it  to  be  truer 
as  the  days  go  by),  some  tongues  are  loose  at  both  ends.  The  mouths  speak  what  has 
been  heard  or  what  is  thought  to  have  been  heard,  and  thus  information  is  passed  to  other 
ears  and  is  frequently  misrepresented,  distorted,  thrown  out  of  focus  (by  accident  or  real 
intent),  and  good  reputations  are  damaged  or  ruined,  and  hearts  are  broken,  and  lives  are 
destroyed. 

What  the  ears  hear  and  the  mouths  speak  should  have  little  influence  unless  the  eyes 
see  or  have  seen  proof  of  what  has  been  told  or  implied;  but,  because  we  are  so  human, 
we  like  to  believe  the  worst  about  people  in  the  first  place.  We  seldom  look  at  the  good 
side  of  things  anyway.  Good  news  is  no  news  at  all;  rather,  bad  news  is  at  a  premium. 
"Do-gooders"  thrive  on  correcting  things  amiss  by  bearing  tales.  Evil  tales  borne  by  evil 
people  are  nourished  until  the  tales  are  all  out  of  proportion.  It  is  conceivable  that  the 
talebearer  thinks  that  he  is  doing  the  world  a  favor  by  telling  on  someone  and  "exposing," 
as  it  were,  some  gross  sin.  Yet,  we  cannot  help  but  remember  how  Christ  said  on  one 
important  occasion  that  only  he  who  is  without  fault  should  cast  stones.  Who  among  us 
can  profess  perfection,  faultlessness?  Who  among  us  has  done  no  wrong  or  has  appeared 
to  do  no  wrong?  Who  among  us  has  not  been  in  compromising  situations— situations  which, 
if  the  truth  were  known,  were  not  at  all  as  they  seemed?  Many  individuals  are  derogated 
or  even  condemned  because  some  improper  conclusion  was  reached  by  a  listener  who  told 
something  heard  or  overheard  but  wa?  unwilling  to  consider  that  the  eyes  had  not  actually 
seen  the  evil  purported  to  be  in  the  making. 

Example:  A  man  is  called  late  al  night  to  go  to  his  place  of  employment  because  of 
some  mechanical  failure  in  his  department.  If  the  call  is  made  more  than  once  during  a 
given  span  of  time  and  the  man  makes  haste  to  "go  to  his  work,"  the  public  (or  at  least 
that  part  of  the  public  which  feeds  on  gossip)  announces  that  he  (the  man)  in  actuality  is 
not  going  to  fix  any  equipment,  but  rather  has  a  woman  on  the  side  and  is  keeping  immoral 
company  with  her.    Thus,  an  innocent  man's  character  is  abused  and  defamed. 

This  is  dangerous  ground,  but  it  deserves  discussion  in  any  case:  If  two  people  of  the 
same  sex  become  friends,  and  one  seems  a  little  dependent  upon  the  other  and  confides 
quite  frequently  in  him  and  enjoys  his  company,  it  seems  natural  for  the  evil-minded  indi- 
vidual to  attach  inordinate  affection  to  the  relationship.  Christians  are  urged  in  the  Bible 
to  greet  one  another  with  a  holy  kiss,  but  nowadays  one  can't  greet  a  friend  with  a  firm 
handshake  or  a  nice  pat  on  the  back  without  being  misunderstood.  How  sad  it  is  that 
the  mind  of  man  imagines  the  worst!  How  sad  it  is  that  the  heart  is  so  full  of  evil;  that 
evil  is  reflected  by  spoken  words  which  fall  on  ears  hungry  for  the  sound  of  something 
"good"  for  the  gossip  circle.    A  little  heard  and  a  whole  lot  repeated  doesn't  equal  outl 

The  Lord  told  us  to  lift  the  fallen  and  to  heal  the  brokenhearted.  That's  what  He 
did.  "Face-kissing"  and  "backbiting"  are  not  good— especially  as  they  relate  to  two-faced 
individuals.  Injunctions  were  made  long  ago  to  love  one's  neighbor  as  oneself  and  to  do 
unto  others  as  one  would  have  others  do  unto  himself,  but  somehow  we  have  forgotten.  .  .  . 

When  the  ears  hear,  let  it  not  be  that  the  mind  adds  to  what  is  heard  something  that 
wasn't  there  to  begin  with.  And,  when  the  mouth  speaks,  let  it  speak  the  truth.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  when  other  ears  hear  what  the  mouth  tells,  let  it  be  that  he  who  listens  is  sure 
that  the  one  doing  the  "telling"  has  a  reputation  for  speaking  the  truth.  Too,  when  the 
eyes  see,  let  it  be  that  they  see  well.  Even  if  they  see  well  something  amiss  or  thought  to 
be  amiss,  it  would  be  best  for  the  seer  to  remain  silent;  for,  only  he  who  is  guiltless  has 
the  right  to  point  a  finger  at  another.  This  is  dangerous  anyhow,  for  when  the  finger 
points  at  another  in  disrespect,  there  are  always  three  fingers  pointing  back  at  the  pointer. 

Lies,  half-truths,  suggestive  remarks  are  all  damaging.  As  often  said  as  it  be,  this 
editor  at  least  cannot  help  but  subscribe  to  the  belief  that  in  some  situations  one  should 
never  believe  what  he  hears  and  only  half  of  what  he  sees. 

Woe  be  unto  us  who  listen  with  relish  to  all  things  which  are  said  about  our  neigh- 
bors and  find  satisfaction  in  repeating  such!  As  children  we  were  taught  to  "hear  no  evil, 
speak  no  evil;  and  see  no  evil."  This  is  an  impossibility  as  mature  human  beings  because 
of  our  sinful  natures.  But,  as  sure  as  there's  a  God  in  heaven,  one  day  the  person  who  is 
doing  the  "tale-toting"  will  find  that  he  is  in  the  line  of  fire  himself.  Then,  and  only 
then,  will  he  be  able  to  understand  the  sting  of  the  bullets.  .  .  . 

Advice:  II  you  have  your  guns  loaded,  be  sure  that  your  ammunition  is  potent  (strong- 
ly supported)  and  that  you  have  a  refuge  should  one  fire  back  at  you. 

Too  many  times  we  glory  in  our  ability  to  ascertain  the  truth  only  to  discover  that 
what  we  thought  was  truth  was  not  truth  at  all.  Then,  after  we  have  spread  our  gossip 
like  so  much  thick  frosting  on  a  cake,  we  are  a  little  regretful.  After  the  "cake"  is  frosted, 
however,  it  is  impossible  to  unfrost  it. 

Hear  well,  O  Ears,  before  thou  speakest,  O  Mouth.  See  well,  O  Eyes,  before  thou 
believest.  Think  on  Him  above,  O  Mind— think  on  Him  who  hears  all  and  knows  all.  No 
secret  is  hidden  from  Him,  and  He  is  the  only  One  who  is  qualified  to  judge  another. 

It  is  a  known  fact,  as  supported  by  the  Bible  and  found  to  be  true  in  so  many  human 
situations,  that  when  one  sows  to  the  wind  he  is  bound  to  reap  the  whirlwind. 

Consider  this:  What  have  your  ears  heard  lately?  What  has  your  mouth  said  lately? 
What  have  your  eyes  seen  lately?  A  lot?  A  little?  Nothing?  Be  careful  now— and  by 
all  means— be  honest!

The  coroner  said,  "While  battered  babies 
are  a  seemingly  more  common  occurence, 
this  is  not  so.  It  is  only  that  battered 
babies  are  more  easily  detected.  Infant 
starvation  is  rarely  seen  while  it  is  in 
progress.  Acts  of  omission  whereby  the 
child  is  deprived  of  adequate  nutrition  are 
equally  or  more  dangerous  to  the  child's 
welfare  and  equally  culpable  under  the 
law." 

Many  newborn  babies  in  Christ  are  spir- 
itually starved  through  failure  to  obey  the 
command.

For  he  hath  made  him  to  be  sin 
for  us,  who  knew  no  sin,-  that  we  might 
be  made  the  righteousness  of  God  in 
him"  (2  Corinthians  5:20,  21);  "But  ye 
shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and 
unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth" 
(Acts  1:8);  "And  the  lord  said  unto  the 
servant,  Go  out  into  the  highways  and 
hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in,  that 
my  house  may  be  filled"  (Luke  14:23). 

I  have  heard  people  who  were  sup- 
posed to  be  Christian  leaders  speak  as 
if  it  is  none  of  our  business  how  a  per- 
son believes,  just  so  he  is  true  to  his  be- 
lief and  religious  convictions.  That  is 
not  the  Bible's  teaching  upon  the  subject, 
as  one  may  well  see  by  the  verses  quot- 
ed above.  Jesus  did  not  so  respond  to 
Nicodemus  nor  to  the  rich  young  ruler 
when  he  came  to  Him.  Instead  He  led 
them  to  see  that  they  were  wrong  in 
their  beliefs,  that  such  faith  was  leading 
them  in  the  wrong  way,  and  that  they 
must  repent  of  their  sin  and  be  born 
again.  The  Bible  is  the  incorruptible 
Word  of  God  and  is  the  final  authority  on 
such  a  question.  "Seeing  ye  have  puri- 
fied your  souls  in  obeying  the  truth 
through  the  Spirit  unto  unfeigned  love 
of  the  brethren,  see  that  ye  love  one  an- 
other with  a  pure  heart  fervently:  Being 
born  again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but 
of  incorruptible,  by  the  word  of  God, 
which  liveth  and  abideth  for  ever"  (1 
Peter  1=22,  23). 

Compare  all  such  verses  quoted  above 
with  God's  command  written  by  Paul, 
"Preach  the  word;  be  instant  in  season, 
out  of  season;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort 
with  all  longsuffering  and  doctrine.  For 
the  time  will  come  when  they  will  not 
endure  sound  doctrine,-  but  after  their 
own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  themselves 
teachers,  having  itching  ears;  And  they 
shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the  truth, 
and  shall  be  turned  unto  fables.  But 
watch  thou  in  all  things,  endure  afflic- 
tions, do  the  work  of  an  evangelist, 


make  full  proof  of  thy  ministry"  (2  Timo- 
thy 4:2-5). 

Then,  in  order  to  proclaim  rightly  the 
truth  about  Jesus  Christ,  one  needs  to 
continue  unbroken  fellowship  and  prayer 
with  God.  "Pray  without  ceasing"  (1 
Thessalonians  5:17).  The  Bible  makes 
us  responsible  to  do  all  we  can  in  an 
effort  to  win  souls,  whether  they  have 
been  misled  by  false  doctrines  or  not. 
Any  person  or  any  group  of  persons 
whose  doctrine  conflicts  with  God's 
Word  is  wrong  in  belief.  None  can  be 
saved  while  clinging  to  that  false  teach- 
ing as  a  guide  to  find  God  and  His  will 
for  life.  All  such  must  be  born  again 
or,  as  Jesus  said,  they  cannot  see  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

I  happened  to  read  an  article  in  Chris- 
tian Victory  on  Pages  30,  31  in  the  Janu- 
ary 1970  issue,  after  writing  the  above. 
I  think  that  it  might  help  to  say  what  I 
have  endeavored  to  say. 

"While  preparing  this  sermon  for  pub- 
lication, a  young  lady  sought  audience 
to  speak  of  the  deep  matters  of  soul  con- 
cern. She  could  no  longer  believe  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  She  was  not  certain 
of  the  Word  of  God.  With  some  diffi- 
culty we  ascertained  the  secret  of  her 
trouble.  We  learned  the  following:  A 
Christian  Scientist  had  been  engaged  as 
a  seamstress  in  the  home.  She  had  left 
literature.  The  evil  seed  took  root.  Said 
the  young  lady  to  us,  'But  the  teaching 
of  Christian  Science  is  that  we  were 
created  by  God  and  God  is  good  and  all 
His  work  is  good  and  we  are  therefore 
good.' 

"This  is  unquestionably  the  teaching 
of  Christian  Science  and  all  other  anti- 
Christian  teaching.  It  is  the  denial  of 
any  moral  distance  between  man  and 
God.  It  is  a  denial  that  sin  has  entered 
the  world  and  death  by  sin  (see  Romans 
5:12).  It  is  a  denial  of  the  person  of 
Satan.  To  deny  sin  is  to  deny  the  per- 
son of  Satan.

Increase  In  Campers  per  Week 

Due  to  the  vast  improvement  in  our 
facilities  in  the  past  four  years,  we  are 
expanding  our  limit  on  encampments.

This 
figure  does  not  include  counselors  who 
work  with  the  campers. 

Medical  Information 

The  following  medical  information  is 
an  absolute  necessity.  Each  camper  must 
present  a  statement  signed  by  his  par- 
ents or  guardians  giving  permission  to 
the  conference  directors  for  any  needed 
emergency  treatment  while  at  Cragmont. 
If  your  child  has  an  allergy  (to,  for  ex- 
ample, bee  stings)  or  is  allergic  to  any 
medicine  (penicillin,  Merthiolate,  etc.), 
please  send  a  written  statement  of  same. 
If  your  child  has  diabetes  or  other  special 
medical  problems,  let  us  know  with  a 
written  statement  as  he  boards  the  bus. 

Use  of  Junior  Counselors 

Dorm  counselors  shall  be  limited  to 
those  18  years  of  age  and  older  for  all 
encampments.  It  is  permissible  to  use 
junior  counselors  in  addition  to  adult 
counselors  in  the  dorms.  It  is  not  per- 
missible to  leave  a  junior  counselor  under 
18  years  of  age  in  charge  of  a  dorm 
unit. 

A  dorm  unit  consists  of  the  motel 
unit,  Massey  House,  Brown  House,  or 
either  half  of  the  two  new  cottages.  In 
addition,  the  second  floor  (not  the  third) 
of  the  old  main  building  may  be  used  for 
no  more  than  25  campers  this  season.

Why  Have  Law? 

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:1,  2;  Deuter- 
onomy 5:32-6:3;  Psaim  119:97-104; 
Matthew  5:17;  Mark  12:13-17 

Memory  Verse:  Romans  13:10 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Why  have  law?  Some  people  are  ask- 
ing this  question  these  days,  and  the 
answer  to  it  is  nestled  neatly  in  the 
memory  selection  for  this  lesson:  "Love 
worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbour:  there- 
fore love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law" 
(Romans  13:10).  The  Living  Bible  trans- 
lates this  verse  as  follows:  "Love  does 
no  wrong  to  anyone.  That's  why  it  fully 
satisfies  all  of  God's  requirements.  It  is 
the  only  law  you  need." 

Love,  as  it  fulfills  the  law,  answers 
the  law.  If  every  person  loved  every 
other  person  as  he  wished  himself  to  be 
loved,  there  would  be  little,  if  any,  need 
for  law.  But  this  is  not  at  all  the  case. 
Therefore,  when  we  refuse  to  let  love 
rule,  the  law  must  do  so. 

Man  needs  an  authority— an  ultimate 
compulsion  to  treat  his  neighbor  right. 
Love  would  lead  him  to  do  this,  but 
when  there  is  no  such  love,  law  must 
assert  its  authority  to  force  man  to  live 
with  man  and  in  the  sight  of  God  within 
the  framework  of  living  as  God  has  es- 
tablished it  in  His  Word. 

God  created  the  physical  and  moral 
universe  and  has  given  man  the  proper 
guidelines  to  live  in  the  universe  accord- 
ing to  His  will.  These  guidelines  are  set 
forth,  in  their  basic  and  simple  forms,  in 
the  Ten  Commandments.  Man  has  taken 
these  commandments  and  from  them 
made  his  own  laws,  conforming  with  the 
intent  and  spirit  of  the  commandments. 
We  can  say,  therefore,  that  man's  laws 
have  their  validity  in  the  laws  of  God. 
—The  Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  The  Bible  claims  full  inspiration  for 
the  law  because  the  very  words  were 
spoken  by  God  himself. 

B.  God  backed  His  words  by  His  ac- 


tions when  Israel  was  delivered  from 
the  bondage  of  Egypt. 

C.  When  we  really  love  God's  Word,  we 
will  not  be  satisfied  with  a  hasty  read- 
ing. We  will  want  to  meditate  both  on 
its  meaning  and  on  how  to  apply  it  to 
our  daily  lives. 

D.  The  Bible  is  not  an  automatic  pro- 
tection system  or  a  magic  charm  to  keep 
evil  away.  But  it  does  offer  power  for 
a  victorious  life  when  it  is  obeyed  and 
practiced. 

E.  God's  Word  can  become  "sweeter 
than  honey"— even  its  message  of  con- 
viction and  correction— after  we  have 
learned,  understood,  and  kept  it. 

F.  The  perfect  life  of  Jesus  fulfilled 
everything  God  had  demanded  under  the 
law. 

—Bible  Expositor  and  Illuminator. 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

Today  we  begin  a  study  that  will  carry 
us  through  the  summer  months.  We 
will  be  concerned  primarily  with  the  Ten 
Commandments.  Such  a  study  should  be 
interesting  because  the  subject  is  one 
that  has  long  been  neglected  in  many 
circles.  There  was  a  time  when  chil- 
dren were  taught  the  Commandments 
and  could  repeat  them  from  memory. 
Alas!  For  many,  that  time  is  no  more. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments have  had  more  influence 
upon  the  morals  and  ethics  of  the  world 
than  any  other  words  ever  written. 
Whether  or  not  this  is  a  true  estimate 
of  their  value,  in  our  sessions  from  week 
to  week  we  will  have  opportunity  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  them  once  again 
and  will  be  able  to  consider  their  rele- 
vance to  our  own  age  and  situation.

ARE  YOU  A  CHURCH  LOUNGER? 


/ 
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LOUNGING  AROUND 

To  lounge  means  to  act  or  move  idly  or  lazily.  It  also  means  to  loaf 
or  to  go  about  in  a  disinterested  way.  Further,  it  could  mean  to  rest 
pleasantly,  resisting  incentive  to  be  "on  the  move"  toward  the  perform- 
ance of  some  constructive  duty. 

People  lounge  in  clubhouses  pungent  with  the  smell  of  stale  cigarette  smoke  and  mixed 
drinks.  They  lounge  in  beer  halls,  Lars,  movie  houses,  hotel  lobbies,  restaurant  waiting 
rooms— and  hold  your  hats,  now— people  also  lounge  in  church! 

Lounging  in  church?  Why  the  very  idea  is  ridiculousl  Who  in  the  world  would  con- 
sider lounging  in  church?  A  lot  of  peoplel  Just  look  about  yourself  some  Sunday  morning 
and  see  the  eyelid-droppers,  the  head-nodders,  and  the  stare-at-the-wall  types.  Look  at 
the  gazers  of  long  duration  who  suddenly  jerk  their  heads  and  snap  their  minds  back  to 
attention  at  an  emphatic  remark  from  the  pulpit  which  was  just  loud  enough  to  bring  back 
their  presence  of  mind.  Those  we've  just  discussed,  though  perhaps  they  haven't  "reared 
might  as  well  be  at  home  when  one  considers  what  they're  really  getting  out  of  the  service. 
Yawns  are  seen,  and  sighs  are  frequent  noises  heard  from  their  direction.  They,  for  the 
most  part,  are  "watch-watchers,"  and  should  their  watches  have  stopped  and  they  are  not 
quite  able  to  ascertain  the  time,  they  become  jittery,  uncomfortable,  and  shift  their  shoulders 
up  and  down.  They  move  their  eyes  back  and  forth,  clasp  and  reclasp  their  hands  in  im- 
patience, and  finally  muster  up  just  enough  nerve  to  ask  someone  next  to  them  what  time 
it's  getting  to  be— if  a  watch  on  someone  else's  arm  doesn't  happen  to  be  in  close  view. 
Yes,  there  are  loungers.  They're  just  lounging  around,  "playing"  at  church.  It's  obvious 
that  they'd  rather  be  somewhere  else;  and  for  the  good  it's  doing  them,  we'd  venture  to 
suggest  that  they  might  as  well  be  in  a  real  honest-to-goodness  lounge  someplace  where 
they  wouldn't  be  distracting  to  other  members  of  the  congregation  and  disheartening  to  the 
minister. 

Lest  we  be  misunderstood,  let  us  make  clear  the  fact  that  we  believe  that  all  people 
should  be  in  church  when  services  are  available  for  their  attendance.  We  believe  in 
going  to  and  spending  a  goodly  portion  of  each  week  in  the  Lord's  house;  but,  if  one  goes 
merely  out  of  respect  to  the  preacher  or  under  coercion  of  family  members  and  makes  it 
more  than  apparent  that  he's  bored  with  the  whole  business,  we  cannot  help  but  believe 
that  his  being  there  is  more  of  a  detriment  than  a  help. 

Just  "messing"  at  anything,  be  it  a  job,  church  attendance,  or  what- 
ever, is  not  good;  and,  when  people  go  to  church,  making  it  quite  clear 
by  the  attention  they  give  and  their  response  to  the  situation  that  they 
are  bored  to  oblivion  and  have  no  real  incentive  insofar  as  real  participa- 
tion in  the  service  is  concerned,  it  might  as  well  be  admitted  that  they 
are  indeed  merely  "messing"  at  it.  They  are  just  a  bunch  of  misplaced 
loungers ! 

No,  we  would  not  want  church  services  to  be  so  stiff  and  formal  that  one  cannot  shift 
his  position  from  time  to  time  or  smile  his  favor  in  someone  else's  direction.  What  we're 
talking  about  and  the  point  we  hope  to  make  is  that  church  is  serious  business,  and  one 
should  conduct  himself  while  there  in  a  serious  manner.  This  is  not  to  say  that  one  should 
be  afraid  to  move  or  to  glance  in  a  direction  away  from  the  messenger  at  times,  but  never- 
theless, one  should  not  be  so  totally  comfortable  that  he  goes  to  sleep  or  lets  his  mind 
wander  to  the  fishing  pond,  the  beach,  an  anticipated  afternoon  nap,  a  golf  game,  or,  let's 
face  it— a  men's  club  or  a  woman's  bridge  party! 

"Lounging  around"  in  its  proper  connotation  does  not  always  carry  with  it  unfavorable 
characteristics.  The  human  body  requires  a  certain  amount  of  rest  and  relaxation.  Every 
human  being  needs  to  lounge  once  in  awhile;  yet,  one  must  be  careful  as  to  the  place 
chosen  for  lounging  and  the  manner  in  which  he  lounges.  A  certain  status  is  attained  by 
some  when  they  become  members  of  certain  clubs  conducive  to  lounging  of  the  unfavor- 
able type.  We  are  in  no  position  to  condemn,  nor  are  we  attempting  to  point  the  finger 
at  any  particular  individual.  Of  a  truth,  all  of  us  have  done  things  not  quite  in  keeping 
with  Christian  ethics.  All  of  us  have  found  ourselves  just  "messing"  at  Christianity,  pro- 
jecting, as  it  were,  a  certain  amount  of  enthusiasm  in  worship,  but  not  putting  our  whole 
heart  in  it. 

All  "loungers"  are  not  sinners ;  on  the  other  hand,  neither  can  they 
all  be  called  Christians.  We  would  contend,  nonetheless,  that  if  one 
finds  himself  so  disinterested  in  the  church  service  that  it  becomes  easy 
for  his  attention  to  be  diverted  from  the  reason  for  his  being  there,  it 
is  a  strong  indication  that  his  Christianity  leaves  much  to  be  desired; 
and  though  he  may  not  wish  to  be  called  a  church  lounger,  that  may  very 
well  be  what  he  is  becoming. 

Lounge,  if  you  must,  but  be  careful  where  and  how — and  by  all 
means,  don't  do  it  in  church.  According  to  some  doctors,  the  best  treat- 
ment for  that  tired,  lazy  feeling  many  of  us  experience  is  to  get  busy. 
So  our  advice  would  be:  Get  on  the  ball  for  the  Lord  and  see  if  church 
lounging  doesn't  become  a  little  less  enticing.  Careful  now:  If  you're 
inclined  to  lounge,  don't  slip  down  too  far  in  that  pew.  You  might  just 
slide  out  and  embarrass  yourself!

WHO  CAN  JOIN? 

,  jny  boy  who  has  completed  the  second 
rie  or  is  eight-ten  years  of  age  may 
Va  neighborhood  den.  A  den  is  usual- 
^jiade  up  of  boys  of  the  same  age  who 
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form  a  natural  play  group  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. Den  meetings  are  held  once  a 
week  in  the  afternoon  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  volunteer  den  leader— usually 
the  mother  or  father  of  one  of  the  boys. 
They  meet  in  one  of  the  boy's  homes. 
The  BSA  emphasizes  the  use  of  women 
for  eight  and  nine-year-olds,-  and  men 
for  ten-year-olds.  A  den  may  also  have 
an  assistant  den  leader,-  a  den  chief,  an 
older  scout  or  explorer  who  helps  the 
leader  with  activities,-  and  a  denner,  a 
boy  leader  elected  by  his  peers  who  helps 
the  leader  and  den  chief.  Once  a  month, 
all  the  dens  in  the  neighborhood  and  the 
boys'  families  are  brought  together  for 
a  pack  meeting  under  the  direction  of  a 
cubmaster.  He  may  be  assisted  by  the 
fathers  of  other  boys  in  the  pack,  and 
together  they  constitute  a  pack  commit- 
tee. Currently  there  are  more  than  65,- 
000  cub  packs. 

WHO  SPONSORS  CUB  SCOUTING? 

Like  other  BSA  programs,  cub  scouting 
is  made  available  to  the  boys  of  our 
church  by  our  local  churches.  And  we 
should  remember  that  if  our  church  is 
to  continue  to  be  a  leader  in  our  com- 
munities, we  should  invite  other  boys  to 
join  our  cub  program.  In  many  cases  we 
find  that  these  invited  boys  and  their 
parents  are  looking  for  a  church  to  call 
home.  When  we  become  partners  with 
the  BSA,  we  are  called  chartered  institu- 
tions, and  a  designated  individual  from 
the  church  becomes  a  member  of  the  pack 
committee  as  an  institutional  representa- 
tive. The  sponsor  is  responsible  for  lead- 
ership, the  meeting  place,  and  some  pro- 
gram materials  for  the  pack  activities. 


WHO  PAYS  FOR  IT? 

Several  groups  are  responsible  for  sup- 
porting cub  scouting:  the  boy  and  his 
parents,-  the  pack;  the  chartered  or- 
ganization,-  the  community.  The  boy  is 
encouraged,  when  he  can,  to  pay  his  ex- 
penses with  money  he  has  earned.  Indi- 
vidual cub  scout  dues  pay  for  budgeted 
items.  Working  collectively  on  an  ap- 
proved money-earning  project  provides 
income  for  various  pack  programs.  The 
community  supports  cub  scouting 
through  the  United  Fund,  sustaining  mem- 
bership enrollment,  bequests,  and  special 
contributions  to  the  local  scout  council. 

ADVANCEMENT 

The  cub  scout  program  includes  a  plan 
of  advancement  for  each  boy  in  which 
he  learns  by  doing.  Upon  joining  a  pack, 
the  boy's  parents  teach  him  his  bobcat 
requirements,  learning  the  cub  scout 
promise,  law  of  the  pack,  handshake, 
salute,  sign,  and  motto.  After  bobcat, 
the  boy  works  on  requirements  based  on 
his  age  leading  to  wolf,  bear,  and  arrow 
of  light  ranks. 

WOLF 

If  a  boy  is  eight  years  of  age  or  has 
completed  the  second  grade,  he  may  be- 
gin working  on  his  wolf  achievements. 
There  are  12:  feats  of  skill;  flag,-  keep- 
ing healthy,-  your  home  and  community; 
tools,-  collections;  conservation,-  tying 
things,-  home  and  traffic  safety,-  family 
fun,-  religious  activities,-  research  and 
books.  Upon  completion  of  these  12,  he 
is  awarded  the  wolf  badge,  and  until  he 
is  nine  may  continue  to  work  on  wolf 
electives  in  20  different  interest  areas. 
When  he  completes  ten  projects,  he  re- 
ceives a  gold  arrow  point.  For  each  ad- 
ditional ten  projects,  he  receives  a  silver 
arrow  point. 

BEAR 

If  a  boy  is  nine  years  of  age,  he  begins 
working  on  his  bear  achievements.  Again, 
there  are  12:  wildlife  conservation; 
woodworking;  using  rope,-  outdoor 
games,-  whittling;  our  American  heritage; 
family  get-together,-  cub  scout  fitness; 
writing,-  American  folklore;  religious  ac- 
tivities,-  protection.  After  receiving  his 
bear  badge,  there  are  20  bear  electives 
areas  in  addition  to  the  wolf  elective 
areas  in  which  he  may  work  until  he 
reaches  age  ten.  Gold  and  silver  arrow 
points  are  awarded  for  these  projects  as 
in  the  wolf  electives.

The  Lord  has  truly 
been  behind  our  efforts.  As  a  result  of 
this  work,  we  have  started  four  house 
churches  with  prospects  for  opening 
many  more.  Yet  at  the  moment  we  see 
the  need  of  a  central  meeting  place— a 
place  where  we  can  gather  all  the  people 
together  on  special  occasions,  as  well  as 
a  place  we  can  perform  another  type  of 
ministry.  For  these  reasons  we  are  now 
entering  a  building  program.  We  are 
going  to  construct  a  small  chapel  in  a 
new  subdivision  near  Puerto.  Seventy 
houses  are  to  be  constructed  there  in 
the  near  future.  This  is  also  the  area 
where  many  of  our  members  live.  We 
believe  this  is  the  Lord's  time  for  this 
project.  We  have  worked  in  this  area 
for  one  year.  Many  people  will  not  at- 
tend the  house  church,  so  this  will  be  a 
means  of  ministering  to  their  spiritual 
needs. 

On  Sunday  morning,  May  6,  we  had  a 
groundbreaking  service.    In  the  pictures 


you  can  get  an  idea  of  the  service  and 
the  number  of  people  who  attended.  In 
one  picture  Brother  Perocillo  is  preaching 
and  also  explaining  what  a  groundbreak- 
ing service  is,  which  is  rather  difficult 
in  Tagalog.  We  hope  to  have  the  con- 
struction completed  in  early  June. 

Our  main  approach,  however,  remains 
the  "house  church,"  for  with  this  we  can 
reach  people  in  the  remote  areas  in  their 
homes.  Two  of  our  house  churches  are 
far  away  from  the  building,  so  it  will  be 
difficult  for  the  people  to  attend  the  ser- 
vices in  the  church  building.  This  is 
why  the  Lord  allows  us  to  use  different 
methods  of  outreach.  All  methods  have 
their  weaknesses,  but  by  a  combination 
of  more  than  one  the  outreach  to  the  lost 
becomes  stronger  and  God  is  glorified. 
We  praise  Him  for  His  sufficiency  and 
we  ask  your  prayers  in  this  endeavor. 

We  do  thank  those  of  you  who  are 
making  the  building  possible.  God  bless 
you  for  your  generosity.

When  we  got 
to  the  other  side,  the  wind  was  so  strong 
that  when  the  driver  tried  to  dock,  the 
banca  was  carried  away  from  the  pier 
by  the  wind.  After  a  few  tries,  we  got 
near  enough  to  another  small  boat  that 
we  could  walk  on  to  it  and  then  to  the 
pier.  As  I  looked  at  the  other  boat,  I 
wondered  how  we  could  pass  with  the 
children,  because  it  was  a  cargo  boat  and 
the  area  on  the  sides  was  very  narrow. 
Remember  the  wind  was  blowing  and 
the  banca  was  just  bobbing  like  a  fishing 
cork.  The  first  thing  we  did  was  to  ask 
the  driver  if  he  were  going  back  to 
Puerto.  We  were  afraid  to  take  a 
chance  in  carrying  the  children  around 
that  narrow  passage  on  the  other  boat. 
Then  the  men  on  the  other  boat  said 
they  would  carry  the  girls  to  the  pier, 
and  they  did  with  no  problem,  since  they 
are  seamen. 

After  getting  to  the  pier,  Harold  was 
laughing  at  me  because  I  was  holding 
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the  rail  with  both  hands  as  I  walked. 
The  pier  had  big  cracks  between  the 
'boards.  You  could  see  the  water,  and 
there  was  only  one  railing.  At  last  we 
arrived  at  our  destination.  After  visit- 
ing for  awhile,  Harold  decided  we  had 
Ibetter  get  back  home  if  possible.  He 
jwent  down  to  the  pier  and  there  was  no 
banca  at  the  place  where  we  docked. 
There  is,  however,  another  location 
where  the  bancas  are  also  docking.  It 
is  much  farther  from  Puerto  and  the 
water  is  much  rougher  if  the  wind  is 
very  strong.  We  said  good-bye  to  our 
friends  and  hurried  on  our  way  to  the 
pier.  Just  as  we  arrived  there  was  a 
banca  already  out  getting  ready  to  leave. 
We  waved  to  them  and  after  awhile  they 
were  able  to  get  the  banca  back  to  shore 
for  us  to  get  on. 

There  were  three  young  boys  on  the 
banca  and  one  of  them  said,  "It  is  very 
rough,  do  you  still  want  to  go?"  We 
told  him  we  had  to  go  back  home  even 
though  it  was  rough.  So  we  all 
climbed  aboard  and  sat  down  on  the 
floor.  I  sat  with  my  back  to  the  front 
of  the  banca,  not  realizing  until  later 
that  it  was  a  good  thing  that  I  did  be- 
cause I  didn't  have  to  watch  those  huge 
waves  roll  up  in  front  of  me.  Well,  be- 
ing a  mommy,  I  had  to  stay  calm  at  least 
on  the  outside.  Wendy  was  sitting  be- 
tween Harold's  legs  and  Misty  between 
mine.  Wendy  and  Harold  were  sitting 
facing  the  waves  and  it  was  a  little  hard 
on  Wendy,  so  we  tried  to  cover  her  face 
with  a  canvas  but  she  still  peeked  out 
once  in  awhile.  Misty  couldn't  see  very 
much  and  it  didn't  seem  to  bother  her 
anyway.  As  she  was  lying  there  under 
the  canvas  with  the  roar  of  the  motor, 
she  went  to  sleep-yes,  to  sleep,  with 
the  sea  raging  all  around  her. 

I  don't  mind  admitting  that  I  had  al- 
ready whispered  a  few  short  prayers. 
After  seeing  Misty  asleep,  Harold  said,

I  met  Roberto  for  the  first  time  in  Feb- 
ruary when  I  first  visited  Tamnao. 
Roberto  was  born  on  April  13,  1953,  and 
from  then  until  March  3,  1970,  his  life 
was  rather  normal;  on  the  day  of  March 
3,  1970,  he  was  stricken  with  a  crippling 
disease  and  became  paralyzed  from  his 
waist  down.  For  two  years  he  was  in 
bed,  flat  on  his  back,  unable  to  roll  from 
one  side  to  the  other.  Then  in  July 
1972  he  was  able  to  walk  with  crutches. 
The  doctor  says  that  there  is  no  hope 
that  Roberto  will  ever  be  able  to  walk 
again,  but  I  don't  feel  this  way.  When 
I  first  saw  him  I  had  the  strangest  im- 
pression that  the  Lord  was  going  to  heal 
this  young  man.  Nothing  is  impossible 
with  God.  Roberto  is  a  Christian  and  is 
seeking  the  Lord's  will  in  his  life.  I 
want  to  request  each  of  you  to  join  us

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Those  of  you  who  missed  the  Founders' 
Day  celebration  at  the  Children's  Home 
on  May  19  missed  a  great  blessing.  We 
feel  that  it  is  a  wonderful  thing  for  the 
Children's  Home  to  have  two  days  a  year, 
Founders'  Day  and  Thanksgiving,  when 
the  Home  is  on  display. 

We  were  honored  by  being  asked  to 
bring  the  eleven  o'clock  message  for  the 
occasion.  We  read  2  Corinthians  3:3  and 
spoke  about  some  of  the  things  that  we 
can  learn  about  ourselves  from  a  family 
portrait.  Then  we  suggested  that  we 
take  a  look  at  a  portrait  of  North  Caro- 
lina Free  Will  Baptists. 

First,  our  past  declared  our  differ- 
ences. Free  Will  Baptists  came  out  of 
the  Separatist  movement  in  England. 
This  means  that,  for  the  most  part,  we 
are  not  organization  men,  but  individual- 
ists. 

Second,  our  present  tells  us  that  di- 
visions are  dangerous.  North  Carolina 
Free  Will  Baptists  have  lived  in  three  cen- 
turies: the  eighteenth,  the  nineteenth, 
and  the  twentieth.  We  are  not  three 
centuries  old,  but  we  have  lived  in  part 
of  three  centuries.  We  have  had  a  major 
division  in  each  of  the  three  centuries  in 
which  we  have  existed  as  a  people.  In 
the  eighteenth  century  we  lost  about 
ninety  per  cent  of  our  strength  to  the 
Calvinistic  Baptists,-  in  the  nineteenth 
century  we  lost  about  half  of  our 
strength  to  the  Campbellites;  and  in  the 
twentieth  we  lost  at  least  a  third  to  the 
National  Association  of  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists. 

Third,  our  present  demands  our  dili- 
gence. We  must  be  diligent  in  the  sup- 
port of  all  our  work,  not  just  a  part  of 
it.  And  we  must  be  diligent  in  building 
our  denominational  fences  so  that  out- 
side forces  cannot  come  in  and  take  our 
strength  as  in  the  past. 

Fourth,  our  future  depends  upon  our 
dedication.  With  half-hearted  service 
the  future  looks  dark;  but  with  complete 
yieldedness  to  the  Spirit  of  God,  our  fu- 
ture is  bright  indeed!

After  the  above  is  achieved  in  the  life, 
growth,  and  experience  of  a  Christian 
worker,  Paul  further  instructs  him:  "But 
in  a  great  house  there  are  not  only  ves- 
sels of  gold  and  of  silver,  but  also  of 
wood  and  of  earth;  and  some  to  honour, 
and  some  to  dishonour.  If  a  man  there- 
fore purge  himself  from  these,  he  shall 
be  a  vessel  unto  honour,  sanctified,  and 
meet  for  the  master's  use,  and  prepared 
unto  every  good  work.  Flee  also  youth- 
ful lusts:  but  follow  righteousness,  faith, 
charity,  peace,  with  them  that  call  on 
the  Lord  out  of  a  pure  heart.  But  foolish 
and  unlearned  questions  avoid,  knowing 
that  they  do  gender  strifes.  And  the 
servant  of  the  Lord  must  not  strive,-  but 
be  gentle  unto  all  men,  apt  to  teach,  pa- 
tient, In  meekness  instructing  those  that 
oppose  themselves;  if  God  peradventure 
will  give  them  repentance  to  the  ac- 
knowledging of  the  truth;  And  that  they 
may  recover  themselves  out  of  the  snare 
of  the  devil,  who  are  taken  captive  by 
him  at  his  will"  (2  Timothy  2:20-26).

We 
may  not  all  be  pastors  as  was  James,  the 
brother  of  John,  but  we  each  fit  together 
in  the  construction  of  a  temple.  We  are 
"living  stones"  put  together  in  one  struc- 
ture. We  are  all  the  members  of  the 
spiritual  body  of  Christ.    Not  all  are 


hands,  neither  are  all  feet,  nor  all 
mouths,  but  all  members  are  one  of  an- 
other as  well  as  being  the  members  of 
Christ;  so  we  each  fill  our  places  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  every  other 
member,  each  having  the  mind  of  Christ 
if  we  would  enjoy  the  proper  function 
of  this  wonderful  spiritual  organism. 

The  following  found  on  Page  197  of 
Peloubet's  1968  Select  Notes  has  this  to 
say: 

"James  here  is  warning  the  church 
against  too  many  men  pretending  to  have 
teaching  ability,  men  who  are  not  aware 
of  the  solemn  responsibility,  in  the  sight 
of  God,  of  what  such  a  ministry  involves. 
Many  among  the  Jews  sought  to  be 
called  rabbi,  and  even  today  I  know  a 
number  of  men  without  any  particular 
gifts  who  call  themselves  'Bible  teach- 
ers,' and  have  set  themselves  up  as  some 
authority  in  the  church.  Plummer  right- 
ly says,  'Those  of  us  who  are  teachers 
will  receive  a  heavier  sentence  than 
those  of  us  who  are  not  such;  for  our 
obligations  to  live  up  to  the  law  which 
we  know  and  profess  and  urge  upon 
others  are  far  greater.' " 

I  have  observed  a  pitiful  sight  in  a 
local  church  when  none  felt  like  leading,- 
but  more  to  be  pitied  is  the  group  where 
several  strive  for  the  glamour  of  leader- 
ship when  none  appear  to  understand 
what  God  requires  of  such  a  leader.  I 
much  prefer  the  timid,  unassuming  ser- 
vant of  God,  such  as  was  Moses  when 
God  allowed  Aaron  to  help,  or  such  as 
Jeremiah  when  God  compelled  him  to  go 
(giving  him  an  inner  urge  that  prepared 
him). 

John  writes:  "And  when  he  putteth 
forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before 
them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him:  for  they 
know  his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will 
they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him: 
for  they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers" 
(John  10:4,  5).  We  are  by  nature  op- 
posed to  false  teachers  and  false  doc- 
trines of  which  there  are  so  many.  "For 
the  time  will  come  when  they  will  not 
endure  sound  doctrine;  but  after  their 
own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  themselves 
teachers,  having  itching  ears,-  And  they 
shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the  truth, 
and  shall  be  turned  unto  fables"  (2  Timo- 
thy 4:3,  4);  "This  know  also,  that  in  the 
last  days  perilous  times  shall  come.  For 
men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own  selves, 
covetous,  boasters,  proud,  blasphemers, 
disobedient  to  parents,  unthankful,  un- 
holy, .  .  .  Traitors,  heady,  highminded, 
lovers  of  pleasures  more  than  lovers  of 
God"  (2  Timothy  3:1,  2,  4).

God  Is  Supreme 

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:3-6;  Matthew  6: 
24-34;  James  4:7,  8 

Memory  Verse:  Exodus  20:3 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Never  in  all  the  world  will  man  ever 
find  a  power  that  will  even  begin  to 
compare  with  the  power  of  God.  He  is 
supreme  in  heaven  and  in  earth  and  must 
be  supreme  in  your  life  and  mine  if  we 
are  to  be  His  loyal  subjects.  This 
supremacy  does  not  manifest  itself  in 
dictatorial  absolutes  from  God;  that  is, 
He  does  not,  by  virtue  of  His  being 
supreme,  force  Himself  and  His  Word 
upon  anyone.  They  are  offered  to  all, 
and  those  who  conform  their  wills  to 
His  and  follow  the  impulses  He  gives  will 
find  the  way  to  eternal  happiness  in  His 
presence. 

F.  B.  Meyer  tells  this  story.  He  was 
on  a  ship  crossing  the  Irish  Channel  one 
dark,  starless  night.  He  asked  the  cap- 
tain, "How  do  you  know  Holyhead  Har- 
bor on  so  dark  a  night  as  this?"  The 
captain  replied,  "You  see  those  three 
lights?  Those  three  must  line  up  be- 
hind each  other  as  one,  and  when  we 
see  them  so  united  we  know  the  exact 
position  of  the  harbor's  mouth." 

The  great  Bible  teacher  went  on  to 
say,  "When  we  want  to  know  God's  will, 
there  are  three  things  which  always  con- 
cur: the  inward  impulse,  the  Word  of 
God,  and  the  trend  of  circumstances  I  God 
in  the  heart,  impelling  you  forward;  God 
in  His  Book  corroborating  whatever  He 
says  in  the  heart;  and  God  in  circum- 
stances which  are  always  indicative  of 
His  will.  Never  start  until  these  three 
things  agree."  On  these  facts  we  can 
surely  rely  because  the  supremacy  of  God 
assures  it.

E.  To  seek  the  kingdom  simply  for  the 
purpose  of  gaining  "all  these  things" 
is  to  miss  the  essence  of  the  righteous- 
ness of  God. 

F.  Our  submission  to  God  is  resistance 
to  the  devil.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

There  is  only  one  God  and  He  is  the 
supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe.  At  Sinai 
He  gave  His  law  to  His  people.  Contrary 
to  what  some  may  think,  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments were  not  given  to  make  life 
a  burden.

For  some,  the 
call  to  power  rings  strongly  in  their  ears,- 
they  would  make  a  god  out  of  the  state. 
The  state  is  not  made  for  the  people, 
they  would  say,  but  the  people  for  the 
state,  and  the  people  must  bow  down 
before  and  serve  the  state.  There  is 
also  the  call  of  the  flesh,  insisting  that 
the  satisfaction  of  our  physical  appetites 


should  receive  first  place  in  life.  ( 
voices  are  those  of  money,  con- 
popularity,  and  conformity,  calling 
to  follow  and  promising  him  every 
if  he  will  do  so.  Above  all  these  v 
God  calls  and  says,  "Thou  shalt  hav 
other  gods  before  me"  (Exodus  20:3 
Even  so,  the  other  voices  cry  dai 
our  ears,  some  with  strong  appeal, 
which  shall  we  give  heed?   We  f 
between  them  in  indecision.  And  t 
undecided,  our  lives  are  fragmei 
broken,  disturbed.   Such  a  life  is 
out  purpose  to  hold  it  together, 
without  a  center,  without  a  faith,  a 
is  doomed.  One  must  choose  or  elsi 
will  "go  to  pieces."  And  since  we 
only  one  life  to  live  on  this  earth 
essential  that  we  make  the  right  cl 
of  the  God  to  whom  we  can  give  oui 
devotion.

the  stunt.  If  it  happens  to  be  something 
required  for  his  wolf  or  bear  achieve- 
ments, his  mother  or  dad  may  sign  his 
cub  scout  book.  In  this  way,  cub  scout- 
ing helps  to  strengthen  family  ties 
throughout  the  week  as  well  as  at  the 
monthly  pack  meetings.  Families  are  en- 
couraged to  attend  pack  meetings  with 
their  boys.  The  purpose  of  these  meet- 
ings is  to  allow  the  parents  to  see  their 
boys  in  action.  Most  pack  meetings  are 
divided  into  two  parts.  The  first  is  in- 
formal: It  may  be  a  viewing  of  exhibits 
or  participating  with  their  parents  in 
gathering-time  activities.  The  second 
part  has  a  formal  opening,  den  skits, 
games  or  stunts  related  to  a  monthly 
theme,  and  the  awarding  of  badges  that 
boys  have  earned  since  the  last  pack 
meeting. 

Outdoor  Program 

Cub  scouting  encourages  an  adventure- 
some outdoor  program  for  eight-and  nine- 
year-olds.  These  include  den  picnics, 
outings,  day  camping,  and  backyard 
camping.  Being  home-centered,  family- 
camping  is  also  emphasized.  Overnight 
camping  and  back-packing  for  younger 
cub  scouts  is  not  encouraged;  however, 
webelos  scouts  are  encouraged  to  go  on 
overnight  experiences  with  their  fathers. 

Competitive  Activities  and  Sports 

Team  sports  and  other  competitive 
events  occur  within  the  pack  and  at  an 
interpack  level.  Some  of  the  standard- 
ized activities  that  have  become  favorites 
over  the  years  are  cub  scout  shows,  pet 
shows,  pinewood  derbies  (miniature  car 
racing  on  tracks),  regattas,  kite-flying 


contests,  summer  Olympics,  and  father- 
and-son  cake-baking  contests. 

Publications 

Volunteers  are  kept  informed  of  na- 
tional news  and  events  through  Scouting 
Magazine  (circulation,  1:5  million).  Boys 
may  subscribe  to  Boys'  Life  magazine 
(circulation  2.1  million).  Both  are  pub- 
lished by  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  in 
North  Brunswick.  Additionally,  there  are 
a  number  of  cub  scout  and  leader  publi- 
cations including  the  World  Cub  Scout 
Book,  Bear  Cub  Scout  Book,  Webelos 
Scout  Book,  Cubmaster's  Packbook,  Den 
Leader's  Book,  and  the  Webelos  Den  Lead- 
er's Book. 

Philosophy 

Apart  from  the  fun  and  excitement  of 
cub  scouting  activities,  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  ideals  expressed  in  the  day-to-day 
life  of  the  young  boy  and  his  leaders. 
For  example,  the  Cub  Scout  Promise 
states: 

I,  (name),  promise  to  do  my  best 
to  do  my  duty  to  God  and  my 
country, 

to  help  other  people,  and 
to  obey  the  Law  of  the  Pack. 
The  law  of  the  pack  is  as  follows: 
The  Cub  Scout  follows  Akela  (his 
leader). 

The  Cub  Scout  helps  the  pack  go. 
The  pack  helps  the  Cub  Scout  grow, 
The  Cub  Scout  gives  goodwill. 

The  cub  scout  motto  is  "Do  your  best." 
The  cub  scout  colors  are  blue  and  gold. 
Blue  signifies  the  sky,  truth,  spirituality, 
and  loyalty.  Gold  stands  for  warm  sun- 
light, good  cheer,  and  happiness.  To- 
gether they  symbolize  what  cub  scouting 
is  all  about.

BEEN  SOLD!

Now,  wait  a  minutel  Don't  take  off 
on  the  wrong  foot  and  start  circulating 
a  choice  morsel  of  bewildering  news!  I 
do  not  mean  that  the  property  of  Crag- 
mont  Assembly  has  been  disposed  of  and 
is  no  longer  the  proud  possession  of  Free 
Will  Baptists.  God  forbid  that  this  should 
ever  happen! 

What  I  mean  is  that  Cragmont  has  been 
sold  to  our  Free  Will  Baptist  young  peo- 
ple as  a  place  to  go  for  summer  camp. 
Let  us  examine  the  evidence  a  bit: 

The  year  was  1954,  and  the  time  was 
around  9  p.  m.  on  Saturday  before  the 
second  session  of  the  General  Youth  Con- 
ference was  to  begin  on  Monday.  This 
writer  was  on  the  phone  calling  a  few 
pastors  he  thought  might  come  to  his 
rescue  in  an  emergency  by  trying  to  ar- 
range in  connection  with  their  services 
the  following  day  for  one  or  two  of  their 
young  people  to  go  to  Cragmont.  We 
would  then  find  it  possible  to  pay  for 
the  smallest  bus  the  chartered  service 
could  furnish  us.  The  next  afternoon, 
two  of  the  pastors  called  back  to  assure 
us  that  each  of  them  would  have  one 
young  person  waiting  for  the  bus.  Late 
that  evening,  our  son,  then  working  with 
the  newspaper  in  New  Bern,  called  to  say 
that  he  had  been  able  to  recruit  three 
young  people  from  the  New  Bern  area  for 
the  conference.  We  asked  him  to  call 
the  bus  company  and  let  them  know  that 
we  could  have  the  bus— by  straining  our 
finances  to  the  limit. 

The  time  now  is  two  weeks  before  we 
are  to  go  to  Cragmont  for  the  1973  ses- 
sion of  the  same  conference.  Two  weeks 
ago,  we  arranged  for  four  of  the  largest 
buses  our  chartering  service  could  fur- 
nish us,  and  a  week  later  we  registered 
the  final  camper  to  complete  the  "abso- 
lute total"  number  the  Cragmont  board 

who  has  been  the  stay  and  staff  of  her 
beloved  husband  in  the  declining  years 
of  his  life. 


had  decided  it  would  be  possible  to  ac- 
commodate at  Cragmont.  Since  then  we 
have  had  to  write  "Dear  John"  letters  to 
over  25  young  people  telling  them  we 
could  not  take  them— which  has  almost 
broken  our  heart!  We  understand  that 
other  youth  groups— and  this  year  there 
are  five  youth  conferences  scheduled  in 
place  of  the  one  of  1954— are  either  fill- 
ed up  or  rapidly  filling  up. 

Yes,  Cragmont  has  been  well  sold  to 
our  young  people!  We  must  now  sell  it 
to  their  fathers  and  mothers  who  could 
furnish  the  money  for  more  buildings, 
and  stop  the  "Dear  John"  letters  from 
having  to  be  written  each  year.

MISSIONS 


HELP,  THINK,  AND 
PRAY  FOR  THESE 

by  Z.  I.  Perocillo 

For  more  than  three  centuries  the  fore- 
parents  of  these  people  with  whom  we 
are  working  had  been  called  and  had 
declared  themselves  to  be  Christians  (ex- 
cept for  a  very  few  who  were  formerly 
Muslims).  And  for  the  last  35  years  an 
evangelical  group  has  been  in  this  very 
place,  preaching  to  the  people.  In  fact, 
it  was  said  that  this  area  was  already 
evangelized;  thus,  others  tried  to  dis- 
courage us  from  starting  mission  work 
here. 

We  were  surprised,  however,  to  find 
out  that  the  people  are  neither  Christian 
nor  pagan.  They  are  the  most  ignorant 
Roman  Catholics  that  I  have  ever  known. 
By  this  I  mean  that  they  are  ignorant 
about  the  common  beliefs  and  practices 
of  their  religion,  and  more  so  about  the 
evangelical  Christian's  faith.  As  Pala- 
wan fauna  and  flora  are  different  from 
the  rest  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  so  also 
are  the  natives  here.  Don't  imagine, 
however,  that  some  of  them  are  wearing 
the  G-string,  although  some  few  chil- 
dren don't  have  G-strings  or  pants.  Gen- 
erally, though,  they  are  already  cultured. 
In  fact,  some  of  them  hold  college  de- 
grees. Basically,  as  human  beings,  they 
are  the  same  as  anyone. 

Since  God  loves  every  person  so  much 
that  He  makes  everyone  of  us  distinct 
from  the  rest,  even  to  the  print  of  the 
thumb,  so  these  people  as  a  group 
naturally  have  characteristics  which  are 
different  from  the  rest  of  us  Filipinos. 
They  hold  "novena"  (nine  nights  of  pray- 
er for  a  dead  person)  with  gambling; 
worship  graven  images;  are  inhospitable 
to  visitors;  and  are  heavy  drinkers,  along 
with  other  vices.  Yet,  they  are  the  poor- 
est financially.  It  seems  paradoxical,  for 
to  have  vices  means  spending  money. 
They  earn  money,  but  it  is  mostly  spent 
for  their  vices.  For  example,  one  can 
find  a  pile  of  empty  liquor  bottles  in  al- 
most every  house,  but  seldom  can  one 
find  an  empty  can  of  milk.  A  house 
without  a  fighting  cock  in  the  corner  of 
the  living  room  is  a  rare  sight. 


Much  as  I  wish  to  state  here  also  their 
virtues  as  a  group,  I  am  unable  to  do  so. 
To  be  honest,  I  don't  know  of  any  yet, 
except  the  fact  that  they  are  prolific — 
if  that  be  a  virtue. 

I  don't  need  to  be  apologetic  to  state 
these  observations,  because  the  blood 
that  runs  in  their  veins  is  the  same  as 
mine.  I  love  them.  In  fact,  some  of 
them  have  been  my  guests.  Nevertheless, 
I  put  these  observations  in  writing  with 
the  sole  purpose  of  letting  you  know 
about  the  people  for  whom  you  are  ask- 
ed to  pray.  Our  hope  is  that  soon  many 
of  them  will  become  part  and  parcel  of 
the  body  of  Christ. 

Because  of  this  hope  and  love  for 
them,  right  now  we  have  scheduled  every 
third  week  of  every  month  (beginning 
this  May)  to  evangelize  Northern  Pala- 
wan and  its  offshore  islands  with  the 
use  of  our  mission  boat.  This  is,  of 
course,  aside  from  all  other  evangelistic 
activities  that  we  are  performing  regular- 
ly here  in  the  city. 

We  aim  at  establishing  well-organized 
and  strong  congregations  all  over  Pala- 
wan. How  to  achieve  this  in  the  short- 
est possible  time  is  our  greatest  chal- 
lenge. It  is  the  greatest  because,  given 
their  many  vices  and  their  poor  economic 
situation,  they  are  also  indolent,  which 
generally  makes  them  stubborn  to 
change.  Based  on  the  experiences  of 
many  soul  winners,  I  know  that  this  type 
of  person  is  the  hardest  to  become  a 
"born-again"  Christian.  I'm  aware  also, 
however,  that  it  is  among  this  type  that 
dramatic  conversion  usually  happens. 
And  it  is  happening.  Some  few  habitual 
drunks  and  gamblers  have  decided  to  fol- 
low Christ.  The  wonder  of  it  thrills  our 
hearts  and  assures  us  that  God's  Holy 
Spirit  abides  in  us. 

Because  of  this  joy,  love,  and  a  desire 
in  our  hearts  to  accomplish  the  afore- 
mentioned goal,  we  began  to  understand 
their  weaknesses.  The  reason  that  they 
worship  idols,  for  example,  is  because 
they  are  searching  for  God,  for  His  love 
and  fellowship.  They  have  so  many  vices 
because  they  want  to  cover  and  forget 
the  agony  of  their  dry  and  monotonous 
existence,  devoid  of  love  (agape)  and 


peace  (where  sorrows  and  troubles 
matter).    They  are  indolent  becau^: 
their  hearts  there  is  no  desire  nor  < 
for  the  future,  or  for  a  better  li 
come.    They  have  a  fatalistic  att « 
Moreover,  many  of  the  people  eati 
crop  and  a  limited  amount  of  fishi| 
of  the  time.   One  cannot  expect  i\ 
nourished  and  starving  people  (both 
ically  and  spiritually,  respectively)  i 
active  physically,  more  so  to  be  ii 
trious.    Yes,  they  are  inhospitabln 
deed,  but  who  knows  but  that  then 
hospitable  in  their  hearts?    In  thel 
place,  how  could  one  expect  them 
fer  something  to  eat,  when  they 
selves  don't  have  enough.  "Offer  a  I 
of  cold  water,"  you  might  say,  bul 
place  is  hot,  and  the  average  dis 
of  the  house  to  a  well  is  a  kilometi 
more.  It  is  much  to  their  desire,  I 
to  be  generous,  because  it's  in 
blood  as  Filipinos.  But  they  become 
er  shy  and  defensive  because  povertl 
tates  them  to  be  so. 

I  sympathize  with  the  ABWE  alsi 
cause  of  the  condition  of  the  people  !l 
(I  don't  understand,  however,  why 
missionaries,  as  well  as  the  mission 
and  pastors  of  other  evangelical  gn 
stay  most  of  the  time  in  their  residi 
compounds.)  I  understand  now  whi 
cults  are  very  active  in  this  place 
cause  where  the  people  are  confusei 
wrapped  up  in  sins,  it  is  profitab1 
them.  Obviously,  the  R.  C.  hierarchy! 
wants  the  status  quo,-  they  don't  cai 
educate  their  people  about  God  an 
Word.  The  more  ignorant  they  are 
better,  (so  goes  the  attitude)  bet 
they  will  be  more  devoted  and  fani 
about  their  faith.  Even  if  they  did  ' 
to  educate  their  members,  they  cann) 
it  here  because  they  lack  personnel^ 
gone  are  the  days  in  the  Philip 
when  the  priesthood  was  looked  i[ 
with  great  honor  and  prestige,  j 
priests  and  members  of  the  hierarch 
still  honorable  and  powerful,  too, 
the  young  generation  of  Filipinos 
at  the  priesthood,  generally,  as  an 
fashioned  thing.  It  is  as  if  the  c« 
has  lost  its  glamour  and  grandeur, 
fortunately,  this  feeling  is  more  p 
lent  and  prominent  among  large  anc 
er  evangelical  denominations  in 
Philippines.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
are  many  Roman  Catholic  and  Prote 
parishes  which  have  no  ministers 
cause  many  of  them  have  left 
parishes  to  go  into  the  business  wc

BUILDING  IN  PUERTO

On  May  17  construction  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Chapel  in  Puerto  began,  but 
the  next  day  we  ran  into  some  problems. 
Lack  of  materials  was  one.  We  prayed 
about  the  matter  and  then  began  to 
search  for  the  needed  materials.  Today, 
May  21,  almost  all  the  materials  have 
been  purchased  and  delivered.  Another 
problem  we  met  the  same  day  was  with 
the  building  permit.  There  were  prob- 
lems over  taxes.  As  a  church  we  are 
exempted,  but  these  were  taxes  of  the 
owner  of  the  whole  parcel  of  land  of 
which  our  lot  is  only  a  small  portion.  I 
thought  one  time,  "This  is  going  to  take 
weeks  to  clear  up."  But  today,  as  I  was 
sitting  in  the  city  assessor's  office  lis- 
tening to  the  discussion  about  the  prob- 
lem, I  prayed,  "Lord,  you  have  a  solution 
to  this  problem;  please  solve  it  now." 
In  less  than  fifteen  minutes  we  walked 
out  of  that  office  all  clear.  We  went  to 
the  city  treasurer's  office,  and  he  issued 
a  tax  clearance  for  the  lot.  Afterwards 
I  took  all  the  papers  to  an  employee  of 
the  city  engineer's  office,  and  he  said, 
"All  is  'OK.'  You  can  continue  construc- 
tion tomorrow."  So  tomorrow,  May  22, 
work  will  begin  at  a  rapid  pace,  and  the 
building  will  probably  be  complete  in 
three  weeks. 

This  experience  has  taught  me  anew 
that  with  all  our  efforts  to  accomplish 
something,  we  are  only  "spinning  our 
wheels"  until  we  turn  it  over  to  the 
Lord.  I  had  thought  and  planned  ways 
to  solve  Ihese  problems,  but  they  didn't 
work.  But  when  turned  over  to  God,  it 
was  only  a  matter  of  a  short  time  and 
the  problems  were  solved.  Truly  He  is 
the  great  and  only  God  that  is  worthy  of 
our  praise  and  worship. 

The  building  will  be  concrete  and 
wood.  The  area  size  is  six  meters  by 
eleven  meters.  This  is  a  good  size  and 
will  serve  us  well. 

We  praise  the  Lord  for  the  progress 
the  work  has  made  this  year,  and  thank 
each  of  you  for  your  financial  and  prayer 
support.  Without  your  support,  this 
work  would  not  have  been  possible.  Truly 
all  of  us  have  been  a  part  of  God's  plan 
to  evangelize  the  world.

The  ground  of  a  certain  rich  man 
brought  forth  plentifully:  And  he  thought 
within  himself,  saying,  What  shall  I  do, 
because  I  have  no  room  where  to  be- 
stow my  fruits?  And  he  said,  This  will 
I  do:  I  will  pull  down  my  barns,  and  build 
greater;  and  there  will  I  bestow  ail  my 
fruits  and  my  goods.  And  I  will  say  to 
my  soul,  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid 
up  for  many  years,-  take  thine  ease,  eat, 
drink,  and  be  merry.  But  God  said  unto 
him,  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul  shall 
be  required  of  thee:  then  whose  shall 
those  things  be,  which  thou  hast  provid- 
ed? So  is  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for 
himself,  and  is  not  rich  toward  God" 
(Luke  12:16-21). 

Both  of  these  descendants  of  Abraham 
had  evidently  had  sufficient  instructions 
from  the  Word  of  God  to  have  followed 
a  different  course  of  action,  but  had 
either  procrastinated  or  had  given  little 
or  no  consideration  to  whatever  convic- 
tions were  brought  to  them.  The  Bible 
says,  "He,  that  being  often  reproved 
hardeneth  his  neck,  shall  suddenly  be  de- 
stroyed, and  that  without  remedy"  (Prov- 
erbs 29:1).  The  Bible  also  says,  "But  if 
from  thence  thou  shalt  seek  the  LORD 
thy  God,  thou  shalt  find  him,  if  thou  seek 
him  with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy 
soul"  (Deuteronomy  4:29). 

A  person,  when  he  so  desires,  may 
have  God's  help  in  turning  from  what  he 
knows  he  should,  when  in  a  sincere  de- 
sire and  effort  he  seeks  God  in  Bible 
study,  meditation,  and  intercession.  The 
rich  man  waited  to  pray  and  be  concern- 
ed for  his  and  his  brothers'  souls  until 
he  had  died,  and  then  he  opened  his  eyes 
in  the  tormenting  flames  of  hell.  The 
other  rich  man  died  when  his  soul  was 
required  of  God.  The  Bible  says,  "Be 
not  deceived;  God  is  not  mocked:  for 
whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he 
also  reap.  For  he  that  soweth  to  his 
flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption,- 
but  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit  shall  of 
the  Spirit  reap  life  everlasting"  (Galatians

More  Than  Lip 
Service 

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:7;  Matthew  5:33- 
37;  6:1-6;  7:21-23;  21:28-32;  Mark 

7:5-8

I.  INTRODUCTION 

It  is  easy  to  sing,  "Take  my  life  and 
let  it  be  consecrated,  Lord,  to  Thee."  We 
enjoy  singing  more,  "Have  Thine  own 
way,  Lord,  have  Thine  own  way,-  Thou 
art  the  Potter,  I  am  the  clay."  But  how 
much  of  this  is  sincerity  and  how  much 
is  mere  lip  service?  Do  our  actions  back 
up  what  our  lips  are  saying?  That's 
what  the  question  means. 

When  we  think  of  this,  we  are  re- 
minded of  the  story  of  t£e  good  Samari- 
tan. The  priest  and  1%  Levite  were 
probably  on  their  way  to  the  temple  to 
engage  in  some  elaborate  ritual.  They 
knew  their  Scriptures,  all  the  jots  and 
tittles.  They  could  say  the  most  beauti- 
ful prayers,  and  no  doubt  they  fasted  on 
certain  days.  Tithing  was  routine  with 
them.  Yet  when  they  came  face  to  face 
with  an  opportunity  to  put  their  reli- 
gion into  practice,  they  went  by  on  the 
other  side. 

And  in  the  modern  church  the  priest 
and  the  Levite  have  their  counterparts 
in  millions  who  have  a  form  of  godli- 
ness, but  deny  the  power  thereof.  A  re- 
ligion that  ignores  the  sorrowing  and 
suffering  along  the  way  is  something 
else,  and  less,  than  the  Christian  reli- 
gion. Christianity  is  a  religion  of  some- 
thing more  than  lip  service.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Giving  verbal  assent  to  a  creed  is 
usually  not  very  difficult.  What  is  often 
much  harder  to  do  is  to  live  up  to  what 
we  have  said  we  believe  or  will  do. 

With  the  high  divorce  rate  today,  the 
unfaithfulness  of  husbands  and  wives, 
and  the  widespread  breakdown  of  the 
home  in  general,  it  seems  apparent  that 
for  many  people  the  marriage  vows  were 
just  so  many  words  which  were  repeat- 
ed. For  many,  the  promise  to  tell  "the 
truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but 
the  truth"  in  a  court  of  law  also  seems 
to  be  no  more  than  lip  service  to  a  tra- 
dition. 

God's  children  are  not  exempt  from 
the  danger  of  drifting  into  the  sin  of 
giving  mere  lip  service  to  God  and  His 
Word.  That  is  far  worse  than  doing  so 
to  man  and  his  laws.  Christians  often 
pray  and  sing  without  really  thinking 
seriously  about  the  words  they  are  using 
and  what  they  actually  mean. 

God  desires  more  than  lip  service  from 
His  own.  He  calls  for  dedicated  and  sur- 
rendered hearts.  Words  are  important, 
and  verbal  expression  of  one's  faith  and 
commitment  is  essential;  yet  a  man's 
real  character  is  far  more  important  than 
what  he  says.  How  easy  it  is  for  one's 
life  to  belie  what  his  lips  say!  Of  course, 
it  works  the  other  way,  too,-  one's  lips 
often  belie  his  life. 

The  Scripture  for  today's  lesson  em- 
phasizes how  not  to  do  certain  things.

EDITORIAI  

"YOU'RE  NOT  MUCH  OF  A  DADDY!" 

"You're  not  much  of  a  daddy!"  Wouldn't  these  words  coming  from  the  lips  of 
your  son  or  daughter  tear  your  heart  out?  Wouldn't  you  perhaps  feel  angry  at  the 
statement— but  more  ashamed,  actually— that  you  had  done  something  to  deserve 
your  child's  disrespect  and  have  him  voice  it  in  such  an  adamant  way?  Wouldn't  you 
want  to  bow  your  head  or  perhaps  turn  in  the  other  direction  to  prevent  his  seeing 
your  hurt  and  disappointment  that  things  had  come  to  this  end,  that  your  lines  of 
communication  had  broken  down  to  the  extent  that  you  had  become  unreachable  by 
him?  Wouldn't  it  be  terrible  if,  to  his  way  of  thinking,  he  had  every  right  to  make 
such  a  derogatory  statement  to  you?  Wouldn't  it  nearly  kill  you  emotionally? 

Of  a  truth,  many  men  aren't  "much  of  a  daddy"  to  their  children.  They  totally  ig- 
nore them  or  at  best  take  only  a  little  interest  in  their  activities.  What  concerns  children 
is  not  unimportant,  even  if  we  as  adults  sometimes  shirk  off  as  foolishness  their  questions 
and  what  we  consider  to  be  inconsequential  actions.  Too  often  have  we  as  parents  hushed 
them  up  when  they  have  wanted  to  talk  because  they  were  interfering  with  a  television 
newscast  in  which  we  were  interested  or  some  favorite  music  to  which  we  were  listening. 

This  editor  was  cut  to  the  core  one  day  while  riding  in  the  car  with  his  little 
eight-year-old  son  who  was  enthusiastically  relating  some  event  that  had  happened 
at  school  and  which,  to  his  mind,  was  of  utmost  importance.  As  the  little  boy  was 
rattling  off  about  this  important  event,  he  was  "cut  off"  by  his  father  because  his 
father  (your  editor)  was  more  intent  upon  hearing  some  pertinent  and  currently  in- 
teresting news  on  the  radio. 

"Hush,  son;  just  a  minute,"  I  said  to  the  little  fellow;  and  he  did  indeed  hush  at 
my  command.  When  I  had  heard  what  I  had  wanted  to  hear  (or  as  much  as  I  had 
wanted  to  hear  in  regard  to  the  present  newscast),  I  questioned:  "Now,  what  were 
you  saying?" 

The  little  blue-eyed  fellow  looked  at  me  sadly,  slipped  down  into  the  seat  de- 
jectedly, and  said,  "Oh,  nothing,  Daddy.  It  really  wasn't  important.  You  didn't  want 
to  listen  anyhow." 

You  can  imagine  my  reaction.  It  was  all  that  I  could  do  to  choke  back  the  tears.  I 
hugged  him  close  and  assured  him  that  I  was  interested  and  urged  him  to  tell  me  what  he 
had  begun  to  talk  about  before  I  had  interrupted  him.  He  did  tell  me  of  the  incident, 
but  not  with  the  same  enthusiasm;  and  I  prayed  a  silent  prayer  that  God  would  forgive 
me;  and  I  vowed  that  day  that  I'd  never  "cut  off"  my  son  again— that  nothing,  however 
seemingly  important— would  preclude  his  discussion  of  anything  with  me. 

Parents  don't  have  it  easy.  No  indeed!  But,  neither  do  children!  Their  little  minds 
and  hearts  are  troubled  constantly  by  some  threatening  fears,  frustrations,  or  mere  misun- 
derstandings. Sometimes  they  suffer  irreparable  emotional  damage  because  of  us  "big 
people''  and  our  disinterested  attitudes  toward  what  to  them  are  important  things  in  their 
little  worlds.  Somehow,  and  for  various  reasons,  we  seem  to  forget  that  we,  too,  were  chil- 
dren once  and  have  felt  the  heartbreak  of  being  disregarded  when  we  wanted  so  much 
some  attention  we  thought  we  merited. 

Sometimes  words  cut  worse  than  swords  (as  has  been  discussed  by  this  editor 
before),  and  to  a  child,  such  "cutting"  can  be  magnified  to  such  extremes  that  he 
or  she  may  withdraw  into  a  shell,  become  unresponsive,  and  regress  to  a  younger 
age.  This  has  been  proven  time  and  time  again  through  personal  observation,  and 
psychologists'  files  are  full  of  such  case  histories. 

Father's  Day  is  a  day  to  honor  fathers,  so  why  has  your  editor  chosen  such  a  topic 
for  discussion:  a  sort  of  reprimand  rather  than  a  tribute?  There  are  various  reasons,  but 
the  most  important  one  is  that  daddies  should  be  special  people  in  the  eyes  of  the  young 
population.  However,  we  know  children  who  have  hated  their  fathers  and  have  grown  up 
under  emotional  strain,  and  even  as  adults  have  unfavorable  feelings  toward  their  male 
parent.  The  reasons:  severe  whippings  or  scoldings,  disregard  to  things  of  interest  to  the 
child,  indifference  to  the  child's  sickness,  "poking"  fun  at  his  tears  and  telling  him  to  grow 
up  or  act  his  age  when  inwardly  he  was  torn  apart;  and,  well,  we  could  go  on  and  on.  .  .  . 

Dear  friends— fathers  or  daddies— (whichever  you  prefer  to  be  called),  be  firm 
when  necessary,  but  not  brutal.  Be  a  friend  to  your  son  or  daughter  and  love  them 
with  all  of  your  might.  Woe  be  unto  you  if  someday  you  hear  from  one  of  your  chil- 
dren's lips,  "You  aren't  much  of  a  daddy!"  Look  at  the  little  boy  on  the  cover. 
Doesn't  your  heart  go  out  to  him?  Can  you  imagine  his  ever  saying  that  to  his 
daddy?  We  don't  know  his  daddy,  but  we  can  hope  that  his  daddy  has  or  will  set  a 
good  example  for  him  so  that  when  he  grows  up  he  will  love,  honor,  and  respect  that 
"big  man"  in  his  life— that  he  will  not  remember  him  with  fear  and  trembling  be- 
cause of  verbal  or  physical  abuse  suffered  under  his  father's  charge. 

Your  editor  hopes  that  when  his  son  grows  up  he  will  be  proud  of  his  father  and 
point  to  him  and  say,  "He's  a  whole  lot  of  a  daddy."  How  vain  can  one  be?  Very 
vain— and  perhaps  this  desire  on  my  part  is  the  epitome  of  vanity,-  yet,  I'd  rather  die 
than  to  hear  from  my  son's  lips  those  haunting  words:  "You're  not  much  of  a  dad- 
dy."    God  forbid  that  such  should  happen  to  any  of  us!

This  ques- 
ic  may  best  be  answered  by  first  ex- 
iting the  reasons  for  the  use  of  music 
n'pe  worship  service.

"«?  Primarily,  church  music  is  an  at- 
tpt  by  man  to  offer  something  of  his 
m  creation  to  the  Creator  of  all.  Rather 
m  burning  incense  or  sacrificing  ani- 
M  as  an  offering,  the  Christian  sings 
djh  attempt  to  praise  his  Maker  with 
Jwls  and  music  written  by  man  especial- 
ly jj>r  the  purpose  of  worship.  Sacred 
lie  is  something  man  has  prepared 
•pally  for  God  and  His  glory. 

usic  has  many  advantages  over  the 
ilflr  arts.  It  is  more  easily  participated 
j|an  painting,  for  instance;  more  peo- 
fejpan  sing  a  simple  melody  than  can 
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draw  an  intelligible  figure  of  a  man. 
Music  is  the  most  universal,  most  easily 
understood  art  form.  Because  it  is  read- 
ily remembered,  music  can  be  used  to 
instruct  and  indoctrinate,-  during  the 
Arian  heresy,  both  factions  had  hymns 
composed  and  taught  to  further  their 
particular  beliefs. 

Once  a  statue  is  finished  or  a  cathedral 
is  completed,  it  becomes  static;  the  only 
changes  are  caused  by  age  or  vandalism. 
However,  every  performance  of  a  musical 
work  is  a  new  creation,  a  fresh  presenta- 
tion each  time  it  is  played  or  sung.  There- 
fore, music  is  less  easily  tired  of;  its 
meaning  and  effect  never  become  stag- 
nant. 

Well-chosen  music  is  conducive  to 
meditation  and  introspection.  When  a 
text  has  been  well  set  with  tasteful  use 
of  dynamics  and  text  painting,  the  piece 
incorporates  drama  into  musical  form 
and  encourages  personal  involvement 
from  the  congregation.  The  act  of  sing- 
ing itself  incorporates  the  whole  man: 
the  physical,  through  the  vocal  mecha- 
nism,- the  intellectual,  through  compre- 
hension of  the  text,-  the  spiritual,  through 
response  to  the  text.  Singing  is,  there- 
fore, a  complete  act  of  worship. 

The  choir  takes  this  involvement  a 
step  further.  Christianity  is  a  religion  of 
love  and  brotherhood  among  men.  A 
choral  group  that  perfects  its  ensemble 
and  feels  the  rapport  necessary  for  a 
superb  performance  achieves  a  special 
kind  of  brotherhood  that  is  lacking  in 
other  church  organizations. 

Finally,  music  is  the  art  form  that  is 
most  easily  related  to.  Everyone  likes 
some  type  of  music;  most  people  enjoy 
singing.  If  the  singing  in  a  church  is 
dead  and  interest  in  music  is  totally  lack- 
ing, the  church  musician  needs  to  ex- 


amine the  situation  to  see  if  perhaps  the 
music  has  become  so  alien  to  the  people 
that  they  find  it  impossible  to  grasp.  If 
so,  the  musician  is  defeating  his  purpose, 
for  people  cannot  offer  an  act  of  worship 
which  they  do  not  and  cannot  under- 
stand. 

Consideration  of  the  previous  points 
will  help  in  choosing  music  to  use  in  the 
worship  service.  Since  music  is  an  of- 
fering, it  should  be  the  very  best  man 
has  to  give  to  God.  Immediately  the 
problem  arises  of  defining  the  word 
"best."  The  "best"  music  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  most  pleasing  to  man's  ear  nor 
the  most  enjoyable  to  him.  When  man 
starts  equating  God's  tastes  with  his 
own,  music  quickly  degenerates  to  the 
level  of  entertainment.  Nor  should 
"best"  be  measured  by  level  of  difficul- 
ty. If  music  is  too  hard,  it  fails  to  com- 
municate with  the  people,  they  cannot 
use  it  for  worship,  and  it  is  a  useless  and 
ineffective  tool. 

The  music  chosen  should  be  picked  in 
terms  of  the  sophistication  of  the  ritual 
of  the  church.  "Best"  for  a  Pentecostal 
Holiness  church  is  quite  different  from 
the  "best"  for  Episcopalians. 

Available  manpower  and  resources  are 
also  considerations  for  choosing  music. 
If  the  best  possible  is  a  unison  hymn, 
it  will  serve  the  same  purpose  as  a  con- 
trapuntal motet.  This  contradicts  a 
statement  made  by  the  Rev.  Alfred  B. 
Starratt  in  Music  Ministry,  June,  1973: 
"We  have  an  all-professional  choir  and 
in  addition  we  use  instrumentalists  from 
the  Baltimore  Symphony  Orchestra  about 
once  a  month.  We  believe  that  in  these 
days  of  mass  media  a  worship  service 
must  equal  the  professional  competence 
of  what  any  man  can  hear  at  home." 

Nothing  is  more  foreign  to  the  church 
musician's  purpose.  The  church  is  not 
in  competition  with  television  networks 
or  recording  companies,-  it  is  concerned 
with  man's  relationship  to  God.  The 
main  factor  is  that  the  music  be  present- 
ed with  adequate  preparation  and  with 
the  proper  attitude.  An  honest  mistake 
made  by  a  choir  member  giving  his 
musical  best  in  the  service  of  the  church 
is  worth  more  than  a  perfectly  performed 
service. 

In  choosing  anthems  by  text,  the 
church  musician  can  be  guided  by  the 
church  calendar,  the  Scripture  for  the 
day,  and  the  sermon  topic.  He  should  al- 
ways study  the  doctrine  of  the  church 
which  employs  him  to  avoid  texts  which 
conflict  with  the  basic  tenets  of  that  de- 
nomination. In  considering  the  music

Mount  Olive  College 
Extension  Program 

by  Frank  R.  Harrison,  Chaplain 

From  its  beginning  officials  of  Mount 
Olive  College  have  recognized  an  obliga- 
tion to  serve  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church,  particularly  since  it  is  the  only 
college  sponsored  by  Free  Will  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina.  Various  programs 
have  been  initiated  by  the  College  as  a 
means  of  fulfilling  this  obligation,  in- 
cluding a  program  of  study  for  minis- 
terial students,  church  scholarships  for 
Free  Will  Baptist  students,  the  providing 
of  speakers  and  pulpit  supply,  the  spon- 
sorship of  conferences  for  ministers  and 
for  youth,  and  numerous  other  services. 

In  order  to  broaden  and  strengthen 
our  service  to  the  church,  realizing  that 
the  initiative  for  such  service  rests  main- 
ly with  the  College,  the  Department  of 
Religion  proposes  to  offer  an  extension 
program  that  will  help  to  meet  certain 
needs  of  the  denomination  at  the  level 
of  the  local  church  with  an  emphasis  on 
the  development  of  leadership  in  the  lo- 
cal church  and  community. 

I.  Aims 

A.  To  provide  opportunities  for 
Christian  laymen  to  increase  their 
knowledge  and  understanding  of 
the  biblical  and  historical  founda- 
tions of  the  Christian  faith  and 
the  practical  application  of  this 
faith  to  the  needs  of  the  modern 
world,  thus  enabling  them  to  as- 
sume a  more  creative  role  in  the 
life  and  mission  of  the  church. 

B.  To  strengthen  the  program  of 
Christian  education  in  the  local 
church  by  offering  instruction  to 
men  and  women  who  will  serve 
as  teachers  and  leaders  of  all  age 
groups. 

C.  To  assist  ministers  in  gaining 
knowledge  and  practical  training

Frustration  is  when  outside  forces  in- 
terfere with  your  plans. 

The  vacuum  won't  take  the  dog  hairs 
off  the  living  room  rug;  or,  you've  just 
emptied  the  water,  put  away  the  mop, 
and  then  you  see  a  rather  large  place 
you  missed,  or  have  dusted  everything 
but  one  prominent  chair. 

Just  as  you  enter  the  bank,  you  re- 
member you  left  the  deposit  at  home,-  or, 
you  get  inside  the  grocery  store  and 
realize  you  don't  have  the  list. 

The  dress  fits  nicely  except  through 
the  hips,  but  it's  the  kind  of  material 
that  shows  stitchmarks  if  you  let  out  the 
seam. 

You've  called  the  same  number  four 
times,-  you  recognize  the  voice  which  says 
"hello,"  and  then  line  goes  dead.  When 
the  operator  dials  the  number,  no  one 
answers. 

You  spend  hours  teaching  the  choir  not 
to  breathe  "there,"  but  at  the  perform- 
ance they  do  it  anyway. 

The  day  you  especially  planned  to  visit 
a  sick  friend,  you  wake  up  with  a  terrible 
cold. 

Did  Jesus  ever  have  frustrating  experi- 
ences? He  must  have,  for  the  Bible  says 
that  He  had  the  same  temptations  that 
we  have.  Surely  He  never  had  trouble 
fitting  a  dress  or  dialing  a  phone,  but  He 
never  seemed  able  to  "get  away  from  it 
all." 

When  He  went  into  the  wilderness,  the 
devil  followed  Him.  When  He  tried  to 
take  a  nap  in  the  ship,  the  disciples  woke 
Him  to  save  them  from  the  storm.  When 
He  visited  friends,  the  neighbors  came, 
too,  bringing  sick  people  or  asking  ques- 
tions.

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The  Church  Musician's 
Responsibility  In 
Modern  Society

of  an  anthem,  he  should  choose  that 
which  will  best  enhance  the  meaning  of 
the  text  without  overpowering  it.  Styles 
of  the  anthem  should  vary.  Nothing 
makes  a  more  boring  choir  rehearsal  or 
castes  the  choir  into  a  certain  "mold"  in 
the  congregation's  eyes  than  a  series  of 
similar  anthems  week  after  week.  A 
variety  of  styles  will  heighten  the  dra- 
matic impact  of  the  anthem  by  keeping 
the  listeners  in  an  anticipatory  mood. 
Occasional  use  of  solos,  ensembles,  and 
instrumental  groups  instead  of  a  choral 
anthem  will  also  avoid  musical  monotony. 
The  church  musician  must  continually 
strive  for  diversity  in  his  art  to  keep 
its  function  vital. 

How  much  music  should  be  used  in 
worship?  The  medieval  mass,  complete- 
ly chanted,  was  no  doubt  beautiful  and 
satisfying,  but  a  totally  sung  service 
would  not  be  practical  today.  It  would 
be  a  strain  on  the  choir's  voices,  too 
much  of  a  good  thing  (or  a  bad  thing,  de- 
pending on  the  choir's  ability!).  Also  cer- 
tain parts  of  a  modern  service,  such  as 
announcements,  would  sound  ridiculous 
set  to  music. 

The  amount  of  music  should  give  ade- 
quate time  for  both  participation  by  the 
congregation,  as  in  hymns,  and  medita- 
tions, during  the  anthem  and  instru- 
mental interludes.  Choral  responses 
should  be  used  when  their  presence  will 
add  to  the  effect  of  the  service.  There 
should  not  be  too  many,  nor  should  they 
be  badly  done.  Music  chosen  for  wed- 
dings and  funerals  should  avoid  senti- 
ment while  increasing  the  devotional 
mood  of  the  occasion,-  that  used  for  bap- 
tisms and  confirmations  should  be  memo- 
rable as  a  source  for  strengthening  one's 
vows. 

The  church  musician  should  not  neglect 
parish  suppers  and  fellowship  hours,  for 
music  is  a  good  source  for  creating  unity 
and  a  feeling  of  brotherhood  at  these 
functions.  Unless  it  is  a  strictly  devo- 
tional meeting,  there  is  no  reason  to  re- 
strict the  repertory  to  hymns  at  these 
times.  The  music  can  be  popular  tunes 
which  everyone  knows  and  can  enjoy  to- 
gether. Music  has  a  binding  effect  and 
should  be  used  for  that  purpose  when- 
ever it  can,  whether  it  is  binding  the 
congregation  into  one  in  an  act  of  wor- 
ship or  unifying  them  at  a  friendly  gath- 
ering.

The  church  musician  has  other  respon- 
sibilities besides  those  listed  in  his  job 
description.  As  more  and  more  schools 
lose  federal  aid  for  the  arts,  the  church 
musician's  role  as  music  educator  is  in- 
creased. Many  children's  musical  tastes 
as  adults  depend  chiefly  on  the  foun- 
dation set  for  them  by  their  choir  direc- 
tors. The  job  of  teaching  the  parts  and 
meanings  of  the  worship  service  fre- 
quently falls  to  the  musician.  Children 
become  familiar  with  their  church's 
ritual  through  participation.  Confirma- 
tion classes  teach  the  basic  beliefs  and 
doctrines  of  the  church  but  are  not 
lengthy  enough  to  teach  them  why  they 
worship  as  they  do.  Choir  work  is  the 
area  in  which  children  learn  the  history 
of  worship  practices. 

Church  music  should  not  be  restricted 
to  an  elite  group  of  singers  called  the 
choir.  As  indicated  previously,  the  min- 
ister of  music  should  make  himself  avail- 
able to  other  areas  of  the  church  besides 
the  worship  service.  He  should  give  oc- 
casional programs  for  the  women's  so- 
ciety, men's  brotherhood,  and  especially 
the  youth  groups.  Besides  doing  recruit- 
ing for  the  adult  choir,  he  may  bridge 
the  gap  between  the  Establishment  (or- 
ganized worship  as  represented  by  the 
church  musician)  and  the  young.  By 
soliciting  their  ideas  on  worship  and 
music,  he  can  make  them  feel  that  they 
have  a  real  place  in  the  established 
church.  This  cannot  be  done  by  walking 
in  with  an  armload  of  "acceptable" 
music  for  a  lukewarm  sing-along  session. 
It  requires  careful  planning  and  mental 
flexibility,  and  it  must  be  done  if  the 
music  program  is  to  reach  all  segments 
of  the  church.  Otherwise,  the  church 
music  program  will  be  just  another  piece 
of  ammunition  in  the  eternal  war  be- 
tween teen-agers  and  their  parents. 

An  area  of  genuine  failure  in  the 
church  music  program  is  among  the  elder- 
ly. They  may  be  too  old  to  sing  in  the 
choir,  but  they  are  not  too  old  to  enjoy 
music  still.  They  should  be  made  to  feel 
included.  In  the  overall  church  program, 
the  music  department  appears  to  be  very 
active  because  of  its  weekly  participation 
in  worship  services.  Its  total  lack  of 
attention  to  the  aged  because  they  are 
no  longer  "useful"  is  a  serious  offense. 
Particularly  pathetic  is  the  elderly  wom- 
an who  introduces  herself  to  the  new 
church  musician  as  the  former  church 
organist  for  30  years.  She  and  all  the 
former  choir  members  have  earned  a  rest, 
but  should  have  a  chance  to  help  if  they 
wish  to.  There  are  plenty  of  jobs  avail- 
able: helping  with    children's  choirs,

without  remedy.  Solomon,  who  became 
king  following  his  father's  death,  came 
before  God  with  a  broken  and  contrite 
heart.  God  offered  him  anything  he 
might  ask.  He  did  not  ask  for  worldly 
fame  or  riches,  but  wisdom  from  God  that 
he  might  rule  God's  people  wisely.  "In 
that  night  did  God  appear  unto  Solomon, 
and  said  unto  him,  Ask  what  I  shall  give 
thee.  And  Solomon  said  unto  God,  Thou 
hast  shewed  great  mercy  unto  David  my 
father,  and  hast  made  me  to  reign  in  his 
stead.  Now,  0  LORD  God,  let  thy 
promise  unto  David  my  father  be  estab- 
lished: for  thou  hast  made  me  king  over 
a  people  like  the  dust  of  the  earth  in 
multitude.  Give  me  now  wisdom  and 
knowledge,  that  I  may  go  out  and  come 
in  before  this  people:  for  who  can  judge 
this  thy  people,  that  is  so  great?  And 
God  said  to  Solomon,  Because  this  was 
in  thine  heart,  and  thou  hast  not  asked 
riches,  wealth,  or  honour,  nor  the  life 
of  thine  enemies,  neither  yet  hast  asked 
long  life,-  but  hast  asked  wisdom  and 
knowledge  for  thyself,  that  thou  mayest 
judge  my  people,  over  whom  I  have  made 
thee  king:  Wisdom  and  knowledge  is 
granted  unto  thee,-  and  I  will  give  thee 
riches,  and  wealth,  and  honour,  such  as 
none  of  the  kings  have  had  that  have 
been  before  thee,  neither  shall  there  any 
after  thee  have  the  like"  (2  Chronicles 

1:7-12). 

David  himself,  though,  made  mistakes. 
As  he  sinned,  however,  he  sought  God 
with  a  broken  and  penitent  heart  and 
became  the  only  man  in  the  Bible  who, 
though  he  sinned,  was  called  a  man  after 
God's  own  heart.  "And  when  he  had 
removed  him,  he  raised  up  unto  them 
David  to  be  their  king,-  to  whom  all  he 
gave  testimony,  and  said,  I  have  found 
David  the  son  of  Jesse,  a  man  after  mine 
own  heart,  which  shall  fulfil  all  my  will" 
(Acts  ^22). 

So  the  Word  is  the  means  to  break  the 
heart,  but  a  man  must  respond  to  the 
Word  in  a  favorable  way  before  God  the 


Holy  Spirit,  who  wrote  it,  will  admin- 
ister it.  Other  figures  are  used  in  the 
Bible  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that, 
once  a  man  has  heard  the  Word,  if  is 
entirely  up  to  him  as  to  whether  he  re- 
ceives and  appropriates  it  or  not.  "Be- 
hold, I  stand  at  the  door,  and  knock:  if 
any  man  hear  my  voice,  and  open  the 
door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup 
with  him,  and  he  with  me"  (Revelation 
3:20).  See  and  compare,  Matthew  11: 
28-30;  John  12:48;  John  15:7,  8;  Mat- 
thew 10=14,  15,  38,  39;  Matthew  18:4; 
Matthew  19:14;  Matthew  20:22,  23; 
Matthew  21:22;  Matthew  22:14. 

There  is  one  way  to  say  in  part  what 
is  said  in  Psalm  34:8:  Such  a  person  of 
necessity  has  submitted  to  the  Word  of 
God  and  allowed  it  to  have  right-of-way 
in  changing  his  heart.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  affections  of  the  natural  man 
are  set  upon  things  on  the  earth  and 
that  have  to  do  with  this  life  and  its 
being.  A  person's  heart  changes  to  the 
degree  that  he  has  his  affections  set  upon 
things  above.  Those  he  condescends  to 
God  and  God's  Word.  Inasmuch  as  he 
can,  being  in  harmony  with  the  heavenly 
life,  he  lives  peaceably  with  all  men.

Work,  Rest,  and 
Worship 

Utton  Text:  Exodus  20:8-11;  Mark  2:23- 
28;  Luke  4:16-23;  14:1-6 

Memory  Verse:  Exodus  20:2 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Somebody  has  said,  "Sunday  used  to 
be  the  day  of  rest,  but  in  recent  years  it 
seems  that  far  too  many  of  us  have  to 
spend  the  other  six  days  resting  up  from 
Sunday."  If  this  is  indeed  the  case, 
something  is  terribly  wrong  with  us  or 
the  way  we  observe  the  one  day  in  the 
week  that  God  has  designated  for  our 
worship  and  rest. 

There  was  a  time  when  just  about  all 
business  in  town  came  to  a  grinding  halt 
from  Saturday  night  at  twelve  until  the 
next  Monday  morning.  But  have  you  no- 
ticed that  this  is  not  the  case  anymore? 
Business  goes  on  as  usual  all  over  the 
country.  Many  say  that  they  have  to 
keep  their  places  of  business  open  to 
meet  competition.  Others  say,  "The  ox 
gets  in  the  ditch"— so  what  can  they  do? 

Concerning  this,  Billy  Graham  said  re- 
cently, "It  should  not  detract  from  a 
man's  reverence  to  do  what  is  required. 
Even  Jesus  spoke  about  the  ox  in  the 
ditch  on  the  Sabbath.  But  if  your  ox  is 
in  the  ditch  every  Sabbath,  you  should 
either  get  rid  of  the  ox  or  fill  up  the 
ditch." 

God  knew  what  He  was  doing  when 
He  planned  that  man  should  work  six 
days  a  week,  and  rest  and  worship  Him 
on  the  seventh  (which  in  this  age  of  grace 
is  the  first  day  of  the  week,  or  what  we 
call  Sunday).  There  is  something  unbal- 
anced about  our  lives  if  either  of  the 
three  (work,  rest,  and  worship)  consumes 
so  much  of  our  time  on  the  Lord's  Day 
that  it  takes  two  or  three  days  to  get 
over  it.

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  The  Sabbath  is  not  merely  a  day  to 
cease  from  work  but  a  time  blessed  by 
God  for  communion  with  Him.

B.  When  something  hallowed  by  God 
becomes  legalistic,  its  blessing  becomes 
a  curse.  Jesus  exposed  such  false  ob- 
servance when  His  disciples  plucked  "the 
ears  of  corn"  on  the  Sabbath. 

C.  Pharisees,  whether  in  Jesus'  time  or 
ours,  always  block  the  blessings  of  God 
instead  of  serving  the  needs  of  people. 

D.  When  one  seeks  to  meet  the  needs 
of  people,  love  always  will  find  a  way, 
even  against  the  opposition  of  legalistic 
prohibitions. 

E.  The  Sabbath  for  Jesus  was  marked 
by  public  worship,  reading  of  Scripture, 
and  anointed  preaching.  This  is  a  good 
example  for  us  to  follow  every  Sunday.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

There  was  also  a  humane  reason  why 
God  designated  the  Sabbath  Day  as  a  day 
of  rest.  Jesus  said,  "The  sabbath  was 
made  for  man"  (see  Mark  2:27).  The 
gods  of  ancient  Babylon  cared  not  for 
the  slave,  the  stranger,  or  the  dumb  cat- 
tle. But  God  is  concerned.  Therefore 
the  command,  "Thou  shalt  not  do  any 
work"  (see  Exodus  20:10),  was  extended 
to  include  all.  Work  is  good,  but  too 
much  work  without  rest  is  damaging, 
both  to  man  and  beast. 

Many  seem  to  think  that  it  really 
makes  little  or  no  difference  whether  or 
not  one  day  in  seven  is  observed  as  a  holy 
day.  Statistics  prove  otherwise.  It  has 
been  demonstrated  that  persons  who  are 
regularly  in  worship  on  the  Lord's  Day 
are  subject  to  lesser  strain  and  even  to 
fewer  heart  attacks  than  those  who  are 
not.  This  is  the  pragmatic  side.  It  in- 
dicates that  not  only  does  one  need  re- 
lease from  work  one  day  in  seven;  he 
also  needs  a  time  of  spiritual  and  emo- 
tional renewal.  Long  ago  God  promised, 
"They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  re- 
new their  strength;  they  shall  mount  up 
with  wings  as  eagles;  they  shall  run,  and 
not  be  weary;  and  they  shall  walk,  and 
not  faint"  (see  Isaiah  40:31). 

The  seventh  day  was  also  a  day  of 
worship.  The  fact  that  it  was  a  time  of 
remembrance  and  of  thanksgiving  would 
naturally  make  it  so.  The  value  of  pub- 


lic worship  is  often  ignored.  As 
ter  of  fact,  it  is  indispensable, 
famous  French  skeptic  Voltaire  onc| 
fessed,  "While  millions  meet  togetlf 
worship  on  the  first  day  of  the  v» 
despair  of  destroying  religion." 

More  than  anything  else,  the  w 
fellowship  of  the  people  of  God  a 
join  in  worship  makes  possible  theii 
tioning  during  the  week  as  "the 
hold  of  faith."   The  "tie  that  I 
hearts  into  a  unity  of  the  Spirit  c 
is  a  tie  that  is  forged  as  indiv 
and  families  meet  together  to  worsf 
pray,  and  to  study,  in  order  to  live 
in  the  will  of  the  God  whom  they 
honor.

II.  Mount  Olive  College  can  serve  local 
churches  of  the  denomination  by  of- 
fering courses  in  three  general  areas:

EDITORIAI  

DYING  FOR  A  DRINK 

The  man  slips  up  to  the  bar,  lights  a  cigarette,  snaps  his  lighter  shut,  shifts  to  a  com- 
fortable position  on  the  stool,  rests  his  elbows  on  the  counter,  and  says  to  the  bartender  in 
the  traditional  sigh,  "I'm  dying  for  a  drink." 

If  the  bartender  knows  the  customer,  he  doesn't  have  to  ask  what  brand  of  beer  he'd 
like;  he  immediately  draws  it  from  tap,  pops  a  can,  or  opens  a  bottle;  and,  when  it  is 
finally  in  the  grasp  of  the  customer,  he  (the  customer)  takes  one  long  swallow,  exhales  a 
stinking  breath  and  smiles,  anticipating  a  night  of  relaxation  and  contentment.  The  busy 
day  has  come  to  a  close,  and  now  he  can  enjoy  himself  in  a  dim-lighted  bar  decorated 
oftentimes  in  the  modern  fashion  with  ultraviolet  (black)  lights  and  fluorescent  pictures 
that  give  off  brilliant  reds,  greens,  blues,  and  a  myriad  of  eerie  hues. 

And,  the  man  isn't  alone.  Lined  up  and  down  the  bar  rail  are  other  men  (and 
women),  and  several  are  seated  in  booths  or  around  tables;  and  in  the  semidarkness  the 
smoke  is  seen  as  it  curls  above  their  heads  or  from  the  ashtrays  in  which  have  been  placed 
lighted  cigarettes  or  cigars.  The  layering  smoke  mixed  with  the  smell  of  the  beverage  pro- 
vides an  atmosphere  which  depresses  rather  than  uplifts,  and  the  dismal  gloom  of  the  room 
cannot  be  altered  even  by  the  sound  of  the  jukebox,  which  plays  song  after  song— some  sad, 
some  happy— but  all  too  loud. 

Here  and  there  are  heard  little  chuckles  or  boisterous  laughter  at  some  off-color  story. 
The  barmaid's  shrill  voice  in  an  amplified  tone  is  heard  as  she  asks  in  her  witchy  way  al- 
most continuously,  "Will  you  have  another?"  ( Many  bars  employ  girls  or  women  as  an  en- 
ticement to  the  male  customers  on  the  premise  that  the  female  sex  is  more  adept  at  selling 
the  beverage,  especially  if  the  barmaid  is  attractive  or  particularly  attentive  to  the  cus- 
tomers. ) 

Drinking,  drinking,  drinking!  More  cans  or  bottles  are  pushed  in  front  of  some  al- 
ready well-drunk  individuals,  and  those  who  are  a  little  jittery  cringe  at  the  crash  of  glass  as 
empty  bottles  are  thrown  into  a  trash  box  and  the  clang  of  metal  as  the  empty  cans  are 
gathered  and  thrown  into  a  similar  receptacle. 

In  the  corner,  with  beer  in  hand  and  tears  on  the  face,  sits  a  lonely  man  who  is  pour- 
ing his  heart  out  to  another,  as  he  attempts  to  forget  his  perplexities  by  the  way  of  his 
favorite  brew.  He  twitches  nervously,  frantically  attempting  to  light  a  cigarette.  His 
"friend,"  observing  his  difficulty,  lights  the  cigarette  for  him  and  encourages  him  to  talk  on. 
The  friend,  though  well-drunk  himself,  is  a  little  more  used  to  the  liquid;  and  though  hav- 
ing consumed  a  greater  quantity,  he  is  steadier,  more  rational;  and,  at  least  to  his  mind, 
able  to  help  this  poor  soul.  So,  the  crying  man  continues  to  pour  out  his  heart,  prompting 
the  remembrance  that  somewhere  it  was  said  that  more  confessions  are  made  at  bars  than 
at  altars.  This  may  be  mere  conjecture,  but  nonetheless,  it's  worth  thinking  about.  .  .  . 
Yet,  we  cannot  attest  to  barroom  conversions.  .  .  . 

Isn't  this  a  sad  scene?  Isn't  this  a  pitiful  picture?  We  didn't  mention  the  fallen 
women  who  frequent  these  places  and  sit  in  the  usual  manner,  waiting  for  someone  to  of- 
fer them  a  drink,  hoping  perhaps  that  someone  will  begin  a  conversation  which  will  lead 
to  a  pickup  and  a  prosperous  night  tor  them  and  a  conscience-induced  headache  for  the 
men.  Neither  did  we  mention  the  topless  waitresses  who  are  now  a  part  of  the  modern 
bars,  who  savor  the  delights  of  the  men's  thirsts  both  in  a  physical  and  mental  way,  pro- 
viding lust  where  lust  is  wanted;  and,  well,  there's  little  need  to  go  on.  Nevertheless,  we 
must  accept  reality,  however  sickening  it  gets  to  be. 

Sometimes  a  teen-ager  (under  18)  will  come  in,  and  if  somewhere  in  the  group  there 
happens  to  be  a  man  drinking  a  soft  drink  and  who  is  suspected  by  the  sharp-eyed  bar- 
tender to  be  an  ABC  officer,  the  underaged  teen-ager  will  be  refused  the  drink.  Yet,  if 
the  place  appears  "clean"  and  the  clientele  familiar,  the  bartender  has  no  compunction  at 
the  serving  of  beer  to  the  youth. 

The  hours  come  and  the  hours  go.  Men  drift  in  and  some  slip  out— possibly  to  their 
homes  or  apartments  where  they  will  be  greeted  by  tearful  wives  or  crying  children.  If 
the  man  is  in  a  particularly  bad  mood,  his  wife  and  children  will  suffer  for  the  "fun"  he  has 
had  at  the  bar.  They  will  endure  cursings  and  possible  beatings.  If  they're  lucky,  the  in- 
toxicated husband  and  father  will  be  so  stoned  that  he'll  fall  asleep  when  he  arrives;  and 
though  half  of  his  money  may  be  gone,  his  family  can  at  least  rest  in  peace  for  one  night. 

Now,  in  North  Carolina,  some  big  shots  are  champing  at  the  bit  for  the  liquor-by-the- 
drink  bill,  to  make  legal  the  selling  of  mixed  drinks  or  small  quantities  of  the  hard  stuff 
in  various  public  places.  Thus  far  the  bill  has  been  defeated,  but  we  wonder  how  long  it 
will  be  before  one  will  be  able  to  enter  any  restaurant,  lounge,  or  bar  and  order  anything 
he  wants  "on  the  rocks."  Debate  alter  debate  has  been  heard  in  regard  to  this  issue,  but 
no  real  answer  has  been  provided  except  by  us  who  are  convicted  that  consumption  of  al- 
cohol in  any  form  (other  than  by  prescription)  is  a  violation  of  the  Christian  code.  Of  a 
surety,  one  can  never  become  an  alcoholic  unless  he  takes  the  first  drink;  and  to  make  it  so 
available  would,  in  our  opinion,  only  increase  the  number  of  potential  alcoholics. 

Indeed,  when  the  man  (or  woman)  slips  up  to  the  bar  and  says  that  he  or  she  is 
"dying  for  a  drink,"  there  may  be  a  lot  of  truth  in  the  statement.  As  beer  can  after  beer 
can  is  lined  up  or  grouped  by  the  customer  to  determine  the  amount  he  has  consumed, 
and  as  mixed  drink  after  mixed  drink  is  poured  into  his  little  glass,  he  may  pride  himself 
in  the  fact  that  he  is  a  big  fellow,  that  he  can  "drink  anyone  under  the  table."  That's  a 
lot  to  brag  about,  isn't  it? 

Emotionally  and  physically  and  spiritually,  however,  the  drinker  is  suffering.  He  is 
losing  his  self-respect  (if  he  had  any  to  begin  with),  the  respect  of  Christian  society,  and 
is  fast  passing  from  this  life.  Rather  than  "dying  for  a  drink,"  he  may  very  well  be  dying 
because  of  it! 

Speak  out,  O  ye  people!  Let  your  objections  be  known!  In  an  editorial  a  few  years 
back,  your  editor  posed  this  thought:  "To  Drink  or  Not:  That  Is  the  Question."  Now  say 
we  as  then,  "Drink  Not  at  All:  Thai  Is  the  Answer."  Agreed?  In  our  opinion,  liquor-by- 
the-drink  or  any  other  way  stinks!

maturity,  she  helps  to  relieve  burdens, 
lighten  spirits,  and  instill  courage.  All 
who  entrust  their  cares  with  her  are  as- 
sured that  before  sleeping,  she,  on  bend- 
ed knee  in  the  quiet  and  loneliness  of 
the  night,  will  share  their  burdens, 
which  have  now  become  hers,  with  God. 

Last  year  with  the  coming  of  spring 
and  the  planting  season,  she  faced  the 
realization  that  she  neither  needed  nor 
was  able  to  help  tend  the  usual,  large 
vegetable  garden.

As  soon  as  the  first  tender  sprouts 
appeared,  she  was  eager  to  conduct  tours 
to  avoid  having  the  casual  observer  over- 
look any  of  the  products  of  her  labor 
and  love.  The  uniqueness  of  her  handi- 
work evoked  smiles  of  amusement  and 
admiration  from  her  family  and  visitors. 
Neatly  concealed  under  a  bowed,  single 
blueberry  plant  was  a  cluster  of  eight 
berries.  Questionably  close  to  a  scrag- 
gly  apple  tree  were  two  hills  of  okra. 
The  strange  plants,  she  proudly  pointed 
out,  were  her  experiment  with  Japanese 
mung  beans  from  which  she  had  also 
grown  nutritious  bean  sprouts  in  her 
kitchen  garden.

Jesus  never  entered  a  house  where  He 
was  not  welcome.  But  each  home  He 
visited  was  changed  in  a  mervelous  way 
by  His  visit. 

He  entered  Jairus'  home  where  they 
said  the  little  girl  was  dead.  But  Jesus 
told  them  she  was  sleeping;  and,  taking 
her  hand,  He  lifted  her  up.  To  that  home 
He  brought  new  life. 

As  soon  as  Peter's  mother-in-law's 
fever  left,  she  waited  on  the  people 
there.  Perhaps  she  served  them  cool 
drinks.  In  that  house  He  gave  new 
health. 

When  Mary  and  Martha  were  arguing 
about  whether  to  work  in  the  kitchen  or 
listen  to  Him,  Jesus  taught  them  that 
spiritual  things  are  more  important  than 
temporal.  The  result  in  their  home  was 
peace. 

The  disciples  were  secretly  discussing 
who  of  them  was  most  important.

One  could  use  a 
epson's  or  Scofield  Reference  Bible 
II  William  Evans'  THe  Great  Doctrines 


of  the  Bible  more  advantageously  than 
we  can  attempt  here.  Perhaps  for  this 
short  article  it  would  be  wise  to  give 
the  questions  of  Jesus'  disciples  preced- 
ing the  Mount  Olive  discourse  and  a  sum- 
mary of  the  answers,  as  found  in  this 
discourse,  with  comments  and  other 
Scriptures  as  they  seem  fitting.  The 
apostles'  questions  are  these:  ".  .  .  Tell 
us,  when  shall  these  things  be?  and 
what  shall  be  the  sign  of  thy  coming, 
and  of  the  end  of  the  world?"  (Matthew 

24:3). 

By  going  back  and  reviewing  Matthew 
23  and  the  verses  in  Chapter  24  that 
precede  this  verse,  one  beholds  Jesus  on 
the  eve  of  His  arrest,  false  trial,  and  cru- 
cifixion putting  forth  much  effort  to  en- 
lighten His  disciples— especially  the  12 
apostles— of  the  immediate  events  of  the 
future.  He  had  said  conclusively  on  His 
way  to  Jerusalem  that  that  which  must 
come  to  pass  (as  was  written  of  Him) 
was  now  at  hand.  "From  that  time 
forth  began  Jesus  to  shew  unto  his  disci- 
ples, how  that  he  must  go  unto  Jerusa- 
lem, and  suffer  many  things  of  the  el- 
ders and  chief  priests  and  scribes,  and  be 
killed,  and  be  raised  again  the  third  day" 
(Matthew  16:21).  Preceding  this  verse, 
one  may  read  of  Jesus'  first  mention  of 
the  church  in  Matthew  16:18.  Note  that 
after  Matthew  16:21,  quoted  above, 
Peter  is  reprimanded  for  seeking  to  hin- 
der or  forestall  the  fulfillment  of  Scrip- 
tures on  the  part  of  Christ.  It  would 
seem  that  the  kind  of  reaction  Jesus  ex- 
hibited would  have  been  sufficient  for 
Peter  and  the  others  with  him  to  have 
begun  to  see  the  teachings  of  the  Old 
Testament  in  such  passages  as  Isaiah  53; 
Zechariah  13:6,  7;  Malachi  3:1;  Psalm 
22;  and  especially  Matthew  16:13-20.  But 
that  was  not  the  case.  It  was  to  turn 
out,  from  here  on,  as  Jesus  predicted 
when  He  quoted  from  Zechariah  13:7, 
".  .  .  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep 
shall  be  scattered:  .  .  .  ." 

"Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them,  All  ye 
shall  be  offended  because  of  me  this 


night:  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flock 
shall  be  scattered  abroad.  But  after  I  am 
risen  again,  I  will  go  before  you  into 
Galilee.  .  .  .  Peter  said  unto  him,  Though 
I  should  die  with  thee,  yet  will  I  not 
deny  thee.  Likewise  also  said  all  the 
disciples.  .  .  .  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye 
enter  not  into  temptation:  the  spirit  in- 
deed is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak  

And  he  came  and  found  them  asleep 
again:  for  their  eyes  were  heavy.  .  .  . 
But  all  this  was  done,  that  the  scriptures 
of  the  prophets  might  be  fulfilled.  Then 
all  the  disciples  forsook  him,  and  fled. 
.  .  .  Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace: 
and  a  damsel  came  unto  him,  saying. 
Thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Galilee. 
But  he  denied  before  them  all,  saying,  I 
know  not  what  thou  sayest.  .  .  .  And 
again  he  denied  with  an  oath,  I  do  not 
know  the  man"  (Matthew  26:31,  32,  35, 
41,  43,  56,  69,  70,  72). 

In  Matthew  28:1,  women  (with  Mary 
Magdalene  being  mentioned  by  name) 
came  to  the  tomb  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week.  They  did  not  find  Jesus  but  the 
angel.  He  confirmed  that  Jesus  had  told 
His  disciples  about  the  postresurrection 
meeting  in  Galilee.  This  meeting  proved 
indeed  profitable.  As  Jesus  went  from 
Galilee  and  into  heaven  from  the  Mount 
of  Olives,  the  amazed  disciples  gazed 
into  heaven.  This  showed  their  desire 
to  get  the  last  possible  glance  of  His 
glorified  form  as  He  returned  to  the  local 
presence  of  the  heavenly  Father.  "And 
while  they  looked  stedfastly  toward 
heaven  as  he  went  up,  behold,  two  men 
stood  by  them  in  white  apparel;  Which 
also  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand 
ye  gazing  up  into  heaven?  this  same  Je- 
sus, which  is  taken  from  you  into  heav- 
en, shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye 
have  seen  him  go  into  heaven.  Then  re- 
turned they  unto  Jerusalem  from  the 
mount  called  Olivet,  which  is  from  Jeru- 
salem a  sabbath  day's  journey"  (Acts  1: 
10-12).

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:12;  Deuteronomy 
6:6-9;  Proverbs  23:22-25;  Mark  7:9-

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Many  things  have  contributed  to  the 
greatness  of  America,  and  not  the  least 
of  these  is  the  godly  Christian  home— 
the  home  that  has  left  to  its  children  a 
goodly  heritage.  That  heritage,  how- 
ever, is  only  as  good  as  the  response  to 
it  made  by  the  children.  We  like  to 
think  that  the  American  home  has  given 
more  than  any  other  to  the  well-being  of 
children.  This  may  not  necessarily  be 
true.  The  important  thing  is  deciding 
what  value  may  be  in  that  which  was 
given. 

A  large  city  conducted  an  essay  con- 
test in  the  public  schools.  All  the  chil- 
dren of  a  certain  age  were  asked  to 
write  on  the  subject,  "What  I  would  do 
if  I  had  $25,000  a  year."  Thousands  of 
essays  were  turned  in,  and  it  was  dis- 
covered that  Jewish  children  placed  in 
the  forefront  their  desire  to  provide  for 
their  parents.  Gentile  children  had  this 
much  less  in  mind.  The  fifth  command- 
ment had  sunk  deep  into  the  Jewish 
children's  hearts. 

The  kind  of  society  in  which  we  live 
today  was  largely  determined  by  the 
kind  of  home  or  heritage  left  to  us.  The 
kind  of  society  of  the  future  will  be  de- 
termined by  what  we  are  leaving  to  our 
children  and  to  their  children.  If  we 
have  been  responsible  parents,  we  most 
likely  will  have  responsible  children  who 
will  respond  well  to  the  heritage  we 
leave  them.  The  right  response  must 
be  there,  else  the  heritage  is  wasted  on 
ingrates  and  spoilers  who  will  despise 
the  good  things  we  leave  and  substitute 
inferior  ones  of  their  own.  If  this  is 
done,  the  goodly  heritage  we  leave  goes 
down  the  drain.  Our  lesson  today  should 
help  us  avoid  this.

E.  The  quality  of  our  roots  is  deter- 
mined by  our  heritage.  How  the  prom- 
ised blessing  affects  us  depends,  in  large 
measure,  on  our  application  of  that  heri- 
tage. 

F.  Both  parents  and  children  have  their 
responsibilities  to  pass  on  the  blessing 
to  future  generations.

We  are 
not  responsible  for  our  heritage.  We 
can  take  no  credit  for  what  is  good  about 
it  nor  can  we  be  blamed  for  its  failures. 
However,  if  we  are  inclined  to  curse  it 
because  it  has  brought  us  problems  not 
of  our  own  making,  we  should  also  be 
inclined  to  gratitude  for  its  values  that 
we  have  done  nothing  to  deserve.  Our 
heritage  is  all  we  have  to  work  with. 
We  can  pursue  various  inquiries  further 
than  our  fathers  ever  dreamed.  If  we 
feel  compelled  to  do  so,  we  can  modify 
their  conclusions.  But  our  starting  point 
must  be  upon  the  basic  good,  the  basic 
truth,  that  we  have  received  from  the 
past. 


This  is  not  to  say  that  heritage  is 
important,  but  just  the  opposite, 
one  of  the  decisive  determining  fac 
in  a  person's  life.  Another  equally, 
portant  factor  is  what  he  does  with 
heritage  that  is  his.  It  cannot  be  q1 
tioned  that  Israel  became  a  great  nat' 
The  four  thousand  or  so  years  (sj 
Abraham)  are  a  long  time  for  a  peopli' 
exist,  and  the  descendants  of  Abrai 
are  still  with  us.  There  are  two 
ments  of  their  heritage  that,  more  1; 
anything  else,  have  accounted  for  l' 
The  first  is  the  instruction  of  God, 
eluding  the  Ten  Commandments,  to  gi 
them.  The  second  is  the  solidarity 
the  family  to  preserve  them.  With 
these  two  factors  we  would  be  saff 
saying  that  the  nation  Israel  would  rj 
long  ago  gone  into  oblivion.

And  she  adds,  "For  further 
companionship,  recreation,  and  informa- 
tion, I  rely,  mostly  through  listening,  on 
my  deeply  appreciated  friend,  my  tele- 
vision." 

She  is  my  mother.  Setting  an  example 
for  her  fellowman,  she  has  intelligently 
surmounted  the  obstacles  of  age  and 
physical  disabilities.  And  though  the 
brightness  of  day  has  faded,  she  never 
falters  in  giving  expression  to  the  ra- 
diant light  of  love  which  glows  within 
her  heart.  There  are  those  inescapable 
moments  of  emptiness  in  her  life  since 
God  called  her  husband,  our  daddy,  to  his 
eternal  home.  Nevertheless,  with  in- 
imitable faith,  she  lifts  a  sweetly  smil- 
ing face  to  reassure  us,  "I  am  not  alone. 
God  is  with  me."  And  she  goes  on— in- 
spiring and  serving  in  a  needy  world!

IS  IT  YOURS  TOO? 


MY  COUNTRY?  REALLY?  I'M  NOT  SURE! 

In  view  of  the  recent  Watergate  hearings  and  the  scandals  these  hearings  are 
causing  for  some  "high-up"  governmental  officials  and  the  defamation  of  national 
honor  in  the  eyes  of  our  neignbor  countries,  the  editor  has  been  prompted  upon  re- 
quest to  reprint  portions  of  an  editorial  he  wrote  which  was  published  in  tne  July 
1,  19/0,  issue  of  tne  "baptist."   ODserve  first,  if  you  will,  the  following: 

Our  country  is  not  perfect  by  a  long  shot,  and  neither  are  its  people.  In  fact, 
its  people  are  what  makes  it  so  imperfect;  and,  many  of  us  would  contend  that  it  is 
neediebs  to  point  out  such  a  tact,  inasmuch  as  everybody  knows  it  anyway.  Still, 
we  blind  ourselves  many  times  to  known  facts  and  Diock  out,  as  it  were,  from  our 
realization  sucn  knowledge  that  would  discredit  those  in  high  authority,  hoping  upon 
hope  that  they  could  and  would  do  no  wrong.  We  are  afraid  of  panic  buttons.  .  .  . 

Politics,  however,  has,  since  its  beginning,  been  reputed  to  be  "dirty"  even  by 
those  wno  are  a  part  of  tne  political  system  and  hold  important  posts  in  it.  Still, 
it  perplexes  us  to  consider  tne  possibility  that  our  government— or  a  certain  facet 
of  it— is  corrupt,  especially  wnen  tor  generations  we  nave  coasted  of  our  democratic 
way  of  lite— tnat  ours  is  tne  oest  of  governments,  there  may  very  well  be  reason 
now  tor  pessimism  in  regard  to  the  present  crisis  brougnt  about  by  tne  Watergate 
attair,-  yeT,  in  ceterence  to  our  torm  of  government,  and  until  it  is  proven  conclu- 
sively tnaT  ours  is  not  the  oest,  we  cannot  help  but  still  be  glad  that  this  is  our  coun- 
try, thougn  we  may  not  at  tnis  particular  time  be  able  to  nold  our  heads  quite  so 
high. 

Consider,  please,  the  following  thoughts  lifted  from  the  editorial  mentioned 
earlier: 

"This  is  my  country.  Though  I  do  not  always  agree  with  her  leaders  and  their 
policies,  I  still  love  her  and  am  proud  to  be  a  part  of  her.  Though  I  am  shamed  by 
some  ot  her  inward  strifes  and  am  not  always  in  accord  with  her  wars,  I  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  claim  her.  1  hough  I  do  not  understand  how  God  should  have  blessed  her  with 
such  wealth  and  prosperity  when  her  people  have  strayed  so  far  from  Him,  I  do  not 
question  it;  and.  .  . 

"Though  it  is  difficult  to  view  her  magnitude,  her  strength,  and  her  resources 
through  oD|ective  eyes,  I  do  not  consider  it  impossible  to  look  more  closely  at  what 
I  am  because  of  ner  or  what  I  could  have  become  had  it  not  been  for  her. 

"Though  I  do  not  consider  myself  the  most  patriotic  of  patriots,  I  do  not  have  to 
prompt  my  heart  to  beat  faster  when  I  hear  'The  Star-Spangled  Banner.'  I  do  not  have 
to  be  reminded  to  catch  my  breath  when  I  glimpse  'Old  Glory'  floating  in  the  breeze, 
nor  do  I  have  to  be  told  to  speak  with  pride  when  I  recite  the  'Pledge  of  Allegiance,' 
nor  do  I  have  to  make  an  effort  to  lift  my  voice  in  exultant  fashion  when  I  sing 
'America.'   Why?   because  I  am  an  American,-  and  this  is  my  country. 

"This  is  my  country— all  of  her:  her  lofty  mountains  and  flat  plains,  her  rain- 
soaked  meadows  and  dry  deserts,  her  roaring  oceans  and  whispering  streams,  her 
trickling  brooks  and  rushing  rivers,  her  singing  birds  and  crying  babies,  her  happy 
smiles  and  broken  hearts,  her  supporters  and  dissenters. 

"Oh,  now  my  soul  is  thrilled  when  I  hear  her  speak  of  God;  and  how 
overwhelmed  I  am  when  she  praises  Him  and  rushes  to  His  side  for  guidance  and  pre* 
tection!  This  I  love— more  than  the  softness  of  her  dew  and  the  warmth  of  her  sun- 
shine, more  than  the  green  of  her  forests  and  the  gold  of  her  sunsets,  more  than  the 
blue  of  her  skies  and  the  whiteness  of  her  clouds— I  cherish  her  thoughts  of  God. . . . 

"Freedom  from  bondage  and  sin— where  but  in  America  could  this  happen  and 
happen  so  wonderfully  free  of  oppression?  How  glorious  to  sing  sweet  freedom's 
song;  how  uplifting  to  sing  of  Jesus  and  His  love!  How  wonderful  to  live  in  America!

the  world  over.  But  I  found  in  my  trip 
something  more— over  and  above  what  I 
knew  to  expect.  I  found  in  Switzerland 
heartwarming  evidence  of  the  love  of 
God  manifested  in  the  actions  of  the  peo- 
ple with  whom  I  came  in  contact.  I 
found  too  the  benefits  that  have  accrued 
to  a  nation  that  for  many  years  has  prac- 
ticed peace  (a  fundamental  dictate  of 
God).   May  I  share  with  you  some  of  the 


highlights  of  my  short  but  delightful 
trip? 

My  first  contact  with  a  Swiss  citizen 
was  maae  as  I  ooaided  the  bus  tnat  was 
to  take  a  portion  ot  our  group  from  the 
airport  in  Geneva  to  our  hotel  in  Mon- 
treaux.  Being  the  tirst  to  board  that 
particular  bus,  I  took  a  seat  just  behind 
the  smiling  bus  driver.  To  my  question, 
"Do  you  speak  English?"  (which  is  uni- 
versally understood),  he  responded  with 
a  broad  grin,  an  emphatic  shrug  of  the 
shoulders,  and  a  vigorous  shake  of  the 
head  from  side  to  side.  His  friendliness 
nevertheless  communicated  itself  across 
the  language  barrier,  and  as  the  others 
boarded  the  bus,  they  were  greeted  one 
by  one  with  the  same  cordiality  he  had 
shown  me.  Together  all  of  us  enjoyed 
music— the  universal  medium  of  com- 
munication—on the  hour-long  drive  tc 
our  destination.  The  terrain  was  all  that 
I  had  heard— in  a  word,  fabulous.  The 
world  created  by  God,  I  reaffirmed,  is 
truly  magnificent. 

The  pleasant  manner  of  the  Swiss  bus 
driver  was  echoed  again  and  again  as 
day  followed  day  in  my  vacation.  I  saw 
besieged  desk  attendants  in  our  hotels 
(who,  thankfully,  spoke  English)  handle 
question  after  question  by  impatient 
tourists  with  the  same  calm,  efficient 
manner.  I  saw  tour  guides  go  beyond 
their  required  duty  of  pointing  out  the 
sights  to  display  genuine  concern  that 
the  visitors  to  their  country  would  feel 
"at  home"  in  unfamiliar  territory.  And 
I  saw  hotel  maids  and  store  clerks  ex- 
press by  the  unspoken  word  the  fact  that 
Americans  are  welcome  in  their  country. 
French  and  German  are  principally  spo- 
ken; I  speak  some  Spanish  and  Italian, 
and  consequently  on  one  day  enjoyed  the 
experience  of  finding  a  common  language 
with,  first,  the  lady  who  straightened  up 
my  hotel  room  (who  could  speak  Span- 
ish), and  second,  with  the  lady  who  sold 
me  a  few  gifts  for  my  family  (all  the 
while  speaking  Italian).  I  found,  how- 
ever, that  where  words  fail,  gestures  are 
always  possible  to  make  known  appre- 
ciation and/or  friendliness. 

The  honesty  of  the  people  is  note- 
worthy. Time  after  time,  a  shop  owner 
or  cash  register  attendant  would,  by  ges- 
ture, show  that  he  wanted  me  to  be 
aware  that  the  money  carefully  counted 
out  in  my  hand  was  the  correct  change. 
Recognizing  a  tourist's  unfamiliarity 
with  the  currency,  the  Swiss  want  him 
to  know  that  they  are  being  honest.  A 
tour  guide  expanded  upon  this  idea  as 
he  expressed  the  belief  that  tourism  will

"We  wrote  to  Dr.  Raper  and  asked 
him  to  make  some  contacts  for  us  in  the 
event  that  a  move  would  be  feasible.  In 
February,  1959,  he  found  a  postman  in 
Goldsboro  (15  miles  from  Mount  Olive) 
who  was  willing  to  exchange  postal 
routes,"  Grubbs  said. 

"So  in  August  of  that  year  we  came 
up  here  for  the  expressed  purpose  of 
attending  Mount  Olive  College,"  he  de- 
clared. 

Grubbs  added  that  the  decision  to 
leave  Florida  was  not  an  easy  one  "but 
we  wanted  to  do  what  was  best  for  the 
children,"  he  said. 

"A  lot  of  our  Free  Will  Baptist  young 
people  were  being  lost  to  other  denomi- 
nations, and  we  were  afraid  this  might 
happen  to  our  children  too.  We  felt  the 
need  to  have  an  education  and  do  some- 
thing about  this. 

"We  loaded  all  our  possessions  in  a 


couple  of  pickup  trucks,  rented  vans,  and 
headed  north  with  our  children. 

"Mr.  M.  L.  Johnson,  the  college  busi- 
ness manager  at  that  time,  helped  us 
find  a  house  and  we  moved  in."  A  local 
newspaper  article  at  that  time  quoted 
Mr.  Grubbs  as  saying,  "When  we  arrived 
on  Saturday,  two  men  I'd  never  seen  be- 
fore came  up  and  helped  us  un'oad.  I 
don't  remember  their  names.  They  just 
said  that  they  were  neighbors. 

"We  lived  in  Mount  Olive,"  Grubbs 
continued,  "until  a  church  without  a 
pastor  asked  us  to  move  there  and  take 
over  the  pastorate.  That  was  Long  Ridge 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Duplin  Coun- 
ty. We  went  from  there  to  Snow  Hill 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  and  then  it  was 
Northeast  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in 
Mount  Olive.  I  then  organized  a  mission 
church  in  Kinston  which  is  now  Jackson 
Heights  Free  Will  Baptist  Church." 

Grubbs  retired  from  the  Goldsboro 
Post  Office  on  December  31,  1972,  in 
order  to  give  full-time  service  to  the 
church  and  fishing.  In  June  he  will  move 
to  Plymouth  to  assume  the  pastorate  of 
the  Plymouth  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

"Our  main  purpose  in  coming  to 
Mount  Olive  was  to  give  our  children  a 
chance  for  a  good  education,"  Grubbs 
continued. 

"Things  are  far  better  than  we  ever 
dreamed  they  could  be.  We  had  no  idea 
that  our  children  would  feel  the  call  to 
the  ministry  as  Adrian,  Harry,  Leon, 
Frank,  and  Paul  have.  We  just  wanted 
them  to  have  a  good  Christian  educa- 
tion. 

"They  have  accomplished  more  than 
we  ever  expected. 

"In  the  beginning,  we  were  a  little 
disappointed  with  Mount  Olive  College 
because  we  expected  more  emphasis  on 
Bible  and  religion  than  there  was  then. 
I  guess  we  really  expected  a  Bible  col- 
lege. 

"But  since  the  fall  of  1971,  we  have 
been  completely  satisfied  with  the 
spiritual  atmosphere  at  Mount  Olive.  The 
college  experienced  a  spiritual  revival 
during  this  time  and  the  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist church  was  very  much  aware  of  this 
and  quite  pleased. 

"I  feel  that  Frank  Harrison,  college 
chaplain,  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
this,"  Grubbs  said.  "Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege has  everything  a  college  could  offer 
and,  with  the  addition  of  this  spiritual 
revitalization,  it  took  on  a  new  life  and 
zest.

education.  If  he  majors  in  religion  at 
Mount  Olive  I  think  he  has  the  equivalent 
of  a  three-  year  education  at  some  other 
college,"  Mr.  Grubbs  stated. 

"One  of  the  best  things  that  has  hap- 
pened to  Mount  Olive  College  is  the  new 
ministerial  training  program  in  which 
students  participate  in  a  supervised  work 
experience  under  a  minister's  guidance 
in  his  church.  It  is  going  to  make  a  dif- 
ference! It  benefits  the  church  as  well 
as  the  students.  I  fully  believe  in  it," 
Grubbs  said. 

"It  (moving  from  Florida  in  order  to 
attend  Mount  Olive  College)  was  a  diffi- 
cult decision  and  it  was  definitely  a  turn- 
ing point  in  our  lives.

OUR  LIBERTY  BELL 

The  Liberty  Bell,  whose  ringing  first 
announced  to  the  waiting  people  of  the 
United  States  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, on  July  4,  1776,  was  brought 
from  England  in  1752,  and  hung  in  the 
old  State  House,  Philadelphia.  One  of 
its  many  uses  was  to  act  as  a  fire  alarm 
for  the  city.  It  soon  cracked,  however, 
and  in  April,  1753,  was  melted  and  re- 
cast by  American  workmen.  Its  tone  was 
not  correct,  so  in  June  of  the  same  year 
it  was  recast  again.  This  time  the 
words,  "Proclaim  liberty  throughout  the 
land  and  unto  all  the  inhabitants  there- 
of" were  inscribed  upon  its  crown.  These 
words  were  taken  from  Leviticus  25:10. 
After  that,  the  bell  was  used  by  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  until  July  8,  1835,  when 
it  cracked  while  being  tolled  at  the  fu- 
neral of  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall. 

Of  course,  all  you  boys  and  girls  of 
America  know  the  story  of  how  and  why 
it  was  rung  on  July  4,  1776!— Adapted.

called,  among  others,  'time  of  refreshing 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,'  'of  resti- 
tution of  all  things,'  and  'glorious  appear- 
ing of  the  great  God  and  our  Saviour' 
(Titus  2:13;  Acts  3:19,  21).  The  time 
thereof  is  unknown,  but  the  signs  which 
are  to  precede  it  are  fully  set  out  (Mat- 
thew 24:36).  In  his  second  coming 
Christ  shall  appear  in  the  clouds,  in  his 
own  glory,  and  that  of  the  Father.  He 
shall  come  suddenly,  unexpectedly,  with 
a  shout  and  voice  of  the  Archangel,  with 
power  and  great  glory  and  accompanied 
by  angels  and  his  saints  (Matthew  24:30; 
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Matthew  16:27;  Matthew  25:31;  2  Thes- 
salonians 1:8;  1  Thessalonians  4:16; 
Mark  13:36).  At  his  coming  the  heavens 
and  earth  shall  be  dissolved  and  those 
who  sleep  snail  rise,  they  who  have  died 
in  Christ  shall  rise  first,  while  the  saints 
alive  at  the  time  shall  be  caught  up  to 
meet  him  (2  Peter  3:10,  12;  1  Thessalon- 
ians 4:16,  17).  The  purposes  of  the 
second  coming  are  to  complete  the  salva- 
tion of  saints,  to  be  glorified  in  them,  be 
admired  by  them  that  believe,  judge  the 
earth  and  reign  over  it  after  bringing  to 
light  the  hidden  things  of  darkness  (He- 
brews 9:28;  2  Thessalonians  1:10;  1  Co- 
rinthians 4:5;  Psalm  50:3,  4;  Revelation 
20:11-13).  The  saints  being  assured  of 
this  second  coming,  love  it,  look  for, 
await,  haste  unto,  and  pray  for  it.  They 
shall  therefore  be  preserved  unto  it,  shall 
be  blameless  at  it,  shall  be  like  him, 
shall  not  onlv  see  him  but  shall  reign 
with  him  (Job  19:25;  2  Timothy  4:8; 
Philippians  3:20;  1  Corinthians  1:7;  2 
Peter  3:12;  Matthew  24:24;  Matthew  24: 
42,  44;  Philippians  1:6;  1  Corinthians 
1:8;  Philippians  3:21;  1  John  3:2;  Colos- 
sians  2:4;  Daniel  7:27).  The  wicked  who 
scoff  at  it  and  presume  upon  its  delay 
shall  be  surprised  by  this  second  coming 
and  shall  be  punished  while  the  man  of 
sin  is  to  be  destroyed  (2  Peter  3:3,  4; 
Matthew  24:48;  Matthew  24:37-39;  2 
Thessalonians  1:8,  9)." 

There  are  to  be  had,  with  a  little  ef- 
fort, such  books  as  "Jesus  Is  Coming" 
by  W.  E.  Blackstone.  Years  ago  Moody 
Press  distributed  it.  I  suppose  some  one 
like  "Blessing,"  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan, 
would  be  more  likely  to  have  it  since 
they  have  handled  some  used  books 
through  the  years.  H.  A.  Ironside  and 
Clarence  Larkins  both  have  books  on 
Daniel  and  on  Revelation.  I  think  these 
to  be  among  the  best  on  the  second 
coming  of  Christ  and  the  related  events. 

Let  us  all  remember  that  so  far  as  we 
the  born-again  believers,  members  of  the 
true  church,  are  concerned  that  since 
Jesus  has  nol  come  to  the  air  and  chang- 
ed and  caught  up  those  of  us  that  are 
here,  raised  the  dead  saints  and  raptured 
them  with  us  as  of  now,  He  has  posted  us 
as  His  witnesses  to  live  in  expectancy, 
looking  for  the  blessed  event  to  come  at 
any  split  second  of  time.  He  himself 
said  and  meant  it:  "For  as  the  lightning 
cometh  out  of  the  east,  and  shineth  even 
unto  the  west;  so  shall  also  the  coming 
of  the  Son  of  man  be.  .  .  .  Therefore  be 
ye  also  ready:  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye 
think  not  the  Son  of  man  cometh"  (Mat- 
thew 24:27,  44).

As  the  tourist  bus  was  passing  through 
a  glade  of  beautiful  eucalyptus  trees  in 
Hawaii,  the  driver  asked  his  passengers 
to  sing  "America  the  Beautiful." 

"Never  have  I  been  so  thrilled,"  one 
of  them  later  told  a  friend.

A  Christian  View  of 
Sex 

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:14;  Matthew  5: 
27,  28;  1  Corinthians  6:13-20 

Memory  Verse:  1  Corinthians  6:19,  20 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

A  lesson  on  this  subject  could  not  have 
been  written  twenty-five  years  ago  with 
the  frankness  and  forthrightness  the 
writer  intends  to  use.  If  any  should  ob- 
ject to  the  use  of  the  subject  of  sex  in 
a  Sunday  school  lesson,  he  should  be  re- 
minded that  we  still  have  about  one  out 
of  every  three  marriages  in  America  end- 
ing in  the  divorce  courts. 

Of  course  every  divorce  is  not  granted 
because  of  the  ignorance  of  sex,  but  re- 
liable statistics  from  court  files  bear  out 
the  fact  that  sexual  ignorance  is  one  of 
the  major  causes  of  divorces.  Too  many 
young  people  are  brought  up  with  the 
taboos  of  sex  education,  both  in  the 
home  and  the  school.  Sex  education  can 
and  should  be  taught  with  the  proper 
discretion  and  under  the  proper  circum- 
stances and  environment. 

This  lesson  is  not  intended  to  be  a 
course  in  sex  education,  but  rather  a 
look  at  what  the  Bible  has  to  say  about 
it.  The  Bible  teaches  much  more  about 
the  sexual  relationship  than  most  of  us 
realize.  If  we  follow  its  teachings,  we 
will  learn  the  difference  between  love 
and  lust,  and  sex  and  lust.  Parents  who 
know  what  the  Bible  teaches  can  and 
should  give  those  instructions  to  their 
children  before  they  learn  something  else 
in  an  alley  or  a  college  bull  session. 

It  is  only  fitting  that  such  a  lesson 
begin  where  the  Bible  begins  on  the  sub- 
ject: the  seventh  commandment.  This  is 
the  first  statement  of  the  Lord,  in  these 
words,  in  the  Bible  on  the  matter  of  sex. 
If  God  had  not  intended  for  us  to  study 
it,  He  surely  would  never  have  made  it  a 
part  of  the  Ten  Commandments.— The  Bi- 
ble Student  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  We  know  that  God  forgives  im- 


morality,  but  have  you  ever  known  a 
minister  to  yield  to  the  flesh  and  be- 
come guilty  of  immorality  who  amounted 
to  anything  after  that? 

B.  It  seems  that  every  one  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  are  important  for  some 
particular  reason.  This  one  is  important 
because  it  puts  a  fence  around  the  home, 
and  the  home  is  the  oldest  and  most  im- 
portant of  our  institutions. 

C.  Jesus  did  not  destroy  this  seventh 
commandment,  but  added  to  it  the  con- 
cept of  impure  thoughts  and  motives. 
What  a  challenge  this  is  to  each  one  of 
us.  We  daily  need  God's  help  in  a  society 
such  as  ours  to  stay  pure  in  thought  and 
deed. 

D.  We  cannot  keep  others  from  trying 
to  seduce  us,  nor  can  we  always  keep 
some  evil  thoughts  from  coming  into  our 
minds,  but  we  can  dismiss  them  imme- 
diately and  seek  the  strength  of  God. 

E.  If  I  did  not  want  to  be  pure  for  my 
sake,  nor  God's  sake,  I  would  still  pray 
that  I  might  be  kept  pure  for  the  sake 
of  those  who  trust  me.  How  about  you? 
-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  The  seventh  Commandment  is  un- 
equivocal: "Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery."  Like  the  other  laws  of  God 
given  to  Israel,  this  was  not  an  arbitrary 
prohibition  aimed  at  denying  freedom 
and  pleasure  to  individuals.  Rather  it 
was  given  by  a  God  of  love  who  desires 
the  best  for  His  children.  The  person 
who  lives  within  this  Commandment  finds 
a  freedom  otherwise  impossible,  that  of 
coming  to  experience  a  loving  and  last- 
ing relationship,  beautiful  and  pure,  with 
a  partner  for  life. 

The  relationship  between  man  and 
woman  is  not  simply  biological.  If  it  is 
so  regarded,  it  leaves  very  much  to  be 
desired.  It  is  also  a  relationship  of  the 
heart,  the  will,  the  spirit— such  a  rela- 
tionship that  cannot  be  shared  with  many 
partners,  but  must  find  its  fulfillment  in 
the  one  alone. 

If  the  intimate  relationship  of  husband 
to  wife  promises  such  bliss  and  enduring 
reward,  why  is  the  temptation  to  adul- 


tery in  many  cases  so  strong?  Theijs 
psychological  factors,  obviously,  bid 
only  we  will  mention:  "Stolen  watejj 
sweet"  (Proverbs  9:17).

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I  GAVE  HIM  A  DOLLAR,  BUT  HE  GAVE  ME. . . 

Very  bravely,  but  respectfully,  and  in  the  typical  shy  manner  of  little  boys  when 
they  approach  "big"  men  wnom  they  don't  know,  the  little  red-haired  fellow  walked 
up  to  me  and  spoKe  politely.  I  was  leaving  the  store  of  a  large  shopping  complex 
and  was  maKing  my  way  to  my  car,  carrying  in  my  hand  a  bag  containing  some  in- 
significant purchase. 

The  little  boy  couldn't  have  been  over  six  or  seven  years  of  age,  but  he  project- 
ed himself  in  a  mature  manner,  one  bespeaking  his  proper  rearing,  as  he  called  me 
"Sir"  and  prefaced  his  salutation  with  "Excuse  me."  I  stopped  at  his  greeting  and 
smiled,  and  he  smued  back,  looking  at  my  face  intently,  focusing  his  attention  upon 
my  eyes  ab  it  trying  to  discern  just  what  my  reaction  would  be  at  what  he  was  about 
to  "propose." 

His  eyes  became  serious— I  remember  that  they  were  dark  brown  (the  kind  that 
can  almost  read  your  innermost  thoughts)— and  he  shitted  his  gaze  from  my  eyes  to 
something  he  was  holding  in  his  hand.  I  waited,  not  knowing  what  he  had  in  his 
hand,  but  nevertheless  interested,  and  making  sure  that  he  knew  that  I  was  interest- 
ed. I  know  how  important  it  is  not  to  ignore  cnildren  and  discount  what  to  them 
are  important  things,-  and,  I  have  learned  never  to  avoid  a  child's  question,  gesture, 
gieetmg,  or  offer  of  help. 

I  wasn't  sure  what  his  intention  was;  but  when  he  stopped  me  with  his  polite 
greeting,  I  was  certain  that,  3t  least  to  his  way  of  thinking,  he  had  something  im- 
portant on  his  mind— something  he  wished  to  share  with  me.  "Sir,"  he  said,  as  he 
looked  into  my  face  with  utmost  sincerity,  "would  you  like  one  of  these?"  He  held 
up  for  me  to  see  a  pamphlet  and  extended  it  toward  me,  feeling  perhaps  more  con- 
fident now  as  I  smiled  my  approval. 

"Why,  yes,  son,  I  would,"  I  replied,  taking  it  from  him.  "Thank  you  very 
much."  He  thanked  me  too,  .?nd  as  he  turned  to  walk  away,  I  looked  at  what  he 
had  given  me.  It  was  a  gospel  tract,  and  I  must  admit  that  my  eyes  misted  up  at 
the  thought  that  this  little  boy  was  rendering  a  service  to  mankind  that  many  of  us 
"big  Christians"  neglect  to  do.  Somehow  it  is  beneath  our  "dignity,"  or  perhaps 
we  are  just  Christian  "cowards."  Whatever  the  reason,  we  must  confess  that  this 
vital  ministry  is  one  that  we  who  love  our  Lord  often  ignore  and  think  not  so  im- 
portant as  it  once  was.  .  .  . 

The  little  fellow,  upon  leaving  my  presence,  approached  some  other  people  in 
the  parking  lot  in  the  same  cordial,  polite  manner.  Before  he  got  too  far  away,  and 
after  I  had  composed  my  thoughts  a  little,  I  reached  into  my  wallet  and  removed 
from  it  a  dollar  bill.  I  called  to  him,  "Son,  wait  a  minute.  I  have  something  for 
you."  He  looked  in  my  direction  and  walked  toward  me  as  I  walked  toward  him.  I 
extended  the  dollar  bill  to  him  insisting,  at  his  hesitance,  that  he  take  it.  He  looked 
a  little  puzzled,  not  knowing  quite  what  to  do— not  knowing  whether  it  would  of- 
fend me  if  he  refused  to  take  my  small  gift,  nor  sure  either  if  it  were  proper  to 
take  it.  And,  before  I  could  convince  him  to  take  it  from  me,  a  lady  (whom  I  took 
to  be  his  mother)  approached  us  and  spoke  to  me  in  a  beautiful  voice,  "Sir,  we  don't 
accept  money  for  gospel  tracts." 

I  replied  to  her,  "I'm  not  paying  for  it.  I  just  want  the  little  boy  to  have  the 
dollar.

ijjntagious.  Even  in  the  face  of 
afion,  imprisonment,  and  death, 
M\oy  and  love  characterized  them. 
'Mwere  these  people  and  what  had 
>ejd  to  them?  They  were  "Chris- 
i"jvho  had  been  with  Jesus.  They 
ajersonal  experience  with  Him  that 
lupnized  their  lives  from  one  end 
leather!  They  had  been  with  Jesus 


Christ!  To  them  He  was  "Lord,"  in 
whom  and  by  whom  creation  itself  came 
into  being.  His  life  was  a  life  of  holy 
righteousness  and  love  that  could  only 
proceed  from  God.  His  death  and  resur- 
rection was  confirmation  that  He  was 
the  Son  of  God.  Their  experience  and 
relationship  with  Him  was  the  most  im- 
portant thing  in  their  lives,  and  that  sal- 
vation came  only  by  faith  in  Him  as  one 
received  Him  and  entered  into  a  personal 
relationship  with  Him. 

How  was  this  accomplished?  This 
was  accomplished  by  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  who  was  promised  by  Jesus 
to  be  the  gift  of  the  Father.  John  14: 
16,  17  states:  "And  I  will  pray  the  Fa- 
ther, and  he  shall  give  you  another  Com- 
forter, that  he  may  abide  with  you  for 
ever;  Even  the  Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the 
world  cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth 
him  not,  neither  knoweth  him:  but  ye 
know  him,-  for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and 
shall  be  in  you." 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  God  present;  He  is 
Christ  present  with  us.  He  is  the  gift  of 
God  to  His  church.  By  His  presence  and 
power  the  church  is  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  can  accomplish  her  mission. 
But  alas,  where  is  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit?  We  do  not  have  His  power  be- 
cause we  do  not  have  Him  in  His  glorious 
fullness  in  our  hearts  and  lives!  All  the 
techniques  and  methodologies  of  man 
cannot  accomplish  His  work  or  substitute 
for  His  presence.  All  the  sermons  we 
ministers  can  preach  will  be  as  "sound- 
ing brass"  without  Him  to  anoint  us  and 
accomplish  His  work  in  us. 

How  often  do  I  hear,  "We  need  a  re- 
vival," and  plans  are  laid,  a  speaker 
comes  to  the  community,  services  are 
held  for  a  few  days,  and  like  the  morn- 
ing dew,  all  is  soon  evaporated!  Why? 
What  happens?  Oh,  if  our  people  would 
earnestly  seek  God,  repent  of  sin,  seek 
divine  renewal  by  His  Spirit,  then  I  be- 
lieve we  would  see  God  in  action  among 
us. 

He  cannot  renew  us,  or  do  His  work 
in  us  and  through  us  when  we  do  not 
care— when  we  do  not  hunger  and  thirst 
for  His  righteousness.  We  are  power- 
less in  the  church,  in  preaching,  in  pray- 
er, and  in  witness  because  we  do  not 
abide  in  Him  bv  His  Holy  Spirit.  How 
fruitless  and  lifeless  we  are  when  we 
seek  to  serve  Him  and  live  in  our  own 
strength  and  power!  Yet  Jesus  warns  us 
about  this  in  John  15:1-18.  Verse  5 
states:  "I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branch- 
es: He  that  abideth  in  me,  and  I  in  him, 
the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit:  for 
without  me  ye  can  do  nothing." 


My  dear  friend,  if  we,  as  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists,  could  really  receive  and 
know  this  truth— that  there  is  no  life,  no 
power,  no  Spirit,  and  no  fire  apart  from 
Jesus  Christ!  But  how  hard  do  we  often 
try  to  find  substitutes!  Doctrined  procla- 
mations do  not  bring  the  fire  and  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit!  Screaming  and  pound- 
ing the  pulpit  does  not  bring  the  fire  and 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit!  These  are 
like  having  a  house  filled  with  lights, 
but  no  power  to  make  them  burn,-  or  a 
human  body  in  perfect  health  but  no  life! 

What  then  is  the  path  to  renewal? 
How  do  we  change  our  situation?  We 
cannot!  We  can  change  our  attitudes 
and  God,  by  His  Spirit,  will  change  our 
lives!  God  has  given  us  His  word  in  2 
Chronicles  7:14:  "If  my  people,  which 
are  called  by  my  name,  shall  humble 
themselves,  and  pray,  and  seek  my  face, 
and  turn  from  their  wicked  ways,-  then 
will  I  hear  from  heaven,  and  will  forgive 
their  sin,  and  will  heal  their  land."  Then 
again  in  Jeremiah  29:12-14:  "Then  shall 
ye  call  upon  me,  and  ye  shall  go  and 
pray  unto  me,  and  I  will  hearken  unto 
you.  And  ye  shall  seek  me,  and  find  me, 
when  ye  shall  search  for  me  with  all 
your  heart.  And  I  will  be  found  of  you, 
saith  the  LORD:  .  .  ." 

I  believe  what  God  has  promised  in 
His  word,  and  that  He  will  do  it  if  we 
meet  His  conditions.  He  will  not  give 
His  Spirit  to  a  people  whose  hearts  are 
not  clean,  and  who  do  not  hunger  for 
the  living  God. 

The  burden  of  prayer  I  feel  for  our 
people  is  a  burden  that  is  relieved  only 
when  I  take  these  concerns  to  Him  in 
prayer.  I  believe  God  wants  to  renew  us 
and  bring  us  into  a  deeper  relationship 
with  Him  that  we  may  fulfill  His  pur- 
poses, but  He  cannot  do  this  until  we  as 
a  people  are  willing  to  meet  His  condi- 
tions; and  until  we  do,  Ezekiel  has  de- 
scribed us  well  when  he  saw  the  valley 
of  bones  and  dead  bodies:  ".  .  .  but  there 
was  no  breath  in  them"  (37:8).  We  shall 
live  only  by  His  Spirit.  "And  ye  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  LORD,  when  I  have 
opened  your  graves,  0  my  people,  and 
brought  you  up  out  of  your  graves,  and 
shall  put  my  spirit  in  you,  and  ye  shall 
live,  .  .  ."  (Ezekiel  37:13,  14). 

0  God,  bring  forth  the  fruits  of  repent- 
ance in  us  that  we  may  confess  our  sins 
and  seek  your  face  with  our  whole  heart. 
Withdraw  not  your  Holy  Spirit  from  us, 
but  cleanse  us  and  deliver  us  from  our- 
selves that  we  may  be  your  children 
through  the  precious  name  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Amen.

t  the  last  decade.  Stories  of  people 
iang  in  ecstatic  languages,  people 


speaking  in  Russian,  Polish,  etc.  without 
prior  knowledge  of  the  language— If 
these  stories  be  true,  it  is  no  less  than 
amazing!  But  is  it  of  God?  If  so,  it 
must  be  biblical.  1  John  4:1  says,  "Be- 
loved, believe  not  every  spirit,  but  try 
the  spirits  whether  they,  are  of  God:  be- 
cause many  false  prophets  are  gone  out 
into  the  world."  I  know  they  are  sin- 
cere, but  is  this  enough?  We  need  to 
ask  some  questions  concerning  the 
charismatics: 

A.  What  Do  We  Mean  by  Charisma? 

Charisma  is  the  Greek  word  translated 
gift  throughout  1  Corinthians  12,  except 
for  Verse  1,  where  it  does  not  appear  in 
the  original.  The  Bible  never  once  uses 
the  term  "gift  of  tongues,"  but  the  con- 
text of  1  Corinthians  12:10  indicates  that 
"kinds  of  tongues"  (another  tongue  of  a 
different  sort)  are  to  be  regarded  as  a 
gift. 

1.  What  are  the  different  charismatic 
gifts  of  the  Bible?  The  basic  idea  is  of 
a  gift  of  grace,  one  which  is  given  freely 
in  kindness  and  received  without  merit. 
The  list  of  such  gifts  is  very  interesting: 
Romans  5:15,  16— salvation,-  Romans  6: 
23-eterna!  life,-  Romans  1 1  -.29— the  bless- 
ings of  the  Jewish  people  listed  begin- 
ning with  Romans  9:5  and  including  the 
adoption,  shekinah  glory,  the  covenants, 


giving  of  the  law,  true  worship,  the 
patriarchs,  and  Christ  himself;  Romans 
12:6— preaching,  ministry,  teaching,  giv- 
ing, ruling,  and  showing  mercy;  1  Corin- 
thians 7:7— continence;  1  Corinthians  12: 
8— speaking  with  wisdom,  speaking  with 
knowledge,  faith,  healing,  working  mira- 
cles, preaching,  discerning  spirits,  and 
kinds  of  tongues  (heteros-glossos,  a  ton- 
gue of  a  different  sort);  1  Corinthians 
12:29,  30-apostleship  and  helps;  2  Co- 
rinthians 1:11— the  Corinthians'  interces- 
sion for  Paul. 

2.  This  list  makes  it  clear  that  charis- 
ma in  the  New  Testament  is  not  to  be 
looked  upon  as  being  extraordinary  or 
supernatural.  A  charismatic  gift  in  the 
New  Testament  is  a  talent  given  by  God 
for  any  kind  of  service  in  His  church. 

3.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there 
is  no  reference  to  charisma  in  the  Book 
of  Acts.  Yet  most  of  the  charismatics 
of  today  try  to  identify  with  this  book. 
During  the  period  of  Acts,  amazing 
things  happened.  God  poured  out  His 
Spirit  in  such  a  way  that  the  language 
barrier  was  broken  down.  But  the  fact 
remains  that  Acts  does  not  use  the  word 
charisma  in  speaking  of  that  event;  how- 
ever, the  epistles  use  it  repeatedly  to 
cover  all  kinds  of  blessings. 

There  is  no  reference  to  charisma  in 
the  Gospels,  though  Christ  does  speak  of 
talents.  But  the  Sunday  school  teacher's 
ability  to  teach  has  more  right  to  be  la- 
beled a  charismatic  gift  than  "tongues." 

B.  IS  MODERN  CHARISMATIC,  "TONGUE 
SPEAKING,"  A  PENTECOSTAL 
EXPERIENCE? 

In  modern  tongue  speaking  the  speak- 
er usually  utters  words  which  belong  to 
no  language  known  to  his  audience, 
hence  a  language  barrier  is  erected. 
Modern  tongue  speaking  is  essentially 
speaking  in  sounds  which  are  unintelli- 
gible to  the  speaker  as  well  as  to  those 
who  are  listening. 

(Read  Acts,  Chapter  2.)  In  the  Acts, 
Chapter  2,  the  narrative  is  quite  clear 
that  the  languages  were  used  to  convey 
doctrine,  knowledge,  and  exhortation  to 
people  who  spoke  a  different  language 
than  the  speaker.  What  these  tongues 
were  on  this  occasion  we  are  explicitly 
informed  in  Verses  6,  8,  and  11.  They 
were  the  tongues  (or  languages)  of  the 
various  nationalities  present  at  the  feast 
of  Pentecost.  This  is  so  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly stated  that  it  is  astonishing  that 
anyone  could  compare  it  with  the  un- 
intelligible qibberish  of  modern  tongues. 
Note  the  difference:  In  Acts  2  the  lan-

undation  for  Christian  Education 
Is  the  God  of  Truth 

Mperson  to  whom  ultimate  appeal 
rafe  is  God.  The  Christian  student  is 
ocifo  present  himself  approved  unto 
The  material  with  which  the 
works  is  the  "word  of  truth."

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fMBod  of  truth,-  and  he  that  sweareth 


in  the  earth,  shall  swear  by  the  God  of 
truth"  (see  Isaiah  65:15). 

The  Hebrew  underlying  the  English 
text  indicates  that  the  phrase  "God  of 
truth"  is  in  reality  the  "God  of  the 
Amen."  The  derived  meaning  is  that  of 
something  established,  built  up,  sure, 
positive.  The  word  therefore  expresses 
the  fact  of  absolute  stability,  correctness, 
and  unchangeableness.  Truth  is  thus  es- 
sentially to  be  identified  with  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  the  one  who  address- 
ed the  church  in  Laodicea  and  said,  "Thus 
saith  the  Amen"  (see  Revelation  3:14), 
meaning,  "I  am  the  truth."  Truth  is  es- 
sentially resident  in  the  person  of  God. 
The  extent  of  this  person  determines  the 
extent  of  truth.  In  speaking  of  the  mys- 
tery of  Christ,  that  is,  the  secret  of  His 
person,  Paul  said,  "In  whom  are  hid  all 
the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge" 
(Colossians  2:3).  Christ  is  the  alpha  and 
the  omega.  All  truth  has  its  beginning 
and  ending  in  Him.  It  is  His  person  that 
gives  value  and  permanence  to  all  truth. 
It  is  clearly  evident,  therefore,  that  the 
only  real  foundation  for  Christian  educa- 
tion is  the  God  of  truth.  And  that  God 
is  revealed  in  the  person  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  Framework  for  Christian  Education 
Is  the  Word  of  Truth 

In  order  to  know  Him  who  is  absolute 
truth,  men  are  dependent  upon  that  ob- 
jective standard  of  truth  He  has  given  of 
Himself.  Apart  from  this  absolute 
standard  of  truth,  there  is  no  connection 
with  Him  who  is  the  Amen.  Any  devia- 
tion from  the  word  of  truth  is  a  step  in- 
to the  darkness,  into  the  realm  of  the 
relative  and  the  uncertain.  What  Christ 
is  in  Himself  He  imparts  to  His  Word. 
It  becomes  then  the  word  of  the  Amen. 
It  has  all  the  finality,  perfectness,  cer- 
tainty, and  absolute  authority  as  the  per- 
son from  whom  it  came.   What  He  says 


will  be  exactly  true,  because  He  is  in 
Himself  absolute  truth,  and  there  is 
nothing  beyond  Him  in  the  realm  of 
truth. 

The  containment  within  the  word  of 
truth  is  therefore  an  inescapable  neces- 
sity. There  is  no  other  framework  for 
Christian  education.  Within  this  frame- 
work the  superstructure  of  human  knowl- 
edge can  rise.  When  human  discoveries 
fit  into  this  pattern,  they  may  be  re- 
ceived as  genuine  and  reliable.  When 
human  discoveries  do  not  fit  into  this 
framework,  they  should  be  viewed  with 
suspicion,  held  in  abeyance  until  there 
is  further  light,  or  discarded  as  in  some 
sense  falling  short  of  that  which  is  abso- 
lute truth. 

The  Functioning  of  Christian  Education 
Centers  in  the  Workman  with  Truth 

Actually  the  greater  part  of  our  text 
concerns  itself  with  the  workman:  the 
man  himself,  the  motive  impelling  him, 
and  the  method  he  employs.  The  man 
himself  is  of  course  the  matter  of  first 
concern.  He  is  exhorted  "to  shew  thy- 
self approved  unto  God,  a  workman." 
Although  this  was  addressed  to  Timo- 
thy first,  it  was  also  addressed  to  the 
church.  In  this  respect  it  comes  to  all 
those  within  the  church  who  in  any  way 
are  responsible  for  the  education  of  the 
church.  The  enterprise  of  fitting  educa- 
tion to  the  framework  of  the  Word  of 
God  is  of  the  highest  order.  The  process 
through  which  one  must  pass  will  result 
in  approval. 

The  motive  impelling  the  workman  is 
twofold.  On  the  one  hand,  "a  workman 
that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed"  is  one 
whose  motive  looks  toward  God.  This 
workman  desires  the  highest  approval  of 
His  master.  Unless  the  workman,  the 
educator,  seeks  the  highest  approval  of 
God,  he  will  never  succeed  in  the  all- 
important  task  of  Christian  education. 
This  clause  is  actually  the  translation  of 
one  Greek  word.  It  is  a  rare  formation, 
found  only  here  in  the  New  Testament. 
In  its  simpler  form  it  denotes  one  who 
is  shameless.  Pleasing  God  expresses  it- 
self by  a  shamelessness  toward  the  atti- 
tude of  the  world. 

Men  who  have  sought  to  serve  in  the 
capacity  of  Christian  educators  have  felt 
the  sting  of  the  world's  sarcasm.  It  is 
necessary  for  the  true  workman  to  de- 
velop a  "rhinocerous"  hide  toward  the 
contempt  of  the  world,  a  shamelessness 
that  keeps  him  ever  steadfast  in  the 
faith,  an  insensitiveness  to  the  scorn  of 
the  world. 

The  method  of  the  workman  is  ex-

Mount  Olive  College 
Studies  Feasibility 
Of  Becoming 
Four- Year  College

On  January  25,  1973,  Dr.  W.  Burkette 
Raper,  through  authorization  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  organized  a  commit- 
tee "to  study  and  make  recommenda- 
tions regarding  the  feasibility  of  Mount 
Olive  becoming  a  senior  college  qualified 
to  offer  the  baccalaureate  degree."  The 
committee  is  representative  of  the 
students,  faculty,  trustees,  alumni,  and 
community. 

In  his  letter  of  authorization,  Presi- 
dent Raper  told  the  committee  members 
that  the  study  represents  one  of  the 
most  imporlant  decisions  ever  to  come 
before  the  College.  He  pointed  out 
some  of  the  factors  to  be  considered, 
such  as  the  mission  of  the  College  to  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  enrollment,  ac- 
creditation, facilities,  library,  and  oper- 
ating budget. 

The  committee  went  to  work  imme- 
diately motivated  by  a  sense  of  deep  re- 
sponsibility and  committed  to  the  objec- 
tivity of  research  in  its  methodology. 
The  goal  can  only  be  achieved  through 
gathering  all  the  related  facts  and  anlyz- 
ing  them  through  considerations  rooted 
in  the  welfare  of  the  College  and  its  pur- 
pose and  character. 

The  very  first  consideration  was  given 
to  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  as  the 
sponsoring  agency  of  the  College.  It  is 
our  belief  that  the  two  are  linked  in  a 
cause  and  effect  relationship.  It  is  a 
mutual  reinforcing  strength  that  marks 
the  association  of  the  two  to  the  degree 
that  they  respond  to  each  other's  needs. 
The  committee  is  seeking  to  find  out 
whether  the  church  needs  a  senior  col- 
lege. Contacts  have  been  made  and 
questionnaires  have  been  sent  to  the 
executive  committee  of  the  State  Conven- 
tion, the  ministers,  lay  leaders,  and 
alumni. 
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Considerable  attention  is  given  to 
student  enrollment  in  terms  of  prospects 
and  need  for  sound  fiscal  operation.  The 
committee  chose  a  sample  of  more  than 
5,000  students  in  Wayne,  Lenoir,  Samp- 
son, Johnston,  and  Duplin  counties.  These 
counties  were  chosen  for  their  geographic 
relatedness  to  the  College.  The  sample 
included  students  in  high  schools,  tech- 
nical institutions,  and  community  col- 
leges. The  students  were  asked  whether 
they  were  considering  coming  to  Mount 
Olive  College,  and  if  not,  whether  their 
decision  will  be  affected  if  the  College 
went  to  four-year  status.  Furthermore, 
they  were  asked  to  indicate  their  future 
career  choice. 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  office  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  to  deter- 
mine the  accrediting  requirements  for  a 
senior  college.  The  committee  is  identi- 
fying the  needed  standards  as  well  as 
the  steps  for  attaining  them. 

Other  aspects  of  the  study  include  the 
library,  facilities,  and  operating  budget 
that  are  necessary  for  a  senior  college. 

The  plans  call  for  visits  to  selected 
private  colleges  which  have  recently 
gone  from  junior  to  senior  college  status. 
It  is  hoped  that  experience  will  be  of 
benefit  for  our  consideration. 

The  committee  is  fortunate  to  have 
the  assistance  of  two  competent  con- 
sultants. They  are  Dr.  James  W.  Batten 
of  East  Carolina  University  and  Dr.  Ray- 
mond C.  Gibson  of  Indiana  University. 

This  article  attempts  to  report  on  the 
scope  and  progress  of  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege's four-year  feasibility  study.  The 
main  consideration  of  the  committee  is 
to  conduct  a  thorough  study.  Our  College 
deserves  the  best  from  all  of  us.  (In  ad- 
dition to  being  dean  of  students,  Dr. 
Shami  is  chairman  of  Feasibility  Study 
Relative  to  Senior  College  Status.) 


Psychologists  tell  us  that  we  slowly 
but  surely  become  like  that  which  we 
hold  to  be  our  ideal.

pressed  in  the  word  "study"  and  in  the 
clause  "rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth."  The  first  has  to  do  with  applica- 
tion to  the  task,  while  the  second  has 
to  do  with  the  occupation  with  the  task. 
The  application  is  expressed  by  the  verb 
"study"  or  as  the  American  Standard 
Version  reads,  "give  diligence."  This 
refers  to  a  ceaseless,  serious  zeal.  There 
is  something  of  hastening  in  it,  for  time 
is  at  a  premium,-  there  is  something  of 
endeavor  in  it,  for  the  value  of  the  task 
requires  it;  there  is  something  of  faith- 
fulness in  it,  for  the  person  one  serves 
is  worthy.  Brilliance,  eloquence,  logic 
are  commendable  qualities,  but  they 
must  all  be  made  subservient  to  faith- 
fulness in  the  task  of  conserving  and 
preserving  the  essential  truth  of  the 
Word  of  God. 

The  occupation  in  which  he  is  engaged 
is  "rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 
Literally  the  word  means  "cutting 
straight."  The  figure  has  been  variously 
derived:  from  a  priest  dividing  the  ani- 
mal victim  for  the  altar;  from  the  stew- 
ard distributing  the  stores  among  the 
needy,-  from  the  ploughman  running  the 
furrow  across  the  field;  from  the  road 
builder  pushing  a  new  road  through  the 
countryside;  from  a  stone  mason  chisel- 
ing a  stone  for  its  place  in  the  building; 
from  the  carpenter  sawing  the  board  to 
fit  the  structure,-  even  the  work  of  the 
surgeon  as  he  operates  upon  the  human 
body  has  been  suggested.  In  any  event, 
the  meaning  seems  to  be  clear  in  this 
text.  It  has  to  do  with  a  consistent  in- 
terpretation and  application  of  the  Word 
of  God.  If  one  steps  off  the  narrow 
path  of  truth  ever  so  little,  and  this  is 
projected  to  its  fulness,  it  will  produce 
confusion  of  thought  and  difficulty  of 
life.  The  educator  is  therefore  more 
than  ever  responsible  to  prosecute  his 
task  with  extreme  precision. 

Is  it  a  thankless  task?  It  seems  so 
sometimes,  if  one  looks  at  things  from 
the  near  view.  But  it  must  always  be 
remembered  that  the  near  view  is  based 
on  the  erroneous  assumption  that  the 
present  is  the  sum  total  of  reality.  But 
there  is  also  a  far  view,  the  experience 
of  which  may  be  nearer  at  hand  than  we 
dream.

that  place  the  tried  and  tested  will  be 
approved.  That  is  at  the  end  of  the 
way  when  the  period  of  testing  is  over. 
Until  then  any  final  pronouncement  on 
value  apart  from  the  Word  of  God  is  pre- 
mature, for  the  test  is  not  yet  finished. 
It  therefore  behooves  the  Christian  edu- 
cator to  keep  his  eye  upon  the  goal,  seek- 
ing the  approval  of  the  Master,  ever  cut- 
ting a  straight  course  through  the  Word 
of  God,  with  utter  defiance  for  the  con- 
tempt of  the  world.— Christian  Victory.

The  Greek  word  from  which  "perish" 
in  the  above  Scripture  is  translated  is 
apollumi.  It  means  loss  of  well-being 
and  not  loss  of  existence  or  cessation 
of  existence.  The  rich  man  of  the  story 
of  the  rich  man  and  Lazarus  (Luke  16: 
19-31),  was  very  much  alive  and  evident- 
ly uncomfortable:  "And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  the  beggar  died,  and  was  carried 
by  the  angels  into  Abraham's  bosom:  the 
rich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried;  And 
in  hell  he  lift  up  his  eyes,  being  in  tor- 
ments, and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and 
Lazarus  in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and 
said,  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me, 
and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the 
tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my 
tongue,-  for  I  am  tormented  in  this 
flame"  (Luke  16:22-24).  Another  ex- 
ample of  the  biblical  use  of  the  word 
above  translated  "perish"  is  found  in 
Matthew  9:17,  "Neither  do  men  put  new 
wine  into  old  bottles:  else  the  bottles 
break,  and  the  wine  runneth  out,  and 
the  bottles  perish:  but  they  put  new 
wine  into  new  bottles,  and  both  are  pre- 
served." Here  our  Lord  uses  it  to  de- 
scribe the  wine  spilled  by  defected  wine 
skins  or  wine  containers  that  are  no 
longer  able  to  contain  the  juice  placed 
in  them.  The  inadequate  condition  of 
the  wine  containers  causes  the  wine  to 
spill  and  not  to  be  usable.  It  perishes 
in  that  when  it  is  so  spilled  it  fails  to 
serve  its  intended  purpose. 

God  created  man  that  he  should  love, 
serve,  and  glorify  Him  forever.  Man 
who  persists  in  disobedience  and  refuses 
to  serve,  glorify,  love,  and  obey  God  all 
his  days  on  earth  becomes  unuseful  to 
the  purpose  for  which  God  made  him 
through  all  eternity.  Hence  he  perishes 
or  is  never  again  put  in  a  usable  condi- 
tion, but  remains  in  outer  darkness.  Je- 
sus had  another  way  of  describing  the 
plight  of  those  who  perish:  "But  the 
children  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  cast 
out  into  outer  darkness:  there  shall  be 
weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth"  (Mat- 
thew 8:12);  "And  if  thine  eye  offend 


thee,  pluck  it  out:  it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  with 
one  eye,  than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast 
into  hell  fire:  Where  their  worm  dieth 
not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched"  (Mark 
9:47,  48). 

The  Apostle  John  wrote  saying  how 
we  should  regard  false  religious  teach- 
ers that  diminish  the  teachings  of  the 
Scriptures.  This,  of  course,  applies 
equally  to  such  false  teachers  whether 
they  misrepresent  the  Bible's  teaching 
concerning  the  bliss  of  the  righteous,  or 
the  ill  and  deplorable  condition  of  the 
unsaved  that  shall  spend  eternity  apart 
from  God  and  all  that's  pleasant  and 
good.  "Blessed  is  he  that  readeth,  and 
they  that  hear  the  words  of  this  proph- 
ecy, and  keep  those  things  which  are 
written  therein:  for  the  time  is  at  hand" 
(Revelation  1:3);  "Blessed  are  they  that 
do  his  commandments,  that  they  may 
have  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may 
enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city. 
For  without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and 
whoremongers,  and  murderers,  and  idola- 
ters, and  whosoever  loveth  and  maketh 
a  lie.  ...  For  I  testify  unto  every  man 
that  heareth  the  words  of  the  prophecy 
of  this  book,  If  any  man  shall  add  unto 
these  things,  God  shall  add  unto  him  the 
plagues  that  are  written  in  this  book: 
And  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from 
the  words  of  the  book  of  this  prophecy, 
God  shall  take  away  his  part  out  of  the 
book  of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy  city, 
and  from  the  things  which  are  written 
in  this  book"  (Revelation  22:14,  15,  18, 
19);  "But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving, 
and  the  abominable,  and  murderers,  and 
whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idola- 
ters, and  all  liars,  shall  have  their  part 
in  the  lake  which  burneth  with  fire  and 
brimstone:  which  is  the  second  death" 
(Revelation  21 -.8);  "For  many  deceivers 
are  entered  into  the  world,  who  confess 
not  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh. 
This  is  a  deceiver  and  an  antichrist.  .  .  . 
Whosoever  transgresseth,  and  abideth 
not  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  hath  not 
God.  He  that  abideth  in  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,  he  hath  both  the  Father  and  the 
Son.  If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and 
bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive  him  not 
into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  God 
speed:  For  he  that  biddeth  him  God 
speed  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds"  (2

An  Owner's  Rights  and 
Responsibilities 

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:15;  Amos  8:4-6; 
Luke  19:1-10 

Memory  Verse:  Ephesians  4:28 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  system  of  government  under 
which  we  live  gives  to  every  man  the 
right  to  own  and  operate  his  own  busi- 
ness. The  only  requirements  made  of 
him  are  that  it  be  operated  legally  and 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  community 
in  which  his  business  is  located,  and 
that  it  does  not  infringe  upon  the  rights 
of  others  to  do  the  same. 

The  same  laws  that  provide  this  right 
also  provide  protection  to  the  business- 
man. Should  someone  encroach  upon  his 
rights  to  the  extent  that  his  business  is 
impaired  in  some  manner,  he  has  re- 
course to  the  courts  in  which  justice  can 
be  found. 

While  all  this  is  assured  the  business- 
man, he  must  recognize  at  the  same  time 
that  he  must  make  responsible  use  of  his 
business  and  property  so  that  the  rights 
of  those  who  work  for  him  and  those 
who  are  associated  with  him  through 
purchasing  and  selling  are  protected  also. 
No  businessman  has  the  right  to  cheat 
or  "short-change"  customers.  He  has 
no  right  to  use  illegal  means  to  stifle 
wholesome  competition.  The  landlord 
must  provide  commodities  worthy  of  the 
rent  he  receives.  The  renter  must  pay 
the  required  rates  established  or  con- 
sented to  by  law. 

Christians  should  be  the  first  persons 
to  recognize  all  these  things  and  act  ac- 
cording to  the  law  of  Christ:  to  do  unto 
others  as  you  would  have  others  do  unto 
you.— The  Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.).

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS

this  privileged  position  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  possessions. 

Wealth  is  acquired  in  various  forms: 
houses,  lands,  livestock,  material,  cash, 
stocks,  bonds,  and  businesses.  A  more 
specific  list  would  be  too  long,  but  these 
items  represent  the  general  categories  of 
all  that  man  claims  to  own. 

We  say  "claims"  to  own  because  none 
of  us  owns  even  a  fraction  of  what  we 
consider  "possessions."  Psalm  24:1 
teaches  us,  "The  earth  is  the  LORD'S,  and 
the  fulness  thereof;  .  .  ."  Our  planet 
and  all  of  the  universe  in  which  it  orbits 
belong  to  God.  We  are  caretakers  and 
stewards,  but  we  absolutely  own  noth- 
ing. God  has  entrusted  to  our  care 
whatever  part  of  His  creation  we  "pos- 
sess." 

God  might  have  commanded,  "Thou 
shalt  not  waste,  but  preserve  the  beauty 
and  productiveness  of  my  natural  re- 
sources,- thou  shalt  not  abuse,  but  re- 
deem my  time  at  your  disposal;  thou 
shalt  not  neglect,  but  develop  my  gifts 
of  talent  and  ability;  thou  shalt  not 
hoard,  but  share  my  spiritual  and  ma- 
terial holdings  in  your  life."

the  like  gift  as  he  did  unto  us,  .  .  ." 
(Acts  11:15,  17);  and  it  looks  as  though 
there  had  been  no  repetition  of  the  ex- 
perience since  Pentecost  or  Peter  would 
have  said,  "As  He  does  on  those  who  re- 
ceive the  Holy  Spirit."  By  the  way,  the 
Greek  word  for  gift  in  Verse  17  is  not 
charisma. 

Acts  19:6,  "And  when  Paul  had  laid 
his  hands  upon  them,  the  Holy  Spirit 
came  on  them;  and  they  spake  with  ton- 
gues, and  prophesied."  The  link  with 
prophesied  is  very  interesting.  This  is 
what  happened  on  the  Day  of  Pentecost: 
a  proclamation  of  the  Word  to  the  peo- 
ple and  a  gift  of  being  able  to  communi- 
cate the  message  in  the  language  of  the 
people— a  breaking  through  of  the  lan- 
guage barrier.  The  Greek  word  for  ton- 
gue here  is  "glossa"  which  means,  the 
tongue  as  an  organ  of  speech.  Pray  tell 
me  with  what  would  they  speak?  Since 
modern  charisrnatics  base  their  claims  on 
Acts,  we  find  that  they  are  not  Pente- 
costal, not  charismatic,  and  as  far  as 
Acts  are  concerned,  are  not  even  men- 
tioned.

EDITORIAI  

TIME -IT  FLIES! 

(This  week's  guest  editorial  is  written  by  Margo  Mangum,  editorial  assistant  at  the  Press.) 

Time  is  one  thing  all  of  us  have,  have  had,  and  will  have  some  more  of  if  we  are 
fortunate  (or  not  so  fortunate),  as  the  case  may  be.

It  is  reasonable  to  think  that  perhaps  some  onlookers  wondered  just  what  my 
interest  here  was.  ...  My  interest  was  this:  I  was  a  friend. 

In  reading  the  column,  "Roving  Around,"  I  gather  that  this  busy  editor  is  still 
spending  a  good  deal  of  his  time  going  about  his  work  with  the  same  fervor,-  but,  it 
seems  as  though  he  is  channeling  it  differently.  He  is  the  first  one  to  admit  whole- 
heartedly that  God  has  been  good  tc  him,  and  I  feel  that  this  man,  though  busy  with 
many  and  sundry  activities,  finds  time  to  thank  Him.

Was  it  because  of  the  1,000 
prostitutes  in  the  temple  of  Aphrodite 
who  spoke  in  glossolalia?  Have  you  ever 
noticed  how  many  women  are  leaders  in 
the  "tongue"  movement? 

E.  Do  Tongues  Have  a  Place  In 
Christianity  for  Today? 

First  Corinthians  14  leaves  some  doubt 
that  they  had  a  place  even  then.  In 
Verse  4  we  are  told  that  the  use  of  them 
is  selfishly  motivated.  Verse  12  tells 
us  that  the  edifying  of  the  church  is  an 
important  thing.  Verse  22  tells  us  that 
their  use  is  for  a  sign  to  unbelievers  and 
not  for  believers.  It  directly  denies  the 
charismatic  doctrine  that  tongues  are  a 
sign  to  the  believer  that  he  is  baptized 
with  the  Spirit.  What  does  Paul  say  in 
Verses  22,  23?  Paul's  conclusion  is  so 
obvious  and  so  devastating  that  he  does 
not  set  it  out  in  actual  words.  But  note 
how  it  sinks  in.  First,  he  says,  tongues 
are  meant  as  a  sign  to  unbelievers,- 
second,  tongues  do  not  have  this  effect, 
rather  they  cause  the  unbeliever  to  think 
you  are  mad;  conclusion,  tongues  should 
not  be  used.  They  are  not  a  sign  to  be- 
lievers,- they  do  not  help  unbelievers  but 
serve  to  confuse  them.  They  have  no 
useful  funclion  in  the  church;  therefore, 
do  not  use  them. 

John  Sherrill  says,  "Tongues  make 
people  fight."  But  Paul  says  in  Verse 
33,  ".  .  .  God  is  not  the  author  of  con- 
fusion, but  of  peace,  as  in  all  the  church- 
es of  the  saints." 


There  is  no  biblical  evidence  of  the 
practice  of  tongues  after  the  apostolic 
days,  nor  in  the  latter  times  of  the  apos- 
tles. This  provides  confirmation  of  the 
fulfillment  of  1  Corinthians  13:8,  that 
this  gift  would  cease  in  the  churches, 
just  as  would  prophecies  (foretelling  the 
future)  and  knowledge  in  the  sense  of 
knowledge  received  by  supernatural 
power.  The  completion  of  Holy  Scrip- 
ture has  provided  the  church  with  all 
that  is  necessary  for  individual  and  col- 
lective guidance,  instruction,  and  edifi- 
cation. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  apos- 
tolic fathers  wrote  on  every  major  New 
Testament  subject,  and  in  all  their  writ- 
ings they  tried  to  show  that  the  Chris- 
tian had  extraordinary  gifts,  yet  they  do 
not  mention  tongues  as  one  of  the  gifts. 
It  is  very  evident  that  by  the  fourth  cen- 
tury tongues  were  completely  unknown. 
Chrysostom  said,  as  he  commented  on  1 
Corinthians  12:1,  2,  "They  used  to  occur 
but  no  longer  take  place."  Augustine 
says,  "It  was  done  as  a  betokening  to 
show  that  the  gospel  of  God  was  to  run 
through  all  tongues  over  the  whole  earth, 
that  that  thing  was  done  for  a  betoken- 
ing and  then  passed  away." 

In  conclusion  I  would  note:  Modern 
tongue  speaking  fits  into  the  pattern  of 
the  Mediterranean  pagan  worship  of 
Paul's  day,  but  not  into  the  life  of  Christ 
who  received  the  Holy  Spirit  without 
measure  and  who  spoke  words  of  life. 
There  is  no  record  of  Jesus  speaking  in 
tongues,  and  it  is  surely  out  of  keeping 
with  the  whole  revelation  of  Him  in  the 
Bible  to  imagine  Him  doing  so.  We  may 
well  ask  ourselves,  "Are  we  His  disciples 
or  disciples  of  the  Corinthian  church 
members?"  and  this  may  be  the  most 
important  question  of  all  in  determining 
our  attitude  toward  tongues. 

II.  THE  HOUSE-CHURCH  MOVEMENT 

A  few  months  ago,  while  visiting  in 
the  home  of  a  young  couple  who  had  be- 
come inactive  in  church,  the  husband 
said  to  me,  "We  no  longer  see  the  need 
of  the  institutional  church."  Upon  fur- 
ther inquiry,  I  learned  they  had  been  at- 
tending a  weekly  meeting  in  the  neigh- 
borhood called  "the  house-church." 

I  investigated  this  movement  and 
learned  there  were  at  least  fourteen  of 
these  groups  in  the  city  of  Greenville. 
Almost  every  church  in  the  city  have 
been  affected  by  them.  This  movement 
is  prominent  in  many  areas  of  the  United 
States.  They  range  in  programs  from  a 
loose  knit  Bible  study  group  to  the  very 
highly  organized  program  of  "The  Way

Ill  that  is  in  the  Bible  has  not  been 
Sfctly  revealed'  to  man.    It  contains 
pry,  and  the  language  of  men,  even 
Clicked  men.    But  there  is  absolutely 
jpljiart  of  the  Bible  record  that  is  not 
]f||red.    The  history  recorded  in  the 
uil(!  is  true.   The  sacred  writers  were 
jr  greeted  and  influenced  by  the  Spirit 
;Jj  they  were  preserved,  in  writing, 
lf(l  every  error  of  fact  and  doctrine, 
jihistory  remains  history.   Things  not 
motioned  by  God,  recorded  in  the  Bi- 
jjljare  to  be  shunned  (see  2  Timothy 
:').    Nevertheless,  all   these  things 
tl  written  under  the  guidance  of  the 
oj  Spirit.   This  is  Inspiration, 
[his  distinction  should  be  definitely 
[^clearly  understood,  for  many  of  the 
ijjt  plausible  arguments  against  the 
\f\  inspiration  of  the  Scriptures  have 
0n  from  the  fact  that  this  has  been 
,)l!ir  unrecognized  or  ignored. 


"Though  all  Scripture  is  inspired,  it 
does  not  stamp  with  divine  authority 
every  sentiment  which  it  reports  as  ut- 
tered by  the  men  of  whom  it  speaks,  nor 
does  it  mark  with  divine  approval  every 
action  which  it  relates  as  performed  by 
those  with  whose  biographies  it  deals. 
In  the  Book  of  Job,  for  example,  Inspira- 
tion gives  with  equal  accuracy  the  lan- 
guage of  Jehovah,  the  words  of  Satan, 
and  the  speeches  of  Job  and  his  three 
friends,-  but  it  does  not  therefore  place 
them  all  on  the  same  level  of  authority. 
Each  speaker  is  responsible  for  his  own 
utterances.  Neither  Satan,  Job,  nor  his 
three  friends  spoke  by  inspiration  of 
God.  They  gave  utterances  to  their  own 
opinions,-  and  all  that  Inspiration  vouches 
for  is  that  no  one  of  them  is  misrepre- 
sented, but  that  each  one  spoke  the  senti- 
ments that  are  attributed  to  him  in 
Scripture.  So,  again,  the  fact  that 
David's  cruelty  to  the  Ammonites  is  re- 
corded in  the  Book  of  Kings  does  not 
imply  that  God  approved  it  any  more 
than  He  approved  the  king's  double  crime 
of  murder  and  adultery,  which  'displeas- 
ed Him.'  The  inspiration  of  the  Book 
vouches  only  for  the  accuracy  of  the 
record." 

On  Page  210  of  the  same  book  is  the 
following: 

"We  may  therefore  safely  say  that  in 
a  very  real  sense  the  words  as  well  as 
the  thoughts  have  been  given,  whether 
mediately  or  immediately,  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  divine  Spirit.  We  claim 
that  the  Bible  is  in  deed  and  in  truth 
the  very  Word  of  God;  that  it  is  the 
Word  of  God  in  the  language  of  men,- 
truly  divine,  and  at  the  same  time  truly 
human,-  that  it  is  the  revelation  of  God 
to  His  creatures;  that  infallible  guidance 
was  given  to  those  who  wrote  it,  so  as 
to  preserve  them  from  error  in  the  state- 
ment of  facts,-  that  what  the  writers  of 
the  Scriptures  say  or  write  under  this 
guidance  is  as  truly  said  and  written  by 
God  as  if  their  instrumentality  were  not 
used  at  all;  that  the  ideas  expressed 


therein  are  the  very  ideas  the  Holy 
Ghost  intended  to  convey,-  that  God  is  in 
the  fullest  sense  responsible  for  every 
word.  This  is  what  the  Bible  claims  for 
itself." 

Louis  T.  Talbot's  book,  "Bible  Ques- 
tions Explained,"  Pages  9,  10  have  the 
following: 

"These  remarkable  verses,  2  Peter  1: 
20,  21  and  2  Timothy  3:16,  tell  us  that 
the  Word  of  God  was  written  by  'holy 
men  of  God'  as  they  were  'moved  by  the 
Holy  Ghost.'  They  tell  us  that  'all  scrip- 
ture is  given  by  inspiration  of  God.'  Of 
course,  there  is  more  in  these  verses; 
but  this  is  the  fundamental  fact;  and 
the  practical  teaching  is  very  evident. 

"But  whal  is  meant  by  'inspiration  of 
God'?  That  is  doubtless  the  question 
that  is  in  your  mind.  The  answer  is 
that  every  human  author  of  the  books  of 
the  Bible  was  but  the  instrument  through 
whom  the  Holy  Spirit  wrote,-  even  to  the 
very  words  used.  He  guided  the  pen  of 
these  writers,-  so  that  we  have  the  verit- 
able Word  of  God.  I  believe  in  the  verbal 
inspiration  of  the  whole  Bible! 

"To  be  sure  God  uses  the  character- 
istic style  of  the  men  inspired,  which  fact 
accounts  for  the  differences  in  the  style 
of  writing.  For  instance,  some  epistles 
are  distinctly  Pauline,-  others  are  not. 
But  this  does  not  change  the  fact  that 
all  the  human  authors  were  so  fully  con- 
trolled by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  that 
they  were  guarded  from  error  concern- 
ing what  they  wrote. 

"Not  only  did  the  Holy  Spirit  write  the 
Bible,  but  He  is  our  only  teacher  of  this 
marvelous  Book.  The  Lord  Jesus  said  so 
repeatedly  in  John  14—16,  His  last  mes- 
sage to  His  disciDles.  The  prophet  had 
said  so,  lonq  before  that:  '.  .  .  Not  by 
might,  nor  bv  power,  but  bv  mv  snirit, 
saith  the  LORD  of  hosts'  (Zechariah  4: 
6).  The  whole  Word  of  God  teaches  it. 
And  how  nlad  we  are  that  'the  law  of 
the  Lord  is  Derfect.  makinn  wise  the 
simnle.'  so  that  even  the  little  child  can 
understand  its  messane." 

Rpvelation  then  is  the  set  of  God  bv 
which  He  ronveved  to  man  the  Rihle 
truths  causinn  him  to  know  new  truths 
and  also,  which  amonn  the  farts  hp.  a.1- 
readv  knew,  to  write  down.  Inspiration 
is  that  act  of  God  bv  wkirh  He  rame 
uoon  the  writers  of  the  r>lr)  Testament 
and  New  Testament  causinn  them  to 
write  these  truths  free  from  anv  kind 
of  error.  Hence  the  Rihle  in  its  orininal 
form  which  consisted  of  several  m^nu- 
scriots  was  aiven  to  man  in  that  form, 
free  from  human  error.  For  instance,

LIVE  THE  TRUTH 

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:16;  Acts  5:1-11; 
Ephesians  4:25 

Memory  Verse:  Exodus  20:16 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Our  lesson  for  today  is  built  around 
the  general  theme  of  truth  and  truthful- 
ness, of  their  importance  in  our  relation- 
ship to  ourselves,  to  our  neighbors,  and 
to  our  God. 

The  Lord  Jesus  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  truth  by  making  it  an  emblem  of 
Himself,  and  He  frequently  made  use  of 
the  word  "true"  as  an  adjective  describ- 
ing such  words  as  Light,  Vine,  Shepherd, 
etc.,  when  using  them  in  reference  to 
Himself  and  His  ministry. 

We  cannol  overestimate  the  role  which 
truthfulness  plays  in  our  dealings  with 
others,-  for  unless  they  are  able  to  have 
confidence  in  what  we  have  to  say  and 
have  trust  in  our  personal  integrity,  all 
of  our  dealings  with  them  will  be  as 
though  we  were  dealing  with  strangers. 
It  is  also  important  that  we  be  true  to 
ourselves;  for  when  we  attempt  to  de- 
ceive ourselves,  we  are  but  weaving 
webs  which  will  ultimately  entangle  and 
destroy  us.  Most  important  of  all  we 
must  be  true  to  God  and  truthful  in  all 
our  dealings  with,  and  relationship  to 
Him,-  for  He,  who  termed  Himself  the 
"Truth,"  will  not  tolerate  falsehood  and 
deceit  in  those  who  profess  to  be  His 
followers. 

Our  lesson  text  for  today  is  composed 
of  Exodus  20:16,  which  forbids  the  giv- 
ing of  false  witness;  of  Acts  5:1-11, 
which  stresses  the  importance  of  being 
truthful  to  God,-  and  of  Ephesians  4:25, 
which  constitutes  an  exhortation  to  put 
away  all  manner  of  falsehood,  and  em- 
brace and  make  full  use  of  truth  in  all 
of  our  conversation. 

The  purpose  of  today's  study  is  to  help 
us  realize  the  importance  of  truthfulness 
and  personal  integrity  to  our  lives  and 
Christian  ministry.— The  Teen-Age  Teach- 
er (F.W.B.). 


II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  One  of  the  bad  things  about  telling 
lies  is  that  the  liar  gets  to  the  place 
where  he  cannot  believe  what  anyone 
else  tells  him.  You  see,  we  have  a  tend- 
ency to  judge  others  by  ourselves. 

B.  Can  one  ever  tell  a  lie  by  being 
silent?  Some  might  say  "no,"  but  we 
believe  that  this  is  possible  when  your 
silence  allows  the  person  to  go  on  be- 
lieving what  is  untrue,  and  you  know 
that  this  is  the  case.  This,  we  believe, 
is  lying  by  silence. 

C.  If  you  steal  someone's  money,  he 
can  replace  it,  and  often  the  loss  of  what 
has  been  stolen  does  not  really  hurt.  But 
if  we  steal  one's  reputation  with  lies  and 
slander,  this  cannot  be  replaced.  This 
hurts  more  than  the  loss  of  money. 

D.  Are  churches  ever  guilty  of  lying 
when  they  make  representations  about 
speakers  and  services  that  are  mislead- 
ing?-^ Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  We  are  constantly  building  relation- 
ships in  life.  Earliest  associations  are 
formed  in  the  home.  One  of  the  first 
principles  we  learn  in  the  home  is  that 
we  must  tell  the  truth.  Lying  to  parents 
or  brothers  and  sisters  is  a  major  offense 
in  most  homes,  for  compatability  depends 
largely  upon  honesty.  If  we  would  have 
happy  and  harmonious  homes,  each  mem- 
ber must  be  honest  with  every  other 
member. 

In  the  work-a-day  world,  each  indi- 
vidual builds  some  kind  of  relationship 
with  his  co-workers  and  with  his  em- 
ployer or  employee.  If  these  associa- 
tions are  to  be  pleasant  and  profitable 
ones,  truth  is  basic.  Exaggerating  griev- 
ances, falsifying  a  fellow-worker's  ability 
for  the  sake  of  personal  advancement, 
and  the  like  destroy  confidence  and  pro- 
ductive working  conditions. 

A  third  important  area  where  integ- 
rity is  a  vital  necessity  is  in  the  church. 
The  enriching  fellowship  of  believers  de- 
pends heavily  upon  the  honesty  and  sin- 
cerity of  each  member.  Slander  is  never 
more  heinous  a  sin  than  when  commit- 
ted by  a  church  member.   Falsehood  is 


never  more  destructive  than  will 
comes  from  a  professing  Christian 
pocrisy  is  never  more  repulsive 
when  observed  within  the  ranks  \ 
church.

God  caused  Moses  to  write  the  words  of 
Satan,  the  serpent,  exactly  as  they  were 
spoken  as  occurs  in  the  third  chapter  of 
Genesis,  and  also  those  spoken  by  him 
in  the  first  and  second  chapters  of  Job, 


as  they  were  spoken  by  him  on  those  oc- 
casions. 

Since  the  word  inspiration  means  "God 
breathed,"  we  may  say  here  without 
reasonable  contradiction  that  God  con- 
trolled each  human  writer,  causing  him 
to  record  each  thought  and  word  as  God 
intended.  However,  in  most  cases  the 
words  recorded  were  words  from  the 
writer's  own  personal  vocabulary  and 
the  exact  words  God  wanted  used  to  ex- 
press exactly,  not  only  the  thought  con- 
tent, but  that  thought  in  the  very  same 
and  exact  words  of  God's  own  choice. 
To  claim  any  less  for  the  Bible  would 
be  falling  short  of  what  the  Bible  teach- 
es and  what  the  nature  and  attributes  of 
God  demand.

To  be  sorry:  to  feel  sorrow,  regret,  penitence,  or  pity.  How  easy  it  is  for  some  people 
to  say  "I'm  sorry,"  but  how  hard  it  is  to  prove  it  by  their  deeds— especially  if  they  are  under 
close  observation.

thought  to  be  degrading!  This  is  regretful,  but  nonetheless  a  fact  unless  one  has  an  es- 
pecially close  relationship  to  his  Lord. 

All  of  us  do  things  that  demand  our  uttering  the  words  "I'm  sorry,"  but  often  pride 
will  prevent  our  voicing  these  words.  The  fact  is  that  we  hate  to  admit  that  we  are  wrong 
or  at  fault;  and  though  our  conscience  may  dictate  an  apology  at  some  wrong  deed,  we  fre- 
quently squash  the  urge  to  burst  forth  with  a  sincere,  penitential  plea  for  forgiveness.  This 
happens  in  daily  life:  work,  play,  even  worship.  When  it  happens  in  worship  situations,  it 
is  dangerous  indeedl 

Many  of  us  are  plagued,  as  it  were,  by  ambivalence;  that  is,  we  have  a  simultaneous 
attraction  toward  and  repulsion  from  an  object,  person,  action,  or  situation.  Because  of 
this  aspect,  we  find  ourselves  in  predicaments  that  require  our  admitting  that  we  have 
erred— perhaps  not  intentionally— but  nevertheless  to  the  degree  that  some  corrective  action 
on  our  part  is  required.  A  sad  factor  is  that  all  too  often  we  aren't  willing  to  exercise  this 
corrective  action. 

Psychologists  often  project  fhe  idea  that  some  individuals  have  such  a  strong  love  for 
someone  that  their  fear  of  losing  that  someone  will  compel  them  to  make  certain  state- 
ments or  gestures  which  indicate  quite  the  opposite  of  love  for  that  person.  Again,  this  is 
relative  to  ambivalence:  attraction  toward  and  repulsion  from  at  the  same  time.  Regrets 
are  felt  but  often  unexpressed.  An  "I'm  sorry"  could  alter  many  undesirable  situations, 
but  without  the  spoken  words;  well,  there's  little  need  to  say  more  here.  .  .  . 

It  has  bean  proven  that  we  often  hurt  the  people  we  love  most.  It  has  also  been 
proven  that  it  is  more  difficult  to  say  that  we  are  sorry  to  the  ones  we  love  so  well.  They're 
supposed  to  know  that  we're  sorry,  to  our  way  of  thinking.  They're  supposed  to  know 
that  we  love  them  without  our  telling  them,  and,  certainly,  it  is  better  to  "show"  love  than 
to  "tell"  it;  but,  telling  it  is  important.  Society  has  impressed  upon  us  the  idea  that  it  is 
a  sign  of  weakness  for  one  to  apologize,  that  one  should  not  have  to  submit  to  such  em- 
barrassment. One  oddity— and  it  is  an  oddity  when  one  intelligently  considers  the  matter 
—is  that  it  is  easier  to  say  "I'm  sorry"  to  a  stranger  into  which  you  accidentally  bumped 
than  it  is  to  say  "I'm  sorry"  when  you  have  hurt  a  loved  one's  feelings.  Certainly,  some  of 
our  close-knit  families  will  take  issue  with  this  concept;  nevertheless,  if  we  are  honest  and 
apply  this  concept  to  the  next  situation  to  which  this  might  apply,  more  than  likely  we  will 
see  the  truth  of  it.  To  reiterate  a  thought,  they  (the  members  of  our  families)  are  sup- 
posed to  know  that  we  are  sorry  without  being  told;  yet,  again,  "telling"  is  really  important. 

Question:  When  was  the  last  time  you  said  a  genuine  "I'm  sorry"  to  your  child,  your 
husband,  or  your  wife?  Think!  Has  there  been  a  situation  lately  which  required  an 
apology  which  you  let  "slide"  by?  Did  you  suffer  perhaps  and  feel  a  little  defeated  in- 
wardly that  you  were  not  strong  enough  to  say  the  words— or  did  you  just  not  care? 

As  this  wiiier  has  always  contended:  It  takes  a  big  man  to  admit  that  he's  wrong. 
How  many  of  us  are  big  men?  How  many  of  us  readily  admit  our  shortcomings?  Do  we 
think  that  we're  more  than  human?  Do  we  think  that  we  have  a  premium  on  knowledge, 
that  our  wisdom  is  the  greatest,  that  our  words  are  the  most  profound?  If  so,  we  have 
erred  indeed— by  even  entertaining  such  thoughts. 

"I'm  sorry  that  I  missed  that  appointment  with  you.  I'm  sorry  that  I  failed  to  do 
that  job  you  asked  me  to  do.  I'm  sorry  that  I  scraped  your  bumper.  I'm  sorry  that  I  broke 
your  vase.  I'm  sony;  I'm  sony;  I'm  sorry"— we  could  go  on  and  on.  Being  sorry  is  good, 
but  not  enough.  One  should  do  something  to  make  up  for  the  mistake  or  whatever  makes 
necessary  his  saying  "I'm  sorry."  This  is  not  always  required,  but  it  is  the  ethical  thing  to 
do— to  make  amends. 

When  one  comes  to  Christ,  he  says  to  Him:  "Lord,  I'm  sorry  for  the  sins  I've  com- 
mitted. Please  forgive  me  for  these."  If  the  plea  is  sincere,  it  is  heard  and  the  person  is 
forgiven.  Each  of  us  has  the  power  to  change  our  destiny.  How  sad  is  the  fact  that  some 
people  don't  seem  to  want  to  do  anything  about  this,  or  when  they  do  decide  that  they 
want  to  do  something  about  it,  it  is  too  late;  for,  He  tells  us  that  His  Spirit  will  not  always 
strive  with  us— despite  how  sorry  we  are.  Sometimes  when  a  person  "comes  to  himself"  as 
did  the  prodigal  son,  the  Father  is  not  there  to  welcome  him  with  open  arms.  .  .  .  Mind 
you,  it's  not  the  Father's  fault;  it's  the  "son's." 

All  of  us  fall  short— this  editor  does  daily  in  so  many  ways.  He  is  thankful  that  when 
he  does  the  chastisement  of  the  Lord  is  upon  him,  for  then  he  knows  that  the  Lord  is  still 
with  him.  .  .  . 

Truly,  sometimes  I  (your  editor)  am  not  quite  the  man  I  ought  to  be— and  I'm  sorry. 
.  .  How  about  you?    Be  honest  now.

Let's  get  acquainted  with  the  General 
Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
by  reviewing  its  purpose  and  some  brief 
historical  facts. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall 
be  to  unite  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  in 
a  Christian  fellowship  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  kingdom  of  God  through 
worship,  missions  and  evangelism,  educa- 
tion, literature,  benevolences,  and  other 
means  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 
This  fellowship  recognizes  the  individual 
freedom  and  mutual  dependence  of  all 
who  believe  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Saviour. 

Brief  Historical  Facts 

No  record  has  been  found  which  would 
lead  one  to  believe  that  the  Freewill  or 
Free  Baptist  of  the  North  and  the  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  have  the  same  origin. 
The  Freewill  Baptists  had  their  origin  in 
New  Hampshire  with  Benjamin  Randall  as 
the  founder,  while  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  had  their  origin  in  North  Caro- 
lina with  Paul  Palmer  as  the  founder. 
After  the  two  groups  became  acquainted, 
a  strong  bond  of  fellowship  was  estab- 
lished, and  it  is  thought  by  many  that 
they  might  have  merged  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  political  factions  which  re- 
sulted in  the  Civil  War. 

After  the  Civil  War,  the  Randall  group 
outgrew  the  Palmer  group  and  spread  in- 
to the  midwest.  Missionaries  were  sent 
out,  colleges  were  started,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  was  organized.  As  they 
grew,  pride  asserted  itself  and  they  be- 
came more  and  more  liberal.  As  a  result, 
agitation  arose  for  their  merger  with  a 
larger  group.  Finally,  in  1911,  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  of  Freewill  Baptists 
merged  with  the  Northern  Baptist  Con- 
vention of  Missionary  Baptists.  However, 


there  were  many  churches  who  did  not 
go  along  with  the  merger,  but  they  were 
scattered  and  had  no  centrai  government 
or  organization. 

In  1916  an  effort  was  made  to  organ- 
ize "All  Freewill  Baptists"  into  one 
group.  The  resulting  organization  was 
the  "Co-Operative  General  Association  of 
Freewill  Baptists."  Like  the  old  General 
Conference  after  which  it  was  patterned, 
this  association  met  triennially.  Dele- 
gates from  both  North  Carolina  and  Ten- 
nessee were  present  at  this  organiza- 
tional meeting. 

At  the  second  meeting  of  the  Co-Opera- 
tive  General  Association  a  controversy 
arose  over  ihe  doctrine  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  This  controversy  showed  that 
the  Randall  group  and  the  Palmer  group 
were  doctrinally  incompatible  and  the 
delegates  from  North  Carolina  and  Ten- 
nessee withdrew. 

On  May  26,  1921,  a  group  met  at  the 
Cofer's  Chapel  Church,  Nashville,  Tennes- 
see, to  organize  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists. In  this  meeting  delegates  were 
present  from  North  Carolina,  Georgia, 
Alabama,  and  Tennessee.  Although  the 
number  was  small,  the  delegates  were 
optimistic  and  the  "General  Conference 
of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  the 
United  States"  was  born.  This  body  con- 
tinued to  grow  and  hold  annual  meetings 
for  16  years. 

In  1935  representatives  from  both  the 
Co-Operative  General  Association  and  the 
General  Conference  met  at  the  Cofer's 
Chapel  Church  in  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
and  organized  the  National  Association. 
In  the  beginning  the  National  Associa- 
tion was  to  meet  every  three  years  and 
the  Co-Operative  General  Association  and 
the  General  Conference  were  to  continue 
to  meet  annually.  This  lasted  until  the 
second  session  of  the  National  body.  The 
last  session  of  the  General  Conference, 
in  name,  was  at  Black  Jack  Church, 
Greenville,  North  Carolina,  in  1935;  how- 
ever, in  compliance  with  a  ruling  of  the 
National  body,  the  name  was  changed  to 
"Eastern  Association"  and  continued  to 
hold  sessions  annually  until  the  second 
session  of  the  National  Association  when 
there  was  a  constitutional  amendment 
providing  for  annual  sessions.  With  this 
arrangement,  the  Eastern  and  Western 
Associations  discontinued  their  function. 
Whether  this  was  done  officially  or  by 
common  consent  we  do  not  know,  as  no 
record  available  at  this  time  furnishes 
this  information.  The  last  session  of  the 
Eastern  Association  (formerly  General 
Conference)  evidently  was  held  with

A  flood  of  memo- 
ries rushed  upon  him.  Things  that  the 
teacher  said  came  back  to  him.  His  heart 
melted,  he  pulled  himself  over  the  little 
railing,  went  to  the  grave,  and  there  he 
gave  his  life  to  Christ  as  he  knelt  down  and 
kissed  the  very  dirt  on  the  grave  of  his 
faithful  old  teacher.  He  entered  the  min- 
istry and  became  the  pastor  of  one  of  the 
most  prominent  churches  in  Virginia,  and 
one  of  the  most  greatly  beloved  of  all  the 
Virginia  pastors.  And  yet  his  old  teacher 
had  gone  to  his  grave  years  before,  feeling 
that  his  work  was  a  failure  as  far  as  that 
boy  was  concerned.— Selected.

Justin  Martyr,  A.D.  133:  "On  the  day 
called  Sunday  all  who  live  in  the  city  or 
in  the  country  gather  together  to  one 
meeting  place  and  the  memoirs  of  the 
apostles  or  the  writings  of  the  prophets 
are  read,  as  long  as  time  permits;  then 
when  the  reader  has  ceased,  the  minister 
verbally  instructs  and  exhorts  to  the 
imitation  of  these  things.  Then  we  all 
rise  and  pray  together.  .  .  ." 

Pliny,  the  governor  of  Bithynia  in  Asia 
Minor,  in  A.D.  112,  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
Emperor  Trajan  in  which  he  says,  after 
a  careful  examination  of  Christians  in 
regard  to  their  worship:  "On  the  day 
called  Sunday,  they  are  wont  to  meet 
together  before  it  is  light  at  a  stated 
place  and  sing  among  themselves  a  hymn 
to  Christ  as  God.  .  .  ." 

In  less  than  one  year,  this  man  sent 
his  troops  to  this  meeting  place  where 
the  people  gathered,  they  nailed  the 
doors  and  windows  shut,  and  burned  the 
building  down  around  those  people. 

Yes,  these  people  thought  of  worship 
as  public  expression.  They  could  have 
set  aside  times  for  meditation  and 
thanksgiving,  for  reading  and  prayer,  for 
discussion  in  their  own  homes,  and  thus 
avoided  the  dangers  they  were  subject 
to.  But  they  accepted  the  risks,  even  of 
death,  and  gathered  together  in  public 
worship  and  won  an  empire  to  Christ.  I, 
for  one,  am  not  willing  to  discard  such 
bravery  as  foolish! 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Statement  of 
Faith  and  Discipline  presents  our  con- 
cept on  Page  33:  "A  Christian  church  is 
an  organized  body  of  believers  in  Christ, 
who  statedly  assemble  to  worship  God, 
and  who  sustain  the  ordinances  of  the 
gospel  according  to  the  Scriptures.  Be- 
lievers in  Christ  are  admitted  to  this 
church  on  giving  evidence  of  faith  in 
Christ,  obtaining  consent  of  the  body, 
being  baptized,  and  receiving  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship."  Now,  it  is  evident 
from  such  terms  as:  "organized  body," 
"statedly  assemble,"  "obtainina  consent 
of  the  body,"  etc.  that  the  Free  Will  Bap- 


tist concept  of  the  church  is  that  of  an 
organized,  institutional  church. 

B.  Is  It  Too  Expensive  to  Build  and 

Maintain  Churches? 

The  "house-church"  crowd  would  have 
us  to  believe  that  church  buildings  are 
used  only  once  or  twice  a  week.  This 
is  simply  nol  true!  If  a  church  is  active, 
its  facilities  are  used  regularly.  This  is 
really  an  excuse  to  avoid  responsibility. 

One  of  the  noticeable  features  of  those 
early  Chnslians  is  that  the  majority  of 
them  were  poor  people,  slaves  in  fact,  in 
many  cases,-  yet,  what  giving  character- 
ized their  lives!  and  how  Paul  could  take 
the  gospel  to  others  through  their  sacri- 
ficial giving!  Some  say,  "But  some  peo- 
ple are  just  too  poor  to  build."  It  is  a 
recognized  fact  that  any  group  of  peo- 
ple can  erect  a  place  of  worship  equal  to 
the  average  dwelling  of  that  group.  As 
I  listen  to  such  arguments,  I  am  remind- 
ed of  the  Jews  when  Haggai,  the  prophet, 
said,  ".  .  .  This  people  say,  The  time  is 
not  come,  the  time  that  the  LORD'S 
house  should  be  built"  (1:2).  But  the 
house-church  advocates  need  to  read  the 
rest  of  that  chapter.  These  people  were 
poor  too,  but  God  said,  "Go  up  to  the 
mountain,  and  bring  wood,  and  build  the 
house;  .  .  ."  (1:8). 

Some  of  the  house-church  people  then 
say,  "But  the  mission  field  is  different." 
I  say  to  them,  "The  whole  world  is  a 
mission  field!"  In  preparing  this  mes- 
sage, I  had  before  me  one  of  the  leading 
textbooks  on  missions.  On  Page  301  of 
Missionary  Principles  and  Practices  by 
Harold  Lindsell,  we  read,  "The  problem 
of  a  church  building  should  be  the  prob- 
lem of  the  local  church.  .  .  .  The  archi- 
tectural forms,  size,  and  the  raising  of 
the  money  are  their  problem.  If  they 
have  no  money,  let  them  build  the  place 
of  worship  with  their  own  hands  and 
materials,  but  they  must  build." 

C.  Admittedly,  Our  Main  Purpose  Is  to 

Lead  Men  to  Christ,  but  It  Is  Not 
Our  Only  Purpose 

There  is  a  great  danger  of  losing  sight 
of  the  church  in  the  endeavor  to  em- 
phasize the  kingdom  and  Christendom. 
But  brethren,  it  is  no  small  thing  to  talk 
of  the  church,  though  the  kingdom  and 
Christendom  seem  so  large  in  compari- 
son. We  cannot  distinguish  and  contrast 
the  church  and  Christianity  to  the  dis- 
paragement of  the  church.  It  is  well  to 
note  that  Jesus  Christ  identifies  Himself 
with  the  church  and  not  Christendom 
(see  Acts  9).  He  gave  His  life  that  He 
might  found  a  church  not  Christendom

It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  someone 
talk  about  how  stingy  Free  Will  Baptists 
are.  Based  on  the  record  of  their  giv- 
ing, this  is  not  true.  The  per  capita  giv- 
ing of  North  Carolina  Free  Will  Baptists 
will  rank  along  with  that  of  any  major 
denomination  in  the  country.  Our  people 
give,  and  give  generously  when  a  cause 
is  properly  presented  to  them.

Another  very  common  statement 
among  us  preachers  is  that  churches  of 
other  denominations  pay  their  pastors 
more.

Go  to  any  denomination  you 
wish  and  then  take  Free  Will  Baptist 
churches  ot  comparable  size,  and  you 
will  find  that  our  churches  measure  up. 
Of  course,  there  are  some  exceptions  in 
our  group  as  there  are  in  any  group.  But 
the  truth  is  that  church  by  church,  mem- 
ber by  member,  Free  Will  Baptists  give 
as  much  as  the  other  churches  located  in 
our  area.

Question:  When  and  where  will  the 
dgment  take  place? 

Answer:  I.  The  judgment  at  the  Cross 
as  already  taken  place.  At  it  Satan  was 
jdged  and  his  power  broken.    At  the 
ame  time  the  sins  of  believers  were 
jdged  and  put  away.   "Verily,  verily,  I 
ay  unto  you,  He  that  heareth  my  word, 
nd  believeth  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath 
verlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come  into 
ondemnation,-  but  is  passed  from  death 
nto  life"  (John  5:24);  "Now  is  the  judg- 
lent  of  this  world:  now  shall  the  prince 
f  this  world  be  cast  out.  And  I,  if  I  be 
fted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all 
hen  unto  me"  (John  12:31,  32);  "For  he 
ath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us,  who 
,lnew  no  sin,-  that  we  might  be  made  the 
ighteousness  of  God  in  him"  (2  Corin- 
ihians  5:21);  "Christ  hath  redeemed  us 
jirom  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a 
jurse  for  us:  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is 
Ijvery  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree"  (Gala- 
ians  3:13);  "For  even  hereunto  were  ye 
ialled:  because  Christ  also  suffered  for 
|s,  leaving  us  an  example,  that  ye  should 
.ollow  his  steps:  Who  did  no  sin,  neither 
was  guile  found  in  his  mouth:  Who, 
when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again,- 
Wien  he  suffered,  he  threatened  not; 
lut  committed   himself   to   him  that 
bdgeth  righteously:  Who  his  own  self 
jare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  the 
ree,  that  we,  being  dead  to  sins,  should 
ive  unto  righteousness:  by  whose  stripes 
je  were  healed"  (1  Peter  2:21-24). 

When  Christ  was  crucified,  He  was 
faking  our  place  and  the  wrath  of  God 
evealed  from  heaven  against  all  ungod- 
ness  due  to  be  executed  against  me 
nd  all  sinners,  fell  upon  Him  instead  of 
ie  and  all  else  who  had  sinned.  Now 
hat  this  was  done,  we  have  this  won- 
erful  possibility:  "He  that  believeth  on 
he  Son  hath  everlasting  life:  and  he 
hat  believeth  not  the  Son  shall  not  see 
ife,-  but  the  wrath  of  God  abideth  on 
im"  (John  3:36).  Also  we  are  told, 
Therefore  doth  my  Father  love  me,  be- 
ause  I  lay  down  my  life,  that  I  might 


take  it  again.  No  man  taketh  it  from 
me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself.  I  have 
power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power 
to  take  it  again.  This  commandment 
have  I  received  of  my  Father"  (John  10: 
17,  18);  "He  that  believeth  on  him  is  not 
condemned:  but  he  that  believeth  not  is 
condemned  already,  because  he  hath  not 
believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begot- 
ten Son  of  God"  (John  3:18).  John  5:24 
(quoted  above)  was  made  possible  only 
because  Christ  willingly  went  to  the 
Cross.  So  now,  by  believing  in  the  sense 
as  we  are  told  in  Romans  10:9-11,  we 
appropriate  for  ourselves  the  pardon 
Christ  purchased  when  He  gave  His  life 
a  ransom  for  our  lost,  hell-bound  souls. 
Now  we  who  believe  or  walk  by  faith 
are  free  from  the  judgment  resting  upon 
the  whole  world  of  men,  women,  and 
children  since  Adam  and  Eve  transgress- 
ed and  ate  the  forbidden  fruit.  Being 
of  their  fallen  nature,  we  have  all  sin- 
ned and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God— 
the  glory  in  which  we,  as  a  race,  were 
created  in  Adam.  Are  you  not  glad  in- 
deed that  Christ  died  for  us  and  was 
brought  into  judgment  so  that  by  His 
stripes  we  are  healed?  I  am  because 
there  was  no  hope  for  me  apart  from 
Him.  Now  we  believers  ".  .  .  in  him  we 
live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being;  .  .  ." 
(Acts  17:28). 

II.  Then  there  is  a  judgment  now  tak- 
ing place  continually,  day  in  and  day 
out,  each  second  of  each  day,  in  the  life 
of  each  and  every  believer.  "For  if  we 
would  judge  ourselves,  we  should  not  be 
judged.  But  when  we  are  judged,  we 
are  chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we  should 
not  be  condemned  with  the  world"  (1 
Corinthians  11:31,  32);  "In  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye  are  gath- 
ered together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the 
power  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  To  de- 
liver such  an  one  unto  Satan  for  the  de- 
struction of  the  flesh,  that  the  SDirit 
mav  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Je- 
sus" (1  Corinthians  5:4,  5);  "Holding 
faith,  and  a  good  conscience,-  which  some 


having  put  away  concerning  faith  have 
made  shipwreck:  Of  whom  is  Hymenaeus 
and  Alexander;  whom  I  have  delivered 
unto  Satan,  that  they  may  learn  not  to 
blaspheme"  (1  Timothy  1:19,  20).  Here 
in  this  last  passage  we  note  the  judg- 
ment of  God  being  exercised  toward 
those  who  have  failed  to  judge  them- 
selves correctly  in  the  violation  of  God's 
law.  Also  we  note  His  admonition  that 
each  Christian  believer  judge  himself  by 
God's  standard  as  set  forth  in  the  Bible 
and  that  is  Christ.  I  need  not,  I  must 
not,  judge  myself  according  to  my  per- 
sonal standard,  but  according  to  Christ 
as  my  standard. 

Dr.  William  Evans  reminds  us  in  his 
book,  "Great  Doctrines  of  the  Bible," 
Page  254:  "This  continual  judgment  must 
be  going  on  in  the  life  of  the  believer  or 
there  will  be  judgment  from  God  be- 
cause of  the  consequent  failure  to  grow 
in  grace.  There  must  be  constant  and 
continual  judging  of  sin  as  it  comes  up 
in  the  beiiever's  life."  "This  then  is  the 
message  which  we  have  heard  of  him, 
and  declare  unto  you,  that  God  is  light, 
and  in  him  is  no  darkness  at  all.  If  we 
say  that  we  have  fellowship  with  him, 
and  walk  in  darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not 
the  truth:  But  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as 
he  is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellowship 
one  with  another,  and  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin" 
(1  John  1:5-7).

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The  Peril  of  Creed 

Lesson  Text:  Exodus  20:17;  Luke  12:15- 
21;  1  Timothy  6:6-10 

Memory  Verse:  Luke  12:15 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  sin  of  covetousness  leads  to  the 
breaking  ot  all  the  commandments.  Is- 
rael coveted  kings  like  the  nations  about 
them  and  this  led  to  the  rejection  of 
Jehovah,  the  worship  of  idols,  and  the 
desecration  of  God's  name.  Millions  who 
are  greedy  for  money  and  for  pleasure 
fail  to  keep  the  Lord's  Day  holy.  Count- 
less murders  have  been  committed  by 
persons  who  coveted  the  possessions  of 
others.  Indeed,  the  mass  murders  of 
warfare  may  be  traced  to  covetousness 
in  the  hearts  of  men  and  nations.  Covet- 
ing another  man's  wife  or  husband  has 
broken  countless  homes  and  hearts. 
Covetous  people  do  not  hesitate  to  lie 
to  attain  their  ends.  Those  who  have 
covetousness  in  their  hearts  are  always 
in  danger  of  breaking  any  and  all  of  the 
Ten  Comamndments. 

God  must  consider  greed  and  covetous- 
ness a  very  serious  sin,  for  He  has  listed 
it  with  some  of  the  most  awful  sins 
known  to  man:  "Mortify  therefore  your 
members  which  are  upon  the  earth;  for- 
nication, uncleanness,  inordinate  affec- 
tion, evil  concupiscence,  and  covetous- 
ness, which  is  idolatry:  .  .  .  anger,  wrath, 
malice,  blasphemy,  filthy  communica- 
tion .  .  ."  (Colossians  3:5,  8).  We  can 
see  by  this  that  one  who  covets  or  is 
greedy  is  in  some  pretty  bad  company. 

What  a  man  does  with  what  he  has 
determines  very  largely  what  he  will  be. 
What  a  man's  attitude  is  toward  what 
belongs  to  another  determines  very 
largely  how  he  will  treat  that  person. 
Our  lesson  today  has  some  important 
truths  on  these  matters.— The  Advanced 
Quarterly  (F.W.B.).

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Covetousness  is  greed,  and  greed  is 
a  by-product  of  a  materialistic  age.  Sure- 
ly this  describes  the  day  in  which  we 
live.  One  symbol,  perhaps  more  than 
any  other,  is  representative  of  modern 
society.  For  the  vast  majority,  money 
and  possessions  are  the  motivations, 
goals,  and  satisfactions  of  life. 

A  far  different  philosophy  is  taught 
by  God.  Wealth  is  not  to  be  selfishly 
hoarded,  but  shared.  Children  of  God 
are  not  to  covet  the  wealth  of  their  for- 
tunate neighbors,  but  are  to  supply  the 
needs  of  their  less  fortunate  neighbors. 

Though  we  sometimes  wonder  if  we 
are  the  victims,  rather  than  the  benefi- 
ciaries, of  affluence,  most  of  us  know 
someone  less  fortunate  than  ourselves. 
Each  of  us  possesses  something  that  can 
be  shared  with  others.  Sharing  with 
others  reveals  that  we  have  a  right  rela- 
tionship with  our  fellow  human  beings. 
As  we  share  our  material  blessings  with 
others  we  give  evidence  that  we  have  a 
right  relationship  with  the  Lord  too.  As 
we  do  good  unto  others,  Jesus  tells  us 
in  Matthew  25:34-40,  we  render  service 
to  Him. 

Youth  would  say,  "This  is  where  it's 
at!"  Jesus  said  it  a  bit  differently  in  to- 
day's memory  selection:  "And  he  said 
unto  them,  Take  heed,  and  beware  of 
covetousness:  for  a  man's  life  consisteth 
not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things  which 
he  possesseth"  (Luke  12:15).  In  a  nut- 
shell, the  meaning  is  this:  "Share  your 
living  and  find  your  life."— Standard  Les- 
son Commentary.

For  24  years,  the  National  Association 
is  the  only  large  body  of  Free  Will 
ptists  in  the  country.  During  this 
re  much  growth  was  experienced:  a 
liege  was  instituted,  missionaries  were 
nt  out,  and  many  churches  were  or- 
nized.  With  the  passing  years,  three 
ngs  became  apparent,  even  to  the 
ikual  observer:  (1)  A  spirit  of  independ- 
tjcy  prevailed  which  made  it  impossible 
harmony  to  exist  between  the  various 
ards  and  departments  of  the  Associa- 
in.  (2)  Pride  began  to  raise  its  head 
.lain  and  the  Association  began  to  pat- 
jn  itself  after  larger  denominational 
ibups.  (3)  Although  the  independency 
I  the  local  church  was  preached  long 
Id  loud,  the  Association  more  and  more 
pie  to  support  authority  over  the  state 
i|d  regional  organizations.  These  things 
ijsulted  in  the  withdrawal  of  groups  in 
liirida,  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  West 
rginia,  Ohio,  and  the  whole  State  Con- 
ation of  North  Carolina. 

jAt  the  time  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
invention's  withdrawal  in  1961,  a  liai- 
h  committee  was  appointed  to  work 
'Jth  other  groups  who  might  be  inter- 
red in  the  formation  of  a  "National 
Ijllowship  of  true  Original  Free  Will 
Ijptists."  After  much  correspondence 
Id  many  personal  contacts,  a  group 
lit  at  the  Mayflower  Restaurant,  Lake 
tfy,  South  Carolina,  June  25,  1963.  Six- 
;n  people  were  present  representing 
£  l|rth  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and 
'.xas.  Contact  was  made  by  telephone 
''th  a  group  in  Florida.  Even  though 
e  group  was  small  and  much  had  been 
|t  to  the  National  Association,  the 
pup  showed  optimism  and  foresight 
«d  agreed  to  meet  again. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  the 
furch  at  Colquitt,  Georgia,  on  August 
1963,  with  the  attendance  of  ap- 
Dximately    200.     Florida,  Georgia, 
uth   Carolina,   North   Carolina,  and 
xas  were  represented.    A  temporary 
(Ionization  was  set  up  and  a  provisional 
(istitution  adopted.    The  name  "Fel- 
vship  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists" 
s  used. 

The  next  session  met  on  the  campus 
Chipola  Junior  College,  Marianna, 
I  rida,  on  July  7,  1964.  Delegates  from 


six  states  were  present.  At  this  session 
the  name  "International  Convention  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists"  was  used. 
However,  no  permanent  organization  was 
instituted. 

In  1965  the  session  met  at  the  East 
Rockingham  Church,  Rockingham,  North 
Carolina,  with  200  people  in  attendance. 
At  this  session  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted:  "In  as  much  as  this  or- 
ganization has  the  same  purpose  and  is 
composed,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  same 
groups  as  the  old  General  Conference  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists;  therefore,  be 
it  resolved:  (1)  That  we  recognize  this 
organization  as  a  continuation  and  en- 
largement of  the  General  Conference  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  the  United 
States.  (2)  That  a  committee  of  three 
be  elected  to  study  our  historical  rela- 
tionship to  the  General  Conference  and 
make  such  recommendations  as  are  neces- 
sary to  guide  us  in  our  purpose  of  con- 
tinuing and  enlarging  the  General  Con- 
ference of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists." 

In  compliance  with  the  above  resolu- 
tion, the  Historical  Relations  Committee 
was  elected  and  after  having  been  given 
some  time  and  study  to  the  movements 
of  the  various  groups  and  organizations 
going  under  the  name  Free,  Freewill,  and 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  we  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  since  the  National 
Association  of  Free  Will  Baptists  is  a  re- 
vision and  revival  of  the  Benjamin  Ran- 
dall movement  began  in  1780  in  New 
Hampshire,  there  is  necessity  for  reviv- 
ing of  the  traditions  and  customs  of  the 
movement  introduced  in  America  by 
Paul  Palmer.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
that  this  session  being  held  with  the 
Laurel  City  Church,  Ottawa,  West  Vir- 
ginia, be  recorded  as  the  third  session 
of  the  revived  General  Conference  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  or  the  19th 
annual  session  with  a  lapse  of  25  years 
while  being  affiliated  with  the  National 
Association;  and  that  we  go  on  from  here 
in  the  name  of  our  blessed  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ  whose  cause  we  de- 
votedly espouse.

(His  funeral  was  conducted  by  his 
istor,  the  Rev.  Leonard  B.  Woodall  Jr., 
d  Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper,  president  of 
jount  Olive  College,  a  former  pastor. 
'ie  following  tribute  was  given  by  Dr. 
iper.) 


The  biblical  word  that  best  describes 
fib  M.  Harrison  to  me  is  "patriarch," 
term  which  means  "father,"  and  in 
e  Bible  is  typified  by  such  men  as  Ab- 
nham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob.  A  patriarch 
i'as  the  head  of  a  long  family  line  and 
leir  long  lives  were  described  as  their 
eing  "full  of  years." 

These  men  were  distinguished  not 
nly  for  the  old  age  they  attained  but  as 
len  who  felt  near  to  God— men  to  whom 
od  was  real.  Wherever  they  went,  they 
eared  altars  for  the  worship  of  God,  and 
hey  also  believed  that  God  was  willing 
o  be  a  guest  in  even  their  humble  tents.

I.  An  Earthly  Father 

Zeb  M.  Harrison  was  a  patriarch  to 
his  family,  and  it  was  a  large  family.  In 
biblical  days  children  were  considered 
a  sign  of  God's  blessing,  and  Mr.  Zeb 
looked  upon  his  family  in  this  spirit. 
Actually,  he  left  more  descendants  than 
Jacob  carried  to  Egypt! 

Not  only  was  it  a  large  family— it 
was  a  good  family.  Mr.  Zeb  and  "Miss 
Ida"  loved  their  children,  and  although 
they  did  not  provide  for  them  every- 
thing they  wanted,  they  did  provide 
their  needs,  and  these  included  hard 
work  and  discipline.  Not  all  their  chil- 
dren attended  an  academic  college,  but 
they  all  were  students  of  the  University 
of  Experience. 

Mr.  Zeb  loved  his  children  too  much 
to  pamper  them,-  instead  he  taught  them 
the  enduring  values  of  life:  love  for  God, 
respect  for  others,  loyalty  to  their 
church,  honesty  in  their  dealings,  and 
service  to  humanity.  He  was  indeed  a 
patriarch  to  his  family— a  father,  a  lead- 
er, a  teacher— and  the  family  he  left  has 
made  a  difference  in  Hull  Road  church 
and  in  the  community  at  large. 

Each  of  his  children  can  truly  say,  "I 
have  a  goodly  heritage." 

II.  A  Father  of  the  Christian  Faith 

Not  only  was  Mr.  Zeb  a  father  to  his 
family,  he  was  also  a  church  father— a 
father  of  the  faith.  It  was  through  the 
church  that  I  met  him,  and  without  the 
church  I  probably  would  never  have 
known  him,  with  the  results  that  my 
life  would  have  been  the  poorer. 

Just  as  he  loved  his  family,  he  loved 
Hull  Road  church.  When  I  was  his  pas- 
tor twenty  years  ago,  Mr.  Zeb  was  just 
retiring  from  his  farming  interests  and 
he  took  the  time  to  go  with  me  on  visits 
to  the  membership  of  the  church  and  to 
others  in  the  community.  He  knew 
everybody— and  they  knew  him.  He  was 
one  of  the  best  friends  a  young  pastor 
could  have. 

It  was  the  practice  of  Hull  Road 
church  at  its  spring  quarterly  meeting 
to  vote  on  its  pastor  for  the  forthcom- 
ing year,  and  I  shall  long  remember  an 


experience  on  one  of  these  occasions. 
My  wife  and  I  had  just  moved  into  the 
newly  buiit  parsonage,  we  had  planted 
our  small  garden,  and  on  the  day  of  the 
quarterly  meeting  I  went  to  the  parson- 
age to  awail  the  vote  of  the  church.  Mr. 
Zeb  was  delegated  to  call  me  back  to 
the  church  for  an  announcement  of  the 
decision.  As  we  walked  across  the 
church  yard,  he  probably  felt  the  anxiety 
that  filled  my  mind,  for  he  said,  "Every- 
thing is  all  right.  I  told  them  we  could 
not  let  our  young  preacher  go  because 
he  had  already  planted  his  collards!" 
Needless  to  say,  I  kept  collards  in  my 
garden  as  long  as  I  stayed  at  Hull  Road 
church. 

Today,  I  cannot  think  of  Zeb  Harrison 
without  thinking  of  his  church  and  his 
faith.  His  religion  was  not  his  words 
or  his  dress,  but  his  life.  He  was  indeed 
a  father  of  the  faith,  and  he  left  us  all  a 
"goodly  heritage."  It  is  the  memory  of 
men  like  him  that  gives  substance  to  the 
hymn: 

"Faith  of  our  fathers!  We  will  love 
Both  friend  and  foe  in  all  our  strife: 

And  preach  thee,  too,  as  love  knows  how, 
By  kindly  words  and  virtuous  life: 

Faith  of  our  fathers!  holy  faithl 
We  will  be  true  to  thee  till  death!"

Antique  Wooden 
Patterns  Given  to 
Mount  Olive  College 

Hundreds  of  handmade  wooden  pat- 
terns, some  of  them  nearly  one  hundred 
years  old,  have  been  given  to  Mount 
Olive  College  by  Dewey  Brothers  (metal 
works  and  foundry  firm)  of  Goldsboro, 
North  Carolina,  and  will  be  sold  at  public 
auction  on  Saturday,  August  4.  The 
auction  will  begin  at  10  a.m.  at  The 
Wayne  County  Fair  Grounds  located  on 
Highway  117,  three  miles  south  of 
Goldsboro. 

The  patterns  are  truly  antiques  of 
skilled  craftsmanship  and  represent  the 
historic  development  of  Eastern  North 
Carolina  for  almost  a  century.  Dewey 
Brothers  began  operations  in  1884  and 
produced  metal  works  for  both  industry 
and  agriculture.  Every  product  made 
was  molded  from  a  expertly  hand-pro- 
duced pattern,  and  Dewey  Brothers  has 
given  its  entire  stock  of  patterns  to  the 
College  with  the  view  that  they  will  be 
sold  and  the  proceeds  go  entirely  to  the 
College. 

Graham  Clark,  a  professional  auc- 
tioneer, is  donating  his  services. 

Antique  dealers  over  a  wide  area  have 
expressed  interest  in  these  patterns, 
which  are  all  precision  carved,  mostly 
from  Carolina  pines.  They  range  in  sizes 
of  wrist  watches  to  locomotive  parts, 
and  include  the  replica  of  many  farm  im- 
plements.

According  to  2  Corinthians 
5:1,  5,  7,  9  and  1  Corinthians  4:5  the 
indication  is  that  those  of  this  judgment 
are  to  have  praise  of  God.  So  instead 
of  seeing  this  as  the  judgment  for  des- 
tiny, we  are  to  see  it  as  the  judgment 
for  adjustment,  for  rewards,  or  the  lack 
of  rewards  as  the  case  may  be. 

2.  Of  the  living  nations:  This  judg- 
ment takes  place  at  the  second  coming 
of  Christ.  Dr.  William  Evans  gives  the 
following  discussion,  Pages  254-255,  in 
his  book,  The  Great  Doctrines  of  the  Bi- 
ble: 

"Matthew  25:31-46.  This  judgment 
will  take  place  at  the  coming  of  Christ 
with  His  saints.  Note  three  things  in 
this  chapter:  first,  the  marriage  supper 
of  the  Lamb  (vv.  1-13);  second,  the  judg- 
ment of  the  saints  (vv.  14-30);  third,  the 
judgment  of  the  living  nations  (vv.  31- 
46).  This  is  not  a  general  judgment  of 
good  and  bad,  for  there  are  three  class- 
es here.  'My  brethren'  can  hardly  re- 
fer to  the  saints,  for  then  it  would  be 
'inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  your- 
selves, ye  have  done  it  unto  me.'  Nor 
is  the  church  in  this  judgment,  for  she 
is  already  translated  and  rewarded  as 
we  have  seen.  The  church  no  more  be- 
longs to  the  nations  than  does  Israel. 
The  nations  are  those  who  deal  with  Is- 
rael through  the  Great  Tribulation.  The 
'brethren'  are  probably  the  Jewish  rem- 
nant who  have  turned  to  Christ  during 
the  Greal  Tribulation  and  whom  the 
antichrist  has  severely  persecuted  as 
also  have  many  of  the  wicked  nations, 
like  Russia  today.  This  is  a  judgment 
of  nations  that  are  living,-  there  is  no 
mention  of  the  dead." 

3.  Great  White  Throne  Judgment: 
"And  I  saw  a  great  white  throne,  and 
him  that  sal  on  it,  from  whose  face  the 
earth  and  the  heaven  fled  away,-  and 
there  was  found  no  place  for  them.  And 
I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand 
before  God;  and  the  books  were  open- 
ed: and  another  book  was  opened,  which 


is  the  book  of  life:  and  the  dead  were 
judged  out  of  those  things  which  were 
written  in  the  books,  according  to  their 
works.  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead 
which  were  in  it;  and  death  and  hell  de- 
livered up  the  dead  which  were  in  them: 
and  they  were  judged  every  man  accord- 
ing to  their  works.  And  death  and  hell 
were  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.  This  is 
the  second  death.  And  whosoever  was 
not  found  written  in  the  book  of  life 
was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire"  (Revela- 
tion 20:11-15).  This  comes  after  the 
millennial  reign  of  Christ  and  therefore 
after  the  judgment  of  the  living  nations 
as  seen  in  Matthew  25.  This  is  a  judg- 
ment of  those  that  are  dead  and  were 
not  resurrected  when  the  righteous  dead 
were  but  1,000  years  after.  (See  Reve- 
lation 20:1-10.)  The  living  nations  are 
judged  at  the  beginning  of  the  millennial 
reign  of  Christ,  but  the  Great  White 
Throne  Judgment  occurs  at  its  conclu- 
sion. The  living  nations'  judgment  deals 
with  the  living,  but  the  Great  White 
Throne  Judgment  with  the  dead.  The 
former's  severity  depends  upon  their 
conduct  toward  their  brethren,  the  Jews,- 
the  latter's  with  general  sins  recorded  in 
the  books  that  shall  be  opened  on  that 
occasion,  since  their  names  are  not 
found  in  the  book  of  life. 

4.  Judgment  of  Israel  or  the  Jews  as 
we  sometimes  call  them:  This  will  prob- 
ably take  place  at  the  end  of  the  Great 
Tribulation.  (See  Ezekiel  20:33-44  and 
Psalm  50.16-22.) 

5.  Judgment  of  fallen  angels:  'And 
the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first 
estate,  but  left  their  own  habitation,  he 
hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chains  under 
darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great 
day"  (Jude  6);  "For  if  God  spared  not 
the  angels  that  sinned,  but  cast  them 
down  to  hell,  and  delivered  them  into 
chains  of  darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto 
judgment"  (2  Peter  2:4).  The  believers 
take  pari  in  this,  "Know  ye  not  that  we 
shall  judge  angels?  how  much  more 
things  that  pertain  to  this  life?"  (1  Co- 
rinthians 6:3).

The  Great 
Commandment 

Lesson  Text:  Deuteronomy  6:4,  5;  Mark 
12:28-34;  Romans  13:8-10 

Memory  Verse:  1  John  4:21 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

For  the  last  ten  Sundays  we  have  been 
studying  the  Ten  Commandments.  Our 
lesson  today  is  a  summary  of  all  these. 
Does  not  the  Bible  teach  that  if  we  love 
God  with  all  heart,  mind,  and  strength, 
and  our  neighbor  as  ourself,  we  have 
fulfilled  the  law?  So  this  lesson  today 
is  one  of  the  most  important  lessons 
that  we  have  had  in  a  long  time. 

God's  covenant  with  Israel  was  in- 
corporated in  the  law  of  Moses.  The 
Ten  Commandments  were  a  part  of  this 
covenant  that  Israel  pledged  themselves 
to  keep.  Paul  tells  us  that  the  law  was 
added  because  of  transgressions,  till  the 
seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise 
was  made  (see  Galatians  3:9).  The  first 
promise  of  this  "seed"  is  found  in  God's 
statement  to  the  serpent  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden  (see  Genesis  3:15).  The  promise 
was  later  repeated  to  Abraham  and 
others:  "And  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth  be  blessed;  .  .  ." 
(Genesis  22:18). 

It  is  evident  that  the  law  was  not  suf- 
ficient to  fulfill  ail  of  God's  purposes  for 
men,-  otherwise,  Jesus  need  not  have 
come.  He  came  not  to  destroy  the  law 
nor  to  condemn  the  world  (see  John  3: 
17).  He  came  to  fulfill  the  law  (see  Mat- 
thew 5:17).  Jesus  lived  under  the  law 
and  fulfilled  the  law.  He  fulfilled  its 
shadows  and  types.  Moreover,  He  ful- 
filled the  law  by  keeping  it  perfectly. 
After  His  resurrection,  Jesus  reminded 
His  disciples,  ".  .  .  These  are  the  words 
which  I  spake  unto  you,  while  I  was  yet 
with  you,  that  all  things  must  be  ful- 
filled, which  were  written  in  the  law  of 
Moses,  and  in  the  prophets,  and  in  the 
psalms,  concerning  me"  (Luke  24:44). 

Because  Christ  said  that  He  came  to 
fulfill  the  law,  many  feel  that  we  are  no 


longer  under  the  law.  It  is  true  that  we 
are  not  under  the  law  of  Moses,  but  we 
are  under  the  law  of  Christ.  The  law  of 
Christ  is  given  in  Galatians  6:2,  "Bear 
ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfil 
the  law  of  Christ."  So  the  law  of  Christ 
requires  that  we  bear  one  another's  bur- 
dens, and  this  is  the  law  of  love.  Jesus 
himself  said,  ".  .  .  Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 
This  is  the  first  and  great  command- 
ment. And  the  second  is  like  unto  it, 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thy- 
self. On  these  two  commandments  hang 
all  the  law  and  the  prophets"  (Matthew 
22:37-40).-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Love  of  God  is  the  basis  of  the 
Christian  life. 

B.  Note  the  relationship  of  the  love 
of  God,  love  of  neighbor,  and  love  of 
self. 

C.  Jesus'  emphasis  on  the  spirit  of  the 
law  goer  beyond  mere  obedience  to  the 
letter  of  the  law. 

D.  Love  as  the  motive  and  enabler  be- 
hind responsible  living  fulfills  the  law. 

E.  The  practice  of  Christian  love 
should  be  seen  in  the  everyday  life  of 
youth. 

F.  Cite  areas  of  need  calling  for  com- 
passionate and  intelligent  action. 

—The  Teen-Age  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  This  quarter's  lessons  have  recalled 
the  Ten  Commandments,  which  were  first 
engraved  upon  stone  tablets  by  Moses 
at  Mount  Sinai.  Through  the  centuries 
that  followed,  the  scholars  of  Israel  de- 
termined to  "interpret,"  "expand,"  and 
"clarify"  the  ordinances  of  God.  Their 
meticulous  labors  resulted  in  a  bulk  of 
minute  regulations  that  were  burden- 
some, if  not  impossible,  to  practice. 

Jesus  brought  moral  encouragement 
to  a  people  frustrated  by  their  repeated 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  live  "by  the 
law."  He  condensed  God's  precepts  to 
two  great  guiding  principles:  love  God 
and  love  your  neighbor.    Here  is  the 


commandment  that  embraces  all  lf 
others.  The  person  who  truly  loves  n 
will  quite,  naturally  make  a  consc« 
and  conscientious  effort  to  please  In 
He  will  express  His  devotion  in  term|j 
reverence  for  the  Creator.  The  one  , 
truly  loves  his  fellowman  will  do  3 
that  which  will  bring  him  benefit  p 
blessing.  Because  this  is  the  natunlj 
true  love  Augustine  could  rightfully! 
duce  the  whole  of  scriptural  legislaj 
to  this  ultimate  simplification:  "Lie 
and  do  what  you  like."— Standard  Lei 
Commentary.

THE  PLEA  WAS  "PLEASE  HELP  ME!"  WOULD  YOU  HAVE  ANSWERED? 


"PLEASE  HELP  ME!" 

You  receive  a  phone  call  late  at  night,  and  the  voice  on  the  other 
end  is  hysterical.  Between  sobs  and  incoherent  phrases  and  screams  of 
anguish,  you  can  distinguish  three  words:  "Please  help  me!" 

"Please  help  me !"  The  words  tear  at  your  heart,  and  you  want  to 
reach  out  with  all  your  might  to  give  that  person  whatever  assistance  he 
needs.  You  are  not  quite  sure  what  to  do,  except  to  say  that  you  will 
help,  that  you  will  do  whatever  you  can  to  make  the  situation  better. 
So,  you  thrust  forth  your  stoutest  efforts;  you  employ  all  the  empathy 
of  your  heart,  the  intelligence  of  your  mind,  your  soundest  reasoning 
powers,  and  you  try  to  turn  a  nightmare  into  a  pleasant  dream.  Your 
tone  of  voice  is  calm,  your  spirit  compassionate,  your  attitude  under- 
standing; and,  you  project  with  utmost  sincerity  your  desire  to  aid  that 
person  in  need. 

It  is  impossible  at  times  for  you  to  keep  your  composure.  Try  as  you  may,  you  cannot 
always  hold  your  own  tears  back,  though  this  might  be  classified  as  a  professional  sin.  It 
is  unwise  to  get  this  "involved,"  they  will  tell  you.  Certainly  you  would  not  want  to  break 
down  when  you  are  trying  to  help  someone  already  upset;  but  if  you  are  a  caring  person, 
you  cannot  help  but  "feel"  with  the  person.  It  is  not  impossible  for  a  warmhearted  person 
to  be  objective.  In  the  majority  of  cases  when  deep  understanding  and  an  expression  of 
real  concern  are  craved  by  the  individual  seeking  help,  a  warmth  expressed  from  the  person 
desiring  to  help  is  of  real  importance.  A  cold  "tafk-to-me-about-it"  approach  may  work 
for  some,  but  for  others  it  seems  comparable  to  indifference,  which  could  prove  disastrous. 
Of  course,  in  many  cases,  talking  about  it  is  all  one  can  do,  but  the  manner  in  which  one 
talks  can  be  the  key  factor  as  to  whether  the  would-be  helper's  "therapy"  proves  to  be 
beneficial  or  detrimental. 

Nothing  is  more  heartbreaking  than  to  hear  the  plea  of  a  lonely,  frightened  person  on 
the  other  end  of  a  phone  late  at  night,  grasping  with  all  his  hope  and  putting  all  his  trust 
in  a  friend— one  he  considers  his  only  friend,  the  only  one  who  cares  what  happens  to  him. 
When  his  world  has  crashed  down  around  him,  when  the  walls  of  his  room  have  caved  in 
upon  him,  and  when  he  feels  trapped— trapped  by  his  own  fears  and  frustrations  and  by 
difficulties  not  of  his  doing  and  with  which  he  is  unable  to  cope,  it  is  sad  indeed.  Few 
of  us  have  "been  there,"  but  this  writer  has  seen  it  happen  to  more  than  one  individual. 
Though  he  himself  has  never  experienced  it  in  a  personal  way,  this  writer  knows  what  it's 
all  about  to  think  that  no  one  cares,  that  there  is  no  one  to  whom  to  turn  when  one  is 
afraid  of  the  dark  loneliness  which  all  the  lights  in  the  house  cannot  dispel.  .  .  . 

How  thankful  should  we  be,  that  we  possess  a  certain  amount  of 
stability  and  how  careful  should  we  be  when  we  discuss  people  with  emo- 
tional problems!  How  very  heartless  we  are  if  we  be  counted  among 
those  who  make  fun  or  ridicule  the  mentally  disturbed  and  attach  un- 
kind names  to  them !  Only  by  the  grace  of  God  are  we  "sane."  Only  by 
the  grace  of  God  are  we  not  the  ones  screaming  for  help.  .  .  . 

Few  of  us  are  qualified  professionally  or  equipped  with  "credentials"  that  grant  us 
the  right  to  administer  aid  to  the  emotionally  disturbed.  On  the  other  hand,  all  of  us— if 
we  are  Christian  people— should  be  qualified  spiritually  and  equipped  with  a  God-given 
love  for  humanity  which  compels  us  to  do  whatever  we  can  to  make  more  bearable  the 
plight  of  these  people.  A  pat  on  the  back,  a  smile,  a  long  look  of  understanding,  a  soft- 
spoken  "Hello"  or  calmly-spoken  "Get  a  hold  of  yourself"— all  of  these  can  help.  And 
certainly,  prayer,  the  key  that  unlocks  the  door  and  the  line  that  reaches  to  heaven,  is  of 
incomparable  value. 

Patience  also  is  important.  We  must  wait  oftentimes  for  progress 
to  be  shown.  The  desired  goal  may  never  be  achieved,  but  help  can  be 
given  to  those  who  need  it,  even  by  us  who  think  we  don't  know  how  or 
what  to  do  when  someone  with  an  emotional  disturbance  asks  for  our 
help.  Love  and  understanding — perhaps  two  overused  words — are  pow- 
erful tools  that  can  be  employed  effectively  toward  the  saving  of  a  life, 
even.  .  .  .  "Please  help  me!  Please,  please  help  me!" — a  haunting  plea 
that  causes  sleepless  nights  for  the  one  who  seeks  help  and  for  the  one 
who  tries  to  provide  it.  Somehow  God,  as  is  always  the  case,  will  give 
strength  to  overcome,  if  we  will  allow  it  of  Him  and  trust  Him  for  it. 

Though  this  writer  has  never  been  so  emotionally  upset  as  to  beg  for  help  over  the 
telephone,  he  can  well  sympathize  with  those  who  have,  who  must,  and  who  will  continue 
to  do  so.  As  long  as  the  world  stands,  there  will  be  troubled  minds  and  broken  hearts 
that  need  and  deserve  the  help  of  us  who  profess  to  be  Christians.  As  long  as  the  world 
stands,  there  will  be  pleas  for  help;  and,  it  is  our  duty— a  godly  admonition,  in  fact— to 
supply  help  when  we  can. 

Guide  a  soul  to  God.  Listen  to  his  plea.  Grant  him  understanding. 
Tell  him  that  God  loves  him.  Tell  him,  too,  that  you  love  him.  What- 
ever happened  to  love  anyway? 

Woe  be  unto  us  who  turn  deaf  ears.  What  if  God  had  done  so  to  us 
when  we  begged  for  help?  Haunting  words,  "Please  help  me!"  How 
they  ring  in  one's  ears.  .  .  .

I  noticed  how 
bright  their  faces  were.  I  wanted  that  light 
for  myself  and  thought  if  I  came  to  work 
for  you  1  could  get  some  of  it.  My  hus- 
band tells  me  the  light  is  coming  and  I  was 
looking  in  this  little  mirror  to  see."  Not 
only  did  the  light  show  on  her  face,  but 
the  light  shone  in  her  heart.  She  became  a 
bright  and  active  Christian.— China's  Mil- 
lions.

In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  more 
Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  attend 
Mount  Olive  College,  the  College  is  con- 
tinuing for  the  upcoming  year  the  special 
scholarship  program  in  which  individual 
churches  and  the  College  give  an  equal 
amount  of  aid  to  prospective  students. 
The  combined  aid  may  cover  up  to  $500 
of  the  tuition  that  a  student  must  pay 
each  academic  year.  The  program  is  on 
a  voluntary  basis  for  those  churches 
which  wish  to  participate. 

To  qualify,  a  student  must  present  at 
the  time  of  his  registration,  or  the  church 
must  send  in  advance,  a  check  signed  by 
the  treasurer  with  the  specification  that 
the  check  is  for  a  scholarship  for  the 
student  named.  The  College  will  then 
provide  an  equal  amount,  up  to  $125 
per  semester,  as  a  scholarship.  Since 
there  are  two  semesters  in  an  academic 
year,  one  beginning  in  August  and  an- 
other in  January,  a  student  may  receive 
up  to  $250  from  his  church  and  another 
$250  from  the  College  for  a  total  of 
$500  under  this  program. 

Gifts  sent  to  the  College  for  this  pur- 
pose will  not  be  listed  toward  meeting 
the  "challenge"  assigned  that  church  for 
the  College,  but  will  be  recorded  as  "re- 
stricted income  for  church-college 
scholarships." 

It  is  understood  that  the  College  may 
use  its  own  funds  or  any  funds  admin- 
istered by  it  in  matching  the  scholar- 
ship from  the  church;  and  further,  that

ent  of  the  Home,  and  charged  this  com- 
mittee with  the  responsibility  of  taking 
the  appropriate  action  relative  to  the 
value  of  timber. 

After  several  meetings  and  much  dis- 
cussion, the  committee  has  agreed  to  let 
out  bids  to  several  large  lumber  com- 
panies reserving  the  right  to  refuse  any 
and  all  bids.  The  bids  will  be  opened  at 
the  Home  on  September  1,  1973. 

The  decision  to  sell  was  based  upon 
several  factors:  First,  the  timber,  or  80 
percent  of  it,  has  reached  a  mature 
stage,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  photograph; 
second,  more  cleared  land  is  needed  for 
pastures  so  that  the  cattle  herd  can  be 
increased;  third,  the  monies  received  will 
earn  more  money  placed  in  an  endow- 
ment than  can  be  realized  from  future 
growth  of  the  timber.  The  board  has 
previously  voted  that  when  the  timber 
was  sold  25  percent  of  the  revenue 
would  be  used  for  land  improvement 
(fencing,  ditching,  seeding,  etc.)  and  75 
percent  would  be  placed  in  an  endow- 
ment fund,  perhaps  with  Church  Finance. 

There  are  also  plans  to  replant  about 
60  acres  with  pine  seedlings  for  future 
timber  use.  As  future  plans  and  actions 
develop,  the  committee  and  board  of

Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  In  Action

Free  Will  Baptists  have  preached 
against  the  evils  in  our  society  for  many 
years.  In  recent  years  the  Supreme 
Court's  actions  have  limited  local  and 
state  governments  and  made  it  neces- 
sary for  them  to  comply  with  fed- 
eral rulings.  But  on  June  21,  1973,  the 
Supreme  Court  voted  five  to  four  in  favor 
of  putting  the  control  of  pornography 
distribution,  sales,  and  display  into  the 
hands  of  each  community. 

The  Lord  has  opened  the  door  of  op- 
portunity for  His  children,  as  the  ark  was 
prepared  when  the  flood  came.  I  pray 
that  we  Free  Will  Baptists  do  not  miss 
the  boat  of  opportunity  to  take  a  stand 
against  such  evils  as  pornography,  ob- 
scenity, etc. 

The  following  article  appeared  in  the 
Wilson,  North  Carolina,  Daily  Times  Fri- 
day afternoon,  July  27,  1973,  and  reads 
as  follows: 

Council  to  Contact  Local  Legislators 
TIGHTER  OBSCENITY  LAWS  URGED 

by  John  Scott 

Members  of  the  General  Assembly 
representing  Wilson  County  will  be 
strongly  urged  to  support  a  tightening 
of  the  state's  laws  against  obscene  films, 
books,  magazines,  and  other  material. 

The  change  in  state  statutes  was  urg- 
ed last  night  by  city  council  after  re- 
ceipt of  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Davie 
Brinson,  pastor  of  St.  Mary's  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  of  Kenly,  and  a  petition 
containing  177  signatures. 

In  his  letter,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brinson 
noted  a  recent  Supreme  Court  decision 
allows  local  standards  to  prevail  in  de- 
termining obscenity  and  asked  elected 
officials  of  the  county  to  crack  down 
on  pornography. 

The  officials  were  urged  to  "adopt 
means,  passing  ordinances,  etc.,  to  stop 
the  showing  of  X-rated  movies  in  local 
theaters,  the  operation  of  adult  book- 
stores and  the  sales,  distributions,  and 
showings  as  displays  of  any  kind  of  por- 
nographic literature  in  stores  of  public 
business  of  Wilson  County." 

County  Manager  Bob  Shuford  said  this 
morning  he  has  received  a  similar  letter. 

At  the  request  of  Mayor  H.  P.  Benton 
Jr.,  city  attorney  Louis  Meyer  explained 
that  the  existing  North  Carolina  statute 


was  enacted  in  1971  in  an  effort  to  bring 
state  law  into  conformity  with  the  then 
current  court  opinion. 

Under  the  19/ 1  statute,  two  criteria 
for  determining  obscenity  are  that  the 
material  be  ottensive  to  standards  ap- 
plicable to  the  nation  as  a  whole  and 
that  the  material  be  utterly  without  re- 
deeming social  value. 

Last  month,  the  Supreme  Court  render- 
ed an  opinion  tightening  criteria  for  de- 
termining obscenity.  The  court  said  lo- 
cal, rather  than  national  standards  of 
morality,  should  be  used  and  that  the 
material  taken  as  a  whole  must  be  with- 
out social  value. 

Meyer  said  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
state  attorney  general,  "our  solicitor," 
and  himself  that,  until  the  legislature 
acts  to  bring  state  statutes  governing 
obscenity  into  line  with  the  Supreme 
Court's  latest  opinions,  no  ordinance 
adopted  by  council  could  be  enforced. 

Mayor  Benton  then  suggested  that 
senators  and  representatives  serving 
Wilson  County  be  urged  to  support  neces- 
sary changes  in  the  law  to  effect  more 
stringent  curbs  on  obscene  material. 

Councilman  Elizabeth  Wells  moved  that 
the  legislators  be  written  a  letter  ask- 
ing them  to  "strongly  approve"  the 
court's  recent  opinion  and  also  go  on 
record  as  receiving  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brin- 
son's  letter  and  the  petition. 

"How  about  a  letter  signed  by  all  of 
council?"  asked  Councilman  Edgar  Nor- 
ris. 

The  mayor  was  authorized  to  write 
such  a  letter  to  be  signed  by  all  mem- 
bers of  council.

Four  of 
the  five  churches  in  the  conference  are 
pastored  by  men  who  are  college  grad- 
uates, and  the  fifth  one  has  some  train- 
ing and  considerable  experience.  The 
lay  leadership  within  the  churches  is 
equally  impressive.  This  is  a  group  of 
people  who  know  the  Lord  and  are  doing 
the  Lord's  work  in  an  efficient,  effective 
way. 

This  group  of  churches  is  loyal  to  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  denomination  as  we 
know  it.  They  are  spiritual,  but  not 
radical.  They  have  the  modified  con- 
ference type  government  just  as  we  have 
in  North  Carolina.  By  this  we  mean  that 
each  church  makes  its  own  decisions

p  other  words,  we  are  so  to  live  in 
Gist's  likeness  that  we  reflect  God  in 


Him  to  a  lost  world  to  the  degree  that 
the  people  see  us  in  such  a  sufficient 
clearness  of  spiritual  vision  that  they  are 
drawn  to  Christ,  and  through  Him,  to  the 
heavenly  Father  walking  in  the  path 
(Christ),  of  the  Word  of  God.  Then  again 
we  find  John  under  the  influence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  writing  concerning  the  holy 
city,  our  eternal  home.  "And  the  city 
had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the 
moon,  to  shine  in  it:  for  the  glory  of  God 
did  lighten  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the  light 
thereof"  (Revelation  21:23).  Jesus  tells 
us,  "Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men, 
that  they  may  see  your  good  works,  and 
glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven" 
(Matthew  5:16). 

All  things  were  created  by  Jehovah 
God.  "For  by  him  were  all  things  creat- 
ed, that  are  in  heaven,  and  that  are  in 
earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether  they 
be  thrones,  or  dominions,  or  principali- 
ties, or  powers:  all  things  were  created 
by  him,  and  for  him"  (Colossians  1:16). 
Things  were  created  by  Him  and  for  Him 
for  His  use  in  bringing  about  the  changes 
so  as  to  cause  all  of  it  to  bring  the  great- 
est glory  to  God  and  the  most  good  to  all 
those  who  seek,  find,  and  obey  Him.  All 
of  this  is  controlled  in  a  way  to  bring 
the  greatest,  most  severe  judgment  to 
those  who  refuse  Him,  substituting  their 
own  self-righteousness  for  His  true  right- 
eousness. Pharaoh  was  in  darkness.  He 
worshiped  heathen  idols.  God's  oppor- 
tunities came  to  him  repeatedly;  and 
even  though  he  appeared  to  be  moved 
by  the  miracles  God's  servants  perform- 
ed before  him  again  and  again,  he  in  his 
final  effort  thwarted  every  opportunity 
and  sought  to  destroy  the  servants  of 
God  by  bringing  complete  physical  dark- 
ness to  him  and  finally  spiritual  dark- 
ness. Because  this  man  has  had  his  last 
opportunity  to  obey  the  Word  of  God 
and  come  to  the  light  which  is  God  him- 
self, he  dies  in  his  sins  as  Pharaoh  did. 
Now  God  overruled  the  events  in  this 
man's  life,  freeing  His  own  from  under 
his  evil  taskmasters  and  shaping  the 


same  incident  in  a  way  so  as  to  bring 
Pharaoh  and  such  as  obeyed  him  into 
eternal  darkness. 

The  same  may  be  seen  in  the  way  God 
worked  through  Elijah  when  he  defeat- 
ed Jezebel's  prophets  of  Baal.  Complete 
and  final  darkness  came  to  the  Baal 
prophets  whom  Elijah  slew,  so  in  that 
sense  the  Lord  brought  about  the  evil 
condition  that  came  upon  these  enemies 
of  His  that  could  have  seen  the  light  in 
Him  had  they  sincerely  sought  it.  Evi- 
dently these,  like  antediluvians,  had  gone 
so  far  that  the  imagination  of  their 
hearts  was  completely  evil  all  the  time. 
Or  like  the  Amalekites,  their  cup  of 
iniquity  was  completely  full.  For  such 
God  has  designed  evil  and  darkness.  He 
prepared  the  lake  of  fire  for  the  devil 
and  his  angels  or  messengers.  He  so 
tells  us  in  His  Word  so  all  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  escape,  but  "He,  that  being 
often  reproved  hardeneth  his  neck,  shall 
suddenly  be  destroyed,  and  that  without 
remedy"  (Pioverbs  29:1).  In  this  way 
only  has  God  created  evil  or  darkness  or 
employed  evil. 

Everything  was  "very  good"  according 
to  the  Word  of  God  when  it  came  from 
His  creating  hand.  (See  Genesis  1:18, 
21,  25.)  The  ground  was  cursed  as  a 
judgment  that  resulted  from  the  sin  of 
Eve  and  Adam  as  they  partook  of  the 
forbidden  fruit.  They  did  this  in  obe- 
dience to  the  devil  (serpent).  If  they 
had  continued  to  obey  God  instead  of 
disobeying  Him  in  order  to  obey  Satan, 
they  would  not  have  fallen  from  the  lofty 
position  as  rulers  over  all  the  earth,  in- 
cluding the  creatures  in  the  sea,  the  heav- 
ens, and  the  land.  We  who  are  Chris- 
tians are  admonished  to  walk  circum- 
spectly before  God  so  that  all  who  ob- 
serve us,  lest  we  follow  Adam's  or  Cain's 
or  Esau's  example  and  forfeit  our  inherit- 
ance in  the  Lord,  will  not  be  as  the  fallen 
angels  who  descended  from  their  heaven- 
ly abode  to  the  place  of  judgment  they 
inherited  in  their  disobedience.

The  following  are  reports  of  the  work 
that  was  done  in  the  Philippines  during 
the  month  of  June,  1973. 

The  Rev.  Harold  Jones,  our  missionary 
to  the  Philippines,  reports  as  follows  on 
his  work:  Services  held,  15;  converts,  35; 
visits  made,  78;  tracts  distributed,  350. 
Concerning  his  work,  Mr.  Jones  states: 

"This  month  we  completed  the  con- 
struction on  the  new  chapel  and  had  the 
opening  service  July  1.  This  was  a  bless- 
ing we  shall  always  remember. 

"During  the  third  week  in  June  we 
began  the  'boat  ministry.'  We  visited 
three  small  islands  near  Puerto  with  the 
gospel  message.  One  island,  called  the 
'Canyon  Island,'  looks  very  favorable  for 
planting  a  church.  I'm  sure  this  will  be 
accomplished  in  the  next  few  months. 

"We  also  served  refreshments  to  the 
prisoners  during  the  month  of  June. 
They  greatly  appreciated  this  gesture  of 
kindness." 

The  Rev.  Pio  de  la  Rosa,  a  native  pas- 
tor, reports  on  his  work  in  Quezon  in 
the  Philippines  during  the  month  of 
June:  Services  held,  16;  converts,  30; 
visits  made,  114;  tracts  given  out,  183; 
self-Bible  studies,  30;  Bibles  given  out,  2. 

Both  of  these  devout  ministers  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  fine  work  in 
the  Philippines.  But  without  our  back- 
ing and  support,  this  work  cannot  con- 
tinue. Let's  be  constant  in  prayer  that 
this  work  will  not  lag  behind  while  the 
Joneses  are  at  home  on  furlough.

TEACH  YOUR  CHILD 
TO  ENJOY  SOLITUDE 

by  Dorothy  D.  Warner 

IF  your  child  is  in  a  family  of  several 
children,  he  will  probably  find  out 
for  himself  how  necessary  and  reward- 
ing some  time  alone  can  be.  However, 
if  he  is  an  only  child,  he  may  grow  up 
hating  to  be  alone  unless  you  help  him. 

Good  music  and  literature,  as  well  as 
an  appreciation  of  nature,  can  provide 
the  setting  for  a  child  to  discover  the 
pleasures  of  solitude.  Ease  silently  from 
the  room  where  you  and  your  child  have 
been  listening  to  music  or  where  you 
have  been  reading  together.  A  child  can 
start  out  with  "props"  but  should  learn 
to  abandon  them  for  dreams  and 
thoughts  of  past  experiences  that  can 
be  used  as  springboards  to  the  future. 

To  occasionally  practice  "aloneness" 
is  to  give  the  emotions  a  chance  to  ma- 
ture. Once  a  pattern  is  set,  a  child's 
imagination  will  take  over  to  color  his 
solitude  with  his  own  individual  rain- 
bow hues.  But  he  needs  to  be  guided 
into  the  habit  of  spending  a  quiet  time 
alone. 

I  know  of  small  girls  who  talk  to 
imaginary  playmates  or  to  dollies,  and  I 
know  of  boys  who  pop  out  from  behind 
a  divan  to  capture  a  make-believe  In- 
dian. One  very  small  boy  of  two  likes 
to  stack  small  cardboard  boxes  in  the 
form  of  lines  and  buildings.  He  likes 
to  set  a  play  table  and  also  to  arrange 
his  toys  in  a  row  on  a  shelf.  He  has 
been  brought  up  to  know  that  he  will 
spend  a  certain  time  each  day  alone  in 
his  room. 

A  woman  of  my  acquaintance  likes  to 
recall  her  childhood  quiet  time.  In  the 
evening  after  supper,  each  member  of 
the  family  went  somewhere  to  be  alone 
for  a  time— her  brother  to  the  moonlit 
creek  to  sprawl  on  his  stomach;  her 
father  to  his  den  and  newspaper,-  her 
mother  to  her  bedroom  to  read  her  Bible 
or  to  write  in  her  diary;  and  my  friend 
to  the  front  porch  swing  to  rock  back 
and  forth  and  sing.  Today,  a  mother 
of  three,  she  encourages  the  habit  of 
solitude  in  her  own  youngsters. 

Many  times,  I  prayed  over  some  prob- 
lem or  wish,  ascending  to  the  hill  of  the 
Lord  in  my  spirit.  I  thought  of  David 
in  solitude,  declaring  in  prayer,  "The 
LORD  is  my  shepherd;  I  shall  not  want" 
(Psalm  23:1).  Now,  as  a  writer,  I  cherish

Person 

Lesson  Text:  Proverbs  23:19-21,  29-35;  1 
Corinthians  10:12,  13 

Memory  Verse:  1  Corinthians  10:12 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Is  not  it  strange  that  the  state  will  sell 
a  man  liquor  and  then  put  him  in  jail  for 
getting  drunk?  Is  not  it  even  stranger 
that  a  man  can  pay  a  few  dollars  for  li- 
quor and  later  the  state  will  pay  thou- 
sands of  dollars  to  rehabilitate  him  and 
then  sell  him  more  liquor  to  get  drunk 
again?  Is  not  it  still  more  strange  that 
the  government  will  force  cigarette 
manufacturers  to  put  warning  labels  on 
their  products  and  yet  never  say  any- 
thing about  alcoholic  consumption,  es- 
pecially when  we  know  the  drunken 
drivers  will  probably  kill  more  people 
on  the  highways  in  one  year  than  have 
been  killed  in  Vietnam  for  the  past  ten 
years? 

We  hear  a  lot  about  drug  abuse  these 
days,  but  the  worst  drug  in  American 
culture  today  is  alcohol.  In  New  York 
City  alone  there  are  more  than  600,000 
alcoholics,  while  that  city  has  only  1 25,- 
000  drug  addicts.  As  one  North  Caro- 
lina editor  has  put  it,  "When  will  our  leg- 
islators stop  tiptoeing  around  the  liquor 
question  to  get  at  a  lesser  evil  of  nar- 
cotics?" Both  are  bad,  but  the  most 
naive  person  knows  that  "King  Alcohol" 
sits  on  the  drug  throne  in  America. 

Some  say  they  have  no  problem  with 
alcohol.  How  wonderful  I  But  they  have 
not  stopped  to  realize  that  alcohol  can 
easily  become  their  problem  even  if  they 
never  take  a  drink.  We  can  be  killed  on 
the  highway  or  the  street.  Evil  "push- 
ers" may  ensnare  our  children  and  cause 
them  to  drink.  Intemperate,  undiscip- 
lined persons  are  always  on  the  prowl 
to  bring  others  down  to  their  sodden 
level.  Alcohol  is  every  American's  prob- 
lem l-The  Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

We  believe  that  there  are  at  least  four 


steps  that  the  Christian  church  must  fol- 
low to  help  an  alcoholic: 

A.  Realize  that  the  grace  of  God  can 
help  a  man.  God  will  not  only  forgive 
a  man's  sin,  but  He  will  also  give 
strength  to  overcome  a  weakness. 

B.  Realize  that  while  we  do  not  have 
the  weakness  of  drink,  we  do  have  some 
other  weakness.  This  will  help  us  to  be 
patient  with  the  alcoholic. 

C.  Do  not  refuse  to  associate  with  the 
alcoholic,  but  take  him  in.  Then  demand 
that  he  live  up  to  a  standard  of  conduct 
acceptable  to  the  community  (with  God's 
help).  We  do  not  help  an  alcoholic  when 
we  pity  him. 

4.  Pray  for  the  alcoholic. 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Picture  a  man  walking  down  the 
street  with  a  sign  in  his  hands  that  reads, 
"Liquor  is  my  boss."  Could  that  man  be 
you?  "Unthinkable,"  you  say.  But  in 
effect  everyone  carries  a  sign  that  tells 
others  who  or  what  is  the  boss  in  his 
life.  This  sign  is  not  written  on  card- 
board, but  is  displayed  in  what  he  says 
and  does.  Few  can  misread  the  sign  of 
the  drunkard  who  spends  the  majority 
of  his  waking  hours  in  the  corner  saloon. 

And  there  are  other  bosses.  A  violent 
argument  is  heard  through  a  window. 
Someone  might  as  well  hang  out  this 
sign:  "My  temper  is  my  boss."  Few  of 
the  neighbors  can  miss  the  fact. 

Jealousy  is  a  more  subtle  boss.  But 
when  a  person  never  has  a  good  word 
for  anyone,  we  can  begin  to  see  that 
green-eyed  monster  rearing  his  ugly 
head.  The  feeling  of  resentment  toward 
another  is  difficult  to  hide.  It  peeps 
through  derogatory  remarks,  and  at 
times  may  spill  forth  in  uncontrolled 
rage. 

There  are  many  other  bosses  in  men's 
lives.  But  all  these  other  signs  can  fade 
into  the  background  and  eventually  dis- 
appear when  the  Holy  Spirit  is  made  the 
"boss"  in  one's  life.  When  the  Spirit  of 
God  takes  control  of  one's  heart  and  life, 
his  speech  and  actions  display  the  atti- 


tudes that  characterize  this  boss,  k 
joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  gentle^ 
goodness,,  faith,  meekness,  and  tei  s 
ance  permeate  his  life.— Standard  L«

"BOOZERS"  ARE  LOSERS! 

( "By-the-Bottle"  or  "By-the-Drink" ) 

Whether  it  be  contained  in  a  beautiful  decanter,  a  plain  bottle,  or  an  exquisitely- 
decorated  bottle,  when  booze  is  poured  into  pretty  little  glasses  and  mixed  (or  taken 
straight ) ,  it  causes  trouble. 

"Booze"  is  a  term  used  to  denote  an  intoxicating  drink,  especially  hard  liquor.  Intoxi- 
cating bever  iges  are  those  containing  in  various  quantities  portions  of  ethyl  alcohol.  Ethyl 
alcohol  ( ethanol )  is  formed  by  fermentation  of  any  sweet  fruit  juice;  it  is  made  industrially 
from  molasses,  potatoes,  and  grains— chiefly  corn.  Corn  contains  a  high  level  of  starch 
which  is  com  erted  into  fermentable  sugar  by  treating  it  in  a  specific  way  with  malt.  Ap- 
proximately ball  of  industrial  alcohol  is  manufactured  by  a  synthetic  chemical  process. 
The  diluted  alcohol  obtained  is  then  distilled  to  recover  96  percent  of  its  strength;  thus, 
four  percent  up  to  this  point  is  water.  Further  treatment  can  make  the  alcohol  100  per- 
cent, and  what  is  seen  by  the  eyes  is  a  colorless  liquid  that  looks  like  water  but  has  a 
mild  odor. 

What  does  this  have  to  do  with  booze?  A  lot!  This  ethyl  alcohol  is  mixed  with  other 
liquids  to  produce  different  brews  and  different  brands.  Beer,  for  example,  may  contain 
as  little  as  two  percent  ethyl  alcohol,  while  some  of  the  hard  liquors  may  contain  as  much 
as  68  percent.  Absinthe,  one  of  the  strongest  addictive  beverages,  which  is  made  from  the 
dark  green  oil  of  wormwood  having  anise  added  for  flavoring,  contains  68  percent  alcohol. 
The  flavors  of  hard  liquors  are  derived  from  berries  ( as  in  the  case  of  gin,  in  which  Juniper 
berries  are  used),  sugar,  and  other  flavorings  too  numerous  to  mention.  The  color  of  the 
hard  liquor  may  be  clear  (as  in  Vodka,  which  is  almost  odorless),  or  it  may  be  orange- 
yellow  or  brownish  in  hue. 

We  would  not  want  to  forget  illegally-distilled  liquor  or  "White  Lightning"  or  "Moon- 
shine," which  according  to  one  authority,  is  "clear  white  with  rusty  specks  floating  around 
in  it."    What  is  more,  it  is  poisonous! 

Alcoholic  drinks  are  as  old  as  history,  but  trouble  has  always  risen  from  their  im- 
proper use.  Noah,  for  example,  got  drunk  on  at  least  one  occasion  and  was  found  "un- 
covered" in  his  tent.    The  story  is  well-known  and  needs  no  retelling. 

Brewing  and  wine  making  were  especially  popular  during  the  Middle  Ages  ( 500— 
1500),  and  the  manufacture  ot  alcoholic  drinks  became  an  important  industry  during  the 
Renaissance  l'criod  (1400—1700  ).  And,  the  trend  toward  the  consumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages  has  grown  rapidly  since.  We  would  not,  of  course,  discount  the  medicinal  pur- 
poses of  alcohol;  but,  "self-presciipaon"  is  not  good.  Some  people  get  to  the  place  that 
they  can't  stop  "refilling"  the  "prefcription." 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  alcohol  is  a  depressant,  not  a  stimulant.  Acting  on  the 
control  centers  of  the  brain,  it  depresses  them  and  allows  the  drinking  person  to  exhibit 
unfavorable  behavior.  Acute  intoxication  causes  confusion  and  disorientation.  All  of  us 
have  observed  the  unsteady  gait  or  a  drunk  and  have  heard  his  thick-tongued,  incoherent 
mutterings.  All  drinkers,  however,  arc  not  and  cannot  be  classified  as  "drunks."  There 
are  the  "sophisticates"  who  pride  themselves  in  the  mixing  of  "little"  drinks  and  serving 
them  to  their  friends  at  a  party  or  a  home  gathering— just  to  be  sociable.  Their  contention 
is  that  it  is  important  from  the  social  standpoint  to  be  able  to  drink  "properly."  To  our 
way  of  thinking  and  from  the  Christian  standpoint,  there  is  really  no  "proper"  way  for  one 
to  drink  (aside  from  doctors'  orders).  The  whole  mess  throws  character  badly  out  of 
kilter. 

Of  course,  little  mixed  drinks  "on  the  rocks"  with  a  pretty  red  cherry,  a  nice  plump 
green  pimenlo-stuffed  olive,  or  sprig  of  mint  in  them  are  attractive  and  give  the  one  hold- 
ing the  glass  a  certain  prestigious  appearance  and  attributes  to  him  a  certain  social  "grace"; 
that  is,  until  he  has  had  so  many  that  he  doesn't  care  about  the  cherries,  olives,  or  what- 
ever, and  gulps  the  drinks  down  one  after  the  other  and  becomes  obnoxious.  The  ob- 
noxiousness  really  began  with  the  first  drink.  We  do  not  impose  our  personal  opinions 
upon  others,  but  when  asked  about  certain  evils  such  as  alcohol,  we  cannot  help  but  ex- 
press our  feelings.  Alcohol  is  an  evil— one  that  can  harm  us  or  our  loved  ones  directly  and 
indirectly.  We  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  harmful  effects  of  the  consumption  of 
beverage  alcohol  and  can  attest  to  its  danger.  While  your  editor  does  not  drink,  he  knows 
others  who  do  and  has  seen  what  started  out  as  a  social  drink  develop  into  alcoholism. 

There  is  really  nothing  funny  about  the  drinking  problem  that  plagues  millions  of 
Americans  and  others  throughout  the  world.  Though  their  antics  while  under  the  influ- 
ence of  alcohol  might  prove  amusing  to  us— even  to  the  extent  that  the  human  side  of  our 
natures  respond  with  a  smile  or  chuckle— the  severity  of  the  problem  admonishes  us  not 
to  take  it  too  lightly. 

This  writer  can  remember  as  a  young  boy  having  heard  sung  on  many  occasions,  by 
those  who  were  partakers  of  hard  drink,  the  following  barroom  song:  "Rye  whiskey,  rye 
whiskey,  rye  whiskey  I  cry;  if  I  can't  get  rye  whiskey,  I  think  I  will  die.  If  the  ocean  were 
whiskey  and  I  were  a  duck,  I'd  dive  to  the  bottom  and  never  come  up."  There  were 
variations  of  this  song  and  additional  verses,  but  the  point  is  made  without  elaborating. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  while  there  may  be  a  bit  of  humor  in  the  "reel,"  the  implication  is 
far  from  funny. 

How  about  "Ninety-nine  bottles  of  beer  on  the  wall,  ninety-nine  bottles  of  beer;  take 
one  down  and  pass  it  around,  ninety-eight  bottles  of  beer.  .  ."?  The  point  is  made  clear 
again  without  elaboration.  Presently  there  is  a  song  of  the  same  caliber  going  around  that 
asserts  that  "In  heaven  there  is  no  beer;  that's  why  we  drink  it  down  here."  Funny  to 
some,  and  to  others  not  so  funny!  Ask  the  alcoholic  how  funny  it  is.  Ask  his  family.  Ask 
someone  whose  child  was  killed  in  a  wreck  where  alcohol  was  a  deciding  factor.  They'll 
all  tell  you  just  how  "funny"  it  ia! 

We  are  certainly  not  fanatical,  but  we  cannot  help  but  be  concerned  about  the  current 
proposal  on  liquor-by-the-drink  in  North  Carolina  and  speak  out  against  it.  We  must,  in 
good  conscience,  call  for  its  defeat;  and  we  also  urge  our  people  to  lift  their  voices  in  pro- 
test. 

One  friend  remarked  jokingly  at  this  writer's  unfavorable  attitude  toward  drinking  that 
he  had  known  some  boozers  who  were  rather  successful,  though  he  did  not  approve  of  the 
habit  and  was  not  a  member  of  their  circle.  Our  contention  is  that  boozers  have  the  right 
to  choose  for  themselves,  but  it  is  a  known  fact  that  boozers  are  always  losers  in  the  end, 
for  God  will  be  the  final  Judge— not  we!  Comment?

When  he  came 
to  the  name  of  Eliseus  he  stammered  and 
stuttered  over  it.  He  went  back  to  the  be- 
ginning of  the  verse  and  began  to  read 
again,  but  when  he  reached  the  word 
"Eliseus"  he  could  not  get  over  it.  He  went 
back  the  third  time,  but  again  the  word 
was  too  much  for  him.  He  closed  the  Bible 
with  deep  emotion  and  looked  up  and  said, 
"Oh,  God,  use  this  stammering  tongue  to 
preach  Christ  crucified  to  these  people." 
The  power  of  God  came  upon  him,  and  one 
who  heard  him  often  at  other  times  said  to 
me  that  he  had  never  heard  Mr.  Moody 
pour  out  his  soul  in  such  a  torment  of  elo- 
quence as  he  did  then,  and  the  whole  audi- 
ence was  melted  by  the  power  of  God.—

I  could  not  read  the  Burial  Service  without 
my  speech  being  choked;  but  now  I  have 
had  so  many  funerals,  have  seen  so  many 
people  in  sorrow,  and  have  seen  so  much 
suffering,  that  I  can  read  the  Burial  Ser- 
vice without  tears.  Well,  perhaps  this  is 
part  of  the  gracious  providence  of  God  that 
the  burden  should  be  eased,  but  I  don't 
want  the  ease  of  it  to  be  at  the  cost  of  los- 
ing the  compassion  with  my  fellowmen.  I 
could  rather  have  the  tears,  I  would  prefer 
the  choking  speech.  I  would  prefer  that 
my  not-too-strong  body  should  be  tired  out, 
drained  out  twice  a  week,  if  I  might  only 
keep  my  compassion  for  my  fellowman."—

FREE  WILL  BAPTIST 


For  a  long  time  I  have  felt  that  the 
word  "revival"  means  different  things  to 
different  people.  Since  I  want,  and  I 
believe  my  people  want  revival,  I  decided 
to  try  to  find  out  what  the  word  means 
to  us.  So  in  the  midweek  prayer  meet- 
ing I  raised  this  question  for  discussion: 
"What  would  have  to  happen  in  this 
church  tor  you  to  feel  that  we  had  ex- 
perienced revival?" 

The  answers  that  were  given  to  this 
question  were  very  revealing.  Most  of 
the  answers,  by  the  way,  showed  that 
our  people  do  really  want  revival.  But 
when  they  begin  to  describe  the  hap- 
penings of  a  revival,  there  were  many 
different  answers:  a  great  increase  in 
attendance,  souls  saved,  more  expres- 
sions of  joy  among  the  people.  In  gen- 
eral, the  answers  that  our  people  gave 
to  the  question  are  the  same  ones  that 
your  congregation  would  probably  give. 
Not  all,  but  most  of  them  showed  that 
for  our  church  to  have  the  kind  of  meet- 
ing that  would  cause  the  members  to  feel 
that  we  had  experienced  revival,  some- 
thing very  sensational  would  have  to 
happen. 

Does  revival  always  take  the  form  of 
something  sensational  and  unusual  that 
attracts  a  lot  of  attention?  Could  it  be 
possible  thai  this  attention-attracting 
thing  is  really  what  we  want  rather  than 
a  renewal  of  life  and  interest  in  the 
church? 

Revival  is  a  personal  thing-a  thing 
that  takes  place  in  the  heart  of  a  believ- 
er. It  does  not  necessarily  effect  a 
whole  congregation  at  one  time.  In  fact, 
usually  only  a  very  few  are  effected  and 
then  it  spreads  from  them  to  the  others. 
We  speak  about  "a  week's  revival,"  but 
usually  the  coming  of  revival  to  a  church 
takes  a  much  longer  time  than  this.  Oh, 
the  sensational,  the  unusual,  the  visible 
part  may  take  place  in  one  service;  but 
one  may  be  sure  that  all  that  is  manifest 
in  that  service  did  not  come  to  pass  in 
that  service.  No,  I  am  not  preaching 
atheistic  evolution  or  saying  that  we 
grow  into  revival.    It  is  something  that

The  poet  Henry  Van  Dyke  said  about 
the  Bible: 

"Born  in  the  East  and  clothed  in 
Oriental  form  and  imagery,  the  Bible 
walks  the  ways  of  all  the  world  with 
familiar  feel  and  enters  land  after  land 
to  find  its  own  everywhere.  .  .  .  Children 
listen  to  its  stories  with  wonder  and  de- 
light, and  wise  men  ponder  them  as 
parables  of  life.  The  wicked  and  the 
proud  tremble  at  its  warnings,  but  to  the 
wounded  and  penitent  it  has  a  mother's 
voice.  It  has  woven  itself  into  our  dear- 
est dreams,-  ...  No  man  is  poor  or  deso- 
late who  has  this  treasure  for  his  own." 

The  Bible  differs  from  other  books  in 
at  least  five  ways.  First,  it  is  one  book, 
telling  one  continuous  story,  revealing 
one  God  and  one  doctrine  for  the  re- 
demption of  mankind.  Second,  it  is  one 
book  of  many  books.  Each  of  the  sixty- 
six  books  is  complete  in  itself,  but  each 
adds  to  the  general  unity  of  the  Bible. 
Third,  its  books  fall  into  groups,  such  as 
history,  law,  poetry,  and  prophecy. 
Fourth,  the  Bible  tells  the  story  of  man- 
kind, from  the  creation  through  the  his- 
tory of  the  nation,  Israel,  through  which 
God  has  chosen  to  show  Himself  to  the 
world.  Fifth,  the  central  theme  of  the 
Bible  is  Christ.  This  manifestation  of 
God  in  the  flesh,  His  death,  and  His 
resurrection  are  the  foundation  upon 
which  Christianity  rests. 

The  Bible,  the  spiritual  guide  of  mil- 
lions, is  read  daily  throughout  the  world. 
However,  the  Wycliffe  translators  esti- 
mate thai  there  remain  at  least  1,000 
languages  into  which  it  has  not  been 
transcribed.  How  thankful  we  should  be 
that  our  forefathers  had  the  vision  and 
courage  to  translate  it  into  the  English 
language!  May  the  day  soon  come  when 
God's  Holy  "Word  will  be  available  to  all 
people,  freely  read  by  all  the  world. 


Learn  to  read  the  unspoken  signs  of 
someone's  need.  The  one  who  needs  you 
the  most  may  be  the  last  one  to  tell  you 
so.

forms.  Space  is  still  available  in  the 
dormitories  for  those  who  wish  to  be 
resident  students. 

The  College  is  continuing  its  compre- 
hensive financial  aid  programs  which  of- 
fer to  any  qualified  applicant  100  per- 
cent of  the  funds  that  he  needs  to  at- 
tend. Money  is  available  in  the  form  of 
scholarships,  part-time  employment,  and 
loans.  Work-study  programs  may  be  ar- 
ranged whereby  the  student  is  employed 
on  campus  during  the  regular  term  to 
help  defray  part  of  his  expenses. 

The  newest  addition  to  the  financial 
aid  that  Mount  Olive  can  offer  to  the 
prospective  student  is  the  Basic  Educa- 
tional Opportunity  Grant  (the  "BEOG"), 
a  federal  program  which  has  been  fund- 
ed to  provide  a  maximum  award  of  $452 
for  the  firsl  year.  The  exact  amount  a 
student  can  receive  under  this  program 
is  determined  by  the  ability  of  the 
student's  parents  to  assist  with  his  edu- 
cational expenses. 

"The  'BEOG'  program  is  potentially  the 
most  significant  educational  legislation 
passed  by  Congress  in  more  than  a  de- 
cade," President  W.  Burkette  Raper  de- 
clared. "It  is  based  upon  the  principle 
that  every  American  is  entitled  to  higher 
education  a1  the  level  of  his  ability  and 
goals  in  life  and  at  the  college  of  his 
choice." 

Details  of  this  new  program  are  avail- 
able through  Charles  H.  Harrell,  business 
manager,  who  administers  financial  aid 
at  Mount  Olive  College.  Other  forms  of 
financial  assistance  are  also  available, 
and  interested  students  who  have  not  al- 
ready applied  for  admission  are  encour- 
aged to  contact  the  admissions  office,

The  heart  that  is  given  to  each 
Christian  is  both  purified  and  new  and 
the  Christian's  mind  is  renewed.  He  has 
the  mind  of  Christ  instead  of  a  carnal 
mind— the  kind  of  mind  all  the  unsaved 
have  when  they  have  been  born  again 
by  the  power  of  the  incorruptible  Word 
of  God.  The  Word  is  the  only  tangible 
means  through  which  this  is  brought 
about.  The  Word  is  received  by  the  man 
who  by  faith  accepts  it,  adopts  it,  appro- 
priates it,  and  personally  applies  it.  The 
Word  is  that  powerful  means  in  the 
hands  of  God  that  brings  about  regener- 
ation only  when  the  person  who  hears  it 
and  accepts  it  on  the  basis  of  its  claim 
for  itself.  It  says:  "For  the  word  of 
God  is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharper 
than  any  twoedged  sword,  piercing  even 
to  the  dividing  asunder  of  soul  and  spirit, 
and  of  the  joints  and  marrow,  and  is  a 
discerner  of  the  thoughts  and  intents  of 
the  heart"  (Hebrews  4:12);  "For  I  am  not 
ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for  it 
is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to 
every  one  that  believeth;  to  the  Jew 
first,  and  also  to  the  Greek"  (Romans  1: 
16);  "For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of 
God  the  world  by  wisdom  knew  not  God, 
it  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of 
preaching  to  save  them  that  believe  (1 
Corinthians  1:21);  "All  scripture  is  given 
by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable 
for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction, 
for  instruction  in  righteousness:  That 
the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  through- 
ly furnished  unto  all  good  works"  (2 
Timothy  3:16,  17).  Compare,  "Is  not  my 
word  like  as  a  fire?  saith  the  LORD;  and 
like  a  hammer  that  breaketh  the  rock  in 
pieces?"  (Jeremiah  23:29). 

In  the  sides  of  hills  where  there  is 
rock  it  was  necessary  for  the  kind  of 
farmers  in  Jeremiah's  day  to  use  a  ham- 
mer to  break  the  surface  rock  before 
planting  seeds,  otherwise  the  seeding  of 
the  ground  would  prove  worthless  at 
harvest  time  as  Jesus'  parable  in  Mat- 


thew 13:20,  21  suggests.  There  are  to 
be  found  such  rocky  patches  among  the 
hills  of  Tennessee  and  Western  North 
Carolina.  In  this  day  automatic  ham- 
mers, bull-dozers,  and  dynamite  are  used 
to  rid  the  land  of  rocks.  In  Jesus'  and 
Paul's  day  a  hammer  applied  manually 
was  often  employed  to  break  the  rocks 
in  pieces  so  one  might  remove  them  from 
the  area  to  be  cultivated.  God  uses  His 
Word  because  it  is  "the  (dynamite)  power 
of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that 
believeth."  When  the  person  is  saved 
the  stony  heart  is  removed  for  a  heart 
God  can  work  with  as  He  cultivates  the 
seed  planted  or  sown  that  has  sprung 
up.  God's  Word  must  be  continuously 
used  upon  the  changed  heart,  just  as  one 
must  cultivate  plants  for  which  soil  has 
been  prepared  and  which  have  been  sow- 
ed or  planted. 

That  is  the  reason  God  through  the 
Bible  admonishes  us  to  hide  it  in  our 
hearts.  (See  Psalm  1 19:10,  1 1,  133,  134; 
Psalm  23:4;  Psalm  1:2;  1  Timothy  2:15.) 
The  person  under  conviction  from  the 
hearing  of  the  Word  submits  to  its  power, 
is  saved,  continues  to  hear,  read,  and 
obey  it,  and  is  made  by  it  to  conform 
to  the  will  of  Christ.  He  thereby  grows, 
having  his  senses  thus  exercised  by  a 
continued  proper  use  of  it,  applying  it 
to  his  daily  living  and  thus  gives  the 
world  a  soul  winner.  "For  every  one 
that  useth  milk  is  unskilful  in  the  word 
of  righleousness:  for  he  is  a  babe.  But 
strong  meat  belongeth  to  them  that  are 
of  full  age,  even  those  who  by  reason  of 
use  have  their  senses  exercised  to  dis- 
cern both  good  and  evil"  (Hebrews  5:13, 
14);  "But  that  which  beareth  thorns  and 
briers  is  rejected,  and  is  nigh  unto  curs- 
ing; whose  end  is  to  be  burned.  But, 
beloved,  we  are  persuaded  better  things 
of  you,  and  things  that  accompany  salva- 
tion, though  we  thus  speak"  (Hebrews 
6:8,  9);  "Love  not  the  world,  neither  the 
things  that  are  in  the  world.  If  any  man 
love  the  world,  the  love  of  the  Father 
is  not  in  him"  (1  John  2:15).  Note  that 
all  these  Scriptures  when  taken  in  the 
light  of  each  other  and  viewed  in  the 
light  of  ail  the  Bible  teaches  us  concern- 
ing the  Bible  or  the  Word  of  God  and 
its  affect  upon  the  human  heart.  When 
used  as  prescribed,  first  it  brings  con- 
viction, awareness  of  our  sins,  confes- 
sion of  our  sins,  and  the  forsaking  of 
them.

On  Baptizing  Converts

I  baptized  31  people  in  Hoyunhoyun 
and  Tamnao,  Quezon,  last  May  25  and 
27  respectively. 

Only  God  knows  the  feeling  of  the 
converts  about  this  experience;  but  for 
the  baptizer,  I  know  that  it  was  spirit 
lifting  to  an  extent  that  one  desires  more 
of  it.  This  means  you  become  more  de- 
termined to  bring  more  people  to  the 
feet  of  the  Master.  Thus,  should  I  have 
my  wish,  I  would  travel  from  one  town 
receptive  to  the  gospel  to  another, 
preach  the  message  of  salvation  and  bap- 
tize those  who  believe.  Then  some  pas- 
tors could  follow  up  through  house-to- 
house  visitation  and  pastor  the  flock. 

Six  young  men  among  these  newly 
baptized  converts  are  good  prospective 
church  workers.  Their  courage  and  zeal 


to  proclaim  their  new-found  faith  to  the 
unbelievers  are  a  good  sign  of  their  use- 
fulness to  the  church.  They  are  indus- 
trious young  farmers,  who  to  my  esti- 
mate will  easily  become  dedicated  church 
workers.  Should  they  be  afforded  a  few 
months  Bible  training  and  personal 
evangelism  they  can  easily  win  many 
souls  to  Christ. 

While  it  is  true  that  every  church 
member  is  a  missionary,  I  observe  that 
this  is  more  of  an  ideal  than  an  actual 
fact.  In  the  experience  of  the  church, 
members  who  have  a  little  training  in 
Bible  and  personal  evangelism  are  gen- 
erally the  ones  who  lead  more  souls  to 
the  Lord.  All  the  different  religious  de- 
nominations which  come  to  the  Philip- 
pines multiply  their  members  by  this 
method  of  personal  evangelism  with  the 
exception  of  some  liberal  Protestant 
groups  who  have  abandoned  this  method 
and  adopted  a  more  specialized  type  of 
ministry  for  the  sophisticated  congrega- 
tion of  believers. 

An  on-going  training  program  for 
church  workers  completes  a  cycle  of 
work  for  a  truly  evangelical  church.  On- 
ly then  will  the  desire  of  baptizing  con- 
verts by  the  hundreds  become  a  reality. 

Baptizing  converts  should  be  every 
gospel  minister's  burden  and  every 
church's  concern  in  order  to  be  true  to 
her  commission.  The  only  way  to  make 
every  church  stable  is  for  every  church 
to  become  a  baptizing  church.  This 
should  be  the  inherent  nature  of  every 
church;  to  be  otherwise  is  to  deprive  the 
church  of  its  life.

Redemptive  Love  in 
Action 

Lesson  Text:  Mark  2:16,  17;  Galatians 

5:25-6:5 

Memory  Verse:  Galatians  6:2 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  Lord  Jesus,  according  to  His  own 
confession,  came  into  the  world  for  the 
purpose  of  saving  the  lost.  In  order  to 
accomplish  that  purpose,  it  was  neces- 
sary for  Him  to  suffer  humility  and 
shame,  suffering  and  death,  and  to  know 
the  disappointment  which  comes  to  those 
who  are  rejected  by  the  very  people 
whom  they  strive  to  help. 

To  assist  Him  in  this  work  while  on 
earth  and  to  carry  it  on  after  His  de- 
parture, the  Lord  separated  devout  and 
dedicated  men  from  the  world  and  im- 
bued them  with  the  power  of  His  Spirit 
that  they  might  serve  as  His  witness  to 
the  world  of  dead  and  dying  men. 

It  is  well  for  us  to  note  that  Jesus, 
though  detesting  sin  in  any  and  all  its 
various  manifestations,  nevertheless, 
loved  the  sinner  and  always  showed  Him- 
self ready  to  render  him  help.  The  Scrip- 
tures are  filled  with  examples  of  Jesus 
helping  those  whom  the  people  of  His 
day  considered  unworthy  of  help.  He 
was  able  to  see  the  need  which  existed 
in  the  hearts  of  men,  and  He  was  quick 
to  inform  them  that  He  could  and  would 
supply  that  need  to  all  who  were  willing 
to  trust  their  lives  into  His  hands. 

We,  as  ministers  and  ambassadors  of 
Christ,  can  be  of  great  help  to  the  world 
of  our  day  by  recognizing  the  need  that 
exists  and  by  showing  a  willingness  to 
participate  in  the  solving  of  the  problems 
which  beset  the  world. 

Our  lesson  text  for  today  is  composed 
of  Mark  2:16,  17,  which  deals  with  the 
manner  in  which  Jesus  justified  the  fact 
that  He  was  in  the  company  of  publicans 
and  sinners;  and  Galatians  5:25—6:5,  in 
which  Paul  gives  us  some  valuable  in- 
structions about  how  we  should  deal 


with  those  who  have  been  overtaken  by 
the  temptations  of  sin. 

The  purpose  of  today's  lesson  is  to 
show  us  that  we  have  been  directed  of 
God  to  do  all  within  our  power  to  help 
men  find  purpose  and  direction  for  their 
lives.— The  Teen-Age  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  If  the  church  of  Christ  is  a  family, 
and  the  Bible  teaches  that  it  is,  then 
members  of  the  family  are  to  be  con- 
cerned about  one  another,  and  to  help 
one  another  in  every  way  possible. 

B.  Helping  a  brother  does  not  mean 
that  we  belittle  and  embarrass  him.  So 
we  must  approach  the  task  of  helping  a 
Christian  brother  with  humility  and 
meekness. 

C.  If  we  are  indwelt  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
then  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  will  mani- 
fest themselves  in  our  lives.  Is  it  reason- 
able to  conclude  that  those  who  do  not 
manifest  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  do  not 
have  the  Spirit? 

D.  There  is  a  way  that  no  one  can  bear 
our  burdens:  They  cannot  bear  the  guilt 
for  the  sins  that  we  have  committed. 
They  may  admonish  us,  pray  for  us,  en- 
courage us;  but  each  one  will  have  to 
bear  the  burden  of  the  guilt  of  his  own 
sins. 

E.  It  should  be  the  desire  of  every 
Christian  to  let  his  life  so  conform  to 
the  life  of  Christ  that  others  will  see 
Christ  in  him.  This  is  the  best  possible 
witness  that  anyone  can  give.  In  fact,  if 
this  is  not  true  then  our  witness  by  word 
of  mouth  may  be  cancelled  out.— The  Bi- 
ble Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS

carnal  heart,  in  opposition  to  a  spiritual 
one,  but  a  heart  impressionable  and  sus- 
ceptible to  the  most  delicate  impulses  of 
God's  will,  a  heart  ready  to  receive  the 
seed  of  God's  Word,  in  contrast  to  a 
heart  of  stone  that  would  be  adamant 
against  any  revelation  and  command  of 
God.

Have  you  this 
prime  prerequisite  for  the  obtaining  of 
this  golden  promise?  a  new  heart  can 
only  come  as  a  divine  gift.  "I  will  give 
you  it,"  saith  Jehovah.  Well  it  is  that 
He  saith  it,  for  none  other  can.  We  are 
shut  up  to  faith  in  Him.  Can  any  man 
renew  his  own  heart?  Let  a  host  of  poor 
disappointed  attempters  tell  us  their 
doleful  story.  Nay,  let  each  of  us  re- 
count his  own  pitiful  endeavors.  Who 
can  renew  a  heart  but  God  only?  Nor 
priest,  nor  prophet,  nor  friend  can  ef- 
fect this  miraculous  transformation.  "A 
new  heart  also  will  I  give  you."  Only 
He  can  bestow  this  ineffable  gift.  But 
He  can  I  .  .  .  When  David  was  to  be  pos- 
sessed of  a  clean  heart  he  was  inspired 
to  pray  "Create  in  me  a  clean  heart,  0 
God"  (Psalm  51:10).  No  saint  ever  yet 
became  a  saint  without  supplication. 
God  will  not  give  Israel  a  new  heart  ex- 
cept Israel  inquires  for  it.  Is  not  that 
the  reason  why  so  many  of  us  lack  a 
new  heart?  The  old  stony  heart  would 
have  vanished  long  ago  had  we  made  a 
request  to  God.'— Dinsdale  T.  Young." 

All  of  us  need  to  recognize  what  the 
Holy  Spirit  inspired  Jeremiah  to  write. 
"The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things, 
and  desperately  wicked:  who  can  know 
it?  I  the  LORD  search  the  heart,  I  try 
the  reins,  even  to  give  every  man  accord- 
ing to  his  ways,  and  according  to  the 
fruit  of  his  doings"  (Jeremiah  17:9,  10). 
Compare  "Even  so  the  tongue  is  a  little 
member,  and  boasteth  great  things.  Be- 
hold how  great  a  matter  a  little  fire 
kindleth!"  (James  3:5);  "Wherefore,  my 
beloved  brethren,  let  every  man  be  swift 
to  hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath: 
For  the  wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the 
righteousness  of  God"  (James  1:19,  20). 

The  evil  or  unregenerated  heart  causes 
him  who  possesses  it  to  speak  evil  in- 
stead of  well  of  a  saint  of  God  and  at 


the  same  time  such  a  person  may  be  ap- 
pearing differently  when  he  is  in  the 
presence  of  such  a  child  of  God.  Decep- 
tion is  one  of  the  main  attributes  of 
Satan  and  all  his  angels  (messengers). 
Jesus  says,  "Ye  shall  know  them  by  their 
fruits.  .  .  ."  (Matthew  7:16).  We  need  to 
study  with  care  and  diligence  all  those 
who  propagate  an/  kind  of  false  doc- 
trine (teaching),  whether  it  be  a  liberal, 
theologian,  or  a  propagator  of  the  doc- 
trine of  some  false  cult.  These  are  le- 
gion in  our  day  and  first  of  all  we  who 
claim  Jesus  as  our  Master  and  Lord 
should  walk  circumspectly  before  a  lost 
world  lest  we  offend  a  real  child  of  God. 
In  order  to  do  this  we  need  to,  like 
David,  hate  every  false  way  with  perfect 
hatred.  We  are  told  also  to  denounce 
these,  and  like  Elijah  at  Mount  Carmel, 
be  in  touch  with  God  through  His  Word 
in  a  close  enough  relation  so  as  to  dis- 
cern both  good  and  evil  so  we  shall  not 
find  it  difficult  to  denounce  the  evil,  the 
false  way,  and  the  false  prophets  and 
see  the  way  of  the  Lord  prosper  in  His 
way.

TO  WHAT  EXTENT? 

Some  people  live  as  though  they  have  a  guarantee  on  today  and  a 
premium  on  tomorrow.  They  drive  high-speed  cars,  bragging  about 
their  oversized  this  or  that,  their  big  motors,  their  increased  horsepower, 
their  quick  pickup  on  takeoff. 

Some  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  own  them,  or  are  able  to  rent  or 
borrow  them,  race  across  lakes,  ctown  rivers,  and  cut  the  ocean  waves 
with  lightning-fast  speedboats  and  are  thrilled  into  ecstasy  when  these 
boats  leap  into  the  air  or  accelerate  in  such  a  way  as  to  travel  in  an  al- 
most vertical  position  with  their  bows  high  in  the  air,  pointing,  as  it 
were,  toward  heaven. 

Reckless,  inadvisable  traveling  for  fun  or  dangerous  thrills?  Tak- 
ing one's  life  so  lightly  that  one  feels  that  he  has  nothing  to  worry  about 
or  owes  no  one  any  consideration?  Ignoring  the  possibility  of  harming 
another  at  the  risk  of  satisfying  one's  own  ego  or  fulfilling  some  void 
or  inadequacy?  Pointing  toward  heaven?  Most  of  us  prefer  to  be 
"pointed"  toward  heaven  in  another  way.  .  .  . 

We  are  made  to  wonder  sometimes  to  what  extent  man  can  tempt 
the  hands  of  fate  before  they  squeeze  all  of  his  blood  or  his  breath  out 
of  him.  We  are  made  to  wonder  just  how  long  man  thinks  he  can  ignore 
serious  living,  for  after  all  the  frolic  there  has  to  be  a  resting  spell.  To 
what  extent,  then,  can  one  "fun  and  frolic"  before  he  is  unable  to  look 
upon  the  serious  nature  of  things  and  accept  sobriety?  Though  we  have 
no  "beef"  with  those  who  drive  fast  cars  and  boats  (if  their  indulgence 
in  this  type  of  activity  doesn't  harm  another),  we  cannot  help  but  be 
prompted  to  ponder  some  other  thoughts.

"Our  lives  are  albums  written  through

The  lines  above,  from  a  poem  by  John 
Greenleaf  Whittier,  are  in  my  scrapbook. 
I  think  about  them  often:  albums  of  time, 
pages  of  our  years,  meaningful  moments. 
For  most  of  us  women,  life  is  filled  with 
many  things— ironing,  cooking,  washing, 
housekeeping,  tending  the  children,  help- 
ing with  the  farm  chores.  Important 
things?  Yes.  But  then  there  are  out- 
standing interludes— occasional  moments 
of  beauty  or  realization.  ...  We  pause 
to  savor  such  a  moment,  knowing  that 
this  particular  interlude  is  unique;  it 
will  never  come  again. 

We  listen  to  the  words  of  a  wedding 
service  we'll  never  forget:  "Entreat  me 
not  to  leave  thee.  .  .  .  Whom  God  hath 
joined  together,  .  .  ."  and  sharing  that 
moment,  we  know  that  life  offers 
supreme  joy. 

We  look  into  the  tiny,  puckered  face 
of  a  newborn,  and  we  know  that  God 
plans  a  tomorrow.  We  say  sincerely  to 
a  husband  when  he  least  expects  it:  "You 
are  wonderful;  I  am  proud  of  you."

As  they 
passed  the  village,  the  natives  were  still 
upon  the  banks  watching  for  him.  As  they 
saw  that  he  did  not  intend  to  land,  they 
became  wild  in  their  gesticulation  and  cries, 
waving  their  arms,  leaping  high  in  the  air, 
shouting  and  trying  in  every  way  to  attract 
his  attention.  He  felt  the  appeal  in  every 
fiber  of  his  being,  but  he  could  do  nothing. 
He  had  no  one  to  leave,  and  as  he  sailed 
down  the  river  his  heart  was  broken  with 
the  sight.— The  Missionary  Worker.

fcihes  about  the  same  as  that  taught  in 
■6:  "If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us  also

—fuse  verses  place  out  in  full  view  before 
tin  sufficient  detail  some  of  the  move- 
nts of  the  Spirit-filled  life.    We  are 
-tikeep  rank  with  God,  or  if  you  like  it

B;  communion  with  God  the  Spirit  (see 
-lfhessalonians  5:17).    The  Holy  Spirit

JBansibility  is  now  ours, 
jfhen  Jesus  was  here,  instead  of  ac- 
tjnmodating  certain  villagers  and  re- 
"f'ining   permanently   with   them,  He 
-'lust  needs  go  to  others."   So  instead 
jr.]  choosing  a  nice  cozy  church  parson- 
13  and  fat  salary  we  "must  needs"  go 
'cithe  Spirit's  biddings.   Paul  said,  ".  .  . 
-Me  is  unto  me,  if  I  preach  not  the  gos- 
M"  (1  Corinthians  9:16).    Walking  in 
ill;  Spirit  meant  to  Paul,  among  other 
"1ngs,  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  Gen- 
7?s.  This  included  preaching  it  to  hos- 


tile hearers  that  beat  him,  stoned  him, 
imprisoned  him,  falsely  accused  him,  and 
beheaded  him.  It  may  just  mean  that 
to  you  and  me  if  we  dare  to  walk  in  the 
same  degree  of  close  communion  and 
obedience  to  His  bidding  as  Paul  did. 

Paul  in  his  obedient  life  took  one  step 
at  a  time.  When  he  left  Derbe  to  go 
to  Jerusalem  on  a  God-appointed  mis- 
sion, taking  funds  that  his  Gentile  con- 
verts were  sending  poor  persecuted  Jews 
in  Judea,  some  of  whom  mistreated  him 
in  an  earlier  visit,  he  was  warned  not  to 
go  and  if  he  did,  the  Jews  would  appre- 
hend him  and  probably  kill  him.  He  told 
these  wonderful  prophets  whose  kind- 
ness and  love  influenced  them  to  so  warn 
him  that  the  Spirit  had  already  testified 
to  him  of  bonds  and  imprisonment.  The 
Spirit  told  him  that  he  need  not  to  fear. 
In  spite  of  such  bonds  Paul,  walking  in 
the  Spirit,  went  to  Rome.  There  he  had 
the  privilege  of  witnessing  to  Felix  and 
Festus  and  was  allowed  to  testify  in 
Rome  and  Caesar's  court.  How  wonder- 
fully striking  the  words  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  influenced  him  to  write  in  Romans 

11:33! 

We  must  agree  with  God  the  Spirit 
who  wrote  the  Bible  if  we  are  to  walk 
with  Him.  The  Bible  teaches  that  two, 
who  do  not  agree,  may  not  walk  together. 
(See  Amos  3:3,  7.)  We  have  to  agree 
with  Him  as  to  the  path  or  course  we  are 
to  take  in  order  to  reach  our  destination. 
Only  those  en  route  to  heaven  may  so 
walk;  and  only  those  in  Christ  may  thus 
walk.  Christ  told  us  before  He  was  cru- 
cified that  the  Comforter,  the  Holy  Spirit 
whom  He  would  send,  would  glorify 
Christ  rather  than  His  own  person.  Jesus 
and  the  apostles  also  taught  that  He  and 
He  alone  was  the  way  Christians  must 
take.  "Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the 
way,  the  truth,  and  the  life:  no  man 
cometh  unto  the  Father,  but  by  me"  (John 
14:6);  "For  in  him  we  live,  and  move, 
and  have  our  being,-  as  certain  also  of 
your  own  poets  have  said,  For  we  are 
also  his  offspring"  (Acts  17:28). 


Our  position  in  Him  and  on  agreement 
with  Him  will  lead  us  to  obey  Him.  It 
is  not  ours  to  choose,  but  to  do  and  to 
die  if  needs  be.  This  means  that  we  are 
to  obey  God  in  the  small  as  also  in  the 
great  matters.  Only  to  the  degree  in 
which  we  find  ourselves  obedient  to  that 
degree  and  that  alone  shall  we  be  aware 
of  walking  with  Him.  He  is  the  light  of 
the  world  and  tells  us,  "But  if  we  walk 
in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have 
fellowship  one  with  another,  and  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth 
us  from  all  sin"  (1  John  1:7).  A  perfect 
agreement  with  God  and  His  will  in  our 
soul  makes  it  probable  and  feasible  that 
Jehovah's  promises  be  fulfilled  in  the 
life  of  each  believer. 

To  walk  in  the  Spirit  would  assure  us 
that  the  ninefold  fruit  of  the  Spirit  will 
be  manifested  through  us  in  our  daily 
activities:  "But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is 
love,  joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  gentle- 
ness, goodness,  faith,  Meekness,  temper- 
ance: against  such  there  is  no  law" 
(Galatians  5:22,  23).  Love  is  placed  at 
the  head  of  this  list  which  is  in  keeping 
with  the  order  in  the  Ten  Command- 
ments. So  like  love  is  basic  in  all  the 
commandments,  it  has  that  position  here 
among  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit.  God  is 
love,  so  each  must  love  in  order  that  he 
live  and  conform. 

In  an  article  on  Page  5  of  April,  1973, 
Christian  Victory,  Dr.  Maurice  Dametz 
says:  ".  .  .  Joy  is  love  exulting.  Peace  is 
love  reposing.  Longsuffering  is  love  un- 
tiring. Gentleness  is  love  enduring. 
Goodness  is  love  in  action.  Faith  is  love 
on  the  battlefield.  Meekness  is  love  un- 
der discipline,  and  temperance  is  love 
in  training." 

"And  what  agreement  hath  the  temple 
of  God  with  idols?  for  ye  are  the  temple 
of  the  living  God;  as  God  hath  said,  I  will 
dwell  in  them,  and  walk  in  them,-  and  I 
will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my 
people"  (2  Corinthians  6:16).  This  is  a 
provoking  and  sobering  thought.  For  us 
sinful  beings?  Yes,  but  the  sinful  be- 
ings thai  were  created  in  the  image  and 
after  the  likeness  of  our  Maker,  but 
voluntarily  departed  His  wonderful  fel- 
lowship as  a  result  of  God's  and  our 
enemy's  advice,  but  were  made  nigh  by 
the  precious  blood  of  His  Son  and  our 
Saviour.  So  now  by  that  same  blood,  or 
because  of  the  efficacious  virtue  of  that 
blood  once  and  for  all  time  shed  for  the 
remission  of  our  sin,  we  have  been  made 
nigh.

Paul  Speaks  to  a 
Divided  Church 

Printed  Text:  1  Corinthians  1:10-15;  2 
Corinthians  12:19-21 

Memory  Verse:  Ephesians  4:4 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  general  topic  for  this  quarter's 
lessons  is  "The  Gospel  According  to 
Paul,"  and  is  designed  to  set  forth  the 
good  news  as  Paul  saw  it.  His  view  of 
the  gospel  was,  of  course,  the  same  as 
that  of  Christ,  but  we  intend  to  look 
at  some  basic  truths  of  the  gospel  in  the 
light  of  today's  pressing  needs. 

The  thirteen  lessons  are  divided  into 
three  units.  The  first  unit  of  four  les- 
sons tells  us  something  about  the  Corin- 
thian church  and  from  it  we  will  gain  an 
insight  into  Paul's  suggested  remedies 
for  this  particular  divided  church. 

The  second  unit  of  five  lessons  goes 
into  some  of  Paul's  doctrinal  teachings 
concerning  the  gospel  and  takes  us  into 
the  marvelous  first  eight  chapters  of 
Romans. 

The  third  unit  of  four  lessons  discusses 
the  relevance  and  importance  of  the  gos- 
pel to  man's  life  today  and  points  up  the 
glorious  hope  that  Paul  had,  and  which 
is  also  ours,  for  eternal  things. 

In  today's  lesson  we  begin  the  study 
of  the  Corinthian  church,  and  we  see 
from  the  very  beginning  the  things 
which  brought  anguish  and  deep  concern 
to  Paul.  What  he  saw  in  this  church 
should  never  be  seen  in  any  church,  but 
it  is  often  seen  in  most  churches.  As 
we  examine  these  facts,  let  us  keep  in 
mind  that  a  spirit  of  divisiveness  can 
exist  in  any  organization  made  up  of 
human  beings,  not  just  in  the  church 
alone.  While  this  is  no  justification  for 
our  continued  divisiveness,  it  should  help 
us  to  see  that  we  are  not  always  alone 
in  the  matters  that  are  extremely  alien 
to  the  spirit  of  Christ.— The  Advanced 
Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Are  there  still  people  in  the  church 


who  show  a  greater  loyalty  to  the  preach- 
er than  to  Christ?  It  appears  that  the 
Corinthian  church  still  had  some  around. 
God,  help  us  as  preachers  and  people  to 
put  Christ  first  in  our  lives  and  let  our 
loyalty  to  Him  exceed  our  loyalty  to  any- 
thing else. 

B.  One  of  the  most  difficult  situations 
with  which  to  deal  in  a  church  is  people 
who  feel  that  they  are  Christians  and 
that  they  are  right,  because  they  read 
the  Bible  and  pray,  and  everyone  else 
who  does  not  agree  with  them  is  wrong. 
If  the  preacher  or  anyone  else  tries  to 
point  out  their  error  to  them,  they  usual- 
ly get  angry  and  say  that  he  is  not  Chris- 
tian or  that  he  is  prejudiced  against 
them.  How  does  one  deal  with  a  situa- 
tion like  this? 

C.  Which  is  more  important,  the  feel- 
ings of  the  pastor  or  the  growth  and 
well-being  of  the  church?  Think  about 
this  carefully  and  prayerfully. 

D.  One  of  the  first  things  that  church 
members  should  remember  about  their 
pastor  is  that  he  is  human.  He  may  be 
called  of  God,  but  he  is  still  a  human 
being.  He  may  have  great  training  for 
the  ministry,  but  he  is  still  human.— The 
Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

HI.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Let's  compare  Paul  to  a  skilled  phy- 
sician who  examines  a  patient  and  dis- 
covers that  the  patient  is  seriously  ill. 
Please  keep  in  mind  that  the  Corinthian 
church,  divided  into  warring  camps,  was 
seriously  ill,  spiritually  speaking. 

Paul  found  several  symptoms  that  were 
associated  with  the  sickness  of  the  Co- 
rinthian Christians.  "I  fear  that  when 
I  come  I  may  perhaps  find  you  different 
from  what  I  wish  you  to  be,  and  that 
you  may  find  me  also  different  from  what 
you  wish.  I  fear  I  may  find  quarrelling 
and  jealousy,  angry  tempers  and  per- 
sonal rivalries,  backbiting  and  gossip,  ar- 
rogance and  general  disorder"  (2  Corin- 
thians 1 2.20  -The  New  English  Bible). 

What  a  pathetic  condition  this  was  for 
those  who  called  themselves  a  part  of 
the  body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ!

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THE  BUTTERFLY  COMPLEX 

Described  by  many  admirers  as  the  most  beautiful  and  graceful  of 
the  insects,  the  butterfly  starts  out  his  life  as  an  egg  laid  by  the  adult 
on  a  plant  which  will  serve  as  food  for  the  young.  A  sticky  substance 
provided  by  nature  and  laid  with  the  eggs  causes  them  to  adhere  to  the 
plant. 

Caterpillars  usually  begin  to  form  a  few  days  after  the  eggs  have 
been  laid,  and  soon  the  worm  breaks  out  of  his  shell  and  begins  to  spend 
the  greater  portion  of  his  life  eating  and  growing.  First  of  all,  the 
caterpillar  eats  his  own  eggshell ;  then,  he  eats  leaves  or  other  kinds  of 
food  to  his  liking,  until  he  has  grown  to  full  size  and  has  shed  his  shell- 
like skin  four  or  five  times. 

Protruding  from  the  mouth  of  the  caterpillar  is  a  short  structure  called  the  spinneret 
which  is  used  by  the  caterpillar  to  squeeze  out  a  thin  stream  of  liquid  which  hardens 
quickly  and  becomes  a  silken  thread  which  aids  the  caterpillar  in  attaching  himself  to 
branches,  leaves,  or  whatever.  This  spinneret  is  also  used  by  the  caterpillar  to  attach  him- 
self to  his  resting  place  before  he  begins  spinning  his  cocoon.  He  will  choose  the  under- 
side of  a  leaf  or  a  twig  for  his  "sleep,"  or  pupa  stage.  The  pupa,  having  already  formed 
inside  the  caterpillar's  body,  will  split  the  caterpillar's  skin  until  the  pupa  is  completely 
bare.  A  hard  shell  immediately  forms,  and  the  pupa  hangs  inactive  to  the  twig  or  leaf  for 
a  period  of  ten  days  or  more,  during  which  time  the  structures  of  the  caterpillar  change 
to  those  of  the  butterfly.  Many  kinds  of  butterflies  spend  the  whole  winter  in  the  cocoon 
to  emerge  in  the  spring.  About  thirty  minutes  after  he  leaves  his  pupal  shell,  the  adult 
butterfly  is  ready  to  fly;  and,  the  whole  process  begins  again. 

Butterflies  vary  in  color  and  have  been  admired  for  their  beauty  for 
centuries.  Called  by  poets  "winged  flowers"  and  "flying  gems,"  they 
appear  to  be  just  that  as  they  flit  about  from  flower  to  flower  pollinat- 
ing them.  Just  why  they  are  called  butterflies  is  not  known;  however, 
it  is  speculated  that  their  name  was  derived  from  the  bright  yellow  color 
with  which  so  many  are  marked. 

If  one  is  inclined  to  collect  butterflies,  there  may  be  a  future  in  it 
for  him — especially  if  he  is  able  to  capture  rare  kinds  and  mount  them 
properly.  We  have  learned  that  the  U.  S.  government  on  one  occasion 
paid  $50,000  for  a  single  private  collection  which  now  is  housed  in  the 
National  Museum  in  Washington,  D.  C.  A  bunch  of  dead  butterflies 
worth  $50,000!    Can  you  imagine  that? 

You  are  wondering,  no  doubt,  what  all  this  butterfly  business  has 
to  do  with  anything!  What  possible  significance  could  there  be  in  the 
discussion  of  the  metamorphosis  of  the  butterfly  and  just  what  kind  of 
parallel  could  be  drawn  relative  to  human  beings?   Well,  consider  this: 

Are  not  many  people  just  like  the  adult  butterfly?  As  the  butterfly  flits  from  flower 
to  flower  to  get  its  nectar,  don't  many  individuals  "flit "  from  church  to  church  because 
they  have  found  that  some  churches  don't  have  enough  "nectar"  to  satisfy  their  hunger? 
Isn't  it  often  the  minister's  fault  that  he  doesn't  supply  enough  food?  On  the  other  hand, 
isn't  it  plausible  to  believe  that  it  is  the  "butterfly's"  fault  that  he  didn't  drink  or  eat 
deeply  enough  to  get  the  nourishment  desired  and  needed?  When  real  butterflies  flit  from 
flower  to  flower,  they  do  what  nature  intended,  as  the  pollen  from  one  flower  sticks  to 
their  legs  and  bodies  and  they  pollinate  another  flower  when  they  light  upon  it.  Can 
we  say  that  their  human  counterparts,  people  who  go  from  church  to  church,  benefit  any 
church  program?  Do  they  "pollinate"  or  make  more  productive  the  particular  church 
where  they  happen  to  "light"?    Sometimes  yes,  and  sometimes  no.  .  .  . 

There  are  some  Christian  "butterflies"  who  are  so  proud  of  their 
beauty  that  they  don't  want  to  mingle  with  the  lowly  "skippers,"  or  the 
small,  unpretentious  members  of  the  family  group;  therefore,  they  seek 
others  of  comparable  "beauty,"  making  sure  in  the  seeking  that  they 
still  stand  out  as  the  most  superb  and  the  most  desirable.  They  are  the 
"out-front"  specimens  who  glory  in  self-esteem  and  pride  themselves  in 
the  fact  that  few,  if  any,  are  their  equal. 

Sometimes  butterflies  fly  between  us  and  the  sunset;  and  because 
of  the  glorious  colors  on  the  painted  clouds,  the  butterflies,  no  matter 
how  beautiful,  become  lost  in  the  grandeur  of  the  setting  sun.  Too, 
Christians  of  like  caliber  often  fly  between  us  and  Christ  and  become 
lost  in  His  brightness. 

We  may  very  well  be  "butterfly  proud,"  but  in  the  end  we  must  re- 
member— and  remind  ourselves,  if  need  be — that  a  butterfly  is  merely  a 
glorified  worm.  And,  many  jewel-bedecked,  fancy-dressed,  know-it-all, 
arrogant,  would-be  Christians  are  merely  overdressed  nobodies  who 
amount  to  nothing  when  they  stand  close  to  the  light  of  real  Christianity. 

Advice:  Okay,  butterfly,  be  careful  where  you  fly;  and  "Christian," 
be  careful  lest  you  fry !

sure  I  was  on  the  road?  What  about 
the  other  days?  It's  either  the  radio  or 
criticism  of  other  drivers  that  occupies 
my  time. 

How  about  the  fight  I  put  up  when  He 
said,  "I  want  you  to  work  for  me.  Choose 
church  music  as  a  career"?  I  had  other 
plans,  myself.  "No,  thank  you,  God. 
I'd  rather  be  a  concert  pianist  or  a  piano 
teacher  or  a  newspaper  reporter  or  any- 
thing but  an  organist  and  choir  direc- 
tor!" Luckily,  when  He  wants  to  play 
ball,  He  doesn't  let  a  reluctant  partner 
change  His  mind.

Fortunately, 
with  both  positions  came  the  reality  that 
we  are  all  brothers  together  in  Christ, 
and  a  burning  desire  to  prove  myself 
worthy  of  my  calling.  Now  I  would  glad- 
ly work  anywhere.  The  brand  doesn't 
matter. 

Sometimes  I  wonder  why  my  Master 
bothers  to  keep  me  at  all.  But  then  why 
do  I  keep  my  dog?  Despite  his  bad 
habits  and  bad  breath,  his  male  chauvin- 
ism and  mail  chewing,  I  still  love  him. 
He  really  loves  me  too,  though  I'm  not 
supposed  to  know  it.  Sometimes,  when 
I  feel  that  if  I  died  I  would  be  mourned 
only  because  there  was  one  less  person 
to  pick  on,  when  I  can't  cry  because  I've 
run  out  of  Kleenex,  Corky  Joe  pitty-pats 
up  to  my  chair  and  blinks  his  chocolate 
eyes.

rwies.  Billy  Sunday-After  Billy  Sunday 
\int  through  a  town,  saloons  were 
(jsed.    John  Wesley— He  slapped  the 
(nmunion  glass  out  of  a  woman's  hand 


because  she  wasn't  living  right  and  was 
not  worthy  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per. Bob  Jones— He  blistered  Satan  and 
liberals  and  was  criticized  because  he 
refused  to  be  the  kind  of  preacher  that 
his  cowardly  times  demanded.  When 
these  men  went  to  meet  their  Maker, 
they  stood  face-to-face  and  foursquare- 
men  of  conviction,  not  compromising. 

Will  we  be  thanked  for  our  concern  for 
the  faith  of  Christians?  Probably  not. 
You  might  say  like  Jeremiah,  "Woe  is 
me,  my  mother,  that  thou  hast  borne  me 
a  man  of  strife  and  a  man  of  contention 
to  the  whole  earth!  I  have  neither  lent 
on  usury,  nor  men  have  lent  to  me  on 
usury;  yet  every  one  of  them  doth  curse 
me"  (Jeremiah  15:10).  If  we  have  any- 
where near  the  fire  in  our  hearts  that 
those  old  men  of  bygone  days  had,  then 
we're  going  to  be  slandered  and  abused. 
But  shall  we  say  as  Billy  Sunday  said, 
"I'm  against  sin.  I'll  kick  it  as  long  as 
I've  got  a  foot.  I'll  fight  it  as  long  as 
I've  got  a  fist.  I'll  butt  it  as  long  as  I've 
got  a  head.  I'll  bite  it  as  long  as  I've 
got  a  tooth.  When  I'm  old  and  fistless 
and  footless  and  toothless,  I'll  gum  it 
till  I  go  home  to  glory  and  it  goes  home 
to  perdition." 

Does  this  sound  like  the  new  "social 
gospel"?  Shucks  no!  Several  years  ago 
R.  G.  Lee  said  in  a  sermon  to  a  group  of 
young  ministers,  "When  preaching  gets 
out  of  date,  Christianity  will  be  out  of 
date.  Preaching  must  be  magnificent 
not  mediocre."  Are  Paul's  epistles  out 
of  date?  He  preached  against  lying, 
drunkenness,  adultery,  and  even  talking 
and  jesting. 

Christians,  let's  be  against  sin  even  if 
hell's  guns  are  turned  on  us.  If  all  the 
Christians  in  America  would  fight  sin  as 
hard  as  these  great  men  of  old  did,  we 
might  be  able  to  hold  the  tide  of  de- 
structive influence  that  is  sweeping  over 
our  land. 

May  God  bring  up  men  of  conviction  is 
my  prayer  in  Christ  Jesus.

Confucius  didn't  plan  to  start  a  new 
religion.  Disturbed  at  the  moral  decay 
among  his  people,  he  felt  sure  a  return 
to  the  ways  of  their  ancestors  would 
bring  peace  and  prosperity.  He  taught 
the  power  of  example,  and  believed  a 
ruler  should  live  an  exemplary  life  before 
his  subjects.  His  teachings  were  moral 
and  not  religious. 

He  introduced  reforms,  dispensed  jus- 
tice fairly,  and  almost  wiped  out  crime 
as  minister  of  state  of  his  native  Lu. 
Jealousy  caused  his  dismissal,  and  he 
never  secured  another  public  office. 

He  left  no  teachings  on  the  soul  or 
immortality.  "You  do  not  know  about 
the  living,"  he  said.  "How  can  you  know 
about  the  dead?"  He  taught  that  proper 
outward  acts  based  on  the  five  virtues 
of  kindness,  uprightness,  decorum,  wis- 
dom, and  faithfulness  comprise  the  whole 
duty  of  man. 

"Love  people,"  Confucius  taught.  But 
many  of  his  teachings  were  in  negative 
terms,  which  may  have  been  proper  in 
his  day  of  feudalism,  intrigue,  and  vice. 
He  almost  had  the  Golden  Rule  when  he 
said,  "Do  not  to  others  what  you  would 
not  have  them  do  to  you."  Don't  steal 
my  rice  or  I  will  steal  your  grain.  Don't 
slap,  my  face  or  I  will  slap  you  back. 
Don't  kill  my  servant  or  I  will  kill  yours. 

But  Christianity  is  not  a  negative  reli- 
gion. Jesus  did  not  teach  that  we  should 
retaliate  for  wrongdoings.  He  said,  "And 
as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you, 
do  ye  also  to  them  likewise"  (Luke  6: 
31).  You  do  it  first.  Smile  so  your 
neighbor  will  smile.  Respect  his  property 
because  you  want  him  to  respect  yours. 
Help  without  being  asked. 

"Don't  do  anything  to  me  that  you 
don't  want  me  to  do  to  you." 

"Treat  me  like  you  want  to  be  treat- 
ed." 

How  different  they  are!  One  is  based 
on  man's  morality;  the  other  is  based  on 
God's  goodness.  Confucius'  way  is  easier, 
but  Jesus'  way  is  better.

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Dedication  of  Radio 
Station  HLDA, 
Cheju,  Korea 

Three  significant  milestones  in  its  his- 
tory were  observed  within  five  days  by 
the  Far  East  Broadcasting  Company, 
whose  headquarters  are  located  in  Whit- 
tier,  California.  These  were:  first,  the 
dedication  of  the  superpower  250,000 
watt  transmitter,  Radio  Station  HLDA, 
Cheju  Island,  South  Korea,  on  June  30; 
second,  the  dedication  of  its  new  studios 
and  offices  in  the  British  Crown  Colony 
of  Hong  Kong  on  July  2;  and,  third,  the 
Silver  Jubilee  of  its  ministry  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  on  July  4.  "This  three- 
fold advance  for  the  broadcasting  of  the 
gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  marks 
one  of  the  most  significant  weeks  in 
FEBC's  entire  history,"  declared  FEBC's 
president,  Dr.  Robert  H.  Bowman. 

Operating  at  1570  kilocycles  on  the 
standard  broadcast  band,  HLDA  will, 
when  fully  operational,  broadcast  11 
hours  daily  in  Mandarin  to  mainland 
China;  6  hours  daily  in  Korean  to  Korea; 
4  hours  daily  in  Japanese  to  Japan;  and 
IVi  hours  daily  in  Russian  to  eastern 
Russia.  Located  at  the  ocean's  edge  on 
Cheju  Island,  eighty  miles  off  the  coast 
of  South  Korea,  the  station  enjoys  a  clear 
beam  to  mainland  China,  and  to  other 
nations  of  Asia. 

Dedicatory  addresses  were  delivered 
by  Dr.  Robert  H.  Bowman,  FEBC's  presi- 
dent of  Whittier,  California;  and  Dr.  Tchi 
Young  Yun  of  Seoul,  Korea,  prominent 
Korean  government  personality. 

FEBC's  director  for  Korea  is  the  Rev. 
Billy  Kim,  of  Suwon,  who  served  as  per- 
sonal interpreter  to  Dr.  Billy  Graham  in 
the  recent  Seoul,  Korea,  crusades,  which 
began  with  an  attendance  of  546,000 
and  closed  with  1.1  million  on  Yoido  Is- 
land in  the  Han  River. 

Two  days  later,  on  July  2,  the  dedica- 
tion of  FEBC's  new  studios  and  offices  in 
the  British  Crown  Colony  of  Hong  Kong 
took  place.  The  Rev.  John  Lin,  director 
for  Hong  Kong,  noted  with  gratitude  that 
the  financing  of  the  studio  purchase  and 
construction  had  been  covered  complete- 
ly by  local  funds.  The  address  of  dedica- 
tion was  again  delivered  by  President 
Dr.  Robert  H.  Bowman,  who  paid  tribute 
to  the  zeal  and  dedication  of  the  Board 
of  the  Christian  Broadcasting  Association 
of  Hong  Kong,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Dr.  Philip  Teng. 

Filipino-American  Friendship  Day,  July 
4,  marked  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
of  FEBC's  operations  in  the  Philippines. 


The  broadcasting  ministry  was  founded 
a  quarter  century  ago  through  the  faith, 
vision,  and  courage  of  three  young  men 
from  the  Los  Angeles  area— Robert  H. 
Bowman,  John  C.  Broger,  and  William  J. 
Roberts— who  pooled  their  resources  of 
$1,000  and,  under  the  blessing  of  God, 
brought  a  single  1,000  watt  station  into 
being  at  Manila  in  the  brief  period  of 
six  months. 

Under  bright  tropical  skies  approxi- 
mately 3,000  gathered  from  near  and  far 
at  Christian  Radio  City  Manila  to  praise 
God  for  a  quarter  century  of  divine  bless- 
ing. Music  was  provided  by  a  staff 
choir,  as  well  as  by  a  colorfully  garbed 
international  choir  representing  trans- 
mission to  various  lands  of  Southeast 
Asia. 

The  anniversary  address  was  delivered 
by  Dr.  Eugene  R.  Bertermann,  FEBC's 
executive  director,  of  Whittier,  Califor- 
nia. While  paying  tribute  to  the  courage 
and  faith  of  stalwart  pioneers  who  a 
quarter  century  ago  brought  FEBC  into 
being  at  Manila,  he  also  pointed  to  the 
continued  blessing  of  God  and  implored 
His  grace  for  FEBC's  further  gospel  out- 
reach by  means  of  radio  and  television 
during  the  coming  quarter  century,  and 
beyond. 

Special  service  awards  were  presented 
to  employees  of  twenty  years  and  more, 
and  twenty-five  years  and  more,  in  the 
service  of  the  company. 

The  Far  East  Broadcasting  Company 
currently  owns  and  operates  twenty-two 
gospel  broadcasting  stations  located  in 
the  Philippines;  Okinawa,  Japan;  the 
Seychelles  Islands  in  the  South  Indian 
Ocean;  Korea,-  and  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia.

to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  wash- 
ing of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Ghost"  (Titus  3:5);  "Now  ye  are 
clean  through  the  word  which  I  have 
spoken  unto  you"  (John  15:3);  "Sanctify 
them  through  thy  truth:  thy  word  is 
truth.  .  .  .

The  remarkable  thing  about  family 
pride  is  that  so  many  people  can  be  so 
proud  of  so  little. 


A  sign  in  front  of  a  small  church  in 
Fort  Worth,  Texas,  reads:  "A  Church 
Where  the  Handicapped  Can  Grow  and 
Serve." 

It  seems  that  this  church  has  caught 
something  of  the  real  ministry  of  the 
church  to  its  members.  Of  course,  one 
of  the  primary  functions  of  the  church 
is  to  reach  the  unsaved,  but  it  also  has 
a  ministry  to  its  own  people.  A  church's 
"own  people"  are  not  a  group  of  perfect 
people,  but  a  group  of  people  who  have 
weaknesses— a  group  of  spiritually  handi- 
capped people  who  need  help  to  grow 
and  serve. 

Too  often  we  become  enthusiastic 
about  reaching  the  lost,  and  forget  that 
after  they  accept  the  Lord  and  become 
members  of  the  church  they  still  need 
help.  There  is  not  one  member  of  your 
church  or  mine  that  does  not  need  help, 
and  this  includes  the  pastor.  We  need 
the  inspiration  that  comes  of  Christian 
fellowship;  we  need  the  strength  that 
comes  of  corporate  worship,-  we  need  the 
love  that  only  the  church  family  can  give,- 
and,  we  need  the  sense  of  belonging  that 
comes  of  working  with  others.  A  church 
is  foolish  to  forget  the  needs  of  its  own 
members. 

Many  years  ago,  the  bulletin  board  in 
front  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  carried  this  statement: 
"I  am  not  what  I  ought  to  be,-  but,  I  am 
not  what  I  used  to  be,-  and,  I  am  not 
what  I  am  going  to  be."  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  one  becomes  a  Christian  by 
the  process  of  growth.  One  becomes  a 
Christian  by  being  born  again.  But  when 
one  is  born  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  he 
needs  to  realize  that  God  expects  him  to 
grow,  and  one  of  the  purposes  of  the 
church  is  to  help  people  to  grow. 

Every  church  should  have  a  twofold 
program.  One  part  of  the  program  of 
the  church  should  be  designed  to  reach 
the  lost  in  the  community,  and  the  other 
part  should  be  deliberately  designed  to 
help  the  saved  ones  to  grow  that  they 
might  become  the  mature  Christians  that 
it  is  possible  for  them  to  become.

God's  Wisdom  for 
Man's  Folly 

Printed  Text:  1  Corinthians  1:18-25;  2: 
9-13 

Memory  Verie:  1  Corinthians  1:18 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the 
world  has  the  wisdom  of  man  been  great- 
er than  in  our  day.  The  genius  of  man's 
wisdom  in  the  past  fifty  years  has  out- 
stridden  all  the  former  displays  of  his 
genius  for  the  past  two  thousand  years. 
Space  will  not  afford  us  the  privilege  of 
listing  a  mere  fraction  of  the  products 
of  man's  mind.  These  would  include  all 
the  scientific  discoveries,  the  medical 
miracles,  the  amazing  mechanizations, 
and  all  other  things  that  have  either  con- 
tributed to  the  good  of  man  or  aided  his 
downfall.  There  is  no  question  about  it: 
Man  has  done  a  big  job  of  it. 

But  man's  wisdom  at  its  highest  and 
best  fades  into  insignificance  in  com- 
parison to  the  wisdom  of  God.  Long  be- 
fore man  brought  into  reality  the  arti- 
facts of  which  he  boasts,  God  had  fash- 
ioned out  of  nothing  the  implements  and 
raw  materials  which  man  has  used.  The 
earth  and  the  air  above  our  heads,  the 
seas  and  the  primeval  lands,  all  held  the 
basic  stuff  which  man  had  so  skillfully 
developed  into  something  useful  and 
beautiful.  But  it  was  God  who  first  put 
it  there.  In  comparison,  man's  greatest 
wisdom  is  nothing  short  of  sheer  folly 
beside  the  wisdom  of  God  Almighty. 

Perhaps  the  best  demonstration  of 
man's  folly  and  God's  wisdom  is  seen  in 
the  realm  of  the  spiritual.  The  worldly 
wise  man,  in  his  folly,  despises  the  wis- 
dom of  God  as  seen  in  the  story  of  salva- 
tion. But  let  our  lesson  show  this— The 
Bible  Student  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Knowledge  is  facts  and  wisdom  is 
how  properly  to  use  these  facts  in  mak- 
ing judgments  and  decisions.  A  man 
may  amass  a  great  many  facts,  but  only 


God  can  give  the  ability  to  know  how 
to  use  these  facts. 

B.  Education,  as  a  whole,  today  seems 
to  be  leaving  out  the  Bible.  Yet  it  is  the 
source  of  all  learning.  No  one  can  be 
well  educated  without  some  knowledge 
of  the  Bible. 

C.  Read  the  Bible  and  meditate  on  its 
words.  Let  the  Holy  Spirit  illumine  its 
truth  to  your  heart  and  mind.  This  is 
the  way  to  wisdom. 

D.  How  can  a  man  with  the  natural 
mind  expect  to  understand  the  Bible, 
which  is  a  supernatural  Book?  The  only 
answer  is  to  allow  the  Holy  Spirit  to  il- 
lumine the  mind  so  that  one  can  under- 
stand it. 

E.  Is  a  man  being  wise  to  listen  to 
those  who  would  cast  doubts  on  the 
Word  of  God,  which  is  the  source  of  wis- 
dom?-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  After  listening  to  a  gospel  address, 
an  infidel  asked  permission  to  speak. 
Permission  being  granted  he  spoke  as 
follows:  "Friends,  I  don't  believe  what 
this  man  has  said;  I  don't  believe  in  hell; 
I  don't  believe  in  judgment;  I  don't  be- 
lieve in  God,-  for  I  never  saw  one  of 
them." 

When  he  sat  down  another  man  arose 
and  said:  "Friends,  you  say  there  is  a 
river  not  far  from  this  place.  It  is  un- 
true. You  tell  me  there  are  trees  and 
grass  growing  round  where  I  am  stand- 
ing. That  also  is  not  true.  You  say 
there  are  a  great  number  of  people 
standing  here.  Again  I  say  that  this  is 
not  true.  There  is  no  one  here  save  my- 
self. I  suppose  you  wonder  what  I  am 
talking  about,  but  I  was  born  blind;  I 
never  saw  any  of  you,-  and  while  I  talk 
it  only  shows  that  I  am  blind,  or  I  would 
not  say  such  things.  And  you,"  he  said 
turning  to  the  infidel,  "the  more  you 
talk,  the  more  you  expose  your  igno- 
rance, because  you  are  spiritually  blind. 
Pray  that  your  eyes  may  be  opened."— 
Prophetic  Newt.

The  fire  truck  1 
heard  coming  in  the  distance,  and 
crowd  of  anxious  people  gave  a  cl 
of  hope,  but  imagine  their  dismay  w 
it  was  found  the  fire  escape  ladder  < 
too  short  to  reach  the  perishing.— Set 
ed. 

C.  Our  age  has  been  described  as 
"Age  of  Education."  More  people 
going  to  college  than  ever  before  e 
for  the  most  part,  this  is  good.  Edi 
tion  provides  opportunities  for  perse 
advancement,  and  most  of  the  benefit;, 
modern  civilization  can  be  directly  tra 
to  some  aspect  of  education. 

But  education  is  not  enough.  All 
our  modern  schools  and  theories  h 
not  brought  us  peace.  We  have  o 
learned  to  fight  in  more  destrucli 
ways.  War  is  still  very  much  a  parti 
our  world,  inflicting  upon  us  its  hav 
destruction,  and  misery. 

Our  educators  have  not  elimina 
crime.  Its  causes  have  been  studi 
and  efforts  to  keep  it  in  check  conti: 
to  be  made.  But  the  world  in  its  v 
dom  has  not  found  the  cure. 

The  Greek  world  with  its  great  thi 
ers  found  no  cure  for  this.   In  all  th 
searching  they  found  no  reason  for  h< 
in  a  better  life,  here  or  hereafter.  T|l 
despair  has  filtered  down  through  i 
centuries  and  enshrouds  us  today.  E\| 
in  a  day  of  material  abundance  and  ph,'- 
ical  comfort,  suicide  is  not  an  uncc- 
mon  occurrence.     Education  has  If 
erased  despair  from  our  vocabulary. 

Through  the  process  of  education 
some  circles,  efforts  have  been  made 
do  away  with  sin.    This  is  done  by 
process  of  denial.    First,  the  existei 
of  God  is  denied.  Once  that  is  accept', 
there  can  be  no  such  thing  as  sin.  Wlit 
was  formerly  construed  as  sin  is  nj' 
seen  as  something  harmless— or  antif 
cial  behavior  at  worst.   And  yet  unh? 
piness,  unrest,  and  a  yearning  for  a  < 
ferent  kind  of  life— a  higher,  a  nobler 
purer  life— still  reside  in  the  human  sc 
No,  education  is  not  the  answer  to  f 
problem  of  sin. 

What  is  the  solution?  This  is  the 
swer.  Education  is  good,  and  one  of  ] 
greatest  lessons  we  can  learn  is  tl 
man's  wisdom  has  limits.   The  cross, 
the  other  hand,  is  the  wisdom  and  pov 
of  God.    By  accepting  Christ's  sacrift 
in  faith  we  become  recipients  of  His  s 
ing  grace,  and  the  problems  we  he 
mentioned  are  solved.— Standard  Leti 
Commentary.

Bedridden  patients  could  expect  a  late-in-the-afternoon 
visit  from  their  highly-respected  medical  friend — and  that's  just  what 
he  was,  a  friend — for  doctors  of  bygone  days  were  able  to  relate  to  their 
patients  on  a  personal  basis.  There  was  not  the  present-day  cold  pro- 
fessionalism which  prevails  in  at  least  eight  out  of  ten  cases.  Babies 
were  born  at  home  without  the  preferred  sterile  conditions  of  clinics  or 
hospitals,  but  many  "house  babies"  have  grown  up  healthy  and  strong 
with  just  as  few  maladies  (in  comparison)  as  those  born  today  under 
improved  conditions. 

We  are  not  advocating  going  back  to  the  "good  old  days,"  as  they  were  called;  but, 
we  are  suggesting  that  the  slowness  of  life  back  then  when  people  had  time  for  each  other, 
when  neighborliness  was  as  natural  a<;  breathing,  and  when  professions  did  not  preempt 
warmness  of  hearts  and  genuineness  of  concern,  causes  us  to  reflect  upon  those  times  with 
a  certain  measure  of  nostalgia. 

This  writer,  though  still  young  in  years  and  experience,  is  able  to 
remember  those  times,  however  vaguely;  and,  he  feels  that  much  is  be- 
ing missed  by  today's  generation  because  life  is  such  that  one  hasn't 
the  time  to  notice  his  surroundings  and  natural  scenes,  even,  which  used 
to  bring  delight  to  the  hearts  of  men  and  women  and  boys  and  girls. 

When  was  the  last  time  you  visited  a  neighbor  for  a  get-together  where  congenial  ex- 
change of  conversation  was  foremost  on  the  "program"?  Did  the  TV  preclude  your  im- 
portance? In  order  to  get  one's  attention,  did  you  have  to  compete  with  a  favorite  TV  per- 
sonality whose  show  was  of  such  interest  that  only  during  commercial  time  were  you  able 
to  get  any  response  to  your  questions  or  statements?  Did  you  perhaps  feel  that  you  had 
visited  at  an  inopportune  time  and  that  perhaps  next  time  you  would  come  by  "appoint- 
ment" only? 

Another  point:  Motorcycles  of  various  sizes  and  models  fly  down 
the  highways,  whipping  the  wind  and  sometimes  frightening  us  out  of 
our  wits  at  the  daring  of  the  drivers  and  their  riders,  for  fear  that  they 
will  lose  control  and  end  up  sprawled  across  the  path  of  an  oncoming  car 
or  truck  or  in  some  ditch  bringing  injury  or  possible  death  to  one  or 
several.  Breakneck  speeds  bring  thrills,  not  only  for  boys,  but  also  for 
girls — when  formerly  no  girl  in  her  right  mind  would  even  consider  sit- 
ting astride  such  a  vehicle.  It  just  was  not  considered  ladylike.  Now, 
behelmeted  and  blue-jean  clad  girls  with  flying  hair  rush  around  and 
down  and  up  highways  and  back  roads  on  their  powerful  two-wheeled 
"horses,"  and  we  somehow  wonder  whatever  happened  to  the  demure, 
sweet,  thoroughly  feminine  girls  of  yesterday.  Is  this  woman's  lib,  or 
what? 

A  house  call?  A  visit?  A  rip-roaring  speeding  up  and  down  the  road  doesn't  allow 
for  the  tranquility  of  a  house  call— even  for  those  who  are  able  to  enjoy  such.  Noise  tears 
at  the  nerves  and  makes  uncomfortable  what  could  be  a  peaceful,  relaxing  atmosphere.  The 
home  is  no  longer  of  much  interest.  As  has  been  suggested,  it  is  more  like  a  filling  station: 
Get  your  "gas,"  change  your  "oil,"  and  be  on  your  way! 

We  treat  God  the  same  way.  We  have  little  time  to  pay  visits  to 
His  house.  We  may  go  once  a  week,  if  we  feel  a  particular  need ;  but,  if 
things  are  going  well  for  us,  and  something  of  more  interest  happens  to 
avail  itself,  we'll  neglect  to  attend  the  services  of  His  church.  Church 
is  mostly  for  old  people  who  are  too  tired  to  do  anything  else  anyway, 
in  the  opinion  of  some. 

There  is  a  tranquility,  the  epitome  of  peace  found  in  communion  with  the  heavenly 
Father;  and  the  best  place  to  secure  this  is  in  His  house.  He  makes  house  calls  on  us 
frequently,  but  we  are  so  busy  with  our  various  "necessary"  activities  that  we  are  not  pro- 
grammed to  His  channel.  The  sad  thing  about  it  is  that  after  awhile  He  may  stop  coming 
around;  and,  if  we  make  fewer  and  fewer  house  calls  for  Him— if  we  find  our  visits  to  His 
house  fewer  and  fewer— we  shall  certainly  lose  our  rapport  with  the  good  "Doctor."  He  is 
indeed  a  great  physician  who  can  cure  all  our  ills,  but  if  we  stop  visiting  His  "office,"  we 
can't  expect  Him  to  answer  our  summons  when  we  make  a  desperate  plea  for  His  help. 

We  had  best  be  careful  that  we  stay  on  good  terms  with  Him  and 
follow  His  prescribed  treatment  lest  He  is  unable  to  help  us  and  cannot 
hear  our  desperate  pleas.  If  He  doesn't  know  us,  how  can  we  expect  Him 
to  know  where  we  live  ?  Farfetched  ?  Perhaps  and  perhaps  not !  Think 
about  the  seriousness  of  it  all.  When  did  you  make  your  last  "house 
call"  on  God?

responsibilities.  The  greatest  need  for 
children  is  love.  Love  is  needed  so  chil- 
dren can  learn  to  love  and  accept  others, 
so  they  can  have  faith  and  confidence 
in  people  in  order  that  they  can  experi- 
ence faith  and  confidence  in  God.  The 
children  need  to  see  in  their  teacher  the 
living  God  and  well  as  the  lesson  taught. 

The  basic  needs  of  a  child  are  met  by 
the  teacher  who  creates  a  relationship 
of  loving  trust  within  him.  By  loving 
the  child,  he  learns  to  respect  himself 
and  sees  himself  as  someone  whom  God 
loves.  Therefore,  when  the  child  sees 
this  example  of  love  in  the  life  of  the 
teacher,  he  can  receive  God's  love  by  that 
trust.  As  a  child  grows  in  God's  love, 
he  will  love  others  in  return. 

I  believe,  other  than  the  student,  that 
the  most  important  person  involved  in 
Christian  education  is  the  teacher.  I 
think  the  teacher  should  love  each  stu- 
dent, as  he  is,  because  God  loves  all  men 
as  they  are. 

Along  with  sharing  the  knowledge  of 
the  Christian  life,  the  teacher  should 
have  a  close  relationship  with  the  stu- 


dents. This  relationship  should  include 
the  following: 

1.  The  teacher  should  learn  the  names 
of  all  the  students  in  his  class. 

2.  He  should  discover  the  interest  and 
ability  of  each  student. 

3.  He  should  know  something  about 
the  student's  home  life  and  school  back- 
ground. 

4.  The  teacher  must  have  a  personal 
concern  for  each  student. 

5.  He  should  keep  track  of  each  stu- 
dent's responsiveness  in  class. 

6.  The  tecaher  should  enlist  the  coop- 
eration of  the  student's  parents. 

The  teacher  should  place  utmost  im- 
portance on  personal  relationship  with 
each  student  in  his  class  and  help  and 
teach  him  to  live  as  a  Christian  within 
today's  society.  A  task  of  each  teacher 
should  be  to  introduce  children  and 
young  people  to  God  at  work,  as  reveal- 
ed in  the  Bible,  helping  them  to  interpret 
what  happens  to  them  each  day.  He 
must  also  be  concerned  not  only  in  what 
the  children  know  about  the  Bible,  but 
that  they  participate  in  a  life  of  self-giv- 
ing love  to  which  it  witnesses. 

Teachers  are  often  prone  to  get  the 
impression  that  their  task  is  complete 
when  the  students  know  the  names  of  the 
books  of  the  Bible  and  can  repeat  several 
verses  of  Scripture,  but  this  is  not  true. 
Some  students  do  not  learn  as  fast  as 
others,  and  some  will  not  participate  in 
this  type  of  teaching.  Therefore,  teachers 
must  find  new  ways  of  exposing  them- 
selves and  the  subject  matter  they  are 
teaching  They  should  use  new  and  differ- 
ent ways  to  teach  the  truths  about  God 
and  the  Bible.  They  must  ask  themselves, 
"How  can  we  help  children  and  young 
people  experience  something  of  the  qual- 
ity of  life  as  portrayed  in  the  Bible?  How 
can  we  make  all  classes  a  laboratory  for 
experiencing  the  meaning  of  love  and 
concern  as  interpreted  in  the  Bible?" 
You  do  this  by  breaking  open  the  tre- 
mendous truths  which  the  Bible  contains 
so  that  the  student  may  taste  of  them. 

Another  step  in  teaching  Christian 
education  is  sharing.  A  child  should  be 
taught  the  meaning  of  the  word  sharing. 
Sharing  things  with  others  will  teach  us 
to  love  others  more.  One  of  the  most 
important  ways  of  sharing  is  to  share 
our  possessions  with  the  church.  By 
doing  this  we  are  helping  to  carry  the 
gospel  to  those  who  have  never  heard 
the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Bible 
mentions  countless  ways  of  sharing.  But 
the  one  account  of  sharing  that  climax 
all  other  acts  of  sharing  was  God's  shar-

II  he  lift  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments, 
d  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus 

I  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and  said, 
Ither  Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and 
tnd  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of 
Is  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue,- 
I  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But 
praham  said,  Son,  remember  that  thou 
i  thy  lifetime  receivedst  thy  good  things, 
•'id  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things:  but  now 
!  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented, 
id  beside  all  this,  between  us  and  you 
ere  is  a  great  gulf  fixed:  so  that  they 
'hich  would  pass  from  hence  to  you  can- 
)t;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that 
puld  come  from  thence"  (Luke  16:23- 
>). 

jEven  though  the  sinner  (the  rich  man), 
ho  had  the  opportunity  to  repent  but 
d  not,  could  no  longer  meet  the  condi- 
on  that  enabled  him  to  go  to  heaven,- 
it,  he  was  in  a  conscious  state  and 
Hd  see  Lazarus  and  Abraham  and 
juld  converse  with  Abraham,  making 
jquests  of  him  concerning  unsaved  rela- 
j/es  that  evidently  were  sinning  away 
eir  time  of  grace  just  as  he  had  done 
hen  on  earth.  This  alone  would  make 
s  believe  that  the  saints  of  God  would 
rely  be  in  no  wise  limited  in  the  here- 
ter  more  than  this  unsaved  person, 
lie  story  tells  us  nothing  about  whether 
\  could  converse  with  those  whom  he 
lew  that  were  suffering  like  fate  to 
at  of  his  own,  or  whether  or  not  he 
w  and  recognized  any  of  them;  but  I 
3uld  assume  that  probably  he  might  do 
at  anyway.  He  recognized  at  least  two 


whom  he  saw,  Lazarus  and  Abraham,  and 
conversed  with  Abraham.  If  he,  because 
of  his  disobedience,  could  see  and  recog- 
nize two  saved  people  and  could  talk  to 
one,  I  feel  sure  that  those  two,  Abraham 
and  Lazarus,  saw  and  recognized  each 
other  with  many  others  who  were  saved 
and  in  paradise  as  they  awaited  the  res- 
urrection of  the  body. 

We  are  told  that  we  shall  see  Jesus 
and  know  Him  like  He  now  knows  us. 
"For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  dark- 
ly,- but  then  face  to  face:  now  I  know  in 
part;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also 
I  am  known"  (1  Corinthians  13:12).  These 
bodies  which  have  been  affected  by  sin 
limits  our  vision  and  our  perception.  Be- 
fore they  sinned,  our  first  parents  had  a 
much  clearer  conception  of  many  things 
than  those  who  now  have  sinned,  but 
when  we  are  in  possession  of  glorified, 
resurrected  bodies,  we  shall  see  more 
comprehensively  than  they  did.  Our 
knowledge  and  understanding  will  be 
like  Christ's.  Instead  of  "seeing  through 
a  glass  darkly,"  we  shall  have  correct 
vision  and  correct  knowledge,  "For  in 
him  we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our 
being,-  .  .  ."  (Acts  17:28).  "Beloved,  now 
are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not 
yet  appear  what  we  shall  be:  but  we 
know  that,  when  he  shall  appear,  we 
shall  be  like  him,-  for  we  shall  see  him 
as  he  is"  (1  John  3:2).  Be  like  Him  in 
what  way?  I  think,  see  Him  and  each 
other  as  He  sees  us.  Do  things  like  He 
does  them  and  want  so  to  do  them. 

"And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of 
the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image 
of  the  heavenly"  (1  Corinthians  15:49): 
"For  whom  he  did  foreknow,  he  also  did 
predestinate  to  be  conformed  to  the 
image  of  his  Son,  that  he  might  be  the 
firstborn  among  many  brethren.  More- 
over whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  he 
also  called:  and  whom  he  called,  them  he 
also  justified:  and  whom  he  justified, 
them  he  also  glorified"  (Romans  8:29, 
30). 

In  this  glorified  state  I  would  suppose 


us  to  know  each  other  better  than  now, 
even  as  He  knows  us  now.  The  Bible 
teaches  that  He  knows  every  idle  thought 
we  have.  We  do  not  know  each  other 
that  well  while  here.  There  we  shall 
have  no  idle  thoughts  and  each  will  know 
that  of  the  other  even  as  Jesus  knows  us 
now  and  will  know  us  then. 

A.  H.  Yetter  has  the  following  to  say 
on  Pages  30-32  in  the  November,  1969, 
issue  of  Christian  Victory: 

"Heaven  is  a  prepared  place  for  a  pre- 
pared people,-  it  is  the  Father's  House, 
prepared  for  His  children  who  have  had 
a  heavenly  birth,  a  birth  of  the  Spirit, 
having  believed  the  Word  of  God  con- 
cerning Jesus  Christ,  the  Saviour.  (You 
may  join  this  blessed  and  happy  com- 
pany, my  friend,  by  inviting  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  to  come  into  your  heart  and 
save  you,  today.)  Restating  our  ques- 
tion, then,  we  could  say,  'Will  believers 
know  one  another  in  heaven?' 

"In  answering  the  above  query,  we 
shall  consider  two  lines  of  thought  as 
presented  in  God's  Word;  namely,  the 
Precepts  of  Scripture  and  the  Pictures  of 
Scripture. 

"From  the  precepts  of  Scripture,  we 
gather  the  following  pertinent  informa- 
tion concerning  the  possibility  of  recog- 
nizing other  believers  in  heaven.  First, 
we  observe  that  heaven  exists,  for  the 
Scripture  speaks  of  a  man,  probably  Paul, 
being  caught  up  into  the  'third  heaven,' 
or  into  'Paradise'  (2  Corinthians  12:1-4). 
Furthermore,  we  have  a  statement  of 
Paul  to  this  effect:  'Therefore  we  are  al- 
ways confident,  knowing  that,  whilst  we 
are  at  home  in  the  body,  we  are  absent 
from  the  Lord:  For  we  walk  by  faith  and 
not  by  sight;  We  are  confident,  I  say, 
willing  rather  to  be  absent  from  the 
body,  and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord.' 
Please  note,  this  important  truth:  At 
death,  the  believer's  body  is  vacated,  the 
soul  and  body  are  separated,  and  the 
soul  goes  to  be  with  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
in  heaven.  Then  the  Psalmist  declared, 
'In  thy  presence  is  fulness  of  joy,-  .  .  .' 
(Psalm  16:11),  indicating  the  conscious 
blessedness  of  the  souls  of  the  believing 
dead  in  heaven.  All  of  these  factors, 
believers  being  in  heaven,  being  con- 
scious, having  the  use  of  their  faculties 
seem  to  indicate  at  least  the  possibility 
of  recognition  of  others  in  heaven. 

"Leaving  the  precepts  of  Scripture  let 
us  now  turn  to  the  consideration  of  some 
of  the  pictures  of  Scripture.  Space  may 
reauire  the  elimination  of  some  of  these 
important  pictures,  but  we  shall  consider 
as  many  as  time  allows.

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FIRE  AT  THE  HOME 


All  news  is  certainly  not  good  news 
d  in  this  category  is  the  news  about 
la  fire  which  destroyed  the  laundry  at 
lb  Children's  Home  on  Wednesday, 
ijgust  22.  It  was  a  terrible  event,  but 
\f're  very  thankful  that  there  were  no 
i|Uries  to  persons. 

(The  cause  of  the  fire  is  undetermined 

i  this  time,-  it  was  of  an  accidental  na- 
Ife,  however,  and  foul  play  has  defi- 
tfely  been  ruled  out.  The  most  prob- 
<;le  cause  of  the  fire  was  from  electrical 
ling. 

The  total  property  loss  was  about 
55,000.  Fifteen  thousand  of  the  total 
Is  was  from  the  building  and  about  ten 
tousand  was  from  the  loss  of  equip- 
rint  and  clothing  which  was  stored  in 
tt  building.  The  building  and  contents 
\ re  covered  by  insurance. 

The  operation  of  the  Home  has  not 
in  substantially  hindered  by  the  fire. 
E>n  though  the  laundry  was  used  two 
c^s  each  week  for  heavy  washing,  all 
t%  cottages  are  equipped  with  home- 
tie  clothes  washers  and  dryers  for  light 
v'shing.  So,  at  present  and  temporarily, 
a!  the  washing  will  be  done  in  each  cot- 
t'e.   The  clothes  that  were  lost  in  the 

ii  were  used  clothing  (mostly  winter 
cjthing)  that  had  not  been  issued  to  the 
cjldren.  No  particular  person  or  child 
lilt  their  clothing  in  the  fire. 

Kt  this  time,  no  decision  has  been 
nde  as  to  whether  the  laundry  will  be 
rluilt,  a  new  one  built,  or  none  built. 
Z1  soon  as  this  decision  has  been  made 


the  board  of  trustees,  the  denomina- 
l  will  be  promptly  informed  via  "The 
e  Will  Baptist." 

\Aany  churches  have  called,  asking 
at  they  can  do  to  help.  At  the  present 
e,  there  is  no  specific  need  resulting 
I  the  fire.    As  winter  approaches, 


I'm  sure  there  will  be  a  need  for  more 
clothing  money  or  usable  winter  cloth- 
ing. 

We  thank  each  of  you  for  your  con- 
stant willingness  to  help  the  Home. 
Please  continue  to  remember  us  in  your 
prayers.

You  wouldn't  feel  pain  when  your 
hand  accidentally  touched  a  hot  pan, 
therefore  you  wouldn't  turn  it  loose  right 
away.  But  later  you  might  wonder  why 
the  flesh  was  burned  away  from  your 
hands  and  blood  oozing  from  the  wound. 

Without  dental  checkups,  you  wouldn't 
know  you  had  a  cavity  until  one  day  you 
found  you  couldn't  chew  yor  food.  You'd 
get  a  mirror  and  find  empty  spaces  on 
your  gums. 

The  day  you  fell  and  broke  your  leg, 
suppose  you  hadn't  felt  pain.  You  would 
have  walked  around  and  the  weight  of 
your  body  would  have  ground  bone 
against  bone,  causing  the  break  to 
worsen. 

Suppose  you're  driving  nails  with  a 
hammer.  You  hit  the  wrong  nail.  But 
it  doesn'1  hurt.  You  hit  it  again  and 
again.  Firsl  thing  you  know,  you  notice 
a  pulpy  mass  where  your  nail  used  to  be. 

Or  if  you  couldn't  feel  pain,  you  might 
try  driving  the  nail  with  your  head. 
Think  of  the  hole  it  would  make  in  your 
head.  (That  is,  supposing  the  nail  the 
harder  of  the  two.) 

You  are  hemorrhaging  internally  from 
an  injury.  If  you  feel  no  pain,  it  would 
be  harder  for  the  doctor  to  diagnose 
your  need  of  emergency  surgery.  Where 
would  medicine  and  the  healing  process 
be  today  without  help  of  pain? 

Now  that  I  recognize  the  marvelous 
benefits  of  pain  and  I  really  thank  God 
for  this  goodness,  why  do  I  always  take 
a  powder  when  my  head  aches?

Unity  at  the  Lord's 
Table 

Printed  Text:  1  Corinthians  11:17-26 
Memory  Verse:  1  Corinthians  11:26 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  highest  joy  any  congregation  can 
know  should  be  found  in  fellowship 
around  the  Lord's  Table.  Here  the  peo- 
ple reflect  upon  the  sufferings  and  death 
of  our  Lord,  and  here  they  pledge  anew 
their  mutual  love  and  devotion  to  Him. 
There  is  no  other  place  in  all  the  life  of 
the  church  which  better  affords  an  op- 
portunity for  God's  people  to  gather  in 
unity  and  concord  for  the  glory  of  the 
Father. 

But  it  is  a  sin  to  gather  at  the  Table  in 
insincerity.  It  is  a  sin  to  abuse  the 
Lord's  Supper  by  pretending  to  love  Him 
and  live  for  Him  when  all  the  while  we 
are  aware  of  the  corrupting  influence 
of  sin  in  our  lives.  The  corruption  of 
the  church  in  Corinth  was  highlighted  by 
such  an  abuse  of  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  his  letter  to  this  church,  Paul  tries  to 
show  the  nature  of  this  abuse  by  com- 
paring the  original  Lord's  Supper,  as 
instituted  by  Jesus,  with  what  was  tak- 
ing place  in  Corinth.  He  stresses  the 
evil  of  disunity  and  seeks  to  bring  the 
church  into  a  unity  and  harmony  of  pur- 
pose for  Christ's  sake  and  the  edifying 
of  the  saints  there. 

As  we  examine  this  lesson,  our  prayer 
is  that  we  might  see  that  lovelessness 
among  God's  people,  and  their  known 
and  unforsaken  sins,  always  blight  the 
Holy  Communion.  May  the  Lord  help  us 
to  see  what  we  are  doing  to  His  great 
heart  when  we  come  to  the  Table  in 
sham,  pretense,  and  hypocrisy.— The  Ad- 
vanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  The  greatest  thoughts  that  I  have 
ever  had  are  these:  (1)  Christ  died  for 
me.  This  is  the  source  of  my  salvation. 
Nothing  could  be  more  important  or 
more  wonderful  to  me  than  this.  (2)  The 
Holy  Spirit  lives  in  me.  This  means  that 


the  Lord  is  always  with  me  to  sustain 
me  in  any  difficulty  or  trial.  This  is  so 
important  to  my  daily  life  as  a  Christian. 
(3)  I  am  part  of  the  body  of  Christ.  To 
me,  this  is  wonderful.  Think  of  it— "I 
am  part  of  the  body  of  Christ."  This  is 
a  wonderful  and  marvelous  truth.  The 
communion  reminds  me  of  all  this.  No 
wonder  it  is  such  a  wonderful  service  to 
me! 

B.  Who  is  qaulified  to  take  the  Lord's 
Supper?  It  is  the  Lord's  Table,  not  a 
denominational  table,-  therefore,  we  be- 
lieve that  all  of  those  who  are  the  Lord's 
children  are  qualified.  Who  knows 
whether  one  is  a  child  of  God  or  not? 
Who  is  authorized  to  pass  judgment? 
Only  God  and  the  person  himself.  There- 
fore, we  believe  that  all  Christians  should 
be  welcome  to  the  Lord's  Table. 

C.  Is  it  possible  that  by  taking  com- 
munion each  Sunday  as  some  churches 
do  that  it  becomes  commonplace  and 
does  not  hold  the  special  significance 
that  it  does  for  those  people  who  do  it 
less  often? 

D.  The  Bible  does  not  teach  that  the 
liquid  which  was  taken  at  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per was  wine.  Instead  the  Bible  says 
that  it  was  the  "fruit  of  the  vine."  How- 
ever, it  is  true  that  fruit  juice  (unfer- 
mented)  was  often  called  wine  in  the 
Bible.  So  let's  not  be  ridiculous  and  try 
to  justify  the  use  of  wine  by  saying  that 
it  was  used  in  the  Lord's  Supper. 

E.  Where  does  the  Bible  teach  that  a 
church  should  examine  those  who  come 
to  the  Lord's  Table?  Instead  the  Bible 
teaches  that  a  man  should  examine  him- 
self. If  one  comes  when  he  should  not 
come,  it  is  his  fault  and  not  the  fault  of 
the  church.-TKe  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  The  Lord's  Table  is  like  a  great 
bridge,  spanning  the  entire  interval  of 
the  church's  history  on  earth.  One  end 
of  it  rests  on  the  shame  of  the  Cross, 
and  the  other  is  planted  in  the  glory  of 
the  kingdom.  This  feast  sustains  a 
threefold  relationship  to  the  Christian.

"In  Luke's  Gospel,  chapter  sixteen,  we 
have  a  picture  of  three  individuals  after 
death;  namely,  Abraham,  Lazarus,  and 
the  rich  man.

I 
also  watched  as  Grandmammy  success- 
fully maintained  her  home  for  many 
years  afterward.  It  was  a  busy  place  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  and  always  exciting 
to  a  child  growing  up  like  myself.  Fin- 
ally one  of  the  daughters  convinced 
Grandmammy  to  move  to  town  with  her. 

The  family  still  kept  a  close  check  on 
each  other  even  after  Grandmammy  died. 
On  Sunday  afternoon  before  my  father 
passed  away  almost  five  years  ago,  you 
could  ride  out  to  the  tobacco  barns  and 


sit  under  the  huge  trees  and  laugh  with 
members  of  this  family  as  they  sort  of 
drifted  in  and  out  of  the  outdoor  "par- 
lor," drank  Pepsis  together,  and  still 
laughed  together.  I  guess  this  is  why 
the  huge  barn  grove  feels  so  empty  to- 
day when  I  visit  it.  There's  no  more 
family  visiting,  frosty  freezers  of  ice 
cream,  the  sound  of  a  game  of  horse- 
shoes, and  the  laughter  of  yesterday. 
Yet  the  vivid  memories  of  those  years 
will  stay  forever  fresh  in  my  mind,  and 
I  will  be  grateful  for  this  big  family  with 
big  hearts. 

Uncle  Boy  was  typical  of  such  a  big 
heart.  He  was  a  simple  and  modest  man 
with  strong  character  molded  by  my 
grandmother  who  walked  the  Christian 
way  with  assurance.  He  was  very  active 
and  a  faithful  member  of  Reedy  Branch 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  near  Winter- 
ville,  North  Carolina,  where  his  family 
heritage  spanned  the  years  to  the  very 
founding  of  this  country  church. 

We  had  something  precious  in  com- 
mon—Uncle Boy  and  I  ....  the  love  of 
this  old  country  church  which  was  so 
much  a  part  of  our  family,  and  our  fam- 
ily so  much  a  part  of  it.  Uncle  Boy  was 
a  pillar  of  this  church.  He  always  spoke 
his  convictions,  no  matter  the  opposi- 
tion. Then  he  welcomed  the  decision  of 
the  church  and  never  ceased  to  be  active 
due  to  any  disagreement.  His  humility 
was  evident  even  in  his  walk  and  dress. 
He  never  had  excessive  desires  for  this 
world's  goods.  Uncle  Boy  treasured  his 
church  relationship  and  his  friends  in 
and  out  of  the  church.  You  couldn't  help 
but  love  someone  with  such  a  big  heart 
—a  heart  full  of  the  bigness  of  God  and 
not  himself! 

Uncle  Boy  spread  protective  arms  of 
love  around  his  wife  and  two  children. 
His  was  a  voice  of  authority  administer- 
ed with  loving  concern  of  a  husband  and 
father.  He  was  a  constant  defender  of 
Christianity  and  the  church.  He  strong- 
ly felt  the  failures  of  his  own  church 
and  sought  to  help  in  his  meager  way  to 
find  victory  by  always  expressing  his  in- 
nermost convictions.  His  life  radiated 
with  Christian  love  and  concern  for  all. 
I  am  sure  many  members  of  Reedy 
Branch  church  will  miss  the  sincere  hon- 
esty and  Christian  concern  of  Uncle  Boy 
—better  known  as  Eugene  W.  Averette. 

I  will  not  mourn  his  passing,  but  rath- 
er I  will  dedicate  my  life  anew  to  the 
Christian  principles  held  dear  by  Uncle 
Boy.  And  I  will  smile  when  I  remember 
his  long  arm  of  love  he  always  spread 
around  my  shoulder  whenever  we  met!

A  TRIBUTE  TO  NORTH 
GASKINS 

On  Tuesday,  August  21,  1973,  North 
A.  Gaskins  died.  Mr.  Gaskins  was  a 
member  of  Saint  Mary's  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist Church,  New  Bern,  North  Carolina, 
and  served  as  a  former  deacon  and  teach- 
er. His  passing  deeply  touched  me,  for 
he  was  a  man  of  God  whose  life  influ- 
enced me.  I  know  tributes  are  hard  to 
write,  especially  for  Mr.  Gaskins,  be- 
cause my  words  can  never  be  the  meas- 
ure of  the  man.  However,  those  of  us 
who  knew  Mr.  Gaskins  would  like  others 
to  know  about  him.  He  was  a  gentle- 
man, most  worthy  of  anyone's  trust  and 
companionship.  He  was  wise  and  com- 
passionate, a  man  deeply  respected  and 
loved  by  others. 

A  very  generous  and  concerned  man, 
he  said  to  me  on  one  occasion,  "Tommy, 
if  there's  anything  that  we  (he  and  his 
wife)  can  do  for  you,  then  we'd  be  glad 
to  help."  I've  never  forgotten  that.  He 
really  meant  it.  I  never  requested  any- 
thing, but  I'm  sure  he  never  forgot  me 
in  his  prayers.  He  was  most  dependable. 
On  another  occasion,  after  preaching  my 
first  sermon,  Mr.  Gaskins  was  one  of  the 
first  to  compliment  me.  The  sermon  was 
on  getting  prepared  for  the  Lord's  com- 
ing. Always,  in  private  thoughts,  I've 
associated  this  sermon  with  him,  because 
he  was  one  truly  prepared  and  ready. 
Because  of  his  faithful  preparation  and 
by  God's  wonderful  grace  and  love,  death 
was  but  a  stairway  to  a  higher  life.  Sure- 
ly, we  know  that  at  the  top  of  those 
steps,  Tuesday  morning,  August  21, 
Christ  was  waiting  for  Brother  North 
with  open  arms. 

My  prayer  is  that  God  will  lead  more 
men  to  be  so  studious  of  the  Word,  so 
loyal  and  involved  with  His  church,  and 
so  concerned  about  humanity,  as  was 
North  Gaskins.  His  parting  leaves  a 
lonesome  place  at  his  church  as  well  as 
his  home,-  yet,  his  shadow  lingers  still 
to  inspire  a  younger  generation.  The 
memory  of  his  life  is  a  comfort  to  Chris- 
tians everywhere.

And 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  soul, 
which  will  not  hear  that  prophet,  shall 
be  destroyed  from  among  the  people. 
Yea,  and  all  the  prophets  from  Samuel 
and  those  that  follow  after,  as  many  as 
have  spoken,  have  likewise  foretold  of 
these  days"  (Acts  3:17-24). 

There  is  to  be  both  reward  and  judg- 
ment meted  out  to  all.  "Then  said  Jesus 
unto  his  disciples,  If  any  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take 
up  his  cross,  and  follow  me.  For  who- 
soever will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it:  and 
whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake 
shall  find  it.  For  what  is  a  man  profit- 
ed, if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world,  and 
lose  his  own  soul?  or  what  shall  a  man 
give  in  exchange  for  his  soul?  For  the 
Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the  glory  of 
his  Father  with  his  angels;  and  then  he 
shall  reward  every  man  according  to  his 
works"  (Matthew  16:24-27);  "For  as  the 
lightning  cometh  out  of  the  east,  and 
shineth  even  unto  the  west;  so  shall  also 
the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be"  (Mat- 
thew 24:27);  "For  as  the  lightning,  that 
lighteneth  out  of  the  one  part  under 
heaven,  shineth  unto  the  other  part 
under  heaven,-  so  shall  also  the  Son  of 
man  be  in  his  day"  (Luke  17:24);  "And, 
behold,  I  come  quickly,-  and  my  reward  is 
with  me,  to  give  every  man  according 
as  his  work  shall  be"  (Revelation  22:12). 

He  will  come  unannounced  except  for 
what  we  already  have  written  in  the  Bi- 
ble about  His  second  coming.  Remem- 
ber that  in  His  second  coming:  first,  it 
shall  be  to  raise  the  righteous  dead; 
second,  to  change  the  living  saints,-  third, 
to  catch  up  in  the  air  both  those  who 
have  died  and  those  who  are  living  to  be 
with  Him  forever.  We  are  exhorted  to 
be  abidinq  or  continue  to  abide  in  Him. 
Paul  called  it  "pressinq  toward  the  mark 
of  the  prize  of  the  high  callinq  of  God 
in  Christ  Jesus."  The  author  of  Hebrews 
called  it  "runninq  with  patience  the  race 
that  is  set  before  me."  "His  eye  is  on 
the  sparrow"  and  we  know  He  watches 


over  us,  but  He  also  calls  upon  us  to 
watch  and  to  pray  without  ceasing. 

If  we  obey  the  Scriptures  we  will  fol- 
low the  example  of  Dr.  Griffith  Thomas 
as  expressed  at  the  Moody  Founder's 
Week  Conference  more  than  a  decade 
ago  when  speaking  of  the  second  com- 
ing. He  told  us  that  for  years  that  as 
he  prayed  before  leaving  his  bedroom  he 
always  said,  "Come  quickly  Lord  Jesus, 
if  perchance  you  delay  that  glorious 
event  until  another  day  dawns  make  me 
aware  of  Thy  presence  in  all  of  this  Thy 
day  as  I  seek  with  all  my  heart  and  mind 
to  completely  obey  Thee  in  all  things." 
This  was  the  attitude  of  all  of  Jesus'  fol- 
lowers when  the  Holy  Spirit  filled  them, 
and  should  be  each  of  ours.  There  is  no 
purpose  apart  from  God's  will  for  us 
worth  a  second  of  our  time,  however  im- 
portant all  the  hounding  demons  of 
Hades  may  seek  to  influence  us  to  be- 
lieve. The  Bible  tells  us  what  God  wants 
of  us  each  day  and  we  should  be  satis- 
fied to  obey  Him.  A  happy  life  is  prom- 
ised to  us  if  we  conform  to  God's  will 
and  unhappiness  if  we  do  not  In  order 
to  conform  to  His  will  we  need  to  know 
the  Bible  and  obey  it.  It  teaches  us  to 
watch  with  continuous  vigil  His  appear- 
ing in  the  air  for  His  own. 

"And  now,  little  children,  abide  in  him; 
that,  when  he  shall  appear,  we  may  have 
confidence,  and  not  be  ashamed  before 
him  at  his  coming"  (1  John  2:28);  "So 
Christ  was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins 
of  many,-  and  unto  them  that  look  for 
him  shall  he  appear  the  second  time  with- 
out sin  unto  salvation"  (Hebrews  9:28); 
"And  as  he  sat  upon  the  mount  of  Olives, 
the  disciples  came  unto  him  privately, 
saying,  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things 
be?  and  what  shall  be  the  sign  of  thy 
coming,  and  of  the  end  of  the  world?  . . . 
But  as  the  days  of  Noe  were,  so  shall 
also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be" 
(Matthew  24:3,  37);  ".  .  .  Nevertheless 
when  the  Son  of  man  cometh,  shall  he 
find  faith  on  the  earth?"  (Luke  18:8). 
(Compare  Matthew  24:36-47;  John  7: 
17.)  The  world,  as  it  did  when  warned 
before  the  flood  and  before  the  destruc- 
tion of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  will  not 
believe  and  heed  God's  warning.  "And 
as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noe,  so  shall  it 
be  also  in  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man. 
They  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  married 
wives,  they  were  given  in  marriage,  un- 
til the  day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  ark, 
and  the  flood  came,  and  destroyed  them 
all.  Likewise  also  as  it  was  in  the  days 
of  Lot;  they  did  eat,  they  drank,  they 
bought,  they  sold,  they  planted,  they 
builded;  But  the  same  day  that  Lot  went

horse!"  said  Jimmy,  as  he  brought 
nis  picture  book  for  Grandmother  to  see. 
"I  wish  we  had  horses  instead  of  cars. 
I  like  horses.  And  if  we  used  horses 
there  wouldn't  be  so  many  accidents." 

"Well,  Jimmy,  sometimes  a  horse  did 
become  frigntened  and  run.  We  called 
it  a  'runaway  horse,' "  said  Grandma. 
"Sometimes  there  were  bad  accidents." 

"Tell  us  a  story  about  when  you  were 
a  little  girl,"  asked  Jimmy,  cuddling  up 
beside  Grandma  where  she  sat  on  the 
sofa  reading. 

Now  Grandma  never  could  resist  Jim- 
my's eager  eyes  and  round,  smiling  face 
when  he  asked  for  a  story;  so  now,  with 
one  arm  around  him  and  the  other 
around  Jonathan,  who  has  stopped  his 
play  to  listen,  Grandma  began: 

"You  boys  do  not  know  very  much 
about  snow  here  in  California;  but  when 
I  was  a  little  girl,  I  lived  in  Michigan. 
We  never  knew  of  a  winter  without  plen- 
ty of  snow.  One  year  it  was  so  deep  it 
covered  the  fencetops.  It  was  so  cold 
that  the  crust  on  the  snow  was  as  solid 
as  ice  and  we  could  walk  to  school  over 
the  fencerows.  There  were  no  automo- 
biles in  those  days,-  so  when  the  snow 
got  too  deep  for  carriages,  the  driving 
horse  would  be  hitched  to  a  cutter  that 
looked  like  those  on  Christmas  cards. 
Farmers  used  large  bobsleds,  which  were 
on  heavy  runners. 

"One  day  my  mother— your  great- 
grandmother— had  an  errand  at  the  home 
of  friends  a  few  miles  away.  The  snow 
was  nearly  three  feet  deep;  but  roads 
were  well  packed  and  just  right  for  a 


lovely  cutter  ride.  Trees  and  shrubs 
were  snowladen  and  beautiful  as  they 
sparkled  in  the  sunshine.  Mother  start- 
ed off  happily,  taking  with  her  my  broth- 
er, our  baby  sister,  and  me. 

"When  we  arrived  at  the  friend's 
home,  which  sat  back  some  distance  from 
the  main  road,  Mother  took  baby  sister 
into  the  house  with  her,-  but  my  brother 
and  I  stayed  outside  to  play  in  the  dry, 
powdery  snow. 

"Before  too  long  Mother  came  outside, 
ready  to  start  for  home.  My  brother 
and  I  asked  if  we  could  ride  on  the  run- 
ners of  the  cutter,  hanging  onto  the  seat 
behind  Mother.  Since  she  knew  how 
we  loved  to  do  this,  and  since  we  weren't 
too  far  from  home,  Mother  consented. 
How  delighted  we  were,  for  we  weren't 
always  granted  this  privilege.  We  each 
twisted  one  foot  securely  around  the  iron 
rods  between  the  runners  and  the  cutter 
seat  so  we  couldn't  fall  off,  and  away 
we  went,  down  the  curving  driveway. 

"Now  a  cutter  could  not  make  as  sharp 
a  turn  as  a  buggy  on  wheels,  and  alas! 
the  driveway  hadn't  been  shoveled  out 
wide  enough.  Over  went  the  cutter  on 
its  side.  My  brother  and  I  were  thrown 
upward.  The  horse  of  course  became 
frightened  and  started  to  run.  Mother 
was  calling  out,  'Whoa,  whoa,  whoa!'  but 
the  horse  was  rearing  and  plunging  right 
and  left,  snorting,  trembling,  and  floun- 
dering in  the  snowbank.  Terrified, 
Mother  rolled  baby  sister  tightly  in  her 
blankets  and  tossed  her  into  a  deep  snow- 
drift on  the  side  away  from  the  horse.

MINISTERS  OF 
RECONCILIATION 

Printed  Text:  2  Corinthians  5:16-6:2 
Memory  Verse:  2  Corinthians  5:19 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

For  what  were  you  saved?  What  is 
your  chief  responsibility  as  a  Christian? 

Being  a  Christian  means  more  than 
going  to  church,  giving  the  tithe,  sing- 
ing in  the  choir,  making  posters  for  the 
bulletin  board,  having  fellowship  meet- 
ings, doing  work  around  the  church,  or 
even  praying  and  reading  the  Bible. 
These  and  other  things  like  them  are 
good  as  far  as  they  go,  but  unless  they 
result  in  our  achieving  our  main  purpose, 
they  remain  simply  nice  things  to  do. 

What  then  is  our  main  purpose?  We 
are  ambassadors  for  Christ.  We  are 
saved  to  go  to  heaven  when  we  die  or 
when  Jesus  returns,  yes;  but  more  than 
that,  we  are  saved  to  bring  others  to 
Jesus  that  they  also  may  go  to  heaven. 
It  is  a  sin  to  live  out  our  years  doing 
"church  work"  without  learning  that  the 
only  excuse  for  our  being  redeemed  is 
to  help  get  others  redeemed  also. 

We  are  ministers  of  reconciliation. 
There  are  millions  who  are  at  enmity 
with  God,  who  are  outside  the  fold  of 
Christ.  God  does  not  need  to  be  recon- 
ciled to  them,  for  He  has  never  turned 
from  them;  they  need  to  be  reconciled 
to  God,  for  they  have  turned  from  Him. 
Being  a  minister  of  reconciliation  simply 
means  that  we  are  doing  our  best  to 
point  unsaved  men  to  the  living  Christ 
who  will  give  them  life  abundant.  This 
is  the  Christian's  "first  love,"  and  a 
serious  ouestion  we  must  ask  in  this  les- 
son is  whether  we  have  left  that  first 
love  or  whether  we  are  letting  it  glow 
in  our  hearts,  making  them  burn  with  a 
desire  to  win  men  to  God.— The  Bible 
Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  There  is  enmitv  between  man  and 
his  conscience,  between  man  and  man, 
and  between  man  and  God.  What  a  great 


need  there  is  for  a  ministry  of  reconcilia- 
tion in  the  world  today.  The  church  is 
given  this  responsibility. 

B.  "The  gospel  is  not  an  old,  old  story, 
freshly  told.  It  is  a  fire  in  the  Spirit, 
led  by  the  flame  of  immortal  love:  and 
woe  unto  us,  if,  through  our  negligence 
to  stir  up  the  gift  of  God  which  is  within 
us,  that  fire  burns  low."— Cautrey. 

C.  "The  greatest  miracle  of  that  day 
(Pentecost)  was  the  transformation 
wrought  in  those  waiting  disciples.  Their 
fire-baptism  transformed  them."— Chad- 
wick. 

D.  Why  are  there  so  many  Free  Will 
Baptist  churches  that  do  not  have  a  visi- 
tation program?  Why  are  there  so  many 
of  our  members  opposed  to  a  visitation 
program  in  the  churches  that  have  one? 
This  would  be  a  good  topic  for  class  dis- 
cussion. 

E.  If  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ, 
are  we  doing  a  good  job  of  representing 
Christ  in  our  community?— The  Bible 
Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  A  hardened  non-Christian  was  once 
asked  if  he  did  not  want  to  be  saved.

ON  BEAUTY 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  a  thing  of  beauty  is  not  a  joy  forever — 
not  if  she  thinks  she's  pretty,  and  not  if  that  beauty  is  proud  and  unbend- 
ing.  Let's  examine  beauty  and  try  to  determine  just  what  it  is. 

Something  is  beautiful  if  it  is  true;  something  is  beautiful  if  it  is 
good;  and,  something  is  beautiful  if  it  is  purposeful.  We  usually  measure 
beauty  by  the  effect  it  has  upon  us.  We  judge  things  by  what  they  seem 
to  be,  not  always  for  their  real  worth.  Some  things  seem  good  to  us 
when  they  seem  bad  to  others ;  similarly,  a  beautiful  person  may  appear 
ugly  to  us  because  we  know  unfavorable  traits  in  his  character.  Beauty 
is  a  matter  of  individual  preference.  Some  people  gasp  in  the  presence 
of  flowers  while  others  gasp  in  the  presence  of  a  skyscraper — or  a  prime 
pig.  The  only  true  test  for  beauty  would  be  whether  or  not  the  object 
or  regard  satisfied  our  desires  at  a  particular  time.  A  full  stomach  does 
not  consider  a  banana  split  beautiful,  unless  one  has  an  unnatural  appe- 
tite. On  the  other  hand,  a  leaf  of  lettuce  could  prove  quite  beautiful  to 
one  who  is  on  a  liquid  diet.  Thus,  our  cravings  could  determine  the  beau- 
tiful or  the  unbeautiful. 

Some  people  have  been  known  to  regard  an  elongated  neck  as  a  mark 
of  great  beauty.  In  our  culture  we  find  no  particular  charm  in  having  or 
looking  upon  a  long  neck.  Some  people  insert  gold  rings  in  their  noses 
as  an  adornment  or  as  enhancement  to  their  "natural"  beauty.  We  find 
no  satisfaction  in  such  a  display.  We  have  learned  to  admire  a  flashing 
smile  which  reveals  perfect,  white  teeth;  but  some  people  blacken  their 
teeth  for  beauty's  sake.  Some  of  the  ancients  described  perfect  beauty 
as  a  spherical  figure,  while  others  saw  it  in  a  pyramid  or  a  square.  Many 
men  today  refer  to  beauty  as  a  nicely-shaped  woman! 

Prejudices,  standards,  and  customs  vary  with  differing  individuals 
and  different  personality  types ;  thus,  what  is  beautiful  or  ugly  rests  upon 
these  "norms."  Private  tastes  or  public  opinion  enter  in,  so  beauty  is 
really  not  definable — at  least  not  in  the  strict  sense  of  definition  that 
some  people  would  require. 

Something  beautiful  stimulates  the  sense  of  sight,  and  its  percep- 
tion can  stimulate  the  other  senses  too.  If  the  subject  is  music,  the  sense 
of  hearing  is  first  affected.  Viewing  or  hearing  the  beautiful  can  cause 
the  heart  to  beat  faster  and  the  blood  pressure  to  rise.  Stimulation  of  the 
other  three  senses  can  provide  the  same  physical  reactions,  but  describ- 
ing something  as  beautiful  is  usually  expressed  after  having  seen  or 
heard  it.  There  have  been  three  elements  ascribed  to  beauty:  namely,  per- 
fection, harmony,  and  brightness.  Beauty  is  therefore  never  constant, 
for  all  men  differ  in  their  discernment  of  that  which  is  perfect,  har- 
monious, or  bright.  Personal  judgment  affords  the  degree  at  which 
something  is  described  as  "beautiful,"  "pretty,"  or  "all  right."  Music 
in  a  minor  key,  for  example,  repels  some  people  while  it  "turns  others 
on."  Experience  affects  our  opinion  of  the  beautiful,  for  our  association 
to  pleasureable  or  unpleasureable  happenings  in  certain  environs  affords 
beauty  or  ugliness.  Psychological  development  can  alter  one's  ideas; 
warped  minds  are  stimulated  by  pain,  morbidness,  death,  or  destruction; 
and  sunshine  is  considered  beautiful  by  all  except  those  who  love  the 
darkness  or  those  who  fear  the  light.  It  would  not  be  fair  for  us  to  as- 
sume that  our  peers  have  poor  taste  just  because  their  concept  of  beauty 
does  not  coincide  with  ours.  There  is  natural  beauty  and  artificial 
beauty.  Take  for  instance  the  makeup  a  woman  uses  to  make  herself 
more  presentable.  Her  beauty  may  be  termed  artificial  because  she  uses 
cosmetics  to  enhance  her  best  features ;  yet,  this  is  not  usually  objection- 
able— unless  used  to  excess. 

Beauty  is  properly  associated  to  love,  for  physical  attraction  (void  of 
frivolous  attention  given  to  passing  fancies)  is  coupled  with  esteem.  That 
which  we  adore  is  usually  beautiful  to  us — be  it  a  person,  an  idea,  or  a 
thing.  We  conclude,  however,  that  true  analysis  of  beauty  is  never 
possible,  for  the  analyzer  is  always  biased  before  he  begins  "taking  the 
thing  apart."

The  spirit  truly  is  ready, 
lit  the  flesh  is  weak"  (Mark  14:38). 
(|iul  writes:  "For  what  is  our  hope,  or 
ISy,  or  crown  of  rejoicing?  Are  not  even 
I  in  the  presence  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
l  irist  at  his  coming?"  (1  Thessalonians 
■19);  "And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanc- 
jry  you  wholly;  and  I  pray  God  your 
hole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  pre- 
kved  blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our 
prd  Jesus  Christ"  (1  Thessalonians  5: 
3).  Compare,  "Knowing  this  first,  that 
jiere  shall  come  in  the  last  days  scof- 
irs,  walking  after  their  own  lusts,  And 
laying,  Where  is  the  promise  of  his  com- 
Jjig?  for  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all 
lings  continue  as  they  were  from  the 
sginning  of  the  creation"  (2  Peter  3:3, 
I. 


Do  we  not  come  in  contact  with  these 
scoffers  in  the  present  day?  If  so,  what 
does  it  tell  us  about  the  probability  of 
Christ's  soon  coming?  Suppose  it  were 
to  be  today,  how  ready  are  we  for  this 
event?  The  very  next  prophecy  a  Chris- 
tian may  expect  to  be  fulfilled  is  that 
which  depicts  Christ  coming  in  the  air 
to  summon  His  bride,  at  which  time  the 
dead  in  Christ  shall  hear  His  voice  shout- 
ed from  the  air  and  come  forth  from  the 
dust  of  the  earth,  while  we  which  are 
alive  and  remain  shall  be  changed  in- 
stantly from  being  clothed  in  these  vile 
bodies  into  bodies  like  unto  His  glori- 
fied body.  Then  we  all  shall  be  rap- 
tured together  while  the  unsaved  dead 
will  remain  in  their  graves  another  1,000 
years.  (See  Revelation  20:1-7.)  Please 
read  carefully  1  Corinthians  15.  "It  is 
sown  a  natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spir- 
itual body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  spiritual  body.  .  .  .  And  as  we 
have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we 
shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God; 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incor- 
ruption.  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery,- 
We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all 
be  changed,  In  a  moment,  in  the  twink- 
ling of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump:  for  the 
trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall 
be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality"  (1  Corinthians  15:44, 
49-53). 

Evidently  Paul  would  not  have  been  so 
thrilled  at  the  knowledge  of  his  resur- 
rection if  he  had  not  been  made  aware 
through  revelation  that  he  was  for  sure 
to  be  among  those  destined  to  be  in  the 
first  resurrection,-  for  he  knew  very  well 
that  all  men  were  to  be  raised  from  the 
dead.  He  knew  he  would  be  raised  to- 
gether with  all  believers  and  judged  in 
Christ  for  rewards  only.  "That  I  may 
know  him,  and  the  power  of  his  resur- 
rection, and  the  fellowship  of  his  suf- 
ferings, being  made  conformable  unto 


his  death;  If  by  any  means  I  might  at- 
tain unto  the  resurrection  of  the  dead" 
(Philippians  3:10,  11).  Compare,  "Mar- 
vel not  at  this:  for  the  hour  is  coming, 
in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the  graves 
shall  hear  his  voice,  And  shall  come 
forth;  they  that  have  done  good,  unto 
the  resurrection  of  life,-  and  they  that 
have  done  evil,  unto  the  resurrection  of 
damnation"  (John  5:28,  29);  "For  since 
by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For  as  in 
Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all 
be  made  alive.  But  every  man  in  his 
own  order:  Christ  the  firstfruits;  after- 
ward they  that  are  Christ's  at  his  com- 
ing. Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall 
have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to  God, 
even  the  Father,-  when  he  shall  have  put 
down  all  rule  and  all  authority  and 
power"  (1  Corinthians  15:21-24). 

First  in  order:  Christ  was  raised  first 
at  a  specific  time,  now  nearly  two  thou- 
sand years  ago.  He  went  back  to  heaven 
to  be  with  the  Father  and  sent  the  Holy 
Spirit,  another  Comforter,  to  guide  us 
as  He  had  guided  His  followers  and  had 
comforted  them  before  He  returned  to 
the  right  hand  of  the  Father  to  inter- 
cede for  us,  that  are  His,  whom  He  pur- 
chased with  His  own  blood.  (See  and 
compare  Mark  4:28  which  suggests  order 
in  time  in  a  similar  way:  ".  .  .  first  the 
blade,  then  the  ear,  after  that  the  full 
corn  in  the  ear.")  Christ,  the  firstfruits 
over  1900  years  ago,-  then  they  that  are 
His  when  He  comes  to  meet  us  in  the 
air,-  then  1000  years  later,  according  to 
Revelation,  Chapter  20,  all  the  dead  that 
have  died  without  Christ. 

These  will  not  come  to  meet  the  Lord 
in  the  air,  but  their  dead  bodies  will  be 
resurrected  and  they  will  be  judged  ac- 
cording to  the  books,  when  their  names 
are  not  found  in  the  book  of  life.  This 
Great  White  Throne  Judgment  is  the  final 
assurance  of  what  the  Bible  calls  the 
second  death.  That  is  the  doom  that  Paul 
warns  us,  his  readers,  against.  "But  unto 
them  that  are  contentious,  and  do  not 
obey  the  truth,  but  obey  unrighteousness, 
indignation  and  wrath,  Tribulation  and 
anguish,  upon  every  soul  of  man  that 
doeth  evil,  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also  of 
the  Gentile"  (Romans  2:8,  9);  "For  the 
wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from  heaven 
against  all  ungodliness  and  unrighteous- 
ness of  men,  who  hold  the  truth  in  un- 
righteousness" (Romans  1:18);  "But  the 
fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abom- 
inable, and  murderers,  and  whoremonq- 
ers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all 
liars,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake

GOOD  NEWS  FOR 
SINNERS 

Printed  Text:  Romans  1:16-25 
Memory  Verse:  Romans  1:16 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

For  the  next  five  Sundays  our  lessons 
will  be  taken  from  the  Book  of  Romans. 
The  theme  of  the  book  has  been  called 
"The  Gospel  of  God,"  and  in  the  first 
three  chapters  Paul  points  up  the  condi- 
tion of  the  unregenerated  man  and  shows 
that  the  gospel  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  all  who  will  believe.  This 
is  the  good  news  to  the  unsaved,  referred 
to  in  these  chapters  as  "the  heathen," 
for  all  unbelievers  are  heathen  in  the 
sense  that  they  are  alienated  from  God 
and  His  righteousness. 

There  have  been  many  occasions  in 
our  lives  when  we  received  good  news  of 
some  kind.  Perhaps  it  was  when  we 
learned  of  some  great  and  good  thing 
that  happened  to  someone  we  loved,  or 
it  may  have  been  the  news  of  a  victory 
over  sin.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  it 
would  be  good  news  to  learn  that  the 
war  in  Vietnam  was  over  and  our  prison- 
ers of  war  were  returning  home. 

But  the  greatest  news  we  ever  receiv- 
ed was  that  we  might  have  salvation 
through  Jesus  Christ.  We  who  are  Chris- 
tians have  received  that  good  news  and 
by  faith  have  become  the  children  of 
God.  Our  business  now  is  to  deliver  that 
good  news  to  others  who  are  still  un- 
saved. We  have  no  other  task  more  im- 
portant. May  this  lesson  help  you  and 
me  to  get  about  doing  it.— TKe  Bible 
Student  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  All  of  the  Bible  is  God's  Word;  all 
of  the  Bible  is  true;  but  all  of  the  Bible 
is  not  the  gospel.  Only  that  part  of  the 
Bible  which  deals  with  Jesus  is  the  gos- 
pel. 

B.  Some  people  seem  to  have  the  idea 
that  God  gave  man  the  law,  and  that 
when  the  law  failed,  He  gave  grace.  In 
similar  manner,  some  believe  that  God 


started  with  the  Jew,  but  when  they  re- 
fused Him,  He  turned  to  the  Gentiles. 
These  things  are  not  true.  God's  plan 
from  the  beginning  included  both  Jew 
and  Gentile. 

C.  There  are  two  kinds  of  righteous- 
ness: an  imputed  righteousness  and  an 
acquired  righteousness.  The  imputed 
righteousness  is  that  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  which  is  imputed  or  given  to  us 
when  we  are  saved.  Then  after  we  are 
saved,  we  may  by  serving  the  Lord  grow 
in  grace  and  acquire  a  righteousness.  We 
can  never  acquire  any  righteousness  un- 
til the  righteousness  of  Christ  has  been 
imputed  to  us. 

D.  In  these  first  few  chapters  of  Ro- 
mans, Paul  is  stressing  the  fact  that  all 
men  are  sinners.  He  says,  "For  there  is 
no  difference."  There  is  no  difference 
in  the  fact  of  sin,-  there  is  no  difference 
in  the  penalty  for  sin;  and  there  is  no 
difference  in  the  remedy  for  sin. 

E.  Have  you  personally  trusted  Christ 
as  your  Saviour?  Think  about  this  for 
awhile.  If  you  have,  say  a  prayer  of 
thanksgiving  to  God  for  His  goodness.  If 
you  haven't,  why  not  ask  Him  to  save 
you  now?-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  A  Denver  magazine  reports  a  disas- 
trous fire  in  that  city  during  which  a 
large  warehouse,  containing  thousands 
of  tons  of  ice,  was  destroyed.  The  edi- 
tor points  out  that  the  building  actually 
contained  thousands  of  gallons  of  a  po- 
tent extinguisher— but  it  was  frozen! 
What  a  picture  of  the  apostate  condi- 
tion of  the  churches  of  today  while  sin 
rages  throughout  the  country.— Ohio  In- 
dependent Baptist. 

B.  News  articles  may  be  classified  in 
two  groups:  bad  news  and  good  news. 
From  a  current  newspaper  you  see  most- 
ly headlines  of  bad  news.  These  head- 
lines may  be  condensed  to  one  word  or 
phrases  and  might  look  something  like 
this: 

MURDER 

CHILDREN  NEGLECTED 
ROBBERY 

DRUNK  DRIVER  KILLS  CHILD

sadness  of  these  human  failures:

be  summarized  in  such  words  and  phrase 
as  these:

This  news  concerns  us,  for  it  tells  u 
what  we  are,  what  we  need,  and  wha, 
God  has  done  to  satisfy  our  needs.- 
Adapted  from  Standard  Lesson  Commer 
tary.

Editorial-- 

TO  SMOKE -TO  DRINK -OR  NOT 

"Caution:  Cigarette  Smoking  May  Be  Hazardous  to  Your  Health." 
Thus  reads  a  warning  now  printed  on  every  pack  of  cigarettes  packaged 
in  America.  Howbeit  then  that  in  our  diligent  search  among  discarded 
containers  of  alcoholic  beverages  we  are  unable  to  find  the  following 
statement:  "Caution:  Drinking  of  Alcoholic  Beverages  May  Be  Hazard- 
ous to  Your  Health"?  This  is  a  gross  representation  of  unfairness;  and 
what  is  more,  alcohol  does  more  than  to  damage  one's  health! 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  writer  to  defend  cigarette  smoking 
against  the  drinking  of  beverage  alcohol ;  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  how 
adamantly  some  individuals  speak  out  against  the  use  of  tobacco  and  its 
ills  but  ignore  those  ills  created  by  the  use  of  alcohol. 

A  short  while  ago  a  well-known  TV  personality  confirmed  his  non- 
smoking "status"  and  proceeded  to  point  out  the  ills  of  the  habit.  On  an 
earlier  program  when  the  subject  of  drinking  alcoholic  beverages  arose, 
this  same  performer  neither  cited  himself  as  a  nondrinker  nor  bothered 
to  mention  the  ills  of  this  habit.  If  he  were  to  check  the  records,  he 
would  find  that  the  evils  of  drinking  are  just  as  widespread  and  intense 
as  those  of  cigarette  smoking — if  not  more  so.  One  needs  only  to  travel 
down  the  block  to  see  the  effects  of  this  evil  habit.  Children  are  ragged 
and  their  little  stomachs  crave  food  which  is  not  available,  because  their 
fathers  had  "to  have  the  bottle." 

While  the  little  ones  go  ragged  and  hungry,  their  sad  eyes  sunken  in 
their  sockets,  their  mothers  are  streaked,  bruised,  swollen,  and  often 
bloody — the  result  of  a  husband's  beating  while  he  was  under  the  influ- 
ence of  that  which  started  as  a  "social"  drink.  Babies  cry  for  milk  when 
there  is  no  milk.  There  is  no  milk  because  the  daddy  thought  it  more 
important  that  he  have  the  nourishment  of  a  bottle  of  wine.  There  was 
not  money  for  both.  This  writer  was  confronted  one  night  by  a  man, 
seemingly  desperate,  who  begged  money  to  buy  milk  for  his  infant.  He 
told  how  he  was  out  of  work  and  how  his  wife  was  in  the  hospital,  and 
that  the  baby  had  only  enough  milk  to  last  the  night.  The  money  was 
given ;  but  as  the  man  left,  he  immediately  entered  the  nearest  bar. 

Drinking  in  moderation  is  a  symbol  of  "society" ;  but  gruesome  crimes, 
violence,  and  indescribable  atrocities  are  committed  each  day  because 
people  subscribe  to  the  use  of  this  symbol.  Highways  are  bloody  because 
the  operators  of  motor  vehicles  have  become  unresponsive  and  insensi- 
tive under  the  "tranquility"  of  alcohol.  Bodies  are  mangled  and  perma- 
nently disfigured — the  result  of  injuries  sustained  in  a  wreck  where 
alcohol  was  a  factor. 

This  writer  neither  drinks  nor  smokes,  so  he  is  not  attempting  to  be 
"champing  at  the  bit"  in  preference  to  one  or  the  other.  It  seems  odd, 
however,  that  steps  have  been  taken  to  control  and  curb  the  consumption 
of  one  "evil"  when  another  "evil"  which  causes  untold  miseries  remains 
on  the  accepted  list.  Cigarette  smoking  causes  cancer  they  say,  but  there 
are  many  people  also  suffering  from  the  cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  stomach 
ulcers,  and  kidney  diseases.  These  have  not  been  proven  to  be  caused  by 
cigarette  smoking,  but  they  have  been  proven  to  be  caused  by  consump- 
tion of  alcohol! 

It  would  be  ideal  if  people  neither  drank  nor  smoked,  but  this  is  one 
ideal  that  may  never  be  realized.  Moreover,  it  would  be  ideal  if  Chris- 
tianity prevailed  everywhere  and  every  "Christian"  was  really  a  Chris- 
tian! 

To  smoke — to  drink — or  not — is  an  individual  choice;  but  let's  be 
fair  regarding  the  two.  Let  an  inch  always  equal  an  inch,  and  the 
"measuring  up"  will  be  honest!

In  the  sixty-first  annual  session  of  the 
>rth  Carolina  State  Convention  of  Origi- 
Free  Will  Baptists,  convening  with 
First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Tar- 
ro,  September  12,  13,  the  delegates 
red  to  accept  the  following  report  from 
temperance  committee: 

The  following  facts  are  pertinent  at 
s  time: 

Citizens  of  North  Carolina  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  vote  on  a  state- 
wide referendum  on  mixed  beverages 
on  November  6,  1973. 

Liquor  is  recognized  by  our  federal 
government  as  our  number  one  drug 
problem. 

Whiskey-at-the-wheel  is  involved  in 
more  than  sixty  percent  of  all  high- 
way fatalities  in  North  Carolina. 

It  should  be  recognized  that  if  this 
referendum  is  passed  we  will  be  open- 
ing our  state  to  the  criminal  type  ele- 
ment because  of  the  great  profit  to 
be  made  in  the  liquor  business. 

The  truth  needs  to  be  faced  that  with 
the  passage  of  this  bill  it  will  open 
ten  times  more  legal  outlets  for  sell- 
ing whiskey  and  with  more  outlets  it 
is  reasonable  to  assume  that  more 
whiskey  will  be  consumed. 

Failure  to  vote  againt  or  failure  to 
vote  at  all  on  November  6,  1973,  is, 
in  a  sense,  voting  in  favor  of  this 
bill. 

We,  the  temperance  committee,  be- 
cause of  the  above  facts  make  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

That  our  ministers  and  churches  co- 
operate with  the  Christian  Action 
League  of  North  Carolina  and  with 
the  local  chapter  in  their  county  in 
an  effort  to  defeat  this  statewide 
referendum  on  mixed  beverages  on 
November  6,  1973. 

That  our  State  Convention  support  the 
Christian  Action  League  of  North 
Carolina  financially  in  the  amount  of 
$250  per  year,  beginning  in  1974, 
and  that  we  request  our  churches 
representing  in  the  annual  conven- 
tion to  increase  their  contribution  by 
"jj  two  dollars  to  take  care  of  this 
•M  amount.

C.  That  we  make  available  to  our  church- 
es the  suggested  resolution  printed 
below  and  urge  them  to  adopt  it  or 
one  similar. 

D.  That  our  ministers  inform  their  con- 
gregation and  point  out  the  evils  and 
clangers  of  alcohol  and  denounce  the 
efforts  of  the  pro-liquor  forces,  and 
urge  their  members  to  work  against 
the  passage  of  this  bill  before  No- 
vember 6,  1973,  and  vote  against  the 
bill  themselves  on  that  date.

Whereas,  North  Carolina  citizens  will  go 
to  the  polls  on  November  6,  1973,  to 
determine  whether  or  not  Liquor-by- 
the-Drink  can  be  sold  in  North  Caro- 
lina; 

Whereas,  according  to  the  Health,  Educa- 
tion, Welfare  Report  of  December, 
1971,  on  ALCOHOL  AND  HEALTH,  re- 
veals states  with  by-bottle  sales  only, 
as  in  North  Carolina,  have  a  lower  per 
capita  consumption  rate  of  liquor  than 
states  with  by-bott!e  and  by-drink 
sales,-  and  in  fact,  North  Carolina  is 
forty-second  in  rank  in  per  capita  con- 
sumption; 

Whereas,  greater  consumption  will  result 
in  more  alcohol-related  problems,  es- 
pecially the  number  of  alcoholics,-  and, 
according  to  the  Rutgers  University 
School  of  Alcohol  Studies,  North  Caro- 
lina ranks  forty-seventh  in  number  of 
alcoholics  per  100,000  population,- 

Whereas,  Liquor-by-the-Drink  will  encour- 
age drinking  and  driving,-  and  we  are 
now  told  by  highway  experts  that  in 
the  last  three  years  at  least  64  percent 
of  all  highway  fatalities  reveal  the  evi- 
dence of  whiskey-at-the-wheel; 

Whereas,  the  proposed  referendum  does 
not  deal  with  the  "brown-bagging" 
problem  but  just  adds  another  dimen- 
sion of  the  distribution  of  liquor  in 
North  Carolina; 

Whereas,  tourism  is  growing  in  North 
Carolina  without  liquor-by-the-drink 
which  reveals  that  this  matter  is  not 
needed  in  a  state  where  its  tourism  is 
family  oriented; 


Whereas,  Liquor-by-the-Drink  is  basically 
being  promoted  by  those  who  seek  to 
make  fantastic  profits  off  of  the  sale 
of  liquor,- 

Whereas,  our  federal  government  states 
that  liquor  is  our  number  one  drug 
problem; 

Whereas,  Liquor-by-the-Drink  will  mean 
more  social  pressure  on  young  people,- 

Whereas,  Liquor-by-the-Drink  is  just  a 
foot  in  the  door  for  open  bars,- 

Whereas,  Liquor-by-the-Drink  will  mean 
more  crime  in  our  community,- 

Whereas,  Liquor-by-the-Drink  is  usually 
followed  by  efforts  to  legalize  gamb- 
ling; 

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  that  your  church, 
meeting  in  conference  on  a  stated 
date,  does  hereby  express  its  opposi- 
tion to  Liquor-by-the-Drink  and  will 
seek  to  inform  your  people  with  the 
truth  concerning  this  issue,  will  pledge 
your  financial  support,  and  undergird 
the  Christian  Action  League  with  your 
prayer  support  so  that  this  matter  will 
be  defeated  on  November  6,  1973,  in 
North  Carolina.

Report  to  The  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  of  Free  Will  Baptists 

September  12,  1973 

W.  Burkette  Raper,  President 

It  was  twenty  years  ago  at  the  1953 
session  of  this  convention  that  the  de- 
cision was  made  to  purchase  for  $25,000 
an  old  elementary  school  building  in 
Mount  Olive  and  locate  a  junior  college 
there  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  In  Oc- 
tober of  1953,  when  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees met,  it  had  raised  $2,000  of  this 
amount,  an  additional  $2,000  was  bor- 
rowed, and  a  down  payment  of  $4,000 
was  made,-  the  balance  was  later  financed 
over  a  ten-year  period. 

The  recommendation  to  establish  a 
college  in  Mount  Olive  was  vigorously 
contested  and  the  vote  carried  only  by  a 
narrow  margin.  The  opposition  argued 
that  the  "College"  could  not  survive  and 
would  become  a  disgrace  to  Free  Will 
Baptists. 

Today,  we  join  with  the  Apostle  Paul 
in  proclaiming:  ".  .  .  thanks  be  to  God, 
which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (1  Corinthians  15:57). 

In  these  twenty  years— 1953-73- 
Mount  Olive  College  has  increased  in 
value  from  $25,000  to  approximately  $3 
million,  more  than  3,000  students  have 
been  served,  full  accreditation  has  been 
attained,  and  the  College  has  become  not 
only  a  place  of  learning  but  a  channel  for 
the  spiritual  development  of  our  church. 

Chapel:  One  year  ago  plans  for  a 
chapel  at  Mount  Olive  College  were  on 
the  drawing  board  and  only  a  challenge 
gift  of  $60,000,  plus  $14,000  which  had 
been  raised  over  a  ten-year  period,  were 
available  to  finance  this  project.  Today 
contracts  have  been  awarded  and  con- 
struction is  underway.  Gifts  and  pledges 
now  total  $230,000  toward  a  goal  of 
$250,000.

Barrow  a  Student 
At  Dallas  Seminary 

The  Rev.  Clifton  Joe  Barrow,  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  W.  Barrow,  Route  2, 
Snow  Hill,  North  Carolina,  is  a  first-year 
student  at  the  Dallas  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Dallas,  Texas,  a  graduate  school 
founded  in  1924  to  prepare  Christian 
leaders  for  service  throughout  the  world 
as  pastors,  teachers,  missionaries,  evan- 
gelists, and  administrators.  Drawing  its 
students  from  41  different  states,  10 
foreign  countries,  and  219  colleges  and 
universities,  the  seminary  is  one  of  the 
10  largest  theological  schools  in  North 
America  and  is  the  largest  independent 
seminary  in  the  world. 

While  at  the  seminary  Joe  will  be  in- 
volved in  a  rigorous  four-year  graduate 
program  which  centers  in  the  study  of 
the  Bible  and  includes  strong  emphasis 
in  the  fields  of  theology,  missions, 
evangelism,  Greek,  and  Hebrew. 

In  drastic  contrast  to  many  liberal 
seminaries  who  have  "hit  upon  hard 
times,"  Dallas  Seminary,  according  to  a 
recent  article  in  TIME  magazine,  is  among 
the  several  evangelical  schools  singled 
out  as  being  in  the  vanguard  of  vigorous 
growth  and  expansion.  Currently  the 
seminary  is  preparing  more  evangelical 
teachers  for  Bible  institutes,  Christian 
colleges,  and  theological  seminaries  than 
any  other  graduate  school  in  the  world. 
Dallas  alumni  are  serving  as  presidents 
or  deans  of  more  than  60  schools  and  are 
on  the  faculties  of  100  Bible  schools,  col- 
leges, and  seminaries. 

Presently  the  seminary  receives  more 
than  twice  as  many  qualified  applicants 
as  present  facilities  will  allow  and  there- 
fore has  undertaken  an  aggressive  expan- 
sion program  of  $3,160,000  which  will 
include  a  new  academic  center  designed 
to  accommodate  up  to  750  students.  The 
enrollment  for  the  fall  semester  has 
reached  a  new  record  high  as  the  semi- 
nary continues  to  expand  its  facilities  and 
multiply  its  outreach  as  it  celebrates  its 
fiftieth  anniversary.

One  may  note  that  following  the  judg- 
ment of  nations  that  have  survived  the 
Great  Tribulation,  there  is  a  kingdom— 
the  Messianic  kingdom.  Also  following 
the  White  Throne  Judgment  there  is  a 
new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  that  has  a 
new  Jerusalem,  the  one  seen  by  John  in 
his  Patmos  vision  coming  down  to  the 
new  earth.  These  are  to  be  eternal; 
whereas,  the  reign  and  millennium  king- 
dom are  limited  to  1,000  years  on  this 
earth— an  earth  yet  doomed  to  melt  with 
fervent  heat  accordingly.  "But  the  day 
of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief  in  the 
night;  in  the  which  the  heavens  shall 
pass  away  with  a  great  noise,  and  the 
elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat, 
the  earth  also  and  the  works  that  are 
therein  shall  be  burned  up"  (2  Peter  3: 
10);  an  earth  that  will  forever  pass  away. 
The  Great  White  Throne  Judgment  fol- 
lows all  others  and  includes  destruction 
of  the  present  heaven  and  earth.  (See 
Revelation  20:11-15  printed  above.)  The 
white  throne  furnishes  the  scene  for  the 
judgments  of  the  unrighteous  dead  only. 

Then  there  is  a  judgment  of  Israel 
mentioned  in  the  Bible.  "As  I  live,  saith 
the  Lord  GOD,  surely  with  a  mighty  hand, 
and  with  a  stretched  out  arm,  and  with 
fury  poured  out,  will  I  rule  over  you: 
And  I  will  bring  you  out  from  the  peo- 
ple, and  will  gather  you  out  of  the  coun- 
tries wherein  ye  are  scattered,  with  a 
mighty  hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out 
arm,  and  with  fury  poured  out.  And  I 
will  bring  you  into  the  wilderness  of  the 
people,  and  there  will  I  plead  with  you 
face  to  face.  Like  as  I  pleaded  with  your 
fathers  in  the  wilderness  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  so  will  I  plead  with  you,  saith  the 
Lord  GOD.  And  I  will  cause  you  to  pass 
under  the  rod,  and  I  will  bring  you  into 
the  bond  of  the  covenant:  And  I  will 
purge  out  from  among  you  the  rebels, 
and  them  that  transgress  against  me:  I 
will  bring  them  forth  out  of  the  coun- 
try where  they  sojourn,  and  they  shall 
not  enter  into  the  land  of  Israel:  and  ye 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  LORD.  As  for 
you,  0  house  of  Israel,  thus  saith  the 


Lord  GOD;  Go  ye,  serve  ye  every  one  his 
idols,  and  hereafter  also,  if  ye  will  no* 
hearken  unto  me-,  but  pollute  ye  my  holy 
name  no  more  with  your  gifts,  and  with 
your  idols.  For  in  mine  holy  mountain, 
in  the  mountain  of  the  height  of  Israel, 
saith  the  Lord  GCD,  there  shall  all  the 
house  of  Israel,  all  of  them  in  the  land, 
serve  me:  there  will  I  accept  them,  and 
there  will  I  require  your  offerings,  and 
the  firstfruits  of  your  oblations,  with  all 
your  holy  things.  I  will  accept  you  with 
your  sweet  saviour,  when  I  bring  you 
out  from  the  people,  and  gather  you  out 
of  the  countries  wherein  ye  have  been 
scattered;  and  I  will  be  sanctified  in  you 
before  the  heathen.  And  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  LORD,  when  I  shall  bring 
you  into  the  land  of  Israel,  into  the  coun- 
try for  the  which  I  lifted  up  mine  hand 
to  give  it  to  your  fathers.  And  there 
shall  ye  remember  your  ways,  and  all 
your  doings,  wherein  ye  have  been  de- 
filed; and  ye  shall  lothe  yourselves  in 
your  own  sight  for  all  your  evils  that  ye 
have  committed.  And  ye  shall  know  that 
I  am  the  LORD,  when  I  have  wrought 
with  you  for  my  name's  sake,  not  accord- 
ing to  your  wicked  ways,  nor  according 
to  your  corrupt  doings,  0  ye  house  of 
Israel,  saith  the  Lord  GOD"  (Ezekiel  20: 
33-44);  "But  unto  the  wicked  God  saith, 
What  hast  thou  to  do  to  declare  my 
statutes,  or  that  thou  shouldest  take  my 
covenant  in  thy  mouth?  Seeing  thou 
hatest  instruction,  and  castest  my  words 
behind  thee.  When  thou  sawest  a  thief, 
thou  consentedst  with  him,  and  hast  been 
partaker  with  adjlterers.  Thou  givest 
thy  mouth  to  evil,  and  thy  tongue  fram- 
eth  deceit.  Thou  sittest  and  speakest 
against  thy  brother,-  thou  slanderest 
thine  own  mother's  son.  These  things 
hast  thou  done,  and  I  kept  silence;  thou 
thoughtest  that  I  was  altogether  such  an 
one  as  thyself:  but  I  will  reprove  thee, 
and  set  them  in  order  before  thine  eyes. 
Now  consider  this,  ye  that  forget  God, 
lest  I  tear  you  in  pieces,  and  there  be 
none  to  deliver"  (Psalm  50:16-22).  This 
evidently  is  to  take  place  at  the  end  of 
the  Great  Tribulation. 

And  finally  for  our  purpose  comes  the 
judgment  of  angels.  "And  the  angels 
which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but 
left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserv- 
ed in  everlasting  chains  under  darkness 
unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day" 
(Jude  6);  "For  if  God  spared  not  the  an- 
gels that  sinned,  but  cast  them  down  to 
hell,  and  delivered  them  into  chains  of 
darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto  judgment" 
(2  Peter  2:4).  Believers  are  to  associate

LAW  AND  GOSPEL 

Printed  Text:  Romans  3:19-28 
Memory  Verse:  Romans  3:28 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

How  does  a  citizen  know  when  he  has 
done  wrong?  He  knows  it  because  the 
civil  law  tells  him.  If  we  had  no  laws, 
we  would  not  consider  lawbreaking 
wrong.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Chris- 
tian; the  law  of  God  brings  to  us  an 
awareness  of  sin.  If  there  had  been  no 
Ten  Commandments,  we  would  not  know 
that  it  was  wrong  to  lie,  to  steal,  to  kill, 
and  to  do  the  other  wrongs  the  law  con- 
demns. 

The  sinner  should  be  aware  also  that 
the  law  cannot  save  him.  In  the  first 
place,  he  is  unable  to  keep  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments, and  if  he  could,  they  still 
would  not  save.  If  they  could,  then 
Christ's  sacrifice  on  the  Cross  would  be 
in  vain.  The  sinner  is  saved  through  ac- 
cepting in  faith  what  God  has  done  for 
him  in  Christ.  After  that,  he  strives  to 
keep  the  laws  of  God  because  it  is  God's 
will  that  he  do  so. 

But  he  cannot  keep  the  law  after  con- 
version any  more  than  before  without 
offending  it  in  many  ways.  So  God  pro- 
vides forgiveness  and  cleansing  through 
the  same  Christ  that  saves.  "If  we  con- 
fess our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us 
from  all  unrighteousness"  (1  John  1:9). 
Christians  seek  to  keep  the  law  not  as 
a  way  of  salvation  but  as  an  expression 
of  the  will  of  God  for  His  people.— The 
Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  If  a  man  could  lift  himself  by  his 
own  bootstraps,  Christ  would  not  have 
needed  to  die  for  something  that  a  man 
could  do  for  himself. 

B.  There  are  various  degrees  of  moral- 
ity, but  all  men  apart  from  God's  grace 
are  lost;  therefore,  there  is  no  reason  for 
boasting  on  the  part  of  any  man. 

C.  There  is  no  difference  in  Jew  or  in 
Gentile.  All  have  sinned  and  all  are  lost, 
and  all  must  be  saved  the  same  way. 


D.  If  one  can  understand  this  third 
chapter  of  Romans,  he  can  understand 
the  whole  plan  of  salvation  because  it 
is  summarized  here.

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Paul  declared  in  Romans  3:27  that 
boasting  was  "excluded"  by  "the  law  of 
faith."  Salvation  is  not  to  be  considered 
the  achievement  of  man  after  a  long  pro- 
cess of  laborious  conformity  to  an  exact- 
ing array  of  requirements.  Rather,  it  is 
the  free  gift  of  God's  love.  "While  we 
were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us"  (Ro- 
mans 5:8).  It  is  not  to  be  worked  up  to, 
but  to  be  worked  out  from.  We  live  for 
God  in  righteousness,  not  in  timid  hope 
that  we  may  be  saved  but  in  confident 
abandon  because  we  have  been  saved.  Of 
course,  there  is  a  sense  in  which  we  are 
yet  to  be  saved  in  that  our  full  "redemp- 
tion" awaits  eternity.  But  as  far  as  the 
penalty  of  sins  goes,  this  has  been  paid. 

Perhaps  an  illustration,  imperfect  to 
be  sure,  may  help.  Suppose  there  is  a 
farmer  who  wants  to  secure  some  farm 
machinery,  a  corn  picker,  for  instance. 
He  scrimps  and  saves,  he  works  long  and 
faithfully,  but  has  a  very  difficult  time 
getting  enough  ahead  so  he  can  make 
this  purchase.  There  are  always  other 
demands  on  his  money,-  and  he  has  a  hard 
time  getting  his  crops  in,  anyway,  so  he 
can  get  them  stored  or  sold.  Now,  sup- 
pose someone  lets  him  have  a  new  corn 
picker  and  indicates  he  can  pay  for  it  as 
he  uses  it.  He  now  already  has  what  he 
never  could  have  saved  enough  to  buy. 
Meanwhile,  the  added  efficiency  of  the 
mechanical  picker  allows  him  to  plant 
more  land  and  to  harvest  his  corn  much 
more  quickly. 

Our  salvation  in  Christ  is  given  us  by 
God,  rather  than  earned  by  us  by  scrimp- 
ing along  trying  to  keep  God's  law.  We 
never  could  have  earned  salvation  any- 
way; it  was  too  much  for  us  to  achieve 
by  our  own  efforts.  Now,  however,  since 
God  has  given  us  His  Son  and  His  saving 
power,  we  have  a  means  by  which  we 
can  "work  out"  our  salvation  with  His 
help.  God  expects  us  to  bring  forth  fruit 


for  Him,  but  the  gift  of  His  grace  and  (I 
His  Spirit  helps  us  achieve  His  own  pu! 
poses. 

There  can  be  no  boasting  for  tli1 
Christian  since  his  salvation  is  God's  gii' 
and  not  his  own  accomplishment,  an! 
since  every  good  impulse  and  effort  c, 
his  is,  after  all,  God's.  "God  is  alwayl 
at  work  in  you  to  make  you  willing  an, 
able  to  obey  his  own  purpose"  (Phi lip 
pians  2:13,  Today's  English  Versions- 
Standard  Lesson  Commentary.

Cigarettes  are  a  "no-no."  We  learned  this  sometime  ago  when  they 
were  proven  to  be  "hazardous  to  your  health."  So  now  all  advertising 
of  cigarettes  on  TV  has  been  banned  by  an  arm  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment. 

Because  of  this  action,  there  might  be  fewer  smokers  than  ever 
before ;  for  it  is  a  known  fact  that  one  of  the  best  ways  to  sell  a  product 
is  to  flash  it  on  a  TV  screen  amid  music  and  laughter  and  scenic  beauty. 
One  of  the  best  ways  to  kill  a  product,  then,  is  to  take  it  from  public 
view ;  and  so  far  as  TV  is  concerned,  favorable  advertising  of  cigarettes 
has  been  canceled. 

The  tobacco  industry  may  be  losing  a  lot  of  money  as  result  of  the 
ban  (we  have  no  reliable  figures  to  prove  or  disprove  this  fact),  but 
there's  one  thing  for  sure:  The  liquor  industry  isn't  hurting  from  lack 
of  advertising.  No  matter  how  evil  and  injurious  to  health  tobacco  is, 
in  this  writer's  opinion  it  can  never  so  much  as  touch  the  damage — 
healthwise  and  morally — that  alcohol  can  cause.  Certainly  cigarette 
smoking  never  improved  anyone's  health  or  morality,  but  by  the  same 
token  it's  going  to  take  a  lot  of  proof  to  convince  this  writer  that  drink- 
ing ever  did  either.  There  is  more  to  the  tragedy  of  alcohol  than  death 
on  the  nation's  highways ;  there  are  broken  families,  starving  children, 
sick  bodies,  and  pickled  brains! 

It  is  most  peculiar  indeed  that  since  the  cigarette  ban  that  liquor 
advertising  has  skyrocketed.  (We  use  the  term  "liquor"  generally,  to 
include  beer,  wine,  and  distilled  beverages  as  well.)  In  one  night's 
viewing  we  counted  six  liquor  commercials;  whereas,  less  than  a  year 
ago  there  would  have  been  only  one  commercial  for  a  well-known  malt 
liquor  or  a  popular  beer  during  the  course  of  an  evening's  viewing.  On 
one  occasion  we  saw  a  commercial  which  featured  a  young  singing  group 
of  the  young  American  style,  and  we  thought  that  we  were  in  for  some 
patriotic  commercial  or  other.   But  what  was  it?   You  guessed  it. 

Isn't  it  ironic  that  we  take  the  smoke  out  of  our  young  people's 
lungs  and  clear  up  their  hacking  coughs  and  clean  their  stained  teeth 
only  to  fill  their  bloodstreams  with  alcohol  and  dull  their  senses  and 
make  them  oblivious  to  care  or  responsibility?  When  this  writer's 
child  grows  up,  his  father  would  rather  that  he  neither  smoked  nor 
drank ;  but,  if  he  has  to  do  one  or  the  other,  his  father  would  rest  a  little 
easier  knowing  that  he  was  "under  the  influence"  of  tobacco  instead  of 
alcohol.  Lest  our  readers  misunderstand,  we  are  not  championing  the 
cause  of  the  tobacco  industry.   This  writer  neither  smokes  nor  drinks. 

Personalities  taking  part  in  liquor  commercials  get  younger  every 
year.  Those  who  are  depicted  as  enjoying  the  alcoholic  beverages  are 
always  youthful,  wholesome-looking,  healthy,  and  fun-loving.  Is  it  pos- 
sible that  the  liquor  industry  is  appealing  to  the  young  segment  of  so- 
ciety? Where  are  the  men  with  graying  temples  and  big  stomachs  who 
use  to  praise  the  merits  of  a  bottle  of  beer  or  a  jigger  of  wine?  Ah  ha! 
Advertisers  are  shrewd.  They  know  where  the  action  is,  and  they  want 
to  be  where  "it's  at!" 

It's  nothing  short  of  tragic,  really,  when  you  consider  where  all  this 
can  lead  to.  Needless  to  emphasize,  a  person  would  be  better  off  if  he 
never  smoked  nor  drank ;  but  if  a  comparison  is  wanting,  it  is  our  opin- 
ion that  alcohol  is  worse.  Inasmuch  as  morals  are  concerned,  the  Scrip- 
tures teach  in  1  Corinthians  10:31,  "Whether  therefore  ye  eat,  or  drink, 
or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God."  Granted,  smoking 
probably  never  uplifted  a  person  spiritually.  Similarly,  how  a  person 
can  drink  alcoholic  beverages  to  the  development  of  good  morals  or 
physical  and  mental  health  is  beyond  our  ability  to  comprehend. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  one  thing  is  for  certain :  Since  they  have  cleared 
all  the  smoke  away  from  the  TV  screen  we  can  see  the  alcohol  better. 
In  our  opinion  they  are  playing  the  devil — and  we  shall  be  playing  the 
devil,  too,  if  we  allow  ourselves  to  be  sucked  in ! 
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You . . .  Jesus . . 
and  the  Law"

The  court  said  much  about  the 
ri(fts  of  the  mother  to  control  her  own 
bck  but  little  about  the  rights  of  the 
uribrn  child  and  hardly  anything  about 
th  rights  of  the  father.  But  the  really 
staling  thing  is  that  the  court  appear- 
edto  base  its  decision  partly  on  an  ap- 
pe  to  pagan  religion.  It  said  that  "an- 
ciijt  religion"  did  not  bar  abortion,  but 
Crjstianity  and  Judaism  did;  so  the 
cert  can  only  be  referring  to  paganism 
■sufi  as  existed  in  the  Roman  Empire  be- 
;fo  Christ. 

ie  are  all  aware,  I  am  sure,  of  the 
gr/ving  cynicism  towards  honesty  and 
"Wal  integrity.  Many  movies  are  clever- 
jy calculated  to  work  up  sympathy  for 
isthjcriminal  or  for  the  couple  having  an 
amarital  affair.  Even  highjackers, 
pejficularly  those  who  have  escaped  with 
e  sums  of  money,  earn  the  admira- 
of  some  people.  Surely  this  says 
ething  about  the  breakdown  of  our 
idMs! 

Ithough  I'm  not  at  heart  a  pessimist, 
3  Ijlieve  we  can  expect  more  lawlessness 
th  further  we  get  from  God.  One  of 
,tW  basic  definitions  of  sin  in  the  Bible 
(ishawlessness."  In  society  this  means 
arrchy,-  in  individuals  it  implies,  "do 
>|r  own  thing." 

et  there  is  a  countertrend  to  lawless- 
wfe.  We  are  learning  that  we  cannot 
effectively  without  law,  either  as  in- 
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dividuals  or  as  a  society.  A  reaction  is 
setting  in  against  soft  living  and  low 
standards.  Dr.  Dean  Kelly  in  his  book, 
"Why  Conservative  Churches  Are  Grow- 
ing," shows  that  since  1960  liberal 
churches  have  lost  ground  while  churches 
which  make  hard  demands  on  people 
have  mushroomedl 

What  should  be  our  stance  as  Chris- 
tians at  this  point  in  time?  While  we 
can't  go  along  with  the  "anything  goes" 
attitude,  we  also  have  to  beware  that 
we  do  not  just  react  and  become  hard- 
line legalists.  There  is  a  grave  danger 
that  an  overpermissive  society  can  sud- 
denly swing  into  a  dictatorship.  The 
answer  is  that  we  are  not  to  conform 
either  to  the  anarchy  or  the  legalism  of 
our  times.  Rather  we  are  to  be  trans- 
formed by  the  "mind  of  Christ"  (see  Ro- 
mans 12:2),  which  is  revealed  to  us  in 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 

Jesus  stated:  "Think  not  that  I  am 
come  to  abolish  the  law  and  the  proph- 
ets;  I  have  not  come  to  abolish  them  but 
to  fulfil  them.  For  truly,  I  say  to  you, 
till  heaven  and  earth  pass  away,  not  an 
iota,  not  a  dot,  will  pass  from  the  law 
until  all  is  accomplished.  Whoever  then 
relaxes  one  of  the  least  of  these  com- 
mandments and  teaches  men  so,  shall  be 
called  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven; 
but  he  who  does  them  and  teaches  them 
shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  For  I  tell  you,  unless  your 
righteousness  exceeds  that  of  the  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  you  will  never  enter  the 
kingdom  of  heaven"  (Matthew  5:17-20, 
Revised  Standard  Version). 

Jesus  made  His  position  clear:  fulfill- 
ment, not  abolition,  was  His  purpose! 
Christ  "fulfills"  and  "completes"  the  law 
in  three  ways. 


First,  He  gives  it  a  deeper  meaning. 
He  shows  that  the  law  of  God  demands 
more  than  living  by  a  code  of  rules.  It 
demands  both  clean  hands  and  a  pure 
heart.  The  law  said,  "Do  not  kill."  Je- 
sus said,  "Do  not  have  unjust  anger." 
The  law  said,  "Do  not  commit  adultery." 
Jesus  said,  "If  you  look  on  a  woman  to 
lust  you  have  already  committed  adul- 
tery in  your  heart."  "God  looks  on  the 
heart,  not  just  the  actions,"  says  Jesus. 

Second,  Jesus  fulfilled  the  law  by  per- 
fectly obeying  it  in  His  own  life.  He 
"fulfilled  all  righteousness"  by  His  ac- 
tions and  in  His  Spirit.  And  He  did  this 
not  only  in  His  sinless  life,  but  in  His 
atoning  death.  By  His  death,  Jesus  gave 
us  a  new  motive  for  righteous  living.  "If 
you  love  me,"  He  said,  "keep  my  com- 
mandments." 

Third,  Jesus  fulfills  the  law  by  giving 
us  the  power  to  live  it.  "I  can  will  what 
is  right  but  I  cannot  do  it"  (see  Romans 
7:18).  That's  the  common  human  con- 
fession—doing wrong  is  like  going  down- 
hill; doing  right  is  like  going  uphill!  But 
if  we  let  Jesus  actually  come  and  live  in 
us,  through  His  Holy  Spirit,  what  a  dif- 
ference that  would  make.  "The  law  of 
the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  has  set 
me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death. 
For  God  has  done  what  the  law,  weak- 
ened by  the  flesh,  could  not  do,-  sending 
his  own  Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful 
flesh  and  for  sin,  he  condemned  sin  in 
the  flesh,  in  order  that  the  just  require- 
ment of  the  law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us, 
who  walk  not  according  to  the  flesh  but 
according  to  the  Spirit"  (Romans  8:2-4, 
Revised  Standard  Version). 

Perhaps  you've  been  struggling  with 
some  terrible  temptation  or  trying  to 
find  God  by  good  works  and  obeying  the 
law.  But  God's  goodness  is  only  found 
by  faith!  Receive  the  goodness  that 
Christ  provided  for  you  by  His  death  on 
the  Cross,-  and,  receive  the  goodness  that 
Christ  will  work  out  in  you  by  His  Spirit. 
That  is  the  way  to  the  righteousness  of 
God! 

A  nation  and  society  that  turns  from 
God's  laws  is  inviting  disaster.  We  can 
no  more  break  God's  laws  than  we  can 
step  off  a  building  and  defy  the  law  of 
gravity.  In  Edmund  Burke's  famous 
words,  "Society  cannot  exist  unless  a 
controlling  power  on  will  and  appetite 
be  placed  somewhere  and  the  less  of  it 
there  is  within,  the  more  there  must  be

She  just  arrived  in 
New  York  to  aid  in  a  transfusion  for  a 
twenty-five-year-old  mother,  having  hurried 
east  from  Salt  Lake  City  on  an  urgent  wire 
from  doctors  in  New  York.  The  donor  is 
a  phenomenon  in  the  medical  world.  She 
is  one  of  the  very  few  persons  whose  blood 
can  resist  staphylococcus  aureus,  a  disease 
of  the  blood  stream.  She  is  said  also  to  be 
the  only  person  who  has  been  able  to  offer 
blood  simultaneously  for  two  transfusions; 
this  was  done  in  Portland,  Oregon.  While 
over  400  persons  thank  generous  Mrs.  Mc- 
Mullin  for  her  blood,  unnumbered  hosts 
sing  the  praises  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
for  the  shedding  of  His  precious  blood 
which  cleanses  from  all  sin.  Sin  is  the  real 
disease  in  the  blood  stream  of  humanity.—

pr  end  is  worse  with  them  than  the  be- 
inning.  For  it  had  been  better  for  them 
bt  to  have  known  the  way  of  righteous- 
pss,  than,  after  they  have  known  it,  to 
jrn  from  the  holy  commandment  de- 
yered  unto  them.  But  it  is  happened 
pto  them  according  to  the  true  proverb, 
ihe  dog  is  turned  to  his  own  vomit  again,- 
jpd  the  sow  that  was  washed  to  her  wal- 
Iwing  in  the  mire"  (2  Peter  2:20-22); 
jfe  therefore,  beloved,  seeing  ye  know 
jiese  things  before,  beware  lest  ye  also, 
jsing  led  away  with  the  error  of  the 
icked,  fall  from  your  own  stedfastness' 
I  Peter  3:17);  "And  hereby  we  do  know 
jiat  we  know  him,  if  we  keep  his  com- 
iiandments.  ...  But  whoso  keepeth  his 


word,  in  him  verily  is  the  love  of  God 
perfected:  hereby  know  we  that  we  are 
in  him.  He  that  saith  he  abideth  in  him 
ought  himself  also  to  walk,  even  as  he 
walked"  (1  John  2:3,  5,  6). 

Dr.  L.  T.  Talbot  has  somewhat  a  dif- 
ferent approach  to  such  a  question  on 
Pages  121,  122  of  his  book  Bible  Ques- 
tions Explained: 

"The  apostle  is  addressing  Hebrews; 
and  the  warning  is  based  upon  the  per- 
fection of  the  one  sacrifice  of  Christ,  as 
the  context  clearly  shows.  The  'sinning 
wilfully'  here  is  the  definite  turning 
away  from,  or  refusal  of,  that  one  per- 
fect sacrifice— the  finished  work  of 
Christ.  To  do  so  means  eternal  ruin,  be- 
cause there  is  no  other  sacrifice  that  can 
meet  the  sin  question. 

"The  apostle  is  not  discussing  the  fail- 
ures that  all  too  often  are  found  in  the 
life  of  a  Christian.  For  such  a  discus- 
sion, see  1  John  1:9;  2:1,  for  some  of 
the  clearest  passages. 

"In  Hebrews  10:26  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
speaking  of  the  wilful  definite  rejection 
of  Christ's  atoning  sacrifice.  In  other 
words,  He  is  saying  that  if,  after  examin- 
ing what  the  Old  Testament  Scriptures 
teach  concerning  Christ  and  His  work;  if, 
after  comparing  these  prophecies  with 
the  New  Testament  presentation  of 
Christ,  thus  obtaining  a  knowledge  of 
the  truth;  if,  in  the  light  of  all  this  knowl- 
edge one  deliberately  and  permanently 
rejects  Christ,  then  God  has  nothing  more 
to  say  to  him,  except  to  mete  out  judg- 
ment. Why?  Because  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Triune  God,  has  offered  the 
only  way  of  salvation.  Christ  crucified 
is  'the  wisdom  of  God.'  That  is  the  only 
way  of  salvation  the  wisdom  of  God  has 
devised. 

"The  backslider  is  not  in  view  in  this 
text  at  all.  It  is  the  man  who  has  'trod- 
den under  foot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath 
counted  the  blood  of  the  covenant  an  un- 
holy thing,'  who  is  under  consideration 
here  (Hebrews  10:29)." 

We  have  other  verses  that  should  help 
us  on  this  subject:  "He,  that  being  often 


reproved  hardeneth  his  neck,  shall  sud- 
denly be  destroyed,  and  that  without 
remedy.  ...  An  unjust  man  is  an  abomi- 
nation to  the  just:  and  he  that  is  upright 
in  the  way  is  abomination  to  the  wick- 
ed" (Proverbs  29:1,  27);  "I  know  thy 
works,  that  thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot: 
I  would  thou  went  cold  or  hot.  So  then 
because  thou  art  lukewarm,  and  neither 
cold  nor  hot,  I  will  spue  thee  out  of  my 
mouth"  (Revelation  3:15,  16);  "But  the 
fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abomi- 
nable, and  murderers,  and  whoremong- 
ers, and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all 
liars,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
which  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone: 
which  is  the  second  death"  (Revelation 

21:8). 

What  else  those  believing  differently 
may  say,  the  Bible  seems  to  teach  that 
there  is  a  line  one  knowing  the  Lord  as 
Saviour  may  cross  in  spiritual  and  moral 
decadence  from  whence  there  is  no  re- 
turn. 

Saul  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin  is  re- 
ported in  1  Samuel  10:1-13  as  the  anoint- 
ed king  of  Israel  and  the  prophet  of 
God.  "And  the  evil  spirit  from  the 
LORD  was  upon  Saul,  as  he  sat  in  his 
house  with  his  javelin  in  his  hand:  and 
David  played  with  his  hand"  (1  Samuel 
19:9).  What  a  change!  The  evil  spirit 
took  over  when  he  rebelled  against  God's 
Spirit;  until  the  end  of  his  earthly  life. 
(Read  the  chapters  depicting  his  life  unto 
the  end.)  Solomon,  in  Proverbs,  says: 
".  .  .  the  way  of  the  transgressors  is 
hard"  (13:15).  In  Saul's  case  it  followed 
him  to  the  end  and  may,  I  think,  apply 
to  Christians  who  turn  completely  to  the 
ways  of  the  carnal  mind. 

If  one  doubts  or  questions  his  own  be- 
havior before  God  and  man,  it  is  time 
to  pray  and  take  inventory  of  his  rela- 
tions with  God  and  man.  "If  my  people, 
which  are  called  by  my  name,  shall  hum- 
ble themselves,  and  pray,  and  seek  my 
face,  and  turn  from  their  wicked  ways,- 
then  will  I  hear  from  heaven,  and  will 
forgive  their  sin,  and  will  heal  their 
land"  (2  Chronicles  7:14);  "But  they  that 
wait  upon  the  LORD  shall  renew  their 
strength;  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings 
as  eagles,-  they  shall  run,  and  not  be 
weary,-  and  they  shall  walk,  and  not 
faint"  (Isaiah  40:31). 

Most  backsliding  and  perhaps  apostasy 
comes  as  a  result  of  the  subject's  not 
keeping  up  his  prayer  life  and  Bible  read- 
ing habits— habits  second  nature  to  him 
when  he  kept  close  to  God  through  these 
media.  A  consistent  prayer  life  and  de- 
votional Bible  study  schedule  are  essen- 
tial to  correct  Christian  living  and  un- 
broken fellowship  with  God.

There 
s,  Ifound  plenty  of  corn  grits  but  no  rice, 
hijut  most  important  of  all,  I  found  sev- 
ral  different  groups  of  people.  One  group 
,ififas  the  Tagbanuas  (probably  the  most 
ssiirimitive  group  of  all)  where  Christian 
hurt dvilization  is  practically  unknown. 


In  the  picture  above  there  is  a  Tag- 
ei)  januas  couple  walking  the  street  with 
it  lie  woman  carrying  the  baggage  while 
"  fie  man  is  carrying  practically  nothing. 
Y(  pother  group  were  the  Muslims,  almost 
[jqual  in  number  with  the  Tagbanuas, 
in  jbout  5  to  7  thousand  in  Northern  Pala- 
wan. Both  of  these  tribes  are  unreached 
,  y  the  gospel.  These  people  were  mem- 
s  jers  of  different  evangelical  groups  in 
•Aindanao  who  came  to  Palawan  because 
d  it  the  insurrection  there.   These  people 
Imjre  badly  in  need  of  spiritual  nourish- 
li  jient.    They  are  like  sheep  without  a 
f,  fiepherd. 

\M  On  August  21  and  22  we  were  in  Isaob, 
-  iborlan,  a  barrio  about  50  kilometers 
!  fom  Puerto  Princesa.  While  there  we 
j!  j/ere  able  to  convert  a  family  of  Tag- 
r  anuas  who  are  relatives  of  Mrs.  Swatel. 
n  jince  they  were  a  leading  family,  it  was 
)i  jasier  to  lead  to  conversion  a  hundred 

jamily  clans  scattered  in  this  barrio. 
k    On  August  23  we  went  to  a  barrio  of 
t  jbout  70  houses  in  Buncag.    There  we 
j/on  two  families  to  Christ.  Also  we  dis- 
tributed plenty  of  tracts  to  the  people. 
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On  the  twenty-fourth  we  went  to  Tag- 
boros  to  distribute  tracts  and  make  a 
survey  of  the  whole  barrio.  This  barrio 
is  practically  dominated  by  the  Iglecia  Ni 
Kristo.  Our  strategy  here  was  to  find 
out  the  families  who  have  been  expelled 
from  this  cult  and  present  Christ  to  them. 

Of  all  the  tribes  surveyed,  the  Tag- 
banuas seemed  to  be  the  easiest  to  lead 
to  Christ,  for  they  do  not  have  any  reli- 
gion of  their  own.  However,  they  are 
the  most  dangerous  to  deal  with  at  the 
beginning  because  they  are  treacherous— 
they  will  poison  anyone  they  like.  So 
when  we  went  there  we  followed  the  in- 
structions of  our  guide  and  were  extra 
cautious  in  our  dealing  with  them.  But 
they  are  the  most  humble  and  kindest 
people  I  have  ever  known  when  they  be- 
come your  friend. 


In  the  picture  above  we  see  Mrs.  Pero- 
cillo with  some  Tagbanuas  women.  This 
is  the  first  time  any  Christian  missionary 
has  visited  this  group.  To  my  observa- 
tion this  is  a  tribe  of  people  whom  prac- 
tically no  one  cares  for  except  God.  For 
God's  sake  they  should  be  the  ones  to  be 
given  a  chance  to  hear  the  gospel  mes- 
sage before  the  nominal  Roman  Catholic 
has  another  chance  of  hearing  it! 


An  old  man  used  to  go  about  selling 
little  boxes  of  cement  which  could  mend 
all  family  jars  and  even  broken  hearts. 

Some  only  laughed  at  him,  but  those 
who  purchased  one  of  the  little  boxes 
for  a  cent  or  so  found  a  small  piece  of 
paper  inside.

Reconciliation  Through 
Christ 

Printed  Text:  Romans  5:1-11 
Memory  Verse:  Romans  5:8 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Our  lesson  for  today  deals  with  the 
manifestation  of  God's  love  for  sinners. 
It  reveals  the  means  provided  by  Him 
wherein  wrongdoers— those  who  are  at 
enmity  to  God  and  all  that  He  represents 
and  tries  to  accomplish  in  the  world- 
can  be  reconciled  to  Him  and  find  pur- 
pose and  direction  for  their  lives. 

The  scriptural  text  will  furnish  ample 
material  to  show  that  God's  love  for  us 
is  continually  manifested,  and  that  He 
not  only  helps  us  to  find  a  new  life,  but 
that  He  furnishes  us  also  with  the  means 
and  provides  the  guidance  for  the  build- 
ing of  Christian  character  and  the  posses- 
sion of  the  more  abundant  life  which  the 
Lord  Jesus  promised  His  followers. 

When  we  find  reconciliation  with  God 
through  the  exercising  of  faith  in  the  re- 
demptive work  of  Jesus,  we  at  the  same 
time  find  an  inner  peace  and  tranquility 
that  we  have  never  known  before,  and 
experience  a  fervent  desire  to  live  in 
peace  and  harmony  with  all  mankind. 

Our  lesson  text  is  composed  of  another 
selection  from  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Ro- 
mans, and  serves  to  remind  us  of  the  fact 
that  God  loves  us  and  has  done  and  is 
still  doing  everything  possible  to  restore 
man  to  his  lost  estate:  God  helps  man 
to  grow  in  grace  and  knowledge  of 
Christ  that  he  might  perfect  the  poten- 
tial which  lies  within  him. 

The  purpose  of  today's  lesson  is  to 
convince  teen-agers  that  they  can  find 
reconciliation  in  Christ  by  responding  to 
the  great  love  which  God  has  shown  to- 
ward them.— The  Teen-Age  Teacher 
(F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  If  it  were  possible  to  get  people 
really  to  understand  what  it  means  to  be 
lost,  and  what  it  means  to  be  saved, 
most  of  them  would  turn  to  Jesus  as 
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their  Saviour.  The  most  terrible  thing 
that  can  happen  to  a  soul  is  to  be  lost, 
and  the  most  wonderful  thing  that  can 
happen  to  anyone  is  to  be  saved.  Are 
you  saved? 

B.  Man  by  nature  is  not  righteous  and 
can  never  become  righteous.  But  when 
we  accept  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  His 
righteousness  is  imputed  to  us.  So  we 
do  not  have  any  righteousness  of  our 
own,  but  we  stand  justified  before  God 
because  of  the  righteousness  of  His  Son, 
Jesus  Christ. 

C.  There  is  the  story  of  the  man  who 
dreamed  that  he  was  traveling  when  he 
came  to  a  church  where  there  was  just 
one  devil  asleep  on  the  front  steps.  Soon 
in  his  journey  he  came  to  a  modest 
house,  but  there  were  many  devils.  He 
asked  why  the  difference.  He  was  told 
that  the  church  was  asleep  so  it  took 
only  one  devil  to  take  care  of  it,  but  that 
in  the  house  a  praying  man  and  woman 
lived  and  it  took  a  large,  live  group  of 
devils  to  work  on  it. 

D.  Men  sometimes  speak  of  the  plea- 
sures of  the  world  and  the  things  that  a 
Christian  gives  up  as  though  there  were 
no  pleasure  in  being  a  Christian.  There 
is  much  more  pleasure  in  being  a  Chris- 
tian than  in  being  unsaved.  There  is  real 
joy  in  knowing  that  your  sins  are  for- 
given and  that  you  would  go  to  heaven 
if  you  died.   Do  you  know  this? 

E.  Have  you  ever  seen  anyone  who  act- 
ed as  if  he  thought  that  he  had  done  God 
a  favor  by  letting  Him  save  him?  Yet 
the  Bible  says,  "not  by  works  of  right- 
eousness lest  any  man  should  boast"  (see 
Titus  3:5).  Why  don't  we  just  praise  God 
for  our  salvation  and  stop  trying  to  take 
any  credit  for  ourselves?— The  Bible 
Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  The  theme  of  man's  reconciliation 
to  God  through  Jesus  Christ  is  at  the  very 
center  of  all  biblical  revelation.  It  in- 
volves man's  sin  and  God's  efforts  to 
overcome  the  effects  of  that  sin.  It  is 
as  if  our  sins  have  erected  a  wall  between 
us  and  our  Creator. 

We  cannot  remove  the  barrier  of  sin. 


Neither  can  we  climb  over  it  nor  pen 
trate  it.    Even  if  there  were  a  door 
the  wall,  we  would  be  unable  to  unlo< 
it. 

God,  however,  has  provided  the  meai 
whereby  the  dividing  wall  of  sin  may  t 
overcome  (the  Cross). 

Jesus  died  on  the  Cross.  Even  thoug 
His  death  occurred  many  years  ago  in  j 
distant  country,  Jesus'  death  is  the  remij 
dy  for  our  sins.  His  Cross  answers  ot 
need.  Paul  says  that  the  death  of  Chris 
was  God's  remedy  for  man's  sin:  "Whe 
we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  t 
God  by  the  death  of  his  Son"  (Roman) 

5:10). 

The  Cross  of  Christ  is  the  key  the 
opens  the  door  for  us  to  God.  His  deat 
removes  the  power  of  sin  and  makes  i 
possible  for  us  to  be  reconciled  to  th 
Father.— Standard  Lesson  Commentary. 

B.  Paul  wrote-.  "Thanks  be  unto  Go 
for  his  unspeakable  gift."  He  could  hav 
used  other  adjectives  to  describe  Chris' 
the  greatest  of  God's  gifts  to  man.  Fc 
example: 

Unexpected.  Men,  reading  the  01 
Testament  prophecies,  looked  for  a  con- 
ing Messiah,  but  they  scarcely  expecte 
Him  to  be  born  a  babe  in  Bethlehem. 

Unbidden.  Because  men  are  so  limite 
in  their  understanding  of  God,  they  ha 
not  considered  asking  for  such  a  gift. 

Undeserved.  Man  as  a  sinner  deserve 
only  judgment  from  God,  and  yet  Go 
gave  man  His  Son. 

Unearned.  When  we  exchange  gift 
we  use  the  term  "gift"  in  a  somewha 
distorted  sense,  for  we  thereby  onl 
trade  one  item  for  another.  But  mat 
has  given  nothing  and  can  give  nothin 
to  earn  God's  gift. 

Unconfined.  Although  Jesus  was  bor 
in  Bethlehem  to  a  Jewish  mother,  thi 
gift  is  not  confined  to  race  or  clime. 

Unlimited.  Gifts  men  give  wear  ou 
and  are  discarded,  but  God's  gift  of  hopf 
knows  no  barriers  of  time. 

Unequaled.  No  other  gift  given  to  ma 
or  God  is  capable  of  meeting  man's  need| 
as  does  this  gift. 

Unappreciated.  The  shepherds  camf 
and  marveled,  but  did  not  appreciat 
fully  because  they  did  not  understand 
fully.

DYING  FOR  A  DRINK 


The  man  slips  up  to  the  bar,  lights  a  cigarette,  snaps  his  lighter  shut,  shirts  to  a  com- 
fortable position  on  the  stool,  rests  his  elbows  on  the  counter,  and  says  to  the  bartender  in 
the  traditional  sigh,  "I'm  dying  for  a  drink." 

If  the  bartender  knows  the  customer,  he  doesn't  have  to  ask  what  brand  of  beer  he'd 
like;  he  immediately  draws  it  from  tap,  pops  a  can,  or  opens  a  bottle;  and,  when  it  is 
finally  in  the  grasp  of  the  customer,  he  (the  customer)  takes  one  long  swallow,  exhales  a 
stinking  breath  and  smiles,  anticipating  a  night  of  relaxation  and  contentment.  The  busy 
day  has  come  to  a  close,  and  now  he  can  enjoy  himself  in  a  dim-lighted  bar  decorated 
oftentimes  in  the  modern  fashion  with  ultraviolet  (black)  lights  and  fluorescent  pictures 
that  give  off  brilliant  reds,  greens,  blues,  and  a  myriad  of  eerie  hues. 

And,  the  man  isn't  alone.  Lined  up  and  down  the  bar  rail  are  other  men  (and 
women),  and  several  are  seated  in  booths  or  around  tables;  and  in  the  semidarkness  the 
smoke  is  seen  as  it  curls  above  their  heads  or  from  the  ashtrays  in  which  have  been  placed 
lighted  cigarettes  or  cigars.  The  layering  smoke  mixed  with  the  smell  of  the  beverage  pro- 
vides an  atmosphere  which  depresses  rather  than  uplifts,  and  the  dismal  gloom  of  the  room 
cannot  be  altered  even  by  the  sound  of  the  jukebox,  which  plays  song  after  song— some  sad, 
some  happy— but  all  too  loud. 

Here  and  there  are  heard  little  chuckles  or  boisterous  laughter  at  some  off-color  story. 
The  barmaid's  shrill  voice  in  an  amplified  tone  is  heard  as  she  asks  in  her  witchy  way  al- 
most continuously,  "Will  you  have  another?"  (Many  bars  employ  girls  or  women  as  an  en- 
ticement to  the  male  customers  on  the  premise  that  the  female  sex  is  more  adept  at  selling 
the  beverage,  especially  if  the  barmaid  is  attractive  or  particularly  attentive  to  the  cus- 
tomers. ) 

Drinking,  drinking,  drinking!  More  cans  or  bottles  are  pushed  in  front  of  some  al- 
ready well-drunk  individuals,  and  those  who  are  a  little  jittery  cringe  at  the  crash  of  glass  as 
empty  bottles  are  thrown  into  a  trash  box  and  the  clang  of  metal  as  the  empty  cans  are 
gathered  and  thrown  into  a  similar  receptacle. 

In  the  corner,  with  beer  in  hand  and  tears  on  the  face,  sits  a  lonely  man  who  is  pour- 
ing his  heart  out  to  another,  as  he  attempts  to  forget  his  perplexities  by  the  way  of  his 
favorite  brew.  He  twitches  nervously,  frantically  attempting  to  light  a  cigarette.  His 
"friend,"  observing  his  difficulty,  lights  the  cigarette  for  him  and  encourages  him  to  talk  on. 
The  friend,  though  well-drunk  himself,  is  a  little  more  used  to  the  liquid;  and  though  hav- 
ing consumed  a  greater  quantity,  he  is  steadier,  more  rational;  and,  at  least  to  his  mind, 
able  to  help  this  poor  soul.  So,  the  crying  man  continues  to  pour  out  his  heart,  prompting 
the  remembrance  that  somewhere  it  was  said  that  more  confessions  are  made  at  bars  than 
at  altars.  This  may  be  mere  conjecture,  but  nonetheless,  it's  worth  thinking  about.  .  .  . 
Yet,  we  cannot  attest  to  barroom  conversions.  .  .  . 

Isn't  this  a  sad  scene?  Isn't  this  a  pitiful  picture?  We  didn't  mention  the  fallen 
women  who  frequent  these  places  and  sit  in  the  usual  manner,  waiting  for  someone  to  of- 
fer them  a  drink,  hoping  perhaps  that  someone  will  begin  a  conversation  which  will  lead 
to  a  pickup  and  a  prosperous  night  for  them  and  a  conscience-induced  headache  for  the 
men.  Neither  did  we  mention  the  topless  waitresses  who  are  now  a  part  of  the  modern 
bars,  who  savor  the  delights  of  the  men's  thirsts  both  in  a  physical  and  mental  way,  pro- 
viding lust  where  lust  is  wanted;  and,  well,  there's  little  need  to  go  on.  Nevertheless,  we 
must  accept  reality,  however  sickening  it  gets  to  be. 

Sometimes  a  teen-ager  (under  18)  will  come  in,  and  if  somewhere  in  the  group  there 
happens  to  be  a  man  drinking  a  soft  drink  and  who  is  suspected  by  the  sharp-eyed  bar- 
tender to  be  an  ABC  officer,  the  underaged  teen-ager  will  be  refused  the  drink.  Yet,  if 
the  place  appears  "clean"  and  the  clientele  familiar,  the  bartender  has  no  compunction  at 
the  serving  of  beer  to  the  youth. 

The  hours  come  and  the  hours  go.  Men  drift  in  and  some  slip  out— possibly  to  their 
homes  or  apartments  where  they  will  be  greeted  by  tearful  wives  or  crying  children.  If 
the  man  is  in  a  particularly  bad  mood,  his  wife  and  children  will  suffer  for  the  "fun"  he  has 
had  at  the  bar.  They  will  endure  cursings  and  possible  beatings.  If  they're  lucky,  the  in- 
toxicated husband  and  father  will  be  so  stoned  that  he'll  fall  asleep  when  he  arrives;  and 
though  half  of  his  money  may  be  gone,  his  family  can  at  least  rest  in  peace  for  one  night. 

Now,  in  North  Carolina,  some  big  shots  are  champing  at  the  bit  for  the  liquor-by-the- 
drink  bill,  to  make  legal  the  selling  ot  mixed  drinks  or  small  quantities  of  the  hard  stuff 
in  various  public  places.  Thus  far  the  bill  has  been  defeated,  but  we  wonder  how  long  it 
will  be  before  one  will  be  able  to  enter  any  restaurant,  lounge,  or  bar  and  order  anything 
he  wants  "on  the  rocks."  Debate  alter  debate  has  been  heard  in  regard  to  this  issue,  but 
no  real  answer  has  been  provided  except  by  us  who  are  convicted  that  consumption  of  al- 
cohol in  any  form  (other  than  by  prescription)  is  a  violation  of  the  Christian  code.  Of  a 
surety,  one  can  never  become  an  alcoholic  unless  he  takes  the  first  drink;  and  to  make  it  so 
available  would,  in  our  opinion,  only  increase  the  number  of  potential  alcoholics. 

Indeed,  when  the  man  ( or  woman )  slips  up  to  the  bar  and  says  that  he  or  she  is 
"dying  for  a  drink,"  there  may  be  a  lot  of  truth  in  the  statement.  As  beer  can  after  beer 
can  is  lined  up  or  grouped  by  the  customer  to  determine  the  amount  he  has  consumed, 
and  as  mixed  drink  after  mixed  drink  is  poured  into  his  little  glass,  he  may  pride  himself 
in  the  fact  that  he  is  a  big  fellow,  that  he  can  "drink  anyone  under  the  table."  That's  a 
lot  to  brag  about,  isn't  it? 

Emotionally  and  physically  and  spiritually,  however,  the  drinker  is  suffering.  He  is 
losing  his  self-respect  (if  he  had  any  to  begin  with),  the  respect  of  Christian  society,  and 
is  fast  passing  from  this  life.  Rather  than  "dying  for  a  drink,"  he  may  very  well  be  dying 
because  of  it! 

Speak  out,  O  ye  people!  Let  your  objections  be  known!  In  an  editorial  a  few  years 
back,  your  editor  posed  this  thought:  "To  Drink  or  Not:  That  Is  the  Question."  Now  say 
we  as  then,  "Drink  Not  at  All:  Thai  h  the  Answer."  Agreed?  In  our  opinion,  liquor-by- 
the-drink  or  any  other  way  stinks!

Why  I  Oppose  the 

Liquor-by-the-Drink  Bil

AM  OPPOSED  TO  LIQUOR-BY-THE-DRINK,  FIRST  OF  ALL,  BE- 
CAUSE IN  MY  OPINION  IT  IS  A  MORAL  ISSUE. 

A.  I  believe  the  Bible  condemns  drunkenness: 

1.  Drunkenness  is  listed  among  the  "works  of  the  flesh" 
in  Galatians  5:19-21. 

2.  Ephesians  5:18  says,  ".  .  .  be  not  drunk  with  wine, 
wherein  is  excess;  but  be  filled  with  the  Spirit." 

3.  Paul  instructs  us  in  1  Corinthians  5:11,  ".  .  .  not  to 
keep  company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be 
a  .  .  drunkard, . . ."  He  also  warns  in  1  Corinthians 
6:9,  10,  "Know  ye  not  that  the  unrighteous  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God?  Be  not  deceived:  nei- 
ther .  .  .  drunkards,  .  .  .  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God." 

4.  There  are  several  verses  in  the  Bible  that  speak  out 
against  strong  drink  (the  term  woe  means  miser- 
able): 

Leviticus  10:9  says,  "Do  not  drink  wine  nor  strong 
drink,  thou,  nor  thy  sons  with  thee,  when  ye  go  into 
the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  lest  ye  die:  it 
shall  be  a  statute  for  ever  throughout  your  gener- 
ations." 

Proverbs  20:1  says,  "Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink 
is  raging:  and  whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not 
wise." 

Proverbs  23:29,  30  reads  thusly,  "Who  hath  woe? 
who  hath  sorrow?  who  hath  contentions?  who  hath 
babbling?  who  hath  wounds  without  cause?  who  hath 
redness  of  eyes?  They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine; 
that  go  to  seek  mixed  wine." 
Isaiah  5:11  says,  "Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early 
in  the  morning,  that  they  may  follow  strong  drink; 
that  continue  until  night,  till  wine  inflame  them!" 
Daniel  1:8  says,  "But  Daniel  purposed  in  his  heart 
that  he  would  not  defile  himself  with  the  portion  of 
the  king's  meat,  not  with  the  wine  which  he  drank: 
therefore  he  requested  of  the  prince  of  the  eunuchs 
that  he  might  not  defile  himself." 
Romans  14:21  reads  as  follows:  "It  is  good  neither 
to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor  any  thing  where- 
by thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  is  offended,  or  is  made 
weak." 

B.  The  two  great  commandments  according  to  Matthew  22: 
37-40  teach,  first  of  all,  love  for  God;  and,  second,  love 
our  fellowman. 

1.  How  can  we  love  our  fellowman  if  we  help  him  be- 
come an  alcoholic?  (There  are  nine  million  Ameri- 
cans today  with  a  drinking  problem.) 


2.  How  can  we  love  our  fellowman  if  we  help  him  de- 
prive his  family  of  the  necessities  of  life? 

3.  How  can  we  love  our  fellowman  if  we  help  him  kill 
someone  or  kill  himself  as  a  result  of  drunkenness? 
(Over  one  half  of  the  traffic  deaths  in  North  Carolina 
last  year  were  caused  by  alcohol— 1,981.) 
Habakkuk  2:15  reads,  "Woe  unto  him  that  giveth  his 
neighbour  drink,  that  puttest  thy  bottle  to  him,  and 
makest  him  drunken  also,  that  thou  mayest  look  on 
their  nakedness!" 

II.  ALSO  I  AM  OPPOSED  TO  LIQUOR-BY-THE-DRINK  ON  JUST 
GENERAL  PRINCIPALS. 

A.  I  believe  more  liquor  will  be  consumed  if  House  Bill 
Number  9,  which  is  a  statewide  referendum  on  mixed 
beverages  (meaning  liquor-by-the-drink),  passes.  It  will 
make  liquor  more  accessible,  more  readily  available  to 
all.  There  are  presently  324  ABC  stores  in  North  Caro- 
lina. There  are  more  than  3,000  Class-A  restaurants  in 
North  Carolina,  all  of  them  eligible  to  qualify  to  sell 
liquor-by-the-drink.  This  would  give  10  times  more  out- 
lets for  liquor  sales  than  we  now  have.  NO  ONE  will 
ever  be  able  to  convince  me  that  with  10  times  more 
outlets  for  selling  liquor  that  we  are  going  to  sell  less 
than  we  are  now  selling. 

B.  I  believe  more  people  are  going  to  be  hurt.  This  past 
year  over  one  half  of  the  1,981  traffic  deaths  in  North 
Carolina  were  caused  by  alcohol.

The  SLIGHTEST  increase  in  the  sale  and  con- 
sumption of  liquor  is  certain  to  hurt  someone— and  it 
could  be  you! 

C.  I  do  not  believe  passage  of  this  referendum  on  mixed 
beverages  will  attract  more  tourists  to  our  state.  If 
this  is  what  North  Carolina  has  to  do  to  attract  tourists, 
I  for  one  would  rather  they  did  not  come. 

A  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  study  on  tourist 
motivations  indicate  that  climate,  scenery,  relatives,  and 
family  entertainment  are  the  main  tourist  attractions. 
Income  from  tourists  in  North  Carolina  is  approaching 
$900  million  a  year,  one  of  the  highest  in  the  nation. 
North  Carolina  attracts  more  than  40,000,000  tourists 
a  year  because  of  its  beautiful  mountains,  seashores, 
outdoor  dramas,  nationally  famous  golf  courses,  and 
warm,  hospitable  people.  (What  family  from  another

(Text:  1  Timothy  4:11-16) 


(This  sermon  was  preached  recently  at 
the  ordination  of  the  Kev.  Scott  Sowers  at 
Hull  Road  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  Snow 
Hill,  North  Carolina.) 


2.  Teaching— But  his  preaching  is  aug- 
mented and  supplemented  by  another 
function,  that  of  teaching.  Jesus  preach- 
ed openly  to  the  crowds,  but  He  was 
more  likely  to  direct  His  teaching  to  His 
disciples.  Thus  He  revealed  to  them  His 
most  profound  thoughts  and  particularly 
the  mystery  of  His  own  person  (see  Mark 
8:31,  32).  Likewise,  the  apostles  taught 
those  who  had  accepted  the  preaching 
(see  Acts  2:42).  The  greater  part  of  the 
New  Testament  letters  is  not  preaching 
but  teaching.  In  Paul's  letters,  he  is 
mainly  occupied  with  helping  his  con- 
verts to  see  the  full  implications  of  what 
they  believed,  or  he  is  correcting  some 
distortion  of  the  truth  or  some  example 
of  improper  conduct.  Teaching  develops 
the  fullness  of  the  gospel  message  in 
order  that  believers  may  become  mature 
in  Christ  and  in  order  that  the  church 
may  be  better  equipped  for  ministry  in 
the  world. 

We  need  to  reaiize  that  good  preach- 
ing involves  teaching,  or  will  certainly 
call  for  clear  and  earnest  teaching  if  the 
gospel  is  to  make  its  total  impact  on  the 
lives  of  those  who  hear  the  Word.  Good 
teaching  aims  to  strengthen  those  who 
are  already  won  by  the  proclamation  of 
the  gospel. 

It  is  not  strange  that  so  much  of  the 
New  Testament  is  taken  up  with  teach- 


ing, for  most  of  it  was  written  after 
Christianity  had  become  a  Gentile  move- 
ment and  the  Gentiles  or  pagans  needed 
much  instruction  and  exhortation  to  keep 
the  faith.  The  Pastoral  Epistles  were 
themselves  written  after  a  period  of  ad- 
vance and  increase  in  numbers  and  the 
church  stood  in  need  of  men  who  could 
faithfully  pass  on  the  tradition  which 
they  had  received.  Such  persons  must 
be  not  only  morally  sound  and  spiritually 
alert  but  they  must  be  apt  to  teach.  They 
must  give  attendance  to  reading,  to 
preaching,  and  teaching  (see  1  Timothy 

4:13). 

But  if  a  man  is  to  teach  effectively,  he 
must  also  be  a  learner;  he  must  become 
a  student  in  the  broadest  sense.  This 
requires  time  and  self-discipline.  The 
minister  who  neglects  his  study  will  in 
the  long  run  deprive  himself  and  his  con- 
gregation of  the  rich  resources  of  the 
faith  which  can  only  be  obtained  through 
diligent  and  patient  study. 

3.  The  Role  of  Prophet— We  are  accus- 
tomed to  think  of  the  prophet  as  one 
who  simply  predicts  the  future,  but  this 
is  not  the  basic  meaning  of  the  word  in 
the  Bible,  especially  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. There  the  prophet  is  a  messenger 
of  God  to  his  people,  who  tells  them 
what  God  is  doing  or  is  about  to  do  in 
view  of  their  tendency  to  forget  his  law 
or  his  faithfulness.  They  speak  of  God's 
acts  of  judgment  and  of  God's  salvation 
which  flow  from  the  divine  character 
which  rules  the  world. 

The  Early  Church  had  its  prophets. 
Paul  speaks  of  the  gift  of  prophecy 
among  other  gifts  of  the  Spirit  and  places 
it  high  on  the  list  because  it  builds  up 
the  church.  He  seems  to  think  of  it  as 
inspired  preaching  or  exhortation.  In 
the  church  at  Antioch  there  were  certain 
prophets  and  teachers  among  whom  are 
both  Paul  and  Barnabas. 

Prophets  sometimes  could  speak  false- 
ly. They  sometimes  abused  their  office 
and  it  became  necessary  to  correct  their 
pronouncements  when  they  contradicted 
the  very  essence  of  the  faith.  Paul  said, 
"Despise  not  prophesying.  Prove  all 
things;  hold  fast  that  which  is  good.  Ab- 
stain from  all  appearance  of  evil"  (1 
Thessalonians  5:20-22). 

Does  the  minister  today  ever  find  him- 
self in  the  role  of  a  prophet?  Yes,  when 
he  addresses  himself  to  the  great  social 
issues  of  our  time.  Such  statements  will 
often  touch  on  political  matters  as  well 
since  many  of  the  great  issues  of  our 
time  are  related  to  politics.  I  use  the

Bringing  the  Church 
To  the  People 

by  S.  I.  Perocillo 

The  practice  of  bringing  the  church  to 
the  people  is  as  old  as  the  Christian 
church  itself.  But  in  a  generation  that 
is  so  conscious  of  the  institutional  church, 
so  addicted  to  the  idea  that  people  come 


to  church  (gathered  churches),  the  prac- 
tice of  bringing  the  church  to  the  people 
(scattered  churches)  to  worship  and  wit- 
ness becomes,  to  my  observation  in  the 
Philippines,  less  and  less  prevalent.  As 
a  result,  the  Philippine  evangelical 
churches,  especially  those  having  liberal 
theological  orientation,  become  .like 
sweet  candy  placed  in  the  mouths  of  the 
unsaved  rather  than  a  salt  or  a  leaven  as 
it  should  be  in  society. 

This  is  not  a  criticism  against  institu- 
tional churches,  but  rather  a  challenge  to 
do  more.  We  realize  that  the  institu- 
tional church  is  the  only  body  of  believers 
who  can  effectively  bring  the  church  to 
the  people— to  serve  and  witness.

The  Religious  Life 
Ministry  of  Mount 
Olive  College 

(Address  by  Frank  R.  Harrison,  chaplain, 
delivered  to  faculty  and  staff  of  Mount 
Olive  College.) 

I  find  myself  personally  excited  as  this 
year  at  Mount  Olive  College  gets  under- 
way. 

I  constantly  ask  myself  what  is  the  real 
uniqueness  of  Mount  Olive  College?  It 
seems  to  me  the  answer  to  this  question 
is  to  be  found  in  its  Christian  commit- 
ment that  expresses  itself  through  the 
religious  life  program,  the  relationships 
of  faculty  and  students,  and  the  commit- 
ment to  teach  the  whole  truth  as  we  un- 
derstand it  in  light  of  the  Christian  faith. 

With  the  continuing  development  of  a 
technical  and  scientific  society  and  world, 
there  comes  with  it  a  loss  of  the  sense  of 
the  transcendent— a  loss  of  that  dimen- 
sion of  spiritual  reality  that  points  to 
God  as  Lord  of  all  creation,  both  past  and 
present.  Mount  Olive  College,  as  a 
church-related  college,  a  Christian  col- 
lege, has  a  responsibility  and  privilege  to 
point  to  a  reality  beyond  man,  his  his- 
tory, and  his  physical  world. 

The  tragedy  of  the  loss  of  spiritual 
reality  is  that  we  will  substitute  some- 
thing for  it— self  or  some  object  to  claim 
our  highest  loyalty  and  hopefully  to  con- 
trol our  destiny. 

The  truth  is  we  cannot  fully  live  with- 
out some  kind  of  meaning  in  our  lives! 
The  other  alternative  ultimately  is  de- 
spair and  hopelessness  that  destroys  the 
very  purpose  of  life  itself,  or  as  Kirke- 
gard  once  expressed  it:  "sickness  unto 
death." 

It  may  be  that  one  of  the  major  ill- 
nesses of  our  society  in  meaninglessness 
in  life  that  finds  expression  through 
various  forms  of  mental  and  psychoso- 
matic synopsis. 

We  here  at  Mount  Olive  College  have 
an  unsurpassed  opportunity  to  help 
students  find  and  experience  that  spirit- 
ual reality  for  which  we,  and  all  creation, 
have  been  made  from  the  very  beginning 
of  time  and  history. 


In  our  religious  life  functions,  in  our 
relationships,  and  in  our  search  for  truth, 
we  can  express  the  acceptance  and  open- 
ness we  have  learned  from  Christ,  who 
said,  "...  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and 
the  life:  .  .  ."  (John  14:6). 

The  religious  life  program  is  designed 
to  give  a  student  the  opportunity  to  wor- 
ship and  deepen  his  relationship  with 
God.  There  is  freedom  for  the  expres- 
sion of  worship  and  faith.  I  believe  God 
is  most  honored  when  we  respond  to  Him 
out  of  our  own  freedom  and  desire  to 
worship  and  serve  Him.  We  cannot  force 
anyone  to  be  a  Christian,  but  rather  seek 
to  motivate  them  to  respond  in  love 
through  the  Holy  Spirit. 

How  do  we  seek  to  give  opportunity 
and  expression  of  worship  and  spiritual 
growth?  There  are  many  opportunities 
for  one  to  develop  his  spiritual  life  on 
campus  such  as  Sunday  worship  service, 
chapel,  spiritual  growth  group,  retreats, 
prayer  groups,  and  various  religious  or- 
ganizations such  as  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Fellowship,  and  others.  From  time  to 
time  various  religious  groups  visit  the 
campus  to  present  programs  of  religious 
music  and  testimony. 

Let  me  summarize  by  saying  that  stu- 
dents bring  to  college  a  total  self— not 
just  an  intellect  to  be  trained.  When  the 
truth  is  ultimately  known,  it  may  not  be 
the  amouRt  of  facts  a  student  learns,  or 
the  number  of  books  he  reads  that  makes 
a  difference  in  his  life,  even  though  these 
factors  are  important,  but  rather  the 
quality  of  relationships  that  he  experi- 
ences on  the  campus  in  its  totality. 

I  do  not  remember  any  particular  facts 
as  a  student  that  has  brought  change  in 
my  life,  but  I  do  remember  well  the  rela- 
tionships of  a  Michael  Pelt,  a  Lorelle  Mar- 
tin, a  Burkette  Raper,  and  a  M.  L.  John- 
son. Through  these  relationships  I  ex- 
perienced acceptance  and  inspiration  that 
did  help  to  change  my  life  and  strength- 
ened my  Christian  commitment. 

So,  today,  it  is  my  desire  and  prayer 
that  all  of  us  who  are  a  part  of  the  Col- 
lege community  will  let  our  own  personal 
lives  and  relationships  reflect  the  light 
and  love  of  the  Galilean  who  said:  ".  .  . 
ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth 
shall  make  you  free"  (John  8:32).

(continued  from  page  three) 
liquor-by-the-drink  before  deciding  to  come  to  see  our 
mountains?) 

D.  It  is  being  said  that  everyone  should  have  the  freedom 
to  decide  if  and  how  he  drinks.  Freedom  always  in- 
volves and  depends  upon  responsibility.  When  freedom 
for  one  person  becomes  a  burden  for  another  and  he 
ignores  his  life  and  property  rights,  then  that  freedom 
must  be  controlled.  Anarchy  thrives  on  complete  free- 
dom. Democracy  depends  upon  reasonable  limitations. 
In  defeating  liquor-by-the-drink  November  6,  North  Caro- 
lina can  continue  to  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  it  is  one 
of  only  five  states  in  the  United  States  to  keep  liquor- 
by-the-drink  out. 

III.  FURTHER,  I  AM  OPPOSED  TO  THE  LIQUOR-BY-THE-DRINK 

REFERENDUM  BECAUSE  OF  THE  WAY  THE  BILL  IS  WRITTEN. 

It  is  called  a  referendum  on  mixed  beverages.  Why  not 
name  the  bill  what  it  really  is:  liquor-by-the-drink? 

A.  This  bill  is  not  a  modification  of  our  present  system;  it  is 
a  radical  change. 

1.  It  will  change  the  method  of  distribution.  Private 
business,  as  well  as  state-owned  stores  will  distri- 
bute liquor. 

2.  There  will  be  a  change  in  respect  to  those  who  get 
the  profit.  The  people  of  North  Carolina  will  now 
have  to  share  the  profit  with  a  few  restaurant  and 
hotel  owners,  some  of  whom  do  not  reside  in  North 
Carolina. 

3.  There  will  be  a  change  in  the  control  of  the  sale  of 
liquor.  No  longer  will  just  public  servants  sell  liquor, 
but  local  bartenders  will  decide  who  buys  it  and  who 
does  not. 

4.  It  will  not  eliminate  brown-bagging  or  the  ABC  stores. 

B.  What  about  the  liquor-by-the-drink  bill? 

1.  If  the  bill  passes,  citizens  can  be  deprived  of  the 
right  to  vote  later  on  on  a  county  basis  on  the  ques- 
tion of  LBD.  A  majority  of  the  county  commissioners 
can  decide  for  you.  A  county  that  voted  overwhelm- 
ingly against  the  matter  could  have  LBD  forced  upon 
it  by  the  vote  of  only  three  men.  Voters  could  be 
disenfranchised.   This  is  not  the  American  way. 

2.  The  bill  permits  an  applicant  to  file  for  a  LBD  permit 
after  only  one  year's  residence  in  the  state. 

3.  The  bill,  if  passed,  will  permit  LBD  establishments 
right  next  door  to  a  child-care  center,  a  public  school, 
or  a  church.  The  bill  calls  for  "within  fifty  (50)  feet 
of  a  church  or  a  public  school  or  child-care  center. 
.  .  ."  But  there  is  a  gimmick  in  the  bill  that  takes 
away  this  50  feet.  The  bill  goes  on  to  say:  ".  .  .  un- 
less the  BOARD  determines  upon  proper  investigation 
and  hearing,  if  requested,  that  the  premises  is  a 
suitable  one  and  that  the  failure  to  issue  a  permit 
will  result  in  undue  hardship." 

4.  If  passed,  the  bill  will  allow  a  felon  to  apply  for  a 
permit  three  years  after  conviction.  Here  is  the 
"sleeper"  in  this  section:  ".  .  .  within  the  last  three 
years."  A  person  could  be  convicted  and  serve  three 
years  and  apply  for  a  license  on  the  day  that  he  is 
freed. 


5.  The  bill  would  allow  a  person  who  has  had  his  LE 
permit  revoked  to  apply  for  a  new  license  after  thnl 
years. 

6.  The  bill  would  allow  a  person  who  has  violated  ar 
liquor  law  (state  or  federal)  and  been  convicted,  ■; 
apply  for  a  LBD  permit  after  two  years. 

7.  All  of  the  talk  has  been  about  "GRADE-A  RESTAI 
RANTS,"  but  the  bill  will  allow  any  motel  or  roomir 
house  to  apply  for  a  permit  to  sell  liquor-by-the-drini 
The  bill  says,  "RESTAURANTS  AND  RELATED  PLACE 
.  .  ."  After  setting  out  the  requirements  of  Grade-| 
restaurants,  the  bill  then  adds  three  words,  ".  .  .  (| 
furnishing  lodging."  This  must  mean  the  relate! 
places  spoken  of  in  the  first  part  of  the  sentence.  ' 

8.  The  bill  permits  the  ABC  board  to  allow  the  adverti| 
ing  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  or  off  th 
premises.  The  bill  says  no  advertising  is  allowe 
"other  than  as  permitted  by  the  board." 

9.  The  bill  permits  18-year-olds  to  serve  LBD,  but  n 
quires  a  person  to  be  21  in  order  to  be  served.  , 

IV.  CONCLUSION 

A.  Profit  is  the  real  intent  of  this  bill  on  the  part  of  thl 
liquor  industry  and  those  who  want  to  sell  it.  The  avel 
age  profit  in  America  according  to  a  recent  editorial 
broadcast  over  WBT/WBTV  in  Charlottee  is  four  an] 
one-half  percent.  But  the  profit  to  be  made  on  LE$ 
will  be  from  400  to  800  percent.

B.  According  to  the  New  York  State  Morland  Commissio 
Report  of  1963,  based  on  100  thousand  population,  th 
relationship  between  method  of  sales  to  alcoholism  rat 
went  this  way:  The  average  alcoholism  rate  with  the  us 
of  bottle  and  by-the-drink,  4,000  persons,  was  60  pe 
cent  greater  than  the  average  alcoholism  rate  by  bottl 
only,  which  was  2,531. 

C.  A  quote  from  Dr.  E.  AA.  Jellinek,  of  WHO  subcommittee  c 
alcoholism:  "The  death,  crime,  and  accident  rate  in 
given  community  varies  according  to  the  average  alcohc 
consumption;  and  when  alcoholism  decreases,  so  d 
deaths,  crimes,  and  accident  rates,-  any  relaxation  c, 
restrictions  on  alcohol  is  followed  by  a  rise  in  commi' 
ments  to  asylums,  hospitalizations,  and  delinquency." 

D.  According  to  Dr.  Henry  W.  Newman  of  Stanford  Univei 
sity  Medical  School: 

"One  ounce  of  alcohol  retards  muscular  reaction— 17. 
percent 

"One  ounce  of  alcohol  increases  decision  time— 9. 
percent 

"One  ounce  of  alcohol  increases  errors  due  to  lack  c 
attention-35.3  percent 

"One  ounce  of  alcohol  increases  errors  due  to  lack  c 
muscular  coordination— 59.7  percent  (based  on  avei 
age  weight  of  person  weighing  165  pounds)."

Man, 
in  his  discovery  of  a  need  of  forgiveness 
and  cleansing  from  sin,  has  devised  many 
means  through  which  he  hopes  to  find  a 
way  to  God  so  as  to  escape  the  awful 
judgment  that  he  is  innately  aware  of 
resting  on  him,-  and  yet,  none  of  these 
are  worthy  of  man's  smallest  considera- 
tion for  none  avail  nought.  There  is  an 
eternal  condemnation  that  causes  any 
serious  thinking  sinner  to  recognize  his 
eternal  doom,  and  in  many  cases  causes 
the  victim  to  carry  a  guilty  complex  with 
him  all  his  life.  It  causes  him  to  be  so 
distressed  in  his  thoughts  that  he  wants 
to  express  himself  similar  to  the  way 
Paul  did  when  he  said:  "0  wretched  man 
that  I  am!  who  shall  deliver  me  from  the 
body  of  this  death?"  (Romans  7:24);  with- 
out his  being  able  to  say  what  follows: 
"I  thank  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  So  then  with  the  mind  I  myself 
serve  the  law  of  God;  but  with  the  flesh 
the  law  of  sin"  (Romans  7:25);  for  only 
a  saved  person  may  say  this  in  such 
triumph. 

The  natural  man's  ways  are  only  the 
continuous  way  of  darkness  and  death; 
therefore,  in  order  to  escape  the  inevit- 
able results  of  this  present  life  into  which 
all  men  have  been  born,  God  declares  we 
"must  be  born  again"  by  the  Spirit  of 
God.  Christ  knowing  and  realizing  this 
truth  and  principle,  spoke  to  Nicodemus, 
saying,  "That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh 
is  flesh;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the 
Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said 
unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  born  again"  (John 
3:6,  7). 

How  did  Jesus  Christ  know  all  these 
things  He  portrayed  in  John  3?  Was  it 
because  He  possessed  a  superior  intellect 
to  that  of  Nicodemus?  Or  had  He  dis- 
covered this  truth  that  none  other  had 
arrived  at?  Or  how  do  we  answer  this 


situation?  You  nor  I  nor  any  other  would 
in  our  speculation  ever  arrive  at  such  a 
fact  apart  from  divine  revelation.  If  we 
should  by  any  coincidence  hit  on  it  we 
would  not  recognize  it. 

First  Corinthians  2:14  says:  "But  the 
natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of 
the  Spirit  of  God:  for  they  are  foolish- 
ness unto  him:  neither  can  he  know 
them,  because  they  are  spiritually  dis- 
cerned." In  contrast  to  this  fact  which 
shows  the  limit  of  the  unsaved,  we  find 
the  following  words  in  1  Corinthians  2: 
16:  ".  .  .  But  we  have  the  mind  of 
Christ,"  which  portrays  spiritual  intelli- 
gence of  the  saint  of  God.

Freedom  and  Its 
Temptation 

Printed  Text:  Romans  6:15-23 
Memory  Verse:  Galatians  5:25 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Christianity  is  the  purest  form  of 
democracy  the  world  has  ever  known. 
A  democracy  is  a  rule  by  the  people. 
Those  who  govern  receive  their  power 
and  authority  from  the  governed.  God 
has  all  authority  and  power,  but  He  has 
endowed  believers  with  the  purest  free- 
dom of  all:  the  right  to  choose  as  we 
please.  We  had  that  right  before  we 
came  to  Christ,  for  we  could  have  chosen 
instead  to  die  in  our  sins.  After  we  re- 
ceived Christ,  we  still  retained  the  right 
of  choice,-  we  can  choose  to  honor  and 
serve  Him  or  we  can,  because  of  a  lack  of 
dedication,  follow  a  nominal  course  and 
never  get  excited  about  Christian  service. 

God  wants  us  to  serve  Him,  to  win 
others  to  Christ,  to  love  Him  with  all  our 
heart,  but  He  will  not  force  us  to  do  this. 
Just  as  in  a  true  democracy  the  people 
make  the  decisions,  in  Christian  service 
we  are  privileged  to  serve  or  we  may  be 
lax  in  service.  There  is,  however,  one 
consideration  in  all  this.  If  the  Christian 
is  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  is  under 
the  compulsion  of  a  powerful  love  and 
will  be  subject  to  that  love  even  against 
the  force  of  his  carnal  nature.  He  will 
do  things  for  God  he  never  really  intend- 
ed to  do.  But  the  freedom  of  choice  is 
never  revoked  in  this  spiritual  democracy. 

This  lesson  will  help  us  to  understand 
what  freedom  under  grace  is  and  how 
we  may  violate  that  freedom  under  the 
domination  of  an  unsurrendered  will. — 
The  Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  The  real  topic  of  Romans  6  is  de- 
liverance from  the  power  of  indwelling 
sin.  Paul  mentions  three  things  that 
cause  the  deliverance  from  sin:  (1)  the 
union  of  a  Christian  with  Christ;  (2)  by 
counting  the  old  to  be  dead;  (3)  by  de- 


liverance from  the  law  through  the  death 
of  Christ. 

B.  Sin  pays  wages,-  Christ  gives  life. 
Here  are  two  great  contrasts;  think  about 
them  for  a  long  time  and  you  will  be  well 
repaid  for  the  time  and  the  thought. 

C.  Sometimes  Christians  get  the  idea 
that  because  they  are  Christian,  they  do 
not  have  to  reap  what  they  sow.  Remem- 
ber that  Paul  was  writing  to  Christians 
at  Galatia  when  he  wrote,  ".  .  .  whatso- 
ever a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also 
reap"  (Galatians  6:7).  God  forgives  and 
will  take  us  to  heaven  when  we  die,  but 
we  still  have  to  reap  what  we  sow  in 
this  world.

someone  abuses  his  freedom  to  drive! 

So  it  is  with  the  Christian  life,  ji 
are  forgiven,  we  are  free  in  Christ.

It  brings 
Is  minister  in  touch  with  his  people  at 
,«j  the  crisis  periods  of  their  lives— birth, 
^Ijptism,  marriage,  sickness,  prolonged 
Jhess  or  isolation,  and  death.  It  re- 
Ci i res  a  man  who  has  great  faith,  abid- 
;U  convictions,  patience,  compassion,  an 
riiselfish  spirit,  and  an  abundance  of  love 
t;<d  joy  in  his  heart. 

'  15.  Churchman— The  minister  must  be  a 
Un  who  loves  the  church,  who  believes 
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that  the  church  is  a  divine  creation,  and 
that  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it.  As  one  who  is  called  of  God 
and  entrusted  with  the  oversight  of  the 
church,  the  minister  must  be  devoted  to 
the  church,  knowing  that  Christ  died  for 
her  and  that  He  wants  to  claim  her  as  His 
bride.  The  man  who  sees  clearly  knows 
that  the  church  is  not  all  that  God  wants 
her  to  be.  Her  foundation  is  laid;  her 
walls  are  partly  in  place,-  but  there  are 
many  more  stones  to  be  laid,  more  tim- 
ber and  steel  to  be  put  in  position.  So 
the  minister  is  a  workman— a  builder. 
His  work  involves  preaching,  teaching, 
counseling,  calling,  writing,  studying, 
praying,  organizing,  leading  in  public 
worship,  conducting  classes  and  discus- 
sion groups,  personal  witnessing— all  of 
these  are  aimed  at  building  the  church, 
enabling  the  body  of  Christ  to  grow,  and 
equipping  the  church  for  the  ministry. 

The  work  of  the  minister  is  a  continu- 
ing and  all-embracing  task,  because  it  is 
a  man's  total  response  to  God  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  church.  It  is  a  task  from 
which  men  of  small  minds  and  hearts  will 
shrink.  Yet  even  the  strong  will  hardly 
find  themselves  equal  to  it  unless  their 
lives  are  well  anchored  in  the  living 
Word  of  God— a  Word  which  is  living  be- 
cause it  has  the  power  to  give  life  and 
to  provide  strength  for  every  occasion. 
In  writing  to  the  church  at  Philippi  Paul 
said,  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ 
who  strengtheneth  me"  (Philippians  4: 
13).

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TRAFFIC  SAFETY 
SABBATH 

Governor  Jim  Holshouser  has  called 
upon  North  Carolina  clergymen  to  sup- 
port "Traffic  Safety  Sabbath"  on  October 
21.  In  a  letter  to  church  leaders,  the 
Governor  asked  that  emphasis  on  high- 
way safety  be  included  in  worship  ser- 
vices. 

The  annual  observance  began  in  North 
Carolina  several  years  ago.  The  Gover- 
nor's letter  included  materials  used  by 
clergymen  in  other  states  for  similar 
programs. 

"I  am  sure  that  participation  in  this 
effort  can  be  an  effective  force  to  cut 
down  on  the  deaths  and  injuries  on  North 
Carolina  highways,"  the  Governor  said. 
"Currently  the  death  toll  on  our  high- 
ways is  lower  than  at  this  time  last  year, 
but  this  is  only  a  momentary  comfort. 
We  need  to  continue  our  efforts  in  re- 
ducing not  only  fatalities,  but  accidents 
which  cause  crippling  injuries." 

In  an  executive  proclamation,  the 
governor  noted  the  responsibility  that 
clergymen  have  in  dealing  with  the  after- 
math of  highway  collisions  and  urged  the 
instruction  of  congregations  in  the  im- 
portance of  highway  safety  as  a  religious 
responsibility.

A  BOTTLE  OF  TEARS  SPELLED  LIQUOR 

He  rested  his  back  against  a  large  tree,  looking  across  the  river  at 
the  smog-shrouded  city  where  once  before  he  had  been  a  visitor.  Near 
his  feet  ventured  an  albino  squirrel,  perking  his  tail  at  every  sudden 
movement,  yet  brave  enough  to  come  closer  to  the  still  figure  of  the  man. 

Few  people  were  in  the  park  this  day,  perhaps  because  it  was  an 
afternoon  hour  when  many  were  at  their  work  or  at  some  leisure  which 
the  park  could  not  afford  for  them.  Somehow,  though,  this  time  the 
man  did  not  feel  quite  so  alone.  There  was  the  company  of  the  squir- 
rels, the  birds  who  sang  an  occasional  song,  the  butterflies,  and  a  few 
black  bugs  that  crawled  sometime  too  close  to  his  feet.  Yet,  there  was 
an  emptiness. 

There  the  man  sat,  reflecting  upon  a  visit  of  several  years  ago  when 
it  had  begun — this  plight  of  his — his  thoughts  nostalgic,  yet  sometimes 
happy  enough  to  bring  a  smile  to  the  lips  but  never  to  the  eyes,  the  eyes 
being  always  sad,  as  they  had  been  for  so  many  years. 

Back  and  forth  he  glanced  from  one  end  of  the  river  to  the  next.  At 
the  left  end  stood  a  famed  monument  symbolizing  strength  of  a  nation 
unequalled  in  resources  and  opportunities.  At  the  other  end  of  the  river 
stood  three  chimney  stacks  of  some  factory  building,  sprewing  into  the 
air  pollutants  to  increase  the  already-infested  atmosphere.  What  a  con- 
trast? So  much  like  life:  a  monument  of  pride  at  one  end  and  a  monu- 
ment of  shame  and  desecration  at  the  other.  .  .  .  How  significant  the 
time ;  how  significant  the  place ;  how  significant  the  observations !  Free- 
dom and  prastige ;  defamation  and  possible  death !  A  broken  liquor  bot- 
tle rolled  in  the  way  of  the  sudden  wind  .  .  . 

The  man  was  reminded  of  his  past  life,  what  he'd  done,  where  he'd 
been,  what  he  had  become.  All  was  not  his  fault ;  all  could  not  be  blam- 
ed upon  him.  Not  of  his  own  doing  had  all  things  occurred  as  they  had ; 
not  of  his  own  accord  had  he  arrived  at  this  particular  station  in  life. 
Still,  by  his  own  will  he  had  chosen  a  portion  of  his  destiny.  The  man 
was  an  alcoholic.  What  had  started  as  a  social  drink  had  become  a  habit 
uncontrollable  even  by  his  stoutest  efforts.  What  had  perhaps  been  a 
dare  to  "join  the  boys  in  some  fun"  had  snapped  its  jaws  and  now  held 
him  prisoner  in  its  bite.  Alcohol  had  become  a  compelling  force  to  drag 
him  downward — downward  to  sin  and  degradation  to  the  extent  that 
he  had  lost  self-respect,  ambition,  and  the  desire  to  live. 

He  existed,  and  still  exists,  only  in  this  state  of  imprisonment — im- 
prisonment imposed  by  a  bottle,  a  can,  a  decanter,  or  even  a  small  glass 
containing  the  liquid  that  at  last  "biteth  like  a  viper"  and  "stingeth 
like  a  scorpion." 

Champions  of  the  liquor-by-the-drink  bill  fail  to  recognize,  or  refuse 
to  accept  the  fact,  that  they  or  members  of  their  families  may  someday 
suffer  as  does  this  lonely  man  and  suffer  as  do  so  many  others  because 
"No"  was  too  hard  a  word  to  say  when  a  drink  was  offered. 

Dear  people,  let  your  voice  be  heard  and  let  your  vote  be  cast.  Have 
the  courage  to  say  "No,"  and  say  it  adamantly  when  the  bottle  is  passed 
and  the  would-be  "conqueror  of  all  mankind's  problems  in  liquid  form" 
is  placed  in  your  "hands"  to  make  liquor-by-the-drink  in  the  state  of 
North  Carolina  legal.  Someday  you  may  be  sitting  under  that  tree  re- 
flecting upon  your  own  personal  tragedy  caused  by  an  evil  liquid.  In 
our  opinion  all  alcohol  except  that  which  is  used  for  medicinal  purposes 
should  be  cast  into  the  deep  with  the  devil  and  those  who  choose  to  fol- 
low him.

1  minister  has  this  responsibility,  along 
Hi  a  few  leaders  of  the  church,  a  fa- 
jjf-te  loyal  Sunday  school  teacher,  one  or 
1  of  the  most  spiritually  minded  of 
church;  then  the  rest  are  on-lookers, 
sitting  by  and  wishing  well  as  we  go 
heartedly  at  the  task. 

he  average  church  member  or  nomi- 
J i  Christian  does  not  feel  that  sharing 
yj  Christian  life  and  winning  souls  to 


explicit  faith  in  Christ  is  his  responsi- 
bility. This  is  where  we  who  have  as- 
sumed this  responsibility  have  failed  by 
letting  new  converts  get  by  without 
knowing  enough  of  the  Bible  way  of  sal- 
vation to  create  interest  and  have  confi- 
dence in  themselves  to  the  point  that 
they  too  can  lead  other  converts  to  as- 
sume this  responsibility  of  being  soul 
winners. 

This  business  of  winning  people  to 
Christ  has  great  reward.  Proverbs  11:30 
states,  "The  fruit  of  the  righteous  is  a 
tree  of  life,-  and  he  that  winneth  souls  is 
wise."  We  also  find  in  the  Books  of 
Daniel  and  James  the  following:  ". . .  they 
that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the  bright- 
ness of  the  firmament;  and  they  that 
turn  many  to  righteousness  as  the  stars 
for  ever  and  ever"  (Daniel  12:3);  "Let 
him  know,  that  he  which  converteth  the 
sinner  from  the  error  of  his  way  shall 
save  a  soul  from  death,  and  shall  hide 
a  multitude  of  sins"  (James  5:20). 

No  Christian  can  live  a  happy  and  ac- 
tive life  without  sharing  his  experience 
of  saving  faith  with  others.  He  must 
take  a  reasonable  responsible  part  to  see 
that  others  are  made  aware  that  they 
are  lost.  ".  .  .  the  wicked  are  like  the 
troubled  sea,  when  it  cannot  rest,  whose 
waters  cast  up  mire  and  dirt.  There  is 
no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked" 
(Isaiah  57:20,  21).  Could  an  understand- 
ing Christian  allow  an  unsaved  person 
to  go  on  in  sin  if  he  knew  his  responsi- 
bilities? NO!  So  let's  get  busy  and  learn 


more  about  winning  others  to  the  saving 
faith  which  we  possess  through  believ- 
ing on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our 
Saviour. 

How  to  Deal  With  the  Careless  and 
Indifferent 

1.  They  must  first  be  aroused  and 
shown  their  dire  need  of  a  Saviour  (see 
Romans  3:23;  Isaiah  53:6).  Paul  states 
that  all  men  have  this  need  because  they 
are  in  a  fallen  and  sinful  state.  There- 
fore they  must  be  regenerated  (made 
anew)  in  order  to  obtain  or  have  this 
salvation. 

Isaiah  states  that  all  have  gone  astray, 
and  that  Christ  who  has  yet  to  come 
would  bear  all  the  sins  of  the  individual 
by  just  trusting  in  Him. 

2.  One  must  understand  that  becoming 
lost  does  not  take  place  when  he  sees 
his  condition  as  such,  but  he  is  already 
lost  and  condemned  to  eternal  destruc- 
tion in  hell  without  any  personal  wrong- 
doing on  his  part  (see  John  3:18,  36). 
Jesus  states  that  by  believing  on  Him 
this  coming  committal  to  hell  is  lifted. 

John  reminds  us  that  when  one  be- 
lieves, his  sins  are  forgiven  and  he  in- 
stantly has  a  new  heart.  This  is  done 
by  God's  power  and  plan  through  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
This  puts  the  believer  in  a  position  to 
see  what  life  really  is  and  sets  him  free 
from  sin  and  separation  from  God. 

3.  One  must  understand  that  morality 
or  trying  to  live  a  good  life  will  not  save 
him  from  sin  (see  Matthew  22:37,  38; 
Galatians  3:10;  James  2:10).  Jesus  teach- 
es that  the  first  love  (the  intellect)  with 
all  the  powers  of  emotions  must  be  com- 
mitted to  Him.  This  means  that  noth- 
ing should  ever  become  more  important 
than  our  relationship  to  and  with  Him. 
This  proper  relationship  must  always  be 
first. 

Paul  teaches  that  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, plus  all  the  ceremonial  activities 
of  the  Old  Testament  laws,  will  not  lift 
the  burden  of  guilt  and  sin.  The  first 
commandment  was  broken  because  we 
did  not  love  God  with  our  whole  heart, 
for  we  are  sinners  by  nature. 

James  sums  it  by  stating  that  it  is 
necessary  to  be  perfect  in  the  law  in  or- 
der to  be  saved;  that  one  error  makes 
one  guilty  of  the  whole. 

For  reference  as  to  why  Christ  did  not 
have  to  repent  see  Hebrews  4:15  and  2 
Corinthians  5:21.  Christ  was  the  per- 
fect Son  of  God,  pleasing  Him  in  all 
points.  According  to  the  law,  He  did  not 
need  a  Saviour,  but  was  the  perfect 
Saviour  for  us.

Scripture  Reading— Zechariah  9:12 

Trapped  in  a  Closet

smoke,  sounded  the  alarm,  and  the  firemen 
not  only  extinguished  the  blaze  but  released 
Mr.  Sweeney  from  the  closet  Vwien  they 
heard  him  pounding  on  the  door. 

How  like  human  beings!  Caught  in  the 
sleep  of  death,  they  race  to  any  door  and 
rush  through  only  to  be  trapped  in  their 
false  hope.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  Lord 
cries  through  the  prophet?  Christ  is  the 
Stronghold  and  the  only  Door.  Any  man 
who  attempts  to  find  safety  by  any  other 
door  will  find  himself  trapped  forever.— 
Revelation.

Question:  Please  explain  "And  Jesus 
preased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in 
/our  with  God  and  man"  (Luke  2:52). 

Answer:  Jesus  in  giving  His  life  a  ran- 
e     for  us  took  upon  Himself  our  sinful 
eness.   As  it  is  said  in  another  place 
the  Bible,  He  "emptied"  Himself;  "He 
came  sin  for  us."  That  is,  in  order  to 
ce  our  place  in  judgment  it  was  neces- 
y  for  Him,  through  the  incarnation— 
luding  the  virgin  birth,  to  become  a 
imber  of  the  human  race.  As  one  Scrip- 
e  indicates,  "He  put  Himself  in  our 
ice  that  He  might  in  so  doing  put  us 
His  place."  He  was  born  of  a  woman 
we  each  were.  The  difference  being, 
was  begotten  of  God,  whereas  we 
roliifch  were  begotten  of  an  earthly  human 
(}her.  He  was  tempted  in  all  points  as 
are  being  tempted.   We  imperfectly 
ist  these  temptations,-  He  perfectly 
isted  such. 

'There  hath  no  temptation  taken  you 
such  as  is  common  to  man:  but  God 
aithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be 
lpted  above  that  ye  are  able;  but  will 
h  the  temptation  also  make  a  way  to 
ape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it"  (1 
inthians  10:13);  "For  we  have  not  an 
h  priest  which  cannot  be  touched  with 
feeling  of  our  infirmities;  but  was  in 
points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet 
hout  sin"  (Hebrews  4:15);  "If  we  con- 
our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to 
give  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us 
n  all  unrighteousness.  If  we  say  that 
have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar, 
his  word  is  not  in  us"  (1  John  1:9, 
"And  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our 
:  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also  for 
sins  of  the  whole  world.  And  hereby 
do  know  that  we  know  him,  if  we 
o  his  commandments.   He  that  saith, 
iiow  him,  and  keepeth  not  his  com- 
Idments,  is  a  liar,  and  the  truth  is 
jin  him.  But  whoso  keepeth  his  word, 
im  verily  is  the  love  of  God  perfect- 
thereby  know  we  that  we  are  in  him. 
that  saith  he  abideth  in  him  ought 
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himself  also  so  to  walk,  even  as  he  walk- 
ed" (1  John  2:2-6). 

We  apart  from  Christ  are  not  able  to 
come  up  to  His  standard,  but  in  Him  we 
are.  "If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words 
abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will, 
and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you"  (John  15: 
7);  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ 
which  strengtheneth  me.  ...  But  my 
God  shall  supply  all  your  need  according 
to  his  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus" 
(Philippians  4:13,  19). 

What  L.  T.  Talbot,  D.  D.  has  to  say  on 
Page  37  in  his  book,  "Bible  Questions  Ex- 
plained," will  add  light  to  the  subject: 

"Luke  is  emphasizing  the  real  hu- 
manity of  Christ.  There  was  a  cult  in 
the  beginning  of  the  Christian  era  which 
denied  the  reality  of  His  human  body. 
The  exponents  of  this  cult  claimed  that 
Jesus  did  not  have  a  human  body  at  all, 
and  that  his  body  was  a  phantom,  a  cre- 
ation of  mortal  mind.  This  is  the  teach- 
ing of  certain  present  day  cults,  such  as 
Christian  Science.  The  humanity  of  Christ 
is  emphasized  by  Luke  because  the  Spirit 
of  God  foresaw  that  at  the  end  of  the 
age  there  would  be  a  denial  of  His  hu- 
manity, as  there  would  be  also  of  His 
deity. 

"Accordingly,  Luke  tells  us  that  Jesus 
developed  as  other  boys  did.  He  was 
subject  to  Joseph  and  Mary.  He  ate, 
slept,  grew  in  wisdom  and  stature.  We 
must  remember  that  He  became  man  in 
order  to  die  for  sinners.  God  cannot  die; 
but  He  devised  a  plan,  by  which  He  could 
be,  at  the  same  time,  both  God  and  man,- 
and  as  the  Son  of  man,  He  died  that  sin- 
ners might  live.  Read  Hebrews  2:14-18; 
4:15.  This  is  our  gospel  message— that 
the  Lord  suffered,  was  tempted  in  all 
points  like  as  we  are,  sin  apart— He  was 
not  tempted  to  sin,  because  He  was  holy! 
But  because  He  knew  hunger  and  thirst 
and  weariness  and  loneliness;  because  He 
suffered  being  tempted,  He  is  able  to  suc- 
cour them  that  are  tempted.  He  is  our 
sympathizing  Saviour. 

"Moreover,  when  He  became  flesh,  He 


laid  aside  His  glory— not  His  deity.  He 
became  subject  to  His  Father's  will— as  a 
man.  It  is  a  great  mystery,  the  'mystery 
of  godliness,'  that  'God  was  in  Christ, 
reconciling  unto  himself.'  And  what  we 
cannot  explain  about  the  incarnation,  we 
leave  to  faith!  Read  Philippians  2:5-11; 
Colossians  1:14-19;  1  Timothy  3:16;  2 
Corinthians  5:19;  John  1:1-14." 


Question:  Did  Christ  do  anything  to 
help  His  disciples  withstand  the  tempta- 
tions to  come  upon  them  when  He  should 
depart  from  them  and  go  back  to  heav- 
en? 

Answer:  Yes,  that  was  part  of  the 
reason  why  He  worked  with  them  in  ten- 
der and  loving  kindness  the  three  and 
one-half  years  He  taught  them  in  prepar- 
ing them  for  a  life  of  service  and  sacri- 
fice, contributing  to  the  upbuilding  and 
establishing  on  earth  the  kingdom  of 
God.  He  made  it  clear  to  them  that  they 
were  saved  for  service  as  would  be  the 
reason  for  all  the  lost  that  would  be 
saved  throughout  all  the  then-coming 
church  age.

Confidence  of  Victory 
in  Suffering 

Printed  Text:  Romans  8:31-39 
Memory  Verse:  Romans  8:32 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Now  that  we  have  become  servants  of 
God,  it  behooves  us  to  dedicate  our  ser- 
vice to  Him  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
and  perfecting  the  kingdom  work  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  in  the  hearts  of  men  and  by 
extending  the  scope  and  influence  of  the 
force  of  righteousness  in  the  world. 

This  will  not  be  an  easy  task.  Many 
difficulties  will  have  to  be  overcome; 
many  obstacles  will  have  to  be  surmount- 
ed; many  problems  will  have  to  be 
solved.  But  it  is  well  for  us  to  remem- 
ber that  we  do  not  have  to  labor  alone; 
for  we  have  the  definite  promise  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  that  He  will  be  with  us  to 
help  us  in  the  work.  If  He  be  with  us, 
and  He  has  promised  to  be,  it  matters 
little  what  type  or  size  the  opposition 
may  be,-  for  if  we  labor  with  God  and  in 
harmony  with  His  will,  there  is  no  force 
on  earth  that  can  keep  us  from  being 
successful  in  our  efforts. 

Our  lesson  text  for  today  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  our  study  from  the  Epistle 
to  the  Romans  and  deals  with  the  assur- 
ance both  of  victory  for  the  church  and 
eternal  life  for  the  believer  in  the  love  of 
Christ. 

The  purpose  of  today's  lesson  is  to  con- 
vince teen-agers  that  God  takes  care  of 
His  own.— The  Teen-Age  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  The  surest  way  for  victory  as  a 
Christian  is  to  realize  that  the  life  that 
we  now  live  we  live  by  the  faith  of  the 
Son  of  God  who  loved  us  and  gave  Him- 
self for  us  (see  Galatians  2:20).  Paul 
recognized  this  and  he  was  a  victorious 
Christian. 

B.  Men  are  saved  through  the  exercise 
of  their  own  will  to  trust  and  accept 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord.  Does  a  per- 
son lose  the  freedom  of  the  will  when 
he  becomes  a  child  of  God?   Then  why 


is  it  not  possible  for  him  to  put  Christ 
out  of  his  life  and  be  lost  again? 

C.  A  person  is  born  again  and  becomes 
a  Christian  the  moment  he  is  regenerat- 
ed. This  is  an  instantaneous  act.  How- 
ever, he  is  born  a  babe  in  Christ.  The 
process  of  growth  and  maturity  as  a 
Christian  is  called  sanctification.  Often 
God  uses  the  trials  of  life  to  help  us  to 
grow  and  mature  into  the  character  that 
He  wants  us  to  be. 

D.  God  does  not  promise  to  deliver  His 
people  from  trouble,  but  He  does  promise 
to  be  with  them  in  the  time  of  their 
trouble. 

E.  This  writer  once  heard  an  old  Chris- 
tian say  that  he  had  never  felt  so  close 
to  the  Lord  in  his  life  as  he  did  when  he 
was  suffering  greatly.  God  comes  in 
strength  in  the  time  of  our  greatest 
weakness.— The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  All  of  us  use  checks  everyday,  or 
nearly  so.  We  receive  paychecks  and 
write  checks  for  car  payments,  groceries, 
and  for  the  church. 

Sometimes  we  think  of  God  in  what 
might  be  called  "a  blank-check  attitude." 

Because  we  are  Christians,  we  may 
think  that  we  should  receive  special  con- 
sideration from  God.  It  is  true  that  as 
Christians  we  do  not  experience  many  of 
the  troubles  that  come  to  those  who  live 
undisciplined  lives.  But  some  persons 
are  not  satisfied  with  this.  They  want 
God  to  exempt  them  from  the  conditions 
under  which  every  human  being  lives. 

They  may  expect  God  to  keep  them 
from  ever  becoming  sick.  Others  feel 
that  God  should  make  it  easy  for  them. 
Still  others  feel  that  God  should  keep 
them  from  ever  having  the  blues. 

However,  God  does  not  work  this  way. 
Instead  of  removing  these  trials  that  are 
common  to  man,  He  gives  an  added  qual- 
ity to  our  lives  that  enables  us  to  over- 
come these  human  difficulties.  Through 
the  presence  and  power  of  Christ  in  us, 
we  are  victorious  over  all  suffering. 

This  is  the  essence  of  the  passage  from 
Paul's  letter  to  the  Romans  that  we  are 


studying  today.  —  Standard  Lesson  Ci 
mentary.

"BOOZERS"  ARE  LOSERS! 

("By-the-Bottle"  or  "By-the-Drink") 

Whether  it  be  contained  in  a  beautiful  decanter,  a  plain  glass  bottle,  or  an  ex- 
quisitely-decorated bottle,  when  booze  is  poured  into  pretty  little  glasses  and  mixed 
(or  taken  straight),  it  causes  trouble. 

"Booze"  is  a  term  used  to  denote  an  intoxicating  drink,  especially  hard  liquor. 
Intoxicating  beverages  are  those  containing  in  various  quantities  portions  of  ethyl 
alcohol.  Ethyl  alcohol  (ethanol)  is  formed  by  fermentation  of  any  sweet  fruit  juice,- 
it  is  made  industrially  from  molasses,  potatoes,  and  grains— chiefly  corn.  Corn  con- 
tains a  high  level  of  starch  which  is  converted  into  fermentable  sugar  by  treating  it 
in  a  specific  way  with  malt.  Approximately  half  of  industrial  alcohol  is  manufac- 
tured by  a  synthetic  chemical  process.  The  diluted  alcohol  obtained  is  then  distilled 
to  recover  96  percent  of  its  strength;  thus,  four  percent  up  to  this  point  is  water. 
Further  treatment  can  make  the  alcohol  TOO  percent,  and  what  is  seen  by  the  eyes  is 
a  colorless  liquid  that  looks  like  water  but  has  a  mild  odor. 

What  does  this  have  to  do  with  booze?  A  lot!  This  ethyl  alcohol  is  mixed  with 
other  liquids  to  produce  different  brews  and  different  brands.  Beer,  for  example, 
may  contain  as  little  as  two  percent  ethyl  alcohol,  while  some  of  the  hard  liquors 
may  contain  as  much  as  68  percent.  Absinthe,  one  of  the  strongest  addictive  bever- 
ages, which  is  made  from  the  dark  green  oil  of  wormwood  having  anise  added  for 
flavoring,  contains  68  percent  alcohol.  The  flavors  of  hard  liquors  are  derived  from 
berries  (as  in  the  case  of  gin,  in  which  Juniper  berries  are  used),  sugar,  and  other 
flavorings  too  numerous  to  mention.  The  color  of  the  hard  liquor  may  be  clear  (as 
in  Vodka,  which  is  almost  odorless),  or  it  may  be  orange-yellow  or  brownish  in  hue. 

We  v/ould  not  want  to  forget  illegally-distilled  liquor  or  "White  Lightning"  or 
"Moonshine,"  which,  according  to  one  authority,  is  "clear  white  with  rusty  specks 
floating  around  in  it."   What  is  more,  it  is  poisonous! 

Alcoholic  drinks  are  as  old  as  history,  but  trouble  has  always  risen  from  their 
improper  use.  Noah,  for  example,  got  drunk  on  at  least  one  occasion  and  was  found 
"uncovered"  in  his  tent.   The  story  is  well-known  and  needs  no  retelling. 

Brewing  and  wine  making  were  especially  popular  during  the  Middle  Ages  (500— 
1500),  and  the  manufacture  of  alcoholic  drinks  became  an  important  industry  during 
the  Renaissance  Period  (1400—1700).  And,  the  trend  toward  the  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beverages  has  grown  rapidly  since.  We  would  not,  of  course,  discount  the 
medicinal  purposes  of  alcohol;  but,  "self-prescription"  is  not  good.  Some  people  get 
to  the  place  that  they  can't  stop  "refilling"  the  "prescription." 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  alcohol  is  a  depressant,  not  a  stimulant.  Acting  on 
the  control  centers  of  the  brain,  it  depresses  them  and  allows  the  drinking  person 
to  exhibit  unfavorable  behavior.  Acute  intoxication  causes  confusion  and  dis- 
orientation. All  of  us  have  observed  the  unsteady  gait  of  a  drunk  and  have  heard 
his  thick-tongued,  incoherent  mutterings.  All  drinkers,  however,  are  not  and  cannot 
be  classified  as  "drunks."  There  are  the  "sophisticates"  who  pride  themselves  in 
the  mixing  of  "little"  drinks  and  serving  them  to  their  friends  at  a  party  or  a  home 
gathering— just  to  be  sociable.  Their  contention  is  that  it  is  important  from  the 
social  standpoint  to  be  able  to  drink  "properly."  To  our  way  of  thinking  and  from 
the  Christian  standpoint,  there  is  really  no  "proper"  way  for  one  to  drink  (aside 
from  doctors'  orders).  The  whole  mess  throws  character  badly  out  of  kilter. 

Of  course,  little  mixed  drinks  "on  the  rocks"  with  a  pretty  red  cherry,  a  nice 
plump  green  pimento-stuffed  olive,  or  sprig  of  mint  in  them  are  attractive  and  give 
the  one  holding  the  glass  a  certain  prestigious  appearance  and  attributes  to  him 
a  certain  social  "grace";  that  is,  until  he  has  had  so  many  that  he  doesn't  care  about 
the  cherries,  olives,  or  whatever,  and  gulps  the  drinks  down  one  after  the  other  and 
becomes  obnoxious.  The  obnoxiousness  really  began  with  the  first  drink.  We  do 
not  impose  our  personal  opinions  upon  others,  but  when  asked  about  certain  evils 
such  as  alcohol,  we  cannot  help  but  express  our  feelings.  Alcohol  is  an  evil— one 
that  can  harm  us  or  our  loved  ones  directly  and  indirectly.  We  have  personal  knowl- 
edge of  the  harmful  effects  of  the  consumption  of  beverage  alcohol  and  can  attest  to 
its  danger.

A  minister  asked  her  husband  to  tell  him 


the  secret  of  his  success.  His  reply  was 
something  like  this:  "My  wife  believes 
in  me  and  is  proud  of  me  and  tells  me 
so.  I  can't  let  her  down."  The  world 
could  see  her  excellent  housekeeping  and 
model  homemaking;  perhaps  many  never 
knew  that  through  the  joy  of  her  hus- 
band's success,  she  had  found  her  great- 
est happiness. 

A  woman  who  had  sought  content- 
ment through  education  and  public  work 
was  blessed  finally  with  a  son.  Through 
this,  she  found  contentment  that  other 
things  could  not  give. 

A  woman  touched  the  shoulder  of  a 
young  man  and  said,  "I  believe  in  you.  I 
know  you  can  do  anything  that  you  want 
to  do."  Years  later,  after  becoming 
superintendent  of  his  company,  he  re- 
turned to  say  to  her:  "I  have  worked 
hard,  and  I  have  been  blessed  with  pro- 
motions and  success.

^vever,  after  much  prayer  and  consid- 
>seiftion,  we  felt  led  of  God  to  accept  the 
itation.  In  our  consideration  we 
iught  we  would  need  to  change  from 
iat  we  were  accustomed  to  as  a  min- 
U  jer  on  the  field;  but,  upon  our  arrival 
re,  we  found  that  the  difference  is  not 
ry  great,  because  the  spiritual  need  of 


the  Home  is  not  too  different  from  any 
other  community. 

The  thing  that  helped  us  in  our  adjust- 
ment was  the  kind  welcome  we  received 
from  the  staff,  workers,  and  the  chil- 
dren. The  children  seem  to  have  accept- 
ed us  as  a  part  of  the  campus  life.  For 
this  we  are  grateful. 

We  have  always  felt  that  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  staff,  workers,  and  the  chil- 
dren was  an  important  part  of  the  pro- 
gram in  the  Home;  and  if  the  program  of 
the  Home  failed  in  this  area,  then  what- 
ever else  we  try  to  do  in  the  final  out- 
come will  be  a  failure.  Therefore,  we 
have  no  other  purpose  or  ambition  for 
coming  to  the  Home  than  to  help  give 
each  person  here  an  opportunity  to  ac- 
cept Christ  as  his  personal  Saviour.

Mr.  Robert,  as  he  is  affectionately 
known  in  his  community,  has  been  an 
active  member  of  Malachi's  Chapel 
church  for  sixty  years,  having  been  re- 
ceived into  membership  in  1913  at  the 
age  of  fourteen.

WANT  CHRISTIAN 
RECREATION? 

by  Z.  I.  Perocillo 

If  the  word  "recreation"  is  defined  as 
a  "refreshment  in  body  or  mind,  as  after 
work,  by  some  form  of  play,  amusement 
or  relaxation,"  then  I  suggest  that  every 
Christian  should  have  a  Christian  recrea- 
tion.  But  what  is  it? 

The  phrase  "Christian  recreation"  is 
unheard  of,  but  this  is  the  only  phrase 
I  know  that  will  describe  a  work  experi- 
ence that  becomes  a  play,-  as  personal 
evangelism,  or  house  to  house  evange- 
lism. This  is  an  experience  that  when  a 
person  becomes  accustomed  to  doing  it 
with  joy,  even  though  it  is  work,  will 
become  a  game  that  recreates,  refreshing 
both  body  and  mind. 

I'm  talking  here  about  a  personal  ex- 
perience that  I  know  will  work  in  some 
degree  among  people  who  truly  believe 
in  Jesus  Christ;  people  who  find  joy  in 
their  salvation,  and  whose  concept  of 
sin  is  not  mere  maladjustment  but  some- 
thing that  sinks  and  destroys.  People 
who  realize  the  urgency  of  preaching  the 
gospel  message  are  essential,  because 
those  people  who  don't  have  Christ  in 
their  hearts  are  the  most  miserable  of 
all  creatures,  no  matter  who  they  are  and 
what  they  have. 

Should  all  Christians  make  witnessing 
their  recreation,  then  we  would  have  no 
crisis  of  laborers  in  the  vineyard,  much 
less  cold  and  indifferent  Christians  or 
even  backsliders.  The  most  amazing 
thing  that  can  happen  to  one  who  be- 
comes accustomed  to  personal  witnessing 
is  the  fact  that  not  only  the  one  witness- 
ing finds  joy  and  relaxation  as  he  enjoys 
the  conversation  with  the  prospects,  but 
his  or  her  faith  grows  stouter  too,  in  the 
process. 

Just  think  of  the  wisdom  shown  when 
Jesus  commanded  us,  saying,  "Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  .  .  . 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things, .  .  ." 
(Matthew  28:18,  19). 

If  you  obey  there's  that  inner  joy,  a 
feeling  of  self-fulfillment,  a  realization 
that  your  life  is  well  spent;  a  feeling  of 
security  not  based  on  wealth  but  on  the 


very  foundation  of  Jesus  himself.  (I 
think  this  will  partly  explain  the  afore- 
mentioned theoretical  paradox  which  is 
experientially  very  clear:  like  having 
recreation  or  relaxation  even  under  pres- 
sure of  work  due  to  the  urgency  of  doing 
it;  the  seemingly  very  long  day  because 
you  have  many  things  to  do,  yet  the 
hours  of  the  day  pass  by  without  your 
notice,  because  you  enjoy  the  work  and 
you  forget  about  the  time.) 

If  you  don't  obey  Christian  teaching 
there's  no  guarantee  that  even  you  will 
not  slide  away  from  Jesus.  Failing  to 
witness  to  your  loved  ones  may  cause 
you  or  them  to  abide  in  the  lake  of  fire 
instead  of  the  glory  land.  Some  people 
easily  share  nonsense  talk,  or  even  a 
little  bit  of  food  with  their  neighbors, 
but  seldom  share  with  their  neighbors 
the  bread  of  life  that  multiplies  when  it 
is  shared— the  most  delicious  food  of  all  I 

I  trust,  however,  that  God  would  bless 
this  humble  experience  of  turning  wit- 
nessing work  into  recreation  by  means  of 
God's  Holy  Spirit  urging  others  to  try  to 
do  for  themselves;  not  just  to  find  relax- 
ation and  recreation,  though  that's  great, 
but  most  important  of  all  is  to  follow 
God's  command  to  us  and  to  be  true  to 
ourselves.  To  realize  the  fact  that  we 
are  God's  witnesses  and  to  make  use  of 
that  fact,  is  primarily  the  reason  we  are 
here. 

Out  of  this  experience  and  pursuanl 
to  this  aforementioned  command,  right 
now  we  are  teaching  some  of  our  mem- 
bers to  personally  witness  for  Christ  by 
first,  acocmpanying  them  to  their  un- 
saved neighbors  and  allowing  them  to 
observe.  We  also  teach  them  how  to  dis- 
tribute tracts. 

This  is  a  little  thing,  but  if  this  will 
awaken  the  sleeping  hero  in  a  man's  soul 
where  often  a  simple  work  of  apprecia- 
tion and  acceptance  begins  the  remedy, 
then  and  only  then,  a  crowd  of  witnesses 
will  once  again  become  a  reality  in  our 
time.

Question:  What  is  modernism  and  what 
i  meant  when  a  minister  is  called  a 
I  demist? 

Answer:  I  suppose  this  would  depend 
i  part  upon  the  one  so  designating  the 
Fjiacher  or  so  branding  the  one  referred 
t  as  a  modernist.  When  I  first  recall 
hring  such  terms  was  while  attending 
tt  Moody  Bible  Institute.  The  teachers 
tire,  including  Dr.  James  M.  Gray,  its 
piisident,  were  greatly  disturbed  over 
t;  then  fast  changing  conditions  in 
tise  they  said  had  been  following  the 
t  th  as  found  in  the  Bible,  accepted, 
Pjipagated  it,  and  believed  it;  but  at 
It  time  were  denouncing  it,  and  in 
sine  cases,  were  denying  it  and  in  some 
vre  questioning  it.  The  Word  of  God 
tjy  claimed  was  no  longer  the  sole 
aihority  propagated  in  all  the  Christian 
arches  and  church-related  schools. 
Tey,  and  especially  Drs.  James  AA.  Gray 
ail  Reuben  A.  Torrey,  traveled  widely 
uiolding  the  traditional  view  of  the 
C  istian  church  on  the  genuineness, 
a  henticity,  inerrancy,  and  divine  in- 
sij-ation  of  God's  Holy  Word. 

Harry  Emerson  Fosdick  and  Shaler  Ma- 
tl!ws  of  America  and  Litton  Richards 
film  Birmingham,  England,  were,  they 
sill,  defying  Christ,  His  church,  and 
Gid's  Word;  and  that  in  their  anti- 
cljist's  propaganda  they  would  build 
I  foundation  for  atheistic  unbelief  in 
I  state-supported  schools  and  set  in 
nfion  the  antichrist  so  definitely  until 
bfere  long  many  of  the  church-related 
scbols  would  be  following  the  spirit  of 
diibt  as  begotten  in  the  state-supported 
scbols.  This  they  thought  would  spill 
O'lr  into  the  denominations  and  the  lo- 
c^churches  and  finally  to  the  Christian 
flies. 

Veil  from  my  view  point,  I  have  seen 
ntjproohecy  more  definitely  and  notice- 
,aty  fulfilled.  Whereas,  when  I  first  be- 
cae  a  student  of  the  Scriptures  there 
wj  almost  no  question  concerning  the 
Bi  e  as  God's  divine  Word  when  it  spoke 
orja  subject.    Its  author  was  respected 


in  church,  school,  and  the  home.  Now  I 
hear  about  as  much  said  to  downgrade 
the  truth  as  found  in  God's  Word  in  these 
venerable  institutions  as  I  do  in  its  de- 
fense when  the  subject  comes  up. 

Modernism  as  represented  by  these 
venerable  Moody  teachers  would  seem  to 
be  anything  that  failed  to  give  Jesus 
Christ  our  precious  Saviour  the  hallowed 
and  exalted  place  He  is  given  in  the  Bi- 
ble. Since  it  sets  Him  forth  as  the  in- 
errant,  eternal,  unchangeable,  virgin 
born,  crucified,  risen,  ascended,  return- 
ing, and  reigning  Son  of  God;  they  would 
say  that  anyone  who  denies  or  questions 
those  facts  concerning  Him  would  be  a 
modernist. 

A  modernistic  preacher  would  be  one 
who  fails  to  make  clear  and  plain  these 
qualities  given  of  Jesus  in  the  Bible,  or 
those  who  question  in  any  way  such 
characteristics  would  be  to  that  degree 
in  fellowship  and  in  harmony  with  the 
modernist  and  therefore  out  of  fellow- 
ship and  harmony  with  Christ  and  His 
loyal  disciples. 

Here  in  part  is  what  Dr.  L.  T.  Talbot 
has  to  say  on  this  vital  question  on  Page 
238  in  his  book,  Bible  Questions  Explain- 
ed: 

"Modernism  is  the  substitution  of  hu- 
man philosophy  for  divine  revelation. 
Really,  the  word  'modernism'  is  a  mis- 
nomer. Its  true  title  should  be  'ancient- 
ism';  for  it  asks  the  old  question  raised 
by  Satan  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  'Hath 
God  said?' 

"Modernism  denies  the  inspiration  of 
the  Bible,  the  Virgin  Birth  and  the  deity 
of  Christ,  the  fall  of  man,  and  the  atone- 
ment of  Jesus  Christ.  It  also  denied  the 
physical  resurrection  of  Christ;  and,  of 
course,  laughs  at  the  doctrine  of  His 
second  coming.  Modernism  is  as  anti- 
christian  as  are  Christian  Science  and 
Theosophy.  It  is  the  worst  blight  on 
Christendom  today. 

"A  modernist  preacher  is  one  who  be- 
lieves in  modernism." 

The  Bible  seems  to  condemn  Christians 


who  befriend  the  kind  of  false  teachers 
that  are  often  branded  modernist.  How 
else  would  one  interpret  such  passages 
as:  "For  many  deceivers  are  entered  into 
the  world,  who  confess  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh.  This  is  a  de- 
ceiver and  an  antichrist.  Look  to  your- 
selves, that  we  lose  not  those  things 
which  we  have  wrought,  but  that  we  re- 
ceive a  full  reward.  Whosoever  trans- 
gresseth,  and  abideth  not  in  the  doctrine 
of  Christ,  hath  not  God.  He  that  abid- 
eth in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  he  hath 
both  the  Father  and  the  Son.  If  there 
come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not  this 
doctrine,  receive  him  not  into  your  house, 
neither  bid  him  God  speed:  For  he  that 
biddeth  him  God  speed  is  partaker  of  his 
evil  deeds"  (2  John  7-11). 

When  any  modernist  denies  or  ques- 
tions the  authenticity  of  the  Bible's 
teaching  concerning  the  virgin  birth  of 
our  blessed  Lord,  I  do  not  think  God 
would  have  us  pat  him  on  the  back  and 
indicate  to  him  that  even  though  we  have 
different  views  on  this  point  in  doctrine 
we  shall  be  friends.  God  did  not  so  in- 
struct Elijah  in  1  Kings  18:17-46.  Pay 
special  attention  to  1  Kings  18:40. 

God  in  His  precious  Word  is  definite 
and  direct  when  it  comes  to  what  should 
be  done  by  Christians  regarding  false 
teachers.  And  whether  he  calls  himself 
a  modernist,  a  Christian  Scientist,  or 
someone  from  a  cult,  if  the  virgin  birth 
of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  power  of  His 
blood  to  save  are  questioned,  or  if  any 
kind  of  substitute  is  offered  instead,  or 
as  a  necessary  parallel,  to  these  we 
should  give  the  unadulterated  gospel,  in- 
cluding the  passages  that  pronounce 
God's  eternal  judgment  upon  such  false 
teachers.  If  and  when  the  gospel  is  re- 
jected we  need  no  longer  waste  time 
with  such  final  rejecters.  "And  I  heard 
another  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  Come 
out  of  her,  my  people,  that  ye  be  not 
partakers  of  her  sins,  and  that  ye  receive 
not  of  her  plagues"  (Revelation  18:4); 
"Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together 
with  unbelievers:  for  what  fellowship 
hath  righteousness  with  unrighteous- 
ness? and  what  communion  hath  light 
with  darkness?  And  what  concord  hath 
Christ  with  Belial?  or  what  part  hath  he 
that  believeth  with  an  infidel?  And  what 
agreement  hath  the  temple  of  God  with 
idols?  for  ye  are  the  temple  of  the  living 
God;  as  God  hath  said,  I  will  dwell  in 
them,  and  walk  in  them;  and  I  will  be 
their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them, 
and  be  ye  separate,  saith  the  Lord,  and

Life  in  the  Christian 
Community 

Printed  Text:  Romans  12:1-8;  1  Corin- 
thians 12:12,  13 

Memory  Verse:  Romans  12:2 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

All  of  us  are  a  part  of  a  community. 
Our  lives  will  in  some  way  affect  every- 
one we  meet  and  with  whom  we  do  busi- 
ness of  any  kind.  Our  neighbors  should 
see  some  evidence  of  the  power  of  Christ 
in  our  talk,  our  walk,  and  our  daily  min- 
istrations. They  will  see  something, 
whether  commendable  or  not;  for  we 
cannot  hide  it. 

Our  neighbors  know  whether  church 
members  are  Christians  or  not.  If  we  are 
genuinely  Christian,  it  will  appear  on  the 
surface.  It  was  said  of  Jesus,  "He  could 
not  be  hid."  If  He  is  in  our  hearts,  the 
proof  of  His  indwelling  will  be  clear  to 
all.  We  can't  hide  Him,  and  the  genuine 
Christian  would  not  if  he  could. 

While  we  fully  accept  the  fact  that 
Christ  is  the  "chief  cornerstone,"  we 
need  to  keep  in  mind  that  every  Christian 
is  a  part  of  the  church  and  his  com- 
munity. Some  are  large  stones,  some 
small;  some  ornamental,  some  plain; 
prominently  placed,  some  totally  hidden 
from  view;  some  in  the  foundations, 
others  high  in  the  spire.  But  all  are  im- 
portant and  enter  into  the  making  of  the 
completed  building,  whether  the  church 
or  the  community.  And  all  are  held  to- 
gether by  the  cement  of  Christian  love. 

A  Christian  is  a  living  sermon  whether 
or  not  he  preaches  a  word.  He  is  the 
world's  only  Bible  and  is  read  of  all  who 
know  him.  You  cannot  lift  others  to  a 
higher  level  than  that  on  which  you  live 
yourself,  and  others  will  follow  your 
footsteps  easier  than  they  will  follow 
your  advice.  —  The  Advanced  Quarterly 
(F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  The  unity  of  the  church  is  not  the 
organic  union  of  denominations,  but  the 
unity  of  believers  in  Christ.    The  only 
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way  that  denominations  can  unite  is  for 
each  one  to  sacrifice  certain  beliefs,  and 
the  resultant  organization  is  not  the  true 
representative  of  either  group  that  went 
to  make  it  up. 

B.  People  need  people.  Sometimes  you 
see  a  soul  who  will  say,  "I  don't  need 
anyone."  This  is  not  true.  There  are 
so  many  ways  that  we  are  dependent 
and  so  many  ways  that  we  need  each 
other.  A  man  is  very  foolish  to  deny  that 
he  has  need  of  other  Christians. 

C.  If  each  member  of  the  church,  the 
body  of  Christ,  performed  his  function 
properly,  the  result  would  be  a  united, 
well  coordinated  organism.  But  when 
even  one  member  fails,  it  is  a  sign  of 
sickness  in  the  body. 

D.  No  member  of  the  church  has  any 
reason  to  feel  inferior  or  jealous  of  an- 
other. We  have  our  own  peculiar  func- 
tion to  perform,  and  no  one  else  can  do 
it  for  us.  They  have  their  own  function 
to  perform  and  we  cannot  do  it  for  them. 

E.  Since  the  church  is  the  body  of 
Christ,  when  He  wants  something  done 
on  the  earth,  He  depends  upon  the  church 
to  do  it.  When  your  mind  wants  some- 
thing done,  don't  you  depend  upon  your 
body  to  do  it? 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  On  several  occasions  in  his  writings 
the  apostle  Paul  used  the  human  body  as 
an  illustration  of  the  church. 

Our  bodies  have  various  organs,  such 
as  our  eyes  and  ears,  that  enable  us  to 
experience  the  world  around  us. 

Other  parts  of  our  bodies  serve  to 
maintain  life. 

Our  hands  enable  us  to  work,  and  our 
feet  and  legs  provide  mobility. 

Just  as  there  are  different  parts  in  the 
human  body,  and  each  part  is  necessary 
to  its  normal  functioning,  so  there  are  dif- 
ferent areas  of  ministry  in  the  church 
that  must  be  maintained  if  the  church  is 
to  function  as  it  should. 

Some  in  the  church  are  able  to  provide 
leadership.    Everyone  can  share  in  the 


ministry  of  giving,  though  some  are  a! 
to  share  more  generously  than  others. 

The  work  of  teaching  is  vital  to  1 
life  of  the  church.  Unless  the  truths 
the  gospel  are  taught,  the  church  v\ 
die. 

Some  serve  by  encouraging  and  he 

ing  whenever  they  can.  Others  are  ski 
ed  in  witnessing  and  bringing  the  lost 
Christ. 

It  is  manifest  that  no  one  organ 
limb  in  the  human  body  can  perform 
of  the  functions  necessary  to  the  norm 
operation  of  the  body.

Do  you  wake  up  each  morning  knowing  that  you  can't  begin  your  day  without 
a  drink?  Did  the  first  drink  call  for  another,  and  though  you  wondered  why,  two 
seemed  insufficient  and  so  you  took  one  more  little  "swig"  to  give  you  the  needed 
courage  to  meet  whatever  confrontation  might  be  in  the  offing? 

Do  you  find  yourself  becoming  nervous  if  your  supply  gets  low  and  it  happens 
on  a  day  when  you  are  unable  to  buy  another  bottle,  unless  a  bootlegger  lives  in 
your  vicinity  and  considers  you  "clean"  enough  to  risk  the  selling  of  his  home  brew 
for  a  price? 

Do  you  hasten  to  gulp  down  drink  after  drink  at  some  exciting  or  perhaps  dis- 
concerting occurrence,  hoping  that  the  consumption  of  the  alcohol  will  add  to  your 
anticipated  thrill  or  decrease  the  impact  of  the  difficult  time  expected  or  experi- 
enced? 

Do  you  find  yourself  drinking  more  day  in  and  day  out,  and  discovering  that 
each  day  more  of  the  stuff  is  required  for  you  to  get  the  desired  effect? 

Do  you  sometimes  look  at  the  glass  in  your  hand  or  the  bottle  (if  you  happen 
to  have  arrived  at  the  point  where  you  drink  directly  from  the  container)  and  won- 
der just  why  you  are  indulging  in  this  habit?  Do  you  hate  yourself  for  what  you 
are  doing,  and  if  so,  do  you  increase  your  "dosage"  to  forget  or  dispel  from  your 
mind  the  thought  of  the  harm  you  are  doing  to  yourself,  your  family,  and  how  you 
are  affecting  your  friends'  feeling  toward  you,  and  how  society  in  general  is  looking 
upon  you? 

Do  you  start  off  drinking  with  a  smile,  soon  to  feel  your  eyes  stinging  with 
tears,  until  they  flow  profusely  and  streak  your  face  with  their  salty  streams? 

Does  your  breath  bear  the  repugnant  odor  of  alcohol  daily  and  nightly,  obvious 
to  those  whom  you  come  in  contact,  but  oblivious  to  you  because  you  are  so  seldom 
without  the  tell-tale  "aroma"  of  that  "sweet  liquid"? 

Do  /our  eyes  show  the  traditional  enlarged  capillaries  and  have  under  them  the 
dark,  puffy,  baggy  circles  of  one  who  has  so  "smartly"  learned  to  hold  his  liquor 
well? 

Do  you  find  your  face  showing  your  age  to  such  a  degree  that  you  wonder  how 
it  could  have  happened  so  quickly,  when  only  a  short  while  back  you  had  been 
vibrantly  healthy  and  youthful  looking? 

Do  you  crave  insaitably  the  taste  of  the  liquid  that  can  (at  least  to  your  mind) 
solve  all  your  problems,  when  in  actuality  your  problems  are  compounded  and  others 
are  created  for  people  whom  you  know  or  may  not  know,  because  your  judgment  is 
impaired  consistently  as  you  drink?  Do  you  find  it  harder  and  harder  to  remember 
little  promises,  errands  intended  to  be  run,  and  things  which  you  thought  that  you 
had  committed  to  memory  forever? 

Do  you  find  yourself  less  enthusiastic  about  things  you  formerly  found  interest- 
ing and  appealing  and  therefore  withdraw  from  activities  you  once  considered  very 
rewarding? 

Do  you  hide  from  possible  friends  who  do  not  approve  of  your  habit  and  have 
some  member  of  your  family  make  excuses  in  regard  to  your  absence  should  these 
friends  or  the  minister  happen  to  drop  in  for  a  visit?  Do  you  deny  the  fact  that  you 
need  help,  stating  that  you  really  haven't  a  problem,  insisting  that  yours  is  a  "social 
grace,"  not  a  hazard?

It 
would  also  cut  down  on  the  visitors  from 
other  states.  No  one  wants  to  leave 
their  own  state,  travel  a  few  hundred 
miles,  and  see  liquor,  sin,  and  crime 
where  they  thought  they  would  find  sun- 
shine, clean  air,  good,  wholesome  food, 
and  clean,  friendly  folks.  Would  we  take 
our  family  to  that  type  of  state? 

Everywhere  liquor  goes,  it  has  some 
companions  that  go  along  behind  it.  What 
are  some  of  them?  One  is  prostitution. 
The  people  who  operate  bars  are  a  good 
example  of  this.  How  many  bars  have 
we  seen  on  our  TV  screen  in  the  last  year 
in  which  there  wasn't  one  or  two  women 
willing  to  entertain  any  man  who  came 
in  for  the  price  of  a  drink?  And  usually 
it  doesn't  stop  there,  on  or  off  the  screen. 

Another  friend  of  liquor  is  drugs. 
Many  people  like  to  mix  these  two  to- 
gether. We  certainly  don't  need  any 
more  drugs  in  North  Carolina.  We  are 
trying  to  deal  with  what  we  already  have. 
Next,  is  pornography.  This  low-grade 
entertainment  would  abound  if  we  had 
more  liquor.  When  people  get  drunk, 
their  sinful  instincts  come  through  even 
stronger,  so  they  turn  more  and  more  to 
this  cheap,  filthy  type  of  entertainment. 
One  of  the  almost  immediate  affects  of 
liquor  in  a  state  is  a  weakening  of  the 
gambling  laws.  In  most  cases,  gambling 
becomes  a  legal  way  of  life  just  a  few 
short  years  after  a  state  legalizes  "liquor- 
by-the-drink."  This  will  bring  on  a  crime 
wave  that  North  Carolina  has  never  seen 
before.  If  we  are  to  survive,  we  will 
find  it  imperative  to  make  stronger  laws 
to  protect  the  innocent.  What  will  be- 
come of  our  young  people  being  born 
today  and  those  growing  up  now?  What 
can  keep  them  from  juvenile  delin- 
quency? How  can  we  protect  them  from 
the  organized  crime  that  will  surely  sneak 
in  from  other  states  which  didn't  remain 
clean? 

There  is  only  one  answer  we,  as  de- 
cent Christian  people,  can  give,  and  that 
is  a  loud  and  definite  NO  on  our  ballot 
on  November  6.  Only  in  this  way  can 
we  safely  prevent  these  things  from  hap- 
pening to  us,  our  family,  and  our  state.

there  are  no  ways  we  can  fight  sin  from 
a  physical  standpoint  of  view.  We  fight 
sin  from  the  heart,  and  we  fight  sin  with 
love.  Kick,  butt,  bite,  and  gum,  if  you 
please,  then  tell  me  truthfully  just  what 
you  have  made  contact  with. 

Many  of  our  ministers  today  enter  the 
pulpit  with  little  or  no  gospel  to  preach 
about.  After  casting  a  few  stones  at 
their  congregation  each  Sunday  they 
come  back  with  opinion  and  offer  no 
spiritual  food  whatsoever  for  the  hungry 
flock. 

I  recently  heard  a  minister  preach  that 
we  are  to  flee  from  sin.  In  his  own 
words,  "Run  from  it,  and  in  the  course  of 
doing  so,  if  the  poor  old  sinner  (that 
Christ  died  for)  gets  in  our  way,  punch 
him  in  the  teeth,  knock  him  in  the  head, 
and  step  on  him."  Had  he  really  pre- 
pared for  this  sermon  from  the  epistles 
of  Paul  he  would  have  easily  found  that 
the  word  flee  also  means  to  avoid.  Such 
preaching,  whether  it  be  of  old  or 
modern  day,  is  misleading  to  people. 

I  have  heard  the  Rev.  Billy  Graham 
preach  for  many  years.  I  have  viewed 
most  of  his  crusades  twice  or  more,  read 
his  books,  seen  his  films,  attended  his 
pavilion  in  New  York,  and  I  have  yet  to 
hear  him  kick  another  denomination  in 
anyway.  I  have  yet  to  hear  him  knock  a 
fellow  minister.  This  man  has  witnessed 
more  souls  coming  forward  for  Christ 
than  any  man  alive  today.  This  should 
be  a  guiding  light  to  young  men  looking 
forward  to  entering  the  ministry,  also  to 
those  presently  engaged  in  winning  souls 
to  Christ.  Nevertheless,  some  of  the  less 
successful  search  for  ways  and  means  to 
throw  a  "glancing"  blow  at  him  some- 
times. He  doesn't  butt,  kick,  bite,  or 
gum  anyone,  he  just  uses  what  God 
placed  at  his  disposal-the  Bible-God's 
Word. 

It  isn't  the  gospel  that  is  causing  hurt 
feelings  so  much  in  our  churches  today. 
Frankly,  most  churches  aren't  hearing 
enough  of  it  to  hurt.  God  is  not  the 
author  of  confusion.  Opinion  and  poorly 
prepared  sermons  promote  contention, 
distrust,  divisions,  and  discord  among 
us.  My  advice  would  be,  just  preach  the 
Word  of  God.

For  awhile  he  came  just  to  preach 
for  us  until  we  could  get  a  pastor.  It 
was  only  for  a  short  while  until  we  knew 
he  was  the  man  God  would  have  us  to 
have  as  a  full-time  pastor.  At  this  time 
he  and  his  wife  lived  in  Washington, 
North  Carolina. 

Brother  Haggans  had  a  love  and  com- 
passion for  lost  souls  that  would  excel 
most  pastors.  He  also  had  a  love  for  the 
sheep  of  his  fold  at  Sidney,  closely  akin 
to  that  of  our  great  Shepherd,  the  Lord 
Jesus,  for  the  sheep  of  His  fold. 

On  July  9,  1973,  Pastor  Haggans  and 
his  wife  moved  into  our  community  to 
make  their  home  near  the  church.  He 
visited  the  sick  and  demonstrated  his  love 
for  the  members  of  Sidney  church  in 
numerous  ways.  Most  of  his  spare  time 
was  spent  in  witnessing  to  lost  souls, 
trying  to  win  them  to  Jesus. 

On  Thursday  night,  August  16,  Pastor 
Haggans  conducted  the  regular  prayer 
meeting  service  at  the  church.  Never 
had  we  seen  him  more  happy  and  eager 
to  speak  to  us  from  God's  Word.  His 
subject  was:  "it  Is  a  Sin  for  Christians  to 
Worry."  The  songs  he  selected  for  this 
particular  prayer  meeting  were  "Love 
Lifted  Me"  and  "What  a  Friend  We  Have 
in  Jesus."  He  led  the  singing  with  a 
voice  as  strong  as  the  mighty  Spirit  that 
filled  his  soul. 

We  knelt  at  the  altar  for  prayer  after 
special  requests  were  given.  Upon  aris- 
ing from  our  knees,  Brother  Haggans 
said,  "I  want  you  to  continue  to  pray  for 
me.  You  know  that  I  want  God's  will  for 
my  life.  If  He  wills  that  I  stay  here,  I'll 
gladly  serve  Him,-  but  if  He  wills  that  I 
go  to  be  with  Him,  I  am  ready  to  go.  I 
really  mean  it— I  am  ready  to  go!" 

He  then  turned  in  his  Bible  to  1  John, 
Chapter  4,  and  read  Verses  7  through  21. 
He  stressed  the  necessity  of  love  among 
Christians,  because  Christ  loves  us,  and 


Statement  on  the 
Middle  East  Conflict 

Dr.  Philip  Potter,  General  Secretary  of 
the  World  Council  of  Churches,  recently  is- 
sued the  following  statement  on  the  Mid- 
dle East  conflict. 

"In  the  last  25  years  the  situation  in 
the  Middle  East  has  already  exploded 
into  active  warfare  four  times.  Local 
violence,  injustice,  and  intransigent  ig- 
noring of  human  rights  have  often  been 


that  perfect  love  casts  out  our  fear.  As 
an  illustration  of  God's  love  and  concern 
for  His  children,  he  read  Luke  12:27-32. 

In  closing  the  prayer  service,  our  pas- 
tor quoted  1  Peter  5:7,  "Casting  all  your 
care  upon  him;  for  he  careth  for  you." 
Then  with  his  ready  smile,  as  usual,  he 
expressed  his  love  for  us  of  the  Sidney 
church  and  his  appreciation  for  our  love 
for  him.  He  thanked  God  for  the  privi- 
lege of  sharing  the  gospel  in  this  com- 
munity. 

Following  the  prayer  of  dismissal, 
Brother  Haggans  stood  at  the  door  as  he 
always  did  after  every  church  service 
and  shook  hands  with  each  person  as  he 
or  she  left  for  home.  Little  did  we  know 
we  would  shake  his  hand  no  more  until 
we  shake  it  in  glory  where  there  will  be 
no  good-byes,  only  joy  forever  more! 

Besides  a  host  of  friends,  Brother  Hag- 
gans leaves  behind  a  wife,  Laura  Ruth 
Johnson  Haggans,  who  was  a  faithful 
wife  and  companion  in  the  work  God  call- 
ed him  to  do,-  a  daughter,  Mrs.  David 
Home,  of  Greenville,  North  Carolina,-  a 
son,  Henry  Haggans  Jr.  of  Greenville, 
South  Carolina;  and,  four  grandsons. 

Brother  Haggans  funeral  was  conduct- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Chester  Phillips,  a  very 
close  friend  and  brother  in  Christ;  and 
copastor,  Douglas  Randlette,  of  the  Grace 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  Greenville, 
North  Carolina.  Mrs.  Douglas  Randlette 
was  soloist.  She  sang,  "Breathe  on  Me," 
the  deceased's  favorite,-  and,  "Abide  with 
Me."  Following  the  closing  prayer,  in 
holy  reverence  she  sang  "The  Lord's 
Prayer."  His  body  was  laid  to  rest  in 
the  Pinewood  Cemetery  to  await  the 
resurrection  of  all  saints  at  the  coming 
of  Jesus.

o  say  to  him.  If  nothing  else  de- 
ls his  attention  he  should  silently 
ion  God  to  help  his  teammate  say  the 
thing  in  the  most  effective  way, 
to  break  the  power  of  Satan  and  en- 
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able  the  one  being  dealt  with  to  flee  the 
wrath  of  God  and  find  peace. 

Notice  Jesus'  instructions  to  these  six 
pairs  of  workers:  "Behold,  I  send  you 
forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves: 
be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and 
harmless  as  doves.  ...  But  when  they 
deliver  you  up,  take  no  thought  how  or 
what  ye  shall  speak:  for  it  shall  be  given 
you  in  that  same  hour  what  ye  shall 
speak.  For  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but 
the  Spirit  of  your  Father  which  speaketh 
in  you.  .  .  .  The  disciple  is  not  above  his 
master,  nor  the  servant  above  his  lord. 
It  is  enough  for  the  disciple  that  he  be 
as  his  master,  and  the  servant  as  his  lord. 
If  they  have  called  the  master  of  the 
house  Beelzebub,  how  much  more  shall 
they  call  them  of  his  household?  .  .  . 
And  fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body, 
but  are  not  able  to  kill  the  soul:  but 
rather  fear  him  which  is  able  to  destroy 
both  soul  and  body  in  hell.  ...  but  the 
very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  number- 
ed. Fear  ye  not  therefore,  ye  are  of 
more  value  than  many  sparrows.  Who- 
soever therefore  shall  confess  me  before 
men,  him  will  I  confess  also  before  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  But  whoso- 
ever shall  deny  me  before  men,  him  will 
I  also  deny  before  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.  ...  He  that  receiveth  you  re- 
ceiveth  me,  and  he  that  receiveth  me  re- 
ceiveth him  that  sent  me"  (Matthew  10: 
16,  19,  20,  24,  25,  28,  30-33,  40). 

One  might  note  that  in  Luke  10  our 
Saviour  ordains  and  sends  forth  70  with 
the  commission  being  quite  similar.  The 
account  of  the  return  of  these  disciples 
to  Jesus  when  they  report  to  Him  was-. 
"And  the  seventy  returned  again  with 
joy,  saying,  Lord,  even  the  devils  are 
subject  unto  us  through  thy  name"  (Luke 
10:17).  Then  it  is  interesting  to  give  at- 
tention to  what  Jesus  says  in  reply  to 
their  enthusiastic  report:  "And  he  said 
unto  them,  I  beheld  Satan  as  lightning 
fall  from  heaven.  Behold,  I  give  unto 
you  power  to  tread  on  serpents  and  scor- 
pions, and  over  all  the  power  of  the 


enemy:  and  nothing  shall  by  any  means 
hurt  you.  Nothwithstanding  in  this  re- 
joice not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  un- 
to you;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your 
names  are  written  in  heaven"  (Luke  10: 
18-20).  Again,  it  is  noteworthy  to  give 
attention  to  what  Jesus  says  and  John 
records  while  under  inspiration.  "He 
that  overcometh,  the  same  shall  be  cloth- 
ed in  white  raiment;  and  I  will  not  blot 
out  his  name  out  of  the  book  of  life,  but 
I  will  confess  his  name  before  my  Father, 
and  before  his  angels"  (Revelation  3:5). 

Dr.  Louis  T.  Talbot  expresses  another 
view  on  Pages  122,  123  in  his  book  Bible 
Questions  Explained: 

"There  is  not  the  slightest  suggestion 
in  any  portion  of  Scripture  to  intimate 
that  Judas  was  ever  a  saved  man.  In 
fact,  the  very  contrary  is  taught.  In 
John  6:64,  65  we  read:  'But  there  are 
some  of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jesus 
knew  from  the  beginning  who  they  were 
that  believed  not,  and  who  should  betray 
him.  And  he  said,  Therefore  said  I  unto 
you,  that  no  man  can  come  unto  me,  ex- 
cept it  were  given  unto  him  of  my 
Father.'  Here  we  learn  that  Judas,  with 
the  others  who  rejected  Him,  was  an  un- 
believer. And  then  the  Lord  Jesus  added 
these  words,  recorded  in  the  same  chap- 
ter: 'Jesus  answered  them,  Have  not  I 
chosen  you  twelve,  and  one  of  you  is  a 
devil?  He  spake  of  Judas  Iscariot  the 
son  of  Simon:  for  he  it  was  that  should 
betray  him,  being  one  of  the  twelve' 
(John  6:70,  71).  Here  we  learn  that 
Judas  is  called  'a  devil.'  Therefore,  it  is 
altogether  contrary  to  sound  doctrine 
and  plain  scriptural  teaching  to  say  that 
Judas  was  ever  a  saint,  and  that  he  be- 
came a  sinner,  thus  losing  his  salvation. 
Such  a  position  is  taken  by  some  Chris- 
tians who  deny  the  doctrine  of  the 
eternal  security  of  the  believer." 

Of  course  there  is  to  be  some  differ- 
ence observed  when  a  subject  of  this 
kind  is  discussed  as  having  to  do  with 
one  after  the  Holy  Ghost  came  at  Pente- 
cost. Some  point  out  that  Judas  was 
sent  to  preach  the  kingdom,  placing  him 
in  the  same  category  as  Old  Testament 
believers  rather  than  that  of  New  Testa- 
ment believers  who  were  saved  and  sent 
after  Christ's  death  on  the  Cross. 

The  thief  on  the  cross,  a  new  believer 
saved  after  the  crucifixion  and  before 
the  death  on  the  cross,  was  to  be  in 
paradise  that  very  day.  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  had  he  after  that  turned  on  and 
rejected  Jesus,  his  and  Judas'  end  would 
have  been  the  same,-  however,  this  is

Printed  Text:  Romans  12:14-13-1 
Memory  Verse:  Romans  13:10 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  followers  of  Jesus  have  from  the 
very  beginning  been  faced  with  the  dif- 
ficult and  complex  question  of  what  their 
attitude  and  relationship  should  be  to 
the  secular  world  and  local  society  in 
which  they  dwelt.  Devout  souls  have 
continuously  refused  to  be  merged  into 
the  general  conflagration  of  human  so- 
ciety which  has  enveloped  them,  but  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  in  their  efforts  to  live 
apart  from  a  sinful  world,  they  exercised 
very  little  influence  for  good  upon  that 
world. 

Though  Christians  are  not  of  the 
world,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  they  are 
in  the  world,  and,  being  in  the  world,  it 
must  follow  that  their  lives  and  their 
ministry  must  be  profoundly  influenced 
by  what  goes  on  in  the  world.  There 
has  never  been,  nor  is  there  likely  to  be, 
a  time  when  the  world  at  large  worked 
in  harmony  with  the  church  to  accom- 
plish God's  mission  in  the  world.  The 
Lord  and  His  church  have  not  only  had  to 
work  alone,  but  the  vast  majority  of  the 
time  they  have  had  to  work  in  opposition 
to  that  which  human  society  was  seek- 
ing to  establish  and  maintain. 

Materialism  has  always  held  powerful 
sway  over  the  minds  and  souls  of  men; 
for  we  are  selfish  by  nature  and  prone 
to  grasp  everything  possible  for  our- 
selves. It  is  doubtful  if  there  has  ever 
been  a  time  in  man's  history  when  so 
many  men  were  so  vitally  concerned  and 
occupied  in  the  accumulation  of  material 
goods,-  thus  it  must  follow  that  there 
has  never  been  a  time  when  it  was  so  in- 
cumbent upon  the  church  to  demonstrate 
to  the  world  the  value  of  spiritual  things 
in  the  attainment  and  enjoyment  of  the 
good  life.— The  Senior  Class  Quarterly 
(F.W.B.). 


II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Our  influence  never  takes  a  holiday. 
Regardless  of  where  we  are  or  what  we 
are  doing,  it  goes  on  working.  This  is 
the  reason  that  our  whole  being  must  be 
yielded  to  and  controlled  by  God.  One 
careless  moment  can  ruin  our  influence 
for  God. 

B.  Civilization  has  built  such  a  veneer 
around  all  of  us  that  we  do  not  have  any 
real  difficulty  in  speaking  kind  words  to 
others,  but  we  do  have  a  problem  of  feel- 
ing in  our  hearts  the  way  we  ought  to 
feel.  The  way  we  really  feel  will  show; 
we  cannot  keep  it  hid;  therefore,  we  must 
ask  the  Lord's  help  in  feeling  the  way  we 
ought  toward  other  people. 

C.  In  the  church,  we  have  made  a  great 
deal  of  the  tithe,  and,  we  think,  right- 
ly so.  It  is  the  portion  of  our  income 
that  belongs  to  God.  So  we  say  that  a 
man  who  does  not  give  the  tithe  robs 
God.  But  what  about  vengeance?  Doesn't 
the  Bible  say  that  vengeance  belongs  to 
the  Lord?  Aren't  we  taking  from  the 
Lord  when  we  take  vengeance  into  our 
own  hands? 

D.  When  we  read  some  of  the  awful 
things  that  appear  in  the  news  media 
about  our  government,  we  are  prone  to 
say  that  God  does  not  have  anything  to 
do  with  it.  He  does  not  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  evil  in  our  government, 
but  we  may  be  sure  that  He  instituted 
government  for  man's  benefit  and  that 
God's  people  should  be  good,  law-abiding 
citizens. 

E.  Make  no  mistake  about  it:  You  will 
never  be  able  to  live  in  such  a  way  that 
everyone  will  like  you;  nor  will  you  be 
able  to  be  friends  with  everyone.  How- 
ever, we  should  try  to  live  in  such  a  way 
that  even  our  enemies  can  see  that  we 
are  true  to  God  and  our  deepest  convic- 
tions. This  will  count  in  the  long  run.— 
The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.).

To  know  your  abilities,  inabilities  and  the  limits  of  your  talents, 
your  mind,  your  strength  .  .  . 

To  let  come  what  may  when  it  will,  despite  how  forcibly  it  comes, 
often  unwelcomed,  even  though  deserved,  yet  a  part  of  life's  program  . . . 

To  be  content  with  such  as  you  have  and  in  whatever  state  you  find 
yourself,  knowing  that  in  life's  register  there  are  some  who  are  more 
fortunate,  some  who  are  less  fortunate,  and  many  who  share  your 
level  .  .  . 

To  accept  life  as  it  is: 

To  find  that  real  things  are  important,  that  artificiality  is  decep- 
tive and  unsatisfying,  that  making  something  pretty  "beautiful"  is  not 
good,  that  making  something  average  represent  something  "less  than" 
is  dishonest  .  .  . 

To  appreciate  other  people's  happiness,  their  sadness,  to  overlook 
their  seeming  indifference  to  yours  .  .  . 

To  know  that  sighs  must  be  sighed,  tears  must  be  cried  inwardly  if 
not  outwardly,  smiles  must  be  smiled,  hearts  must  follow  their  urg- 
ings  .  .  . 

To  know  that  all  can  never  be  well,  that  some  things  are  not  meant 
to  be,  that  songs  are  sometimes  unsung  and  unheard,  that  stories  are 
sometimes  unwritten  and  unread,  that  important  things  are  sometimes 
unsaid  .  .  .

price and  saving  faith.    Satan  has 


blinded  the  understanding  of  many  peo- 
ple until  many  unconverted  people  do  not 
know  the  danger  of  being  lost  in  sin. 
Who  knows  the  time  of  the  Lord's  second 
coming?  Who  knows  when  the  Lord  is 
going  to  let  the  Holy  Spirit  stop  striving 
with  the  unsaved  and  say  that  it  is  too 
late? 

Paul  says  in  2  Corinthians  4:3,  4,  "But 
if  our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to  them 
that  are  lost:  In  whom  the  god  of  this 
world  hath  blinded  the  minds  of  them 
which  believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the 
glorious  gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the 
image  of  God,  should  shine  unto  them." 
You  see  it  is  not  a  question  of  whether 
a  person  is  lost  or  not.  It  is  the  work 
of  a  Christian  to  share  and  get  across  to 
the  unsaved  the  need  of  coming  to  know 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  the 
salvation  from  sin. 

1.  We  must  show  the  unsaved  that 
without  Jesus  Christ  there  is  no  peace. 
John  16:33  tells  us,  "These  things  I  have 
spoken  unto  you,  that  in  me  ye  might 
have  peace.  In  the  world  ye  shall  have 
tribulation:  but  be  of  good  cheer,-  I  have 
overcome  the  world." 

The  Prophet  Isaiah  states  in  Chapter 
57,  Verses  20,  21,  "But  the  wicked  are 
like  the  troubled  sea,  when  it  cannot  rest, 
whose  waters  cast  up  mire  and  dirt. 
There  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God  to  the 
wicked."  Isaiah  also  says  the  same  thing 
in  Chapter  48,  Verse  22.  (See  Isaiah  26: 
3,  4). 

Jesus,  in  the  Book  of  John,  is  speak- 
ing to  troubled  hearts  because  Satan  was 
trying  to  overthrow  the  faith  of  the  disci- 


ples and  causing  a  hardship  for  them. 
All  trouble  and  hardship  is  caused  by 
Satan,  whether  it  is  caused  in  the  life  of 
the  believer  or  the  unsaved.  This  applies 
to  the  people  of  today  as  well  as  to  those 
in  the  early  days  of  +he  church. 

Isaiah  made  a  point  by  stating  that 
there  is  no  peace  for  man  as  long  as  he 
is  away  from  God,  walking  in  sin  and  un- 
belief. Also  that  trouble  and  strife 
works  unhindered  in  the  life  of  the  un- 
saved and  will  work  there  until  Christ 
comes  into  that  life  to  live  in  the  person 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

2.  The  Christian  worker  must  show  to 
the  unsaved  what  our  compassionate 
Christ  has  done  for  him.  Again  Isaiah 
states  in  Chapter  53,  Verses  4  and  5, 
"Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and 
carried  our  sorrows:  yet  we  did  esteem 
him  stricken,  smitten  of  God,  and  afflict- 
ed. But  he  was  wounded  for  our  trans- 
gressions, he  was  bruised  for  our  iniqui- 
ties: the  chastisement  of  our  peace  was 
upon  him,-  and  with  his  stripes  we  are 
healed." 

The  familiar  John  3:16  states,  ".  .  . 
God  so  loved  .  .  ."  Then  on  the  Cross, 
dying  because  of  this  love,  ".  .  .  Jesus 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  ...  My 
God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken 
me?"  (Matthew  27:46). 

Paul  tells  us  in  2  Corinthians  5:21, 
"For  he  (God)  hath  made  him  to  be  sin 
for  us,  who  knew  no  sin,-  that  we  might 
be  made  the  righteousness  of  God  in 
him." 

3.  For  a  person  to  be  aroused  he  must 
understand  the  final  consequences  of  sin 
and  know  that  there  is  a  time  of  judg- 
ment. (See  Hebrews  10:28,  29;  2  Thes- 
salonians  1:7-9;  Revelation  14:10,  11; 
20:15;  21:8;  Matthew  25:46.) 

With  God  on  your  side  no  Christian 
should  be  afraid  to  tackle  a  sinner  and 
not  give  up  until  he  is  won  to  Christ. 
God  will  bless  His  Word  when  it  is  used 
by  the  Christian  under  the  direction  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  Try  it  for  yourself  and 
see.

jt,n  his  last  message  entitled  "Buttons, 
^..iperstickers,  and  Brands,"  Leighton 
1$i  said,  "Christians  have  become  more 
ilible  in  the  last  few  years  .  .  .  through 
radons  and  bumperstickers.  It's  esti- 
lisifed  that  some  two  million  Jesus  but- 
4i  or  stickers  and  another  two  million 
ex?gious  bumperstickers  will  be  produced 
1  year.  The  three  most  popular  bump- 
ickers  carry  the  slogans  'Honk  if  You 
e  Jesus,'  'Smile— God  Loves  You,'  and 
God  Isn't  Dead— Sorry  About  Yours.' 
aw  one  the  other  day  that  said  'In 
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Case  of  the  Rapture  This  Car  Will  Self- 
Destruct.' 

"Buttons  —  bumperstickers  —  and 
brands!  Think  of  the  differences.  A 
button  is  something  you  pin  on  and  can 
take  off  just  as  easily.  A  bumpersticker 
you  stick  on  and  it's  a  little  harder  to 
peel  off.  But  a  brand  is  something  that 
is  burned  in  and  stays.  It's  a  permanent 
mark. 

"Buttons  and  bumperstickers  are  OK. 
I'm  glad  for  the  new  demonstrative  en- 
thusiasm of  faith.  But  what  are  the  per- 
manent brand  marks  of  the  Christian? 
How  should  people  in  your  school  or  fac- 
tory or  neighborhood  be  expected  to 
recognize  you  as  a  genuine  believer?" 

In  dealing  with  the  "brand-marks"  of 
a  Christian,  Leighton  Ford  related  the 
story  of  the  Apostle  Paul  who  had  been 
under  attack,  accused  of  being  a  false 
apostle,  and  no  true  Christian.  "Paul," 
Ford  said,  "summed  up  his  defense  of  his 
gospel  and  himself  in  these  words,  'I 
bear  on  my  body  the  "brand-marks"  of 
Jesus.' 

"That  word  'brand-mark'  is  interesting. 
It's  'stigmata'  ...  a  word  used  in  the 
ancient  world  ...  the  'brand-mark'  an 
owner  put  on  his  slave.  However,  this 
was  hardly  what  Paul  meant  when  he 
claimed  to  bear  the  'brand-marks'  of 
Christ.  It's  more  likely  he  was  referring 
to  the  scars  on  his  body  from  the  wounds 
he  had  received  while  preaching  the  gos- 
pel." 

"Reading  these  words  of  Paul,"  Ford 
continued,  "I  thought  of  Christianity  in 
the  twentieth  century.  How  do  you 
recognize  the  Christian  today?  Faith, 
hope,  and  love  are  the  'brand-marks'  of 
being  a  child  of  God.  It  is  faith  which 
initiates  this  relation,  hope  which  sus- 
tains it,  and  love  which  displays  it. 

"Brand-mark  No.  1— Faith.  In  the  first 
place,  faith  means  that  we  believe  the 
truth.  The  Christian  faith  has  a  content. 
As  the  Apostle  John  puts  it,  'Those  who 
believed  in  Jesus'  name,  who  received 
Him,  had  the  right  to  become  the  chil- 


dren of  God.'  Such  faith  involves  not 
merely  believing  the  truth  and  receiving 
the  person,  but  also  making  a  risky  com- 
mitment. Faith  is  more  than  a  once-for- 
all  act.  It  initiates  us  into  a  life  style  of 
adventurous  faith  in  God.  The  Bible  calls 
this  'walking  by  faith.' 

"Brand-mark  No.  2— Hope.  It's  hope 
that  sustains  this  relationship.  Hope  is 
a  kind  of  gutsy  faith  ...  a  faith  that 
keeps  on  going.  Hope  is  a  psychological 
and  spiritual  necessity.  It  is  the  lack  of 
confidence  that  kills  a  civilization,-  the 
death  of  hope  that  defeats  a  man.  Chris- 
tian hope  is  a  sure  and  confident  expec- 
tation of  good  based  on  the  certain 
promise  of  God.  In  an  age  that  vacillates 
between  groundless  optimism  and  terri- 
ble despair,  let  the  'brand-mark'  of 
Christ's  hope  set  you  apart. 

"Brand-mark  No.  3-Love.  Love  is  the 
final  mark  ...  the  crowning  brand  of  the 
Christian.  This  is  a  love  without  bar- 
riers or  limitations.  And  why  should  we 
love  like  that?  Because  it  works?  No, 
because  God  loves  us  like  that.  As  God 
forgave  us,  we  are  to  forgive  others.  As 
God  reached  to  us  in  our  need,  we  are 
to  reach  others  in  their  needs." 

"Once  Christians  were  called  a  third 
race— neither  Jews  nor  Gentiles,"  Ford 
concluded.  "Will  you  join  today  this 
third  race,  the  people  of  God,  a  coura- 
geous band  of  followers  of  Jesus  who  are 
marked  by  faith  and  hope  and  love?" 

Leighton  Ford  and  his  team  will  hold 
their  next  reachout  in  Duluth,  Minne- 
sota, November  7  to  11.

PRIDAY  morning  I  started  getting  ap- 
prehensive. Dress  rehearsal  for  the 
play  was  scheduled  for  that  night  and  I 
was  supposed  to  be  there. 

I  had  seen  one  rehearsal  previously. 
The  cast  played  their  parts  marvelously 
and  the  director  worked  like  a  pro.  But 
the  gnawing,  nagging  feeling  of  uneasi- 
ness had  crept  over  me.  The  kind  of 
uneasiness  that  compels  you  to  do  all 
those  odds  and  ends  that  normally  you 
would  find  too  aggravating. 

Dress  rehearsal  was  like  any  other 
dress  rehearsal.  The  first  and  second 
speeches  got  tangled  and  they  had  to 
begin  a  second  time.  The  table  leg  fell 
off,  and  the  tape  recorder,  which  played 
one  of  the  main  roles,  was  cranky.  Just 
routine.   Nothing  to  be  alarmed  about. 

Upon  opening  the  Saturday  afternoon 
paper,  jumping  out  at  me  from  the  print- 
ed page  was  a  huge  block  advertisement 
telling  of  the  play  in  bold  black  and 
white.  My  apprehension  reached  a  new 
crescendo. 

Having  confidence  in  the  director  and 
cast  did  not  help  me  sleep  and  Sunday  ar- 
rived after  a  second  night  of  restlessness. 
I  kept  thinking,  What  if  no  one  comes? 
After  all  the  hard  labor  the  cast,  stage 
crew,  lighting  and  sound  directors,  and 
the  choir,  that  would  be  most  embarrass- 
ing. Or,  what  if  everybody  comes  and 
the  play  does  not  "go  over"?  These  two 
questions  kept  throbbing  on  my  con- 
sciousness all  day. 

The  first  question  was  answered  when 
the  choir  marched  through  the  Fellow- 
ship Hall  on  the  trip  to  our  seats  in  the 
balcony.  There  was  an  usher  busily  tak- 
ing folding  chairs  into  the  sanctuary. 
That  meant  a  packed  house! 

The  vacancy  made  by  having  the  first 
question  answered  was  immediately  fill- 
ed when  the  second  question  gained  mo- 
mentum. 

The  play  opened  and  the  cast  became 


the  characters  they  portrayed.  I  looked 
on  as  the  story  gripped  me  as  if  I  had 
never  seen  it  before. 

Finally,  it  was  over.  Our  choral  num- 
ber was  a  success.  Then  came  the  invi- 
tation. Tears  that  must  have  been  in 
storage  for  days  flowed  unchecked  down 
my  face  as  a  lady  went  forward  giving 
her  heart  to  Christ.  All  my  apprehen- 
sions and  anxieties  disintegrated  and  a 
dynamic  realization  clutched  me— doing 
the  will  of  the  Lord  is  so  very,  very  im- 
portant. 

There  are  so  many  times  the  Lord 
speaks  and  we  answer  "no"  because  we 
are  afraid  of  failure,  afraid  of  putting 
extra  work  on  someone,  or  for  other  per- 
sonal reasons,  not  trusting  in  the  Master 
for  the  final  results. 

What  if  the  director  had  answered 
"No"?  Another  director  may  not  have 
chosen  Bobby  to  play  the  part  of  Tom. 
What  if  Bobby  had  answered  "No"?  His 
mother  may  not  have  been  at  the  service 
and  she  is  the  lady  who  accepted  Christ. 
What  if  Mrs.  Conway  had  not  invited  her 
daughter,  Martha,  to  attend?  Martha

For  he  received 
God  the  Father  honour  and  glory, 
there  came  such  a  voice  to  him 
itthe  excellent  glory,  This  is  my  be- 


loved Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 
And  this  voice  which  came  from  heaven 
we  heard,  when  we  were  with  him  in  the 
holy  mount"  (2  Peter  1:15-18).  The 
transfiguration  then  was  the  event  our 
Lord  had  in  mind  and  Peter,  James,  and 
John  were  those  to  see  Him  in  His  glory 
before  the  generation  passed. 

Jesus  did  not  say  that  James,  John, 
and  Peter  would  not  pass  from  this  scene 
of  evil  action,-  that  is,  they  would  not 
die,  nor  did  He  say  they  were  to  remain 
alive  until  He  returned  in  His  second 
coming. 

You  and  I  may  "shuffle  off  this  mortal 
coil"  before  He  returns,  but  the  glorious 
and  wonderful  promise  and  assurance  we 
have  is  that  if  we  remain  ready  at  all 
times,  knowing  He  may  come  at  any  mo- 
ment, that  if  we  sleep  in  death  we  shall 
be  resurrected  in  a  body  of  His  glorious 
likeness;  and  if  we  are  still  alive  we 
shall  be  changed  and  translated  into  this 
likeness  and  all,  both  those  Christians 
who  have  died  and  those  that  remain 
alive,  shall  be  caught  up  ever  to  be  with 
the  Lord.  For  me  this  is  sufficient  and 
I  praise  Him  from  the  depths  of  my  re- 
deemed soul  for  this  glorious  assurance. 

Question:  Please  explain,  "For  as  the 
body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so  faith 
without  works  is  dead  also"  (James  2:26). 

Answer:  This  expression,  "faith  with- 
out works  is  dead,"  teaches  us  that  if 
our  faith  in  Christ  has  not  produced  a 
radical  change  in  our  activities  it  has  not 
brought  about  that  change  in  our  lives 
that  the  Bible  indicates  being  born  again 
does;  therefore,  lacks  in  conformity  to 
the  ways  of  Christ  and  needs  to  do  what 
we  have  always  needed— take  Christ  as 
our  Saviour  and  let  Him  take  control  of 
our  lives.  The  Bible  warns  us  against 
being  hypocrites  or  being  influenced  by 
them.  The  Bible  says:  "Not  every  one 
that  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  en- 
ter into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  but  he 
that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which 
is  in  heaven.    Many  will  say  to  me  in 


that  day,  Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not 
prophesied  in  thy  name?  and  in  thy  name 
have  cast  out  devils?  and  in  thy  name 
done  many  wonderful  works?  And  then 
will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew 
you:  depart  from  me,  ye  that  work 
iniquity"  (Matthew  7:21-23). 

The  Bible  distinctly  teaches  that  a 
change  of  heart  is  necessary  and  pre- 
requisite to  a  changed  life.  "That  if 
thou  shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thine 
heart  that  God  hath  raised  him  from  the 
dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved.  For  with  the 
heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness,- 
and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made 
unto  salvation.  For  the  scripture  saith, 
Whosoever  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be 
ashamed"  (Romans  10:9-11). 

When  you  find  a  person  that  claims  to 
be  a  Christian,  but  he  is  ashamed  to  wit- 
ness for  Christ,  you  need  to  help  him  see 
that  he,  like  all  of  the  world,  is  lost  by 
showing  him  such  Scriptures  as  Isaiah 
53:6;  Romans  3:23;  John  3:3-5;  Acts 
16:31;  and  John  3:36.  To  believe  on 
Christ  as  one's  Lord  and  Saviour  involves 
more  than  the  assent  to  the  historic  fact 
that  Christ  came,  lived  on  earth  some  33 
years,  was  crucified  as  the  Bible  teaches, 
and  that  all  else  happened  in  conjunction 
with  His  life  and  death  that  the  Bible 
indicates. 

It  calls  for  a  personal  acceptance  and 
appropriation  of  Christ  himself  as  the 
Lord  and  Master  and  the  controlling  force 
of  one's  entire  being.  He  must,  so  far  as 
that  individual  is  concerned,  be  made 
Lord  of  all  or  not  lord  at  all.  A  lord,  as 
the  Bible  makes  use  of  the  title,  means 
someone  in  complete  control,  with  the 
power  of  life  and  death  over  his  subject. 
Many  in  the  orient  still  give  this  mean- 
ing to  the  term.  When  such  subjects 
have  made  sure  the  wishes  of  their  lord, 
it  makes  no  difference  how  demanding 
the  order  or  what  its  requirements  may 
be;  they  do  all  in  their  power  to  con- 
form to  that  wish  just  simply  because  it 
is  a  command  from  their  lord.  Christ 
being  our  Lord  asks  no  more  and  yet  no 
less  of  us.  When  Saul  failed  to  carry  out 
God's  orders,  even  though  they  may  have 
seemed  unreasonable  to  him,  he  saved 
some  he  thought  to  be  the  best  for  sac- 
rifices,- but  God  said  to  him  through  His 
trusted  servant  Samuel,  "And  Samuel 
said,  Hath  the  LORD  as  great  delight  in 
burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices,  as  in  obey- 
ing the  voice  of  the  LORD?  Behold,  to 
obey  is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to 
hearken  than  the  fat  of  rams.  For  rebel- 
lion is  as  the  sin  of  witchcraft,  and  stub-

The  Strong  and  the 
Weak 

Printed  Text:  Romans  14:1-4;  1  Corin- 
thians 8:7-13 

Memory  Verse:  Romans  15:1 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

All  Christians  are  saved  by  the  same 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  not 
all  Christians  are  the  same  in  point  of 
strength  and  character.  Some  are  very 
strong,  highly  moral,  and  completely  de- 
pendaole;  others  are  weak,  subject  to  the 
power  of  carnality,  and  are  often  unable 
to  render  consistent  Christian  service. 
Why  are  there  these  differences  and  what 
causes  lie  behind  them? 

The  causes  may  be  as  many  as  there 
are  individuals,  but  a  general  summary 
of  them  would  certainly  include  the  fol- 
lowing: home  background  training, 
strength  of  former  sins  and  evil  habits, 
depth  of  spiritual  grace  in  initial  stages, 
quality  of  spiritual  training  after  con- 
version, and  encouragement  (or  lack  of 
it)  from  other  Christians. 

The  strong  and  weak  Christians  are  in 
every  church  and  the  contrast  is  often 
amazing.  Realizing  the  fact  of  these  dif- 
ferences, the  question  comes,  What  is 
the  role  of  strong  Christians  in  regard  to 
their  dealings  with  the  weak?  They 
have  several  alternatives.  They  can 
ignore  the  weak  and  go  on  about 
their  own  business.  They  can  sympa- 
thize with  the  weak  but  do  nothing  about 
it.  They  can  understand  the  causes  of 
their  weakness  and  set  about  trying  to 
help  them.  The  latter  course  is,  reason- 
ably enough,  the  one  strong  Christians 
should  take. 

Why  they  should  take  this  course  and 
how  it  may  be  done  is  the  purpose  of  this 
lesson  today.  What  we  do  about  it  will 
determine  whether  the  weak  will  ever 
become  the  strong.— The  Advanced  Quar- 
terly (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  If  the  church  did  what  God  intend- 
ed for  it  to  do  in  the  way  of  helping  its 


weak  and  needy  members,  there  would 
be  no  need  for  many  other  organizations 
that  exist  in  the  world  today.  What  does 
your  church  do  to  help  the  weak?  the 
needy? 

B.  God  knew  exactly  what  He  was  do- 
ing when  He  placed  people  in  families  in 
the  world.  He  did  this  so  that  small  and 
weak  children  would  have  someone  who 
loved  them  to  care  for  them.  God  places 
His  people  in  a  family,  the  church,  for  the 
same  purpose.  The  church  that  fails  to 
help  the  weak  is  not  doing  its  job. 

C.  The  wonderful  thing  about  helping 
other  people  who  need  our  help  is  that 
we  help  ourselves  at  the  same  time.  One 
cannot  help  others  without  helping  him- 
self. 

D.  The  weaker  brother  does  not  need 
criticism.  He  knows  that  he  is  weak, 
and  he  knows  that  he  has  sinned.  The 
Holy  Spirit  will  convict  him  of  that.  What 
he  needs  from  us  is  encouragement  and 
help.  Will  he  get  it? 

E.  Sometimes  the  best  way  to  help 
another  is  to  forgive  him  the  wrongs  he 
has  done  us  and  to  let  him  know  that 
he  is  forgiven. 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  In  some  parts  of  our  country  there 
are  three-lane  highways.  In  the  right 
lane  we  may  safely  travel,  provided  we 
obey  the  laws  of  our  government  con- 
cerning the  use  of  this  lane.  We  are 
forbidden  to  go  into  the  far  left  lane  on 
this  highway  because  it  is  illegal.  To 
do  so  might  mean  death  and  destruction 
for  us  and  others.  But  we  may  go  into 
the  center  lane.  We  have  freedom  to 
travel  in  that  lane  under  certain  condi- 
tions. We  may  enter  this  lane  only  if  it 
is  unoccupied  by  another  car  coming 
from  the  opposite  direction  or  if  it  will 
not  in  any  way  endanger  the  lives  of 
others. 

The  road  the  Christian  must  travel  is 
somewhat  like  this  highway.  There  are 
some  things  that  a  Christian  is  com- 
manded to  do  as  he  travels  the  Lord's 
way.  If  we  travel  in  the  right  lane,  we 
will  be  certain  to  obey  the  Lord's  com- 


mandments to  worship  regularly,  ob< 
the  Lord's  Supper,  give  proportiona 
pray,  etc.    But  like  the  left  lane,  1 
are  things  which  are  forbidden  to 
Christian.      Drunkenness,  immon 
blasphemy,  lying,  coveting,  and  the 
are  condemned  by  God.

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The  Eastern  Conference  of  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  met 
on  October  24  and  25  at  Macedonia 
church,  Ernul.  The  Rev.  Walter  Sutton 
did  a  good  job  as  host  pastor. 

The  Eastern  Conference  is  the  largest 
conference  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  com- 
posed of  83  churches  with  9,160  mem- 
bers spread  over  eleven  counties  in  the 
Southeastern  part  of  the  state.  There 
are  approximately  seventy-five  ordained 
ministers. 

The  conference  was  well  attended  on 
the  first  day,  and  we  do  not  know  about 
the  second  day  because  we  did  not  get 
to  attend.  The  moderator,  the  Rev.  El- 
bert Edwards,  did  a  good  job  as  leader 
of  the  meeting.  The  secretary,  or  clerk 
of  the  conference,  is  the  Rev.  Carol  Hans- 
ley.  Sermons  were  preached  during  the 
conference  by  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Vernon  and 
the  Rev.  Clifton  Rice. 

This  conference  is  typical  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  conferences  all  over  North  Caro- 
lina. There  are  no  large  churches.  In 
fact,  the  average  membership  is  only 
110  per  church,  and  the  churches  are, 
for  the  most  part,  rural  churches.  Don't 
let  these  statistics  fool  you.  The  fact 
that  the  churches  are  rural  and  spread 
over  a  wide  territory  is  to  their  advan- 
tage. The  Eastern  half  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  being  industrialized  rapidly.  Most 
of  the  large  industries  are  locating  out- 
side of  the  cities  and  towns  because  of 
space  requirements  and  city  taxes.  This 
means  that  many  of  our  churches  are 
strategically  located  to  take  advantage  of 
the  increasing  population  in  the  Eastern 
half  of  the  state. 

The  question  that  each  minister  and 
each  church  should  be  concerned  about 
is  this:  "Are  we  prepared  to  utilize  the 
new  people  that  are  coming  into  our  com- 


munities, and  lead  them  to  Christ  and 
integrate  them  into  our  churches?"  Make 
no  mistake  about  it,  this  will  require 
some  changes  in  the  life  of  the  church. 
Sometimes  these  changes  meet  with  great 
opposition  from  older  members  who  are 
not  able  to  see  the  need  for  change.  We 
must  try  to  keep  these  older  members 
happy  and  at  the  same  time  move  for- 
ward in  aggressive  evangelism  if  we  are 
to  realize  our  potentials.

When  we  Christians  pray  right,  live  right, 
and  work  right,  someone  is  bound  to  be 
saved. 

Do  we  really  know  how  to  lead  some- 
one to  Christ?  First  let's  deal  with  those 
who  are  anxious  to  be  saved. 

1.  We  need  to  show  them  how  to  ac- 
cept Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour. 
People  have  various  opinions  about  the 
working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  this  area. 
Our  opinions  are  not  a  must  or  will  they 
hold  unless  founded  upon  the  Word  of 
God. 

Jesus  says  in  Matthew  10:32,  33: 
"Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me 
before  men,  him  will  I  confess  also  before 
my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  But  who- 
soever shall  deny  me  before  men,  him 
will  I  also  deny  before  my  Father  which 
is  in  heaven."  The  meaning  of  these 
verses  is  that  one  must  acknowledge 
Christ  to  be  the  Saviour,  the  Son  of  God, 
and  the  only  One  who  can  forgive  sins. 
He  must  have  his  heart  and  life  regulated 
by  his  spirit  and  doctrine.  It  is  not 
enough  to  merely  have  the  heart  right 
before  God;  there  must  be  a  firm,  manly, 
and  public  profession  of  Christ  before 
men.  One  cannot  take  the  attitude  to 
keep  his  religion  to  himself.  If  one  does 
not  take  this  firm  stand  before  men,  then 
Christ  will  not  represent  him  but  re- 
nounce him  before  God. 

The  individual  owns  Christ  when  he 
owns  His  doctrine  and  works  in  and  with 
his  ministers  and  servants  and  does  not 
let  any  fear  hinder  his  supporting  and  as- 
sisting in  the  ministry  of  his  church. 
Verse  33  is  literally  saying,  "Whosoever 


prefers  his  worldly  interest  to  his  duty 
to  God,  sets  a  greater  value  on  earthly 
things  than  heavenly  things,  and  prefers 
the  friendship  of  men  rather  than  the 
friendship  of  God."  In  this  state  one 
cannot  have  Christ  as  Meditator  or 
Saviour.  How  could  one  allow  this  to 
happen  and  not  die  in  horror?  There  is 
no  way  to  escape  except  through  Christ. 

2.  The  privilege  of  being  a  son  of  God 
is  simply  ours.  We  read  in  the  Gospel 
of  John,  Chapter  1,  Verses  12,  13:  "But 
as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave 
he  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God, 
even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name: 
Which  were  born,  not  of  blood  (the  chan- 
nel of  natural  birth),  nor  of  the  will  of 
the  flesh  (through  the  natural  process  of 
physical  growth),  nor  of  the  will  of  man, 
but  of  God." 

3.  There  are  three  areas  of  the  spiri- 
tual birth  and  assurance.   They  are: 

a.  Faith,  which  the  sinner  must  exer- 
cise. "But  without  faith  it  is  im- 
possible to  please  him:  for  he  that 
cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  he 
is,  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of 
them  that  diligently  seek  him"  (He- 
brews 11:6).  This  faith  is  in  con- 
version and  is  continually  exercised 
in  the  Christian  life. 

b.  Fact— Man  has  nothing  to  do  with 
this  part  of  his  life,  it  occurs  by  a 
miracle  of  God.  When  God  in  His 
Word  says  something  is  so,  then  it 
happens  as  He  says.  To  once  doubt 
God's  Word  and  His  work  is  to  make 
God  a  liar.  "He  that  believeth  on 
the  Son  of  God  hath  the  witness  in 
himself:  he  that  believeth  not  God 
hath  made  him  a  liar;  because  he 
believeth  not  the  record  that  God 
gave  of  his  Son"  (1  John  5:10). 

c.  Feeling— Feeling  of  salvation  is  rep- 
resented as  to  the  use  of  wood  for  a 
fire  (faith);  then  the  fire  is  kindled, 
creating  warmth  (fact);  and  last 
comes  the  heat  to  warm  +he  body 
(feeling).  "And  when  they  were 
come  up  out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  caught  away  Philip,  that 
the  eunuch  saw  him  no  more:  and 
he  (the  eunuch)  went  on  his  way 
rejoicing"  (Acts  8:39). 

4.  To  climax  our  study  we  share  one 
of  the  simplest  directives  of  the  whole 
Bible  for  simple  faith  for  salvation.  We 
read  in  Romans  10:9,  10:  "That  if  thou 
shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thine  heart 
that  God  hath  raised  him  (Jesus)  from  the 
dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved.    (This  is  no

On  His  Father's  Ground 
Colonel  Fred  N.  Dow  tells  the  following 
story  to  illustrate  how  the  son  of  a  father 
devoted  to  a  great  principle  is  likely  to  fol- 
low in  his  father's  steps.  Colonel  Dow 
once  visited  friends  at  Quebec,  and,  while 
seeing  the  sights  of  the  city  and  its  sur- 
roundings, he  took  a  public  carriage  to  visit 
the  Falls  of  Montmorency.  At  a  halfway 
house  on  the  road  the  driver  pulled  up  his 
horse  and  remarked,  "The  carriage  always 
stops  here."  "For  what  purpose?"  asked 
the  Colonel.  "For  the  passengers  to  treat," 
was  the  reply.  "But  none  of  us  drink,  and 
we  don't  intend  to  treat."  The  driver  had 
dismounted,  and  was  waiting  by  the  road- 
side. Drawing  himself  up  to  his  full  height, 
he  said  impressively:  "I  have  driven  this 
carriage  now  for  more  than  thirty  years, 
and  this  happened  but  once  before.  Some 
time  ago  I  had  for  a  fare  a  crank  from 
Portland,  Maine,  by  the  name  of  Neal  Dow, 
who  said  he  wouldn't  drink;  and,  what  was 
more  to  the  point,  he  said  he  wouldn't  pay 
for  anybody  else  to  drink."  The  son  found 
himself  occupying  the  same  ground  as  that 
on  which  his  father  had  stood.— New  Cen- 
tury Leader.

Pornographic  materials  are 
causing  great  marital  problems  in 
couples  of  all  ages.  Some  of  these  prob- 
lems are  being  helped  by  counselors, 
ministers,  and  doctors.

Whole- 
sale sex  is  putting  so  much  pressure  on 
young  adults  that  many  of  them  are  skip- 
ping marriage  altogether.  This  will  create 
many  more  problems  that  will  have  to  be 
dealt  with  by  our  town  leaders  in  the 
near  future.  Before  long  more  moral  and 
social  laws  will  have  to  be  written  to 
fake  care  of  issues  that  should  never 
have  come  about  in  the  beginning. 

The  effects  of  pornography  will  have 
many  far-reaching  results.

ciate  pornography  with  drug  users.  So 
it  is  only  natural  that  our  drug  rate  will 
increase.  This  will  cause  a  chain  reac- 
tion in  the  area  of  crime.  The  rate  of 
crime  in  our  state  is  already  too  high. 
With  a  weaker  moral  structure  our  state 
will  be  a  target  for  more  professional 
criminals.  This  may  well  include  or- 
ganized crime.  Up  until  now  we  have 
had  a  pretty  clean,  well-liked  state.  North 
Carolina  has  benefited  from  having  a 
good  reputation.  We  must  guard  against 
losing  it. 

People  are  not  really  satisfied  with 
this  type  of  entertainment.  If  pornog- 
raphy was  restricted  severely,  the  film 
industry  and  the  majority  of  our  authors 
would  work  harder  to  produce  cleaner 
materials.  The  public  would  welcome 
this  better  grade  of  material,  and  in  the 
end  everyone  would  benefit. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  a  stand  on  this 
important  issue.  We  have  to  decide  in 
which  direction  we  shall  go.  We  may 
go  the  right  way— the  way  which  will 
benefit  all  of  us,-  or  we  can  take  the 
other  way— the  way  to  our  destruction. 
It  is  entirely  up  to  our  leaders  and  our 
fellow  people  to  decide  the  destiny  of 
our  state.  We  pray  to  God  it  will  be  the 
right  decision  for  us  all!

pWample  to  both  sinners  and  less 
led  Christians  than  he  is  or  should 


be.  "Whether  therefore  ye  eat,  or 
drink,  or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the 
glory  of  God.  Give  none  offence,  neither 
to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  Gentiles,  nor  to 
the  church  of  God"  (1  Corinthians  10:31, 
32).  The  Holy  Spirit  also  directed  Paul 
to  write  for  our  admonition.  (See  1  Co- 
rinthians 8:9-13.)  "Wherefore,  if  meat 
make  my  brother  to  offend,  I  will  eat  no 
flesh  while  the  world  standeth,  lest  I 
make  my  brother  to  offend"  (1  Corin- 
thians 8:13). 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  even  though 
one  did  not  have  the  early  training  such 
as  some  of  us  older  Christians  were  dis- 
ciplined in  against  this  kind  of  "pastime," 
that  in  the  light  of  such  Scriptures  as 
these  he  would  see  a  duty  and  a  respon- 
sibility he  owes  to  weak  Christians  and 
the  unsaved  people  under  conviction. 
Therefore,  he  so  represents  his  Lord  as 
to  refrain  from  all  such  questionable  ac- 
tivities and  their  impact  and  influence  to 
people  not  well  informed  in  the  Christ- 
like, biblical-taught  type  of  living  many 
belonging  to  the  Early  Church  exhibited. 

When  I  was  a  student  at  the  Moody 
Bible  Institute  I  often  heard  some  of  the 
saints  of  God  say,  "If  you  are  in  doubt 
about  something  questionable,  don't  do 
it."  Perhaps  if  we  who  profess  to  be 
Christians  would  heed  that  admonition 
we  might  have  a  more  sin-free  conscience 
and  therefore  be  a  better  example  to 
young  Christians  and  to  the  lost  who  are 
almost  persuaded  to  be  Christians.  The 
Bible  says  a  lot  about  worldliness  and  al- 
ways admonishes  Christians  to  flee  from 
its  lust.  Habits  that  are  not  completely 
controlled  by  the  Holy  Spirit  should  be 
excluded  from  the  Christian's  experience. 
In  fact,  the  reason  for  a  Christian's  being 
allowed  to  live  here  awhile  before  being 
in  the  presence  of  his  Lord  and  separated 
completely  from  this  sinful  world  is  to 
give  him  an  opportunity  to  adjust  his 
Christian  state  and  standing  so  that  all 
his  habits  and  activities  may  be  made 
entirely  Christlike. 

Paul,  in  discussing  this,  said,  "...  I 


Question:  Please  explain,  "Elect  ac- 
cording to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  the 
Father,  through  sanctification  of  the 
Spirit,  unto  obedience  and  sprinkling  of 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ:  Grace  unto 
you,  and  peace,  be  multiplied"  (1  Peter 
1:2).  The  words  elect  and  foreknowl- 
edge are  those  in  which  I  am  especially 
interested. 

Answer:  The  word  elect  as  we  find  it 
in  the  Bible  first  designated  the  chosen 
of  God,  such  as  Abraham,  Isaac,  and 
Jacob;  and  then  Jacob's  sons  known  as 
Israel,  since  they  bore  Israel's  name  and 
were  to  divide  his  inheritance— the  in- 
heritance handed  down  from  Abraham  to 
Isaac  and  then  to  Jacob  or  as  God  later 
named  him  Israel.  (See  Isaiah  42:1;  65: 
9,  22.  Compare  1  Timothy  5:21;  Romans 
11:1-6;  Mark  13:20,  22.) 

This  word  is  further  used  in  the  Bible 
to  identify  Christians.  We  the  saved  and 
the  sanctified  are  also  called  "the  elect 
of  God."  Paul  warns  us  of  this  class,  to 
make  our  election  sure.  Peter  gives  a 
similar  word  of  admonition  to  those  who 
are  saved,  "Wherefore  the  rather,  breth- 
ren, give  diligence  to  make  your  calling 
and  election  sure:  for  if  ye  do  these 
things,  ye  shall  never  fall"  (2  Peter  1:10). 

The  elect  are  those  whom  the  fore- 
knowledge of  God  caused  God  to  choose 
in  Christ  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world.  "For  whom  he  did  foreknow,  he 
also  did  predestinate  to  be  conformed  to 
the  image  of  his  Son,  that  he  might  be 
the  firstborn  among  many  brethren. 
Moreover  whom  did  he  predestinate, 
them  he  also  called:  and  whom  he  called, 
them  he  also  justified:  and  whom  he  jus- 
tified, them  he  also  glorified.  .  .  .  Who 
shall  lay  any  thing  to  the  charge  of  God's 
elect?  It  is  God  that  justifieth"  (Romans 
8:29,  30,  33);  "Him,  being  delivered  by 
the  determinate  counsel  and  foreknowl- 
edge of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  wick- 
ed hands  have  crucified  and  slain"  (Acts 

2:23).

I.  INTRODUCTION 

It  is  obvious  to  all  men,  and  especially 
so  to  youth,  that  the  basic  philosophy  by 
which  the  majority  of  the  world  lives,  in- 
cluding professed  Christians,  is  material- 
istic in  nature.  This  observation  makes 
it  difficult  for  young  people  to  be  im- 
pressed by  what  they  frequently  refer  to 
as  "pie  in  the  sky,"  and  makes  it  easier 
for  them  to  follow  the  example  rather 
than  the  exhortations  of  their  elders. 

There  is  good  reason  to  believe,  how- 
ever, that  young  people  of  our  day  are 
thoroughly  disgusted  with  the  hypocrisy 
which  they  behold,  and  they  are  anxious 
to  adopt  a  plan  for  their  lives  that  is 
spiritual  and  has  meaning  and  direction. 
They  should  be  encouraged  to  fight  their 
way  through  the  perplexities  of  doubt  to 
find  a  faith  of  their  own  that  will  be 
both  real  and  instrumental  in  giving  pur- 
pose and  direction  to  their  lives. 

It  is  our  belief  that  by  encouraging  our 
youth  to  make  a  personal  and  diligent 
study  of  the  life  and  ministry  of  Jesus  as 
it  is  revealed  in  the  Bible  we  will  be  able 
to  point  them  in  that  direction  where 
they  can  find  a  personal  faith  that  will 
be  in  accord  with  the  longings  of  their 
own  souls  and  in  keeping  with  the  teach- 
ings of  Jesus. 

The  background  for  today's  study  is 
the  church  at  Corinth  and  the  spiritiual 
conception  that  led  them  to  look  beyond 
time  to  eternity. 

The  purpose  of  today's  lesson  is  to 
convince  believers  that  the  reward  for 
their  faithfulness  is  well  worth  any  price 
they  have  to  pay  in  order  to  attain  it.— 
The  Teen-Age  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Some  people  say  that  the  reason 
they  are  afraid  of  death  is  because  it  is  a 
natural  instinct.  Wasn't  it  a  natural  in- 
stinct for  man  to  trust  God  before  his 


fall  in  the  Garden  of  Eden?  Now  that 
we  are  saved,  it  should  be  our  instinct 
to  trust  Him.  Of  course,  there  is  an  un- 
known quality  about  death.  There  are 
many  things  we  do  not  know  about  it. 
If  we  will  trust  God  as  we  ought,  it  will 
overcome  that  fear. 

B.  Sometimes  we  wonder  why  God 
created  us  as  He  did.  Why  does  He  let 
us  get  older?  Why  does  He  allow  us  to 
get  sick  and  suffer?  Why  does  He  not 
keep  us  from  many  difficulties?  God 
created  us  in  a  world  like  this  to  make  us 
long  to  be  with  Him  in  eternity.  Don't 
you  long  for  heaven  sometime? 

C.  If  there  were  no  trouble  and  suffer- 
ing in  this  life,  why  would  anyone  want 
to  go  to  heaven?  The  difficulties  of  this 
life  make  the  prospect  of  heaven  grow 
sweeter  everyday. 

D.  The  word  "death"  means  separa- 
tion. Physical  death  is  separation  from 
this  physical  life,  and  spiritual  death  is 
separation  from  God.  The  second  death 
is  to  die  unprepared  to  meet  God  and  to 
be  cast  into  everlasting  punishment. 

E.  If  God  spared  not  His  own  Son  from 
the  death  of  the  Cross,  how  can  we  ex- 
pect Him  to  spare  us  from  death  and 
trouble?-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Paul  worked  as  a  tentmaker  in  Cor- 
inth, and  when  he  later  wrote  to  the 
Corinthians  he  compared  our  physical 
body  to  a  tent,  or  "tabernacle." 

The  tent,  made  out  of  cloth  or  skins 
in  Paul's  time,  was  designed  to  be  a 
basic  accommodation,  adapted  to  the 
needs  and  the  circumstances  of  that  day. 
Even  our  modern  camping  tents  offer 
barely  adequate  accommodation. 

Tents  are  temporary,  intended  to  be 
used  for  a  limited  period.  A  tent  pro- 
vides shelter,  but  it  cannot  survive  a 
major  storm. 

Our  physical  body,  said  Paul,  is  as  a 
tent.  It  too  is  a  temporary  dwelling,  fit- 
ting our  needs  only  while  we  live  our 
lives  on  earth.  Weak  and  frail,  subject 
to  the  wear  and  tear  of  time,  our  body 
provides  shelter  for  a  few  years  only. 

But  God  is  going  to  give  us  a  new  body, 


fit  for  our  existence  in  a  new  realm! 
this  life  is  over.  Paul  speaks  of  thil 
body,  not  as  a  tent  but  as  a  hoi 
building  of  God.

Until  one  becomes  a  little  sicker  than  he  has  ever  been  before,  he  is  hardly  able 
to  appreciate  life  fully.  He  is  hardly  able  to  know  the  real  value  of  family  and 
friends  and  their  love  and  concern.  He  finds  himself  reflecting  over  past  experiences, 
where  he's  been,  what  he's  done,  and  all  his  reasons  for  feeling  the  way  he  did  in 
certain  situations,  and  wondering  if  he  always  acted  wisely.  To  his  mind  come  the 
faces  and  names  of  people  whom  he  has  hurt  in  the  past,  however  unintentionally,- 
and  he  wonders  whether  his  apologies  were  really  accepted  as  sincere  ones  or  per- 
haps received  halfheartedly. 

Until  one  finds  himself  bedridden  or  immobile,  he  takes  little  time  to  think— to 
think  about  all  the  tangibles  and  intangibles  of  life.  The  things  once  taken  for  grant- 
ed seem  dearer,  strong  ties  become  stronger,  the  •longing  heart  yearns  more  for 
whatever  if  happens  to  be  craving.  A  flower  becomes  more  beautiful  to  the  eye  and 
sweeter  fo  the  smell.  A  card  becomes  more  meaningful,  and  little  hand-written  mes- 
sages take  on  greater  personality  and  bring  thrills  before  unknown.  The  touch  of  a 
friend's  hand,  the  smile  of  a  stranger  or  a  new  acquaintance,  the  sincere  prayer  of  a 
minister  or  someone  close  to  God— all  of  these  project  themselves  in  a  manner  never 
before  noticed  and  in  a  way  never  to  be  forgotten. 

A  doctor's  "Hello,  how  are  you  this  morning?"  the  nod  of  his  head  when  he 
determines  that  vital  signs  are  better  than  they  had  been  yesterday,  the  nurses' 
waves  of  acknowledgment  as  they  pass  your  door,  their  looking  in  just  to  speak  your 
name  and  to  let  you  know  that  to  them  you  are  more  than  a  patient's  name  on  a 
chart— that  you  are  a  real  person  to  whom  they  can  relate  and  for  whom  they  hope 
the  best:  All  of  these  personal  expressions  reach  the  heart— the  heart  that  may  be 
paining  physically  and  emotionally,-  and,  somehow  the  pain  is  lessened— at  least  for 
awhile. 

Somewhere  a  familiar  hymn  is  heard.  Someone's  radio  is  playing,  and  the  strains 
of  the  old  tune  permeate  the  air,  causing  you  to  listen  more  intently  to  the  melody 
or  the  words,  bringing  nostalgic  memories  of  another  time,  a  church,  a  particular 
service,  a  beloved  congregation.  It  is  all  that  you  can  do  to  contain  yourself.  You 
think  of  things  you  had  planned  to  do  but  had  left  undone  because  you  had  thought 
that  you  had  many  tomorrows  in  which  to  do  th«m.  You  suddenly  realize  that  your 
tomorrows  might  be  limited,  that  all  of  your  most  cherished  dreams  and  greatest 
treasures  may  go  unclaimed.  .  .  . 

You  look  out  of  your  window  and  see  the  sunshine,  wishing  that  you  could 
stand  in  it  for  just  a  moment,  remembering  how  bright  it  was  when  last  you  had 
stood  in  its  warmth.  You  remember  it  as  it  had  set  upon  the  ocean  waves,  prism- 
lighting  them  as  they  rolled  in  on  the  shore  wetting  your  feet.  You  remember  the 
coolness  of  the  water  which  now  you  wished  could  moisten  your  parched  tongue, 
your  dry  throat.  You  hear  the  noise  outside:  the  cars,  trucks,  busses,  and  you  won- 
der how  it  would  feel  once  more  to  be  caught  in  a  traffic  jam,  hoping  that  you  will 
be  afforded  one  more  such  inconvenience.  .  .  . 

Somewhere  a  little  child's  laughter  is  heard— the  sweetest  of  music— and  your 
thoughts  settle  upon  your  own  son,  and  you  long  for  his  looks  of  love  and  tight  em- 
brace and  "How  are  you  feeling,  Daddy?"  You  force  these  thoughts  from  your  mind 
and  trust  God— trusting  Him  more  and  with  a  measure  never  before  exercised,-  for, 
suddenly  you  realize  that  you  are  helpless,  that  all  really  is  in  His  hands,  that  how- 
ever strong  you  thought  yourself  to  be,  you  are  weak.  So,  you  weigh  the  pros  and 
cons.  You  know  that  there  are  many  more  fortunate  and  many  less  fortunate  than 
you,-  and  as  screams  of  anguish  echo  through  the  corridors,  you  sigh  in  relief  that  at 
least  for  awhile  your  pain  has  subsided,  that  your  plight  is  not  so  severe,  and  that 
your  condition  is  not  so  critical  as  are  some  others.  You  bow  your  head  and  thank 
God.

HAVE  always  enjoyed  awaking  early

these  words,  which  I  command  thee  this 
day,  shall  be  in  thine  heart:  And  thou 
shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy 
children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when 
thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou 
liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest  up.  And 
thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon 
thine  hand,  and  they  shall  be  as  front- 
lets between  thine  eyes.  And  thou  shalt 
write  them  upon  the  posts  of  thy  house, 
and  on  thy  gates"  (Deuteronomy  6:6-9). 

Of  course  when  they  realized  that  they 
had  done  as  all  men  do,  committed  a  sin 
in  disobedience  to  God's  Word,  they  re- 
pented, confessed,  and  forsook  their  sins 
and  found  forgiveness.  All  sinners,  in- 
cluding all  parents,  need  to  follow  the 
example  set  for  these  Old  Testament 
saints.  Compare,  "He  that  covereth  his 
sins  shall  not  prosper:  but  whoso  con- 
fessed and  forsaketh  them  shall  have 
mercy"  (Proverbs  28:13);  "If  we  confess 
our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive 
us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all 
unrighteousness.  If  we  say  that  we  have 
not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar,  and  his 
word  is  not  in  us"  (1  John  1:9,  10). 

In  Verse  20  the  son  is  admonished  first 
to  keep  his  father's  commandments.  The 
father  in  a  home  is  the  God-appointed 
head,  and  therefore  has  the  first  and  final 
word  of  authority.  In  any  well-managed 
home  this  authority  is  respected.  God 
chose  Abraham  as  the  example  in  faith, 
knowing  he  would  observe  this  universal 
rule,-  and  He  chose  Sara,  knowing  she 
would  fit  in  as  the  second  voice  of 
authority.  They  both  filled  the  office 
with  dignity.  They  each,  Abraham  under 
God  and  Sara  under  God  and  second  to 
Abraham,  kept  the  faith  as  they  obeyed 
God.  The  responsibility  that  came  with 
each  office,  Abraham  in  the  first  place 
and  Sara  in  the  second,  they  assumed 
with  dignity. 

Take  for  example  the  theophany  at 
Mamre.  The  angels  came  to  Abraham. 
Abraham  followed  God's  teaching  con- 


cerning hospitality  to  strangers,  so  when 
three  angels  came  in  the  form  of  men  as 
was  fitting  for  Abraham  (a  man  of  God) 
he  insisted  on  their  sharing  his  bounties 
when  he  hastened,  killed  a  calf,  dressed 
it,  and  gave  Sara  instructions  to  prepare 
it  for  the  strangers.  She  did  just  exact- 
ly what  he  told  her  to  do.  When  the 
meal  had  been  served  she  had  been  as- 
sured again  that  she  was  to  be  the 
mother  of  a  special  son  whose  seed 
would  bless  the  whole  world.  She  re- 
joiced and  was  made  glad  in  the  Lord. 
Abraham  was  an  obedient  husband;  that 
is,  he  had  faith  in  God  and  showed  it  in 
the  correct  management  of  his  family  as 
he  was  directed  of  the  Lord.  Sara  was 
obedient  to  God  in  obeying  her  husband. 

Isaac  the  son  was  obedient.  When 
God  requested  of  him  that  he  go  a  three 
day's  journey  into  the  land  of  Moriah  in 
obedience  to  God's  command  and  sub- 
ject himself  to  Abraham,  he  went  and 
God  was  satisfied.  Oh,  that  all  Chris- 
tians in  a  home  should  so  function  with- 
out discord  and  dissent!  What  a  tre- 
mendous and  glorious  force  in  Christian 
victory  they  could  be!  But  in  too  many 
cases,  the  fathers  come  short  in  the  ful- 
fillment of  their  responsibility,  and  per- 
haps in  as  many  more  the  authority 
breaks  down  in  the  life  of  a  disobedient 
or  not  completely  obedient  wife.  Then 
there  are  the  offspring  that  are  so  often 
self-willed  or  not  willing  to  work  in  per- 
fect accord  with  a  mother  and  a  father 
who  will  dare  trust  and  follow  God's 
orders,  as  placed  in  the  Bible,  in  all 
things. 

As  God  told  Saul  through  Samuel,  it  is 
still  better  to  obey  than  to  sacrifice  (see 
1  Samuel  15:22,  23).  The  New  Testa- 
ment gives  disobedient  children  as  being 
His  reason  for  judging  the  church  age. 
"Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain 
words:  for  because  of  these  things 
cometh  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  chil- 
dren of  disobedience"  (Ephesians  5:6); 
"For  which  things'  sake  the  wrath  of 
God  cometh  on  the  children  of  disobe- 
dience" (Colossians  3:6).  This  would  in- 
dicate that  the  last  half  of  Proverbs  6: 
20,  ".  .  .  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy 
mother"  is  to  be  observed  by  all  her  off- 
spring with  the  same  reverence  as  the 
first.  In  those  days,  of  course,  household 
servants  were  included.  No  grown  son 
in  a  home  with  his  parents  should  ever  in 
the  absence  of  his  father  conduct  him- 
self in  any  different  manner  than  he 
would  were  both  parents  at  home  and 
the  whole  family  observing  God's  rules 
for  the  family  together.

Why  the  Gospel 
of  John? 

Printed  Text:  John  20:30,  31;  1:6-13;  17: 
1-3 

Memory  Verse:  John  20:31 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Why  study  the  Gospel  of  John?  One 
good  reason  is  because,  without  a  doubt, 
it  is  the  most  popular  of  all  the  four  Gos- 
pels, having  for  its  central  theme,  "Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God."  In  these  les- 
sons, divided  into  three  units,  we  will 
discover  again  that  Jesus  and  the  Father 
are  One,  that  Jesus  came  to  die  on  the 
Cross  for  the  sins  of  mankind,  that  He 
arose  from  the  dead  and  lives  forever- 
more,  and  that  after  His  ascension  He 
sent  in  His  place  the  Holy  Spirit,  whom 
He  called  the  Comforter,  the  Paraclete, 
or  One  who  walks  along  beside  us  (and 
lives  within  our  hearts  as  Christians). 

Unit  I  consists  of  the  first  four  les- 
sons, emphasizes  the  subtheme,  "The 
Son  of  God  Came  to  Us,"  and  ends  with 
the  Christmas  lesson. 

Unit  II  has  six  lessons  covering  sub- 
jects found  in  Chapters  3—16,  which  deal 
with  the  works  and  teachings  of  Jesus. 

Unit  III  includes  the  last  three  lessons, 
which  discuss  the  trial,  death,  and  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus,  and  emphasize 
Jesus'  victory  in  all  three. 

Today's  lesson  tells  why  we  are  to 
study  John's  Gospel,  introduces  us  to 
Jesus,  and  shows  whence  He  came  and 
why.  No  one  who  believes  the  Bible  and 
is  in  his  right  mind  can  fail  to  see  in 
these  passages  today  that  Jesus  was  in- 
deed God  in  the  flesh  while  He  lived  on 
earth.  Seeing  this  again,  our  faith  in 
His  deity  becomes  stronger.— The  Ad- 
vanced Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  We  must  never  feel  that  we  have 
all  the  words  or  deeds  of  Jesus  recorded 
in  the  Bible.  Each  of  the  Gospel  writers 
wrote  for  a  purpose,  and  they  recorded 
those  things  which  suited  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  writing.

B.  John's  Gospel  more  than  any  other 
presents  Christ  as  the  universal  Saviour 
of  all  who  will  believe  on  His  name. 

C.  "I  am  accustomed  to  call  this  Gos- 
pel (John)  the  key,  which  opens  the  door

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  You  know  why  God  sent  His  Son 
from  heaven  to  earth  and  to  death.  It 
was  so  that  ".  .  .  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast- 
ing life"  (John  3:16).  You  know  why 
Jesus  took  our  sins  upon  Himself  and 
endured  the  death  of  the  Cross.  It  was 
so  that  we  may  escape  the  wages  of  sin 
and  enjoy  God's  free  gift  of  life  eternal 
(Romans  6:23).  You  know  why  John 
wrote  the  book  we  are  studying.  It  was 
so  that  you  may  ".  .  .  believe  that  Jesus 
is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God;  and  that 
believing  ye  might  have  life  through  his 
name"  (John  20:31). 

The  purpose  of  God,  and  Jesus,  and 
John,  is  to  bring  you  from  death  to  life, 
and  that  for  eternity.  What  is  your  pur- 
pose?  Do  you  want  to  live  or  die? 

Romans  3:23  says  all  have  sinned,  and 
that  includes  you.  Romans  6:23  says  the 
wages  of  sin  is  death,  and  that  is  what 
you  have  earned.  Without  God,  all  hu- 
manity is  like  a  failing  swimmer  in  a 
stormy  sea,  unable  to  reach  the  shore— 
and  you  are  in  that  predicament  along 
with  the  rest. 

But  no  one  need  be  without  God.  In 
love  and  mercy  our  Father  set  up  the 
lighthouse  of  His  love  to  show  us  which 
way  to  go.  More  than  that,  He  sent  forth 
a  lifeline.  He  did  not  merely  throw  out 
the  lifeline  across  the  dark  wave  as  the 
old  song  urges  us  to  do,-  He  sent  Jesus  to 
take  it  into  the  storms  of  earthly  life,  to 
seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost 
(Luke  19:10).

In  the  parable  of  the  vineyard  we  note 
that  God  intends  for  His  rules  to  be  car- 
ried out  here  upon  earth  in  the  absence 
of  the  visible  presence  of  Christ  with  the 
same  accuracy  they  would  if  He  were 
visibly  present.  When  in  a  given  situa- 
tion the  mother's  voice  in  the  home  is 
the  highest  authority  it  should  uncondi- 
tionally be  obeyed  with  dignity  and 


honor.  There  should  be  no  more  substi- 
tute for  it  than  for  the  father's  in  or 
under  given  circumstances.  Note  that  in 
Verse  21  we  are  instructed  to  bind  these 
laws  of  mothers  and  of  fathers  to  our 
hearts  just  simply  because  they  are  act- 
ing in  their  office  as  parents  and  as 
God's  agents  to  carry  out  His  orders. 

I  recall  that  when  I  and  other  fellow 
students  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute 
seemed  to  have  more  verses  to  memorize 
in  Bible  doctrine,  personal  evangelism, 
and  such  subjects  than  seemed  possible, 
we  wrote  them  on  cards,  placed  them 
before  us  as  we  shaved,  as  we  did  other 
daily  chores,  trying  to  keep  each  word, 
each  number  of  each  verse,  and  all  the 
necessary  details  before  us  and  in  mind 
at  all  times;  so  when  exams  came  we 
might  be  able  to  give  as  perfect  account 
as  possible,  and  in  that  way  may  be  able 
to  use  them  throughout  life  in  defend- 
ing the  faith  and  in  winning  precious 
souls  for  Christ.  Some  literally  tied  the 
verses  on  cards  around  their  necks  and 
some  even  wrote  them  on  the  white  cuffs 
of  their  clothes.  When  we  really  want 
a  thing  within  reason  we  find  many  ways 
to  secure  it  for  ourselves.

Now  that  Thanksgiving,  1973,  is  history,  are  you  satisfied  with 
the  thanks  you  gave  to  God  for  His  bountiful  blessings  throughout  the 
past  year? 

Did  you  offer  thanks  for  food,  shelter,  clothing,  health,  and  the  un- 
told blessings  that  were  too  numerous  to  mention? 

Did  you  give  thanks  for  this  great  country  of  ours — America,  the 
land  of  the  free — a  country  with  just  about  all  the  freedom  a  person 
could  ask  for  ?  In  fact,  sometimes  we  perhaps  have  too  many  freedoms. 

Did  you  celebrate  Thanksgiving  Day  only  as  a  historic  occasion? 
If  so,  it  had  little  or  no  value  to  you  as  an  individual.  The  history  of 
the  occasion  has  much  to  teach,  it  is  true ;  but  it  is  true  only  iD  principle, 
not  true  in  incident. 

Was  Thanksgiving  Day  just  another  occasion  for  family  reunions, 
bountiful  dinners,  and  festivities  in  the  home?  Sure  all  of  this  is  fine, 
but  with  all  the  festivities  we  so  often  forget  that  the  day  is  a  day  of 
religious  observance  set  apart  to  give  thanks  for  the  blessings  of  the 
past  year. 

The  thanksgiving  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  was  an  acknowledgement 
of  their  dependence  upon  God.   Was  your  thanks  along  this  line? 

Did  you  on  this  memorable  day  take  time  out  to  "count  your  bless- 
ings, name  them  one  by  one"?  If  you  did,  I'm  sure  you  were  surprised 
to  see  what  the  Lord  had  done.

When  the  Key  73  Launch 
Special,  "Faith  in  Action,"  was  shown 
on  667  broadcasts  the  January  6  week- 
end in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
many  small  groups  met  at  the  TV  set 
with  prepared  guides  to  discuss  the  film. 
In  Bakersfield,  California,  the  "Come  To- 
gether" Pat  Boone  program  was  shown 
both  in  a  community  rally  and  over  local 
television.  In  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  the 
"Come  Together"  telecast  was  coordinat- 
ed with  the  city-wide  crusade  with  Myron 
Augsberger.  In  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  a 
local  radio  series  coordinated  Bible 
studies  in  the  community. 

In  Las  Vegas,  Nevada,  the  Key  73  Com- 
mittee sponsored  from  February  through 
May  one  half  of  the  "Study  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles  in  a  Twentieth  Century 
World,"  telecasts,  the  telecourse,  "When 
the  Church  Was  Young,"  over  14  weeks, 
by  Edward  W.  Bauman  of  the  faculties 
of  the  American  University  and  Wesley 
Theological  Seminary,  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  senior  minister  of  Foundry  United 
Methodist  Church.  The  Pat  Boone  TV

The  telecourse  was  de- 
veloped in  1958  when  80,000  area  Wash- 
ingtonians  enrolled  in  this  college  level 
course  presented  by  American  University 
over  WMAL-TV.  By  1964,  one  million 
other  Americans  in  nine  cities  had  en- 
rolled in  the  course.  The  program  re- 
ceived an  Emmy  Award  from  the  Academy 
of  Television  Arts  and  Sciences  in  1963 
as  the  most  outstanding  educational  pro- 
gram in  the  Washington  area.  Dr.  Bau- 
man uses  "wit,  zest,  and  tough  assign- 
ments" (Variety  magazine)  with  a  lively 
panel  of  12  students  who  pose  questions 
occasionally.  (Bauman  Bible  Telecasts, 
Inc.,  5214  Wehauken  Road,  Washington, 
D.  C.  20016)  Key  73  has  both  influenced 
the  production  of  new  evangelism  print- 
ed and  broadcasting  materials,  and  stimu- 
lated the  wider  use  of  existing  resources. 

Local  religious  television  programming 
has  increased  as  a  result  of  Key  73  stimu- 
lus.

The  Pat  Boone  TV  special,  "Come  To- 
gether," by  Jimmy  and  Carol  Owens,  was 
telecast  on  all  CBC  stations  and  affiliate 
stations,  September  9,  at  4  p.m.,  in 
Canada.  Broadcasts  in  the  United  States 
are  being  placed  station-by-station  from 
the  Key  73  Mass  Media  Office,  Drexel 
Hill,  Pennsylvania.  Rental  of  16mm  film 
of  "Come  Together"  is  possible  on  an  of- 
fering basis  ($35  minimum)  from  the 
Greater  Los  Angeles  Key  73  Committee, 
Box  73,  North  Hollywood,  California

The  voters  have  soundly  defeated  the 
proposed  mixed  drink  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages in  North  Carolina  by  a  margin  of 
more  than  two  to  one.  However,  this 
is  no  time  to  give  a  victory  shout,  but  a 
time  to  come  humbly  to  God  and  thank 
Him  for  the  influence  of  His  church. 

The  organization  that  fought  this  pro- 
posal was  the  Christian  Action  League 
of  the  state.  It  is  common  knowledge 
that  this  organization  is,  for  the  most 
part,  an  interchurch  organization  which 
is  composed  of  ministers  and  laymen 
from  the  various  church  groups  in  the 
state  who  are  interested  in  keeping  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  beverages  in  the 
state  to  a  minimum.  Some  of  the  op- 
position belittled  this  fact,  and  said  that 
those  against  liquor  were  a  bunch  of 
preachers,  a  few  deacons,  and  a  group 
of  old  ladies.  Well  then  good  for  the 
preachers,  deacons,  and  old  ladies.  We 
beat  the  "daylights"  out  of  the  crowd 
that  was  trying  to  force  liquor-by-the- 
drink  on  us. 

The  thing  to  watch  now  is  the  legis- 
lature. This  has  happened  in  the  past 
and  may  happen  again  in  the  future  if 
we  are  lulled  to  sleep  by  our  recent  vic- 
tory at  the  polls.  The  legislature  could 
be  influenced  by  the  liquor  forces  in  the 
state  to  pass  a  liquor-by-the-drink  law 
in  the  future  without  giving  the  people 
an  opportunity  to  vote  on  it.  The  forces 
of  evil  will  not  give  up.  We  can  expect 
them  to  make  another  try. 

Christians  who  are  interested  in  keep- 
ing North  Carolina  as  free  of  liquor  as 
possible  should  vote  only  for  state  rep- 
resentatives who  are  willing  to  take  a 
stand  against  liquor.  Do  not  be  fooled 
by  the  fact  that  a  candidate  belongs  to 
the  church  and  is  known  as  a  good  man, 
but  make  him  go  on  record  for  his  stand 
against  liquor  before  you  vote  for  him.

Bible  teaches  that  ever  since  our 
parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  disobeyed 


God  and  obeyed  the  devil,  the  way  of 
this  world  has  been  dark  and  confusing,- 
so  we  need  someone  to  guide  us  if  we 
are  to  return  to  God  and  orderliness. 
Therefore,  God  intervened,  telling  Adam 
and  Eve  what  they  had  done  and  what 
they  needed  to  do.  He  has  in  His  grace 
and  mercy  not  only  provided  the  way 
back  to  Himself  through  the  Lamb  slain 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world  to  pro- 
vide us  this  way  in  types  and  symbols, 
but  He  has  constantly  reminded  man  of 
his  need  and  of  this  provision.  However, 
on  man's  part,  faith  and  obedience  have 
been  required  of  him.  It  took  both  to 
cause  Abel  to  offer  the  acceptable  offer- 
ing—one requiring  that  the  blood  of  an 
innocent  victim  be  slain  and  offered  in 
God's  prescribed  way. 

Note,  "when  thou  sleepest,  it  shall 
keep  thee."  David  needed  this  when  for 
years  he  must,  in  fear  gf  his  life,  keep 
out  of  the  reach  of  Saul,  the  evil  im- 
poster,  even  though  David  had  been  prop- 
erly anointed  for  the  office.  We  are 
the  anointed  of  God  and  yet  Jesus  wants 
us  to  beware  of  men  for  as  the  men  that 
crucified  Him  did  it  without  being  able 
to  give  a  just  reason,  so  we  are  to  be, 
while  in  this  sinful  age,  sheep  having  no 
shepherd.  He  says  that  as  the  lost  in 
the  world  kept  His  sayings  so  would  they 
keep  ours.  He  further  described  us  as 
little  lambs,  each  of  us  in  a  pack  of 
ravenous  wolves. 

When  John  and  Mary  Stam  were  taken 
from  their  home  and  from  their  bed, 
brutally  treated,  and  then  slain  the  next 
day,  they  told  by  what  they  did  and  said 
that  God  was  guiding  them.  The  morn- 
ing of  their  execution  a  Christian  Chi- 
nese got  near  enough  to  ask  him  where 
they  were  going.  John  answered,  "I 
don't  know  where  these  are  going,  but 
we  are  going  to  heaven."  Only  a  short 
time  later  the  Chinese  drew  a  large  axe 
and  severed  John's  head  from  his  body. 
Mary,  contrary  to  her  captors'  orders, 
fell  on  her  knees  and  put  her  head  upon 
the  body  of  her  husband  praying  to  God, 


a  move  that  caused  the  captors  to  im- 
mediately behead  her. 

"When  thou  awakest,  it  shall  talk  with 
thee."  The  word  she  had  so  diligently 
hidden  in  her  heart  was  a  sufficient  guide 
to  see  her  safely  through  this  world.  Yes, 
it  was  a  sufficient  guide,  "a  vail  of 
tears,"  just  as  it  was  to  Stephen  when  he 
was  being  stoned  to  death.  It  will  be 
sufficient  for  us  even  though  we  "walk 
through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of 
death." 

There  is  to  be  found  on  Pages  156, 
157  in  Peloubet's  1968  Selected  Notes  an 

excellent  discussion  on  Verses  22,  23 
which  I  believe  sheds  light  on  this  sub- 
ject: 

"In  this  passage  there  is  a  line  that 
I  believe  most  Bible  readers  hardly  know 
is  in  the  Scriptures,  the  first  line  of 
Verse  22.  'When  thou  goest,  It  shall  lead 
thee;  when  thou  sleepest,  it  shall  keep 
thee;  and  when  thou  awakest,  it  shall  talk 
with  thee.'  23,  'For  the  commandment  is 
a  lamp;  and  the  law  is  light;  and  re- 
proofs of  instruction  are  the  way  of 
life.'  Spurgeon  has  a  great  sermon  on 
this  opening  statement  which  he  calls, 
'The  Talking  Book.'  'To  talk  signifies 
fellowship,  communion,  familiarity.  It 
does  not  say,  "It  shall  preach  to  thee." 
Many  persons  have  a  high  esteem  for  the 
Book,  but  they  look  upon  it  as  though  it 
were  some  very  elevated  teacher  speak- 
ing to  them  from  a  lofty  tribunal,  while 
they  stand  far  below.  I  will  not  alto- 
gether condemn  that  reverence,  but  it 
were  far  better  if  they  would  understand 
the  familiarity  of  God's  Word,-  it  does 
not  so  much  preach  to  us  as  talk  to  us. 
It  is  not,  "When  thou  awakest,  it  shall 
lecture  thee,"  or  "it  shall  scold  thee"; 
no,  no,  "it  shall  talk  with  thee."  We  sit 
at  its  feet,  or  rather  at  the  feet  of  Jesus 
in  the  Word,  and  it  comes  down  to  us; 
it  is  familiar  with  us,  as  a  man  talketh 
to  his  friend.  And  here  tet  me  remind 
you  of  the  delightful  familiarity  of  Scrip- 
ture in  this  respect,  that  It  speaks  the 
language  of  men.  If  God  had  written  us 
a  book  of  His  own  language,  we  could 
not  have  comprehended  it,  or  what  little 
we  understood  would  have  so  alarmed 
us,  that  we  should  have  besought  that 
those  words  should  not  be  spoken  to  us 
any  more,-  but  the  Lord,  in  His  Word, 
often  uses  language  which,  though  it  be 
infallibly  true  in  its  meaning,  is  not  after 
the  knowledge  of  God,  but  according  to 
the  manner  of  man.  .  .  . 

'"When  the  Word  of  God  talks  with 
us,  it  influences  us.

SEARS  MAKES  GRANT 
TO  COLLEGE 

Grants  totaling  more  than  $49,000 
will  be  distributed  to  41  privately  sup- 
ported colleges  and  universities  in  North 
Carolina  this  week  by  the  Sears-Roebuck 
Foundation,  a  spokesman  said  today.

In  the  Goldsboro  area,  Mount  Olive 
College  will  receive  grants  totaling  $750. 

The  North  Carolina  colleges  and  uni- 
versities are  among  an  estimated  950 
private,  accredited  two  and  four-year 
institutions  across  the  country  which  are 
sharing  in  $1,650,000  in  Sears  Found- 
ation funds. 

Nationally,  private  colleges  and  univer- 
sities will  receive  $1,150,000  in  unre- 
stricted grants  and  an  additional  $500,- 
000  through  a  Sears  Foundation  program 
to  assist  college  and  university  libraries. 

The  unrestricted  funds  may  be  used 
as  the  colleges  and  universities  deem 
necessary.  The  library  grant  program  is 
designed  to  supplement  the  normal  book 
acquisition  budgets  of  the  participating 
institutions. 

In  addition  to  its  unrestricted  and  col- 
lege library  grant  programs,  The  Sears- 
Roebuck  Foundation,  during  the  current 
year,  will  invest  more  than  $1,100,000 
in  a  variety  of  other  education  activities, 
the  spokesman  said.  This  will  bring  the 
budgeted  education  expenditures  of  The 
Sears-Roebuck  Foundation  to  more  than 
$2,750,000  in  1973.

Who  Is  This  Jesus? 

Printed  Text:  John  10:22-39 
Memory  Verse:  John  10:30 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Who  is  this  Jesus?  What  was  He  like 
when  He  walked  on  earth?  When  John 
was  "looking  upon  Jesus  as  He  walked," 
what  sort  of  person  did  he  probably  be- 
hold? 

First  of  all,  Jesus  was  not  the  anemic, 
sad-faced,  slender  man  the  artists  have 
depicted.  He  had  to  have  a  strong  body 
to  withstand  the  hardships  and  priva- 
tions He  endured,  especially  the  fasting 
in  the  wilderness.  He  must  have  had  a 
winsome  personality,  with  thoughtful 
features,  kindness,  understanding,  and 
sympathy  being  very  much  in  evidence. 
He  probably  wore  a  turban,  the  national 
headgear,  worn  alike  by  rich  and  poor. 
It  was  probably  white.  His  mantle  was 
probably  blue.  It  was  not  red,  because 
that  was  a  military  color,-  it  was  not 
white,  because  it  became  white  at  the 
Transfiguration.  Blue  was  the  common- 
ly used  color. 

He  wore  sandals,  for  John  makes  a 
reference  to  them.  His  hair  and  beard 
were  long  in  all  probability,  and  He  wore 
a  girdle  about  His  waist.  Doubtless  He 
carried  a  thick  stick  in  His  hand  to 
facilitate  walking  and  for  protection  from 
animals. 

If  we  have  used  the  word  "probably" 
often,  it  is  because  we  really  cannot 
know  some  of  these  things  for  sure. 

Who  is  this  Jesus?  The  finest  intel- 
lects of  over  eighteen  centuries  have  be- 
lieved that  He  was  the  greatest  man  that 
ever  lived,  and  all  who  have  so  believed 
have  become  better  men  and  women  for 
it.  But  Jesus  was  and  is  more  than  the 
"greatest  man  that  ever  lived"— Jesus 
Christ  is  the  Son  of  the  living  God.-The 
Bible  Student  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Although  the  word  'Trinity"  is  not 
in  the  Bible,  we  know  that  the  doctrine- 


that  God  is  One— is  manifest  in  three 
Persons.  This  we  must  accept  in  faith. 

B.  If  Jesus  were  not  God  manifested  in 
the  flesh,  where  did  He  get  the  power 
and  knowledge  to  do  the  works  that  He 
did  on  earth? 

C.  If  Jesus  is  God,  then  why  do  men 
reject  Him?  For  the  same  reason  that 
the  Jews  rejected  Him— the  wickedness 
of  their  hearts. 

D.  One  has  to  believe  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  God  or  else  believe  that  the  Christians 
of  this  age  and  all  other  ages  are  delud- 
ed fools. 

E.  Have  you  ever  known  a  person  to 
trust  Christ  as  Saviour  and  then  later  say 
that  they  were  disappointed  in  Him? 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Men  were  out  to  get  Jesus-power- 
ful men,  the  aristocrats  of  the  nation. 
He  did  not  attend  their  schools,  He  did 
not  cooperate  in  their  program,  He  did 
not  defer  to  their  authority.  Yet  He 
gained  a  following  so  large  and  enthu- 
siastic that  they  could  never  match  it. 
They  hated  Him  with  a  fury  that  grew 
more  violent  each  passing  year. 

Of  the  four  Gospel  writers,  only  John 
takes  note  of  the  passing  of  years.  This 
he  does  by  mentioning  some  of  the  regu- 
lar feasts  of  the  Jews.  Probably  he 
speaks  of  four  Passovers— 2:13;  5:1;  6:4; 
12:1.  The  one  mentioned  in  John  5:1  is 
called  only  "a  feast,"  but  if  it  was  not 
a  Passover  it  must  have  been  a  later 
feast,  so  in  any  case  it  indicates  that  at 
least  a  year  had  passed.  These  four 
Passovers  mark  off  three  years.  A  bit  of 
Jesus'  ministry  came  before  the  first  of 
the  four  Passovers.  After  the  fourth 
Passover  came  the  forty  days  He  stayed 
on  earth  after  He  rose  from  the  dead.  So 
we  see  Jesus'  ministry  lasted  more  than 
three  years.  In  this  lesson  we  look  at 
an  event  that  came  after  the  middle  of 
the  third  year.  The  haters  of  Jesus  had 
had  more  than  two  and  a  half  years  to  let 
their  hatred  grow,  and  it  had  grown  ter- 
ribly. Their  power  was  centered  in 
Jerusalem,  and  so  Jesus  spent  most  of 


His  time  far  from  there.  John  7:1 
He  "walked  in  Galilee:  for  he  would 
walk  in  Jewry,  because  the  Jews  soi 
to  kill  him."  "Jewry"  here  means  Ju 
the  area  around  Jerusalem.  There 
leaders  of  the  Jews  were  plotting  to 
Jesus.  He  avoided  their  plots  by  sta' 
in  Galilee,  for  it  was  not  yet  time 
Him  to  give  His  life.  But  at  var 
times  He  did  go  to  Jerusalem  and  r 
those  enemies  face  to  face,  and  this 
son  brings  us  to  one  of  those  tim< 
Standard  Lesson  Commentary.

THE  TROUBLE  WITH  CHRISTIANS 

The  trouble  with  Christians  is  that  they  don't  "perform"  in  accordance  with  their 
ability.  They  don't  offer  a  true  representation  of  the  powers  invested  in  them  by 
their  Maker,  the  One  to  whom  they  have  pledged  their  allegiance.  They  all  too 
often  act  like,  think  like,  and  "play"  like  those  who  claim  no  relationship  to  God's 
Son  and  who  profess  no  knowledge  of  His  teachings. 

The  trouble  with  Christians  is  that  they  very  seldom  build  upon  the  Foundation 
with  the  zeal  they  expressed  at  conversion.  They  "do  their  brickwork,"  as  it  were, 
enthusiastically  for  awhile,  but  when  some  of  their  work  is  visible  and  has  afforded 
them  some  commendation  or  commanded  the  notice  of  veteran  followers  of  the 
Master  Builder,  they  feel  that  a  rest  period  is  due  them.  Consequently,  their  "break" 
is  too  long  spent;  and  when  they  resume  their  work,  they  frequently  do  it  half- 
heartedly and  are  not  too  careful  in  regard  to  how  straight  they  "lay  their  bricks" 
or  how  smoothly  they  "plaster  their  mortar." 

The  trouble  with  Christians  is  that  some  of  them  become  what  is  termed  "gold- 
bricks"  and  shirk  responsibilities  given  them  upon  becoming  disciples  and  insist  that 
they  have  done  their  part,  that  someone  else  should  bear  part  of  the  load.  Danger 
threatens  when  too  many  would-be  Christians  (and  that  is  what  they  must  be  called) 
become  goldbricks.  Soon,  very  little  or  nothing  at  all  is  or  can  be  done  successfully 
within  the  church  program. 

The  trouble  with  Christians  is  that  they  are  oversensitive.  Kid-gloved  Christians 
are  some  of  the  most  difficult  with  which  to  deal— those  who  wear  their  feelings  on 
their  shoulders,  and  who,  at  the  slightest  offense,  express  spiritual  immaturity.  They 
are  the  ones  who  crave  compliments,  but  when  these  are  unreceived  they  will  balk 
like  a  stubborn  mule  (to  put  it  plainly)  and  who,  when  they  don't  get  quite  so  much 
attention  as  someone  else,  will  cry  their  displeasure  and  make  a  difficult  situation 
worse  and  tear  down  what  it  has  taken  years  for  someone  else  to  build  up.  They 
make  "much  ado  about  nothing"  or  at  least  allow  inconsequential  happenings  or 
"mishappenings"  to  get  the  better  of  them. 

The  trouble  with  Christians  is  that  they  wear  the  badge  of  Christianity  proudly 
in  church  or  when  among  others  who  profess  mutual  interest  in  their  Leader,  but 
when  they  find  themselves  on  the  street  or  in  some  area  not  quite  so  conducive  to 
religious  display  or  among  people  who  are  not  in  agreement  with  their  beliefs,  they 
remove  the  "badge"  or  hide  it  from  view.  This  is  very  much  like  the  "gentleman" 
who  removes  his  wedding  ring  when  business  calls  him  out  of  town.  .  .  . 

The  trouble  with  Christians  is  that  they  lack  stick-to-itiveness.  They  just  can- 
not hold  on.  Backing  away  or  sitting  down  at  the  least  bit  of  opposition,  they  pre- 
sent a  sorry  image  for  those  who  hold  them  in  esteem  and  have  singled  them  out 
to  be  examples  of  the  finer  way  of  life.  Like  the  carpenter  who  is  happy  sawing, 
fitting,  and  nailing  straight  plank  work  but  who  becomes  frustrated  when  the  plans 
call  for  some  intricate  workmanship,  Christians,  too,  become  disenchanted  and  some- 
times just  quit  entirely  when  the  "job"  becomes  too  hard  or  requires  more  than 
menial  labor.  If  all  building  were  done  thusly,  most  of  us  would  be  living  in  box 
houses,  and  posterity  would  have  no  beautiful  examples  of  architecture  to  enjoy. 
We  try  so  hard  to  make  our  churches  more  beautiful  and  serviceable  by  remodeling, 
adding  to,  or  rebuilding;  but,  when  it  comes  to  spirituality— well,  it's  just  too  hard  or 
too  costly.  Which  temple  is  more  important,  the  one  built  by  hands  or  the  one  of 
which  the  Apostle  Paul  spoke  when  he  questioned  in  I  Corinthians  3:16,  "Know  ye 
not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  ye"?  It  is 
sad  indeed  that  too  little  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  real  temple  of  God.  .  .  . 

The  trouble  with  Christians  is  that  they  are  weak  and  can't  bear  sorrow,  dis- 
tress, calamity,  or  any  kind  of  misfortune  without  losing  faith.  "Why  did  God  allow 
this  to  happen  to  me?"  they  ask,  not  considering  for  a  moment  that  there  may  be  a 
blessing  in  the  offing.  It  has  always  been  our  opinion  (despite  the  fact  that  we  have 
not  always  proven  to  be  the  best  of  examples)  that  when  something  bad  happens  to 
one,  something  good  is  just  around  the  corner.

At  the  first  inter- 
section, he  connected  with  a  car  that 
was  crossing  his  path,  "totaling"  his  car 
and  causing  him  painful  injury.  I  say,

not  as  bad  as  worse  luck." 

Some  people  don't  kill  a  cricket  in  the 
house,-  that's  bad  luck.

There  are  those  who  set  great  store 
by  the  zodiac.

Each 
of  the  other  eleven  categories  have  prob- 
lems and  reactions  for  those  in  their 
category.  All  this  is  controlled  by  the 
locations  of  the  stars  and  the  moon. 

That  seems  to  mean  that  when  God 
created  the  world,  He  set  it  into  motion, 
then  turned  it  over  to  the  stars  and 
moon.  Does  it  make  any  sense  that  He 
would  go  to  the  trouble  to  become  man 
if  He  had  already  set  into  motion  the 
forces  that  control  the  universe  and  all 
it  contains  for  all  time? 


Aren't  we  limiting  God's  imagination 
and  creativity?  Even  a  preschooler  has 
enough  creativity  to  imagine  at  least 
thirteen  classes  of  people. 

Don't  these  thoughts  strip  God  of  His 
power  to  control  and  govern— and  to 
bless? 

It  would  be  very  discouraging  to  tell 
God  of  a  need  and  have  Him  answer,  "All 
right,  Nancy,  but  wait  until  October  12 
when  the  signs  get  right." 

"But,  Lord,  October  12  was  last 
month!" 

"I  know  that.  I'm  talking  about  Oc- 
tober of  next  year." 

Sometimes  when  we  need  help  from 
God  we  need  it  now.  When  the  signs 
get  right,  the  problem  will  have  vanish- 
ed or  it  will  be  too  late  anyway. 

I  am  sure  there  are  those  of  you  who 
do  believe  and  your  first  reaction  (if  the 
signs  are  right)  is  to  want  to  educate 
me  to  the  truth.   Please  don't. 

I  had  rather  be  ignorant  and  have  the 
egotistical  feeling  that  I  am  something 
special  to  God— one  of  a  kind— and  He 
loves  me  constantly,  not  because  a  star 
is  in  a  certain  place;  and  that  He  died 
that  I  may  have  eternal  life  now  and  that 
He  controls  my  life  to  the  extent  I  will 
allow  Him.

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Everyone  of  us,  perhaps,  has  heard  the 
story  of  the  wealthy  lady  who  was  out 
riding  one  day  with  a  young  child  and 
his  nurse  in  the  back  seat  of  the  car.  The 
child  became  fretful  and  the  mother 
heard  the  nurse  say,  "No,  you  can't  have 
it." 

The  mother  instructed  the  nurse,  "Give 
him  anything  he  wants." 

All  was  quiet  for  a  few  minutes,  then 
the  little  fellow  began  to  scream. 

"What  in  the  world  is  the  matter 
now?"  the  mother  asked  from  the  front 
seat. 

"He  got  it,"  was  the  nurse's  calm  re- 
ply. 

A  wasp  in  the  car  had  been  sitting 
quietly  on  the  window  until  the  three- 
year-old  was  allowed  to  grab  him. 

This  is  an  interesting  story  that 
amuses  us,-  yet  it  is  more  than  amusing, 
it  is  also  instructive.  If  the  child  had 
not  been  allowed  to  have  what  he  want- 
ed, he  would  not  have  gotten  hurt.  This 
is  true  so  often.  Parents,  in  the  name 
of  love,  give  the  child  whatever  he  wants, 
and  then  wonder  what  the  trouble  is 
when  he  begins  to  scream. 

Many  young  people  here  in  Eastern 
North  Carolina  are  beginning  to  scream 
from  the  use  of  drugs.  When  parents 
are  forced  to  admit  that  their  child  is  in- 
volved, they  begin  to  wring  their  hands 
and  ask,  "What  in  the  world  is  the  mat- 
ter now?  Why  would  he  do  a  thing  like 
that  when  I  gave  him  everything  he  want- 
ed?" Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  get- 
ting everything  he  wanted  may  be  the 
thing  that  is  really  the  matter? 

We  love  our  children  just  as  you  love 
yours,  and  we  wanted  the  best  for  them 
when  they  were  growing  up.  It  hurts 
to  look  around  and  see  other  children 
enjoying  luxuries  that  your  child  does  not 
have.  We  are  aware  of  this,-  but,  the 
older  we  get  the  more  certain  we  be- 
come that  it  is  not  best  for  the  child  to 
have  all  the  things  he  wants. 

We  heard  an  old,  experienced  school- 
teacher say  once  that  there  are  two 
things  wrong  with  children:  one  is  the 
mother  and  the  other  is  the  father.  We 


agree  with  this  teacher.  Parents  should 
give  their  children  things,  of  course.  We 
should  love  them  and  provide  for  them. 
However,  we  feel  that  the  two  things 


that  young  people  have  too  much  of 
day  is  money  and  idle  time,-  and,  the  cj 
thing  that  they  do  not  have  enough  of 
discipline.

dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone"  (Luke  4: 
9-11).  Jesus'  answer  in  the  next  two 
verses  should  be  a  warning  to  those  be- 
ing led  astray  by  the  propagators  of  some 
of  the  cults  of  our  day.  Jesus  answered 
the  devil  not  by  explaining  correctly  the 
verses  he  misapplied,  but  by  quoting  to 
him  Scriptures  that  made  false  Satan's 
application  to  a  Scripture  valid  in  its 
correct  application,  but  not  as  used  by 
Satan  here.  "And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  him,  It  is  said,  Thou  shalt  not  tempt 
the  Lord  thy  God.  And  when  the  devil 
had  ended  all  the  temptation,  he  depart- 
ed from  him  for  a  season"  (Luke  4:12, 
13). 

It  is  not  enough  merely  to  quote  Scrip- 
tures in  a  religious  message  or  pamphlet 
portraying  the  beliefs  of  a  religious 
group.  A  Scripture  is  incorrectly  inter- 
preted or  applied  if  it  conflicts  with  any 
scriptural  teaching  found  in  the  Bible  on 
that  subject,  and  that  is  what  Satan's  ap- 
plication of  the  Scripture  he  cited  here 
did. 

This  question  reminds  me  of  an  illus- 
tration Dr.  H.  A.  Ironside  used  when  he 
was  pastor  of  Moody  Memorial  Church 
and  expounded  this  Scripture  in  a  Sun- 
day morning  message,  which  goes  some- 
thing like  this:  "Last  week  when  active 
in  a  week's  busy  schedule  I  was  study- 
ing and  praying  in  the  church  office  for 
this  message,  when  one  of  those  long- 
bearded,  long-haired,  unkempt  men  from 
the  house  of  David  came  in,  even  though 
uninvited.  He  greeted  me  by  saying  that 
he  was  a  truth  seeker  and  presumed  that 
I  was  also  a  truth  seeker."  At  which 
time  Dr.  Ironside,  as  probably  no  one 
else  was  capable  of  doing,  protested 
vigorously,  pointing  this  uninvited  guest 
to  these  words  in  2  Timothy  3:1-9,  read- 
ing them  aloud  to  this  uninvited  guest. 
He  concluded  by  offering  him  Christ  as 
his  Saviour,  at  which  time  this  guest 
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stamped  out  of  the  office  shaking  the 
dust  from  his  feet.  The  Bible  says  of 
these,  "Ever  learning,  and  never  able  to 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth"  (2 
Timothy  3:7).  No  one  who  is  entangled 
in  a  false  cult  may  ever  come  into  a  sav- 
ing knowledge  of  Christ  until  the  cult  is 
denounced  and  the  demon  who  holds  him 
prisoner  to  the  false  teaching  are  cast 
out.  "Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Re- 
pent, and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost"  (Acts  2:38);  "In 
meekness  instructing  those  that  oppose 
themselves;  if  God  peradventure  will  give 
them  repentance  to  the  acknowledging 
of  the  truth;  And  that  they  may  recover 
themselves  out  of  the  snare  of  the  devil, 
who  are  taken  captive  by  him  at  his  will" 
(2  Timothy  2:25,  26). 

In  the  book  Bible  Questions  Answered 
by  John  I.  Paton,  the  following  comment 
appears  on  Page  69: 

"God  guarantees  the  knowledge  of  His 
truth  to  any  who  are  willing  to  do  it,  but 
not  to  those  merely  wanting  to  know  it 
(John  7:17).  The  persons  in  view  in  2 
Timothy  are  a  large  group  found  in  any 
generation  who  are  led  to  believe  lies  by 
the  teaching  of  religious  quacks.  Hu- 
man nature  is  inherently  selfish,  and 
these  persons  go  after  whatever  brings 
them  pleasure,  regardless  of  what  it  is. 
They  are  captives  to  their  own  evil  ap- 
petites and  easy  prey  to  false  religious 
teachers  who  furnish  their  followers  with 
a  religious  cloak  for  doing  the  evil  things 
they  do. 

"Such  persons  are  ever  learning,  yet 
the  real  truth  of  God  escapes  them.  The 
reason  is  not  hard  to  find.  They  seek  the 
truth  with  the  wrong  motives  in  mind, 
and  they  go  to  the  wrong  teachers  to 
find  that  truth.  These  persons  do  not 
seek  the  truth  of  God  with  all  their 
hearts.  In  fact,  the  end  result  of  their 
lives  would  point  to  their  having  sought 
for  knowledge  that  would  help  them 
avoid  the  real  truth." 

Jesus  warns  us  in  the  Olivet  Discourse 
in  Matthew  24  and  25  to  be  alert  con- 
cerning false  teachers  and  to  know  how 
to  read  the  signs  of  the  times.  (Read 
those  chapters.)  The  Apostle  Paul  warn- 
ed his  readers  to  study  the  Scriptures  so 
as  to  rightly  divide  the  word  of  truth. 
(See  2  Timothy  2-.  14-1 9.)  "Preach  the 
word;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  sea- 
son,-  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all 
longsuffering  and  doctrine.  For  the  time 
will  come  when  they  will  not  endure 
sound  doctrine;  but  after  their  own  lusts

BELIEF  OR  UNBELIEF 

Lesson  Text:  John  12:37-50 
Memory  Verse:  John  3:36 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  question  proposed  in  our  lesson 
title  is  a  very  pertinent  one,  and  every 
man  is  entitled  to  know  its  answer.  It  is 
a  question  from  which  Jesus  never 
shrank,  and  thus  we  have  a  wealth  of  in- 
formation showing  the  difference  be- 
tween belief  and  unbelief. 

Most  of  us  are  well  aware  of  the  fact 
that  our  beliefs  on  any  subject  determine 
our  attitude  toward  that  subject,  and 
that  our  attitudes  determine  our  disposi- 
tion, our  response,  and  our  activity. 
Since  our  responses  and  our  activities 
are  nothing  more  than  manifestations  of 
our  character  and  our  nature,  what  we 
think  about  the  claims  of  Christ  becomes 
of  the  utmost  importance  to  us,-  for  it 
will  not  only  determine  our  life  in  time, 
but  also  our  destiny  in  eternity. 

Whether  we  are  aware  of  it  or  not,  it 
is  true,  nevertheless,  that  all  of  us  have 
Christ  on  our  hands  and  must  determine 
what  we  will  do  with  Him  and  how  we 
will  respond  to  His  love  for  us  and  His 
invitation  to  us.  As  Pontius  Pilate  asked 
when  he  discovered  that  he  had  Jesus  on 
his  hands,  each  of  us  must  ask,  "What 
then  shall  I  do  with  this  Jesus,  that  is 
called  the  Christ?"  Our  response  can  be 
to  believe  on  Him  and  receive  eternal 
life,  or  to  remain  in  unbelief  and  thus 
under  condemnation. 

The  events  of  today's  lesson  took  place 
in  Jerusalem  six  days  before  the  last 
Passover  and  on  that  day  when  He  made 
His  entry  into  Jerusalem  upon  the  foal 
of  an  ass. 

The  purpose  of  today's  lesson  is  to 
show  that  it  does  make  a  great  deal  of 
difference  whether  or  not  we  believe  in 
Christ  and  accept  Him  as  Saviour.— The 
Teen-Age  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  Our  lesson  today  shows  the  end  of 
Christ's  public  ministry  and  the  begin- 


ning of  that  last  week  with  His  disciples. 
So  it  seems  fitting  that  He  would  speak 
about  the  results  of  unbelief. 

B.  Here  is  a  question  that  you  should 
give  very  careful  consideration:  Why  do 
people  reject  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Lord 
and  Saviour?  You  will  probably  decide 
that  men  reject  Him  today  for  the  same 
reason  that  the  Jews  rejected  Him. 

C.  The  Word  of  God  is  an  invitation 
to  take  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  but  it  is 
more  than  that— it  is  a  command. 

D.  Jesus  did  not  come  to  this  earth  to 
judge  men,  but  to  save  them.  He  died 
that  we  might  be  saved.  But  one  day 
He  is  coming  back  and  then  He  will  be 
the  Judge. 

E.  Since  the  Jews  rejected  Jesus  as  a 
nation,  they  stand  as  individuals  in  the 
same  position  that  Gentiles  stand— lost 
sinners  who  can  be  saved  only  by  Jesus 
Christ. 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  "They  must  be  crazy!"  Ed  Warren 
was  pacing  the  floor,  too  agitated  to  rest, 
though  the  hour  was  late.

BOOKS  TO  BURN

The  burning  of  books  on  Satanism  and 
the  occult  is  understandably  causing 
some  comment  and  not  everyone  is  go- 
ing to  agree  as  to  its  value.  We  may 
even  question  the  motives  of  those  with 
whom  we  take  exception.  If  the  inci- 
dent in  Bismarck  of  a  few  weeks  ago 
was  a  "publicity  stunt,"  as  indicated  in 
a  recent  Washburn  Leader  guest  edi- 
torial, it  just  may  be  that  it  is  the  kind 
of  publicity  that  we  need  more  of. 

Of  greatest  concern  to  me,  in  that 
editorial,  was  the  reference  to  those 
who  "participated  in  the  activity"  as 
"mental  midgets."  It  is  surprising  that 
little  reference  is  being  made  to  the  fact 
that  this  book-burning  experience  has 
some  definite  scriptural  basis.  Acts, 
Chapter  19,  tells  of  the  experience  of 
the  Apostle  Paul  in  a  visit  to  the  city  of 
Ephesus.  Verse  11  says  that  "God 
wrought  special  miracles  by  the  hands 
of  Paul,"  and  in  the  subsequent  verses 
is  described  how  those  controlled  by  the 
power  of  Satan  resisted  any  who  tried  to 
deal  with  them  apart  from  the  power  of 
God.  No  human  is  able  in  his  own 
power  to  overcome  the  power  of  the 
evil  one.  This  is  why  in  Verse  19  we 
read  that  "many  of  them  also  which  used 
curious  arts  (black  magic— Living  Bible) 
brought  their  books  together,  and  burn- 
ed them  before  all  men:  and  they  count- 
ed the  price  of  them,  and  found  it  fifty 
thousand  pieces  of  silver  ($10,000— 
Living  Bible)!"  They  believed  that  it 
was  important  to  take  a  stand  against 
ungodliness.  They  certainly  did  not  be- 
lieve that  by  so  doing  they  were  going 
to  eradicate  sin  in  the  world,  but  by  so 
doing  they  were  declaring  their  own  re- 
pudiation of  that  which  could  have  been 
a  controlling  influence  in  their  own  lives. 
Taking  a  stand  against  sin  must  be  a 
first  step  in  getting  forgiveness  for  it 
and  victory  over  it. 
The  reason  that  the  Christians  in  Ephe- 
sus had  all  of  these  books— 50,000  pieces 
of  silver  in  that  day  must  have  been  a 
huge  investment— was  because  they  had 
only  recently  come  out  of  paganism.  This 
had  been  a  vital  part  of  their  life  and 
now  they  were  seeking  deliverance  from 
Satan  and  all  of  his  power.  If  in  similar 
situations  today,  these  books  and  other 
devices  of  sin,  and  there  are  plenty 
which  ought  to  be  consigned  to  the  fire, 
are  being  brought  by  believers  in  Christ, 
one  wonders  how  they  happened  to  have 


them  in  the  first  place.  Certainly  no 
one  with  a  love  for  Christ  and  a  desire 
to  know  and  experience  fellowship  with 
the  Lord  would  want  to  have  this  kind 
of  thing  in  his  home  and  life.  If  those 
who  take  a  stand  against  the  tools  of 
the  devil  and  publicly  renounce  them,  are 
"mental  midgets,"  then  the  Apostle  Paul 
was  one  of  their  number  and  we  need  a 
great  many  more  like  him  and  those  in 
Ephesus  today.  We  may  not  agree  in 
every  way  with  all  who  take  a  public 
stand  against  the  works  of  the  devil,  but 
we  do  agree  with  a  stand  that  would 
encourage  those  with  such  devises  to 
get  rid  of  them.  Better  to  burn  them 
now  than  to  burn  with  them  in  judg- 
ment.

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THE  "X"  FACTOR 

One  of  the  chief  branches  of  mathematics  is  algebra,  and  in  order  for  one  to 
master  mathematics,  he  must  have  a  sound  understanding  of  algebra.  It  is  used  by 
engineers,  chemists,  physicists,  and  even  by  farmers  in  their  work. 

In  algebra,  one  works  with  numbers  which  are  unknown  or  perhaps  variables 
(symbols  lhat  can  be  replaced  by  one  or  more  numerical  values).  These  "unknowns" 
are  usually  represented  by  letters  such  as  X  and  Y,  X  being  perhaps  the  most  com- 
monly used— especially  in  simple  problems.  For  our  purposes,  we  will  choose  to  use 
the  letter  X. 

Equations  (or  mathematical  sentences)  say  that  two  things  are  equal.  For  ex- 
ample, 4  +  X  =  10.  To  solve  the  problem,  one  must  determine  what  X  stands  for 
in  the  equation  by  replacing  it  with  different  numbers.  In  this  case,  the  only  correct 
number  is  6,  for  4  +  6  =  10.  This  is  the  simplest  form  of  algebra,-  for  this  branch 
of  mathematics  can  become  so  involved  that  a  problem  may  very  well  take  hours  of 
work  and  may  require  the  use  of  many  sheets  of  paper  for  one  to  arrive  at  the 
proper  solution. 

One  may  ask,  "Why  does  algebra  or  any  other  mathematical  discussion  deserve 
consideration  in  a  religious  magazine?  How  in  the  world  can  it  possibly  relate  to 
Christianity  or  spiritual  matters?" 

One  answer  would  be  that  the  whole  of  life  is  filled  with  "unknowns"  which 
must  be  solved.  The  whole  of  life  is  composed  of  variables.  Life  is  lived  "alge- 
braically" everyday,  whether  one  wants  to  admit  it  or  not;  for  problems  are  always 
prevalent  and  must  be  accepted,  despite  the  fact  that  sometimes  no  attempt  is  made 
to  solve  them.  To  be  his  happiest,  one  must  "get  into  life"  and  "work  it  out"  the 
best  way  he  can. 

Are  we  suggesting  that  life  be  lived  by  a  formula?  Well,  consider,  if  you  will, 
this:  There  are  variables  (which  we've  already  discussed— and  which  may  assume 
any  one  of  a  set  of  values),  and  there  are  absolutes  (constants,  fixed  values,  num- 
bers or  "situations"  assumed  not  to  change).  Every  individual  is  faced  with  these 
two  aspects  in  living,  and  he  must  solve  his  problems  (with  or  without  help,  as  the 
case  may  be)  or  else  remain  perplexed.  Certainly  there  are  some  who  just  "throw 
down  their  pencils"  after  trying  awhile,  and  who  decide  that  there  is  just  no  solu- 
tion or  that  they  lack  the  "genius"  to  find  it.  Hogwashl 

There  is  no  problem  too  great  to  solve!  A  strong  statement?  Granted!  but,  we 
have  a  good  teacher— a  teacher  with  a  master's  degree.  ...  If  one  listens  to  his 
teacher  and  learns  his  lessons  well  and  then  applies  his  learning  to  the  problems  of 
life,  all  will  be  well— or  much,  much  better  at  least.  One  can't  fool  around  and  ex- 
pect to  get  anywhere,  whether  it  be  solving  a  problem  or  going  on  a  trip.  He  must 
have  a  fixed  goal  in  mind  and  must  set  out  to  achieve  that  goal.  Dangling  a  pencil 
over  a  piece  of  paper  on  which  is  written  an  algebraic  equation  and  expecting  the 
pencil  to  determine  the  "root"  is  nonsensical  (except  to  those  who  subscribe  to  psy- 
chic phenomena).  The  person  dangling  the  pencil  must  apply  his  mental  and  physical 
powers  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  solution.  How  often,  though,  do  we  as  human  be- 
ings "dangle,"  as  it  were,  and  never  actually  get  down  to  real  living  or  the  real 
solving  of  problems? 

One  cannot  dangle  and  expect  to  live  a  useful  life.  One  cannot  be  Christian 
without  knowing  Christ  and  living  Christlike,  having  received  Him  as  Saviour.  Life 
+  X  =  Eternal  Happiness.  If  one  has  not  determined  what  X  is  in  this  case,  his  lot 
is  a  sad  one  indeed.  In  this,  the  simplest  of  life's  equations,  X  stands  for  Christ. 
The  difficulty  is  that  the  X  in  this  equation  is  all  too  often  replaced  by  something 
else,-  and  when  the  Teacher  checks  the  result,  the  pupil  has  failed.  .  .  . 

The  X  factor  should  always  be  known  in  regard  to  spiritual  matters.  In  fact, 
if  one  is  truly  conscientious  concerning  spiritual  matters,  he  has  no  doubt  that  Christ 
must  always  be  in  life's  equation  if  a  proper  solution  is  to  be  found.  If  Christ  does 
not  take  the  place  of  the  X  factor,  all  is  lost.  The  fact  is  that  Christ  should  never 
be  unknown  by  anybody. 

By  the  way,  friends,  what  are  you  going  to  celebrate  this  year:  Xmas  or  Christ- 
mas?

North  Carolina  Attorney  General  Rob- 
ert Morgan  said  at  Founders'  Day  exer- 
cises, November  29,  that  Mount  Olive 
College  has  succeeded  because  it  has 
been  guided  by  a  distinctive  mission  "and 
dared  to  be  different." 

Speaking  at  the  twenty-second  Found- 
ers' Day  at  Mount  Olive  College,  he  de- 
clared: "In  the  very  competitive  field  of 
higher  education,  Mount  Olive  College 
has  succeeded  because  it  has  resisted  the 
temptation  to  become  a  carbon  copy  of 
publicly  supported  institutions." 

Many  private  schools,  he  noted,  have 
folded  in  recent  years. 

While  Morgan  has  been  identified  in 
his  role  of  leadership  in  public  educa- 
tion—he served  as  chairman  of  the  East 
Carolina  University  Board  of  Trustees- 
he  spoke  out  for  the  need  for  private 
institutions. 

"I  must  confess  that  I  am  conservative 
enough  to  believe  that  it  is  in  your  inter- 
est and  mine— that  it  is  in  the  interest 
of  individual  freedom  and  independ- 
ent thought— that  the  state  never  be  al- 
lowed through  a  monolithic  educational 
system  to  capture  the  whole  mind  of  the 
American  people,"  he  declared. 

"J  firmly  believe  that  this  country 


can't  afford  not  to  have  strong,  private 
competition  for  its  state  schools.  We 
must  have  both  systems.  They  need  each 
other.  The  mutual  stimulation  and  criti- 
cism by  which  they  have  grown  in  the 
past  is  necessary  to  keep  both  healthy." 

Commenting  specifically  on  Mount 
Olive,  he  told  its  students  they  were  for- 
tunate in  that  the  school  was  small 
enough  that  they  could  not  get  lost  in  a 
crowd. 

"Your  student  body  is  small  enough  to 
make  it  possible  for  advisors  and  faculty 
and  staff  members  to  have  close  rela- 
tionships with  students  as  individuals," 
he  said. 

Following  the  Founders'  Day  address,  a 
number  of  citizens  joined  College  Presi- 
dent Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper  for  a  lunch- 
eon in  the  school  cafeteria. 

The  Founders'  Day  program  was  held 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  original  build- 
ing of  Mount  Olive  College— an  old  build- 
ing abandoned  by  the  public  schools.

Gathering  Storm! 

A  brilliant  young  attorney  had  just 
been  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  was  sud- 
denly taken  ill.  The  day  was  gloriously 
bright  and  sunshiny.  Father  called  to  in- 
quire about  his  health,  and  just  as  he 
entered  the  sick  man's  room,  the  young 
attorney  said:  "How  dark  it  is,  the  sky  is 
so  black.  There  must  be  a  terrific  storm 
coming."  And  with  those  words  he 
passed  out  into  the  darkness— alone. 

You,  who  are  still  outside,  "come  in  I 
Come  in  out  of  the  storm!"— Christian  In- 
dex. 
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Because  we  have  a  Bible  Institute  at 
our  church,  we  are  constantly  asked, 
"Why  are  you  interested  in  Bible  Insti- 
tute training?  Aren't  there  good  Chris- 
tian colleges  and  seminaries  where  young 
people  may  attend?"  These  questions 
are  important  and  they  deserve  a  careful 
answer. 

First,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  it 
is  not  the  intention  of  our  Bible  Institute 
to  compete  with  any  college  or  seminary. 
In  fact,  in  our  bulletin  we  have  this  state- 
ment: "Young  people  under  twenty-five 
years  of  age  will  not  be  accepted  as 
students  unless  they  can  present  reasons 
acceptable  to  the  board  of  the  institute 
why  they  cannot  attend  college."  But 
everyone  of  us  knows  that  there  are 
many  laymen  and  preachers  who  for 
many  reasons  cannot  leave  home,  take 
their  families,  and  go  to  college.  Are  we 
going  to  deny  these  people  an  oppor- 
tunity to  prepare  themselves  to  be  more 
effective  leaders  as  laymen  and  pastors 
simply  because  they  cannot  attend  col- 
lege? 

Some,  of  course,  will  answer  that  they 
could  go  to  college  if  they  really  wanted 
to.  This  we  are  sure  is  true  with  some. 
But  this  is  not  true  of  all.  I  know  a 
young  man  thirty-one  years  of  age  who 
is  married  and  has  two  children.  The 
oldest  child  is  in  poor  health  because  of 
allergies,  and  the  wife  is  in  poor  health 
because  of  arthritis.  Yet  this  fine,  dedi- 
cated young  man  says  that  he  is  called 
of  the  Lord  to  preach.  Are  you  prepared 
to  tell  him  that  he  doesn't  know  what  he 
is  talking  about? 

Our  conferences  are  saying  that  we 
are  not  to  ordain  a  person  to  the  gospel 
ministry  that  does  not  have  two  years  of 
college  or  its  equivalent.  We  feel  that 
this  is  a  good  thing,  but  if  our  church  is 
not  going  to  continue  to  have  an  increas- 
ing shortage  of  pastors  and  evangelists, 
we  must  make  arrangements  for  those 
who  are  capable  to  get  the  training  and 
fill  the  gap.

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course  they  were  interested.  Then  they 
had  identified  themselves  with  the  or- 
ganization.  They  said  to  me: 

'"Now,  this  young  woman  will  not 
agree  with  you,-  but  when  you  are  at  the 
table,  we  want  you  to  promise  that  you 
will  not  say  anything  to  hurt  her  feel- 
ings.' 

'"Why,  I  would  not  hurt  anybody's 
feelings  for  the  world,'  I  said. 

"At  dinner  we  had  something  which 
appeals  to  me  at  any  time— a  piece  of 
good  old  roast  beef,  cooked  as  only  the 
English  can  cook  it.  My  hostess  passed 
me  my  plate.  The  young  woman  passed 
her  plate  for  vegetables. 

"  'Aren't  you  going  to  have  any  of  this 
meat?'  I  asked  her. 

"  'Oh,  no!'  she  answered  quickly. 

"'Don't  you  like  it?' 

"  'Yes,  but  I  must  not  eat  it.' 

"  'Have  you  any  scruples  against  eat- 
ing it?'  I  inquired. 

"  'Yes,'  was  her  reply,  'I  am  one  of 
the  144,000.  You  know  that  one  of 
these  days  the  antichrist  is  going  to  ap- 
pear, and  I  expect  to  be  in  that  witness- 
ing company.  Therefore,  I  must  prepare 
myself.' 

"Then  she  went  on  to  describe  the  con- 
dition the  world  would  be  in  during  the 
reign  of  the  antichrist.  But  then  she 
said, 

"  'I  must  fit  myself  for  that  great  min- 
istry which  I  and  the  others  who  belong 
to  this  company  are  going  to  render  in 
that  day.' 

"She  told  me  about  all  of  the  trials 
she  was  going  to  go  through;  and  in 
spite  of  the  seriousness  of  the  subject,  I 
could  not  repress  a  smile  as  I  thought 
that,  if  I  were  going  to  go  through  what 
she  said  she  was,  I  would  stand  in  need 
of  a  piece  of  the  roast  beef  we  were  hav- 
ing at  that  dinner! 

"I  tell  you  this  incident  to  illustrate 
the  erroneous  claims  that  are  being  made 
not  only  by  the  organization  referred  to, 
but  by  other  sects  as  well.  The  Mor- 
mons, followers  of  'Pastor'  Russell,  cer- 


tain holiness  sects,  and  others  assert  that 
they  are  the  144,000  sealed  ones  of  the 
seventh  chapter  of  Revelation." 

This  leads  me  to  plead  with  Christians 
everywhere  to  note  that  there  is  no  short- 
cut study  course  in  which  one  may  gain 
Bible  knowledge.  The  Bible  itself  is 
God's  love  message  to  each  Christian  and 
the  only  authentic  invitation  to  the  lost 
to  repent  and  be  saved  by  the  blood,  thus 
accepting  Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour 
and  being  empowered  to  withstand  the 
wiles  of  the  devil  as  reflected  in  demon- 
controlled  false  teachers.  The  Word 
has  quickening  power.  (See  Hebrews  4: 
12;  Romans  1:16.)  I  assure  you  that  the 
Word  is  sufficient  without  any  false 
helps  such  as  Helen  G.  White's  book,  Mrs. 
Mary  Baker  Eddy's  "Key  to  the  Scrip- 
tures," Armstrong's  literature  and  tele- 
vision and  1  adio  messages,  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  etc.  Don't  let  any  of  these 
glib-tongued  dramatists  leave  any  of 
their  literature  with  you,  whether  free 
or  otherwise.  If  you  should  be  strong 
enough  in  the  grace  of  Christ  to  with- 
stand such  evil,  subtile  teaching  some  of 
your  friends,  children,  grandchildren, 
etc.  may  not;  so  withdraw  yourself  be- 
fore someone  is  hurt  through  it.

The  Word  Dwelt 
Among  Us 

Lesson  Text:  John  1:1-5,  14-18 
Memory  Verse:  John  1:14 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

It  is  readily  noticeable  that  John  omit- 
ted the  details  of  Jesus'  birth  which  are 
given  so  clearly  in  Matthew  and  Luke. 
For  this  reason  we  tend  to  overlook  some 
important  facts  that  John  gives  which 
are  relative  to  the  coming  of  Christ  the 
first  time.  The  truth  is,  none  of  the 
other  Gospel  writers  place  certain  em- 
phases on  the  incarnation  as  John  does. 
He  clearly  tells  us  that  Christ  came  in 
the  flesh  and  dwelt  among  us.  It  is  also 
true  that  John's  emphases,  especially 
those  found  in  the  first  fourteen  verses, 
have  been  more  frequently  used  to  show 
that  Christ  was  God  dwelling  among 
men. 

We  have  often  wondered  how  it  must 
have  felt  to  the  apostles  and  disciples 
to  know  that  this  One  was  more  than  a 
mere  man  and  that  in  their  presence  was 
indeed  God  incarnated  in  the  flesh.  The 
truth  is  that  we  today  may  very  well 
have  a  better  consciousness  of  that  incar- 
nated miracle  than  did  they.  They  were 
so  close  to  Jesus  that  some  even  found 
it  difficult  to  believe  that  this  Man  was 
God.  As  we  look  back  on  the  scene  with 
two  thousand  years  of  study  to  help  us, 
our  faith  in  His  deity  may  even  be  strong- 
er than  theirs  was  at  the  time. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  He  did  come,-  He 
was  God;  and  He  died  and  arose  again 
to  prove  it.  We  have  come  to  another 
Christmas  season  and  that  glad  day  is 
only  two  days  from  now.  As  we  turn  to 
this  lesson,  let  us  seek  again  the  Christ- 
mas spirit  as  is  becoming  to  us.— The 
Advanced  Quarterly  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  John  sets  out  in  the  very  first  verse 
to  accomplish  his  purpose  for  writing— 
"But  these  are  written,  that  ye  might  be- 
lieve that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God."    He  tells  us  that  as  the  Word, 


Christ  had  a  preexistence;  that  is,  He  has 
existed  from  all  eternity  with  God  the 
Father.  This  can  be  said  about  no  other 
Person  that  has  ever  lived  on  this  earth. 

B.  If  we  celebrate  the  birth  of  Jesus  at 
Christmastime,  are  we  doing  it  in  a  man- 
ner that  will  be  pleasing  to  Him?  Isn't 
the  proper  way  to  celebrate  one's  birth 
to  do  the  things  that  will  make  that  one 
happy? 

C.  The  law  was  given  by  God  through 
Moses  for  a  purpose.  That  purpose  was 
to  make  men  conscious  of  their  sins.  It 
accomplished  exactly  what  it  was  sup- 
posed to  accomplish.  So  then  Jesus 
Christ  brought  grace  to  the  world  in  or- 
der that  men  might  be  saved. 

D.  Christianity  is  a  Person,  the  Per- 
son of  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  not  a  doctrine,- 
it  is  not  a  ritual;  it  is  not  a  system  of 
ethics,-  it  is  a  Person,  Jesus  Christ.— The 
Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS

EVEN  REALIZE  IT  


WHO  ARE  THE  NEEDY? 

Definirion:  "Needy"  means  to  be  in  want.  We  have  come  to  believe  that  the 
needy  are  the  poverty-stricken,  those  who  are  unable  to  maintain  their  economic 
necessities  and  who  require  assistance  from  other  sources,-  and,  indeed,  our  opinion 
is  an  acceptable  one— but  "the  needy"  goes  much  further  than  this.  .  .  . 

During  the  Christmas  season  is  when  we  usually  take  the  time  to  consider  the 
needy  (if  we  consider  them  at  all),  but  this  writer  cannot  help  but  question  whether 
we  do  as  much  as  we  can  or  should  for  those  less  fortunate.  From  the  beginning 
of  recorded  history  there  have  been  people  categorized  as  poverty-stricken,  unable 
to  secure  by  so-called  "respectable"  means  (according  to  society  big  shots)  a  decent 
living,  and  who  therefore  have  to  accept  handouts,  castoffs,  or  other  "charitable" 
assistance.  We  have  the  needy  with  us  today— in  numbers!  In  fact,  some  people 
are  needy  and  don't  even  realize  it.    Ponder  that  for  awhile. 

Of  course  our  thoughts  settle  upon  the  cold,  the  hungry,  the  tired,  the  sick,  and 
little  children,  who  at  Christmastime  will  not  be  afforded  the  pleasure  of  having  an 
abundance  of  toys  and  goodies.  For  some  such  little  one,  a  small  toy  would  be 
enough  to  bring  delight  to  his  soul;  but  on  Christmas  morning  he  may  very  well  not 
find  a  tree,  even— let  alone  a  toy  under  it.  As  he  shivers  in  the  cold  of  the  shack 
he  calls  his  home,  a  tear  stains  his  red  face,-  and  we  who  have  such  "big"  hearts 
shake  our  heads  and  utter  these  words  orally  or  to  ourselves:  "Oh,  isn't  it  a  pity?" 
A  pity  it  is,-  but  what  did  we  do  about  it  when  we  had  the  opportunity?  A  pity, 
yes,-  but  why  didn't  we  make  it  our  business  to  alter  the  situation  before  it  became 
unalterable?  A  gift  given  after  Christmas  to  a  poor  child  may  be  considered  a  mag- 
nanimous deed,  but  wouldn't  it  be  better  if  he  could  receive  it  on  time? 

Certainly  toys  aren't  everything.  Certainly  there  is  more  to  life  than  material 
things  in  general.  Easy  for  us  to  say— especially  when  we  who  possess  so  much  of 
this  world's  goods  are  the  ones  who  are  saying  it.  .  .  .  It's  regrettable  that  we  can't 
see  beyond  our  own  "goodness."  It's  sad  that  we  have  become  so  accustomed  to 
fortune  that  some  catastrophe  must  befall  us  before  we  realize  just  how  blessed 
we  really  are.  .  .  . 

On  streets,  in  cities  and  towns  alike,  Salvation  Army  kettles  stand,  symbolizing 
those  who  care;  and  we  pass  and  hear  the  recorded  carols  or  pause  for  a  moment 
to  listen  as  a  brass  ensemble  sound  out  their  rendition  of  "Silent  Night"  or  some 
other  traditional  Christmas  song.  We  glance  at  the  bonneted  lady  or  an  uniformed 
gentleman  who  is  ringing  a  bell,  and  very  quickly  we  ease  our  conscience  by  drop- 
ping in  a  quarter,  or  if  we  feel  particularly  generous,  a  dollar  (especially  if  someone 
we  know  is  directly  behind  us).  We  like  to  show  how  much  we  really  care.  .  .  . 

Foremost  in  our  minds  all  the  while  is  the  gift  that  we're  going  to  select  for 
precious  Aunt  Mary  (who  really  needs  no  material  remembrance),  and  how  we're 
going  to  impress  her  with  our  generosity,  endearing  ourselves  just  a  little  more  to 
her  and  finding  a  special  favor  in  her  eyes.  After  all,  she  has  much;  and  she's  on 
in  years,-  and  we  might  just  be  benefited  at  her  passing.  .  .  . 

We  go  about  our  merry  way,  hustling  and  bustling,  bumping  into  and  excusing 
friends  or  people  we  don't  know,  smiling  broadly  and  singing  happy  songs  under 
our  breaths,  really  oblivious  to  the  ragged  man  we  nearly  ran  over,  the  hollow-eyed 
child  with  the  moth-eaten  sweater,  the  stooped  mother  with  one  baby  in  her  arms 
and  three  older,  but  malnourished  children  trailing  along  looking  at  the  toys  and 
candy  in  the  shop  windows,  wondering  just  how  it  must  be  for  the  rich.  .  .  . 

We  hear  a  voice  somewhere  talking  to  a  group  about  "Operation  Santa  Claus," 
a  plan  to  help  the  materially  deprived,  those  who  at  Christmastime  receive  little,  if 
anything— even  love— and  we  "big"  people  ignore  the  plea,  remembering  that  some- 
thing was  said  about  it  last  year  but  thinking  that  the  plan  wasn't  worthy  of  our 
attention  cr  response.  After  all,  we  think,  we  can  do  but  so  much;  and  since  we 
are  so  very  busy  with  our  own  shopping  and  gift  giving,  we  leave  the  responsibility 
of  charity  to  someone  else— someone  else  who  has  left  the  same  responsibility  to  us. 

Somewhere  in  a  rest  home  a  little  old  woman  or  a  sick  old  man  will  hardly 
know  when  Christmas  comes,  except  by  the  date  on  the  calendar.  The  children 
who  placed  them  there  will  perhaps  find  the  time  to  drop  in  for  a  brief  visit  and  to 
give  a  small  gift.   Others  will  be  less  fortunate  than  that:  Their  children,  if  they

'Inally,  the  family  filed  to  their  fav- 
te  chairs  to  share  their  gifts.  After 
ging  "Silent  Night"  and  "Away  in  a 
nger,"  Dad  read  the  Christmas  story 
i  they  prayed.  While  opening  the 
ts,  Mary's  eyes  searched  out  that  first 
t  on  the  tree.  Although  it  was  the 
t  lifted  from  the  tree,  she  opened  it 
it.    There  lay  the  perfect  gift  for 


which  she  had  dreamed— a  real  baby 
doll!  It  could  cry,  sleep,  walk,  and  talk. 
Mary  could  comb  and  curl  her  hair. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  the  shar- 
ing of  gifts.  She  was  a  classmate  of  the 
writer.  An  attack  of  polio  left  her  crip- 
pled and  confined  to  a  wheelchair.  The 
class  drew  names  for  a  gift  exchange. 
When  they  were  distributed,  this  crip- 
pled girl  was  the  only  person  without  a 
gift.  The  eyes  again  told  the  tale,  for 
they  reflected  deep  shadows  of  disap- 
pointment. A  little  tear,  all  unbidden, 
stole  across  her  furrowed  face  that  was 
burrowed  in  a  handkerchief  to  hide  the 
hurt.  We  took  up  a  collection  and  bought 
her  a  gift,  but  it  must  have  been  poor 
twine  to  bind  a  broken  heart. 

The  wise  men  may  be  credited  with 
starting  the  practice  of  giving.  Their 
gifts  testify  they  were  men  of  promi- 
nence and  position.  Divinely  led  by  the 
star,  they  found  a  baby  boy— the  King 
of  the  Jews.  Since  it  was  a  custom  of 
their  country  that  one  should  never  ap- 
proach a  person  of  honor  without  a  gift, 
they  brought  gold,  frankincense,  and 
myrrh,  and  presented  them  to  Him.  Gold, 
a  sign  of  His  kingship  and  a  proper  gift 
for  Him  who  is  King  of  kings;  frankin- 
cense, a  symbol  of  His  prayers  ascend- 
ing like  the  smoke  of  burning  incense; 
and  myrrh,  a  shadow  of  the  suffering 
He  must  endure. 

From  that  time,  exchanging  gifts  at 
Christmas  has  become  common.  Some 
give  because  of  love,  like  the  young  man 
who  mortgages  his  allowance  for  three 
months  to  buy  a  gracious  gift  for  his 
lady  love.  Some  give  because  it  makes 
them  happy  and  brings  happiness  to 
those  who  accept  their  gifts.  Others 
give  as  a  token  of  appreciation,  while 
many  are  caught  up  with  the  sentiment 
of  the  season  and  buy  more  than  they 
should. 

Although  the  wise  men  started  the 
practice  and  it  is  now  a  colossal  com- 
mercial enterprise,  it  was  God  who  real- 
ly gave  the  first  Christmas  gift. 

The  gift  of  the  Christ  child  was  a  gift 
of  His  love,  for  "God  so  loved  .  .  .  that 
he  gave.  .  .  ."  Surely,  every  gift  should 
be  shared  from  this  noble  motive. 

Again,  God's  gift  was  small-just  a 
wee,  tiny  baby.  However,  size  does  lit- 
tle to  indicate  value.  There  is  a  stone 
mill  near  that  uses  a  diamond-studded 
sawblade  to  slice  huge  slabs  of  stone. 
Would  you  prefer  a  stone  slab  to  the 


diamonds  in  the  blade?  a  bucket  of 
water  to  an  ounce  of  gold?  If  size  is 
important  to  a  choice,  one  might  select 
the  larger  item.  But  if  intrinsic  worth 
is  a  proper  test  of  value,  the  smaller 
items  would  make  better  gifts. 

Furthermore,  God  gave  only  one  gift 
for  Christmas.  The  whole  Advent  nar- 
rative centers  in  this  one  event.  It  was 
God's  wisdom,  not  His  poverty,  that 
prompted  Him  to  give  a  single  gift.  How- 
ever, His  one  gift  provides  many  benefits 
to  me,  for  "Christ  Jesus  .  .  .  is  made 
unto  us  wisdom,  and  righteousness,  and 
sanctification,  and  redemption."  Since 
God,  with  all  the  wealth  of  His  treasures, 
gave  one  gift,  we  need  not  be  embar- 
rassed if  one  is  all  that  we  can  afford. 

The  angelic  message  to  the  shepherds 
told  how  God's  Gift  was  wrapped— "in 
swaddling  clothes"— garments  of  the 
poorer  people  of  Palestine.  The  outside 
wrapping  may  either  disguise  or  enhance 
the  gift.  Some  of  God's  great  gifts  have 
been  wrapped  quite  poorly— sickly  Saul 
of  Tarsus,  ill-formed  if  not  deformed, 
whom  God  transformed  into  the  Apostle 
Paul;  "Uncle  Bud"  Robinson,  an  illiter- 
ate epileptic,  whom  God  saved,  healed, 
and  used  as  a  great  soul  winner;  or 
"Abe"  Lincoln,  ugly  and  ungainly,  yet 
God's  man  in  a  crucial  conflict.  On  the 
other  hand,  some  gifts  to  the  world  have 
had  brilliant  wrappings— Herod  t  h  e 
Great  and  Napoleon,  gifted  men  with 
giant  capacity  for  greatness,  but  one  of 
whom  became  a  monster,  the  other  a 
warmonger.  An  organ  salesman,  de- 
scribing the  difference  between  two 
separate  instruments,  said,  "They  may 
look  alike  on  the  outside,  but  the  main 
difference  is  what  is  inside." 

Once  more,  God's  gift  is  practical.  To 
the  hungry,  He  is  Bread;  to  the  thirsty, 
He  is  Drink.  A  great  Physician  for  those 
sick  in  soul  and  body.  He  gives  rest  for 
the  weary,  peace  for  the  troubled,  and 
joy  for  the  distressed.  He  is  just  the 
gift  I  needed;  just  the  gift  you  need. 

In  a  few  days  many  families,  probably 
yours,  will  gather  about  the  tree  for 
their  annual  exchange  of  presents.  To 
the  children,  it  has  been  a  long  time  to 
wait.  Before  distributing  those  gifts, 
take  a  few  moments  longer  to  thank 
God  for  His  unspeakable  Gift.  If  you 
have  not  yet  accepted  Christ  as  your 
Saviour,  why  don't  you  accept  God's  Gift 
now?  This  will  make  yours  the  finest 
Christmas  you  have  ever  known!— The

And  if  you  keep  it  for  a  day,  why  not  al- 
ways?

1897  -  1973 

Rom  Warden  Mallard,  well-known  Free 
Will  Baptist  layman  of  Trenton,  North 
Carolina,  ended  more  than  a  half  cen- 
tury of  services  to  his  church,  com- 
munity, and  country  at  his  death  on  Oc- 
tober 26,  1973. 

Funeral  services  and  burial  were  con- 
ducted at  Friendship  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  in  Jones  County  (where  he  held 
membership  for  fifty-nine  years)  by  his 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Carol  B.  Hansley,  assist- 
ed by  the  Revs.  S.  A.  Smith  and  E.  E.  Ed- 
wards, all  ministers  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Eastern  Conference. 

Mr.  Mallard's  services  to  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  church  included  treasurer  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Convention  for 
twenty-six  years,  clerk  and  treasurer  of 
the  Fifth  Eastern  Union  Meeting  for  forty- 
three  years,  treasurer  of  Friendship 
church  for  forty  years,  where  he  was 
also  a  long-time  Sunday  school  teacher. 
"Brother  Rom,"  as  he  was  best  known 
by  his  Christian  friends,  was  also  active 
in  attendance  at  Free  Will  Baptist  ac- 
tivities throughout  North  Carolina  and 
he  supported  all  phases  of  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist church  work.  He  was  especially  in- 
terested in  Mount  Olive  College  where 
his  son-in-law,  Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper,  is 
president. 

His  community  and  fraternal  activities 
were  also  broad.  He  was  an  active  Ma- 
son for  more  than  fifty  years,  and  mem- 
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ber  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  Eastern  Star, 
and  DeMolay.  As  a  farmer,  he  was  ac- 
tive in  Farm  Bureau  work  at  all  levels- 
county,  state,  and  national. 

He  was  a  veteran  of  World  War  I. 

His  wife,  Mrs.  Annie  Banks  Mallard, 
is  well  known  by  Free  Will  Baptists 
throughout  North  Carolina  for  her  work 
in  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Eastern 
District. 

Because  of  his  special  interest  in 
Mount  Olive  College,  his  family  and 
friends  are  establishing  "The  Rom  W. 
Mallard  Memorial  Fund"  at  the  College 
as  a  lasting  tribute  to  his  life  and  Chris- 
tian services.

I  Question:  Is  it  wrong  for  a  Christian 
Eb  have  life  insurance?  What,  if  any- 
iing,  does  the  Bible  teach  on  this  sub- 
let? 

I  Answer:  There  is  nothing  definite  that 
■know  of  taught  in  the  Bible  regarding 
Ife  insurance.  There  is,  however,  to  be 
lund  some  teachings  regarding  one's 
Ring  thrifty  enough  so  as  to  make 
fccessary  provisions  for  himself  and 
Ived  ones  as  reason  and  common  sense 
Ictate.  "Go  to  the  ant,  though  slug- 
ird;  consider  her  ways,  and  be  wise: 
■hich  having  no  guide,  overseer,  or 
ller,  Provideth  her  meat  in  the  sum- 
ler,  and  gathereth  her  food  in  the  har- 
1st"  (Proverbs  6:6-8).  Here  God  is  us- 
Ig  the  ant  to  teach  the  readers  of  His 
lord  the  same  responsibility  of  expend- 
Tg  energy  to  make  provisions  in  due 
ason  for  bleak  days  that  naturally 
me  to  all.  Were  the  ant  not  to  pro- 
e  and  store  away  in  the  summer  for 
physical  needs  in  the  winter  he 
)uld  go  hungry  and  most  likely  suc- 
mb  to  the  evil  conditions  he  antici- 
tes  in  the  winter. 

If  the  careless  and  unconcerned  man 
re  not  to  acquaint  himself  with  the 
ts  of  life  and  make  such  provisions 
unproductive  times  such  as  of  neces- 
y  he  must  experience,  then  he  would 
ler  work  a  hardship  on  others  or  want 
the  necessities  of  life  in  such  times 
need.    God  directed  Joseph  to  lead 
araoh  to  store  up  food  in  the  seven 
irs  of  plenty  and  thereby  provide  for 
people's  need  in  the  seven  years  of 
line  and  dire  need, 
hen  the  New  Testament  teaches  that 
istians  should  lay  by  them  on  six 
s  of  the  week  financial  values  that 
aj  to  be  offered  on  the  first  day  of  the 
%ik.   "But  if  any  provide  not  for  his 
on,  and  specially  for  those  of  his  own 
h'ise,  he  hath  denied  the  faith,  and  is 
wrse  than  an  infidel"  (1  Timothy  5:8). 
Ts  teaches  that  a  Christian  man  should 
nr<e  proper  provisions  for  his  wife  and 
cldren.    Some  use  insurance  policies 


for  this  purpose.  There  have  been  many 
widows  and  orphans  that  had  their  dire 
needs  cared  for  from  insurance  policies 
kept  up  by  the  man  of  the  house  while 
he  lived,  who  otherwise  would  have  suf- 
fered greatly  and  probably  would  have 
been  a  burden  to  society  if  the  husband 
and  father  had  neglected  his  duty  in  this 
area. 

Feeling  keenly  this  God-appointed  re- 
sponsibility of  a  husband  and  a  father 
Jacob  refuses  to  remain  a  part  of  his 
father-in-law's  household  and  insists  on 
making  it  on  his  own,  he  says,  ".  .  .  And 
now  when  shall  I  provide  for  mine  own 
house  also?"  (Genesis  30:30).  As  sug- 
gested in  1  Timothy  5:8,  quoted  above, 
God  expects  every  father  and  husband 
to  provide  for  his  own  family  or  house- 
hold which  may  seem  to  run  counter  to 
our  government's  present  policies.  The 
Bible  carries  this  subject  further  when 
it  says:  "For  even  when  we  were  with 
you,  this  we  commanded  you,  that  if 
any  would  not  work,  neither  should  he 
eat.  .  .  .  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and 
have  no  company  with  him,  that  he  may 
be  ashamed"  (2  Thessalonians  3:10,  14). 

Insurance  as  it  is  known  today  did  not 
exist  when  any  of  the  Bible  was  being 
written,  but  I  think  the  Bible  is  quite 
clear  on  the  subject  of  making  provis- 
ions and  by  whom  these  are  to  be  made. 
Such  provisions  should  be  made  by  the 
husband,  but  in  our  changing  conditions 
and  attitudes  in  society  we  should  take 
cognizance  of  the  fact  that  it  is  essen- 
tial that  all  members  of  the  family 
respect  its  head  and  cooperate  with  him 
otherwise  he  may  be  unable  to  so  pro- 
vide. 

On  Page  357  in  George  H.  Sandison's 
book,  1000  Difficult  Questions  Answer- 
ed, he  gives  the  following  answer  to  a 
similar  question: 

"There  is  nothing  in  Scripture  bearing 
on  the  subject  of  life  insurance,  but 
there  are  various  passages  on  thrift  and 
on  making  provision  for  old  age.   If  you 


turn  to  1  Timothy  5:8  you  will  find  a 
very  definite  statement  on  the  subject. 
Evidently  Paul  did  not  believe  that  any 
man  claiming  to  be  a  Christian  was  jus- 
tified in  leaving  his  dependent  ones  to 
be  a  burden  on  the  community,  either 
during  his  life  or  afterward.  There  are 
birds  and  other  animals  that  give  im- 
provident man  a  lesson  by  the  way  they 
lay  up  a  store  of  food  against  the  win- 
ter season.  Jesus  in  Matthew  6:31-34 
was  not  rebuking  thrift,  but  worldly- 
mindedness  and  vanity.  He  was  refer- 
ring to  those  who  pursued  the  things  of 
this  life  as  the  supreme  object.  He 
wanted  his  followers  to  'take  no  thought 
(anxious  care  or  worry)  for  the  morrow.' 
He  had  no  word  of  condemnation  for  at- 
tention to  business,  but  business  gains, 
wealth,  possessions,  etc.,  are  all  of 
secondary  importance,  and  worry  about 
them  springs  from  the  heart's  distrust 
of  God,  and  does  no  good,  but  rather 
evil." 

So  far  as  I  know  we  should,  as  we  are 
able  to  do  so,  provide  for  our  families, 
leaving  that  needed  to  sustain  them  if 
we  should  suddenly  be  called  home  to 
be  with  Christ.  Jesus  himself  said  that 
we  neither  know  the  day  nor  the  hour 
when  He,  the  Son  of  man,  may  come  the 
second  time,-  and  surely  our  knowledge 
of  that  event  is  no  more  removed  from 
us  than  that  concerning  our  being  taken 
from  the  scene  of  action  in  death.  Every- 
one who  reads  this  should  be  reminded 
that  one's  stay  on  this  earth  is  both 
limited  and  uncertain,  and  that  the  Bible 
teaches  us  to  be  ready  at  all  times  not 
knowing  fully  the  terror  of  the  Lord.  He 
spoke  parables  to  remind  us  that  in  a 
day  when  He  is  least  expected  He  will 
come  again,  and  that  we  need  not  be 
surprised  at  any  one's  being  called  away 
from  this  life's  actions  at  any  time.

As  your  chil- 
dren open  their  Christmas  gifts  at  Christ- 
mastime, will  you  also  think  of  the 
thousands  of  starry  eyes  and  warm 
hearts  of  the  children  throughout  the 
world  that  will  not  receive  a  doll  baby, 
an  orange,  or  other  gifts  at  Christmas?

Water  for  the  Thirsty 

Lesson  Text:  John  4:7-15 
Memory  Verse:  John  4:14 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

Our  lesson  for  today  concerns  itself 
with  the  events  that  took  place  when  a 
certain  woman  of  Samaria  met  Jesus  at 
Jacob's  well  and  was  engaged  by  Him  in 
conversation  that  led  her  into  a  new  life. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the 
Samaritans,  being  a  mixed  breed  of  peo- 
ple, part  Jew  and  part  Gentile,  were  held 
in  utter  contempt  by  most  of  the  ortho- 
dox Jews  of  the  day. 

This  passage  will  reveal  to  us  that 
Jesus  had  none  of  this  narrow-minded 
bigotry  about  Him,  but  gladly  rendered 
service  to  any  who  would  receive  it.  He 
looked  upon  all  persons  as  children  of 
God,  and  recognized  that  the  need  of 
the  Samaritans,  as  well  as  the  need  of 
the  Jews,  was  to  find  new  life  in  God. 
He  never  missed  an  opportunity  to  ex- 
tend this  invitation  to  new  life  in  Him- 
self to  anyone  who  would  listen  to  what 
He  had  to  say. 

The  background  for  today's  lesson  is 
the  land  of  Samaria,  that  portion  of  the 
Promised  Land  which  had  remained  in 
the  possession  of  the  ten  tribes  at  the 
time  of  the  rebellion.  The  events  of  to- 
day's lesson  took  place  at  a  well  that 
had  been  dug  many  years  before  by 
Jacob  and  still  bore  his  name. 

The  purpose  of  today's  lesson  is  to 
convince  us  that  Jesus  is  capable  and 
willing  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  persons, 
regardless  of  nationality,  social  stand- 
ing, or  religious  heritage.— The  Teen-Age 
Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

II.  HINTS  THAT  HELP 

A.  The  Gospel  of  John  is  the  Gospel  of 
the  personal  interview.  John  records 
more  of  the  personal  interviews  of  Jesus 
than  any  other  Gospel  writer.  For  ex- 
ample, in  John  3  we  have  recorded  an 
interview  that  Jesus  had  with  an  im- 
portant sinner,  Nicodemus,-  in  John  4  we 
have  recorded  the  interview  with  an 


immoral  sinner,  the  woman  at  the  well; 
and  in  John  5,  we  have  an  interview 
with  an  impotent  sinner,  the  man  by  the 
pool. 

B.  Our  lesson  today  deals  with  a 
woman  that  Jesus  led  to  accept  Him  as 
Saviour.  Jesus  Christ  did  more  to  lift 
women  from  the  level  of  ordinary  slaves 
than  any  person  who  has  ever  lived. 
Women  ought  to  love  Him! 

C.  Jesus  cut  across  the  lines  of  racial 
prejudice  and  custom  to  lead  the  woman 
to  be  saved  in  this  lesson.  We  should 
not  allow  custom  and  prejudice  to  keep 
us  from  winning  others  to  Christ. 

D.  As  the  Water  of  Life,  Jesus  Christ 
is  universal.  There  has  never  been  a 
person  who  did  not  need  water.  It  is  a 
necessity  for  every  person.  So  Christ  is 
the  universal  Necessity.  There  is  no  per- 
son who  does  not  need  Him. 

E.  Have  you  ever  led  a  soul  to  Christ? 
Why  not  follow  the  steps  Jesus  followed 
with  this  woman  and  see  if  you  cannot 
lead  someone  to  Him  this  week? 

-The  Bible  Teacher  (F.W.B.). 

III.  ADDITIONAL  TRUTHS 

A.  Jesus  gives  the  living  water,  salva- 
tion. But  He  does  not  give  it  to  every- 
one. How  can  we  be  among  those  who 
receive  it? 

1.  We  believe  in  Jesus.  We  believe 
He  is  the  Christ,  God's  Son,  and  our 
Saviour.  We  do  not  say,  "I  don't  think 
you  can  save  me;  but  if  you  can,  prove 
it!"   We  trust  Him. 

2.  We  prefer  what  He  offers.  Like  the 
merchantman  who  sold  all  he  had  to  buy 
one  superb  pearl,  we  value  salvation 
above  all  other  values,  and  especially 
above  the  pleasures  of  sin.  This  is  re- 
pentance. 

3.  We  make  our  belief  known  and  are 
baptized  into  Christ.  Thus  we  bury  the 
selfish  and  sinful  self,  and  rise  to  walk 
in  newness  of  life,  as  we  read  in  the 
sixth  chapter  of  Romans. 

4.  We  walk  faithfully  with  Jesus.  Paul 
says,  "How  shall  we,  that  are  dead  to 
sin,  live  any  longer  therein?"  (Romans 
6:2).    Peter  urges,  "Add  to  your  faith 


virtue,-  and  to  virtue  knowledge;  and 
knowledge  temperance,-  and  to  tempi 
ance  patience,-  and  to  patience  godlinei 
and  to  godliness  brotherly  kindness;  a 
to  brotherly  kindness  charity  .  .  .  for^ 
ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall  never  fa 
for  so  an  entrance  shall  be  minister 
unto  you  abundantly  into  the  everla 
ing  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Savio 
Jesus  Christ"  (2  Peter  1:5-1 1).-Standa 
Lesson  Commentary.

No 
one  cared  that  they  were  emotionally  de- 
pendent upon  these  pills. 

Huxley's  vision  has  proved  to  be  chill- 
ingly prophetic  in  several  ways.  How- 
ever, drug  dependence  is  not  new,  al- 
though the  pill  form  is.  Mankind  has  a 
long  history  of  using  mind-altering 
drugs,  from  drinking  alcohol  to  smoking 
opium  and  hashish,  as  an  escape  from 
reality. 

Those  who  know  Christ  have  found 
that  He  satisfies  the  innermost  longings 
of  the  soul.  Who  needs  "uppers"  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  fills  us  with  joy  unspeak- 
able? Who  needs  "downers"  when 
nothing  produces  peace  and  rest  like 
having  a  Saviour  upon  whom  we  can  cast 
our  every  care?  Let  none  be  deceived 
by  the  devil  to  seek  any  of  this  in  a  pill, 
a  drink,  or  a  forbidden  experience.  Such 
is  spiritual  poison  that  can  prove  fatal. 
—Standard  Lesson  Commentary.
